A CONTESTED SEAT. 

Mr. Riddell stated that he objected to the 
receivini? of the returns from the Twentieth 
ward, showing the election of Mr. Aiken. He 
would, when an opportunity offered, present 
a remonstrance, alleging irregularities on the 
part of the election board, from John Barton, 
Esq., who, the returns would show, was the 
Ueteated candidate. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The Clerk stated that the next business in 
order would be the election of President. 

Dr. A. H. Gross was nominated, and, on mo¬ 
tion, elected by acclamation. 

The oath of oifice having been administered 
by Colonel Phillips, Dr. Gross took his seat 
amid loud applause. Being called uDon for a 
speech, the President elect responded as fol¬ 
lows; 


THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

Gentlemen of Select Council: I thank 
you for the honor conferred by the re-election 
of me to this important office, and I promi.se, 
to the be«t of my ability, to discharge impar¬ 
tially and faithfully the duties belonging 
thereto. But without your co-operation, 
gentlemen, I feel that I shall fail. This co¬ 
operation, however, I feel satisfied I shall re¬ 
ceive. Gentlemen, you have been elected to 
legislate for a large and rapidly growing city. 
Your responsibility is great; yet I feel sure 
that the experience of the old members, with 
the known integrity of the aew, are a suffi¬ 
cient guarrantee that the interests of the city 
will be well cared for. Again expressing to 
yon my warmest thanks, I will assume the 
duties which now fall to mo. [Applause.] 

MEMBERS SWORN IN. 

The new members were now called up and 
sworn in, with the exception of Mr* Aiken. 

MR. AIKEN’S CASE AGAIN. 

Mr. Riddell again referred to the question 
of the contested seat in Council, of the mem¬ 
ber from the Twentieth ward, and wished to 
k now what was to be done with reference to 
it. He desired to have the memorial from 
Mr. Barton received and acted upon by Coun¬ 
cil, 

Mr. Burgwin stated Mr. Aiken was entitled 
to a feat in Council, until his seat was regu¬ 
larly contested. He had been elected accord¬ 
ing to prima facie evidence. 

Mr. Riddell stated that according to City 
Digest, page 242, as well as the rules of Coun¬ 
cil, only tbose against whom no objection 
was made should be sworn in and proceed to 
organization. He requested leave to read the 
memorial from John Barton, remonstrating 
against Mr. Aiken’s being allowed to take his 
seat. This permission was granted and the 
memorial read. 

The paper was received and filed. 

Mr. Burgwin moved that Mr. Aiken be 
sworn in, and allowed to take his seat with 
the other members. 

Mr. Riddell— I object to a new member be¬ 
ing brought into Council, whose seat is con¬ 
tested, through any e.uch strategy as that at¬ 
tempted to be practiced. 

Mr. Burgwin— I do not act in the interest 
of either party. 1 did not know that there 
was any such memorial until now. I only 
wish the rules carried out strictly. Let us 
establish a precedent in this matter, but be 
sure we are right. I claim the gentleman is 
entitled to be sworn in, according to the 
prima facie evidence. In all legiflative bodies 
this is the rule, and where an election is con¬ 
tested, a city ordinance provides as to how it 
shall be done. Our proper precedent, having 
elected a President, is to proceed at once to 
swear in the members who have the ordinary 
prima facie proof of their election, which was 
their possession of certificates from the elec¬ 
tion boards. 

Mr. Jeremy— Mr. Smith was sworn in last 
year, in Common Council, when bis seat was 
oontestea. This is a similar case, and the 
same course should be pursued. 

Mr. Riddle— 1 admit, it would not be prop¬ 
er to refuse to swear in a member, merely 
because a member objected without giving a 
reason. But this is a sworn statement, and it 
should have its due weight. 

Mr. Burgwin stated that he would insist 
upon his motion to have Mr. Aiken sworn in. 

Mb. Littell— Heretofore the custom in. this 
Council has been, that when the certificate of 
election Is received from the election officers. 
It is considered prima fade evidence that the 
person was regularly elected. The statement 
In the memorial, although sworn to, is mefely 
hearsay, although the memorialist swears that 
snch and such is the case, to the best of his 
knowledge and belief. The proper way to pro¬ 
ceed in the case, was to swear the member in, 
and take action on the memorial afterward,

Mr. Wain WRIGHT asked leave to present an 
ordinance. Leave was granted. The ordin¬ 
ance, provided the fixing the salary of the

Mr. Wainwright moved that the rules be 
suspended, and the ordinance put on its final 
passage.

The requisite two-thirds vote not having 
been obtained, the rules were not suspended. 

Mr. Morrow moved that the ordinance be 
referred to the Finance Committee \^th In¬ 
structions to report an oruinance fixing the 
salaries of all city officers. The motion was 
carried. C. C. concurred. 

Mr. Phillips stated that this question of 
the raising of salaries was a very important 
one. If we allow It to go on, we will have to in¬ 
crease the taxes of the city terribly. 

Mr. W. C. McCarthy said he desired infor¬ 
mation. He was struck forcibly with a re¬ 
mark made by the chairman of the Finance 
Committee, “that he didn’t know where the 
money was to come from with which to pay 
the city’s expenses next next year; that the 
taxes would probablj be terrible,” etc. He 
thought the Finance Committee was not pro¬ 
perly constituted, as a majority of the mem¬ 
bers were from the outer districts, and hence 
controlled the finances, to the detriment of 
the old districts. The matter should be looked 
into. 

The President stated that there being no 
question before the house, discussion was out 
of order. 

On motion, a recess of ten^mffiutes was 
taken, when the President called the mem¬ 
bers to order, and announced that Common 
Council had been organized by the re-election 
of their former officers. 









On motion of Mr. MgCunb, Council adjourn¬ 
ed meet Common Council in joint session. 

Aft^‘ the adjournment of the joint session, 
Select branch reassembled. 

On motion of Mr. McruNB, tbe clerk was 
instructed to notify Common Council tnat Se¬ 
lect Council was ready to adjourn. 

THAT TlTRN-TABtiliJ. 

Mr. Friday presented a petition from citi¬ 
zens ot tbe Tenth ward, eettin/r forth that 
the Pleasant Valley Railway Company had 
Placed a turn-table at the end of their line, in 
front of the Custom House The petition set 
forth that Street Commissioner Hunter had 
notified the company that it could not be 
used without the consent of Councils^ and 
prayed that nothing be done with reference 
to it except by the appropriate committee. On 
motion the paper was referred to the Street 
Committee.

Mr. Gazzam—I t Is necessary for the gentle¬ 
man to Slate bis objections at once and at 
length. 

Ml. Hare—I s it necessary to state it in 
writing? 

Mr. GAZZAM-The law says that objections 
must be siaied in full at the time of reading 
the reiurns, and that the Councils must Im- 
luediately hear and decide upon theiii. 

Mr. McCanddess— Not immedkiiely. 

Mr. Gazzam—Y es it does. T'^^ word used 
is ‘’forthwith,’' [Here the gent emaa read the 
law In su; p irt of his position ana continued.] 
Now the fact that these genflemen bav cer- 
tiflcaiea of election is prima facie evidence 
that they are entitUdto seats, and if objec- 
ti( ni aie made they must be made and consid- 
ereu at once. I call for the gentleman’s ob- 
Cections. 


Mr. Hare—I have here a petition which 
is sworn to. It can be read and will give 
all the facts. [Paper handed to the clerk.] 

Mr. McCandlesS—I don’t think this is the 
proper time ter that. I think we ought to go 
ahead and organize, and afterward refer this 
matter to!a committee for consideration. 

Mr. Hare—I ask for the opinion of the City 
Solicitor. 

Mr. Gazzam— Mr. McCandless’ idea would 
be right in case there was any Irregularity in 
the returns. But such is not the fact here. 
The returns come in all right, and the gentle¬ 
men have regular cenificates, which is prima 
facie evidence that they are entitled to be re¬ 
ceived. If not, then the objectiousto them 
must be made at once. Heretofore we have 
referred cases of contested seats to a commit¬ 
tee, when two sets of returns were banded in 
but such is nob tbe case here. 

Mr. Watson— We all know it was in the 
case of Mr. Smith last year. We then referred 
the matter to a committee. 

Clerk McMaster—I f the members please, I 
would like to say a word, as I am authorized 
te do by virtue of my present position. I 
don’t want to read the law to you nor got en¬ 
tangled in the argument, but common sense 
seems to show me that these gentlemen who 
present the certificates, must be received now 
and are entitled to seats until Council is or¬ 
ganized. and the matter can come up for de¬ 
cision by a legal organization. As we stand 
now Council is not organized, and the seats 
of these gentlemen at this stage can’t be con¬ 
tested. 

This petition, then, as I take it. cannot be re¬ 
ceived until this body is organized. In the 
present shape of affairs theie is no Council to 
refer tbe matter to. 

Mr. McCandless—T hat’s it exactly. 

Mr. JonES—I wish to refer to the precedent 
we established last tall. At that time there 
was a contest over the seat of Mr. Roland 
Smith. We then referred the matter to a 
committee, aud they reported, and the result 
WAS that a new election was ordered. And 
yet at that time the figures of the Return In¬ 
spector were clearly against Mr. Smith, but at 
tbe subsequen* election he received a good 
majority. Now if the figures were not taken 
into account then, wby should they be now Y 
I think it is perfectly proper to refer this 
matter to a committee. 

Mr. McCandless—T he City Solicitor is here 
and I move we hear him. 

After some farther wrangling this motion 
was agreed to. 

Mr, Slagle— All I can do is to read tbe oi - 
dinauce of Councils, (ordinance read). Now in 
my judgment that means that tbe members of 
Councils are to meet and receive the returns. 
Then all matter pertaining to contested seats 
must lay over until after the organization— 
the election of President and clerk. Then 
the '‘contested seats” ate to be “forthwith” 
coosidered. 

This settled the matter and the paper was 
withdrawn while the returns were concluded. 

Clerk—Gentlemen, you have heard the 
reiurbs. 

Mr. McCandless—I move they be approved 
with the exception of the Twentieth ward. 
Carried, 

OFFICERS CHOSEN. 

Tbe clerk announced tbe election of a Pres¬ 
ident the next thing in order. 

Mr. Jones (and half a dozen others)—I nom¬ 
inate H. W. Oliver. Jr. 

The nominations were, on motion, closed 
and Mr. Oliver elected by acclamation. 

A motion wa*^ made to appoint a committee 
to conduct tbe President elect to the chair, 
but some of the more practical members sug¬ 
gested the propriety of dispensing with ro¬ 
mance on tbe occasion, and accordingly Mr. 
Oliver stepped forward. 

By appointment of the Clerk, Mr, McCand¬ 
less administered the oath of office. 

President Oliver— Gentlemen; I thank you 
for this compliment of a re-election by ac¬ 
clamation, and with your assistance 1 will en¬ 
deavor to discharge the duties of the position 
to ihe best of my ability. ]Applause J 

The members were all then duly sworn in 
by hte President. 

Mr. H. McMaster was nominated for 
Clerk by Mr. Carroll, and on motion of Mr, 
Evan Jones, (elected by acclamation 

Mr. D. L Fleming nominated Capt. Cooper 
as Messenger c tbe Council, and he was elect¬ 
ed by acclamation. 

THAT RETURN. 

The offleerB were sworn in, when 

Mr. Barb moved that Mr, W. B. Negley, of 
the Twentieth ward, be sworn in. 

Mr. Follansbee— Is this the party to whom 
objection is made? 


The President —I know nothing of it. 
You must decide in this matter. 

Mr. NegIjEY—A s my seat is contested, 1 
supDose 1 may be allowed to say something* 

President Oliver— I would just say that I 
personally would be glad to hear you, but as 
you have not been sworn in you are not a 
member yet, and can’t be recognized. 

Mr. Cohen moved that Mr. Negley be ac¬ 
corded the privilege of speaking. Carried, 

Mr. Negley then stated that he knew noth¬ 
ing of the petition before them, but he wished 
to have the matter fairly settled. As to pre¬ 
cedent the case of Mr. Smith had been cited. 
He (Negley) had made a motion to allow Mr. 
Smith to take a seat, which was carried, and 
afterward the contest was made. 

He thought the Twentieth ward was enti¬ 
tled to representation. They must admit 
members, and then test the matter after ward, 
if there was a contest. 

Mr. Barr renewed his motion, to have the 
member from the Twentieth ward sw'oru in. 

Mr. Hare handed in the petition and 
called for its reading. It set forth at length 
certain alleged inegularities in the manner of 
conducting the election. 

Mr. Gazzam said he was in favor of having 
the matter investigated, but that the mem¬ 
bers in the meantime should not be deprived 
of their seats. 

Mr. Jones— I believe that Mr. Negley only 
desires to sit here until such time as this mat¬ 
ter is decided, and I think he is clearly enti¬ 
tled to the seat until that time. 

Mr. M’Candless said if tbe facts set forth 
in that paper were true then the election was 
clearly, glaringly illegal. He would be sorry 
to do anything against Mr. Negley, but could 
they admit men elected in that way, could 
they admit them until the matter was inves¬ 
tigated, He simply wanted them to be gov¬ 
erned by the law. 

Mr. Cohen—I f you take uotice of the body 
of that paper there is not a legally elected 
member in this Council, for it is almost im¬ 
possible for an election board to pay atten¬ 
tion to the strict minutiae of the law. I 
think it is only equity, only courtesy, only 
justice, that these gentlemen representing 
the Twentieth ward be now admitted. And 
I think further that it’s about time that we 
should stop listening to every rumor of 
perjury and irregularity which from time 
to time fills the air. 

The disouBsion here closed, and tbe motion 
was carried. 

Mr. Negley, who was the only Twentieth 
ward Councilman present, was then sworn in. 

Mr, Hare then moved the appointment of a 
Committee on contested seats. 

Mr. Negley called attention to ordinance 
regulating the appointment of the Committee. 

The matter of appointment of the Commit¬ 
tee was laid over, and Common Council went 
into joint session. 

After the reassembling of Common Council 

THE RULES ADOPTED. 

Mr, Gazzam moved the adoption of the 
rules of tbe Council of 1871 for tbe government 
of the Council for 1872. Carried. 

TWENTIETH WARD AGAIN. 

Mr. W. B. Negley called attention to the 
fact that by aud ordinance passed January 22, 
1871, it was provided that no election could 
be contested, unless upon the petition of ten 
citizens. In view of this fact he thought they 
would have to either reconsider the ordinance 
or reconsider their action in reference to the 
Twentieth ward membership. He didn’t 
care which, but to bring the member up legal¬ 
ly, he moved a reconsideration of tbe vote or¬ 
dering the appointment of a committee in 
contested seats for the Twentieth ward and 
the erasure of the same from the minutes. 

Mr. Jones was opposed to having the in¬ 
vestigation smuggled. These petitions bad 
a right to be heard and they sluyuld be heard, 
and he did not believe in allowing the matter 
to go by default. The petitioner did not un¬ 
derstand our rules and he only comes here 
to ask his rights. He should be set right and 
have the privilege of a hearisg. 

Mr. McCandless said this action would not 
deprive the petitioner of his rights. He still 
if he could get the legal number of voters to 
protest had the right to have the whole mat¬ 
ter investigated within thirty days. 

President Oliver—I relerred to that ordin¬ 
ance and objected to the appointment of any 
committee but you insisted upon it. 1 didn’t 
think it was right. I certainly, under it, 
would not receive any such petition from one 
man; it must be signed by ten voters. Now 
this petitioner can have bis redress at any 
time within thirty days, by complying with 
the law. This ordinance was especially 
framed to prevent all trouble. Wby other- 
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wise one man out of five hundred might cap¬ 
tiously object to an election and cause us 
great trouble for nothing. But unless there 
are ten men this can't be done, and with that 
number of objections, any respectful petition 
will be heard. We ought to do business ac- 
oording to law. 

Mr, Nbglby said he did not wish to shirk 
any investigation. He simply wanted the 
business conducted legally. He was deter¬ 
mined to have the matter ferreted out and 
clearly investigated. He knew it was all 
right. The election officers—those who re¬ 
ceived the votes—were sworn before a vote 
was taken in, and he could satisfy any fair 
minded investigating committee of the facts. 

After some further discussion, the motion 
was passed and the action of the Councils in 
authorizing the committee, was reconsidered 
<aDd the record erased. 

President OiiiVER announced the apooint- 
ment of Albert Sargeant and Samuel Church 
418 pages of Common Council. Adjourned.

THE MAYOR'S INAUGURAIi. 

The Mayor elect, Mr. James Blackmore.was 
then invited to the desk, and as he came for¬ 
ward was greeted with applause. When quiet 
was restored, and the oath of office was ad¬ 
ministered by President Gross, Mr. Blackmore 
said: 

Mr, President and Genilemun of the Select 
and Common Council of Pittsburgh. 

My fellow-citizens, irrespective of political 
opinion, having again elected me chief magis¬ 
trate of this great and prosrerous manufac¬ 
turing city, I feel it hut due to them on this 
occasion to express my profound gratitude 
for this unusual expression of their personal 
partiality and renewed confidence in my hon¬ 
esty and official ability. In response to this 
kindly manifestation of their regard I will 
assure them that no effort on my 
part will be spared to render my adminis¬ 
tration worthy of their continued confidence 
and trust. Elected by the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh, all party tests will be forgotten in the 
choice of police officers and other subordi¬ 
nates, who will be chosen entirely with re¬ 
gard to tbeir honesty and capacity, and if 
subsequently found deficient, will be prompt¬ 
ly removed to make way for more competent 
public servants. I will also endeavor to en¬ 
force properly the ordinances which have 
from time to time been enacted in your bon. 
orable bodies, and will watch with peculiar 
regard the pecuniary interests of our great 
city. 

Gentlemen, accept my thanks for your cour¬ 
tesy on this occasion, with this expression of 
my sincere desire, that the utmost harmony 
and cordiality may prevail in our future inter¬ 
course, and that we may thoroughly co-oper¬ 
ate in promoting the interests of the city at 
large. [Loud and long continued applause.] 
After concluding bis inaugurala the Mayor 
said he desired to announce a few of his ap¬ 
pointments; the others would be known in 
due time. For Chief of Police he had selected 
Mr. John Irwin; for Clerk, Mr. James Patter¬ 
son, and for Captain of the Night Watch, Mr. 
Joseph Cupples. LApplause,] 

This ceremony being over, the Mayor came 
down to the floor again and received the con¬ 
gratulations of friends. 

It was announced that the Treasurer and 
Controller would be sworn In by the Mayor 
when they assumed the duties of their respec¬ 
tive offices.

Market House, the sum of 113,063.33. for work 
done, the extras to be referred to arbitrators.

Mr. Ltttbul—T here seems to be no dispute 
as to the amount stated in the resolution. Tbe 
obj -clion is made to the extras claimed. Mr. 
Malone should have his money; be has waited 
upou it long enough. 

Mr. Morrow—M r. Malone has {waited for 
bis inont^y now fully four months, when It 
was really due sixty days after the work was 
completed. [ am sure no member of this 
Council wishes to keep Mr. Malone longer out 


of bis money. He has a bill of extras, which 
he is willing to submit to arbitrators appoint¬ 
ed by this Council. 

Mr. Raffervy moved to refer the whole 
matter to the Market Committee, to report 
fully to Councils at the next meeting. 

Mr. Rurgwin— I think this would be advis¬ 
able. We should take no action in this mat- 
I ter rashly. Let us be sure we are right be¬ 
fore anything further is dune. 

Mr, Morrow asked leave to withdraw the 
resolution, tbe Clerk having stated that tbe 
report of the old Market Committee was at 
the Gazette office, and < 5 o Id be had by tbe 
I next meeting, which would clear up the whole 
matter.

Mr. Gazzam t hought it was a private bank¬ 
ing house, but that the stockholders were in- 
dividnally liable. 

Mr. Lloyd -I am In favor of giving it to the 
highest bidders, but they must be the beM I 
want to be sure. If these banks which have 
b d high are safe, I think we should give 
them the money, 

Mr. Chislett—I s it an incorporated bank? 

Mr. Burgwin said that if the law expres.sly 
provided for an inoorporated bank, then they 
could not let the money go to the Keystone if 
it was a private banking house. Council**', 
however, could let the matiergo now and elect 
the Keystone, and of c m se. if it was found 
ineligible, a new election would be bad. 

The matter was here allowed t o drop and the 
motion of Mr. Fleming was carried—i he 
Keystone, Pittsburgh Savings and Duquense 
banks being selected.

CITY VALUATION. 

Mr, McCarthy presented the draft of an 
act as follows: 

An Act giving power to the Councils of the 
city of Pittsburgh to equalize the valuations 
of taxable real estate within the city of 
Pittsburgh, for city purposes. 

Section 1. That the Councils of the city of 
Pittsburgh, either by themselves or by tbeir 
proper officers or agents, shall have the power 
to alter, revise and equalize the valuation of 
the taxable real estate within the city for 
city purposes. 

Sec. 3. That the said Councils of the city ®f 
Pittsburgh shall take for city purposes the 
aggregate valuation of the taxable real es¬ 
tate within said city, assessed for county pur¬ 
poses, and in the altering, revising or equal¬ 
izing said valuations for city purposes, ihey 
shall not increase the aggregate amount as¬ 
sessed for county purposes within the city. 

Mr. McCarthy said: As the law now stands 
the city authorities have no control whatever 
over the e^alizatlon or exoneration of ^be 
valuation of real estate within the city. Un¬ 
der the law the County Commissioners have 
entire control over the amount of revenue 
from real estate derived by the city, a power 
which ail past experience has shown to have 
not been used with the sound discretion so 
important a function should be exercised. By 
this bill this power la placed in the hands of 
the city authorities where it should properly 
reside. 

The paper was referred to the Ordinance 
Committee.

SUNDAY READING ROOM, 

The President read a petition from Mr. J. W. 
Pittock asking the use of the old City Hall as 
a free reading room on Sabbath afternoon. 
The room is to be provided with tiles of Amer¬ 
ican and foreign papers of different languages, 
and the petitioner proposes to organize and 
keep up a Sabbath school, non-sectarian in its 
character, wnerein shall ba taught the rudi¬ 
ments of a common school education. At¬ 
tached to the petition was a joint resolution 
granting the privilege asked. 

Mr. PEA.RSON moved that a special commit¬ 
tee, two from Select and three from Common 
Council to act in conjunction with the Market 
Committee. Adopted and Messrs. Pearson and 
House in part of S. C., and Messrs. Cohen, 
Verner and Darlington in part of C, C., were 
appointed. 

Mr. Phillips presented an ordinance fixing 
the salaries of city officers for 1872. Laid 
oyer for the time. 

THE WATER COMMISSION. 

Mr. BuRQWiN presented a report from the 
Water Commission, setting forth that they 
had visited different points of interest and 
had opened negotiations for purchase of land 
for basins &c. They have not proposed to 
change any location heretofore fixed upon by 
the engineers. The Commission argue for tne 
purchase of ample ground. The pumping 
ground needed is owned by B. W, Morgan 
Co., who ask $20,000. Therefore for reser¬ 
voirs the commission desire to purchase at 
Brilliant Hill and at head of Highland avenue, 
the latter owned by Mr. James McCully, who 
declines to make a proposition, net desiring 
to sell. The commission ask to have the ap¬ 
pointment of viewers; other parties have 
made offers which have been accepted. Thir¬ 
teen and one quarter acres are desired on Her¬ 
ron’s Hill, but the parties have been unable to 
agree upon a price, and the appointment of 
viewers is contemplated. With the report 
are resolutions covering the recommendations 
of the Commission and approving their action 
as far as gone. 

Mr, Burg WIN said that the matters contained 
In the report were now in the hands of Coun¬ 
cil and it was for them to act before the com¬ 
missioner could go further. 

Mr. Phillips hoped the payments could be 
delayed a month or two later to allow dis¬ 
posal of bonds of the commission. 

Mr, Jeremy wanted to know the amount 
and value of improvements on the two acres 
of B. W. Morgan & Co, He thought property 
near there could be had for 3.000 per acre. 

Mr. BuRGWiN said the property did not ap¬ 
pear to amount to much, but the Commission 
thought the land worth the money. 

Several members said the property being at 
the river side was much more valuable than 
on the higher ground. 

The resolutions were read and approved 
finally. 

Mr. PHiLLiPSthen read the ordinance fixing 
salaries which will be found published in an- 


column. The ordinance was read three times 
and passed finally. 

THE APPROPRIATION ORDINANCE. 

Mr. Phillips offered the “ordinance levying 
taxes and making appropriatioi s lor the year 
1873,” which as passed will ba found else¬ 
where. On motion the rules were suspended 
for the consideration of the ordinance. 

Mr. Chalmers said that of the appropriation 
for printing $4,000 would be taken at once and 
with $7f>0 for the *‘Record” there would be 
but $250 left. 

Mr. Shipton said to raise the money needed 
the committee had doubled the tax and the 
appropriations of the various committees had 
to be cut down. To change one as now fixed, 
the whole of the anpropriations would have 
to be gone over. Strong petitions had been 
received, and merchants were with some rea¬ 
son complaining about the sales tax. If, said 
the gentleman, we can get through this vear 
1872 in the payment of city needs we ought to 
be thankfnl. 

Mr. Phillips said the committee werecem- 
pelled to cut ail down, and the best was done 
that could be done. The Street Committee 
were cut down from $80,000 to $50,000. 

Mr. Rafferty said the Street Committee 
already owes about $20.0 0,which must come 
out of the $50,000. (Laughter) 

The ordinance was passed as presented hy 
the Committee, and is as follows : 


An Ordinance Levying Taxes and Making Ap- 

propriations for the Year 1873, 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh, in Select and 
Common Councils assembled, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, That for the purpose of provi¬ 
ding sufficient revenue to meet the ordina¬ 
ry expense.^ c.f the city, to pay the interest on 
outstanding bonds, and to discharge all other 
liabilities now due, or which may become 
payable during said year 1872, taxes hball be 
and are hereby levied and assessed upon all 
property and Other objects of taxation, a« 
f jUows: 

L Upon all property taxable for State and 
County purposes, twelve mills upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation, except in the portions of said 
city designated as rural, in which the tax 
shall be assessed at two-thirds of said rate, 
viz • eight mills upon each dollar of valuation. 

0. Upon all property taxable for State and 
County purposes within the limits of the for¬ 
mer city of Pittsburgh, three mills upon each 
dollar of valuation, as a special tax for the 
separate indebtedness of said district. 

3. Upon all property taxable for State and 
County purposes, within the limits of the for¬ 
mer Borough of Lawrenceville, five m Ils up¬ 
on each dollar of valuation, as a special tax 
for the separate indebtedness of said district. 

4. Upon all goods, wares, and merchandise, 
and upon all articles of trade and commerce 
sold in said city in any manner not herein oth¬ 
erwise provided for, one and one-quarler 
mills upon each dollar of said sales. 

5. Upon all sales of goochs, wares and mer¬ 
chandise, and articles of trade of commerce 
sold by commission merchants in said city, 
one and one quarter mills on each dollar of 
said sales. 

6. U pon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the trade, 
business or occupation of retailing for his, her 
or their benefit, vinous, fermented or distilled 
liquors, twelve mtlls upon each dollar of said 

7. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the business 
or occupation of an auctioneer, one arid one- 
half mills upon each dollar of said sales. 

8. Upon the commissions or brokerage Of 
all merchandise brokers, forwarding and 
commission merchants, not including com¬ 
missions on sales, twelve mills on eacn dollar 
of said commissions. 
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9. Upon the yearly husincss of brokers, 
banks and bankinii institutions, ore mill on 
each dollar. 

10. Upon the yearly receipts of insurance 
compiinies, iasuranoe affencies, express com¬ 
panies and telegraph companies, two and one 
half mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

11. UpoH the yearly receipts of persons en¬ 
gaged in the business of keeping billiard 
tables or ten pin alleys lor public use, ten 
mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

13. Ttie schedule of Water Kents for the 
year 1873 shall be the same as during the 
3’ear 1871. 

13. Upon all property taxable for State and 
County I urposes. six mills upon each dollar of 
valuation, except in the portions of said city 
design lied as rural, in which the tax shall be 
assessed at twr*-third9 of said rate, viz ; four 
mills upon each dollar of valuation, said tax 
to be levied for maintaining and extending 
the Fire Department. 

Sec. II. And at the above rates the city as¬ 
sessors shall assess said taxes. 

Sec. III. That the amount necessary to pay 
the interest on the said seperate indeblerine'S 
of the old city and borough of Lawrenceville; 
shall be taken from receipts from the special 
taxes of the district aforesaid and placed in 
Appropriation No. l. on which warrants shall 
be drawn for al interest accruing or accrued 
on the debts of said districts respectively. 

Sec. iV. That the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (after pa? ment of in¬ 
terest), shall be paid into a sinking fund for 
the district from which it is collected and 
shall be used for the payment of the special 
debt of said district. 

Sec V. That tho revenue of said city for 
the year 1873, arising from the taxes, loans, 
and all other sources, together with any 
moneys in the treasury not otherwise appro¬ 
priated, are hereby appropriated for the fol- 
Jow’ing purposes :

2. That Councils of the city of Allegheny be 
requested to appoint a committee of three, 
ami the Councils of each of the adjacent bor¬ 
oughs be requested to appoint a committee of 
two for the purpose of some conferences with 
the committee of these Councils upon the sub¬ 
ject of consolidaticn. 

3. That such conclusions as the Joint Com¬ 
mittee may arrive at be promptly reported to 
their constituent Councils so that if approved 
any legislation recommended may be applied 
for in time for its enactment by the General 
Assembly now in session. 

Some discussion occurred on the subject 
and the re’^olutiou was adopted. In 8. 0., 
and Messrs. Burgwin and Montooth appoint¬ 
ed on part ul 8 0.

Mr. Arthurs, from the Street Committee, 
reported tbeir organization by the election of 
T)r.

Mr. McCandless reported the oriranization 
of the Committee on Appeals by the election 
of Dr. A. G-. McCandless as chairman, and the 
City Controller as clerk. Report approved. 

The Committee on Claims and Accounts re¬ 
ported the election of Mr. Frank Kohne as 
temporary chairman. 

THE MUNICIPAL RECORD. 

Mr. Barr presented the report of the Print- 
In/f Committee, notinsr the election of Or, A. 
M. Barr ag chairman. The Committee also 
reported that the lowest bid for printing the 
'“Municipal Record” was $750, and in view of 
the expense and of the fact that the appro¬ 
priation for the Committee was not sufficient, 
they reported a resolution for the discontin¬ 
uance of the “Record.” 

The report was received, 

Mr. Cohen spoke in opposition to the dis¬ 
continuance of the “Record.” It was a neces¬ 
sity for Councilmen as a ready reference 
which could not be supplied in any other 
way. He believed in economy but did’nt be- 
iieve in cutting down necessities. 

Mr. Barb said the Committee unanimously 
were of the opinion that the “Record” was a 
necessity, but they would’nt have enough 
money to provide for it unless their appropri¬ 
ation was increased. The Committee had 
merely taken this action to enable the Finance 
Committee to make their appropriations. 

Mr. Mattern said the committee’s appropri¬ 
ation was $5,000; $4,000 of this would have to be 
paid to official papers for the regular printing 
of the ordinances, &c. Then the job printing 
would amouct to about $1500, aud the Commit¬ 
tees’ expenses could not be paid, 

Mr. Follansbee— But every gentleman herb 
has a record of these proceedings in the 
daily papers. Can’t we take the Gazette, or 
any of the papers, and is not that enough for 
a record. I tnink we can save this expense. 

Mr. Mattern—W ell, do we want to carry 
the Gazette around in our pockets, from one 
•day to another for the rest of the year. 

Mr. Evan Jones said they might as well 
face the matter at once; the appropriations 
were not large enough, and there was no use 
keeping their mouths shut when they knew 
that the appropriations would be ruu out in 
six or eight months. He thought the Com¬ 
mittees should ask for ^vhat they wanted and 
get it. 

Mr. ^fcCAN»LE88 said that “cutting down” 
was the order of the day. This had been 
done in every department, and the Printing 
Department only fared like the rest. This 
Bectivd WHS something that might be done 
without, although it would be convenient to 
have it. He thought the committee’s action 
judicioiis. 

Mr. KEGLETsaid they had already passed a 
resolution providing for the publication of the 
Record, and would have to re-consider that 
before going further. 

Mr, Follansbee made a motion to recon¬ 
sider. 

Mr. Cohen rose to a point of order and held 
that the report was now under consideration, 
and no other business could be taken up. 

The Chair decided the point well taken. 

After some further discussion— 

Mr. McCandless— I move the adoption of 
the report. 

Mr. ('OHEN— 1 move to amend by adopting 
all but ^hat part in reference to the Record. 

Mr. MjCandeess hoped that nothing would 
be don ^ to embarrass the Finance Committee 
in making their aporopriations. 

A vote was then taken on Mr. Cohen’s mo¬ 
tion to strike out that portion of the report in 
reference to the Municipal Record. The 
amendment was passed by a vote of 40 to 16. 
The report as amended was then approved. 

Mr. Kohne reported the organization of the 
Committee on Surveys by the eleotioi of Mr. 
John Fleming as chairman. 

Mr. W. U. Neoley. from the Committee on 
Retrenchment and Reform, presented a report 
showing that they had organized by electing 
Mr. W. B, Negley as chairman. Tho commit- 
tee^lso reported a proposed act of Assembly 
for the recording and publication of ordi¬ 
nances. The draft of the act was accompanied 
by a resolution instructing our representa- 
tlves'at Ha^^i^burg to urge its passage. The 
repor wa.s received and resolution passed.

Ap¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Gazzam, petititiou from H. M. Bole ask¬ 
ing for reduction of sewerage tax. Referred 
to Committee on Appeals; also resolution for 
gas lamp on First avenue. Referred to Gas 
Committee. 

the MALONE EXTRAS. 

Mr. Neqley presented the following: 

Whereas, Tne Market Committee made a 
report to Councils upon the claim of M. L. 
Malone for building the Fifth Avenue Market 
House, and it is alleged that said committee 
have since taken action with, a view to the 
FCttlement of such claim—which action was 
unauthorized, the Councils not having acted 
upon said report therefore. 

Resolved^ That any action taken by said 
Committee since said reporter said claim,is 
declared to be null and void, and that no 
further action shall be taken thereon by said 
Committee until Councils shall have dually 
acted upon said report. 

The resolution was discussed at some length 
by Messrs. W. B. Negley, Evan Jones and 
McCandless, after which a vole was taken on 
the resolution, which was lost by a vote of 10 
for to 38 against. 

THE WATER WORKS, 

The report from the Water Commission 
in relation to the purchase of ground for the 
new Water Works was then called up, as it 
came in from the Select Branch, and was read 
by the chair. 

To get the matter open for debate, the re¬ 
port was received and the rules suspended to 
consider the accompauying resolutions. 

A discussion of some length ensued. 

Mr. McCandless asked for an explanation 
in reference to the amount of laud. He did’nt 
know what the Commission wanted with so 
much. 

Mr. Carroll, a member of the Commission 
stated that the Commission thought they 
ought to have enough land to give plenty of 
room for the buildings and Daslns. They at 
fl-st proposed to buy twenty-flve acres from 
Mr. Negley, but the part they wanted he 
would not sell for less than $8,000 or $9,000 an 
acre, because it was the choice spot of land. 
He (Negley) proposed to sell the whole lot, 
forty-six acres for $3,000 an acre, which in 
the end would bring the cost about the same 
as the twenty-five acres at $8,000; the 
purchase of the large piece therefore, was 
made on the score of economy, and further 
because it was needed. 

Mr. Follanssee wanted, to know if it was 
proposed to give Mr. Morgan $20,000 for only 
two acres? 

Mr. Carroll explained that there were 
three houses on the land, one of which was 
occupied by Mr. Morgan, and which was in¬ 
cluded. 

Mr. Woolslayer wanted to know where 
the water was to come from. The river at 
Negley’s Run was a shallow place, and no 
pure water could be obtained there. He 
thought the location was not a suitable one. 
There never could be Pure water procured 
there, as the refineries in the vicinity pol¬ 
luted it. 

Mr. Watson, a member of the Commission, 
said the place selected was the best site that 
could be procured on the Allegheny River. 
The reflneries wera being removed from the 
locality and the water was good. If, how¬ 
ever, it was found to be i a any way impure, 
the pipes could be extended up the river and 
the water taken from near Shade’s Run. By 
locating the pumping engine at Negley’s Run, 
they obtained the key to the positloa. 

So far as the land was concerned he thought 
they were not purchasing half enough land, 
and he had advocated a large purchase. He 
thought they would fiad out their mistake in 
the future. They needed every foot of it to 
make the proper kind of basins. He didn’t 
believe in these “banked up” basins, but 
thought they should be constructed with the 
banks just like a natural lake, and park im¬ 
provements made around them. Tben, too, 
they needed the land to separate the basins 
from anything else; they couldn’t be crowd¬ 
ed in. 

He thought the land very reasonable. The 
people could get more for it from other par¬ 
ties. 

Mr. CAMPBELL wanted to know if any set 
of viev\ers would allow Mr. Negley #3,000 for 
his land, per acre. He thought that a pretty 
steep price, 

Mr, Carroll said they had been credibly 
informed that it could be sold for $5,000 to 
$«,000 per acre, 

Pr»^sident Oliver said he had been asked 
$5,000 for property in that vicinity. 
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Common Council here went into joint ses*- 
Sion. 

Upon reassembling Mr. Carroll obtained the 
floor and made a statement in referrence to 
the negotiations with Mr, Morgan, At first 
the gentleman proposed to sell his two acres 
of land, including the dwelling house and a 
leasehold of eleven years, of property 
running to the river, over which tne pipes 
would have to pass, for $40,000, This proposi¬ 
tion the Commission would not accept, and 
finally they told him they would set viewers 
on his property (the two acres) and condemn 
it'. He then consented to sell it alone for 
$30,C00, and to grant them the right of way 
over his leasehold as long as he held it. The 
Commission thought this extremely reason¬ 
able and thought it ought to be accepted. 

Mr. (Carroll further explained that the 
Commission had assurances from the owner 
of the property over which the pipes passed 
that he would give them the right of way 
when the lease had expired, 

Mr, Carroll then moved a suspension of 
the rules to proceed to a vote on the 8ix<the 
whole number) resolutions embraced in the 
Commission’s report.

Mr. Murray, communication from the 
City Controller, embracing a number of appli¬ 
cations for reduction of business tax : also a 
resolution authorizing the payment, of $280 to 
Manslleld and Fitzsimmons, for vehicle li¬ 
cense plates. The communicaticn was re¬ 
ceived, petitions referred to Committee on 
Appeals, and the resolution adopted. 

Mr. Scully, petition for opening of Sylvan 
avenue. Road Committee. 

Alio, an ordinance giving the Pleasant Val¬ 
ley Railway power to extend their tracks on 
Liberty street, and use a turn-table on Smith- 
field street. Ordinance Committee. 

Mr. Bukowin presented his resignation as a 
member of the Committee on Ordinances. 
The gentleman being asked to give bis reasons 
for tmcn action, stated that If Councils would 
postpone action on the resignation, he would 
give the explanation desired. Action was ac¬ 
cordingly postponed 

On motion of Mr. Smith, Council took a re¬ 
cess of ten minutes for the purpose of meet¬ 
ing Common Council in joint session, for the 


purpose of engaging in a cane presentation to 
Captain Cooper, Messenger of Councils. 

After the adjournment of joint session. Se¬ 
lect Council was again called to order. 

Mr. Liddell presented an ordinance to 
amend City Code. Referred. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Business from Common Council was pre¬ 
sented, S. C, concurring, excepting on the 
following items: 

THE VEXED TURN-TABLE QUESTION. 

The resolution requiring the Street Commis¬ 
sioner to rdmove the turn-table of the Plea¬ 
sant Valley Railway, which passed in Select 
Council and was non-concnrred in by Common 
Council, came up. A motion was made to re¬ 
cede from former action. Mr. Morrow moved 
to amend by^^lving the company five 
days notice to rf^ovethe turn-table. Carried. 

The question now recurred on receding 
from termer action. This motion was carried, 
and the resolution, as amended, was adopted. 

C. C. receded and concurred in this action. 

Mr. Neely presented the report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Wooden Buildings, notifying Coun¬ 
cil of the organization of the Committee. The 
report was accompanied by the following 
ordinances granting the privilege of erecting 
iron clad buildings: H. Sebarnhurst the priv¬ 
ilege of erecting an iron clad building; Sam¬ 
uel Hare, an iron clad; M. B. Cochran, iron 
clad; A. Mublstein, iron clad. Report re¬ 
ceived, and ordinances read three times and 
passed. 

WAS THE ORGANIZATION LEGAL? 

Mr. Montooth presented the report ef the 
Ordinance Committee, reporting the organi¬ 
zation of that committee. 

Also, Mr. McCarthy's proposed bill for the 
equalization of taxes. 

Mr. BuROWiN now arose and requested 
leave to give his reasons for wishing to re¬ 
sign his position as a member of the Commit¬ 
tee on Orainances. He stated that when the 
Committee was called together for organiza¬ 
tion, it w?«8 not called by the proper person, 
and only four hour's notice given of such 
meeting. He felt sure that this action had 
been taken for a special purpose, namely, for 
the purpose of passing a certain ordinance 
and for the election of a certain 
member as the chairman of the com- | 
mittee. He claimed that the calling i 
of the meeting for the purpose of organiza- | 
tion had been Illegal; that the first named 
member of a committee had always been con¬ 
sidered as the chairman pro tem^ that the 
committee in question bad been called togeth¬ 
er by the first named member of the com¬ 
mittee, as bad always been the cus¬ 
tom, and afterward It bad been called 
together by other members of the com¬ 
mittee, in pursuance of which latter call 
the committee convened at a notice only four 
hours, and proceeded to organize, and elected 
Mr. Montooth Chairman. 

Mr. Burowin now offered a resolution pro¬ 
viding that, in the sense of Council, until the 
regular organization of a Standing Committee, 
the member whose name Is first on the list is 
the Chairman pro tern, of said committee, and 
that it is his duty and privilege only, to call 
the committee together for organization; and 
since this was not the case in the organization 
of the Ordinance Committee, that organiza¬ 
tion be declared Illegal, and the report of Mr. 
Montooth be not accepted. 

Mr. Montooth stated that at the meeting 
of the committee, eleven members out of fif¬ 
teen were present, some of whom had come 
from outside the city limits. None of these 
members had objected, and be did not see 
why any of the others should. 

Mr. Pearson held that Itbe committee bad 
been regularly organized. It is not always 
the case that the first named gentleman on a 
committee was elected to the position of 
Chairman. Mr. Montootn had been unan- 
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imously elected, no other name being men¬ 
tioned. 

The question was now called upon the re¬ 
ceiving of the report of the Committee on Or¬ 
dinances. The President stated that the 
question would be taken first on the resolu 
tion of Mr. Burgwin, the acceptance of the 
report as it was having been objected to. 

“A NIGGER in THE WOOD PILE.*' 

Mr. McCarthy— There is a nigger in the 
wood pile in this matter—and that nigger is 
procrastination. Mr. Burgwin, when be out 
off from time to time the organization of the 
Committee, was endeavoring to prevent ac¬ 
tion on an ordinance which was to come be¬ 
fore the Committee. This was evidently bis 
motive in postponing— 

President Gross— The gentleman is out of 
order. He has no right to impugn the mem¬ 
ber’s motives. 

Mr. McCarthy— I admit I was out of order 
in mentioning a member’s name in this con¬ 
nection. But 1 represent the people of the 
Eleventh ward, and will not be choked off. I 
say there is a nigger in the wood pile, and the 
nigger is procrastination on the part of the 
gentleman, for the purpose stated. 

President Gross— I again call the gentleman 
to order. 

Mr. McCarthy— The President did jiot so 
decide on a former occasion, when a question 
of order was np for decision. 

President Gross— The President of this 
Council is not on trial. 

Mr, Montooth— I arise, Mr. President, not 
to plead my own cause, but to vindicate tbe 
action of eleven out of the fifteen mem¬ 
bers of that committee. The name of 
tbe gentleman from tbe Twenty-third ward 
was never mentioned in connection with the 
chairmanship of tbe committee. But one 
name was mentioned, and that person was 
unanimously elected. The committee acted 
in good faith, and without auy intention of 
being discourteous. 

Mr. McCune stated that be being a member 
of the committee referred to, felt it due to 
himself to say a word, as the legality of tbe 
action of that committee bad been called in 
question, and the motives of the members 
impugned, 1 contend that we have not acted 
with discourtesy, and as to the legality, tbe 
committee bad waited until after a regular 
and special meeting of Councils had 
been held, and still the Committee was not 
called together for organization, as it should 
have been, by tbe first named member on the 
Committee. A majority of tbe members had 
talked over tbe matter of organization, sev¬ 
eral times, with the importance of organizing. 
Several members waited upon the Clei k of 
Common Council, and asked him to call a 
meeting for organization, which he did. 

A decision. 

President Gross— I give my decision in this 
matter as follows: According to all prece¬ 
dent, the first named member on the list of a 
committee acts as chairman pro tern., until or¬ 
ganization. Also, that, since Councils are re¬ 
quired by law to meet for organization at two 
o’clock in the afternoon, and not in the even¬ 
ing, so also should the regular standing com¬ 
mittees meet for organization at two 
in tbe afternoon, and not in the evening, 1 
therefore decide that all committees which 
have organized al an evening meeting are not 
legally organized. The report of the Commit¬ 
tee on Ordinances can therefore not be re¬ 
ceived by Council. 

Several members—Then none of the commit¬ 
tees of Councils are legally organized. 
President Gross— Such Is my decision. 

Mr. McCarthy—I appeal from the decision 
of tbe chair, ana call for the ayes and nays on 
the question. 

The Clerk called the ayes and nays, those 
sustaining the decision of the chair voting 
aye. Following is tbe result of tbe vote:

Mr. Pearson offered a special ordinance 
declaring that the organzation of all commit¬ 
tees of Councils, excepting that of the Ordi¬ 
nance Committee, be legalized. Read three 
times and passed finally. 

RESIGNATION NOT ACCEPTED. 

Mr. Burowjn insisted that action upon his 
resignation as a member of the Ordinance 
Committee be now taken. 

QMr. Pearson moved to lay the resigination 
on the table. Carried. 

THE TWENTIETH WARD CONTESTED ELECTION, 

Mr. Pearson, from a special committee on 
contested election of memer of Council from 
the Twentieth ward, presented a report, set¬ 
ting forth that the petition of John Barton, 
et al. against David Aiken, was insuilicient to 
unseat the new member wbo occupied the 
seat in Council from that ward. 

On motion, the report was accepted, the ac¬ 
tion approved, and the opinion of the city so¬ 
licitor, which accompanied the report, ordered 
to bo printed. 

Mr. Lacfman presented the affidavits 
of the election officers in the case, set¬ 
ting forth that the election was regular. Re¬ 
ceived and filed. 

Several items of business were presented 
from Common Council, Select Council concur¬ 
ring in the action of that branch. 

On motion, adjourned.

A mysterious oath bring. 

There was a lull in the proceedings for a 
few minutes and the members of Select 
Council assembled in the Common Council 
Chamber in a mysteriouj way. suggestive of 
some business of unusual importance : tbe 
gathering was rather informal, but an orgaa- 
izatioo was effected by Mr. Shipton of the 
Select branch being called to the chair. 

Dr. A. Q. McCandless was then called unon 
for an explanation, and in responding, he di¬ 
rected his attention to the venerable messen¬ 
ger of Councils who, in blissful unconscious¬ 
ness of the meaning of the gathering, reclined 
gracefully against the door jamb, in pensive 
meditation. As tbe disciple of Esculapius 
proceeded in bis elucidation of the mystery, 
Capt. Cooper's venerable optics expanded 
somewhat, at the sight of a handsome ebony 
gold beaded cane, which upon close inspec¬ 
tion revealed the inscription—'Preseuted to 
Capt. S. B. Cooper, by the Councils of Pitts¬ 
burgh, 1872. 

Tbe Doctor’s subsequent remarks abounded 
in references to the efficiency of the Messen¬ 
ger in the past, which was unanimously com¬ 
mended by Councilmen who bad selected the 
cane as a gift practically expressive of their 
sense of appreciation of his services.

President Oliver—T his ordinance if you 
pass it does away with that, by repealing any 
conflicting ordinance. 

Mr. Negley— This is a delicate matter, but 
we represent tbe city and ought to speak out. 
Now, there is the Mayor’s clerk; he’s not an 
officer of the city. He’s tbe Mayor’s clerk. 
And I understand that the Mayor’s office 
amounts to $18,000 or $20,000. Now we are 
going to swell that amount by paying the 
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clerk’s salary. I think be ought to pay that 
I himself. 

! Mr, Hare— There is an ordinance which re- 

I quires tbe Mayor to appoint a clerk. 

Mr. Campbell ebjectedlon the score of 
i economy to increasing the salary of the May¬ 
or’s clerk to $2,000. Tbe Finince Committee 
I bad cut down all the appropriations, and he 
did not see tbe justice of this increase. 

! Mr. McKim said tbe salaries of tbe officers 
; had been fixed according to tbe act of Assem¬ 
bly, and he did not see how they could be in¬ 
creased this year, according to that act, which 
distinctly specified that they should he fixed 
when they were elected, and not increased 
during their term. 

Mr. Semple moved to lay tbe ordinance on 
the table. The motion was carried by a vote 
of 32 ayes and 25 nays. 

So the matter was dropped. 

The report of the Commute on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform, which had been presented

PROPOSED ISSUE OP NEW BONDS. 

Mr. Littell. a supplement to an ordinance 
authorizing tbe issue of bonds fur the redemp¬ 
tion of over due city bonds.

The bonds 
sought to be issued will amount to $128,000, 
upon which i he State tax would be three mills 
on tbe di liar.

Mr. McCune said the proposition on the part 
of the Finance Committee was that the city 
should assume the payment of the tax. 

Mr. ruRGWiN said the Legislature should be 
applied to for the passage of an act authoriz¬ 
ing the city to do what the ordinance pro¬ 
posed, and the gentleman offered a resolution 
to that effect.

Mr. McCandless thought this matter had 
been sprung upon them and they should take 
time to consider it.

The sole object is to have the 
Councils meet at seven o’clock in the evening. 

Mr. Cohfn—P erhaps the gentleman can see 
a snake in it, but I can’t.

Mr. Aiken— ril wit lid raw it witli the iimlcr- 
a'anding that I can call it up again if the gen- 
tleinai.i 4to<c me in. 

Mr. Thomtson presented a petition for board 
walk on bpiing street, llefened to Koad Com¬ 
mittee. 

Also, resolution for erection of gas lamp on 
Larimer avtiiue. Kefcrred to Street Commit¬ 
tee. 

Ill the nil antime word had been conveyed to 
Mr. Mct’arlliy wlio was in Common Council, of 
the use made of his name, and he now reai>iiear- 
e<l and took his scat with a refreshing air of 
ceHi:'cions innocence about to triumph—whereat 
the spectatois in the lobby became greatly ex¬ 
cited. 


Mr. Aiken —As tlie gentleman is now present, 

I call up my resolution and ask that it be read. 

J'residcut Gross complied with the reque.st. 

Mr. McCarthy (liMiig with dignity and 
smi.ing benignly upon all Jiis colleagues.) Mr. 
President I’m exceedingly anxious to know who 
that member is. If there is a member of this 
Council wlio has not paid his tax, I’m in favor of 
going for him. [Laughter.] 1 understand that 
my name has beeu used in coimeciion w ith this 
matter. If any gentleman asserted on this floor 
that I ever made such a statement, he simply— 
made a mistake. 1 never did, and I would just 
like to know who the member is. 

Mr. Aiken —I’ll state again what I said be¬ 
fore. I said that Mr. TavJoi tt»,u me that Mr. 
McCarthy had made tlie statement to him in 
Harrisburg. 

Mr. McCarthy —I have only to say, then, that 
1 never made any such statement to Mr. Taylor. 
And 1 think the geiitleniaii is mistaken when he 
says that Mr. Xayor told him 1 did. He may 
have said that such a statement was made in my 
presence. 1 know such a .statemciil w as made, 
on wiiat I thought was good authority, but 1 
never made it, nor vouched for it in any way. 

Mr. Pearson —Then Mr. President 1 think 
that when a charge is made against a member, 
of this body and lie so refutes it, publicly, it is 
due to him tliat we lay the matter on the table. 

Mr. Littell, tliought U was due to Coun¬ 
cils tJiat they liave the matter investigated. 
When such a charge was made even in the jpres- 
ence of a mem her it should oe investigated. The 
gentleman stated that it had been made and on 
what he considered good authority. Therefore 
it ought to be investigated. 

Mr. CuiSLETT was of the same opinion. Were 
he in the place of Mr. McCarthy he would insist 
upon the investigation. 

Mr. Kihdell w'ould have voted to lay the res¬ 
olution on the table, but for the statement made 
by Mr. McCarthy. He had said tliat the state- 
mem had been made on what he considered 
giKKl authority. Nobody knew better wliat 
good authority was than Mr. McCarthy, 
and if a gentlemen of his discernment 
and sagacity said that such a charge had 
been made, he (the speaker) thought it oimht 
not to be passed over lightly. An investigation 
could not injure Mr. McCaithyJie had entirely | 
cieaied Jiiinseif of the matter; no discredit could 
be attaclied to him. But tlie matter should be j 
more fully examined and thoroughly ventiUvted. 

Mr. Pearson —was in favor of having such little 
matters investigated if Councils were to go into 
investigation of matters of considerable more 
importance. He had the Controller’s report be¬ 
fore liim and saw things there he had never 
lieard of before. He saw an entry where a 
party was paid $ 8,000 for a bampict, and an¬ 
other place there was a charge of $5,0U0 for the 
same thing. Councils might very well go to 
work and investigate that Controller’s report. 
Ho far as this matter was concerned, Mr. Mc¬ 
Carthy liad cleared liiniseif, ami he saw^ no good 
reason why they should go outside and hunt up 
every little remark that was made by outsiders. 

A vote was then taken on the resolution, wlieii 
it was carried. 

the tripartite bridge. 

Mr. Pearson presented the following resolu¬ 
tions adopted by the Coal Exchange of Pitts¬ 
burgh: 

Whereas, The Tripartite Bridge Company 
are endeavoring to get a modillcalinn of their 
charter to enable them to make a lower bridge 
and .shorter spans, and that, in our opinion, said 
bridge will be a very set ions obstruction to 
navigation, and will practically destroy the har¬ 
bor on the Allegheny, be it, therefore, 

Itesolvedi That we earnestly aii<l respectfully 
call the immediate attention of the Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny Councils to this matter; and ask 
that they appoint a committee to investigate 
toe plan of said bridge and modifications, and 
take such aclion as will preserve our rivers and 
harbor from unnecessary obstructions. 

Kesolved^ Tliat a Coimnittee of three be ap- 
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pointed to furnish Councils with a copy of these 
resolutions. 

Ill connection with the resolutions, Mr. 
Pearson oflered a resolution for the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee of seven, three from Select 
and four from Oomiiion Couiuil, to confer with 
tlie coal men and the bridge company to ascer¬ 
tain whether the moditicatkms proposed would 
be deti imental to the free navigation of the liver. 
The Legislature in the meantime being request¬ 
ed to postpone legislation on the subj<‘et. 

Mr. Pearson tliought this was a matter of the 
utmost importance and called for the serious 
consideration of Councils. 

Mr. McCune thought they should not be hasty 
in this matter. The Coal Exchange had been 
before the Councils in reference to thisTiiijaiTite 
Bi idge several times. TJie difficulty arose out 
of the Exchange. Home two years ago,one of their 
membeis was a member of tlie Legislature when 
he had an act pas.sed couferring certain 
powers upon the Coal Exchange, Now t he Tripar¬ 
tite Bridge Company, when they came to fix 
upon their plans, found they must first consult 
the Coal Exchange before they could proceed. 
He w'a.s a Director in the Tiipartite Company, 
and was one of a committee to consult the Coal 
Excliange men. Every effort had been made to 
adjust the matter satisfactoiily to these coal 
men, but they were fruitless. The only thing 
that seemed to suit the views of the coal men 
was the prevention of the buTlding of the bridge, 
This i>roposal to appoint a committee would 
only delay legislation, and in fact that was its 
intention. 

Mr. Mouuotv wanted to know why the Tripar¬ 
tite Bridge Company now' desired a modification 
of their plans, after the coal men had been will¬ 
ing to submit to the original plans. 

Mr. McCune explained that the Company 
simply desired a new act passed 
which would prevent litigation between the 
company and the coal men. 

Mr. l^E ARSON thought that it could do no harm 
to ai>point a committee and have the matter in¬ 
vestigated. The coal trade was one of the most 
important business interests of Pittsburgh, and 
the men who conducted tins trade represented to 
Councils that this bridge, if erected according to 
the modified plans would materially injure the 
trade. Ought not their statement receive .some 
consideration from Councils? The cry that 
it would postpone legislation until it 
w'as too late should not be heeded 
for legislation should be postponed, un¬ 
til the matter was arranged, or at least thor¬ 
oughly understood. He strongly urged the 
passage of the resolution. 

Mr. Uiddell wasn’t .so sure that Councils had 
any tiling to do with the matter—or rather 
whether they would be heeded at all. They all 
knew how it was with the Equalization bill. It 
had just passed through the Legislature without 
any recommendation from Councils. Were they 
sure that even in this case their wishes would be 
heeded any more? 

He understood from a number of rivennen 
that this matter had been fully Investigated, and 
that it was thoroughly. understood; that it had 
narrowed down simply to a fight be 
tween the Coal Exchange and the 
company and that they best could settle it. He 
believed in Councils exiiressing no opinion in the 
matter but allowing it to rest where it was and 
let these two settle their differences themselves. 

Mr. Burgwin thought the city was very deep¬ 
ly interested in this matter. Two years ago a 
ri'SOlutioii similar to the one now under discus¬ 
sion was introduced into Councils, when the 
charter of the Tripartite Bridge Company was 
before the Legislature. The resolution was 
passed then and resulted in the more thorough 
examination of the cliarter. Now the Company 
desired a modification. Councils were 
not now prepared to say whether the 
Coal Exchange was right or the Com¬ 
pany'right, and he thought Councils should ask 
for fuller ijiformation. 

Mr. Morrow said he had offered the resolu¬ 
tion referred to two years ago. Now the Com¬ 
pany came in and desired a modification in the 








plans, allowing tliein tt> mal?e tlin Ijridge lower, 
and a re-anangoinoiit of tlie piers, lie ihoiight 
Councils slnniUl first consider tlie matter before 
endorsing anything. 

Mr. Hbhiion said it would seem inconsistent 
for Pittsi)urgh to send representatives to Con¬ 
ventions and to Congress protesting against the 
erection of biidgcs on rivers beiow the city, and 
then to allow a bridge to be erected to obstruct 
the navigation of her own rivers. He favored 
an investigation of this matter. He would like 
to see tlie bridge built if it could be done with¬ 
out jeopardizing the coal interest, , 

The resolutions from the Coal Exchange were 
then received. 

Mr. McCune moved to lay the resolution for 
the appointment of a committee on the table. 
Lost. 

Mr. Morkow moved its passage. Carried. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Pearson, Lloyd 
and Morrow for S. C. C. C. concurred, and ap¬ 
pointed Messrs. Cohen, Hare, Darlington and 
John PTeming. 

Mr. Morrow offered a resolution instructing 
our representative at Harrisburg to oppose any 
change in the pin ns of the Tripartite Bridge 
Company, unless they were approved by Councils. 

C allied. 

Old business from Select Councils was then 
taken up, and a concurrence fiad in the final 
passage of an ordinance for the opening of Shady 
Lane. 

THE CITY ENGINEERSHIP. 

Mr. RinDBEL moved that the election for City j 
Engineer to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Mr. H. J. Moore be fixed for the next i 
regular meeting. I 

Mr. PiUuowiN suggested that Councils as yet 
had nooflicial notice of any vacancy in the office. 
And that it might be well to wait until that fact 
was properly announced from some Coininittee 
or person to whom the duty belonged, 

Mr. Rn)!>Bi.L said there might be a question 
of propriety in the matter Imt the fact existed 
that there was a vacancy caused by Mr. Moore’s 
<leath. He perhaps as tlie representative from tlie 
ward in which deceaseil had resided should bring 
tlie matter properly fiefore the Council, but he 
fia<l awaited tlie action of the appropriate. He 
t louglit however that some arrangement should 
be inaile for the election of a successor. 

It was explained that the Street Committee, 
reportiiig in C, C., ha<l brought the mutter be¬ 
fore the Council. , 

Mr, Eri)i>Ei-n’s motion was then carried and i 
the Conucil adjourned. [In all business from C. j

Referred to Committee on Wooden Buildings. 

Mr. Morrow, Remonstrance against sew'er ^ 
on Magee street. Referred to Street Committee. ! 

Also, memorial from administrator of John 
Flinn, deceased, setting forth that the deceased 
had been a contractor for the city, and that it | 
was desired that the balance due liiin on his con- | 
tracts with the city be paid, otherwise his estate i 
would become insolvent, and the property would , 
have to be sold. Referred to Finance Commit- ; 
tee, with power to act. j 

Also, resolution directing the City Engineer' 
to report a new plan for opening of Locust' 
street. Referred to Street Committee. i 

Mr. Lang, petition from Henry Morton, ask- j 
iv\g permission to erect iron clad. Referred to 
Committee on Streets. 

Mr. Liddell, resolution instructing Street, 
Commissioner to repair at once the Twentieth 
street sewer. Passed. 

Also, petition accompanied by an ordinance, . 
granting W. J, Asdale privilege to erect iron I 
clad building lii rear of his lot on Penn street, 
Twelfth Will’d. The property holders In the. 
neighborhood endorsed the petition. I 

Petition accepted and ordinance read three 
times and passed. 

Mr. E. P. Jones, petition from George Wol- 
sey, for refunding of money for grading of 
Mahon street. Referred to Finance Committee. _ 
Mr. Herron, petition of C. Howard, contrac- ‘ 
tor, representing that tliere was due to him 
$14,784.13, together with interest from Decern-, 
her, 1871, for work on Webster avenue, and 
that as the dispute in relation to the claim had 
been settled in his favor in the Courts, he de- , 
sired to have the money paid, as the matter on i 
purely questions of law wa.s to go to the Su- ^ 
preme Court, and he might thus be unjustly kept 
out of his money for years. Referred to Street 
Committee. 

Mr. Laufman, petition for water pipe on 
Broad street. Referred to Water Commission. , 
Mr. Aiken petition for change of grade on : 
Dennison avenue. Referred to survey-commit- \ 
tee. 

Mr. Littell, an ordinance adding the work of 
measuring timber to the duties of the measurer ' 
of wood and bark. , 

The ordinance was read three times ami passed 
under suspension of the rules. 

THE PARK PROJECT. 

Mr. Burgwin offered the following: | 

Whereas, E. W. H. Schenley and wife have j 
refused to ratify the provisional contract for the ‘ 
sale by them to this city of land for a public 
park, agreed upon by their agent and chairman 
of the Park Committee, and reported to Conn- ! 
cilsDec. 11, 1871; therefore, , 

Resolved^ Tliat the City Attorney be directed j 
to Institute legal proceedings against them for ' 
refusing to the city the land embraced In that 
contract fora public park, according to the pro¬ 
vision of the act of the 18th of May, 1871 ’ 

Mr. Burgwin in explanation of Ihe resolution, | 
stated that when the agreement was made and 
signed by Mr. Hatch, the agent of Captain ' 
Schenley, he, Hatch professed to be fully advised 
of the wishes of Capt. Schenley. Mr. Hatch i 
signed the paper subject to the ratification of 
Mr. Schenley, but the consent of the latter gen¬ 


tle men under his own signature was looked upon 
as more of a formality, and no trouble was antici¬ 
pated ill view of the statement made by Mr. 
Hatch. A few weeks ago Mr. Hatch had told 
the speaker that he had received a letter from 
Captain J^clienley, and that the matter was left 
discretionary with him as his agent—with the 
proviso that the Park should be called Schenley 
Park. No objection was made to this provision; 
but subsequently Mr. Hatch had another inter¬ 
view with him (Burgwin) in which he added 
other provisions, which could not be complied 
with. He (Burgwin) thought therefore that if 
they wanted the property they should condemn it. 

Mr. Littell wanted to know if there wouldn’t 
be economy in using this ground, if suitable, for 
a reservoir for tlie water works. A water 
reservoir, according to the plans, would have to 
be erected on that side of the city anyhow, and 
Craft’s Hill had been designated, but perhaps 
this property could be had much cheaper and 
would answer the purpose. 

Mr. Burgwin stated that the plans adopted 
by Councils upon recoinmendatioii of the En¬ 
gineers included the building of a “storage” or 
reserve water reservoir on Craft’s Hill, and 
that if that plan was carried out, they would 
have probably to condemn the land. 

Mr. Littell —Isn’t there considerable differ¬ 
ence In the price of these properties. 

Mr. Burgwin —^There is a difference of four 
or five tliousam! dollars an acre. If this Schenley 
property would answer the purpose there un¬ 
doubtedly would be a great saving in purchasing 
it instead of the Craft Hill property. 

The resolution however was not offered for dis¬ 
cussion or adoption Immediately but to be laid 
over for consideration at the next meeting. 

Mr. McCune— I met Mr. Hatch just as I came 
down to Councils and was told by him that he 
never had offered this land at $500 per acre; that 
was a proposition that came from the Committee. 

Mr, Burgwin —^Well then what does his sig¬ 
nature mean to this agreement. It is a clear 
statement of the offer made by Mr. Hatch and 
accepted by the Committee, and as sucli is sign¬ 
ed by both parties. 

Mr. McCune— I’ve read that agreement, and 
know the offer Is there; but I simply state what 
Mr. Hatch told me. He said further that in sim¬ 
ply acquiescing in this^offer he had coupled with 
it such provisions as he thought would kill it. 

Mr. Burgwin —Does Mr. Hatch say he was 
not acting In good faith when he made this offer 
to which his signature is attached? I would 
like to know what he means. 

Mr. McCune—I’ m not on the witne.ss stand. 
I merely give Mr. Hatch’s statement, as he asked 
me to do. 

Mr. Shipton—1 consider, with the provisions 
which are attached to the agreement, that it Is 
of no account. Capt. Schenley in fact by it 
owns the Park, because he has the right to put 
his machinery at any place upon it and under¬ 
mine for niiiierals. We never could tell where 
he was going to work, and we might beautify 
one spot in particular and he would conclude to 
set his macliinery there and destroy it all. I’m 
not in favor of any such provisions. 

Mr. BUKOWiN—Let’s condemn it then and we 
can get it without such provisions. 

Mr. McCarthy said he had undenstood when 
the matter was acted upon before that it was to 
be referred to the people. The gentleman’s res¬ 
olution did away with that provision. 











Mr. BuBGwrN—There was no such agreement, 
yet I’m glad to see the gentleman is now so anx¬ 
ious to refer matters to the people. He wasn’t 
so a short time since. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Riddbll —That’s a palpable hit. 

Mr. McCarthy —I don’t see that its a palpa¬ 
ble hit in this discussion. So far as making 
this a parallel case with the “equalization bill,” 
to which perhaps the gentleman refers, I may 
say that 1 am lionest in the matter, and do not 
desire to act like he did when he tacked on an 
amendment that he knew was illegal and would 
kill the bill. (Laughter.) 

The resolution was finally laid over until next 
meeting. 

THE TALK AT HARRISBURG. 

Mr. McCarthy then called up the resolu¬ 
tion passed at last meeting, in reference to the 
investigation by the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform, into the charge that it had 
been asserted at Harrisburgh that a member of 
Councils had a tax receipt for which he had 
never paid anything. The gentleman offered 
the following amendment: “And the Mayor is 
hereby requested to issue subpoenas and com¬ 
pulsory process to compel the attendance of j 
persons and tlie production of papers before the - 
Retrenchment and Reform Committee as the j 
committee may deem necessary to the investiga- 1 
tionof the substance of the charge.” i 

Mr. Littell wanted to know if they could ; 
amend a resolution after it had passed through , 
the Councils. 

The Chair thought the point well taken, ft I 
must come up as new business. 

Mr. McCarthy then put his amendment in | 
the form of a new resolution, in which sliape it ■ 
was passed. 

In C. C., on motion of Mr. McCandless, it was 
laid on the table. 

LAND FOR THE WATER WORKS. 

Mr. Burgwin presented a paper from tlie 
Water Commission in reference to the report 
presented at last meeting, setting forth that 
there was a dispute in reference to a part of the 
land of Casper Negley, which was needed for tlie 
water works. The Commission therefore de¬ 
sired tliat they be authorized to accept so much 
of the land as he could give a clear title to, pro¬ 
vided that in case the ownership of the disputed ' 
part was found to rest in said Casper Negley, 
that tlie Commission could pay him for that part 
a price wlilch, in addition to what had been 
paid for the other part, could amount only to 
the figure fixed upon at first for the whole land. 

The resolution was passed dually, 

EQUALIZATION’S “GHOST.” 

Business from Common Council was then taken i 
up. i 

The Chair read the equalization bill approved 
some time since in Common Council. ! 

Mr. Burgwin— I move we send that to the 
tomb of the Capulets. (Laughter.) 

Mr. SiiiFTON—Who will be the bearer to Ve¬ 
rona? 

Mr. Chalmers —I move the gentleman from 
the Twenty-third ward be selected as bearer. 
(Laughter.) 

The bill was finally postponed indefinitely. 

THE OLD FURNITURE. ! 

The Chair read the resolution authorizing the , 

sale of the old furniture of the Council chambers, , 

Mr. McCarthy objected to tlie sale so soon, | 
on the ground that as the coiLSolidation act pro- j 
vided for eighty members of Select Council, and 
the new Council chamber in the City Hall would 
not hold that many, that perhaps they would 
have to use the old room a little longer. 

Mr. Burgwin— -While I was coining up stairs i 
to-day I blessed Providence that tliis was to be 
tlie last time we would meet in this place. 1 did 
think we would not have to come up those dirty 
greasy stairs, and into this filthy place again. I 
hope we will not meet here any more. 

Mr. Bhiiton —The new cliamber will hold 
more people than this one and we could 
to-day march up, with our President at the bead, 


and take quiet possession of it, without oysters 
or champagne. [Laughter]. We will have to 
sell this old furniture as the new furniture 
has been purchased for the newhall. 

The action of C. C, in passing the resolution 
was then concurred in. 

NEW SITE FOR THE STORAGE RESERVOIR. 

Mr. Littell presented a resolution request¬ 
ing the Water Commission to have such surveys | 
made by their engineers as would show whether i 
any part of the Schenley property would answer | 
for a site for the storage reservoir. j 

Mr. Morrow moved to lay the resolution on 
the table. Not seconded. 

Mr. Littell then asked that it be read three 
times and passed. 

The Chair decided that such a simple res¬ 
olution did not require to be read three times. 

Mr. Morrow thought the Water Commission 
did not need any instructions in their business, 
and he did not believe in thus mixing up the 
park property and the watei* works property, 
thus diverting the real issue upon the ques¬ 
tion whether this Schenley property should be 
purchased for a park. 

Mr. Bcrqwin said the Commission would look 
upon the resolution as a great relief to them as 
it would relieve them of a very troublesome 
question. According to the plan which the 
Commission were ordered to carry out, they 
were directed to purchase a site on Craft’s Hill 
for a storage reservoir. If they took this proper¬ 
ty, the cost would amount to perhaps $150,000 or 
$200,000. If the Schenley property, however, 
could be used for the purpose the saving would 
be very great. The cost of making the survey 
would be nothing as the Commissioners had their 
engineers employed under salary. 

Mr. McCarthy said the Commission, already 
in the work laid out, would spend a million of 
dollars; then in the purchase of machinery, &c-, 
there would be about $2,600,000 expended, and 
the additional matters would add nearly 
another million and a half. He wanted 
to know where all this money was to come from. 
He believed in shutting down at once on all ad¬ 
ditional expenditures. He believed that the res¬ 
olution, if carried out, would in the end involve 
them in the purchase of this Schenley tract, and 
lie could not see where the economy came in. 

Mr. Burgwin explained that according to the 
plan endorsed by Councils, the Commission was 
instructed to purchase a site on Craft’s liill for a 
storage reservoir. Tlie Commission would gladly 
avail themselves of another site, if they could 
get a suitable and cheaper one. 

Mr. CiiisLETT said the gentleman (Mr. Me- 5 
earthy) was laboring under a mistake. That 
this was intended to save money instead of adding 
to the expense. If they could save several thou¬ 
sand dollars an acre in the purchase of the land, 
the economy should he encouraged. 

WHAT ABOUT “OUR PARK?” 

Mr, Pearson thought if this was the property 
that was designed for a park that it was a great 
outrage on the people, for if this ground was di¬ 
verted from the use of a public park to a site for 
the water works, the people would be deprived 
of a park. If this was tlie object of all tliis 
“beating the devil round the bush,” he would 
like the members advocating it to come out fairly 
and meet the issue. 

Mr. Litteix contended that he offered the 
resolution in good faitli, and that as it was sim¬ 
ply a matter of inquiry, he could see no reason 
why it should be opposed. Then, too, if the 
Schenley property could be used for the purpose 
it would not deprive the people of a Park, as 
tlie grounds around the reservoir could be orna¬ 
mented, and the lakelet formed by the reservoir 
would be an immense attraction to the place. 

Mr. Lacfman called attention^o the fact tliat 
when the matter of a water works had been first 
talked of they had been offered land at $1,600 per 
acre; that they bad since paid $3,000 an acre for 
the same, and considered it cheap at tliat. The 
city needed extensive water works because they 
would have the South Side to supply with w’ater, 
and that he had no doubt that Allegheny would 
have to be supplied from the Brilliant Hill reser- 


j voir. He thought gentlemen who opposed this 
I resolution were standing in their own light and 
against the best interest of the city. 

I The resolution was then passed. 

I MR. GOFF’S REMOVAL. 

! In continuing the consideration of Common 
I Council business the report from the Committee 
I on Betrenchment and Beform in reference to 
the removal of Kinney Goff, Salt Inspector, was 
called up. 

Mr. McCarthy said Mr. Goff had told him 
that the committee had never given nim a hear¬ 
ing or an opportunity to explain. He moved to 
refer the report back. 

Mr. E. F. Jones also favored this reference. 
Mr. Goff had told him the committee had not 
heard his statement, and he (Mr. Jones) was 
personally cognizant of the falsity of some of 
the charges. 

Mr. Asbale objected to the report, as it was 
signed by a member of Council who was not a 
member of the Committee. 

The chair read the list, when it appeared that 
Mr. Watson’s name was signed to the paper—he 
not being a member of the Committee. 

Mr. Burgwin —I can only account for that for 
my colleague, of the Water Commission, on the 
ground that a report from the Commission was 
circulating, and he signed the wrong paper. 

The report was then referred back to the Com¬ 
mittee. 

A MILLION DOLLAR PROJECT. 

Mr. Smith called up the ordinance in refer¬ 
ence to the widening of Smallman street. 

Mr. Riddell wanted to know if the ordinance 
had been publislied. 

It was stated that the ordinance had been pub¬ 
lished in the proceedings of Council. 

Mr. Riddell contended that that was not the 
publication desired. It should be published the 
same as other ordinances. Ho hoped they 
wonldn t rush this matter through—such an im¬ 
portant ordinance should receive greater consid¬ 
eration. The proposed change would involve an 
expense of full a million dollars. Were they 
going mad? He hoped Councils would consider 
this matter like sane men. 

Mr. Smith said he had no desire to rush the 
matter through. He only moved that the paper 
be put upon its second reading in order that It 
might be discussed. 

After some further discussion the ordinance 
and the resolution in reference to tlie repairing 
of Penn avenue were ordered to be republished 
in the official papers, and laid over for future 
consideration. 

THE MANCHESTER PASSENGER RAILWAY. 

Mr. Scully called up the ordinance granting 
the Manchester Passenger Railway Company 
privilege to extend their tracks to Liberty street, 
and moved it be put upon its final passage. He 
understood that the objection to the ordinance 
had been withdrawn. 

After considerable discussion, the motion to 
suspend the rules was voted down, and the or¬ 
dinance laid over. 

Mr. McCUNE presented a communication from 
the Controller containing two petitions for re¬ 
duction of business tax. Received and referred 
to Finance Committee. 

THE market RECEIPTS. 

Mr. Wainwright, chairman of the Commit¬ 
tee on Markets, reported that they had appoint¬ 
ed (in accordance with resolution passed by 
Councils) Mr. Alexander Wilson as arbitrator in 
behalf of the city in the matter of the disputed 
items in the hill of extra claims by Mr. Malone, 
contractor, for building Fifth avenue .Market 
House. 

They also reported the receipts and expendi¬ 
tures as follows:

Mr. Shipton, after stating his objection to the 
joint meeting, expressed his opinion that the 
prices allowed were extremely hijh, in fact ex¬ 
orbitant; that $30,000 for two and a half acres 
was enormous. He deprecated the “rushing” 
of the business, as Councils on this matter ought 
to have plenty of time to consider.

Mr. Burgwin explained, that as he understood 
it, the original report and the plan had not defi¬ 
nitely fixed the lines and the exact amount of 
land wanted in different places. This could not 
be done until surveys had been made and the 
exact location of basins and works were fixed 
upon. These surveys were made and the matters 
decided upon. This was reported to Councils 
and the action of tlie commisson approved. The 
speaker, therefore, did not think the ques¬ 
tion of amount of land was pertinent, unless 
former action of Council was rescinded. But, 
the business is now to order the filing of excep¬ 
tions ; to accept; or to leave the whole matter to 
the commission to do what they think best. 

Mr. McCandless expressed his confidence in 
the commission, but said he could not conceive 
how the McCully property would bring so much 
more than the* Negley property adjacent. He 
favored the motion of Mr. Riddell. 

Mr. Gazzam offered a resolution submitting 
the w'Uole matter to the judgment of the com¬ 
mission, either to accept the property at the 
price fixed upon, or file exceptions thereto.

Mr. Pbarson presented the following pream¬ 
ble and resolution: 

Whereas, The viewers appointed to fix a 
valuation on the property of James McCully, 
diaries {Seely and Lockhart & Frew have fixed 
the valuation at about $250,000, and 

Whereas, The owners of said property have 
appealed from the report of said viewers, and 
demand a much larger sum, and it appearing 
that the land reeently purchased from Casper 
Negley adjoining the said property of James 
McCuliy and others, is amply laige foi’ a resor- 
voir to supply tlie outer portion of the city, and i 
believing that the water at or near Negley’s 
Run is unfit for use by reason of its depth and 
the quantity of filth which flows from the re fin- 
eries. Acid works, and Work-house sewer. And 
believing that to obtain good and pure 
water in sufficient quantities to supply the 
city of Pittsburgh, that it will be necessary 
(in case the reservoirs are situate on Brilliant 
Hill), to build a conduit from that location to 
Jones’ pool, at or near Verona Station, which 
will co.st not less than $300,000. And further, 
believing that the city will not only save money 
by making its principal reservoir .at or near the 
place on the Allegheny river from which the 
water is to be taken, but wilt very materially 
benefit the people of the city by furnishing them 
with a purer and better water than can otherwise 
be obtalnedt therefore 

Resolved, That the Water Commission be and 
they are hereby requested to abandon the pur¬ 
chase of the properties of James McCully, Chas. 
Seely, and I,»ookhart & Frew, and to make 
such arrangeinentH for the purchase of a suf- 
Rcient quantity of ground at or near Verona 
Station, upon which to build reservoirs, &c., and 
the City flolicitor t>e and he is hereby instructed 
to discontinue al) proceedings in the cases above 
mentioned. 


Mr. rsAKSOM in offering the paper referred to 
the heavy taxes which are sure to be put upon 
the people within a few years. But more than 
this he called attention to the condition of the 
water tliis side of Verona in the Allegheuy 
river and claimed that the quality of water was 
an absolute essential. 

DEFENSE OF THE COMMISSION. 

Mr. Burowin took the floor and made some j 
extended remarks. He was in favor of a full 
dbeussion on the water subject and was always 
glad to see interest evinced in it by Councilmen. 
But he lioped no hasty action would be taken^ 
especially in a matter which may change Hie 
fundaineulal plan upon which the work has 
been laid out and is now progressing. Consid¬ 
erable property has already been purchased and | 
eousideraole money expended. This property i 
he claimed could not be uved for purposes other ! 
than water supply. The speaker reviewed the 
progress of the work and the action so far taken j 
by Councils and the commission. All that has | 
so far been done has been done cautiously and only 
with the approbation of Councils. If it is sim • 
ply to refer this preamble and resolution to 
the commission, that body will carefully con¬ 
sider it and report thereon if desired. 

Mr. Riddell doubted the point of the gentle¬ 
man that the property already purchased could 
not be sold or used for other than water purposes. 

Mr. Shirton spoke in favor of retrenchment, 
and for the best water. He thought that the 
prices paid for land were too high. 

Mr. Littbll strongly objected to delay, or to 
throwing impediments in the path of the com¬ 
mission. More and better water is very badly 
needed; the work is now progressing ou a plan 
already approved, and tl>e work, of necessity, 
must go on, and speedily. 

Mr..LAUFMAN took the floor and sustained tlie 
action of the commission in what has already 
been done. He gave the figures showing that to 
go to Shade’s run would cost about $800,000, the 
laying of the conduit^ causing an enormous out¬ 
lay. The gentleman objected to the casting of re¬ 
flections upon the commission. 

CRITICISM OF THE COM.MI9SION 

Mr. Riddell protested against the feeling ex¬ 
hibited, that wlienever any member brought up 
a question relating to this matter, that it was 
an attack upon the commission. He reviewed the 
action so far taken and contended that money 
may be saved by a change. He asserted that a 
gentleman owning property at Verona had of¬ 
fered the commission land for a reservior for 
nothing. 

Mr. McCarthy stated that one of the commis¬ 
sion is now in favor of going to Verona. 

Mr. Morrow thought the paper should be 
simply referred to the commission, not adopted 
and then referred. 

Mr. Buugwin desired that the question be dis¬ 
tinctly understood, as to whether it is an ex¬ 
pression of opinion of Councils or tlie simple 
reference of the paper to the commission. 

Mr. Lloyd sajd some of the statements in the 
paper are untrue. He would favor the reference 
to the commission, but opposed the adoption of 
the paper. 

Mr. Pearson said he had written the paper 
but every idea in It had come from one of the 
commission. He then read from a former re¬ 
port of the commission by which, the speaker 
claimed, Councils were deceived as to the 
property of Morgan & Co., and $20,000 were 
paid for what was not worth more than $6,000. 

Mr. Burqwin asked the authority for the state¬ 
ment that the ideas in the paper under discus¬ 
sion were from the commission. 

Mr. Pearson declined to be interrogated on 
the subject. The gentleman again called atten- 
tentlon to the statement that a number of acres 
at Verona had been offered free to tlie commis¬ 
sion. 

Mr. Burgwin answered that it was true that 
to-day twenty-five acres at that place had been 
offered them for nothing. The speaker then pro¬ 
ceeded in defense of the commisshm. He did 
not object to criticism, in fact he courted it: 


the commission had done nothing except with 
the consent and after reporting to three councils. 
In the matter of the Morgan property he believed 
that it was cheap. Improvements were upon It 
which he verily believed cost $60,0t>a and if the 
offer at $20,000 had been refused and the prop¬ 
erty condemned, it would probably have cost 
us $45,000 or more. 

When Mr. Burgwin had concluded^ Mr. Aiken 
moved that the pjiper be laid on the table. 

Mr. Burgwin called for the ayes and nay.% 
which call was sustained.

'J'o authorize the Mayor, for, and on behalf of the 1 
City of Fitt.sburgh, to enter into a coiiiraet * 
with the I’eiHisylvania Railroad Conij'any, 
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whereby the public travel on and across 
the railroad of said company within the limits 
of said city, and to and from the Union Pass¬ 
enger iStatiou of said company, may be made 
more secure by eros.siiig certain streets above- 
or below the grade of said railroad, and by the 
removal of certain side tnacks, crossing the 
approaeli to I he said station; and whereby in¬ 
creased facilities may be afforded for the re¬ 
ceipt and shipment of the railroad traffic (!f 
said ciiy. 

Section"!. Be it ordained and enacted by the’ 
authority of the .Select and Common Councils of 
the City‘of IMttsburgh: That the Mayor of said 
city be and Is hereby authorized and directed, in 
the name and on beiialf of the city of Pittsburgh, 
to make and enter into the following contract 
I with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company where¬ 
in and wlierehy the said city and the said com¬ 
pany may be respectively bound, as follows:

i That tlie Select and Comnion Councils of the

Tiiat said Councils, forthe purpose 
of enabling said contract, or contracts to be car¬

(tKnTle.mfn—T he following exhibit of the opera¬ 
tions ol the Water W (u'ks oovors the leading items of 
the year ending January 31, 1871. 

'IMie contract was awiuded lo J. 9. l^owery for the 
in w punining engines to joiinii water from the low^er 
liaHiuon Bedford avenue to i he high on same avenue, 

, ontlmiitii of November, 1809. Mr. James Reasc, 
who Mr, Lowery contracted w itii to Iniild the engines 
an-i pnmp.s. connnenced iinuiedialHy to build the ma- 
I ehiueiy. The cojitvact for building the foundation 
! walls, for pumps, rit ami building, was awarded to 
Wm. C. Dean & (k>« Owing tnJhe inclemency of 
tne weather tin y (Dean & Co.) dm md ctminiencc the 
building until A)»ril Isr, and the iMulding was finished 
(he 1st of August, r ady to receive the engine and 
pump. During the time ihe engine and puinn were 
tieing erected the old works failed to meet the (loniund 


made uiwn them for water to supply the eUizeus ii> 
higher portions of the city. The Water Committee 
onierea a steam pump, B'iucli diameter and 24 incli- 
stroke,- to be connecied to the raising main ieuding to 
the Itigh basin. Tlie work was done imm niiately iinil 
proved a success in giving a moderate supply of water 
to the higher portions of me city. 

The new engine ana pump was completed the first of 
December,, and thus far Inis proved a success, and will 
no (loiibL meet the expectations of tlie parties wiiu Ue-' 
Signed and eonstrneied it. Mr. James Reese, the 
Inuider of the engine and pump, applied an a<ljustable 
cut oif, which Works ailmirabie, being so arranged Unit 
the engineer can adjust it so that it will cut oil at any 
point he may desire vviule tlie eiigiue is in motion. The- 
cut off is applicable to any engiue in use, and 1 would 
recommend panics lo examine it, (.the cut otli,) who 
are interesiea in steam power. Owing to tlierc being a 
deficiency of a supply oi water in the Fifteenth, Blx- 
teentb and Seventeenth wards. It became necessary u» 
construct a small pumping work at Forty-liftli street,- 
Seventeenth ward. Tne \v ater Commitlee ordered the 
work of building to l)e commenced about the first of 
July, tlie contract was given out, and Ihe work wa.s 
comineted in the month of October, and the ci ’ izens of 
those wards liave lia<l an ample supply of water, aiul no 
complaints, up to ilic present time, nave been made, and 
W'e teei iissured that we will be able to meet the deuiauds 
during tiie present year for water in the above wards. 
Engines and pumps for tlie work, as stated above, are 
tw o steam cylinders, 13 in. diameter, and two pumps, 

8 in. diameter. Thei ii lias not been any material change 
in the ol<l works at the fool of O’Hara street and Du- 
imesne Way, during this year, only in repairing the en¬ 
gine; the pumps w ill nave to be Impaired during the .sea¬ 
son, and owing totln^ large amount of exlensioiis of w a- 
tei’inpe madem new distiicts.will undoul)tedly over-tax 
tlie old works on Duquesne Way. It is my duty to 
warn you of the necessity of iiavjug two steam pumps 
built and erected to supply the doficieiic> ot me md 
workSr There are only two points that the engines 
and pumps can be eremed advantageously. One at the 
old works, the other point tteventeetli ward. Imme¬ 
diate action on part of tin) Ooiumittee is essential, as 
the great demand for water will be made upon vhe old 
works duxing the suiunmr months, in tlie early part 
of the season two set ot t;ommissioncrs were elccicu for 
the improvement of Penn avenue. The (Jommission-' 
ers applied to Councils toiiave water pipe laul prevhm.s 
to the pavement being put down on Uie avenue. 'The 
matter was referred lu the Water Oommiitco. They 
took the matter into considm'atiou as to size and ex¬ 
pense of pipe, and after viewTng and reviewing the 
mat ter carei ully and f mm the best data they couixl outain 
in referenoe to tlie loi^atiou of the new Water Works, 
they (the Goinmittce)ordered the line to be laid whh 
2<l inch. pipe, and all cross lines to be laid to tlie build¬ 
ing line, with suitable sizes of pipe for disli ilmUng 
lines leading from 20 inch main.

City Councils in Session. 


Yesterday the new Municipal Hall on Smith- 
field street was formally Inaugurated with ap¬ 
propriate ceremonies. The inauguration In¬ 
cluded the removal of the two bodies of City 
Councils from their old meeting place In the 
Diamond City Hall, and a meeting by them, for 
the transaction of city business. In addition to 
this, the most important item io the 
day's proceedings, a very excellent programme 
had been prepared for the occa.slon. Tlie day 
opened threateningly. Heaven\s artillery fired 
a salute, which far distanced in volume any 
which might have been improvised by human 
Ingenuity, and the mighty rain l)aptise(l tlie new 
building more effectually I ban any device of the 
city fatliers could liave done. Hut notwithstand¬ 
ing the eccentricities of Jupiter INuvlu.s and the 
pealing of the tlmiider, the public interest in tlie 
opening was not dampened. Ki om an early hour 
in the morning until well nigh midnight the 
building was crowded by an Inquisitive public, 
and the street thronged by those anxious to 
recognize the importance of the occasion

At G o'clock In the inornliig tho fire alarm bell 
In tho belfry struck 1—7-^-5—B, comuiemorativo 


of the French evacuation of Fort Duqnesne. The 
Great Western Band, stationed on the balcony 
of the Hall, immediately thereafter played the 
Marseilles Hymn. At nine o’clock the bclJ again 
struck 1 —7-l6 —4, commemorating iho. building 
of the redoubt by the English. The baud fol¬ 
lowed with “God Save the Queen.” At fifteen 
minutes past nine o’clock the Great Western 
Band, escorted by twelve corner policemen, 
marched to old City Hall, to take the head of 
the procession from the old chambers to the new. 
In the Diamond a large crowd had already col¬ 
lected, and it was necessary for the policemen 
stationed there, to exercise much firmness in 
keeping those back who did not wear the badges 
furni><hed by the authorities as passes to the old 
building. Arrived Inside, It was found that 
some of the City Hall C<imml3sioner8, Mayor 
Blnckmore, Mayor Callow, Burgess Dressel, 
of Birmingham, and others who were to partici¬ 
pate, were there, ready to take the places as¬ 
signed them in the line. 

FAREWELL TO THE OLD HALL. 

A Joint session of Councils was then held in 
the Common Council chamber. 

Oil motion of Mr. Gazzam, Dr. A. Arthurs 
' was called to the chair. 

On motion the Clerk read the programme of 
the day’s proceedings, as published. 

Mr. Darlinqtox moved as an amendment that 
all the living Ex-Mayors of the city be invited to 
participate in the exercises. Carried unani¬ 
mously. 

Mr. Gazzam (Mr. Oliver having arrived and 
assumed the chair) offered the following: 

WuBUBAS, We are about to leave our old 
chambers for those iu the new City Hall, there¬ 
fore, 

Resolved, That in bidding farewell to our old 
Council Chambers, it is with mixed feelings of 
regret and joy; sorrow in leaving the old build¬ 
ing, endeared to us by many pleasant associa¬ 
tions, and pleasure that our city has grown so 
great and wealthy under the fostering care of our 
city fathers that we can now afford such a mag¬ 
nificent Municipal Hall as vve are about to lake 
p08se.S3ion of. Adopted unanimously. 

Burgess Dressel, of East Birmingham, ac¬ 
companied by a full delegation of Councllmen, 
came in to participate in the proceedings, and 
were furnished with badges. 

On account of the heavy rain that was failing, 
it was suggested that the Uiiie of moving be 
postponed until half-past ten o’clock. The sug¬ 
gestion wa.s adopted. 

The Chairman of the Committee of Arrange¬ 
ments read tlie order of the procession, and each 
delegation, as its name was called, passed out.

AT MUNICIPAL HALL, 

The head of the procession having reached the 
new hall, a halt was ordered while the band 
passed in and in a few moments reappeared ou 
the balcony in front where they continued, play¬ 
ing. The doors of the front entrance were then 
thrown open and the line moved on—^the police es¬ 
cort dividing and forming on each side of the main 
entrance as the column parsed through. On 
the palisade or balcony of the first tloer, there 
bad assembled, Col. Phillips, Col. Steele and 
other members of the Commission, together with 
Mayor Blackmore, ex-Mayor Brush, sev¬ 
eral clergymen, orators of the occasion 
and representaiivesof the preas. The railing 
of the balustrade was ornamented in 
graceful festoons of flowers and ever¬ 
greens, while a large rustic basket con¬ 
taining teintlful flowers was pendant from the 
balustrade of the balcony above; these floral 
decorations were further supplemented by two 
large rustic stands placed directly iu front of the 
speaker’s position, and filled with fragrant 
flowers which made the air redolent wiih per¬ 
fume. The patriotic sentiment of the occasion 
found representation in a number of small flag.s 
which were entwined within the festoons at iu- 
tervals. 

When the Councilmeu and people had all as¬ 
sembled in the central hall, on the first floor, 
order was restored by Dr. Arthurs, and in re¬ 
sponse to the invitation from Mr. Gazzam, Ut. 

1)., Steppc4 
forward, and delivered 

THE INVOCATION. 

O Lord God, our Heavenly Father, who aii 
the blessed and only potentate, the King of 
Kings aud Lord of Lords, who only hath im¬ 
mortality, and dwellest iu tho liglit which no 
man can approach unto, to Thee be honor and 
power cverlasiing, amen. 

Hear us now, O God, when we come before 
Thee, in behalf of ourselves and of this whole 
city, to ask thy loving care and help, and io 
offer to Thee our luayers and vows iu tho 
name of Jesus Chiist, Tliy Son, our Lord. 
Except Thou, O, Lord, keep our city, tho 
watcliinan waketh but in vain. Still keep 
us and our children as thou hast here delivered 
and kept our fatliers in tho clay.s gone by. 
Thou hast given us a good land, a land of fouu- 
taliKS that spring out of valleys and liiils; 
wherein we cat bread without scarceness, and lack 
not anything in it; a laud whose stones are iron, 
and out of whose hills we dig our wealth 1 Wo 
h:ive i)ullt ou I selves goodly houses and we dwell 
therein; our god and our sliver Is mulii]lied; 
lut we would not let our hearts be lifted up so 
that we should forget Thee, tlie Lord our God 
fn not keeinng the commandments and Judg- 
inent.s and Thy statutes which Thou hast com- 
i maiulcd us to Uoep, Tldno, oh Lord, are tho 
gieatness, the power and the glory; ilchcB aud 
honor come of Thee.

Spare Thy people whom Thou 
hast redeemed with the most precious blood of 
Thy Son, and be not angry with us or our child¬ 
ren forever! Let not Thy favor and blessing be 
ever withdrawn from this city and people, 
nor let Thy gore judgments come upon us. 
Deliver us, good Lord, from lightning and 
tempest, from fire and conflagration, from 
plague, pestilence and famine, from battle and 
murder, from all seditions, privy conspiracy and 
rebellion, and from all contempt of Thy word 
and commandment. May it please Thee, O 
good Lord, to succor, help and comfort all 
among us who may at any time be in danger, 
necessity and tribulation, to preserve all sick 
persons and young children, to pity the prisoners 
and captives, to defend and provide for the 
fatherless children, the widows, the aged and 
desolate, and for all who are oppressed with 
sorrow or wrong. 

Stir the hearts of Thy true servants in this 
community, especially of those to whom Thou 
glvost earthly riches, to establish and multiply 
among us the institutions of mercy and charity 
to the souls and bodies of men. May the houses 
of prayer be abundantly built to Thy honor, and 
be diligently used by godly people, in offering to 
Thee prayers and praise, and in hearing Thy 
Truth and Law. May the schools for the young 
be multiplied among us, and in them may the 
children be w'ell trained in all useful knowledge 
in true virtue and integrity, and in reference 
and obedience to Thee and to Thy Word and 
Law. 

Make us a people that knows and worships 
Thee, the one true God, revealed to us in Tliy 
Bon, that Tliou mayest show mercy upon us and 
our children to all generations. Make Thy holy j 
name to be reverently spoken among us all, so 
that ill regard to the oath of God, this people 
may speak every man the truth with his neigh¬ 
bor, and execute the judgment of truth and peace 
In our gates. 

Make Thine own holy day to be ever revered 
by us and our children, to the glory of Thy sa¬ 
cred name, to the spiritual and temporal gain of 
this people, to the rest and refreshment of the 
weary in body and in mind, and to the perpetu¬ 
ation of our social virtues and of our national life 
and prosperity. 

Fill our homes with domestic peace and order, 
teach our children to love, honor and succor 
father and mother, and teach us all to honor and 
obey the civil authority. May malice and Iia- 
tred, passions, lawlessness, cruel wrongs, blood- 
slied and murder be restrained and jireveiited 
among us; may the honorable grace of purity 
and the manly virtues of temperance, soberness 
and chastity grow and abound in our midst, and 
banish move and more the shameful and deadly 
fiins of licentiousness and lust. 

May true and perfect honesty prevail in all 
the dealings of our trade and commerce and in 
the discharge of all our public trusts, and may 
the Just of covetousness, the WTong doings of 
idleness and robbery, be checked by Thy fear 
and by the faithful enforcement of righteous 
laws. May the truth be spoken among us in 
charity, and may the words and deeds of benev¬ 
olence prevail in our community, and that lov¬ 
ing our neighbors as ourselves, and loving Thee, 
our Father, with our whole strength, we may 
be indeed a people blessed of Thee our God ! 

And now we humbly ask Thee, O Lord God, 
who alone dost ordain’the civil powers of the 
earth as Thy ministers for our good, to make 
this house, built by tliis city for the ministration 
of justice, and for the discharge of sacred muni- 
cipal trusts, the house of tiiat righteousness and 
Integrity which spring out of Thy holy fear. 
May the hearty belief and constant remembranoe 


that God shall judge the righteous and the 
wicked in His Great Day, banish wickedness 
from this place of judgment, and iniquity from 
this place of righteousness. We know and be¬ 
lieve that, “Except the Lord build the house 
and rule in it, tliey have labored in vain who 
built it.” Therefore, we openly confess Thee, 
here this day, thou God of Heaven and earth. 
The rulers of this city offer Thee now their vows 
of fidelity as Thy ministers for the good of their 
fellow-citizens. We believe Thy word that when 
it goeth well with the righteous the city rejoiceth, 
and that by the blessing of the upright the city 
Is exalted. Give, therefore, O Lord God, Thy 
holy spirit to the Mayor, the Councils, the magis¬ 
trates, and all the officers of this city, that they 
may approve themselves in Thy sight and be- ' 
fore their own consciences in every official frust; ' 
and throughout our land, in every part of it, do , 
Thou so direct and dispose the hearts of all 
Christian rulers, that they may truly and im¬ 
partially administer justice, to the punishment 
of wickedness and vice and the maintenance of 
Thy true religion and virtue; so that this our 
city, this State and this whole nation may honor 
and fear Thee, and may grow in thy obedience 
and fulfill thy merciful purpose, and that thus 
we and our children may long dw'ell and pros¬ 
per in this good land that Thou hast given us, 
through the name and merits of Jesus Christ, 
Thy Son, our Lord, Amen. 

The Right Reverend gentleman then pro¬ 
nounced the Lord’s prayer and the benediction. 

COL. PHILLIPS’ KEMA.RKS, 

At the conclusion of the prayer, Col. Phillips, 
Chairman of the Commission, descended to the 
first landing of the stairway, where he address¬ 
ed the people in front, saying: 

Gentlemen of the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils OF THE City of Pittsburgh, the Bur¬ 
gesses AND Town Gouncii.s of the Boroughs 

OF THE South Side: 

Permit me to extend to you through the Com¬ 
missioners appointed by an Act of Assembly to 
build this hall, known as the Municipal Hall, a 
hearty welcome. 

To the Mayor and citizens of Allegheny, Iliad 
hoped to have welcomed you, not alone’ to par¬ 
ticipate, but to take active part with us as own¬ 
ers of this magnificent building. 

Gentlemen, I cannot pass in this opportune 
moment, the gentleman to whom all the credit 
of this magnificent building is due. I m^an 
Joseph W. Kerr, architect. The Commissioners 
all join with me in so declaring, tliat to Mr. 
Kerr all the credit is due. Gentlemen, this 
building, beautiful as it is, yet combines other 
qualities as well as beauty of superstructure. It 
is substantially built, being entirely composed of 
iron, brick and stone, hewn and brought from 
the celebrated Catfish quarries, located on the 
line of the Allegheny Valley Railroad, [Cheers 
and laughter. J Gentlemen, you may make a 
comparison betw'cen this hall and that beautiful 
structure on the hill called the court-house and 
jail, which cost the county 8350,083 67 in 1843, 
when stone masons were to be had at 81 to $1.25 
a day. Although it was a beautiful structure 
then, yet in a few years it will be a structure 
that was but is not, as it is crumbling already. 
The material that this Municipal hall is com- 
posed of is of tliat peculiar character that ages 
may sweep over it, and tlie older it is the stronger 
It becomes. [Applause]. 

Loud calls were now made for Mr. Kerr, who 
finally, in response, came forward and said : 

Gentlemen : You all know that speech- 
making is no part of an architect’s business, 
and I’m no exception, I believe to that rule. 
Some one has said that “there are sermons in 
stones and books in running brooks.” lean 
only point to your new hall as my speech. [Ap¬ 
plause]. 

MB. BURQWIN’S ADDRESS. 

The party then re-ascended to the palisade 
when His Honor Mayor Blackmore iutreduced 
Hill Burgwiu, Esq., member of Select Council, 
who spoke as follows: 

I feel highly honored, Hr. President and Gen, 


tlcmcn of City Hall Commission, in having been 
selected to respond to the kind words with which 
you have welcomed its future inmates to this 
beautiful building. I assure you that the re¬ 
moval from the old quarters is a most agreeable 
one to us, and well worthy the pomp and circum¬ 
stance with which it has this day been attended. 

Let me, then, congratulate you upon this au¬ 
spicious conclusion of your efforts to provide this 
prosperous and growing city with a Municipal 
hall ,ln some degree worthy of her size and 
wealth. I know that you have had many difl&- 
culties to meet, much opposition to overcome, 
many calumnies to live down. But difficulties 
have been met by indomitable energy, opposition 
has been overcome by the logic of time, and 
calumny itself has been overwhelmed with the 
verities of facts and figures. And now success 
has crowned you victors, and brought your fel¬ 
low-citizens here to-day to award you the well- 
earned meed of faithful servants, and to thank 
you as I do in their name for the time, and zeal, 
and skill which you have devoted to this work. 
[Applause.] 

From the first we have had no fears for the 
result. We knew who it was we had entrusted 
with the leadership in the enterprise—that he 
was one who, whether in private or public en¬ 
gagements, whether in erecting hotels, manag¬ 
ing glass houses and rolling mills, building up 
country towns, guiding the finances of a city, 
resuscitating a dying railroad and constructing 
and extending it to unthought of limits—knows 
no such word as fail in his vocabulary. [Ap¬ 
plause. ] The labors and trials of public and 
private enterprises may have blanched your hair, 
sir, (Col. Phillips) but they have never blanched 
your heart. [Applause.] 

Gentlemen of the Committee, and you, sir, 
(Mr. Kerr) their chosen architect, may indeed 
regard it with no ordinary satisfaction that 
your names will be identified with the planning 
and erection of this stately and commodious edi¬ 
fice. 

The associations connected with a building 
devoted to such uses and purposes as this will 
be, must present themselves very forcibly to tbe 
man of thoughtful mind. 

Here will be located the City Treasury the 
financial heart of the corporation; and here, 
under the guidance of the Finance Committee, of 
which long may you, sir, (Col. Phillips) be the 
honored head, will be worked out those problems 
in political economy, which so deeply affect for 
weal or w^oe the interests of the whole com¬ 
munity. 

Here will be found the central court of our 
municipal police—the hands, so to speak, of 
the corporation—from w'hich with you, sir, 
(Mayor Blackmore) to direct them, we shall con¬ 
fidently expect that guardian care and watchful¬ 
ness over our families and our property, that 
public order and private security, which do not 
indeed always follow in the footsteps of advanced 
civilization, but which I am proud to say may 
j ustly be the boast of this populous but peaceful 
city. 

Here also the other departments of our city 
government will be found, which we shall look 
to for those careful deliberations and wise pre¬ 
cautions which will be our safeguards and pro¬ 
tection from the ravages of pestilence and fire. 

The Board of Health solicitously caring for 
the purity of the air we breathe, shall represent 
the lungs of the city. 

The Fire Commission with the electric tele¬ 
graph, whose net-work of wires stretches from 
pole to pole, and from center to circumference, 
shall represent the nerves. 

And what more like the veins and arteries of 
the human system than the iron pipes our Water 
Commission shall provide through which shall 
flow to every nook and corner of the city, that 
great necessity of human life? [Applause.) 

And here also, last but not least In their influ¬ 
ence upon the well-being of the city, are to as¬ 
semble from time to time, those re presentatives 
whom our citizens may elect to legislate for 
them upon matters of municipal concern—our 
City Councils. 

Thus, with the Treasury as the Heart, the Vo- 












lice as the Hands, the Board of Health as the 
Lungs, the Fire Commission as the Nerves, and 
the Water Commission as the Veins and Arteries 
of the Body Politic, may we not regard the City ; 
Councils as its Brains 7 I trust I shall not excite 
a smile at the thought. If not, they surely 
ought to be, and upon you, my fellow citizens, 
rests the respoiibility if they are not. 

How important a position do we hold. All the 
great and diversifted industrial pursuits of the 
city send their representatives to our Council 
chambers to think and plan for the best interests 
of. their constiturnts. Merchants, manufactur¬ 
ers, mechanics, farmers and financiers are all 
here; and it is said that even lawyers, members 
or that much-abused and much-enduring frater¬ 
nity will work their way in, for what purpose 
I’m sure 1 cannot tell. [Laughter. ] Perhaps to 
sit in sileuce and listen to the logic and rhetoric 
of their fellow inembres. 

Perhaps he comes to play the patriot and re¬ 
port himself through the morning papers as the 
faithful Cerberus, ever watchful and standing 
guard over tlie public purse. 

Perhaps tired of ever lighting in single combat, 
he likes by way of variety to join in tlie strife 
and excitement of a general engagement, not 
bearing in mind that quite as often as not, his 
name may appear next morning in the ollicial 
papers among the killed and wounded. I am 
sure that there is one whom I ought to answer 
for, but cannot, as to what has brought him hero. 
[Laughter, ] 

Certainly our constituents do not send us here 
to work out any selfish purposes of our own, but 
with that aggregated wisdom which is supposed 
to How from a multitude of counsellors, we are 
to foster and p.oinote the growth and prosperity 
of the whole and every part of this great city. 
And, indeed, so rapid has been that growth 
within the last few years, not only internal, but 
external growth, from consolidation past, pres¬ 
ent and prospective, that I fear we are not fully 
awake to the responsibilities which rest upon us, 
the city’s chosen legislators; that we do not fully 
appreciate the vast interests which are com- 
loittted to our charge. 

The idea is too prevalent that the chief end of 
man, that is of the Councilman, was to help elect 
some friend to a good city oflice, or procure him 
a good corporation contract (I will say, and 
share the profits); to get some plan of lots ap¬ 
proved, or street opened and paved; to bring in¬ 
to market his own or his friend’s property, while 
the general interests of the city might as* well be 
left to the control of a few leading members, 
without imich concern to the many. 

I trust, however, that the event* which we are 
now here to celebrate—the removal of the City 
Councils and of all the city officers, from the 
dingy and disagreeable quarters they liave so 
long occupied in the market building, to this 
stately and commodious edifice, will mark and 
illustrate a new administration of* our city gov¬ 
ernment; that our ideas will expand sufficiently 
to comprelieud and provide for the grand future 
of this great city, which now lies open to the 
prophetic eye like a rich and varied landscape; 
that we of tlie Councils shall devise liberal things 
to promote the great industrial intere.sts of this 
city as you, sir, and your fellow Commissioners 
have devised liberal things in this beautiful 
building for us who are to occupy it. In a word, 
that this Municipal Ilall, with its imposing 
height, Us massive walls, its well arranged and 
fair proportioned rooms, will prove a type which 
we shall recognize, of the size and wealth and 
beauty of that city whose interests we, within 
these walls, are to guide and guard. [Applause ] 

At least, my fellow members of Select ana 
Common Councils, let us, In leaving our old 
abiding place and taking our seats in these com¬ 
modious and chastely furnished chambers, let us 
leave behind everything that l)ettcr befitted our 
former surroundlDgs and tlie halls we have 
abandoned. Let us rise to a sense of our real 
duties, and the responsibiUies which, in taking 
our oath of office, we have assumed. I^t us so 
govern ourselves that no word of reproach can 
be Justly attached to the name of a City Cpunfeil- 
inau. [Applause.] ' 


I We ha\>e been meeting at a place—the mar¬ 
ket—where all the surroundings are of bargain 
and sale. Look to It, then, whatever may have 
been said of any of us, that for the future none 
will dare assert that any member of the Pitts- 
burgli Councils is still in the market. Let our 
course for the future correspond with the beauty 
and purity of our present surroundings. You, 
sir, Colonel Phillips, with your associates on the 
Commission, have labored, and successfully, to 
furnish us with a casket worthy to contain the 
varied treasures of the city. Your ambition 
will, I know, be fully gratified, your labors will 
be amply rewarded, if the jewels of municipal 
Zeal, Wisdom and Integrity, of whicli this fair 
edifice is the outside setting, shall ever preserve 
their brightness, unsullied and iindimmcd, and 
shed a wide extending lustre, worthy the work¬ 
manship which adorns and sets them off. [Ap¬ 
plause. ] 

.i CONSOLIDATION TILT. 

The band now played “Hail Columbia, ” follow¬ 
ing which Mr. Burgwin said, “1 have been re- 
quested to return thanks to tlioseof our brethren 
who have favored us with their presence on this 
occasion. We hope to welcome our friends from 
the South Side with us before long, and soon 
also to have our Allegheny friend.s here also. 
[Laughter. ] Oiir friend Mayor Callow perhaps 
has something to say to us. 

Mayor Callow—Everybody who knows me 
knows that 1 am no speech-maker, but lam 
glad to mingle with you to-day. But, much as I 
rejoice in your prosperity—your almost unex¬ 
ampled prosperity—as a city, and wiiile I am 
willing you should extend your borders clear to 
West, m or eland county, 1 must say w'e don’t 
want you to get your foot In Allegheny (laughter) 
and more than that we don’t intend to let you. 

Mr. Burgwin— Suppose you can’t help it ? 
(Laughter.) 

Mayor Callow—O h 1 but we will help it; w^e 
intend to keep a sharp watch on you. (Laugh¬ 
ter. ) But gentlemen while I do not know your 
aspirations over that way, I am heartily glad of 
your prosperity. 

The band then struck up another tune, tlie 
speech making was over and the people 
gradually scattered, for a more detailed inspec¬ 
tion of the building. 

NBW MUNICIPAL HALL. 

. A brief account of the origin of the project : 
for building the new Mnniclpal Hall, and a de- I 
scription of its exterior appearance and interior 
arrangements will not be out of place at this 
time. The decisive steps to secure the erection | 
of the new building were taken in 1868, a Com¬ 
mittee, consisting of Col. Win. 1‘hlllips, James | 
McAuley, H. W. Oliver, Jr., Jared M. Brush, j 
Win. M. Lyon, and John II. Hare, being ap- i 
pointed by Councils to take general charge of I 
the work. Mr. McAuley died In the second I 
year of his term and the President elect of Se- j 
lect Council, Dr. A. H. Gross, was appointed i 
to fill the vacancy. The Commission organized | 
by electing Col. Wm. Phillips as I’resldent, 
Thomas Steele, Esq., Secretary, andJ. W. Kerr, 
as Architect. Work on the building was com¬ 
menced in 1868 and during that year the foun¬ 
dations were laid. A year’s suspension of work 
followed, after which the building was speedily 
pushed forward to completion. As it 
now stands completed it lias a front 

of a Imndrcd and twenty feet on 

Smithfield street, with one hundred and ten feet 
dejith, to the extreme rear. The body of the 
building is one hundred and twenty feet long 
by one liundred feet deep, being set Lack eight 
feet from Smithfield street, with a central pro¬ 
jection of forty feet more on the line of the street 
funning a base to a tower of forty feet square, 
carried up in the front of the edifice. The body 
of the pile has three full stories and an attic— 
the tower reaching two stories higlier. The style 
of the architecture is Hennaissance,—a combina¬ 
tion of ornamental pilaster and cornices to each 
story, aud moulded dressings to all openings. 
The* attic has a mansard roof fifteen feet high 
above the crown moulding, and tbe tower U 


carried up forty-eight feet above the main cor¬ 
nice, and is covered with an iron dome in the 
Louvre style, on which is placed an open octagon 
belfry, fifteen feet in diameter, constructed of 
iron, terminating In an ogee domelet and vane, 
making the whole structure one hundred aud 
seventy.five feet above the sid^swalk. The front 
of the building is of stone, and the side and rear 
^ walls of brick. The dome and belfry are of iron, 
and the former is covered with slate. 

THB INTERIOR. 

The main entrance to the building Is tiirougii 
an arcade on the first floor, the openings, three 
in number, being six feet wide each. The arc¬ 
ade forms a porch or balcony thirty-four feet 
wide and fifteen feet deep. From this arcade 
the visitor enters a main doorway, six feet wide, 
leading through a vestibule twelve by sixteen 
feet deep into a central rectangle thirty-six feet 
square. This rectangle runs to the roof and has 
galleries six feet wide, carried around at each 
floor, from which doors communicate with all 
the rooms, and is surmounted at the roof with a 
raised skylight, arranged to form a ventilator 
for the whole building. In the rear of the rec¬ 
tangle is the stairway twenty feet wide by twen¬ 
ty-nine feet deep, extending to the back wall of 
the building, having large windows in each 
story. The stairs are built of stone, and liave a 
central flight of eight feet wide, and two side 
flights of five feet each. At tlie head of the 
central flight is the old stone slab which form¬ 
erly occupied a position over the doorway of the 
old redoubt at the point. It beiirs the inscrip¬ 
tion, “Col. Boquet, A. D. 1764.” The slab was 
I presented by Mrs. iichenley and heirs of Gen, 
j O’Hara to the Commission, permission for its 
I removal having been first obtained from London. 

; Three new windows have been placed at the 
I head of the main stairway on the second floor, 

' which are very beautifully etched into appro¬ 
priate pictures. The upper glass of the left 
hand window represent the mouth of a coal 
mine in the side of a mountain, with .coal cars 
coming out of the mine. The lower glass has a 
spirited view of a forge. The upper portion of 
the middle window gives a fine representation of 
old Fort Pitt, and the lower portion contains an 
etching of the old seal of the city of Pittsburgh. 
The upper glass of the right hand window gives 
a view of an old oil derrick with appropriate ac¬ 
cessories, and the lower glass represents* the in- 
! terior of a glass house, with the men at work. 

^ THE OCCUPANTS. 

Off the first floor to the right of the entrance 
are located the Mayor’s quarters, consisting of a 
court room, an office for Clerk Patterson, and a 
private room occupied by Mayor Blackmore. 
Opening out of the court room is a private oflice 
used by Chief of Police Irwin. In the porch is a 
very cosy little office occupied by the Janitor, 
Jlr, Charles F. I’ortcr, and Ids assistant, Mr. Ed. 
Magee. Opposite the Mayor’s office is the City 
Treasurer’s office, where Mr. Clirls. Magee, and 
his assistants, Thomas Phelps, C. B. Gillespie, 
W. M. Decamp and G. S. Fulton may be found, 
lu the rear of this office is that of Mr. McGowan, 
tlie City Controller, and his assistant, Mr. K. M. 
Snodgiass. Opposite this, of course on the 
right hand side, is the City Engineer’s Depart¬ 
ment, where may be found Mr. Dempster, Geo. 
Booth, ids clerk, J. K. Brigham, Register, and 
J. 1). Thomas, Assistant Register. 

SECOND FIA)OR. 

On the second floor to the right hand side are 
located the offices of the Board of Health, with 
desks for Health Officer Crosby Gray and his as¬ 
sistants—John G. Little, clerk. Adjoining this 
is the office of the City Attorney and City Clerk, 
and adjoining these tlie offices of the Water 
Committee where may be found Mr. C. Bost- 
Iwlck, A G. Murphy clerk, and James M. Atkin- 
ison, Superintendent. Opposite are the ele- 
’gantly furnished apartments of the Water Com¬ 
mission; John Ross, Secretary; W. H. Kennedy, 
Chief Engineer; Robert McClelland and Henry 
•F. Greer, Assistant Engineers, and Joseph Low¬ 
ery, Mechanical Engineer. The front of this 
floor Is occupied by the chambers of the Select 










aud Common Council with a very handsomely 
finished and well furnished recepiion room be¬ 
tween them. 

THIRD FLOOR. 

On the right hand of the stairway on this floor 
will first be found theoifices appropriated to the 
use of the Sealers of Measures and the Wharf- 
masters. Next, the headquarters of the Survey 
Committee over which Colonel Lehlan has 
supervision. Adjoiniug this office is the 
quarters of the Board of View'ers of 

Streets, with R. B. Craig in charge. 

To the left may be found the office of the 
Building Inspector Mr. Reed, and next tlie 
Street Commissioner’s quarter with desk.s for 
Messrs. Hunter and Liverm<aii. The Fifth 
Avenue Commissioners also can be found here 
with Isaac Moiiey Superintending I’lngineer and 
Henry C. Huglies Assistant Engineer, Tlie 
front of this floor is occupied by tlie Fire Com¬ 
mission, wiio liave very commodious and well 
furnished apartments. On tlie left liand side of 
the same floor is the w'orking room of the engin- j 
eer’s department : William Martin, Assistant 
Engineer; John Q. Crouch, Transitman; John 
George, Inspector of Sevvers; Immanuel Wilcox, 

Thomas Harman,-Rutledge, Wni, I'orcher, 

and Ed. Bigelow—Rodmen; Hugh Neal, Reg¬ 
ulator and James Meredith Assistant Regulator 

FOURTH FLOOR. 

The only apartment occupied on this fli>or is 
the front one where (he Fire Alarm Telegraph j 
has its office. Here may be found Captain Full- 
wood, Huperiutendent; George Wilson, E., F. 
Northam and George Silver—Operators. 

MKETINO OF COUNCILS. 

Oily Councils iteld their regular meeting in 
the new Council Chambers in the afternoon, and 
the change from the old quarters, diugy, dirty 
and dark, to the new, fresh, convenient and lux¬ 
urious, seemed to be thoroughly enjoyed by the | 
members. The new chambers are elegantly, but 
substantially, furnished, in keeping with the | 
magnificent character of the building. Every ^ 
provision has been made for the comfort of the 
members, and the Commission, wdth unusual 
forethought, provided with a liberal hand for 
the “Third House,” as President Oliver is wont, 
in facetious hours, to style the reporterial fra¬ 
ternity. Oil either side of the Clerk, places are 
provided- for the official reporters, wiiile a round 
table on the right, and another on the left, fur¬ 
nish accommodations for the remainder of the | 
co.’'ps. The elfervescence of humor w'hicli at 
times takes possession of even such grave bodies 
as the Commission, finds expression in the tablets 
upon the tables, by which It is known that they 
are de.signed for the use of the “Knights of the 
Round Table.” 

I’he attractiveness of the room, or some other 
cause, for once induced a commendable degree 
of punctiuUly in the members of Councils, and 
promptly at the hour they were organized for 
their first day's business in the new Hall,

Messrs. Herron, Bltrgwin and Scully spoke 
in favor of the ordinance. Mr. Riddell opposed 
the ordinance because the gentlema i represent¬ 
ing those particularly interested, does not now 
want the opening. Mr. Lloyd asked that the 
ordinance be laid over for one meeting at least, 
wliich action was also favored by Mr. Zern. 

The rules were not suspended. 

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSION. 

Mr. BuRGWiN presented a report from the 
Water Commission as follows : 

To the Select and Cbmmon Cinmcilic 

Gentlemen —The Board of Water Commis¬ 
sioners respectfully report that having received 
a very liberal proposition from Col Wm. Phillips 
and otliers to donate to the city, free of cost, 
twenty-five acres of land situate in the borough 
of Verona, to be used for the construction of a 
reservoir, to supply the city with water; they 
therefore instructed their chiei and mechanical 
engineer to examine into the feasibility of the 
site aud make report of the same. The report# 
of which examination are herewith submitted, 
and the same being decidedly adverse to«.the 
economy and practicability of constructing a 
reservoir at the proposed location; the Board 
decided that it would not bo for the best inter¬ 
est of the city to accept the proposed donation. 

We would further report that since the action 
of Councils of April 22, 1872, directing the 
Board to file exceptions to the award of the 
viewers appointed by Court to assess the value 
o’ certain property, among other that proposed 
to be taken from James McCully, the Commis¬ 
sion having had several meetings with Mr. Mc- 
CuUy and his attorney, Robert Woods, Esq., 
finally, on the 17tU day of May, 1872, made an 
amicable agreement with Mr. McCully by which 
they are to obtain immediate possession of the 
land therein specified, being 8 558-100 less 
than the amount condemned by this Board; the 
said agreement, a copy of which is hereto at¬ 
tached, being made subject to the approval of 
Councils. 

We respectfully recommend that Councils ap 
prove of the agreement made with James Mc- 
Culiy, and accept deed or deeds for the same on 
the terms specified in the agreement. In order 
to carry out the foregoing recommendation, wc 
offer tor your adoption the following resolution: 

H^-sohmd, That the written proposition from 
Janies McCully, as accepted by the B. of W. C., 
be and tlie same is hereby approved, and the 
said Commission is hereby authorized to perfect 
the same in the name and in behalf of the city of 
Fitisburgh. 

The agreement accompanying the report 
which was also read, allows Mr. McCully to re¬ 
tain his house and a number of acres surround¬ 
ing the same as has already been published,

Mr. Burowin also proceeded to read the re¬ 
port of the chief aud the mechanical engineers, 
but w'its interrupted by Mr. McOartliy who 
moved that action be postponed until next mouth 
and that in the meantinio the reports be pub¬ 
lished for public information.

of that duty on the 15tU inst I accompanied S, 
Beymer, Esq., Water Coinmissioner, and Joseph 
U, Eowrie, Esq., Mechanical Engineer of tiie 
Board, on a visit to the proposed site. 

Robert Arthurs, Esq., one of the commission¬ 
ers appointed by the Legislatui'e to lay out and 
construct Wildwood avenue, kindly consented to 
accompany us in order to show the route upon 
which it is proposed to locate the avenue. 

The proposed donation of land is upon the 
summit of what is known as Verner’s Hill, and j 
should a reservoir be constructed there the flow ^ 
line would be ftve hundred feet above the datum j 
line of the water works survey, the zero of which 
is low water mark on the St. Clair street bridge. 
Veriier’s Hill is distant from the Allegheny Klv- 
er (4820) four thousand eight hundred and twen¬ 
ty feet, but as the liver immediately in front of 
the proposed reservoir is shallow, the water to 
supply it would have to be lifted either from 
Jones' Fool below the borough of Verona, or 
above the bar at Flum Creek, near Hulton Sta¬ 
tion, where, lam informed, Uiei>e Is a deeppooL 
In case the water should be taken from Jones' 
pool, the distance from the river to tlie reservoir 
would be about one and one-quarter miles 
I do not know what the 

distance to the pool above Flum Creek 

would be, but it is a great deal further to Jones' 
Pool. 

The site on Verner’s Hill is a very good one 
for a small reservoir, to contain say from ten to 
fifteen million gallons, but the construction of 
one larger than this would be attended with 
very great expense, as the hill top is a very nar¬ 
row ridge sloping down on both sides very rap¬ 
idly. 

To conduct the water from a reservoir situated 
on Verner’s Hill to tlie city, in part through 
private property and in part along Wildwood 
avenue, necessitates the construction of a tunnel, 
as I find by reference to the map prepared under 
the direction of Col. Ho belts to accompany the 
report to the Pittsburgh Water Com in iltee that 
there is apart on the route of the proposed av¬ 
enue which is fifty-three feet higher than the 
floor line of the proposed reservoir, and even if 
it were found practicable to avoid the point of a 
change of route there is still another place in 
the main divide, at its lowest point, where Wild¬ 
wood avenue mu.st of necessity cross, which Is 
almost exactly on a line with the floor line of the 
floor of the proposed reservoir, and unless a tun¬ 
nel or a very deep cut was excavated to here, 
the velocity of the water In the conducting pipes 
would be very much retarded. 

The disadvantages of conducting the water 
supply for the city along Wildwood avenue would 
be very great as owing to the topography of the 
county the proposed avenue must necessarily 
vary greatly (n its extremes of elevation in de¬ 
scending into the valleys along its route (in some 
place.s 1 should think as much as three liundred 
feet) at which point the pressure on the pipes 
would be very great, and would require them 
to be made very heavy to resist it. On the other 
hand on the higher points the pressure would 
be very slight, and the flow of water would be 
so slow as to require pipes of a very large calibre 
to deliver a sufllcient supply. 

Verner’s Hill is distant from the city line, 
along the Wildwood avenue route, as nearly as 
I can estimate on the maps, flve and one-tenth 
miles, and from the city line to the intersection 
of Fenn and Highland avenues by way of Lincoln 
avenue and Frankstown road. Is two and lour 
four-hundredths miles. 

In case a reservoir was to be constructed on 
Verner's Hill, It would also be neces.sary to con¬ 
struct another for tlm lower service distribution, 
as the pressure on the supply mains already laid 
in the lower portions of tlie city, with an extreme 
head of about four hundred and seventy feet, 
would be more than they could withstand. The 
waste of water with such a head would also be 
very great, as with an excessive head the waste 
is almost uncontrolable. 

A reservoir on Verner’s Hill would not be 
high enough to supply the elevated portions 
the city, and hence the Herron’s Hill reservoi I 

. 


the floor line of which is flve hundred and sixty- 
two feet, could not be dispensed with. 

The annual outlay required to raise the quan¬ 
tity of water consumed in the lower portion of 
the city to an elevation over twice as great as 
that which is either necessary or desirable to say 
nothing of the largely Increased present outlay 
for machinery would', in my opinion, render the 
location of reservoir on Verner’s Hill very unde¬ 
sirable. 

I could not, of course, without making care¬ 
ful surveys, give even an approximate estimate 
of the cost of supplying the city with water from 
this scource, but feel conftdent that it is imprac¬ 
ticable to do so. 

Respectfully submitted, W. H. Kennedy. 

The report of the Mechanical Engineer gives 
an estimate of the works and of the cost of 
pumping water at Verona, and is against the 
location of the works or basin at that point. 

Mr. Phillips said that he had no idea of the 
difflculties in the way of locating the works at 
Verona, but having iieard the reports he now 
withdrew his ofler. He stated that the offer 
had been made with a motive only to save money 
to the city. 

Mr. BuRGWiK stated that the commission had 
never doubted the good motives of the gentle¬ 
man in making the very Ubei-al offer. 

Mr. Phillips questioned Mr Burgwin as to 
whether the deeds for the property purchased 
are not made out, absolutely convoying the land 
to the city In fee simple. 

' Mil. BuRGWiy said he hod not examined the 
deeds and would not say positive, but the com¬ 
mission had left the matter with the City Solici¬ 
tor. 

The City attorney being called upon, said that 
tlie city may use the property for any purpose. 

Mr. Riddbll called in question the explana¬ 
tion of Mr. Burgwin, as to the title, as he under¬ 
stood at the last meeting Mr. Burgwin said that 
the city could use the land only for the purpo.«e 
for which U was bought. He thought the criii- 
clsm on the Commission had done good in saving 
$50,000 purchase money, if nothing else. 

Mr. BuRGWiy said the gentleman was welcome 
to all the capital he had obtained, and hoped it 
would elevate the gentleman in the way lie was I 
vlstinrg for. 

On motion of Mr. Herron, the report and ac¬ 
companying documents were accepted and or¬ 
dered to be published. 

Mr. McCartht moved that the resolution in 
the report be laid on the table for the purpose 
and that Councils visit the grounds with the en¬ 
gineers and commission and see what has beeu 
done and what the Council are to be asked to do 
yet. He strongly condemned the commission 
for not knowing whether they have good titles or I 
not to ground purchased. He heretofore liad ' 
confidence in the commission but I 
now it was destroyed. If Councils ‘ 
are to take tlie responsibility in the matter of the 
construction of the new water works they should 
take the matter in hand and see and know all 
steps progressing and to be taken. Extraordi¬ 
nary disclosures had been made to-day that al¬ 
ready mentioned, and the fact tliat it has been 
found that ftve or six acres less of ground is now 
found necessary to be purchased from Mr. Mc- 
Cully. No man would buy property without 
knowing the title he was to get for the land, and 
he was astonished at the acknowledgement of 
the gentlemen (Mr. Burgwin) that he did not 
know whether the deeds were in fee simple or 
not. 

Mr. Burg wiK explained the arrangement with 
Mr. McCully, and the steps taken in tlie negotia¬ 
tions with him. 

After the discussion, tlie motion to accept the 
report was adopted. 

Mr. McCAUTHr called for ?ils motion to lay the 
resolution on the table and that the Councils 
meet on the ground. Lost. 

The resolution was then adopted without op¬ 
position. 

The rules (at the .suggestion of Mr. Burgwin) 

I were suspended and the resolution considered, 
read three times and passed.

At 9 o'clock the Great Western Band took posi¬ 
tion on tlie balcony and played choice selections. 
The programin« consisted of the “Xcw World . 
March,” l)y Faherbaco, and Potpourle from the ; 
opera of “Ernani.” arranged by N. Young. ’ 

At ten o'clock the review of tlie Fire Depart- ; 
ment took place. Sinithfield street from Filth ; 
to Sixth avenues, had been barricaded, to pre¬ 
vent general travel. The members (d thej 
Fire Ctmimission took position (Ui the bal- . 
cony in the front of the Hall, and the entire 
Department, headed by the Great Western 
Band, marched up Smlthfiekl street in front 
of City Hall and there formed in two lines on :

At eleven o’clock the band again took posi¬ 
tion on the balcony, and played the “Iron City 
Polka,” the “Grand Polonais” by Spohr, and 
I the “Lieghten Steiner Waltz,” by Labitzky. 

IN THE AFTERNOON. 

About two o’clock in the afternoon the police 
Were reviewed by the Mayor and tlie members 
of the Police Committee. Shortly before tlie 
hour named one hundred and thirty members 
of the force met at tlie Central office and formed 
in line on Diamond alley; with Lieut. Mart Hazen 
in command. The line of procession was taken 
up with the city and county express leading, 
followed by the Great Western Band, and then 
the officers in fours. The procession passed up 
Fifth avenue to Wood street, along Wood to 
Sixth avenue and Smithfield street to the Hall. 
Here the line halted and fronted in twos, the 
band taking up position on the sidewalk. The 
Mayor and members of the Police Committee 
were stationed on the balcony. His Honor 
called upon Joseph M. Gazzam, Esq., the chair¬ 
man of the committee, to address the men, 
who said; 

OJicers and Gentlemen of the Police Force: 

I need not tell you that Ills Honor, the Ma 3 'or, 
the citizens and the members of the Police Com¬ 
mittee experience great pleasure and satisfaction 
at tlie beautiful appearance which you make on 
this pleasant, sunny afternoon. The people of 
I’ittsburgh may well, and do, feel justly proud 
of tlieir city’s police force, a constabulary 
equalled bj' few and excelled by none, in any of 
the great cities of the Union. It devolves upon 
you, officers, to protect tlie thousands of human 
lives which make up this corporate bodj*, and to 
you is entrusted tlie custody of millions upon 
millions of the wealth contained in this prosper¬ 
ous city. Tiie Maj'or and the Police Committee 
feel truly proud of the iiiamier in whieli you arc 
doing your duty to him, them and the communi¬ 
ty. The office of the policeman is by no m(?ans a 
sinecure. The position requires that the 
iijun sliall possess a clear brain, a 
strong and trusty arm and above all a courage¬ 
ous heart. He has in the discharge of his varied 
and multitudinous duties to bear the torrid heat 
of the August days and the frigid nights of 
wintry January, i am glad to bear testimony 
to the fact that never has the executive taken 
greater pains or exerted more diligence in pro¬ 
curing an effective police force tnau under the 
])re.sei5t city administration, and it is the desire 
and ])l<*asure of the Mayor to advance his men : 
as high as it may be po.s.siblc in Hie matter of 
efficiency. It is my hope and confidence that in 
the futiiio as in the past you may discharge your 
duties witli care, punctuality, ami discretion as 
Well as with lirimiess and disinterestedness, so . 
that you will meet with the liearty approval, not 
only of the officials of this city, but also of all its 
good, law-abiding citizens. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Gazzam’.s remarks, : 
the Mayor made a short speecli, saying: 1 never 
professed or wished to be coiLsidered a .'•peech 
maker. I prefer rather to be eon.sidered a worker 
than a talker. It is a very great pleasure to me to 
see the force turn out in so creditable a manner. 
Yon will believe me when I .state tliat I was among 
the first in tins city to make an etfort to have 
the police force, properly uniformed and equip¬ 
ped, ami when 1 kaik at you I liaveno regrets for 
tlie position I then took and maintain. If my 
health is .spared, I hope before the expiration of 
my official term, to make the police of tills city 
more respected as a body by tlie citizens and 
more efficient in tlie disciiarge of their duties. 

It will be my dcliglit always to support the police 
when they are in the rigirt, as also to punish any 
who 1 think may be in the wrong. I owe the 
force many favors, not tlie least of which is the 
evident pleasure they have felt in adding to the 
succe.ss of the inaugural ceremonies of tills 
magnificent Municipal Hall by the present 
parade.

Mr. Shipton from the Finance Committee 
presented a communication from the Controller | 
covering certain bills, being erroneous assess¬ 
ments paid. Also bill of Cyrus Howard for 
|il5,892.43 for work done on Webster avenue. 

Accepted, and Mr. Shipton moved the bills be 
paid out of the first available fnnd.s. 
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Mr. Rafferty thought the heavy bill of Mr. 
Howard for over-work ought to be examined by 
a committee. 

Mr. Herron said the bill was examined and Is 
not for over or extra work. 

Considerable discussion took place on the bill 
of Mr. Howard, during which it appeared that 
the work was done in 1869, and has been in dis¬ 
pute since that time. 

The motion of Mr. Shipton was agreed to. 

The hour of three o’clock having arrived Mr. 
Burgwin called for the order of the day,—the 
Park matter. 

Mr. Lloyd moved that the order of the day be 
extended until the regular committees be heard 
from. Carried. 

Mr. Lloyd, report of the Water Committee 
for month of May. The expenditures of the 
month were $8,102.00. Received and filed. 

Mr. Shipton, report of Committee on Gas 
Lighting, covering the constructing lamps in 
the East End. Accepted and approved. 

Mr. E. P. Jones, report of Road Committee 
for month of May. Received and filed. 

Also, petition of Geo. Porter for damages. Re¬ 
ceived and filed. 

Also, report of viewers on opening of Forbes 
street from Brady street to Shady l^ne. Ap¬ 
proved. 

THE PARK question. 

The Park question was then called up and the 
Secretary read the resolution instructing the So 
licitor to institute proceedings toward having 
the Schenley property, in the Twenty-aecond 
ward, condemned. At a former meeting the 
resolution had been laid over, and at the last 
previous meeting it was decided that it be taken 
up at this meeting. 

THE question REVIEWED, 

Mr. Burgw^in took the floor and said that the 
merits of the question had not really, as yet, 
been discussed. He expected that in one respect 
the action of to-day would be final, because It 
would probably dispose of the question of a park 
in this city forever* The gentleman then went 
into a review of the various attempts already mad© 
towards the acquisition of ground and the Im - 
provemeiits of the same for a public park. He 
dwelt more particularly on the negotiations In 
regard to the Schenley property and read to the 
Councils a proposition received from Mr. Hatch, 
agent of Mr. ^henley, after a number of inter¬ 
views; he also read an agreement prepared by 
himself on behalf of the Committee which 
was submitted to Mr. Hatch. The only 
objection made by Mr. Hatch w^as that 
clause permitting the city to sell thirty acres 
for any purpose it may desire. This w^as, how¬ 
ever, afterwards agreed to. The reason the 
clause stated was inserted was that certain re¬ 
sponsible gentlemen had agreed to take from 
thirty to thirty-five acres at one corner of the land 
at the total price paid for the whole two hund¬ 
red and eighty acres, practically giving the city 
two hundred and thirty acres for nothing. 
This agreement was conditional that the peo¬ 
ple and Capt. Schenley should approve the 
same. Mr. Schenley gave Mr. Hatch discretion 
in the matter, provided the park be called eitlier 
Schenley or Braun Park. Subse(iiiently, how¬ 
ever, Mr. Hatch, in the discretion allowed him, 
thought tliat the clause allowing the sale of 
thirty acres ought to be stricken out, and finally 
stated that he would not agree to it on the part 

















ol Capt. Schenley. Since this, the gentleman 
had no conference with Mr. Hatch. 

Following this the speaker had offered the re« 
solution providing for condemnation of the pro¬ 
perty, now under consideration. The matter 
remains in the hands of Councils to stop or to go 
forward in the way of providing a park. In con¬ 
demning it, the viewers will take into consider- 
tion the enhanced value that will he put upon 
Mr. Schenley’s surrounding grounds. The ; 
speaker believed that the city would get It at 
less than five hundred dollars per acre, and yet 
if it should go too high the city may withdraw. 
He believed If the question was not now carried 
forward the city would never have an accessible 
park of proper proportions. The gentleman 
took occasion to deny the charge of personal i 
motives of himself or others. For himself, he 
did not favor the park from personal motives of > 
interest. He believed the project to be the best 
interest of the city. He strongly urged favor¬ 
able action in the matter, and said that the time 
would come when the people will demand a park, ] 
and it could then he had only at ten limes the 
cost that it can now be procured at. The speaker 
showed by the Record that in 1§69 when he had 
no property In the vicinity of the location under 
consideration he had favored the location. 

In reference^^to the location the gentleman 
spoke in the strongest terms. It has such nat¬ 
ural suitableness for a park that no other city 
could provide without the expenditure of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. On two sides it 
has deep ravines; it has level ground, rolling 
ground, hills, and sloping grounds. Water is I 
there in abundance, while there are abundant 
trees and shrubbery, and it is so isolated that 
manufactories can never approach it 
In reference to the owners of tlte property in 
question, the gentleman said that if there are 
two persons in America, or to extend it, in the 
British dominions who owe anything to Pitts¬ 
burgh, they are Captain Schenley and his wife. 
(Applause in the lobby). 

Some objections were made to the length of 
time occupied by the gentleman, but he was de¬ 
cided in order and continued. 

Mr. Burgwin spoke of the value of the prop¬ 
erty and of the advantages to be derived by the 
city In its purchase. Years ago four hundred 
and fifty dollars were paid per acre for the upper 
basin ground, and was thought to be extrava¬ 
gant. It is now worth every cent of S10,000. 
In reference to the condemnation of the pro¬ 
posed park land the speaker said that the law 
under which the viewers will act is the same as 
the Railroad law. The amount to be taken is 
two hundred and eighty acres, and tlie amount 
left of the tract to Captain Schenley will he one 
hundred and seventy acres. Now, the course of 
the viewers will he first to ascertain the damages 
to be sustained by Mr. Schenley in the taking of 
the two hundred and eighty acres. They will 
then consider the benefits his remaining one 
hundred and seventy acres will derive from the 
park, and the amount will of course come off the 
amount of damage. The belief of the speaker 
was that the benefits would equal the damages, 
and the city will procure the land for nothing. 

OPPOSITION TO THE PARK. 

Mr. HinuELE took the floor in opposition to 
the resolution, claiming that instead of an argu¬ 
ment on behalf of the resolution, Mr. Burgwin 
had given Councils a history of the action taken 
in regard to parks. The gentleman claimed 
that the whole question should, under the old law, 
be put to a vote of the people, and no steps 
should be taken until that is done. Under the 
present act, after application is made to the 
Court, viewers appointed and award made, there 
is no remedy. This act is therefore not fair to 
the people. How the passage of the act was 
procured he did not know. 

Mr. McCuNE (interrupting)~The act was sub¬ 
mitted to Councils, but not read, and when 
asked if it contained a provision for a vote of 
the people, the Chairman of the Par)c Com¬ 
mittee an.swered in the affirmative. 

Mr. Bubowin—I deny that positively. 


Mr. Riddell continued in opposition at some 
length, claiming that the outlay would be too 
burdensome to the now overtaxed people, and 
that It was not desirable to go on with the pro¬ 
ject unless the people by vote ask it. 

During the remarks of Mr. Riddel), he was 
several times applauded by spectators. 

IN PAYOR OP THE PARK. 

Mr. Littbll said, in other cities, everywhere, 
beautiful parks may be seen while here w'e have 
been “teasing” at the question for years. The 
difficulty appears to be the question of location. 
He hoped that citizens would see that improve¬ 
ments are for the good of the city. The me¬ 
chanic who labors all day, is he not to have a 
place to rest in the evening or on the day of 
rest ? The speaker said he represented hiS con¬ 
stituents and intended to attend to their busi¬ 
ness to the best of his ability. He thought it 
unnecessary to have a vote of the people when 
there are men here to act for them. He asked 
if gentlemen here represented the good of the 
people or are they working in favor of Mr. 
Schenley to help him keep his property which is 
advancing so fast in value? 

Mr. Riddeli. rose to a point of order and 
asked the speaker if he was casting personal re¬ 
flections on him. 

Mr. Littbll. I am not casting personal re- 
! flections and am speaking to Councils. 

Mr. RiDDELii. The gentleman is either east¬ 
ing personal reflections or he don’t know what 
he is talking about. 

Mr. Littell. The gentleman himself ap¬ 
pears to know what I am talking about if I 
don’t. 

Mr. Littbll continued for a short time arguing 
in favor of the project. 

ABOUT THE COST. 

' Mr. SiiipTON Spoke of the enormous outlay 
that would be necessary year after year, and 
claimed that this alone is enough to condemn 
the project. He stated his belief tliat even if 
the cost of the ground would be but $150,000, 
that it would take $2,000,000 to improve it. 

Mr, SniPTON ill closing called the ayes and 
nays. 

Before calling the roll Mr. Chislett asked 
leave to make a statement in regard to the Cen¬ 
tral Park, New York. He stated that two years 
ago the total expenditure on the Central Park to 
that time was $12,000,000, while the increase in 
the value of city property for taxable purposes 
was no less than $76,000,000. 

VOTE OP THB people WANTED. 


Some personal remarks were parsed between 
the gentlemen, after which Mr. Burgwin again 
denied that he bad said that there was a clause 
in the law providing for a vote of the people. 
The gentleman from the Fourth ward was one 
of the signers of the report and knew all about 
what was in the act, and if he (Mr. Burgwin) 
had made any such statement, Mr. McCune 
would certainly have corrected him. 

Mr. Pearson suggested that the remark 
of Mr. Burgwin that the Schenley proper¬ 
ty throughout the city is generally covered with 
huts, shanties, pig pens, &c., was a bad one, for 
they may put up the same kind of buildings 
around the Park if procured. He was opposed 
to the expenditure that would be necessary at 
this time. The poor man is now taxed enough 
and the project should be postponed or abandon¬ 
ed altogether. 

THB AYES AND NAYS CALLED. 

Mr. Riddell read an act referred to by Mr, 
Rafferty, by which it is not lawful to assess the 
property adjoining for the damages sustained in 
condemnation of property for public use. 

The call of the ayes and nays was sustained 
and resulted as follows:

Mr, ideCARTHY,—I object, that’s to move re¬ 
consideration again. 

Mr. Scully _That’s net yoUr business. 

Mr. Burgwin, —An objection don’t prevent 
the change. 

The vote was changed, which made the result 
as announced, 16 to 23. Adjourned.

Mr. Rafferty objected particularly to the ex- ; 
emptlon of Mr. Schenley’s other property from ; 
■ taxation for the park, if such is a part of the law. 

Mr. McCune stated that a law offered in tlie i 
I.eglslature by a member from Philadelphia, was 
i passed which would exempt Schenley’s sur¬ 
rounding property. In proceeding to the ques¬ 
tion, the gentleman did not think that the city 
through viewers would get the property at any¬ 
thing like a “nominal price” or $500 per acre, 
j He believed in parks and wanted parks, but he 
' opposed this park particularly. He did not 
think this was the last opportunity to get a park; i 
numbers of parks can yet be obtained and in 
places where the masses can get them and 
enjoy the pure air, etc., spoken so 
glowingly of. The speaker also believed 
in the putting of the question to the vote of the 
people—the source of all power. It is true that 
we are sent here to tran.sact the ordinary busi¬ 
ness of the city but not in the matter of extra¬ 
ordinary expenditures of perhaps over $1,000,- 
006. The time for this project is, too, inoppor¬ 
tune for the people are now being taxed for this 
new building (Municipal Hall), tlie High .School 
building, heavy street improvement contracts, 
and last and greatest that great necessity the 
new Water Works. In closing the speaker again 
reiterated the statement that Mr. Burgwin had 
said when the law was approved by Councils 
that it contained a voting clause.

Ordinance 
authorizing change of grade on Fifth avenue 
from Jumonville and Madison streets.

Mr. Fleming In explanation of tliis ordinance 
stated this was an attempt to open the avenue 
to an uniform width of sixty feet all through 
between these streets; the present width of the 
street in that place was eighty feet, but this 
width was not uniform throughout.

President Oliver then read the paper pre¬ 
sented which read as follows: 

Whereas, The principal business Arms and 
holders of property in this city (about a year 
ago) addressed a memorial to the Pennsylvania 
I Railroad Company, in the most friendly spirit, 

I asking that corporation to adopt measures to re¬ 
move their tracks from Liberty street, as the 
transit of locomotives and cars thereon was an 
' intolerable nuisance, endangering life, menac¬ 
ing property, creating constant heart-burnings 
. and blighting the spirit of improvement and 
the prosperity of the city; and 

Whereas, Xot>vithstanding the immense 
franchises granted to the company, without 
i compensation, by the generosity of oiu* citizens, 
and the ardent wishes then expressed, the di¬ 
rectors of this railroad manifested a cold indif¬ 
ference to this crying evil; and not only this, but 
the company is now boldly seeking, through the 
supposed w’eakness of our representatives in 
* Councils, to perpetuate the outrage; and 

Whereas,. With its characteristic daring and 
grasping spirit, regardless of the rights of the 
people, that company is furthermore seeking, 
through the aid of members of council, to seize 
upon and appropriate to its uses other stress 
within the old wards of the city, thus lessening 
and cramping the already very limited facilities 
of travel and transit, with no adequate equiva¬ 
lent offered for this wholesale spoliation, save the 
erection of certain bridges which the company 
for its own protection must necessarily con.struct 
within the rural suburbs, else limit their speed 
and protect crossings by satisfactory safe-guards; 
and, 

Whereas, Silence is not only criminal in this 
crisis of our city affairs, but might be by some 
regarded as acquiescence on the part of the busi¬ 
ness community, who are alive to the crisis here¬ 
in set forth, and who deplore the necessity of 
this meeting; therefore, 

Resolcedj Tliat we, property-holders and bu¬ 
siness men here assembled, do call upon onr 
fellow-citizens, the honorable members of coun¬ 
cil, to pause, consider well and defeat these in¬ 
sidious propositions of reliquishment to the 
Fennsylvania railroad company of the very val- 
uble and important northern termini of Grant 
and Washington streets; and also the attempt to 
f sten with rivets of steel still heavier fetters 
on Liberty street, thus cramping, imperiling, 
destroying the only Broadway of the city, and by 
this omnibus legislation to inAict a permanent 
and calamitous injury upon the commerclat in¬ 
terests and prosperity of Pittsburgh, so deeply 
concerned in free, unobstructed streets. 

Re^olmdy That no compromises should be 
made with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
which do not primarily have as a condition the 
removal of the entire odious Liberty street 
tracks, so as to render this thoroiiglifare a great 
central avenue of business, and a main unob¬ 
structed artery from the eastern extremity to 
the heart of the city, thus vitalizing its growth 
and insuring its prosperity. 

Hem'iml, That this meeting protest to our 
Councils granting any of our public streets to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and say 
they should purchase private property for their 
business, as private citizens have to do. 

Resolved, That under no circumstances should 
the Councils of this city consent to the vacation 
of Grant and Washington streets. 

Resolved, That the members of Council op¬ 
posed to the vacation of any portion of Grant or 
Washington streets be, and they are hereby re¬ 
quested to call the yeas and nays on each and 


every vote taken relative to the passage of any 
ordlnanoe looking toward vacation, so that the 
people may know by whom their interests in the 
city are protected, and what members of Coun¬ 
cil are willing to sell out the rights of the 
people. 

After the reading had been concluded Mr. 
Reed returned thanks to President Oliver and 
the Councils for their courtesy, and the Com¬ 
mittee then withdrew.

THE PARE QUESTION AGAIN. 

Mr. Scully moved the reconsideration of the 
vote by which the resolution relative to the con¬ 
demnation of the Schenley property for a public 
park was defeated. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 17 to 12. 

Mr. Riddell offered the following: 

Resolved, That a joint special committee of 
seven, three from select and four from Common 
Council be appointed to whom the pending reso¬ 
lution in regard to a public park and the whole 
question of the location and acquisition shall be 
referred, and that they be instructed to investi¬ 
gate the system adopted in other cities; and that 
they report to Councils at the last regular meet¬ 
ing in August next, their opinion in regard 
thereto, the terms on which suits hie sites can 
be obtained therefor, and tlie proposed location 
of the same and all the facts connected there¬ 
with. 

Mr. Morrow asked whether the resolution 
was properly in order. 

Mr. Riddell said the intention was that this 
resolution take place of the one heretofore con¬ 
sidered. He stated that this would open up the 
whole subject without reference to any particular 
location. By this committee a full inquiry might 
be made on the matter and every information 
given to Councils and the citizens. He had op¬ 
posed the previous resolution but not because he 
was against any park whatever. • 

The reading of the resolution was again called 
for and after being read the previous question 
was called for. 

Mr. Rafferty asked to offer an amendment 
which was allowed. He stated that there were 
different interests in some respects between the 
new and old portions of the city, and the old 
portion would inevitably pay the larger share of 
the cost of a park if one were obtained. He 
moved therefore that two-thirds of the commit¬ 
tee be appointed from tlie old city. 

An amendment to the amendment was made 
that a majority of the committee be appointed 
. from tlie old wards which was accepted by Mr. 
Rafferty.

THE PAY OP THE POLICE. 

Mr. Pender, an ordinance increasing the pay 
of the policemen as follows: the Patrolmen, 
after February 1,1873, to receive $2.50 per day, 
and Lieutenants $2.75, Detectives, front office 
$3.00. 

The rules were suspended by a majority of 
one. 

Mr. Gazzam moved the flnal passage of the 
ordinance, 

Mr. McCandless wanted Council to stop and 
consider if the city was in a condition to increase 
its expenses. They now paid $100,000 for the 
police. The City taxes were high enough now, 
and the people were complaining. It might 
not be popular to oppose this ordinance, but 
he believed it was honest. 

Mr, Baum, favored the increase. The police 
was not paid enough for the great services, they 
rendered the city. There was no more efficient 
police force in the country and he thought 
members of Council should ask themselves how 
they would like to do the policemen^s work for 
his present wages. 

Mr. Cohen, complimented the police force for 
its efficiency and called attention to the fact that 
Pittsburgh paid less than any other city, to Its 
policemen. 

Mr. Evan Jones moved to put the ordinance 
on its second reading. He felt satisfied that 


the ordinance would pass, but he did not desire 
to see it put through with any appearance of a 
rush, 

j Mr. Neeson said he felt that the increase should 
not be allowed. He knew men in his ward who 
had sought positions on the police force and after¬ 
ward went around with a petition to have their 
wages raised. They obtained a few signers, but 
the gentlemen were generally men who did not 
fully represent the 1200 voters of his ward. 

The motion to put the ordinance on the second 
reading was then carried.

In explanation Mr. Watson stated that Mrs. 
Denny owned the property on both sides of the 
street.

When the business came up in 0. C. it occa¬ 
sioned considerable discussion. 

I Mr. Oliver, (W. B. Neglej in the chair) 

1 raised the point of order that, a concurrence 
I would not pass the ordinance. It was a regular 
ordinance and should be passed according to 
the rules—and if it was to be passed at once, 
the rules should be suspended. 

On motion the rules were suspended to consider 
the ordinance. 

Mr. McCanolss offered an amended “pro¬ 
vided” that the passage of the ordinance did 
not interfere in any w'^y with the rights of the 
city to the full width of tlie street, as laid down 
in the city plan. 

Mr. Oliver said he had no reason to change 
his views in the matter from the last meeting. 
He thought it was a shame that such an import¬ 
ant avenue—the real funnel of the city to the 
vast territory beyond—should be thus partially 
destroyed. He was willing, however, to com¬ 
promise if the Commissioners would agree to lay 
out the street to the width of eighty feet, as laid 
down in the city plan, and then at present they 
need only improve sixty feet, leaving the ten feet 
on each side to be taken in when the necessity of 
the case demanded it. By laying it out the peo- 
pie would be prevented from building upon it, 
and the ten feet on each side could be paved. 
The wisdom of this plan would soon be appar¬ 
ent. 

Mr. W. B. Negley hoped they would pass the 
ordinance. The people all desired it, and they 
needed the street improved. If this ordinance 
was not passed it might be years before they 
could get-another petition for it, and the people 
were really suffering for it. 

Mr. Evan Jones, called attention to the fact 
that the Commissioners had employed an Engi¬ 
neer at a salary of 82,500, and that he would 
have to be paid for the year. Surveys had also, 
been made at some expense. If the improve¬ 
ment was not made before next winter a tempor¬ 
ary bridge would have to be put up at 
Soho, and five or six thousand dollars 
wasted there. Then too, by the delay 
in this improvement, building operations were 
stopped in the out-lying districts, and from two 
to tliree hundred hou-es were prevented from 
being built, and this revenue lost to the city. ; 
He was opposed to anything that would stop the 
1 improvement, and hoped Councils would pass 
the ordinance. 

Mr. Gazzam opposed the amendment because 
it was useless. No ordinance could interfere 
with the city’s right, and the city was in no dan-: 
ger of losing anything. 

ISIr. Oliver askeil tlie Chairman of the Survey 
Committee if this was not the same ordinance, 
as had been defeated in Common Council. , 

Mr. Fleming admitted it was, but said he had | 
been instructed to offer it again in Select! 
Council, and he desired, and he desired to have 
the matter again discussed, believing the ordin¬ 
ance was right. 

After some further discussion the amendment 
was voted down, and the ordinance as passed in 
S. C, was passed by C. C. flnallv under a suspen¬ 
sion of the rules, the plan for the improvement 
having previously, on motion of Mr. JuUii Flem¬ 
ing, been approved.

Also ordinance for board walk on Spring 
street. Passed finally; C. C. concerred. 

THE city HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Phillips—A communication from the 
Controller transmitting a resolution from 
Finance Committee instructing the Controller to 
draw his warrant on the city property appropri¬ 
ation for a sum not exceeding 88,000 in 
favor of the Board of Health, to buy a site for 
a hospital. 

Mr. Phillips opposed the passage of the reso¬ 
lution, for the reason that the city is in need of 
a new-lock up, and the appropriation referred 
would drain the fund of the Committee on City 
Property, and leave the city without money to 
provide the lock-up. He said the Board of 
Health could raise the money on their own notes 
and take the risk of being reimbursed next year, 
as others have already done. 

On motion, the resolution was indefinitely 
postponed.

OPENING OP VINE STREET. 

The ordinance for the opening of Vine street 
was called up by Mr. E. P. .Jones, and elicited 
considerable discussion. 

Mr. Rafferty moved to non-concur, and in¬ 
definitely postpone the ordinance. 

The Chair decided the motion not in order, 
and held that the question was to concur. 

Mr. Jones said that the matter had been post* 
poned irom time to time to accommodate the 
gentlemen from the Third ward, whose only ob¬ 
jection to it was that the street to be opened 
passed through the grounds of the Orphan 
Asylum, and that the institution was too poor to 
pay the assessment. 

Mr. Rafferty replied that a majority of the 
parties interested opposed the opening of the 
street; that no one except Mr. Jones and anoth¬ 
er party owning property on the street were in¬ 
favor of it.

The Chair also read a coinmuniealioii from the 
Clerk, setting forth that an ordinance had been 
passed for the grading and paving of Cherry 
alley, but that the passage w^as not legal, Inas¬ 
much as tlie ordinance had not been referred to a 
board of viewers to inquire if the improvement 
was of a local or general benefit, or of partly 
local and partly general benefit. He therefore 


THE railroad ordinance. 

Mr. E, 1\ Jones, from the Joint Committee, 
presented an ordinance in reference to the va¬ 
cation of certain streets under an agreement 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad Committee. 
The Joint Committee, consisting of the Street, 
Road, Railroad and Survey Coinniittees, with 
the representation of the Railroad Company, had 
met twice and discussed the matter; had referred 
it to a sub-committe, which had revised, amend¬ 
ed and returned it to the Joint Committee, and 
that the Joint Committee now reported it to 
Councils. ^ 

There was no disposition to hurry the matter 
through. The Joint Committee had desired him 
to present, it and and ask for its passage to a 
first reading, then to be published in all the 
morning papers, that every member might have 
an opportunity to thoroughly examine it before 
it came again'before Councils. 

There was no disposition to hurry it through, 
although the committee generelly believed that 
the improvements propiised in the ordinance 
would he largely in favor of the city, both in the 
old and in the new' districts. 

The ordinance was then read in full by the 
clerk. 

Mr. Jones moved that the ordinance be pub¬ 
lished in all the morning papers. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to amend that it be pub¬ 
lished in the official papers. 

Mr. Riddell thought as this was a matter be¬ 
tween two parties that the expense should be 
fairly divided. The publication in all the city 
papers w'ould cost at leastSLOOO, and bethought 
the Railroad Company should pay the expense 
of publication outside of the official papers. 

The motion was divided then and the motion 
ordering Its publication In the official papers 
was carried, 

Mr. Morrow then moved that the ordinance 
be published in all the morning daily papers. 

Mr. Thillips thought this matter was of as 
much iinpoi tauce to the people at large as It 
was to their constituents In Council. He thought 
the people should have all the information pas¬ 
sible in the matter, and he thought if it could 
be given for $1,000 even that that was a small 
matter to haggle over. He wanted this ordi¬ 
nance to go before every man, woman and child 
in the city wlio owned property, and to rise 
fall by its merits. There was no disposition 
so far as he knew on the part of any one to have 
it put through in a hurry. He tlumght the peo¬ 
ple should all have a chance to read and fairly 
C(msider it before Councils took final action. 
There was no representation In Council for the 




































railroad compaDy and no one to make a con> 
tract for them. 

Mr. Rafferty moved that the ordinance lay on 
the table until such time as the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company agreed to pay for its publica¬ 
tion in the papers. He did not think this matter 
came from the people but from the railroad com¬ 
pany. He denied that they had not a represen¬ 
tation here. This ordinance, after it was first 
presented, was taken to Philadelphia and there 
changed to suit the railroad company, and 
when it came back, Mr. Hampton, Solicitor of 
the road, could give no information about it, but 
Co). Phillips knew all about It. 

Coii, Phillips— The gentleman labors under 
a mistake, if he supposes that I liave been the 
author of tliis or any other railroad matter that 
has come before Councils. I happened to be in 
Philadelphia at the time this was being consider¬ 
ed there, and T tried to do the best for the City 
of Pittsburgh. I am for Pittsburgh first, the 
Allegheny Valley next, and then my wife and 
family. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Rafpeuty again insisted upon his motion. 

Mr. Burowih raised the point of order, that 
the ordinance had never been passed to its 
second reading, and that it could not be laid 
upon the table, unless Councils reconsidered its 
action. Any resolution in reference to It, how¬ 
ever, could be laid upon the table. 

The Chair ruled the point well taken. 

Mr. J. H. Jones then presented the motion in 
writing, authorizing the ordinance to be pub¬ 
lished in all the morning city papers, and that 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company be request¬ 
ed to pay one-half the expense. 

Mr. Rafferty moved to amend by adding 
the words “and that the ordinance be not again 
taken up until the Railroad Company agrees to 
pay half the expense of its publication.” 

Mr. Phillips said he was not authorized to 
speak for the Company but he had no doubt they 
would pay their share. They were ready to do 
anything that was fair and honorable. ! 

Mr. Riddell said he would then withdraw his 1 
objection. : 

Mr. Rafferty’S amendment was voted down. 

And the motion to have the ordinance pub- ! 
llshed In all the daily morning papers as an ad¬ 
vertisement prevailed. [It will be found else¬ 
where.

SELECT COUNCIL.

President Gross called this branch to order 
at fifteen minutes past two o’clock. Present, 

Messrs. Aiken, Burg win, Chlslett, Chalmers, 
Herron, Hunter, Jeremy, E. P. Jones, LauEman., 
Liddell. Littell, Lloyd, Miller, McCarthy, Me- 
Cune, McDonald, Marshall, Morrow, Murray, 
Neely, O’Neill, Pearson, Phillips, Rafferty, Scul¬ 
ly, Seely, Shipton, Smith, Thompson, Wilson, 
Zern, Gro.ss. 

The Clerk commenced reading the minutes, 
when 

Mr. Herron moved a suspension of the read¬ 
ing. Carried. 

PETITIONS, &c. 

Mr. Neely presented a remonstrance against 
sewer on B'orhes street. Referred to Road Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. McCarthy a communication from 
the Board of Health in reference to sewer in 
Twenty-first ward. Referred to Road Commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr. Herron, an ordinance amending 
the ordinance in reference to animals run¬ 
ning at large in the city. 

Read three times and finally passed under a 
suspension of the rules. 

Mr. Herron asked for approval of report of 
viewers on opening of Webster avenue. Agreed 
to. 

Mr. Morrow, an ordinance, granting Mr. 
Daniel Kinzer, permission to erect a 
building, partly frame and partly brick over the 
Pan Handle Railroad tunnel. Seventh avenue. 

Mr. Rafferty moved to lay the ordinance on 
the table. Lost. 

The ordinance was then finally passed, under 
a suspension of the rules. 

Mr. Smith, an ordinance granting the Grant 
and Wilson Club, of the Eighteenth ward, priv¬ 
ilege to erect a one story frame building on 
Peun avenue, opposite Fortieth street. Ordin¬ 
ance passed finally under a suspension of rules. 

Also, resolution instructing the Street En¬ 
gineer to suspend work on Thirty-ninth 
street, for the present, until the grade was fixed 
permanently. Passed. 

Mr. CuiSLKTT, petition for locating, straight¬ 
ening and opening of Morningside road. Re¬ 
ferred to Survey Commi ttee. 

THE WOOD PAVEMENT WAR. 

Mr. Scully offered a resolution declaring that 
the action the Street Committee in awarding 
the contractor paving Water street, to the con¬ 
tractors for the Locust Block pavement, he not 
approved until it had been ascertained whether 
the property-owners did not desire the Stowe 
pavement. 

Mr. Jeremy moved that the resolution be laid 
on the table. Lost. 


The yeas and nays were called for on the mo¬ 
tion to adopt the resolution, but before a vote 
was taken the resolutlen was temporarily with- 
drawn. 

REPORTS FROM COMMITTEES. 

Mr. I.LOTD ot the Water Committee presented 
their report for July, showing expenditures for 
the mouth, $10,675,98, Report received and 
warrants ordered. 

Mr. Shipton, from the Committee on Gas 
Lighting, presented a report recommending the 
erection of lamps in several of the outer districts. 
Read, and lamps ordered. 

Mr. Jones, from the Committee on Bonds, 
presented an ordinance for the construction of a 
bridge over Four Mile Run, to connect Green¬ 
field avenue with Sylvan avenue. 

Read three times, and passed under a suspen¬ 
sion of the rules. 

Also, report of viewers on regrading and re¬ 
paving of Thirtieth street. Approved. 

Also, report of viewers on opening of Wylie 
avenue. Approved. 

Mr. Rafferty, an ordinance to correct an 
error In the ordinance for the erection of a sewer 
on Tenth street. Read three times, and finally 
passed under a suspension of the rules. 

Also similar ordinance to correct error in or¬ 
dinance for sewer on High street. Passed final¬ 
ly under a suspension of the rules. 

' Mr. Burowin presented a report from the 
Special Committee, containing a resolution re¬ 
ferring the matter of the repairing of Smlthfield 
street, in front of City Hall, to a Board of View¬ 
ers to report whether the improvement was part¬ 
ly local or partly of general benefit. Report re¬ 
ceived, and resolution adopted. 

WOODEN PAVEMENTS AGAIN. 

Mr. Scully then called up his resolution and 
amended it so as to requtrS the Street Commit¬ 
tee to suspend action in letting the contract for 
Water street until it was ascertained whether 
the “Locust Block” was acceptable to the prop 
erty holders there. 

Mr. Jeremy said the resolution was an insult to 
the Street Committee. They had four bids be¬ 
fore them, and after a lengthy discussion, full 
and fair, the contract was awarded to the “Lo¬ 
cust Block.” The vote was a close one, and the 
Committee’s action, he thought, was in accord¬ 
ance with the facts. 

Mr. Smith contended that the Water street 
property owners would not pay for the pave¬ 
ment if they did not get the Stow pavement, 
which they wanted. He thought their wishes 
ought to be consulted. 

Mr. Liddell, read a petition from property 
owners on Water street—which he contended 
represented the largest majority—in which they 
simply asked lor any good wood pavament. 

Mr." Bukgwin thought there could be no harm 
done to suspend awarding the contract until the 
wishes of the Water street property owners were 
consulted. 

Mr. Jeremy didn’t see how they could now 
annuli the contract as bonds had been entered 
into. 

Mr. Pearson wanted to know if the contract 
bad been let to the lowest bidder. 

Mr. Rafferty thought the contract had been 
fairly let and they couldn’t rescind it. The 
Committee had considered the matter carefully. 
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It was not true that a petition had been sent in 
asking lor the Stowe pavement—the petition¬ 
ers were ready to accept any pavement that the 
Street Commictee adopted. 

A vote was then taken and the resolution vot¬ 
ed down. 

Mr. Pearson —noticed, Mr. President, when 
the vote was taken, that several mouths were 
open whose ownsrs do not belong to this Council. 
I therefore call for the yeas and nays. 

PrBSiDENT Gross—I didn’t observe any breach 
in tlie vote, and I think it was regular. * 

old business 

from Common Council was then taken up and 
disposed of as follows: 

An ordinance for a sewer on Grant street 
Passed in C. C. S. C. concurred. 

Ordinance in relation to services and salary of 
Mayor’s clerk. S. C. ordered to be published 
once in official papers. S. C. concurred. 

Mr. E. P. Jones called up the railroad ordi¬ 
nance. 

The chair decided the motion not in order at 
this time. 

Tlie consideration of old business was then re¬ 
sumed. 

Ordinauee for grading School alley; S. C. 
passed; C. C. concurred. Resolution for ap¬ 
pointment of a committee to report a site for 
new Council Chambers and lock-up; G. C. 
passed; S. C. concurred and appointed Messrs. 
Rafferty and Herron; C. C. appointed Messrs. 
Watson, Semple and Johns. Communication from 
Smith & Orr, contractors, for payment of bal¬ 
ance due them; C. C. referred to Finance Com¬ 
mittee, with power to act; S. C. concurred. 

Petition for privilege to erect a steam boiler 
on the sidewalk in front of P. H. Hack’s 
building on Fifth avenue. C. C. referred to 
Street Committee with power to act; S. C. con¬ 
curred. 

Report of Committee on Claims and Accounts. 
C. C. accepted; S. C. concurred. 

Ordinance for the erection of iron clad in the 
Seventh ward. C. 0. passed finally, under 
a suspension of the rules; 8. C. concur- 
red. Ordinance for opening Harrison street; 
C. C. passed finally, S. G. concurred. Ordi¬ 
nance for three feet sewer on Elm street; C. C. 
passed finally, S. 0. concurred. Ordinance for 
twenty inch pipe sewer on Elm street; C. C. 
passed finally, S. C. concurred. Ordinance for 
opening Allequippa street; 0. C. Passed, 
finally, S. C. concurred. Ordinance for open¬ 
ing Gazzam street; C. C. passed finally, S. C. 
concurred. Ordinance for three feet brick 
sewer on Diamond alley, Liberty and Fourth 
streets; C. C. passed finally, B. C. concurred. 
Ordinance for grading Allequippa street; C. C. 
passed finally, S. C, concurred. Ordinance for 
twenty inch pipe sewer on Exchange alley; C. 
C. passed finally, S. C. concurred. Ordinance 
for opening of Mulberry alley; C. C. passed fin¬ 
ally, S. C. concurred.

THE RAILROAD ORDINANCE. 

Mr. E. P. Jones again called up the railroad 
ordinance, and moved that it be considered 
seriatim. Carried. 


















Clbiik Mokkow then read the first section. 

Mr. Raffertt unrolled several yards of pa¬ 
per and presented it—a remonstrance signed by 
about five hundred names against the proposed 
vacation of Washington and Grant streets. 

Mr. Burgwin said the remonstrance was not 
in order while the ordinance was being consid¬ 
ered. 

Mr. Rafferty did’nt know when it was in 
order, unless just when tliey were considering I 
the ordinance. He continued criticising the or¬ 
dinance, and contended that it was wrong to 
pass by the rights of the people as was proposed 
in the ordinance, and finally moved that the 
whole matter be referred to a vote of the people 
next October, to decide whether these streets 
shall be vacated. 

Mr. O’Neill seconded tiie motion. 

Mr. Littbll wanted to know if the gentleman 
had any objection to the first section of the ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. Rafferty had objection, to the ordinance 
in every shape and form until it was submitted 
to the people. He would rather they would 
burn his houses down than that they should 
block up the right of way ou streets along which 
his business ran. 

The remonstrance was then received and filed. 

Mr. Phillips said the Pennsylvania Railroad 
was there and that this ordinance was designed 
to remedy existing evils,—to make some pro¬ 
vision to render life and limb, at tlieir crossings 
more safe. 

No action was taken upon Mr, Rafferty’s mo¬ 
tion. 

A discussion then sprung up as to liow the 
city was to furnish the ground nec¬ 
essary for the wing walls of the 
bridges, as required by tlie terms of the agree¬ 
ment. It was held that the city couldn’t open 
a street unless it was petitioned for. On the 
other hand it was argued that if the citizens in 
the vicinity of the points where bridges were 
erected desired them that they could ask for the 
opening and locating of the necessary streets. 
No action was taken on the section. 

The second section was read. 

Mr. Bukow'in offered 

an amendment requiring the engineers of the 
railroad company to prepare all plans—the same 
to be subject to the approval of the City En- 
gineer. Carried. 

The third section was read and again the dis- 
cussion in reference to the bridges was renewed. 

Messrs. Morrow and Shiiton contended that 
no street could be opened and no property fur¬ 
nished for the abutments and wing walls of the 
bridges unless the property owners asked for it, 
except the city pay for the same and not the 
property holders abutting on the line of im- 
provement. 

Mr. Burgwin said tlie law had been passed in 
1871, by which a bridge could be built over any 
run or ravjne, and the cost could be collected 
off the property benefitted, just as in the case of 
building a sewer. 

No amendments were made to this section. 

The Fourth section was read and passed over. 

Mr. Zern offered a petition requesting Coun- 
ells to guard the interests of the city so as to 
preserve the right to erect over the railroad 
track, an inclined railway, leading from Far¬ 
mer street to Cliff street, at a point between 
Eleventh and Courtleth streets. Petition receiv¬ 
ed and filed. 

Mr, Burgwin offered an amendment to this 
section so as to provide for the change of grade i 
on Liberty street—to meet this bridge—one > 
square further each way than was provided in 
the ordinance. Carried. 

The next section was read. 

Mr. Rafferty moved to strike out that por¬ 
tion relative to the eacation of Grant, and also 
the vacation of Grant and Washington streets, 
and called for the yeas and nays. The call for 
the yeaS and nays was not sustained. 

Mr. Rafferty moved to lay the whole mat¬ 
ter on the table, and called for the yeas and nays. 

The call was not sustained, and the motion to 
lay on the table was voted down. 


Section eight was passed over witliout amend¬ 
ment. 

Section nine was read and a substitute pre¬ 
sented by Mr. Burgwin adopted. The substi¬ 
tute provided that “the superstructure of all 
bridges shall be of iron, and shall have a road or 
wagon way thirty feet in width, and also a foot 
walk, five feet in width on each side thereof, 
seperated therefrom by a substantial rail. Pro¬ 
vided that the entire width of Penn avenue 
bridge shall be sixty feet, including foot-walks, 
twelve feet in width, one on each side, and all 
roadways or turnouts passing under said bridge 
shall be thirty-five feet in width, of which five 
feet in width shall be partitioned off by a sub¬ 
stantial rail, as a footwalk. 

Tha tenth section was read and elicited some 
discussion. 

Mr. McCarthy offered an amendment that four 
foot bridges be erected across the railroad track 
east of the Union Depot. The amendment after 
some discussion was voted down. 

The remaining sections were then read by the 
Clerk without interruption. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to amend the thirteenth 
section so as to provide that Grant and Wash¬ 
ington streets would not be vacated until Foun¬ 
tain street was graded and paved and Cherry 
alley widened, opened, graded and paved. Car¬ 
ried, 

Mr. Phillips moved that the ordinance as 
amended be printed and the members furnished 
with slips at the next meeting. Carried. 

Mr. McCune offered a resolution instructing 
the engineer to inquire and report to Councils 
upon the feasibility and cost of constructing a 
bridge from Fountain street over Washington 
street to the Intersection of Grant, Washington 
and liberty streets, and from thence parallel 
with Cherry alley, the landing to be on the 
grounds of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 

Mr. Phillips said there was no question but 
that this work could be done. The only question 
was as to who was to pay for it. The Railroad 
Company would never do it. 

The resolution was then passed.

REPORTS OF committees. 

Mr. Morrow, from the Committee on City 
Property, reported adversely to the purchasing 
of any site for a lock-up, and that they had ef- 
fected a new lease of the present lock-up for a 
term of nine years for $1,500 a year. Report 
approved. 

Mr. Schmidt made a report from the Market 
Committee, giving the receipts and expenditures 
of the various markets for the months of July 
and August. Report accepted. The total re¬ 
ceipts for July amounted to $8,259.33, and the 
expenditures $1,029.83; the receipts for August 
were $3,080.98, and the expenditures $683.36. 

By Mr. Schmidt from the Market Committee, 
a resolution for a warrant for $426 for hose. 
Passed. 

By Mr. E. P. Jones: Report from Road Com¬ 
mittee |for August; accepted and tiled. Also 
reportsof viewers for opening Broad street and 
Sylvan Avenue. Approved. Also an ordinance 
for grading Highland Avenue from the Monon- 
gahela river to the Four Mile Run road. Refer¬ 
red to City Solicitor. 

By Mr. E. P. Jones : A resolution authoriz¬ 
ing the issue of a warrant for the payment for 
board walks on Winebiddle street. *A motion 
to suspend rules not carried, aud resolution laid 
over. 

By Mr. Asdale : An ordinance authorizing 
the Union Car Coupling Co., to erect an iron 
clad building on the corner of Butler street and 
Twenty-seventh streets. Rules Suspended and 
ordinance passed, 

THE RAILROAD ORDINANCE. 

On motion of Mr. Phillips the railroad ordin¬ 
ance was taken up and read a third time. 

After the reading of the ordinance had been 
concluded, Mr. Rafferty called up the remon¬ 
strance against its passage. He referred to the 
feeling of the remonstrants against the passage 
of the ordinance. He asked for tlie appoint¬ 
ment of a committee to investigate the matter, 
lathe interest of the taxpayers owning property 
on the streets proposed to be vacated. 

Mr. Rafferty made a somewhat lengthy 
speech vehemently opposing the vacation of the 
streets named, and concluded by moving tliat 
the ordinance be submitted to a vote of tlie 
people. 

Mr. Zbrn offered as an additional section 
a proviso that the citizens of Pittsburgh retain 
the right to erect one or more inclined planes 
over the railroad track to the hill side. 

Mr. Phillips moved as an amendment pro¬ 
vided it does not interfere with the business of 
the Railroad Company. 

On the motion of Mr. Rafferty to submit 
the ordinance to a vote of the people, for ap¬ 
proval or disapproval, the vote was as follows :

Mr. McCuNE moved to strikeout the last clause 
of the first section. Lost. 

Mr, Burgwin moved to amend the third 
article so that the Pennsylvania Railroad shall 
pay for the necessary abutments, and the city 
for the excavation only. Carried. 

On motion of Mr. Burgwin tlie provision for 
the vacation of Thirty-second street was stricken 
from the seventh article. Carried. 

Mr. Jeremy moved to amend article seven by 
requiring a bridge for vehicles to be erected 
over the railroad track on Washington street 
from Fountain to Liberty streets, instead of a 
foot bridge. 

At this point Mr. E. P. Jones read a commu¬ 
nication from the City Engineer, stating that it 
was practicable to build a bridge for vehicles on 
Wasliingtoii, from Fountain to Liberty streets. 

The amendment was advocated by Messrs. 
R.afferty, Jeremy and M’Cune, and opposed by 
Messrs. Phillipt and Littell. The former said 
he did not tluukthe PennsylvaniaKailroad Com¬ 
pany would accept the ordinance with the pro¬ 
posed provision in it. 

Mr. Rafferty supported the amendment as 
practicable and a necessity for the convenience 
of the people. A Large lobby had congregated 
in the chamber at tnis time, and their feelings 
were shown by applause at Mr. Rafferty’s fre- 
quest and pointed allusions to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and its policy. 

Mr. Littell opposed the amendment because 
the proposed bridge for vehicles would be un- 
safe. He pointed out this danger In very strong 
terms, and the crowd outside hissed. Mr. 
Littell turned to them and said he did not care 
for their hisses—he would act as he thought 
right. 

After some further discussion the vote was 
taken on Mr. Jeremy’s amendment, and it was 
lost—ayes 18, nays 20, as follows.

Mr. McCune offered an amendment to the 
seventh article, that the Railroad company 
should remove their track from Liberty streen 
from Grant street to the Duquesne depot, withie. 
three years from the passage of the ordinanceu 
He advocated the amendment at some length, 
giving a iiistory of the location of the Duquesue 










^epot He said under the pending ordinance, 
and he had been at some trouble making the in< 
vestigatiou, the city vacated to the Railroad 
Company nine and one-sixth acres of ground. 

Mr. BURGWtN argued it was a convenience to 
the business Interests of the city at large that 
the track of the railroad company should remain 
on Liberty street and he was opposed to its re¬ 
moval. Another thing. The adoption of 
the amendment would kill the ordi¬ 
nance, and by It he believed the city had the 
best of the bargain. [Hisses in the lobby.] 

Mr. Rafpbrty responded in some rather 
violent remarks. 

Mr. Phillips referred to the nine acres 
vacated to the railroad, mentioned by Mr. Me 
Cuue as purely imaginary; the streets were not 
yet laid out, and passed through the Company’s 
land. 

The amendment was rejected. Ayes, 12; nays, 
26.

Mr. McCaktht moved an amendment provid¬ 
ing for three bridges over the Railroad track. 
Lost. 

Mr, O’Nbill offered a resolution that the P. 
R. R. agree to construct a passenger depot on 
Seventh Avenue, within one year from the pas¬ 
sage of this ordinance, or else it shall be held as 
null and void. 

Mr. Rihhbll offered an additional section re¬ 
quiring the railroad company to assume and 
agree to pay all damages for which the city of 
Pittsburgh shall be liable by reason of the vaca¬ 
tion of streets named in the ordinance. Adopted. 

Mr. McCakthv moved an amendment except¬ 
ing foot bridges from the provision requiring 
streets to be graded and paved to bridges before 
they were constructed by the company. Carried. 

A verbal amendment to the sixteenth article 
by Mr. Burg win was adopted. 

Mr, O’Neill moved to strike out the seven¬ 
teenth article. Lost. 

Mr. O’Neill moved to IndeAnltely postpone 
the ordinance. Lost. 

The question then recurring on the passage of 
the ordinance, it was passed, but three or four 
votes being heard in the negative. Mr. Raf¬ 
ferty called for the ayes and nays, but the ITesi- 
dent said it was too late. 

THE NUMBER OF POLICE. 

The ordinance from Common Council fixing 
the number of police was read. 

Mr. McCarthy objected to the ordinance, 
but the rules were suspended and it was taken 
up. 

Mr. McCarthy then OI^posed the ordinance, 
and said he did not believe in any further in¬ 
crease of the police, lie related his own exper¬ 
ience in the Mayor’s office, and said he had got 
along with 60 men when Mayor, and he believ¬ 
ed we did not need more than 20 additional at 
this time in the old districts. 

Mr. llinDBT.L argued we had plenty of police, 
but they were all kept In the old city, and criti¬ 
cised the executive ability of Mayor Black more, j 
The trouble was we had too many Mayors. j 

Mr. Littkll defended Mayor Blackmore, and j 
said the necessity for an increase of the force | 
was urgent. i 

The action of the Common Council in passing i 
the ordinance was concurred in, and 

The Council then adjourned.

On motion of Mr. Joseph Moore, the reading 
of the minutes were dispensed with. 

PETITIONS &C. 

Mr. Arthurs: Presented an ordinance 
granting Anderson & Woods right to extend an 
iron clad. Read three times and passed Anally. 

Also, remonstrance against the opening of 
Sylvan avenue. Received and Aled. 

An ordinance amending the ordinance fof gra¬ 
ding and paving of School alley, so as to extend 
the improvement to Donahoo’s line. Read three 
times and passed under suspension of rules. 

Mr. D. L. Fleming presented a remonstrance 
for Mr. James Weir against the proposed vaca¬ 
tion of Grant and Washington streets, and ask¬ 
ing that a Gommittee of three be appointed if 
the vacation was decided upon to assess the dam- 
ages sustained by him. The petition was ac- 
cepted and a resolution accompanying laid over 
until the Railroad ordinance came before Com¬ 
mon Council. 

Mr. Fleming also presented a resolution in¬ 
structing the Board of Viewers to assess benefits 
and damages on the improvement of Hogg or 
Shore alley. 

Read three times and passed Anally under a 
suspension of rules. 

Mr. Rush, petition for erection of fence on 
wall of Pennsylvania Railroad along Liberty 
street. Ninth ward. Petition accepted. An or¬ 
dinance authoiizing the construction of tlie 
fence from the Union Depot to the outer Depot. 
After some dsscussion in which the fact was de¬ 
veloped that the Railroad Company was desirous 
of building the fence—the ordinance was passed 
to the Arst reading and laid over. 

Mr. Lapp an presented a remonstrance from 
M, Graver and T. N. Miller against the opening 
of Mulberry alley by the proposed plan. 

Also, objecting to the proposed construction 
of a sewer on the alley, as it was not necessary i 
unless the alley was opened to Eighteenth street. 
Referred to the Street Committee. 

Also, a petition from J. W. Taylor for privi¬ 
lege to erect a frame bath room to the rear of 
his dwelling, No, 826 Penn avenue. Referred ; 
to the Committee on Wooden Buildings. j 

Mr. SE.MPLB Resolution instrtucting the erec¬ 
tion of a gas lamp bn the corner of Cassett and 
Cliff Streets. Referred to the Gas Committee. 

Also, a petition for sewers on Erin street and 
Center ayenue. Referred to tlie Street Commit¬ 
tee. 

Also, petition from Lauglilln & Co. for 
privilege to lay a switch across Second avenue 
from the Connellsville Railroad track to their 
furnace in the Fourteenth ward. An ordinance 
was presented grunting the privilege asked. 

Mr. Koune objected to the ordinance, as the 
firm now had a double track across the avenue. 

Mr. Semple said the City Engineer and Road 
Committee had visited the placed and agreed to ' 
the ordinance. 

A vote was then taken, when the motion to ! 
suspend the rules was lost by a vote of 28 to 15. ; 
The ordinance laid over. 

Also petition from James Logan, asking for , 
privilege to erect on a figure, addition to his ' 
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dwelling on Miller street, Eleventh ward. 
Petition accepted, and accompanying ordinance 
passed finally under a suspension of the rules. 

Mr. Dupy, petition for opening Clay alley,. 
Thirteenth ward. Referred to Road Committee. 

FIFTH AVENUE IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. John Fleming, petition from Fifth 
Avenue Commission, asking that the road¬ 
way of Fifth avenue be made forty feet in 
width from Jumonville street to angle near 
Penn avenue. Petition received. The ordin¬ 
ance accompanying was passed finally, under a 
suspension of the rules. This motion was 
almost immediately reconsidered to admit of an 
explanation from Mr. W. B. Negley. 

Mr. Negley stated that this was a species of 
special legislation and to pass it would be estab- 
lishishing a bad precedent, By ordinance the 
width of all sidewalks on sixty feet streets, was 
established, and to commence to change this 
widening and narrowing sidewalks would open 
the doors for a fiood of such legislation. 

Mp.. John Fleming stated that the Commis¬ 
sioners asked that the roadway of the avenue be 
widened because there were to be two tracks on 
the avenue and it would be a great advantage 
to have the roadway wider. 

Mr. Oliver, [Mr. Gazzam In the chair, ] said 
he had opposed the proposition to narrow the 
street from eighty to sixty feet, but after the 
matter had been discussed, the street was nar¬ 
rowed.—with the understanding, however, that 
the roadway of the street should be forty feet. 
Now it was proposed to establish It at thirty-six 
feet, and there was opposition and there was an ef¬ 
fort made to make it thirty-six feet. He believed 
the reduction of four feet would spoil the road,. 
and he would argently oppose it in every detail 

After considerable discussion the ordiuence 
was finally passed under a suspension of the 
rules—the width accordingly being fixed at forty 
feet. 

Mr. Watson, petition for water pipe on Denny- 
street. Referred to Water Committee. 

Mr. Morgan, petition from Dodds & Caskey 
for privilege to erect small frame sheds and 
office on their marble works ground on Penn 
avenue and Thirty-second stre#*t. Sixteenth, 
ward. Petition accepted and accompanying or¬ 
dinance passed Anally under a suspeusiou of the 
rules. 

Mr. John Moore, remonstrance against a 
sewer on Forty-fifth street. Referred to the 
Street Committee. 

Also, remonstrance against sewer on Butler 
street. Referred to Street Gommittee. 

Mr. Campbell, petition from Samuel Duff for 
permission to erect a frame building, corner 
Forty-sixth and Hatfield street. Referred to 
Wooden Building Committee. 

Mr. W. B. Negley, an ordinance providing 
lor the removal of railroad tracks, gas pipe or 
private sewers when repairs to sewers or streets 
was u ecessary the removal to be at the ex¬ 
pense of the property owners adjoining. 

Mr. Negley explained that this ordinance 
was proposed so as to provide a general ordi¬ 
nance for the city and provide forgiving reason¬ 
able notice to property owners. 

Mr. McCandless objected to such a general 
ordinance. It might do well enough for streets 
where a grade had not been graded, but It was 
up just to apply it to streets that had been im¬ 
proved, and ttie improvement paid for once by 
the property owners. He moved to strike out 
the word “regrading,” and that would make the 
ordinance not apply to streets already improved. 

The amendment was adopted, and the ordi¬ 
nance as amended passed finally under a sus¬ 
pension of the rules. 

Mr, Sneathen presented a report from the 
Special Citizens’ Committee, in reference to the 
division of the Sixteenth ward into two election 
pieclucts. The report was signed by seven 
members out of twelve, and recommended the 
passage of the ordinance before Councils. Re¬ 
port accepted, and laid over until the ordinance 
was called up in regular order. 

Mr. Kohne, an ordinance for grading of

THE POLICE QUESTION. 

Mr. Hake, by unanimous permission^ pre¬ 
sented an ordinance fixing the police force of the 
city at 203 men—170 patrolmen, 14 detectives, 
7 lamp washers, 11 lieutenants and 1 chief. 

Oil motion the rules were suspended to con- 
aider the ordinance. 

Mr- Make moved to pass it Anally. 

Mb. VV. B. Neolbt _1 would like to say a 

word in this matter. There is now an ordin¬ 
ance before thiscouncit, fixing the number of 
the force at 166 men, that was presented by the 
gentleman himself three or four week ago. Now' 
he comes in and offers a new ordinance. Where 
is the oldne? Who gave him leave to withdraw 
that? That isthe ordinance w'hlch we must first 
dispose of. 

There are some points I wish to make in ref¬ 
erence to this whole matter. The Ketrenchmeut 
and Keforin committee have been blamed for all 
this, and 1 think it is uiijusr. 1 wish to say that 
the Mayor of this city does not fill the office 
prcpperly. We have no Mayor in fact. The 
clerk's the Mayor. He conducts the office. The 
Mayor knows very little about It- When he was 
before our committee he could not answer a sin¬ 
gle question about his police without first turn¬ 
ing to his clerk. That's the way the office is 
run. I think he acted badly in this matter—act¬ 
ed without any judgment. He removed all the 
police from the outer wards and left them de¬ 
fenceless; was that exercising any judgment? 
He seems to have thought that as the chairman 
of the committee on Retrenchment and Reform 
lived in one of the outer wards, that would be a 
good way to let him feel tJie force of the action 
of the committee in relation to to this police 
matter. 1 say he acted unwisel} and deserves 
our censure. He withdrew the men from the 
outer districts, but took not one from the old 
city. 

Mr. DupF—I wish to make a statement there, 
that is a mistake. The Mayor did withdraw 
some policemen from the Hill district—Hayti it 
is called—perhaps the w'orst district in the city. 

President—Take care. Hive up there. (Laugh¬ 
ter.) 

Mr, Nbglby —Well I take the report publish¬ 
ed in the newspaper, and 1 don’t find that he 
has taken one man out of the first twelve W'ards of 
the city. Is that right, was that an exercise of 
any judgment. What right has the Mayor to 
withdraw these men all from the outer wards. 

I say he acted badly,—could not have done 
worse. 

Then too why have we this ordinance Increasing 
the force to 200 men. Does it come from the 
Police Committee? A few weeks ago the Police 
Committee presented an ordinance fori66 men. 
Where has the light come thathasso suddenly 
shown them that we need more men—that 166 | 
men will not be sufficient. I’d like to know by | 
what authority the gentlemen brings in this or - 
dinance—whether it is an individual recommen¬ 
dation or the recommendation of the Police 
Committee. I don’t believe in this thing of 
changing the Police from day to day. I believe 
the Police Committee should fix the number 
actually necessary and then let them when a 
change i.s necessary come in and tell us wJiy. 

Mk. Gaz^am said the gentleman had charged 
the Mayor with acting badly. He (the speaker) 
was no partisan friend of Mayor Blackinore, but 
desired to refute this charge. Mayor Black- 
more had been elected on an independent ticket 
and had acted like an independent man. As to I 
the charge that he could not answer <iuestions j 
in relation to the present condition of the force, I 
it might be that he had been rusticating, and | 
during his absence the details of the office had i 
been left to the Clerk, to whom lie therefore na¬ 
turally turned for information. Then as to him 
acting unwisely in withdrawing the men from 


the outer disUicts, that had two sides to it. He 
was compelled to take i,\vcuty-i.ihe men. He 
couldn’t take them from the densely populated 
districts of the city, and so had taken them from 
those portions where they could be best spared. 
Now the Police ‘.ommitiee desired more men. 

Mr. Negley —That’.s the question. Does the 
Police Committee ask this, or is it merely a 
measure of the gentleman from the Fourth ward? 

Mr. Gazzam— The Police Committee does not 
formally ask this in a report, but it is their judg¬ 
ment, and the gentleman from the Fourth ward is 
only doing what he knows they would approve. 
That, however, Is not the point. What we are to 
decide now^ is will we give the city the propur 
police protection. 

Mb. Watson said the Mayor had done his duty 
and nothing but his duty in withdrawing the 
men from the outer districts instead of from the 
heart of the city where the chief rowdyism was 
going ou. The genllemen from the outer dis¬ 
tricts wanted their apple orchards protected, 
and if that was done they didn’t care for rowdy¬ 
ism. That was all that the men in the outer 
districts were needed for,—they were like third 
wheels to carts. The men were more needed in 
the “town” districts and not In places where 
all they had to do was to walk around among 
orchards. 

He thought this matter ought to be looked at 
squarely. He didn’t believe iu the ordinances 
which the Committee on Retrenchment and Re¬ 
form presented reflecting on the Mayor. 

Mr. Negley—W e haven’t yet presented any¬ 
thing. 

Mr. Watson—I don’t believe in any 
catch-penney tricks, and such abuse of bur Chief 
Magistrate as we have had to-day. Let us get 
at tills business In the proper spirit. I say the 
Mayor did right in taking the police from the 
outer districts, and leaving the centre of the 
city freely supplied. 

Mr. Semfle was In favor of an increase in the 
force, but he thought the Mayor had done 
wrong in withdrawing the police from Lawrence- 
ville and leaving nearly 24,000 people without 
police protection. He thought certainly such 
an action was wrong. 

Mr. McGabdless hoped tliey w'ould not be 
carried away by excitement but would consider 
the point at issue—tlie real point—which was 
V hether the city could afford a police force of 
200 men. Had they the money to pay the men, 
wasn’t it too large a force ? He believed such a 
force W'as too large, and that the old ordinance 
was the best. That 166 men would be found 
sufficient. He moved to amend, therefore, by 
fixing the number at 166. 

Mr. Hake accepted the amendment, 

Mr. Kvan Jones wished to say that he con¬ 
sidered it cowardly for members of Council to at¬ 
tack the Mayor in* Council when he had not a 
chance to defend himself. He (the speaker) had 
done all he could to prevent Mr. Black more from 
being elected; but when the people put him into 
the office he was entitled to respect and should 
receive all possible encouragement. He thought 
the Mayor had done the best he could under the , 
circumstances and it was the duty of Councils to - 
uphold rather than abuse him. This whole mat-} 
ter has been caused by a few who tliought they 
had found a little screw' loose and had raised an j 
unearthly howl all for notoriety. | 

Then too, he did not believe in talking of j 
* “apple orchards” and such nonsense. He be- | 
lieved they were in Council to talk sense and ’ 
business. The people of the outer wards paid 
their taxes and would, and should have their 
pro rata of police. He thouglJt the force should j 
be increased and if 166 would do, put them on. 

If It required 200 let them he put on. Let the ; 
people have police protection. ; 

Mk. Johns thought they were wrong in sit- i 
ting in judgment on the Mayor. He seemed to 
want to do the best he could. The point to be 
decided was to whether they were to increase 
the police force- The outer ward iieeded po- 
lice and should have them. He hoped the force 
would be increased. 

'J'he Chair suggested that the amtMidjnentcoii- 
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founded the ordinance inasmuch as it didnot spec¬ 
ify where the reduction from 203 to 166 men 
was to be made, whetlier in patrolmen, detec¬ 
tives or lieutenants. 

Mr. MoCandless, to arrange the difficulty, 
moved that the gentleman be granted permis¬ 
sion to withdraw the ordinance, and that the old 
ordinance fixing the number.at 166 men be call¬ 
ed up. Carried. 

The rules were suspended to consider this or¬ 
dinance. 

Mr, W. B. Neoley offered an amendment 
making it the duty of the Police Committee 
hereafter to report on the first meeting in De¬ 
cember of each year of the number of poUce- 
. men that in their judgment would be necessary 
■ for the ensuing year. The amendment was 
adopted. 

The vote was then taken and the ordinance 
as thus amended passed finally.

Mr. Gazzam presented for the Water Commis¬ 
sion the petition of C. Howard & Son for privilege 
to erect certain tramways for the purpose of 
enabling them to transport material for erecting 
the Brilliant Hill and Highland reservoirs. Pe¬ 
tition received and filed, an ordinance 
granting the privilege asked w^ presented. It 
appeared that the contractor desired to bring the 
stone for the reservoirs down the Allegheny 
River opposite the site for the reservoir’s, and 
tlien by means of the Incline Plane up the hill. 
There were about 53,000 wagon loads of stones 
to be transported, and unless this tramway 
could l)e built tlie contractor would be compell¬ 
ed to have these hauled around through East 
Liberty and up IllgiilaiKl avenue. The tram¬ 
way, however, passed over streets that liad been 
surveyed through private property, but never 
publicly opened, and the property owners ob¬ 
jected to allowing the tramway to be built. It 
w'as tliought, however, by tlie City Solicitor that |{f 
the city had the right of way over the streets * 
legally surveyed. This point was discussed at 
some leiigiii. 

Mr. w. B. Nbglby finally offered as an amend¬ 
ment a proviso that the privilege be granted 
provided the city had the power, and provided 
further that the tramway he not allowed to re- 
main longer than was absolutely necessary. The 
amendment was accepted, and the ordinance it* 
amended passed finally.

Mr. SniiTON said if we were to reject the or- ■ 
dinance on tlie ground suggested, nothing could ; 
be done until the Legislature met. j 

Mr. Phillips said we must gq forward. There ■ 
was no remedy until the Legislature met. If j 
we did not proceed according to the act of Leg¬ 
islature there would be no Councils at all. He 
thought it well to have a committee to prepare 
R proper system of representation, for of course 
it seemed ridiculous to have the House of Lords 
more numerous than the Commons. 

Mr. Riddell Insisted that Councils made the 
mistake in carving the South Side into thirteen 
wards.

Mr, Watson said he always had favored the 
reading of the minutes, but in this case lie 
tliought they bad so much business ahead that 
the reading should be dispensed with.

APPORTIONMENT. 

The Chair stated the meeting was an ad¬ 
journed one, called to consider specially the 
^‘apportionment ordinances” reported from the 
Apportionment Committee, which had been laid 
over at last meeting. 









The report ot the Apportionment Committee, 
with the ordinances, was then taken up. 

Mr. D, L. Fleming moved the final adoption 
of the ordinances. 

Mr. Gazzam asked that before the ordinance 
was pa^d that the City Solictor be inquired of 
as to the effect if they sliould not pass the ordin¬ 
ances at the present meeting. 

Mr. Cohen —We don’t need the City Solici¬ 
tor’s opinion in the matter. If we don’t pass it 
to-day, it falls dead, 

President Oliver— That’s the general opinion 
and I’ve been so informed on good authority. 
This is our part of the contract, and if w'e do not 
pass it to-day, the whole matter will fall to the 
ground, unless we have a meeting some other 
day this week to pass it. The law calls for the 
Mayor to issue his proclamation for an election to 
be held for the purpose of electing representa¬ 
tives to Councils from the sections proposed to 
be annexed, and if this is not done and the 
proclamation Issued on the 8th of October, the 
the whole matter will fall to the ground, and 
the consolidation will be a failure. 

Mr. Gazzam said he would not be In favor of 
passing the ordinance until there was a more 
equitable distribution of Coiiucilmen, unless the 
consolidation measure would be killed. He ob¬ 
jected very decidedly to the unfair apportion¬ 
ment, 

Mr. D. L. Fleming said the Committee had 
nothing to do with the apportionment further 
than ascertaining the list of taxables and making 
the apportionment according to the provisions 
of the law. The law had specifically set forth 
how the representation from each ward was to 
be fixed, and the Committee simply carried out 
its provisions. 

Mr. McCandless offered the following as a 
compromise: 

Resolved^ That these Councils do vote for the 
ordinance, under protest, and with the distinct 
understanding that these Councils unite in pe¬ 
titioning the Legislature at its next session for 
an act regulating the apportionment of the en¬ 
tire city on an equitable basis. 

The resolution was passed finally unanimously. 

The first ordinance was then taken up. It 
provides for the apportionment of representa¬ 
tion for the South Side for the ensuing year, 

1872- 73—leaving the old city as it Is now. The 
ordinance was passed finally. 

The second ordinance was next considered. 
It provided for the apportionment of the whole 
city under the act of apportionment for the year 

1873- 74—when the whole city, old and new dis¬ 
tricts, united, come under the act. 

It was passed finally with the same resolution 
of protest. 

OTHER BUSINESS TAKEN UP. 

Mr. Neeson, by unanimous permission, offer¬ 
ed an ordinancd changing the place of holding 
the election In the Twelfth ward, Second pre¬ 
cinct, to the new school house. 

The ordinance was read three times and pass¬ 
ed under a suspension of the rules. 

Mr, Dupp objected to the consideration of any 
new business, as the meeting was a special one, 
called to consider special business, and other 
business might be transacted, If they went 
ahead, in which some of the absent members 
were interested, who could be present at the 
regular meeting. 

Mr. W. B. Neolet moved that they proceed 
with all business In regular order, taking up un¬ 
finished business first, and not adjourn until it 
was finished. Carried.

THE LOCK-UP MUDDLE. 

The Chairman read the report of the Commit¬ 
tee on City Property, seting forth that they had 
leased the old lock-up for another term of nine 
years. 

A motion was made to concur. 

Mr. Watson—I object. There has been a 
special committee appointed to get a new lock¬ 
up, aud that committee is now at work. 

Mr. McCandlbss—O h, that was a joke. 

Mr. Watson —Well, if Councils are to ap- 
point committees on a joke to do work, they win 
find the Jokes pretty severe when they have to 
pay for them. We, ascouncilmen, are not to b» 
fooled about in this way. We are going on with 
the work set us to do. 

Mr. W. B. Nbglbt—I move to postpone the 
whole matter until we hear from the regular and 
Special Committees, I think to pass this now 
would be treating the Special Committee with 
disrespect, but I don’t know that I should favor 
their report when It is presented. 

Mr. Duff wanted to know what disrespect 
then would be shown the Regular Committee. 
The Committee on City Property always had 
this matter In charge, and when the lease of 
the lock up expired, they had to at once renew 
it or get another place. There were parties 
who had been after the place to “fit it up 
for a beer hall and concert Saloon,” 
but the lessee, Mr. C. H . Love, had 
given the city the first offer, and it was now re¬ 
leased at a rental much less than the interest 
would be on the amount for a new building. 
He thought the Committee’s action should be 
approved. 

Mr. John Fleming said the agreement with 
Mr. Love had been signed and that the city 
could not now back down without being liable 
for damages. 

Mr. Jones thought that the Committee on City 
Property should be sustained. They had merely 
attended to their rightful duties. A lock-up 
was needed, and the old one could be had at a 
merely nominal rent, and they had acted for the 
best interests of the city in securing it. He 
thought no other committee should come in and 
interfere with them. 

Mr. Johns objected to the location of the lock¬ 
up in the present place as it was the worst place 
in the city fora lock-up, and was In such a filthy 
condition that it would have to be extensively 
renovated and repaired before it would be fit for 
anything. And then too, new Council Cham- 
bers would have to be provided, and it was prop¬ 
er at once to make arrangements accordingly. 


A special committee had been appointed to at¬ 
tend to this, and be did not think it proper t<x 
pass them over in this way. 

Finally Mr. Watson tacitly withdrew his op¬ 
position and the report was approved—the ac¬ 
tion of S. 0. being thus concurred In. 

TUB TWENTY-second WARD DIVISION. 

The Chairman read the ordinance for the di¬ 
vision of the Twenty-second ward into two pre¬ 
cincts, for election purposes. The ordinance 
was finally passed. 

The following unfinished business of CommOD 
Council was then disposed of; Ordinance for 
pipe sewer on High street; referred back 
to the committee. Report of Water Committee, 

S. C., passed; C. C. laid over; C. C. again taken 
up and passed; passing resolution authorizing 
warrant for $150 for George Wamhoff, 

Ordinance changing the name of Fisk street 
to Shaw street passed finally. 

Ordinance in reference to the Mayor’s clerk’s 
salary came up on second reading. A motion to 
suspend the rules and pass it finally was lost.

Mr. Raffbrty offered a remonstrance against 
the report of viewers relative to the construction 
of a sewer on Cherrj’ alley, a num her of parties 
claiming that wrong assessments had been made. 
Referred. 

Mr. E. P. Jones a petition for a water pipe 
on Rose street, between Dinwiddle and Over- 
hill street. Referred. 

ICE BILL. 

Mr. Bubgwin presented a bill of $1,60 for ice 
furnished to Council Chamber, Warrant or¬ 
dered. 

CONCUBRBNCBS. 

Select Council concurred in the action of Com¬ 
mon Council apening Valley street.

R.‘ H. Smith, a petition asking for a charge of 
grade on Liberty street, between 33d and 40th 
streets.

Also a resolution directing the City Engineer, 
to suspend the work of grading upon 38th and 
39th streets, between Penn and Liberty Avenue. 
Refered to the Street Committee. 

Mr. Littxll, a petition for a water pipe on 
Torrence street. Refered. 

THB STREET IMPROVEMENT ACT, 

Mr. Phillips called up the ordinance repealing 
the ordinance of 1872 relative to street improve¬ 
ments. 

Mr. Shipton moved its adoption. 

Mr. Burqwin hoped that the ordinance would 
not be passed, as it would be doing great In- 
justice to persons residing on small streets. 
This was due to the course pursued by contrac- 
tors and the method of assessment under the 
old law. Work had to be done at exhorbltant 
rates, and this ordinance which it was proposed 
to repeal was adopted. It had been adopted 
after due consideration, and if it were repealed 


property owners would have to pay one-tbird 
more than they paid now. If this city could 1 
borrow money for the paving of wooden streets [ 
miles in length, why could she not under this ! 
ordinance, or some other, make a temporary 
loan for Improvements. 

Mr. Phillips said if some way could be 
shewn by which the money could be raised he 
would favor the motion, but until that was 
shown he would not favor It. We had no law 
and authority to go out and borrow money. 
The temporary loan could be increased to $100,- 
000. Councils should know where the money 
was coming from before they provided for its 
expenditure. Have a law properly prepared 
and not run the city into debt until the manner 
of paying for it was provided. 

Mr. Morrow thought the contracts should be 
withheld and the city not be made liable. It 
was too late to give out contracts and let them 
be held over till next spring, 

Mr. PHILLIPS thought the best way was to re¬ 
peal the ordinance and then arrange such pro¬ 
visions as may be deemed proper in the case. 

Mr, Shipton urged the repeal of the ordi¬ 
nance. It was throwing everything on the City ; 
Treasury, and no provision made for it. j 

Mr. Burowin said we might go to the Legis-: 
lature and ask for a temporary loan to meet 
these demands. The remedy proposed went 
too far it was to radical, and through precisely the 
same difficulty of 33 per cent in the way as 
it existed before. Such a motion as that pro¬ 
posed would stop all street improvements. 
They were dilatorious in collecting these assess¬ 
ments as it seemed to be nobody’s business in | 
particular. Improvements should not be stopp -1 
ed on small streets for the sake of the large I 


Mr. McCUNB said there were large claims \ 
agaiost the city In this report, and the ordinance : 
should be repealed until some remedy could be 
provided through the Legislature. 

Mr. Morrow said If the city would make all I 
the collections due her she could pay the claims 1 
made, but there was neglect In this respect. Let 
the giving out of contracts be stopped and that 
would settle tbe matter. - i 

Mr. E. P. Jones said the law had not been j 
long enough In operation to estimate properly 1 
its results. It had been stated that It had re- j 
duced the grading and paving of streets twenty- j 
five or thirty per cent., and If this was the case [ 
the question should be well considered before a 
repeal was made. There was no danger of the | 
city becoming bankrupt before the Legislature | 
met, and then the provisions necessary could be : 
made. The law ought not to be repealed. 1 
Col. Phillifs explained that the City Controll* 1 
er had been guilty of no dereliction of duty in I 
the matter. ! 

Mr. Rafferty thought the reason why many of i 
the improvements on streets were not paid for, ; 
was that members of Council came in and asked j 
for Improvements when the majority of the peo- j 
pie on those streets did not desire them. 

Mr. Shipton believed the matter of giving out 
contracts as had been done should be stopped. 
He wanted a limit put to the powers of the 
Street Committee. It might go on and get the 
city In debt hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Nothing would put a stop to this but the repeal 
of this ordinance as proposed. 

Mr. Lloyd said there were two sides to the

question. The city was saved 25 per cent, by 
it, and it encouraged improvements. When 
citizens came and asked for Improvements on a 
street they paid for it and not the city. If the 
money was not collected, It was the fault of tbe 
city. He disliked to vote for the repeal of tbe 
ordinance, but he saw the difficulty the Finance 
Committee was in. 

Mr. E, P. JONB9 thought the law ought to be 
tried a little longer. If there was any notion of 
repealing the ordinance let it be referred to a 
committee and such action, as was necessary to 
secure a remedy, be taken. 

Col. Phillips said the officers of the city had 
not been derelict in the matter. Every one who 
knew the City Solicitor knew that he had done 
his duty. If the people refused to pay when we 
were trying to make their burdens lighter, had 
they a right to throw the entire burden upon the 
city? He believed the ordinance would be repeal¬ 
ed, and a committee appointed to draft some 
measure of remedy for legislative action. 

Mr. Jkbbmy saw no necesity of repealing the 
ordinance now. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to refer the ordinance 
to a committee to devise some remedy for the 
evils complained of. 

Col. Phillips said he wished to repeal the or¬ 
dinance as he did not wish to raise money on his 
own paper as chairman of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee to carry out the objects contemplated by it. 

Mr. Littlb said If the ordinance was re¬ 
pealed work would cease. It would not restore 
things as they were to repeal the ordinance. 
There was an immense number of contracts 
that would be coming in constantly; why repeal 
the ordinance just at the time money would be 
flowing into the public treasury? Take this 
view and it was best not to throw things into 
the chaos again by making a new ordinance. 
Let means be devised to get out more smoothly. 

Mr. Phillips said the repeal of the ordinance 
would not stop all improvement. Let the peo 
pie, if they wanted a street improved, pay the 
contractor, and it would be done. Let business 
be transacted under the law that existed before 
the ordinance was passed. 

Mr. Littell said it would stop improvements. 

A vote was taken upon the motion of Mr. 
Burgwin to refer the subject to a joint commit 
tee of five, consisting of three members from 
Common and two from Select Council. Adopt¬ 
ed—yeas, 18; Days, 12, and Messrs. Burgwin 
and Phillips appointed from Select Council, and 
Messrs. McCandless, W. B. Negley and Jones 
were appointed from Common Council. 

The Common Council ordinance of Mr. Neg¬ 
ley, relating to the removal of railroad tracks 
and gas pipes for paving purposes, was taken 
up, and on motion referred to the City Solicitor. 
transfer of appropriation, 

Mr. Phillips presented a communication 
from the City Controller, asking tliat an appro, 
priation transfer of $4,218 be made from No. 18 
to No. 17.

He un¬ 
derstood that as it had passed by the Common 
Council at the last meeting, the city would likely 
have to pay for the whole improvement amount¬ 
ing to perhaps $200,000. He was not in favor of 
such an expenditure. 

Mr. Oliver (Mr. W. B. Negleyin the chair,) 
said the ordinance was presented by the chair¬ 
man of the Street Committee. At the time he 
(Mr. Oliver) had asked about the reference of 
the matter, to the board of viewers, to ascer- 
tain whether the improvement was of local or 
general benefit, and understood that it had 
been so referred. He had since, however, 
understood this was a mistake, and he thought 
the ordinance should be re-called, and referred 
to the Viewers. By unanimous permission he 
presented the following: 

Wjibrbab, An ordinance providing for the 
re-grading and repaving of Penn avenue with 
wooden pavement, passed this branch of Coun¬ 
cils, at our last meeting, and, whereas, said or¬ 
dinance may be construed so as to make tbe 
city pav the whole cost therefor. 

Besolvedf That said ordinance be recalled 
from S. C., and referred to Board of Viewers 
to report as to who shitH pay the cost as provid¬ 
ed by act of Assembly. 

Mr. Watson said he had urged the prepara¬ 
tion of that ordinance before the Street Commit¬ 
tee, and he thought the ordinance perfectly le¬ 
gitimate. The improvement was needed to 


make Penn avenue passible for the immense 
travel over it. The improvement benehtted the 
whole city and should be paid by the whole 
city. 

Mr Oliver contended that this was a bad 
precedent to establish. He believed the 
whole city would in a measure be benefited by 
he improvement. But he thought, some of tbe 
tixpenses should be assessed upon tbe property 
holders along the line, and thus directly beiil- 
fited. He was in favor of the improvement, 
but it should go before the regular board of 
viewers and be acted upon properly. 

After some further discussion, the resolution 
of Mr. Oliver was passed—Mr. Watson with 
drawing his objection.

VARIOUS COMMUNICATIONS. 

Mr. McCarthy presented a petition from 
Henry Sherman a resident of the 11th ward, 
asking for damages. Referred. 

Also a petition for water pipe on Reed street. 
Referred. 

Mr. Lloyd, a petition for gas lamps on Craig 
street. Referred. 

Mr. J. H. Jones, a petition for the opening of 
Butler street. 

Also, an ordinance opening Butler street from 
Thirty-ninth street to east end of the bridge 
near McMahon’s refinery. Referred. 

Also, a petition for the grading and paving of 
the same. Referred. 

Mr. BtraawiN, a petition for weigh scales at 
Hazlewood, in the Twenty-third ward. Re¬ 
ferred to tlie Finance Committee. 

THE WATER COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. Burgwin announced that the time of one 
of the Water Commissioners expired and moved 
that Common Council be notified that Select 
Council were ready to go into joint session to fill 
the vacancy. Adopted. 

THE SEWER IMPROVEMENT FUND. 

Mr. Phillips expressed the hope that there 
would be a recoHslderation of the vote on the bill 
relating to a Sewqr Improvement Fund. 

Mr. Littell moved to reconsider, and Mr. 
Phillips said In the payment of the Penn avenue 
improvement the city was compelled to pay a | 


large amount of money In the shape of interest. 

Mr. Burgwin raised the point of order that 
the bill had been acted upon by Common Coun- 
cil, and was beyond the reach of Select. He did 
not think there was any necessity for taking 
hasty action. 

Mr. Phillips thought the ordinance was still 
under the Control of Select Council. 

Mr. Shipton said claims had been paid hast- 
ily, and in the matter referred to the Controller 
should be held personally responsible. Let the 
ordinance be repealed. If further legislation 
was needed, it could easily be obtained. 

The chair decided that according to section 6 
of the rules the action was beyond recall, having 
been acted upon by both branches of Council. 

Mr. Phillips made a motion to rescind the 
resolution and discharge the Committee. 

I Mr. E. P. Jones said if the matter had been 
I fully tested and the ordinance fouad defective , 
he would be prepared to vote against It; but he I 
hoped the Committee would not be discharged. 
Let no hasty action be taken. 

Mr. Shipton was In favor of notifying the 
Controller that he would be held personally re¬ 
sponsible for paying one dollar over appropria¬ 
tions made. 

THE JOINT SESSION. 

Council adjourned to Common Council Cham- 
ber for the purpose of electing a Water Commis¬ 
sioner. 

the discussion resumed. 

On the re-assembling of Council Mr. Rafferty 
said many parties were disposed not to pay the 
-sixtyper cent.; that some contractors were una¬ 
ble to obtain anything at all. He thought it best 
to go back to the old basis. 

Mr. Phillips said'the great cry was to give 
this a further test. It had been tested, and un¬ 
der the ordinance the city had been run huud- 
reds of thousands of dollars in debt. He wished 
to see the ordinance repealed and then legisla- 
tion had. He did not wish to see hasty action 
taken. The idea of no money being paid by the 
people until the improvement was entirely com¬ 
pleted was erroneous. 

Mr. Burgwin said the city did not go into 
debt by exist ing arrangements; it was simply 
a question of a temporary loan. It simply re¬ 
quired the city to advance the money, but it 
could always, be collected when needed. 

Mr. Phillips withdrew his motion to rescind. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Lloyd presented the report of the com¬ 
mittee, showing the expenditures of the Water 
Committee for the month of August were 
$6,975,481. Accepted and filed. 

Mr. Shipton offered the report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Gas,* reporting new lamps erected at 
various points in the city. Report accepted 
and tlie lamps ordered. 

Mr. E. P. Jones presented the report of the 
Road Committee for September, showing that 
the expenses for the month were as follows r j

THE mayor's perquisites. 

Mr. Johns, the following : 

Itesolvedy That a committee of five—three 
from Common and two from Select—in con¬ 
junction with the City Solicitor, be appointed 
for the purpose of inquiring into the propriety 
of taking all coats and perquisites attached to 
the office of Mayor to the use of the city, and in 
lieu thereof to allow the Mayor an annual salary 
pursuant to the charter of the consolidated city, 
with power to report what legislation, if any, 
may be necessary to carry the same into effect; 
provided tlie same shall not go into effect during 
the term of the present Mayor. 

Laid over temporarily, to come up in regular 
order. 

THE POLICE EORCB. 

Mr. W. B. Neolbt offered the report of the 
Committee on Retrenchment and Reform, dated 
September 23d, setting forth that they had, in 
pursuance of instructions, inquired into the 
matter and found that there were twenty-nine 
men on the police force more than were legally 
authorized; and that they could find no law for 
the purchase of the secona uniform of the po¬ 
lice. The report was received and filed. Mr. 
Negley explained that it had been ready for 
several meetings, but Councils had always ad 
journed before he could present it. 

Mr. Negley then offered the following ; 

Resolved^ That this Council shall not adjourn 
until the different Committees shall have an op. 
portunity to present the reports on hand. Pass¬ 
ed finally under the suspension of the rules. 

Council then went Into joint session for the 
purpose of electing a member of the 'Vater Com¬ 
mission as elsewhere noted. Upon assembling, 

Mr. Woolslater, presented an ordinance for 
opening of Spencer avenue, from Lincoln ave¬ 
nue to city line. Rules suspended and ordinance 
passed finally. 

Also, ordinance authorizing grading of the 
same. Rules suspended aud ordinance passed 
finally. 

Mr. Abensbubg petition for gas lamp. Re¬ 
ferred to Gas Committee. 

OLD BUSINESS. 

Old business from Select Council, not acted 
upon at a previous meeting n as then taken up 
and disposed of as follows : Ordinance for di¬ 
viding the Twenty-second ward Into two elec¬ 
tion precincts. Passed in Common Council, 
non-concurred in by Select Council and referred 
back ; Common Council adhered to former ac¬ 
tion. 

THE RAILROAD ORDINANCE. 

The Chair then read by its title, the Railroad 
Ordinance. 

Mr. Gazzam moved to concur with the action 
of the Select Council, in finally passing the or- 
dlnance. After considerable discussion on 
points of order, the Chr ir decided that the or- 
dinance camu up on its second reading. 

Mr. Sims then presented an extensive roll of 
paper—being a remonstrance from residents of 
the upper wards, protesting against the passage 
of the ordinance. The paper was received and 
filed. 

Mr. Gazzam moved to pass the ordinance to 
its third reading. 

Mr. McCandless moved to have the ordinance 
read section by section, in order that all might 
have an opportunity to present amendments if 
they so desired. 

Mr. Gazzam said he was opposed to any delay 
in finally deciding the mafter. There were 
some things he would have liked to see in the 
ordinance, but lie was satisfied now that they 


had obtained the best terms they could, and the 
ordinance was a fair one. He hoped there 
would be no delay in finally settling the matter 
and getting that network of tracks removed from 
Liberty street, near the Union Depot. He 
thought the improvement would be of. immense 
benefit to the city and that it would soon be so 
recognized by every citizen. 

Mr. Fulton said the friends of the ordinance 
in Common Council were going faster than their 
colleagues in the Select Branch. In that branch 
it had been read on three different days, amend* 
ed, and discussed at length. He thought it 
should be so duly considered in Common Coun- 
cll. He did. not think it would be legal to pass 
it otherwise. 

He did not think the best terms had been ob¬ 
tained hod that more could now be bad. The 
original ordinance as first presented had been 
amended and very materially changed and he 
thought the city should not give up its claim 
until It had obtained tlu proper terms. If they 
could not be bad no ordinance should be passed. 
It was a notorious charge made against Coun¬ 
cils that in all their negotiations with the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad, they had been either negli¬ 
gent or outwitted. He did not want that charge 
to be renewed, and only asked that the present 
ordinance be duly considered and a fair vote 
taken. 

Mr. Sims said the rights of the workingmen 
in the vicinity of Washington street should be 
considered. Some of them had tolled for years 
to get their little bit of property, which would 
be almost ruined by the proposed vacation. He 
thought the giving up of Wasliington street 
would be a notorious outrage upon their rights, 
and he hoped every man who voted for it would 
be properly punished by never being again al¬ 
lowed to take a seat in Councils. 

Mr. McCandless said he thought it was con¬ 
ceded that the ordinance must be read at 
three different times on three different occa¬ 
sions. It had only been read once. The friends 
of tlie ordinance w'ere making such haste that' 
they would defeat the very ends aimed at; they 
would ride over the law of the Legislature and 
the rules of Councils. 

The Chair explained that the ordinance must 
be read three tiroes and passed, but that did not 
compel them to read it on three different days 
as the rules might be suspended by a three-fourths 
vote. It was now on its second reading. 

The Chair then read the ordinance th/ough. 

Mr, Baum then moved to suspend the rules to 
ccmslder the ordinance on its third reading. 
Lost by a vote of 25 to 23. 

Mr. Gazzam— I move that the further con¬ 
sideration of the ordinance be postponed until 
next meeting. 

Mr. McCandless— Oh well, what’s the use 
now of choking it off. We have just refused to 
suspend the rules and pass the ordinance finally, 
that we may have an opportunity to present 
amendments; let usput in our amendments now. 

AMENDMENTS OFFERED. 

Mr. W. B. Negley suggested that the amend¬ 
ments be presented at the present meeting aud 
acted upon at the next. 

Mr. Gazzam withdrew Ills motion. 

Mr. Fulton then offered an amendment to 
the Seventh section, providing for the striking out 
of all conflicting portions and inserting a clause 
providing for the “opening, grading and paving 
oi a street by the Railroad Company, sixty feet 
wide, from i^venih avenue, opposite the mouth 
of Grant street to Liberty street, as nearly as 
possible opposite to the mouth of Tenth street.” 

Mr. W. B. Negley renewed his motion that 
all amendments be now offered and acted upon 
at next meeting. Carried. 

Mr. McCandless moved that the word “ve¬ 
hicles ” be inserted after the words “eight feet 
passage,” in the Seventh section. 

The members then engaged in a discussion 
as to the propriety of allowing the amendments 
to lay over. Many members contended that 
they had voted under a misapprehension in 
this matter; they desired to dispose of the amend¬ 
ments at onc^. 


Mr, Johns moved to reconsider the motion, 
ordering all amendments to be presented, but 
not acted upon until next meeting. Lost. 

The amendments were then offered. 

Mr. Sims offered an amendment to strike out 
the words “ WasLington” and “ Grant” streets. 

Mr. Bindley, an amendment to section 9— 
“That the roadways and sidewalks of all bridges 
that cross the railway tracks to or under the 
same shall be of the same width as the streets 
the bridges connect with.” 

Mr. Darlington, amendment to end of sec¬ 
tion 7th, “and cause three depots for passengers 
to be erected upon the same part of their ground 
west of Grant street.” 

Mr. Lappan, amendment to section 11th, “To 
construct substantial bridges at Sixteenth 
street.” 

Mr. D. L. Fleming offered as an amendment 
to the seventh section, to strike out “and the 
main tracks now used from said depot to the 
Duquesne depot,” and add the following section 
to the ordinance: 

“The said Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
hereby agrees to remove their tracks from Lib¬ 
erty street, from Cherry alley to the Point, 
transfer the ground on which the Duquesne 
depot stands to the city for park purposes, and 
erect Passenger and Freight Depots on the 
square hounded by Liberty and Fountain streets 
and Seventh avenue and Cherry alley,” 

Mr. Semple, an amendment to Section 11. 
That the words “a bridge” be struck out and 
the words three bridges, and the necessary steps 
thereto be inserted and said bridges extend over 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s track, 
and the stair to be extended up the hill, one to 
connect with Cassett street, one to connect with 
Kirkpatrick street, and the third to be located 
by the City Engineer. 

Mr. McCandless moved the appointment of a 
Committee of three to consider the feasibility 
of the proposition presented by Mr. Fulton for 
the sixty foot street. 

Laid over temporarily to come up under regu¬ 
lar order. 

The Chair then announced that as the matter 
now stood the ordinance would come up at the 
next meeting on Its third reading and final dis- 
position. 

OLD BUSINESS. 

The regular order of business was then taken 
up and the old business of Common Council con- 
curred as follows:

A call of the roll by the clerk showed thirty-two 
members in attendance, just two members less 
than a quorum, and Council accordingly ad¬ 
journed. 


JOINT SESSION, 

The members of the Select branch having as¬ 
sembled with Common Council,

SPECIAL MEETING. 

The call for a special Council meeting yester¬ 
day included only the members of the Select! 
Branch; it was designed to consider the equal¬ 
ization ordinance, and the Intention was to have 
final action taken there, and have the matter 
thus prepared for the consideration of Common 
Council at another meeting. The indications at 
two o’clock for a quorum were not very encour¬ 
aging to the friends of the measure. At a quar- 
ter past two o’clock, President Gross took the 
chair and Clerk Morrow called the roll, 
Ihe following members answering: Messrs. 
Burgwin, Hunter, Jeremy, E. P. Jones, 
Liddell, McCarthy, McCune, McDonald, Mar- 
shall, Mo TOW, Murray, Neely, O’Neill, Raf-' 
ferty, Riddell, Shipton, and President Gross. 

The Chair announced there was no quorum 
present. 

Mr. E. P. Jones called the attention of the 
Chair to the rule which provided that in case no 
quorum was present at fifteen minutes past two 
o’clock, Council should stand adjourned. 

Mr. Burgwin moved that Council adjourn i 


until the next regular meeting day. He did not 
favor special meetings. The members, if they 
were faithful, had enough we rk on hands with 
the regular meetings, and committees. Those 
who were present had done their duty to their 
) constituents, by coming to the meetings, and as 
no quorum was pi\;sent they should not be 
again called togetlier before the regular meet¬ 
ings. 

Mr. Riddell moved to adjourn until to-day. 
He thought the matter that tjiey desired to con¬ 
sider was of vas importance to the w^hole city, 
and should not be delayed a moment longer than 
was absolutely necessary. The Councils might 
as well consider it at first as at last, and a 
special meeting was the best time, because no 
other business could intrude. 

Mr. E. P. Jones called for the ruling of the 
Chair as to whether Council was, or was not ad¬ 
journed. 

Mr. Burgwin opposed Mr. Riddell’s motion. 
He thought they had done enoug i now and the 
matter should go over to the next regular meet¬ 
ing. 

There was now a rambling discussion as 
to whether any remarks could be made while a 
motion to adjourn was pending. 

The Chair decided that the motion to adjourn 
cut off all debate but that by permission the 
members might fix a date at which they would 
again meet. As there was no quorum present 
Council of course was not legally in session. 

At this juncture Messrs. Hoeh and Montooth 
came in which filled out the required number, 
and, 

Mr. Morrow asked If there was not a quorum 
present. 

Mr. Burgwin said it did not matter if a quo¬ 
rum was now passed: at the call of the roll, there 
were not enough members, and that settled the 
question. 

The Chair decided the point well taken. The 
only question now was the disposition of Mr. 
Riddell’s amendment.

Then ensued a rambling discussion of some 
length, not upon the merits of the ordinance, 
but in reference to postponement, which was 
finally interrupted by 

Mi\ Shii'ton with a motion to lay the resolu¬ 
tion on the table. 

Mr. Burgwin called for the yeas and nays on 
that motion, and asked if the amendment \/as 
voted down if that would not carry the ordi¬ 
nance with it. 

Mr. McCarthy —I guess not. 

Mr, Riddell —I don’t think the Chair will 
rule that way. 

The Chair being called upon for a decision 
ruled that if the resolution was laid on the table 
the ordinance would go with it—as the resolu¬ 
tion had been offered in the shape of an amend¬ 
ment. 

Some discussion ensued upon this paiiiament- 
?ry point, when Mr. Shipton withdrew the mo¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Burgwin then pressed his motion to pass 
the resolution and called for the yeas and 
nays resulting as follows:

The chair announced the result,—the defeat 
of the resolution—and directed the clerk to read 
the ordinance. 

Clerk Morrow responded and occupied 
about ten minutes in the perusal of the docu¬ 
ments, during which interval coinpaiative quiet 
reigned. 

After it had thus been read, several members 
arose, but 

Mr. McCunb obtained the floor and presented 
several amendments at once. Objection being 
made, he withdrew for the time all but one, 
which proposed the striking out of all words 
and phrases which required property holders to 
return certified lists of the value of their prop¬ 
erty. 

Mr. Burgwin offered as a substitute that the 
ordinance be referred to a special committee, 
consisting of one member from each ward, the 
Presidents of Councils and the members elect 
from the South Side. 

In support of his substitute he said that such 
a course would be eminently Just, and if it went 
before such Committee and was properly re¬ 
vised, he pledged himself to vote for it. He 
thought it could be changed to suit the general 
views of all citizens, and In Committee was the 
proper place to do It. He did not wish to delay 
















































Mr. E. P. Jones moved to amend by making j 
it the next regular meeting day. i 

Mr. Rafpehty moved to lay this motion on | 
the table. 

Several members here simultaneously made 
motions, and there was considerable confusion. 
Finally Mr. Rafferty withdrew his motion to 
lay on"the table, and moved to further amend by 
making the time Monday at two p. m. Ee subse¬ 
quently withdrew this amendment in favor of 
Mr. McCarthy’s amendment. 

Mr. Aiken —There seems to be some members j 
here who are afraid to deal fairly with this thing, j 
They want to rush It thi'ough before the members 
from the South Side come in. Now, I tliink 
these gentlemen ought to be heard, and this is 
unjustly rushing the matter through. 

Mr. Burgwin— The friends of this measure 
have the majority, and can pass what they 
please. They w'ant to put this matter through 
before the South side members come in. I have 
been trying to oppose that, but was one in the 
minority. Now, we only appeal to the fairness 
of the friends of the measure. All we want is 
a proper consideration. We want to have time 
to fairly digest this matter. We object to this 
rushing through. There is no need for it, eith¬ 
er, for the South Side members will not be In till 
the first meeting in November and there is 1 
plenty of time between this and then to have the 
ordinance discussed, duly considered and prop¬ 
erly passed. 

Mr. McCunb said these multiplied meetings 
were caused by the filibustering of the enemies 
of the measure. The necessity for the meeting 
to-day was thus brought about. 

Mr. LiTTELL—Iwish to cast off the aspersions 
made on the members who were absent yester¬ 
day. I was not here. 1 always am present at 


any regular meeting. But wdien a special meet¬ 
ing for a purpose that is wrong is called, then I 
will not attend. I so considered the meeting yes- 
terday and did not come. But as for trying to 
dodge or anything of that kind I deny the asper¬ 
sion and cast it off. 

THE 80UTHSIDES POWER. 

Mr. E. P- Jones said the friends of the ordi¬ 
nance made a great mistake when they drove its 
opponents to the wall. The minority had reme¬ 
dies now and they had remedies in the future. 
The time would come when they would have a 
majority and this matter would be reconsidered. 
The South Side members would yet have a voice 
in the matter, and their power would be felt. It 
was better to fairly consider the case and en- i 
deavor to have a just compromise. He v/ould ; 
vote for a fair equalization ordinance, but would ■ 
not favor one like this. He hoped they would ! 
allow the minority some rights and save endless ' 
trouble. | 

Mr. PEARSON—The gentlemen talk about not ’ 
having time to attend this meeting on Thursday. I 
Why? If we had met in the rotunda of this j 
building we’d have had no difficulty In getting i 
a quorum. Nearly every one of these gentle- i 
men had his little post down there to get behind 
and hide. [Laughter.] But they had’nt time i 
to come up stairs, yet they cau bluster about it 
to-day. 

Threats are here made that If we do thus and 
so they will bring in the strong arm of tire 
Southside to their aid. Let them do it. Let 
us do our duty now. We are the majority. Let 
us do what we think is right and if the south- 
side members want to reconsider when they 
come in let them do it. We’ve nothing to do 
with that. Lilt us put this matter through our 
branch and then send it to the Common Council. 


They have a right to have their little fight over 
it—(laughter)—we’ve had ours. The battle’s 
fouglit; the victory’s ours, “Let us clasp hands 
across the bloody chasm.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. McCarthy said lie had caused copies of 
this bill to be sent to every member of the op- 
position two weeks before the meeting. They 
had plenty of time. 

Mb. Littbll—I thought this matter would go 
before a committee and be opened for amend¬ 
ments. 

Mr. McCarthy —I went down stairs on Satur¬ 
day, when there was no quorum present to see 
if any of our friends were there—and I had the 
pleasure of shaking hands with the gentleman 
from the Twenty-first ward. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Littell —I was there, Mr. President, 
but I was waiting on the Survey Committee. I 
was in the way of my legitimate business. The 
gentleman did shake hands with me, and if it 
gave him any pleasure he is welcome to it. 

I didn’t intend to come to this meeting. I 
I feel degraded. I have been dragged in here. 
I think this is not a proper meeting, 

Mr. Burqwin obtained the floor and argued 
that sufficient time had not been given to thor¬ 
oughly examine the question. The friends of 
the measure themselves, as the discussion show- 
ed, were not thorough ly familiar with it.—then 
how could it be expected that its opponents were 
who had not time to consider it because they had 
not the till. If the bill was now passed the action 
like curses would come home to roost. 

Mr, Aiken then moved to adjourn sine die.

“DROPPINO IN.” 

The clerk then commenced to read the ordi¬ 
nance in full. 

By this time a number of spectators had gath¬ 
ered in the lobby, evidently indulging in the ex¬ 
pectations of a spicy debate. As the clerk con¬ 
tinued to read, several “rural” members, who ap¬ 
parently had not been far off, made their appear¬ 
ance and with an air of the most innocent un¬ 
concern took their seats, while their colleagues 
indulged in smiles, which, in several instances, 
assumed the proportions of a guffaw. 

After the reading, Mr. McCune moved the 
final passage of the ordinance, and called for 
the yeas and nays. 

Mr. Smith hoped that the motion would not be 
put at this stage of the proceedings. He had 
been unable to be present at the two preceding 
meetings. He understood that his constitutents 
were opposed to the ordinance, and he was here 
to represent the Sixthteenth ward. He was not 
opposed to a fair equalization, but he did not 
think this ordinance met the case. He did not 
think the new wards should be taxed as heavily 
as the old until they had the same advantages 
which was manifestly not the case now. He be¬ 
lieved an amicable compromise of the matter 
might be made. 

Mr. CuALMBKS interrupted the gentleman to 
ask ^hat was before the house—he did not hear 
the chair put any motion. 

The Chair stated the motion of Mr. McCune, 
and Mr. Smith was then allowed to proceed. He 
briefly explained his desire to have a fair ordi¬ 
nance, but objected to such hasty legislation, 
and to being driven to the wall. 

Mr. McCtjne—I now move the previous ques¬ 
tion, and insist on the yeas and nays. 

Several members thought the call for the pre¬ 
vious question not necessary, but it was sus¬ 
tained. 


The vote was then taken on the final passage 
of the ordinance, and resulted as follows:

Some surprise 
was at first created when the first member from 
the rural districts voted in its favor, but as oth¬ 
ers placed themselves on the same side of the re¬ 
cord, it was whispered around that the intention 
was to move a reconsideration. But no move¬ 
ment of that kind was made—perhaps being 
temporarily deferred. 

A LITTLE SCENE. 

Mr. McCarthy [rising with a paper in his 
hand and adjusting his eye glasses.]—! now de¬ 
sire to call the attention of the gentlemen from 
the Twenty-first ward [Mr. Littell] to his report¬ 
ed remarks in a paper which I hold in my hand: 
I want to say that— 

Mr. Jeremy— 1 move we adjourn. We have 
finished our business now. 

Mr. McCarthy —J wish to make a personal 
I explanation, I demand my rights. 

Several members at once called for “order.” 

Mr. Pearson —He is in order. 

Mr. McDonald —It’s a question of privilege. 
He has a right to go on. 

President Gross —^It’s a question of privilege 
it’s true, but I do uot think it is a legitimate 
discussion to go on the minutes. The gentleman 
can proceed if the House grants him privilege. 

Mr. Pearson —move that he be granted the 
privilege of the floor. Carried. 

Mr. McCarthy then read a paragraph from 
the paper in which Mr. Littell was reported to 
have said: “I desire to say, however, that I 
would reluctantly come into Councils at the 
suggestionof the gentleman (Mr. McCar';hy), and 
to be dragged here by him would be a degrada¬ 
tion.” After the reading he inquired of the 
gentleman from the Twenty-first ward if be had 
been correctly reported. 

Mr. Littell —Well, I believe that Is about 
what 1 said, as near as I can remember. 

Mr. McCarthy (warming up)—Well, then, 
this is as good a place and time as any to settle 
this matter once for all. I want to— 

Several voices—“Move we adjourn.” 

The Chair—I submit now that a personal con¬ 
troversy should not arise here. It is not the 
place, and- 

Mr. McCarthy (excitedly)—I have been in¬ 
sulted, grossly insulted, on the floor of this 
Chamber. When one member of Council insults 
another, 1 think this body should protect its own 
dignity. If this Council will not protect me, 
when I have been insulted Iti the discharge of my 
duty, then, so help me God, I’ll take measures 
to protect myself in the future, and upon this 
Council will rest the burden. 

President Gross —The gentleman misunder¬ 
stands me. I did not say or mean that this 
Council would not protect its members. And 
I’d have the gentleman know I have as much 
regard for the proprietors as he has. The chair 
needs no dictation on that point. I ruled that 
without permission of the house the gentleman 
was out of order. He has now the privilege to 
speak, but I tell him if he indulges in personal 


attacks and arouses personal controversy, I shall 
rule him out. 

MR. M’CARTHY explains. 

Mr. Jeremy— I move we adjourn. Lost. 

Mr. McCarthy —I merely wish to say that I 
perfectly understand the reference made by th© 
gentleman from the Twenty-first ward. It so 
happens that in the course of life to support 
myself and my family, I have adopted the avo¬ 
cation of cleaning vaults and cess-pools, in a le- 
gltimate way and on a business scale. Now, I 
consider it an honorable business when properly 
pursued. It’s as honorable as any other legiti¬ 
mate business, and I’m in no way ashamed of 
it. It’s just as necessary too as any of the avo¬ 
cations in which men engage, and the man who 
pursues it properly, I consider entitled to as 
much respect. I have always in my life—and 
I wish to say it without egotism—en¬ 
deavored to live among my neighbors and in 
the community so as to be of some benefit 
to my fellow-men, and I am proud to say that 
my record will bear iuspf'ction in all my public 
and private afiiairs. And I consider that at the 
present time, in my business relations, though the 
gentleman may sneer at them, 1 am his peer. 
If the gentleman from the Twenty-first ward 
feels as well and as couteuted with his business 
as 1 do with mine, he may lie down at night at 
peace with his fellow-meu and at rest in his own 
conscience. I resent his sneering insult and 
hurl it back upon him. 1 have said this much 
because I have felt that my manhood called for 
a reply to this insult. I have honestly advocated 
this equalization measure because I believe it to 
be just, and I will not allow myself to sit quiet 
under such slurs. 

Wheu Mr, McCarthy concluded there was si¬ 
lence for a moment, and then Council, on motion 
of Mr. Jeremy, adjourned.

A STORM BREWING. 

Immediately at the close of the roll call, 

Mr. W. B. Negley arose with a paper in his 
hand and was about to read, when, 

The Chair asked permission to state the ob¬ 
ject of the meeting : It had been called for the 
purpose of considering the ordinance providing 
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for the equalization of taxes, which had been 
passed in the Select Council, and which now 
awaited Common Council’s action. That was the 
business before them. 

Mr. W. B. Neglet—B efore we proceed I 
wish to make a statement which has been made 
by me under oath, and I will— 

Mr. McOandless—I rise to a point of order, 
^hat is the gentleman speaking on. Let him 
state his objection, or point of order. We are 
here to consider this equalization ordinance, and 
that is the only matter before us. 

Mr. Neqley—T hat’s just where I object. 
There is no meeting of Council to* day. This 
gathering here is illegal. The— 

President Oliver—I f that is the gentleman’s 
point of order, so far as Council is concerned 
the Chair can decide that. 

Mr. MoCandless—T hat’s so. If he raises 
that point, let the chair decide. 

Mr. Neglky—W ell I do raise that point and I 
think I’ve a right to state my reasons. This 
meeting has not been regularly and legally calb 
ed, and we can’t transact any business legally. 

I only refer the members to rule second, which 
requires that a call for a meeting must be in 
writing, signed by one-third of the members, en¬ 
tered upon the minutes, and ordered by the 
Presidents of Council. Now— 

Mr. Gazzam—.W ell, I object to this. If this 
meeting Is not legal and we can’t transact busi¬ 
ness, what right has the gentleman to bring up 
anything? 

Mr. Negley—I have 2 right to object and to 
explain, 

Mr. Arthurs—A ccording to our rules the 
reading of the minutes is the first thing in order 
after roll call. I call for the reading. 

Mr. Negley—T hat would be the order if this 
was a legal meeting, but I contend it is not such; 

I argue that we must first decide upon the le¬ 
gality of the meeting, and my statement is in or 
der just here. 

President Oliver—I f the gentleman will i 
clearly state his point the Chair will make a de- | 
cisioD. I 

Mr. Negley—I will do that. I say this meet- | 
ing is illegal because it has not been called ac¬ 
cording to rules. And I further say that if the j 
members will listen to me a moment I think ■ 
they’ll think with me that this ordinance should I 
not now be passed. It contains an unconstitu- I 
tional provision— 

Mr. Fulton—I object. The gentleman In ■ 
making his p('int of order has no right to dis- | 
cuss the merits of the ordinance, 1 

Mr. Neglky—I do not wish to do that. I 
wish to make my point and to submit my rea¬ 
sons therefor. I have them In this paper (hold¬ 
ing up half a dozen pages of foolscap) but if the 
Council will direct them to be filed and spread 
upon the minutes I will not read them in full 
now. 

The paper was handed to tlie Clerk and or¬ 
dered to be recorded. It was follows:. 

MR. NEOLEY’3 STATEMENE. 

Allegheny County^ &s: 

1, William B. Negley, member of Common 
Councils of the City of Pittsburgh, on my solemn 
oath, make the following statement: 

On Tuesday, the 22d instant, having heard a 
rumor that a meeting of Common Councils had 
been called for Thursday, the 24th instant, I 
called at the oftlee of the City Clerk to attend a 
committee meeting, and while there, asked E. 

S. Morrow, Esq,, the Cleik of the Select Coun¬ 
cil, If he had heard of such a meeling. He re¬ 
plied that Mr. Oliver had sent him a message by 
a young man and also by Wm. C. McCarthy, to 1 
call such a meeting the evening before, and that 
in pursuance thereof he had directed Captain 
Cooper, the messenger, to prepare and serve 
notices for such meeting. I asked Mr. Morrow 
if the message or messeges from Mr. Oliver 
were in writing, and where was his authority 
for calling such a meeting. To which he made 
reply that neither of the messages were in writ¬ 
ing and that tlie verbal messages were his only 
authority for the directions given by him to the 
messenger above stated. 


On Wednesday at noon I met Hugh McMas- 
ter, clerk of the Common Council, of the city of 
Pittsburgh, and asked him if any order had been 
placed In his hands for a meeting for Thursday ? 
He replied no! I asked him if he had called any 
such meeting ? He replied no! 1 asked him if 
he knew of any such meeting ? He replied yes 1 
and also stated that Mr. Oliver had met him on 
the street and said there would he a meeting on 
Thursday. And he also stated that he had re¬ 
ceived a notice from Captain Cooper, the mes¬ 
senger, of a meeting for Thursday. And that fur¬ 
ther than this, he knew nothing about it, save 
that he believed it was for the purpose of put¬ 
ting through the equalization ordinance. 

On the same day at or about noon I also met 
Captain Cooper, the messenger, who said in reply 
to inquiries, that he had made out the notices 
and h?.d been serving them in pursuance of the 
directions given him on last Monday evening 
by Mr. Morrow, the clerk of the Select Council. 

On the same day, at or about noon, viz.: Wed¬ 
nesday, the 23d inst., I visited the office of E. S. 
Morrow for tlie purpose of getting at the bottom 
of this mysterious call for a special meeting of 
Councils, and again asked him for his authority 
directing the messenger to notify members of 
this meeting, when he replied, that when he call¬ 
ed the meeting through the messenger, he had 
no authority whatever, save the verbal messages 
before mentioned; but that he had tliis morning 
(October 23, 1872,) received this paper by a mes¬ 
senger from Mr. Oliver. Here Mr. Morrow 
handed me the paper for perusal, and is the same 
produced by Mr. Morrow in Council. 

In this paper there are no directions whatever 
to the clerk of the Common Council to call a 
meeting thereof. Clerk Morrow, in reply to my 
inquiry, also stated that no entry or notice what¬ 
ever had as yet been made on the Minute Book 
of the Common Council. 

This paper, which purports to be a call, is 
signed by twenty-two persons, incUuilng the 
name of U, li. Fleming, who, by bis own recent 
act, has, as I am informed and verily believe, 
under a decision of the Supreme Court of Penn¬ 
sylvania, expelled himself from Council as a 
member thereof, in becoming one of the editors 
and proprietors of the Pittsburgh Gazette, one 
of the city printers, having a contract with the 
city to do the city printing in English for 1872, 
and that by reason of his becoming one of said 
editors and proprietors in said paper prior to 
the supposed call, he from that moment was and 
Is precluded from further membership under 
Section 27 of the Consolidation Act, approved 
April 6tli, 1867, page 37, City Code, which, 
among other things, says: “Nor shall any such 
member he interested, directly or indireclly, in 
the profits of any contract or job for work or ser¬ 
vices to be performed for the corporation;” 
and the decision of said Court in the case of 
the Commonw'ealtli vs. W. S. Allen et al.^ mem¬ 
bers of Councils of the city of Philadelphia. 

This morning I called in the office of the Cierk 
of Select Councils, and upon Inquiry I found 
that he (Mr. Morrow) had entered the .supposed 
call, above mentioned, on the minutes of the 
Common Council yesterday evening.

MR. NEGLEY’8 PROTEST. 

I, William B. Negley, the foregoing affiant, 
appear for the purpose of protesting, and pro¬ 
testing, say : That this meeting of Councils is 
illegal ard void; not being a stated meeting, and 
not having been called in accordance with Sec¬ 
tion 2d of Kule 1, of the rules of order of this 
Council. Neither was such section of said rule 
complied with In any particular. 

I further protest and say, That no special 
meeting of Councils can be called without full 
compliance with said rule, and due and timely 
notice as required by law. 

I further protest and say, That under the 
laws governing vhe city of Pittsburgh, there can 
be DO legal meeting of one tranch of the city 
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Councils, without both branches having been 
called to meet at the same time. 

1 further protest and say, That when said al- 
ledged call was made, there was not then, nor 
is there now, any ordinance for equalizing taxes 
pending in this Council; and if any such has 
been prepared by the other branch, no commu- 
Dication thereof was made to this Council, as re¬ 
quired by Section 1st of Rule 5, of the rules of 
order of this Council. W. B. Negley, 

Pittsburgh. October 24, 1872. 

Mr. Negley closed by reading the protest at 
the end of the paper, and then repeated his 
point of order, that as the meeting was illegal, 
they could do nothing. 

ruling of the chair. 

The Chair ruled the point of order not well 
taken, for the following reasons : Rule 1st, sec¬ 
tion 2d, reads “that special meetings shall be 
called by the Presidents or one third of all the 
members’ ’ I rule that it was called by one- 
third of all the members. It also provides that 
such order shall be in writing; it was 
in writing; that it shall specify the pur¬ 
pose for which called; it did so specify; 
that it should be signed by the parties 
ordering the call; it was so signed; and that it 
be entered by the Clerks upon their respective 
minutes, and it was so entered by the Clerk 
of Common Council. The Chair further held 
that the notice of the meeling came from the 
City Clerk through the messenger, and was 
therefore legally served, as the Oily Clerk was 
really official Clerk to both branches of Councils. 
“Therefore, gentlemen, ” said President Oliver, 
“as a quoruir. is here, we are ready for busi¬ 
ness—ready to consider the ordinance for which 
special purpose we have been called together.” 

Mr. Negley —I have another objection to 
make. It is made in that paper which I did 
not read, and I wish to call your attention to it. 
The call has not been signed by the full number 
of members necessary. There are twenty-two 
and one of them is Mr. D. L. Fleming, of the 
Seventh ward. I make the point against this 
gentleman that he is a member of the Gazette 
fi rm, which is one of our official papers, and there¬ 
fore I make the allegation that he cannot le¬ 
gally hold his seat here as he is interested in a 
contract with us to do the city printing. The 
Supreme Court has rendered a decision in ref- 
I erenco to such a case, and if applied here it 
would exclude the gentleman from the Seventh 
j ward. 

; President OLiVERw-The Chair must rule 
I that point not well taken, because, Mr. 
Fleming is a member of this body. He 
has been voting and having a voice 
in our transaction.**, and no objection 
has heretofore been made; he is on our roll, we 
recognize him as a member and the Chair has 
no official knowledge of his being a mf mber of 
the Gazette firm. He is a member until objec¬ 
tion is made, and if found illegally holding his 
seat—it must be formally and legally declared 
vacant before he can be deprived of the privi¬ 
leges of membership. No objection had been 
made when he signed this call and it is not in 
order now. 

i Then again, even if Mr. Fleming was not a 
' member the call has been properly signed. The 
I Cliair has signed it, and that makes twenty- 
' three in alitor excluding Mr. Fleming, 22 in 
j all. The Chair therefore decides the point of 
' order not well taken. The Clerk will proceed 
I to read the minutes. 

j Mr. CouEN moved to suspend the reading, 
which was carried. 

The clerk then read the official call for the 
meeting as recorded on the minutes. 

hunting up the documents. 

Mr. Semple offered a resolution directing the 
clerk of the Select Council to furnish Common 
Council with the ordinance of equalization as 
passed in the Select branch. 

Mr. Negley— I object. The Select Council is 
not in session, and we can’t hunt up the clerk 
and direct him to bring in their papers. We 
have nothing before us in the shape of an ordln- 








ance. We can go back and discuss the Act of 
Assembly in reference to equalization, but we 
can’t call in an ordinance in that way. We can, 
of course, get in any paper, but is that the legal 
way 7 I contend not. We can’t ask for a pa¬ 
per unless Select Council is in session. 

Mr. MoCandless thought they could ask for 
any paper they desired, and it must be brought 
in, and the action would be legal. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

ORDINANCE READ ONCR 

City Clerk Morrow accordingly was brought 
in and presented the ordinance, which was read 
by its title by the Chair. 

Mr. McCandlbss moved that it be read once. 
Mr. Nkglbt offered a resolution to postpone 
action until after November 8th, when the 
South Side members would be admitted. 

The Chair decided that the resolution was not 
in order until the motion of Mr. MoCandless’, to 
read the ordinance, was disposed of. 

Mr. Nbgley —I raise the point of order there 
that it does not require a motion to read this— 
every ordinance must be read without a motion. 

The Chair—Your point is well taken, and the 
business before the Council is to read the ordi¬ 
nance, which I will now do unless otherwise or¬ 
dered. 

Mr. Neglbt—T hat’s just what ray resolution 
contemplates, I want you to pospone. But I 
don’t care. I’ll give way. 

The Chair then read the ordinance, and the 
endorsement of Select Council. 

THE CONSTITUTIONAL ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Neglby again presented his resolution 
to postpone, and supported it in an argument 
of some length, based on the following reasons: 

1st. That the Act of May 10, 1871, provides 
that the boroughs named therein should become a 
part of the city, on the 1st day of January, after 
the election of Councilmen; that the act of Con¬ 
solidation with the Southsi<3e passed April 2, 
1872, was made a part of the former act, and 
provided that the city authorities—in which City 
Councils were included—should not have juris¬ 
diction over the territory annexed—the South- 
side—“until atter the Members of Council, 
elected in October shall be entitled to take their 
seats.” 

2a. The ordinance was radically unconstitutional 
because it proposed to allow the people to elect 
a Board of Revision,—Councils could uot dele¬ 
gate such power as they did not possess it them¬ 
selves, without authority by the Enabling act 
of Assembly. 

3d. Section 1 provided that Councils by them¬ 
selves their proper offices, or agents shall have 
power to equalize. Section 3 said that a Board 
of Revision should be formea, consisting of one 
member from each w'ard at an election to be pro¬ 
vided by ordinance of Councils. This meant an 
election by Councils, not by the people. 

Mr. McCandless hoped the resolution would 
not pass. The whole matter had been delayed 
too long already, The question of constitution¬ 
ality just raised was something they had noth¬ 
ing to do with. The ordinance had been passed 
in Select Council and was supposed to be all 
right. If they w'ere wrong the Court could set¬ 
tle it afterward. But the ordinance ought at 
once to be disposed of. 

A vote was then taken on the resolution to 
postpone when it was lost by a vote of 10 to 28. 

LACKING ONE VOTE. 

Mr. MoCandless moved the suspension of the 
rules to consider the ordinance on its third read¬ 
ing and final passage. 

Mr. R. H. Nbgley objected. 

Mr. Campbell wanted to vote on the ordi- j 
nance, but could not vote on that. He depre-1 
cated “rushiug it through.” ' 

A point was here raised as to whether the or¬ 
dinance could be passed at the meeting, ob¬ 
jection having being made, which some contend¬ 
ed necessitated its being read, on three different 
days. The rules were examined together with 
the Act of Assembly, in reference to such 
matters. 

The Chair finally decided that it could be con¬ 
sidered if tbree-fourtbs if the members so voted. 


The yeas and nays were then called on.

President Oliver called this branch to order 
precisely at fifteen minutes past two o’clock, 
when Clerk McMaster proceeded to call the roll. 
Full delegations of representatives from the 
outer districts were in attendance—in the Re¬ 
ception Room—but when it became apparent 
that there would he a quorum, they serenely 
filed into the Council Chamber and smilingly 
took their seats.

‘ ‘PRESENT under PROTEST. ’ ’ 

The Clerk, order being restored, continued to 
call the roll. When the name of Mr. R. H. Negley 
was pronounced, the reply came, ‘ ‘Present un¬ 
der protest.” Mr. Johns was the next to reply, 
“Hereunder protest.” The situation was get¬ 
ting interesting, and Mr. Gazzam expressed the 
feeling of his colleagues by inquiring what 
was meant by “under protest?” No explana¬ 
tion was given, and the names of Messrs. 
W. B. l^egley and Baum elicited the same re¬ 
sponse and the same inquiry. 

President OLivER_The Chair don’t under- 
stand it. The Chair is at a loss to understand 
what any gent’eman means who says he is here 
under protest. If he considers this meeting il¬ 
legal, why is he here at all under any ircum- 
stances ? The Chair cannot explain. As sever¬ 
al members, liow'ever, have come in since the call¬ 
ing of the roll commenced, the Clerk will call it 
again. 

Clerk McMastep, obeyed this direction—the 
only incident of the second call being the fe- 
cUious hit ol Mr, Gazzam, who responded “here 
hwt not under protest;” several members from 
I the outer districts replied as before “present un¬ 
der protest.”

OPENING THE BALL, 

Mr. McConway moved that the reading of the 
minutes be dispensed with. 

Mr. Negley —I object. 

President Oliver— It will require a three- 
fourths vote to suspend. 

The motion to suspend was then carried. 

Mr. Gazzam moved to suspend the rules and 
pass the ordinance finally, 
j Mr. Negley—I object. It ought to be read- 
Mr. Cohen—[ impatiently]—I rise to a point 
of order. I say that all members wdio are here 
under protest have no right to take any part in 
our proceedings. They protest against the meet¬ 
ing and yet wish to mingle in it. They should 
go home or else withdraw from their foolish po¬ 
sition. I ask tlie chair to rule. 

President Oliver—U pon the point the Chair 
would decide—although it is a new question , 
which he never thought of before—that the mat - 
ter rests entirely with the members themselves. 
They protest against this meeting, meaning 
perhaps that they consider it illegal. But they 
come in here and take part in it. The Chair 
thinks that it is a matter with themselves, with 
Council and with the people as to their consis¬ 
tency, but Inasmuch as they are here, and are 
members, they are in order to participate. The 
point of order therefore is not well taken. 

Mr. Gazzam then insisted upon bis motion to 
suspend the rules to consider the ordinance. 

Mr. Nbgley renewed bis objection and called 
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the yeas and nays, which were sustained. The 
vote resulted as follows :

Mr. Negley —I have honestly fought this or¬ 
dinance thus far from the beginning because I 
think it is unjust and illegal, and— 

The chair ruled that no discussion could be 
allowed until some motion was made. 

Mr. McCandless said that’s wiiat he intended 
to make when he arose. He moved that the or¬ 
dinance be finally passed. 

The motion was seconded and stated by the 
cbair. 

MU, NEGI EY’S REASONS. j 

Mr. NBot.EY was then allowed to proceed and j 
said,—“1 have, as Isaid,1ionestly fought this or¬ 
dinance, and now, as I wish to take as little time 
as possible, I’ll read what I have written here. 
Upon this record I am willing to stand or fall. 

If 1 am to be condemned, then I am to be con- 
demned. This ordinance is to go before the peo¬ 
ple, and the people are to judge of it. I predict 
in the next two years they will find that we are 
not wrong—we wlm oppose this ordinance. 
However, let me make my statement.” The 
geutlcnian proceeded to read as hdlows: 

Mr. Pkesident I have been asked why I 
oppose tills ordinance. 1 answer, because it Is 
an ordinance which, ii the law would allow it 
to be put into operation, would not benefit a sin¬ 
gle individual in the city, rich or poor; but, on • 
the contrary, would be detrimental to the in- ' 
tere.st8 of the whole city, as well as to every Lax- i 
payer. * j 

III the first place, the ordinance proposes at j 
least thirty-seven new offices, to say nothing of 
others that would invariably follow. In these ] 
days of expansion, no man, excepting conncll- 
men of the city, proposes to work for nothing; i 
hence the result would be that every one of i 
these thirty-seven men would be .salaried. These j 
men cannot do the work which this ordinance j 
proposes to assign them under from sixty to 
ninety days—say at a moderate salary of $300 ! 
per man, would make $11,000. j 

The ordinance does not propose to increase | 
the aggregate amount of the county’s valuation j 
over the city, but proposes that that aggregate i 
amount shall be more equally distributed and I 
and equalized over the several wards. But to | 
arrive at this equalization requires every citizen 
to retui D a full valuation on every piece of prop-1 
erty assessed to him, and from those returns the ' 
thirty-seven men are to sit In judgment, and re¬ 
duce down proportionately till more equality is 
reached. 

The result of all this will Inevitably be that 
In the fall of 1873, Immediately after the election 
of the triennial assessors, they will appear before 
the proper officers and take "the cath—as often 
taken heretofore—to value and appraise taxable 
property at Its actual cash value. But iDster>d 
of allowing their own loose judgment, as hereto- 
fore, to govern them, when every taxable citi- 
zen has, in the month of January previous, made 
evidence against himself and against every as- 
sessoi for perjury, if he assesses as heretofore, 
they, the assessors, will examine those returns 
made by those citizens, and in consequence will 
value and appraise their properties at not less 
than the valuations which they themselves put 
upon them. 

The assessors of the different districts outside 
of the city, not having anything to spur them j 
up, will follow the old, beaten track, and make 
their returns as usual, at say from ten to twelve 


per cent, of the valuation of the properties in 
their districts. 

The result, therefore, must conclusively be that 
Pittsburgh will be paying taxes on the full valu- ] 
ation of its property, while the county outside I 
the city will be frying up ten per cent., say, on j 
her valuations. 

The ordinance, again, is radically wrong in | 
this—even granting for the sake of argument i 
that It be just otherwise: It proposes to take the ! 
county returns, but does not propose to add any¬ 
thing thereto that may by error be left out— 
watches, if you like.

The gentleman has said be bad'at time to look 
at the Record for Select Council. 

The Chair—Tbe point is well taken. 

Mr. Kbglbt then skipped nver the point re¬ 
lating to McCarthy, and was permitted without 
farther molestation to read the remainder of his 
speech, which was as follows: 

Mr. President, I stand now as 1 stood last 
spring, and the record of your Council will show 
it, that 1 am in fayor of equalization in taxes, 
for the county, or for the whole State, if you 
will. 1 desire all property, and all subjects of 
taxation, to be fairly valued and appraised, and 
let every man come forward fairly and pay to 
Caesar the things that be Csesar's. 

I desire no further creation of offices, neither 
do I desire an office for myself, as has been inti¬ 
mated by some of the newspapers. 

In proof of my sincerity I refer to the list of 
Councilmen herewith presented, showing that I 
am assessed the highest for occupation of any 
one on the list. 

Further, the Twentieth ward pays taxes on 
more personal property to the State than any 
olher ward in the city, as will be seen by the fol- 
owing table:

Mr. Nbolky—N ow, I want to say, if these 
gentlemen are honest in— 

Mr. COHEN_I object. ThaVs personal any¬ 
how. [Laughter]. 

The Chair decided the point well taken. 

Mr. COHBN—The presumption of law is that 
we are all honest, even including Mr. Negley. 

Mr. Nbglbt—W ell, I’ll not talk longer. I 
win close by offering an amendment to strike 
out of the ordinance anything that would pre¬ 
vent the return assessors from requiring from 
taxable inhabitants all property and all subjects 
of taxation, with the true valuation thereof, and 
that all taxable inhabitants shall make full and 
complete returns. 

The Chair suggested that the amendment be 
put In writing, and Mr. Negley proceeded to do

PRESIDENT OLIVBR’8 REPLY. 

President Ohvbr now vacated his seat-ex¬ 
changing places with Mr. McCandless—and 
gaining the floor said: 

Mr. President, I object to this amendment and 
am astonished at the gentleman from the Twen¬ 
tieth ward—a lawyer, whose business it is to 
prepare bis cases with care and who generally 
does do It—a lawyer opposed to equalization 
coming in here, after long, exhaustive and care- 
full preparation, and presenting the best argu¬ 
ment we have yet heard in its favor, [laughter]. 

Mr. President_I had neither the time nor the 
ability to prepare a set speech of eight or ten 
pages like my learned friend from the Twentieth 
ward, nor did I expect to say a word in regard 
to this matter to-day. And indeed I would 
not have said anything If my legal 
friend had not descended to such pecular tatics, 
the attacking of members of Council for not 
making returns, which they were never asked to 
make. Of course, in saying a word in reply to 
such an argument, I must In a measure 
also descend to persoualities, but I do it reluc¬ 
tantly and I must apologize to you and the house 
for so doing. 

this matter of equalization has been agitated 


for years. We all know that our valuations for 
assessment purposes have all been wrong, and 
we have been anxious to see our way clear to 
fairly remedy the evil. And now we have a bill be¬ 
fore us, discussed and passed by the Select Coun¬ 
cil, and requiring immediate action from us, as 
the Board of Re visors (if the bill becomes a law) 
must be chosen at the December election. I 
may say that, though I do not entirely agree 
with^all the provisions of this bill, yet I will vote 
for it, as I believe the principle is correct, and 
the bill can be altered or amended to suit any 
desired modifications that time may show neces¬ 
sary. It is the best bill wc can get now, and I 
think should be supported by every candid, fair- 
miuded Councilman. And 1 will try to give my 
reasons for supporting it. 

It is well known,—and there are many mem¬ 
bers here who will bear me out in the state¬ 
ment—that I warned the representative mem¬ 
bers ,from the outside wards in the Finance 
Committee, when the Appropriation ordinance 
was pending last year and the year before, that 
they were practically standing in their own 
light, and that unless their valuations were in¬ 
creased, so that they would pay as much into 
the City Treasury as they were asking to take 
out of it, for road and survey, and other im¬ 
provements, they Inevitably would suffer a de¬ 
crease in their appropriations, and the neces¬ 
sary improvements which they clamored for 
would have to be stopped. 

But as I said, this matter Is not new,—it has 
been agitated for years. Some of you here will 
remember with what astonishment the Finance 
Committee received the books of the last Trien¬ 
nial assessments. Why the list was astounding. 
And here let me say Mr. President, there are 
parts of the old city that need equalization just 
as much as the new wards. Think of 
the Second ward returning a valuation 
of a million and a half ! Why you 
could’nt buy the end of Smlthfleld street that’s in 
the ward for twice that sum. And then there 
is the Twentieth ward; some of you may nor 
carry in your minds eye Its boundaries. Its 
equal does not exist in the city or the State. 
The line commences on Penn avenue a short dis¬ 
tance beyond the Cemetery gate, extends through 
East Liberty to Point Breeze, back again on 
Fifth avenue to near Oakland, bisected by the 
Pennsylvania road—with all these splendid means 
of access,—a noble domain, beautiful level land, 
contaluiug within its limits some of the finest 
homes In the city—a fair share of business 
houses in the old East Liberty district—and its 
valuation is less than a half million dollars! 
Why to day there are estates there that you 
couldn’t buy one half of for that amount. 
And yet we have been laying out and keeping 
in order new roads, and to-day It is grid-ironed 
with water pipes, and they are no v asking us to 
festoon it with lamp-posts. [Laughter.] 

Now while we are in the Twentieth ward I de¬ 
sire to enlighten the member from the Twentieth 
(Mr. Negley); I would’nt refer to the matter ex¬ 
cept that the gentleman has led the way himself. 

1 can tell him what his valuation is, as he says 
be does not know. (Laughter). His residence 
and grounds are at the corner of Amberson and i 
Fifth avenues, as fine a location as there is in { 
the city or country. His valuation is $1,350 and j 
he pays two thirds on that; my house—and old i 
one, built over thirty years ago—is not worth | 
half what his Is. My valuation is nearly $4,000, ; 
and I pay/uiltax on that. (Laughter). Mine has j 
not cost the city a five cents piece for years in the j 
way of Improvements around it. His property | 
has cost several thousand. He has water pipes i 
on the right and left of him, and gas lamps at! 
every corner. i 

Mr. Nbglby— [Interrupting.] Does the city , 
pay for gas pipes ? [ 

Mr. Oliver— It pays for the lamps and double 
the price for the gas that is paid in the old city. 
But I do Dofc wish to single out the gentleman 
particularly—I’m sorry I have to be personal at 
all. He is really taxed high in comparison with 
some of his neighbors. There Is land worth $20,- 
000, around which we are dally spending large 
amounts of money with a valuation of only one 
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hundred dollars per acre, and in many Instances 
as low as $75. But the argument is made that 
this land is not productive, and a distluctioo 
Should be made between productive and nou- 
productlve lands—between city property and 
rural property. Why, that distinction was 
made In the Consolidation Act, which provides 
that the rural districts shall pay one-third less 
than the city. Let us, then, have a fair vafua- 
(fon, and adhere to the original contract. It is 
crying shame and an evidence of very bad 
management that we allow such a state of af¬ 
fairs to exist. Take an illustration of how the 
present method works. John Smith has an acre 
of land, valuation $100. He divides it into six¬ 
teen twenty foot lots. A workingman saves 
$100 to make a first payment on the purchase of 
one of these lots, and as soon as It gets In hie 
name the twenty foot lot is valued at $100. Hs 
builds a small house on It, and $200 to $400 
more is put on. That is thewayitgoesallthrough 
the new districts. As long as property is held 
in bulk it does not pay its share of taxes. At¬ 
tempt to make homes for the people—^the work¬ 
ingmen—who make the city what it is and the 
tax is increased on the same piece of property 
twenty fold. Why how Is our city to grow 
under such Injustice ? It’s a shame. We are 
standing to-day in our own light. We are 
offering a premium against progress and 
improvement. These gentlemen who oppose 
this measure may represent the broad acres, 
but do not represent the people. This fight is 
between the mechanic, the workingman, the 
business man, the young clerk- -the men who 
make the city what'it is, the active workers in 
this great hive of Industry—between them and 
the great landholders and speculators, and the 
great estates which have been like a nightmare 
on the progress of the city for the last thirty 
years, [Great applause from the lobby and 
in the Council Chamber.]

THE RAII.ROAD ORDINANCE. 

Unfinished business of Common Council was 
then taken up—the first business in order being 
the ordinance authorizing an agreement between 
the city and Pennsylvania Railroad Company in 
reference to the vacation of certain streets. 

The Chair announced that the ordinance came 
up on its third reading. 

It was read throughout by the Chair. 

Mr. Gazzam moved that Councils go into a 
Committee of the whole to consider the ordi¬ 
nance and amendments thereto. Carried, 

Mr, Gazzam was called to the chair. 

Mr. SiM3 offered an amendment, In reference 
to the construction of an iron bridge from 
Fountain street; to widen Seventh avenue to a 
width of eighty feet; to erect a passenger depot 
on Seventh avenue within two years; to take u» 
the Uacks on Liberty street from Grant street to 
Duquese depot. 

Mr. Fulton moved that the amendments of¬ 
fered at a previous meeting, and at the present 
one be taken up and considered seriatim. Car¬ 
ried. 

Mr. Fulton offered an amendment to section 
7, the principal provision of which was one re¬ 
quiring the opening of a street, sixty feet wide, 
from the corner of Grant and Seventh streets, 
diagonally across the Pennsylvania Railroad 
lot to the corner of Cherry alley and Liberty 
street, 

Mr. Fulton in support of ids amendmewt 
made a few general remarks on the ordinance 
in general, and urged the greatest caution in Us 
consideration, as it was an ordinance that when 
once passed could never be amended. It was 
an agreement which could not be reconsidered 
unless by mutual consent of all parties interest¬ 
ed, He also noted the fact as singular that in 
I the preparation of the ordinance the City Solic¬ 
tor was not consulted, 

Mr. Arthurs said tliat was a mistake. He (Mr. 
Arthurs) was a member of the Sub-Committee 
appointed to prepare the ordinance, and Mr. 
Slagle, the City Solicitor, loas consulted—was 
present at every meeting of the Committee and 
had a voice in the proceedings. 

Mr. Young objected to the amendment, for 
the reason that it proposed to cut up the Rail¬ 
road Company’s property In a w-ay ihat would 
be of no especial benefit to the city, and would 
seriously damage the Company. There was no 
use of doing that. 

Mr. McConway objected to the amendment 
because the Railroad Company asked for the 
concessions because it needed more ground; if 
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this amendment wa*s adopted they would gain 
nothing, as their property would be so cut up 
that the ground would be of uo use. 

Mr. Watson objected to the amendment. 
The company now had a square plot of ground. 

If the street wa^ cut through it diagonally the 
property would be divided into two triangu¬ 
lar lots of no use to the company, nor to the city 
—forming “smoothing iron lots,” of which the 
city now had too many. 

A vote was then taken, when the amendment 
was lost by a vote of 16 in favor to 33 against. 

Mr. McCandless’ amendment was next taken 
up. It provided for a bridge for vehicles and 
pedestrians over Washington street. 

The amendment was lost by a vote of 23 in 
favor and 30 against. 

Mr. Sims’ amendment was taken up, as noted 
in full above. 

The amendment was voted down by a vote of 
21 in favor 30 against. 

Mr. Darlington’s amendment was next taken 
up. It provided for the erection of the depot for 
passengers on Seventh avenue west of Grant 
street. The amendment was then voted down. 

Mr, Bindley ’s amendmeut providing that 
the roadways of all bridges crossing the railway 
j tracks be the same width as the streets connect¬ 
ing with the bridges, was taken up. 

Lost by a vote of 16 in favor to 31 against. 

Mr. 1). L. Fi.eming’s amendment was next 
con.sidered. It provided for the taking up of 
i the tracks on Liberty street, from Cherry Alley 
; to the point, and donating the ground occupied 
by the Duquesne depot to the city for Park pur¬ 
poses. Mr. Fleming said he did not propose 
making an extended argument in advocacy of the 
amendment, as the advantages to the city there- 
: by were patent to every gentleman present. He 
thought a large majority of the members viewed 
the matter in the same light as himself, and 
' would vote accordingly. 

The amendment was voted down. 

Mr. Semple’s amendment providing for three 
bridges instead of one over the Pennsylvania 
' railroad, to connect with Cassatt: one to 
connect with Kirkpatrick street and the 
other to be located as directed by the City 
Engineer, was taken up aud advocated by the 
mover, on the grounds that the bridges were 
needed for the benefit of the workingmen re¬ 
siding on the hill. 

Mr. Oliver thought this a necessary amend¬ 
ment—the bridges were needed and the railro?d 
company should build them, 
j Mr. John Fleming said that matter had been 
! left to the discretion of the company—because 
; the hill was in many places, of such a character 
i that a bridge would be impracticable.

RECEPTdIN OF MEMBERS FROM THE 
SOITH SIDE. 


The Public Ceremonies—Tlie Fraternal 
Addresses—Regular Business of Council 
—A Large Amount of UntinisUecl Busi. 
ness Disposed of—Important Reports from 
the Committees— Equalization Once 
>lore to the Front—Fighting the Battle 
O er Again—The South Side Members 
Have a Vote—The Result Not Changed. 


November 4th was an important meeting of 
Pittsburgh Councits, it being the first formal re¬ 
cognition of consolidation witli the Soutli Side. 
According to the programme previously arranged, 
the members of Councils from the South Side 
ni^t at the end of the Monongahela bridge at 
about one o’clock, and formed in line. Some 
fifteen or twenty minutes afterwards the recep¬ 
tion committee of Councils, consisting of Messrs. 
Burgwin, Ahl and Hunter, of Select, and Messrs. 
Arthurs, McCouway, R. H. Negley and Deitrich, 
of Common Council, proceeded across the bridge, 
headed by the Great Western Baud. As soon 
as the committee entered upon the bridge, the 
South Side members took up the line of march, 
and in the center of the Structure, which spans 
the figurative “bloody chasm” of opposition to 
consolidation, a halt was ordered. Dr. Arthurs, 
Chairman of the Reception Committee, then 
stepped forward, and in behalf of City Councils 
and of the citizens generally, extended to the 
new members a hearty welcome. 

The band faced al out and the procession then 
proceeded to City Hall, and the delegation pro¬ 
ceeded to the reception room, the band taking a 
position on the balcony. 

ADDRESS OP WELCOME. 

Dr. A. Arthurs introduced W. H. Oliver, Jr., 
Ksq., President of Common Council, who de¬ 
livered the following address of welcome : 

Gentlemen and Members of Council from the 
South Side: On behalf of my associates here, 
tlie members of Select and Common Councils, I 
desire to welcome you to-day to seats in our 
municipal legislature. Called by law, you are 
here to-day as the representatives of thirty-six 
tliousand people, who from this time forward 
are citizens of Pittsburgh. Many years 
ago far-seeing men considered the mani¬ 
fest destiny of the numerous corpora¬ 
tions that clustered around the head of 
the Ohio and prophesied w^e would count its 
population by hundreds of thousands instead 
of thousands. The first step towards 
that was the accession of the territory 
east of us. Pittsburgh overflowed Its bound¬ 
aries and reached out into the townships; police 
and (ire protection were demanded, improved 


roads and other things Impossible under the old 
order of affairs. After much opposition the con¬ 
solidation act passed and I need net tell you the 
benefits that have resulted from it, but few are 
ready now to dispute the wisdom of that act. 

But you came to us of your own will, with 
thirteen boroughs, comprising a population 
nearly as large as Pittsburgh was eight years 
ago, and presenting no portionless part in the 
municipal wedding. The wealth of the boroughs 
of the South Side it would be impossible to cal¬ 
culate. From Ormsby to Temperauceville it is 
a solid mass of manufactures. Your glass 
works are numbered by the fifties and your roll¬ 
ing mills by the dozen. More than that, you 
come to us free from debt, in an extraordinary 
and enviable condition, and one in which 1 wish 
that we were. We welcome you to all we own 
—to our fire department, which we think is ex¬ 
celled by none in the country; we welcome you 
to our Board of Health, to our municipal build¬ 
ing, and to our new water works, which I trust 
will have a capacity to supply you all. 

We greet you to-day as citizens of Pittsburgh. 
In ancient times a Roman citizen had the free¬ 
dom of the world. To-day the American needs 
no other protection but such as his citizenship 
gives him. I welcome you as citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Those who go abroad from this vicinity 
frequently register themselves from Pittsburgh, 
but still they avoid the responsibility of the name, 
fearing a burden without cause. I need not 
say all here are glad to meet you. I need not 
say this opportunity of wedding the young to 
the old is a pleasure to us. From this day forth 
we meet you as citizens of Pittsburgh, and from 
this time forth, this city will take its proper 
place amongst the great cities of the land. 

THE RESPONSE. 

Mr. John Adams, one of the recently 
elected Councilinen from the ;^outh Side, re¬ 
sponded as follows : 

Oentleriien of tke Select and Common Council 

of Pltt^urgii: 

Permit me to return the sincere thanks of the 
South Side delegates for the hearty manner in 
which you have greeted us. They will never 
be forgotten. 1 am sorry that some one has not 
been selected who was better able to reply to 
the remarks made. We can realize the fact 
that we have not always been in Pittsburgh. 
All these things take place In a short time. It 
has truly been said that when away from here 
our names were registered from Pittsburgh. 

I think that was an error of judgment and 
probably it will never occur again. [Cheers.) 

We are glad that we can meet under such 
favorable auspices to-day. We come represent¬ 
ing a population of over 30,000, most of whom 
have earned their own homes, or hewn their 
own fortunes by honest toil. The annual pro¬ 
duct of our factories exceeds 840,000,000, and 
we pay in wages $10,000,000 annually. We 
manufacturo one-half of all the glass consumed 
in the country, and our iron product is immense. 
We anticipate a still further Increase in both 
glass and iron, and in 'X few years we expect to 
cover our hill tops with a dense population. All 
we ask now, under consolidation, is a fair 
chance; and we hope to so expand and prosper 
as to make the South Side wards a valuable por¬ 
tion of the city. Allow me once more, on be¬ 
half of my fellow members, to thank you for 
your very cordial reception. (Applause.) 
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I hope that our future intercourse may be as 
happy as this reception. 

REMARKS OF PRESIDENT GROSS. 

President Gross said that he could only re¬ 
iterate the remarks made, and be hoped that 
all meetings hereafter might be as pleasant as 
the first. 

The members of Council then retired to their 
respective chambers.

N ORDINANCE—ProTiding for the 

Equalization of the valuation of taxable proper* 
ty. 

Whereas, By an Act of Assemby of the Common¬ 
wealth of rennsylvania, entitled “An Act giving pow¬ 
er to the Councils of the city of Pittsburgh to equal ze 
the valuation of the taxable property, propeity within 
the city, for city purposes, “ approved the 28tn day of 
March, 1873, it is enacted that the Coanclls of the city 
of Pittsbujgh, either by themselves, or by their proper 
officers or agents shall have power to alter, revise or 
equalize the valuation of the taxable property within 
the corporate limits of the city; now therefore.

Mr. Littbll, an ordinance relating to the 
duties of the Building Inspector, and requiring 
that officer to examine and report upon all or¬ 
dinances for the erection of Wooden Buildings. 
Passed. 

Mr. Burgwin, resolution for a special Com¬ 
mittee, who in conjunction with the City Solici¬ 
tor shall inquire and report to Councils, such 
changes and amendments as they shall Recom¬ 
mend in our system for the location, opening, 
grading and paving of streets and construction 
of sewers, with saoh drafts of acts of Assembly 
as shall be necessary to carry eut theii recom- 
mendations. Passed, and Messers. Burgwin, Wil¬ 
son and Chess, appointed in behalf of Select C. 
C. concurred and Messrs. Negley, Campbell, 
McConway and E. Jones were appointed. 

Mr. R. B. Brown, an ordinance fixing the 
dividing line of the Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
sixth wards, at the centre of Twenty-seventh 
street. Passed, 

THE SIGNAL SBRYICB. 

Mr. Adams, of the Twenty-fifth ward, peti- 
tion and resolution requesting the general gov¬ 
ernment to establish signal stations for weather 
reports at Parker’s Landing and other points 
on the Allegheny river, and Morgantown on the 
Monougahela river. 

Also, a letter from General Negley, pledging 
himself to urge upon Congress the necessity for 
the extension of the system to Pittsburgh. 

The petition was accepted and the resolution 
adopted.

The Committee *’€ported in favor of requir¬ 
ing the Wharfmaster to perform the duties of 
Welghmaster also on the Allegheny wharf, and 
to pay the receipts of said weigh scales into the 
treasury. An ordinance for the same was also 
presented. 

Mr. Asdalb stated that the weigh scales 
were now run at an expense of about $800 per 
annum, and the ordinance proposed that the 
Wharfmaster should hereafter perform that 
labor; for which he should receive an increase 
of $200 per annum. 

It was stated that the Retrenchment and Re¬ 
form Committee had bed the matter under oon-; 
arideratlon, and the Council evinced a desire to i 
hear a report from that oommittee. 

Mr. Asdalb moved to suspend the rules, 
which was not agreed to, and the ordinance 
was therefore laid over. 


THE CITY SOLICITOR. 

Mr. Montooth presented a report recommend¬ 
ing the passage of an ordinance requiring the 
City Solicitor to have an office in the City Build¬ 
ing, and fixing the salary at $5,000 per annum, 
the fees now received by said officer to be paid 
Into the Treasury. The report was accepted 
and filed. [The ordinance was called up for 
consideration later In the day, as will be seen 
below.] 

THE CITY CLERK. * 

The President read the draft of an act of As¬ 
sembly relating to the duties of the City Clerk, 
which was prepared at a ful I meeting of the 
Ordinance cfommittee. The act proposes that 
the City Clerk shall act as clerk to Select Coun¬ 
cil, as at present, and that the clerk of Com¬ 
mon Council shall act as assistant clerk, and 
shall perform such duties as the City Clerk shall 
require of him. 

Mr. J. fl. J< moved lo recommend to the 
Ordinance Committee for the purpose of having 
the same printed. 

Mr. Riddell object ed to such reference as the 
Ordinance Committee bad given the matter a 
careful consideration. 

Mr. Jones withdrew his motion and substitut¬ 
ed one directing that the act be printed. Agreed 
to. 

THB CIIY ATTORNEY. 

The ordinance defining the duties and fixing 
the salary of the City Attorney was now called up. 

Mr. Sbblt moved that it take the same 
course as the ordinance relating to the City 
Clerk, viz., that it be printed and slips furnished 
the members. 

Mr. Burgwin was in favor of considering 
the ordinance, as the same objection did not 
arise. 

Mr* SEELY did uotol ject to the salary or the 
election of an as.sistaDt, but he did object to the 
mode of his election. The Finance Committee 
elected him, and he did not believe ten men In 
tbe Councils knew how he was elected. The 
Finance Committee nominated tbe Solicitor and 
there is no use to fight the matter, because the 
Finance Committee backed up the Domination. 
He wanted to have a say in the election of the 
officer, and therefore would c^er a resolution 
that the Solicitor be elected by a direct vote ot 
the Councils. 

The point was made that the act of Assembly 
directed how the Solicitor should be elected 

Mr. Riddell said the Solicitor was to have an 
assistant, who shall be paid by blm, (the So¬ 
licitor, ) and when that is done and tbe fees re¬ 
ceived are paid into tbe Treasury, the Solicitor’* 
salary will not amount to much over what he 
now receives. He agreed with Mr. Seely that 
the mode of tbe electioa of the Solieitor ought to 
be changed. 

Mr. Sbblt said he thought tbe officer showkl 
be elected by the people, and then the poor 
would likely be treated with the same reapeet 
accorded the Chairman of the Finanee Oontfilt- 
tee. The gentleman withdrew tia resoluttoa and 
renewed bis motion to print the ordinanee which 
was agreed to. C. C., after some debat^ eoa- 
eurred. 

RAlLBOaiB TBAiNfi ON CBOeONdfi. 

.Mr. MONtooVB, from the OrAnance Comialt- 
tee, also presented 9m ordiBhcee direeUag that 
hereafter In the runaiog of the railroads which 
traverse the city at grade, no greater lumber 
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of cars be run in one train,-, an l 

that the trains shall not be run at less intervals 
than five minutes. Violation of the ordinance 
subjects the conductor and engineer to a fine of 
fifty dollars, and requires the police to arrest 
all trainmen for its violation. i 

Mr. J. H. Jones said the books were full of | 
ordinances relating to the subject, which were a 
de<ad letter, and he thought the Railroad Com-1 
mittee should consider the whole subject and re-1 
port ’an ordinance which shall not become a 
deadlettei’, I 

Mr. Rafpbrtt had seen as many as one hun-1 
dred^nd fifty wagons waiting to cross at Liber¬ 
ty street, and frequently noticed trains standing 
on the crossings as long as twenty-five minutes 
at a time. 

Messrs. Attbbbuui, Zbrn, Asdalb and others ' 
were in favor of the passage of the ordinance, as | 
it was one of the best ever introduced into ■ 
Councils. 

Mr. Lu>YD wanted it referred to the Railroad ! 
Committee for examination. 

Mr. RfDDBJ.L did not think the ordinance half 
stringent enough. The Mayer and his police 
should long ago have dragged the men from the 
train to the lock up and fined them as prescrib¬ 
ed by law. Then and then only will the rights | 
of the citizens be respected, lie wanted Coun -1 
cils to direct how the streets shall be used. He ' 
was opposed to the officers of the railroads using ' 
the streets to suit themselvrs. They ought to 
be indicted for nuisance, for the obstruction of 
a street is a nuisance, and the Mayor has the ' 
power to punis>\ them, as he has to punish the 
mercliant wjio obstructs thestreels. ! 

Mr. Pkakson said the ordinance in the book ' 
provided for everything in reference to rai'road ’ 
trains crossing the streets. The only need was 
that the laws should be enforoed. If Mayor 
Blackmore would instruct his officers to arrest 
the ti’alumen for obstructing the streets, in-' 
stead of instructing them to drag in men who ; 
took two drinks of liquor, and slip and fall 
upon the sidewalk, the railroad train would 
not long be allowed to obstruct the streets. 
He therefore oftered an amendment that the 
Mayor be directed to place at each railroad 
crossing a policeman, whose special duty it ’ 
shall be to see that the provisions of the ordi -1 
nance shall be strictly enforced. The ordi¬ 
nance, with the amennment, was sent to the 
Railroad Committee, with instruction to con- ! 
suit the City Attorney, and report at next 
ineetiug.

Mr Montooth also offered an ordinance from , 
the Ordinance Committee, fixing the term of ! 
office of the City Engineer at three years. 

Mr. Rapfbrty moved an amendment that the 
terras of offices of the Street Commissioners be 
fixed at three years, as they work in coDoection 
with the City Engineer. He also asked that 
the^ Superintendent of the Water Wernks be 
elected for three years. 

The Chair decided that the ameudment w'as 
not germain tio the Subject, as the law requires 
that ordinances shall contain but one title.

Mr. Shipton said when the salary was increas- 1 
ed to $3,500, It was stated that the fees re¬ 
ceived from lot regulating would more than 
compensate for the salary.

Mr. Duff moved that the report be received 
and filed. Carried. 

Mr. McCandless called for the reading of 
the ordinance. 

Mr. Gazzam read the ordinance which pro¬ 
vided for an increase of fifty cents per day to 
the pay, to be in lieu of the uniform heretofore 
I purchased by the city. 

Mr. McCandless objected. 

The chair decided that an objection laid the 
ordinance over unless otherwise ordered by a 
three-fourths vote. 

Mr. Duff thought tlie ordinance was on its 
third reading. It had been before Council and 
I was referred to the Committee. 

I Mr. McCandlbss thought this a mistaken 
j view. An ordinance had been before Councils 
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and the matter had been referred to the Commit¬ 
tee for consideration. The Committee now re¬ 
ported an ordinance which came tip on its first 
^reading as new business. Besides, the report of 
the Committee recommending it was not signed 
by a majority, but only by eight members. 

Mr. Gazzam—I t is signed by all we could find 
except two. 

Mr, McCandless— That’s no difference. It’s 
not signed by a inaj ority. 

Tiie Chair said the rules iu such a case 
provided that the chairman of the committee and 
clerk could certify that it was ordered to be re¬ 
ported to Council. 

Mr. Gazzam explained that all the members 
of the Police Committee who were present in 
Councils—except two—had signed the report. 
He further concluded that as the report was re¬ 
ceived and filed without objection, objectiou 
could not now be made to it. 

After some further discussion ia this point, 
Mr, Gazzam temporarily v/ithdrew the ordi¬ 
nance until the members of the Police Commit¬ 
tee who had come in in tiie meantime could 
sign the repoit. 

NEW ORDINANCES. 

Mr. Arthurs by unanimous consent present¬ 
ed business from the Street Committee, which 
was disposed of as noted below.

Mr. Gazzam now presented the report of the 
Police Committee, signed by thirteen members.

The Chair decided that the ordinance came up 
as new business. It had been presented and 
discussed in’Couiicils, and had been [referred to 
the Committee. Coming from them then it came 
up as new business. 

Mr. Gazzam moved a suspension of the rules.

Mr. Watson moved that the Mayor be in¬ 
structed to purchase the cloth for the uniform 
and give each man enough for the uniSorm at 
cost price, so that the city could control the 
style and color of the uniform.

$1,66 per day. In otber places some drivers 
received $2 per day, which was the highest 
wages received. He knew they could get as 
good men as was needed for $2. There was 
hardly a day that he did not have applicants 
for the position call upon him. 

Mr. Baum thought the $2.50 was only a living 
salary. It ought to be $3.00 instead of two and 
a half. 

Mr John McoitB thought it was time Pitts¬ 
burgh dropped its picayune ideas on this sub¬ 
ject, and rose to the level of other cities. It was 
a poor argument to say that laboring men only 
got $2.00 per day, For it must be taken into 
aoQSideratiou that these men stood eut in all 
weathers, and that they were liable to be shot 
at any time by rowdies. He thought they well 
deserved the increase. 

Mr. McCandlbss desired to have every city 
employee properly paid, but not extravagantly. 
There were hundreds of men who would not 
aocept the position of policeman at the present 
wages. It seemed like a small matter; it 
might be called “picayune; ” but it was not so 
in the aggregate. By simply adding twenty- 
five cents per day, the appropriation for the po¬ 
lice would be from twenty to twenty-live thou¬ 
sand dollars more. He, however, preferred, as a 
coinpromise, an amendment, fixing the wages 
at 12 25 instead of $2 50, with the provision 
that the men buy their own uniforms. 

Mr. Duff asked Councils to act precisely as 
any one pf them would act iu reference to their 
own employes. A man must have some experi¬ 
ence before he could become a good policeman.. 
And it was a question whether Councils would 
keep the price so low that a good man 
could be induced to leave when'he was offered a 
iving rale. 

Mr. Jonhs, thought It would be cheaper to 
pay the men $2.50, than to go on under the 
present arrangement. He did not believe they 
could get good men for $2.00 a day, Such men 
might be procured lu winter, when work was 
scarce, but it could not be done all the year 
round. It would be better to fix the wages at a 
decent price, and then good men might be had 
all the year round. 

Mr. Brash BAR spoke a word for the South 
Side. They had plenty of police now for that 
district but the price ought to be raised. If the 
wages were fixed at $2,50 per day good men 
eould be had and if not they would have to 
take Just what they could get. He believed in 
paying good wages and getting the best men. 

Mr. Campbell said the twenty-five cents dif- 
fereuice amounted to something like $23,000. 

Mr. McCandlbss then called the yeas and 
nays on his amendment, wlilch resulted as fol¬ 
lows ;

This branch was called to order at fifteen 
minutes past two by President Gross. Present:

The minutes of the last special meeting were 
read and approved. 

Mr. AiKBN called attention to the fact that 
the minutes of the last regular meeting had not 
been approved. 

The Chair concurred in this view and directed 
the clerk to read them, which being done, they 
were approved. 

Mr. RiuuBLL asked what was the record in 
relation to the ordinance for repealing the ordi¬ 
nance dividing the Seventeenth ward into two 
election precincts. 

After a reference to the minutes and Record, 
it was found that the ordinance had first been 
indefinitely postponed, and that afterward the 
action of 0. C., in finally passing the ordinance, 
was concurred in. 

Mr. Ridubll then made the point of order 
that as the ordinance had first been indefinitely 
postponed, and thus in parliamentary parlance 
^as '^killed, ” that It could not be galvanized into 
life and become a law, by a concurrence In the 
action of Common Council in passing the ordi¬ 
nance finally. The ordinance aould not be 
taken up after an indefinite postponement with¬ 
out a reconsideration. 

The Chair decided the point not well ta¬ 
ken. A motion to postpone indefinitely only 
disposed of the business at the time, and 
that the matter could be taken up without a 
reconsideration. 

Mr. Ridubll desired his objection to the ap¬ 
proval of the minutes to be noted, which was 
ordered. 

Mr. Raffbktt offered an ordinance extend¬ 
ing the term of the Street Commissioner to 
three years. 

Mr, Shipton objected to the passage of the 
ordinance. 

Mr. WAiNWKipHT moved a suspension of the 
rules, to consider the final passage of the ordi¬ 
nance. Lost, and the ordinance laid over. 

Mr. J. U. JoNBS. An ordinance fixing the 
salary of the Clerk of i^lect Council after Jan¬ 
uary, 1873, at $2,000. 

Mr. McCaktht suggested that the fiscal year 
commenced in February, and offered an amend¬ 
ment to insert that date instead of January. 
Amendment accepted. Rules suspended and 
ordinance passed finally. 


THE WATER COMMISSION. 

Mr. Aiken, an amendment to the ordinance 
providing for the erection of a water works. 
The new ordinance proposed an amendment to 
the first section of the original ordinance, so as 
to allow citizens, not members of Councils, to 
fill the places to which councilnr.en only were 
eligible. i 

Mr. McGune wanted a little light in the mat-' 
ter. There seemed to be nothing In its face to ! 
explain it. 

Mr. AIKEN explained that it allowed Councils 


legal opinions. 

The Chair read a coinoiunication from the 
City Solicitor in reference to the admissslon of 
Wilkins township, setting forth that he had ex¬ 
amined the papers referred to him, and saw no 
reason why the district should not be received 
in accordance with the consolidation act.

Mr. Morrow moved to strike out that portion 
which required the ofllcer to be a resident of the 
South Side. Agreed to. 

Rules suspended and ordinance as amended 
passed finally. 

Mr. Lloyd presented the report of the Water 
Committee, showing expenditures of $7,950.45 
for the past month. Report received and filed. 

Mr. Shipton presented report of the Com¬ 
mittee on Gas Lighting. Read and lamps re¬ 
commended ordered.

Unfinished business from Common Council 
was taken up and concurrences bad as follows ;

five years, and all alterations to be 
done by the Guard. S. C. receded and 
concurred: In receiving and filing report of Wa¬ 
ter Commission. In filing report ©f Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform Committee, in reference to 
the Young contract. In receiving and filing com¬ 
munication of the Fire Commission. Passing 
finally ordinance for opening Thirty-fourth 
street. In passing finally ordinance for opening 
Brown alley. Passing finally ordinance for sewer 
on Mulberry alley. Accepting report of Street 
Committee. In passing finally ordinance for es¬ 
tablishing grade on Liberty avenue. Passing 
finally resolution for payment of election ex¬ 
penses in Eighth ward for 1871 and 1872. 

In reference to the ordinance for opening of 
Shaw street, passed finally in C. 0., 

Mr. Riddell offered a remonstrance against 
tbe ordinance. Remonstrance received and filed 
and the ordinance laid over under the rules. 


Mr. M’Cune moved that the papers with the 
ordinance be referred to a Committee to report. 

Mr. Littell moved tlie appointment of a 
Special Committee of two from Select and five 
from Common Council to take charge of the 
papers and report to Councils.

THE CITY clerk. 

Mr. J. H. Jones called up the proposed act in 
relation to the election and duties of the City 
Clerk, The act provided for the election 
of a Clerk and Assistant for a term of three 
years. The Clerks to have their office in City 
Hall, to perform such duties as might be assign¬ 
ed them by Councils, and to have their salaries 
and duties fixed by ordinance of Councils from 
time to time. 

Mr. Jones moved to consider the proposed 
act seriatum. Carried. 

The first section was adopted providing for a 
Clerk and Assistant every three years. 

Some discussion ensued on the second section 
which designated the clerk as clerk to all com¬ 
mittees. 

Mr. Jones moved to make an exception in 
favor of the clerk to the Finance Committee, 
that duty being performed by the Controller. 

Mr. Bubgwin moved to insert the words, and 
*<al] committees special and regular, unless other¬ 
wise ordered by Councils.*’ 

Mr. McCune thought that covered the whole 
ground. 

After some further remarks the amendment 
of Mr. Burgwln was adopted. 

Mr. McCarthy didn’t understand the matter 
before then. There was something peculiar in 
it. Tbe Councils had already had the power to 
do all that tbe proposed act would allow them. 
This was a proposed Act of Assembly, and its 
effect was to take the power out of the hands of 
Council of doing as they pleased in the matter, 
and binding them to do just as the act propos¬ 
ed. To bring the matter fairly before Councils 
he moved to lay the paper on the table. 

Mr. Burowin raised the point of order thit 
as Councils already had agreed to consider the 
paper It could not as a whole he laid on the 
table.

was deficient in practical working and remedy 
the defects. He objected to the statement that 
it had not been discussed. It had been dis¬ 
cussed very freely and fairly at several meetings 
and finally passed, and Councils could not now 
go back on that record without some good 
reason. 

Mr. M’Carthy said it was possible there were 
some objectionable features in the ordinance. 
He believed there were himself, but the princi¬ 
ple was right. Equalization was right, and the 
friends of the measure desired that some plan 
be instituted to prevent the legalized robbery 
that the old law upheld. If the op¬ 
ponents of the measure were honest 
in their views why did they not offer amend¬ 
ments to the ordinance—not try to secure Its 
repeal. The amendments would receive a calm 
and careful consideration, and in that w^y the 
defects of the measure might be amicably reme¬ 
died. 

Mr. McCandi ess said that the ordinance had 
received the most thorough and careful consid¬ 
eration of any ordinance ever passed In Coun¬ 
cils since he had been a member. He was op¬ 
posed then to setting It aside before it had been 
tested. The object of the repeal was to cripple 
the whole machinery provided for und^r the or¬ 
dinance. The people had elected the Board of 
Revision, that Board was about to organize and 
the work to go on when this repeal was agitated. 
It was an unfair attempt to defeat the whole 
measure. He favored, therefore, a postpone¬ 
ment of the whole subject for a year. 

Mr. Phillips renewed his motion for the ap¬ 
pointment of a committee. 

t “WAYS THAT ARE DARK.” 

} Mr. Burgw'in opposed a committee or any- 
I thing short of a repeal and a fair hearing of the 
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case. He denied that it had ever been discuss¬ 
ed, save in “a dark lantern convention,” a 
caucus where it was decided to press the ordin¬ 
ance through before the South Side came in, 

Mr. McOaktht —I desire to correct the gen¬ 
tleman. If he means to say that there ever was 
any caucus on the subject of rushing this thing 
through he is mistaken, I never heard of it, 
and 1 can assure him on' my honor that there 
never was anything of the kind. The matter of 
pushing this through was never discussed in 
caucus. 

Mr. Burgwin—I certainly respect the gentle¬ 
man’s word, aud take it, as 1 think he believes 
what he states, but still I was told by one who 
was invited to the caucus, that that was the ob¬ 
ject of it; to “Set up” a plan to have the matter 
rushed through. 

Mr. Rafferty interrupted to explain that he 
had been invited and had attended an informal 
gathering where the subject of the revlsors was 
talked over—whether that was the best plan to 
carry out the idea of equalization fairly~but 
the matter of pushing the ordinance through 
was never hinted at, so far as he heard. 

Mr. McCandless corroborated Mr. Rafferty 
and said he had never heard it mentioned that 
it was not the design of the caucus. There 
was no desire to hurry it through before the 
members of the South Side came in. 

Mr. Burgwin —Well, the fact is that it was 
rushed through in the greatest of haste one 
week before the South Side members came in. 

I only tell what was told me. Perhaps tUe sub¬ 
ject was not talked of in open caucus, but it 
was understood at any rate, I believe, and the 
ordinance accordingly was put through. 

Mr. J. H. Jones moved to amend Mr. Phillips’ 
motion to provide for a committee of nine, five 
for Common and lour for Select. 

Mr. Chalmers thought the appointment of 
any committee would be a virteal repeal of the 
ordinance, as it would-hiader the Reviewers in 
their work. 

Mr. Riddell was in favor of having the mat¬ 
ter thoroughly sifted. There was a great deal 
of antagonism on the question, and he thought 
a committee could amicably arrange upon a 
plan by which all difficulty could be ended. He 
opposed, however, a repeal upon the ordinance, 
and denied that the matter had been rushed 
through, or that the opposition had been dragged 
to the Council chamber to do the bidding of the 
majority. The gentleman from the Twenty- 
third ward had said that if the ordinance was 
defeated by a direct vote he would acquiese. It 
had been so defeated, and now he complained. 
AVhat guarantee then had they that he ever 
would be satisfied. 

Mr. Burgwin renewed his motion to make the

Mr. McCandless then withdrew his motion 
for postponement. 

Mr. Chalmers called for the reading of Mr.

Mr, Littell moved to amend by making one 
from each ward. 

The amendment was accepted. 

Mr. M’Cune desired to deny the statements 
that had been made about the ordinance being 
rushed thiougb. It was fully and fairly dis¬ 
cussed and the bisbonorable tactics emanated 
from the opposition. Tliey never came into 
the meetings until a quorum had been obtained 
but hid behind posts in the hallway, and around 





the city building hoping thus to prevent a meeting 
for want of a quorum. When this would^nt 
work they came in and tried every dishonorable 
technical parliamentary trick to defeat the or¬ 
dinance, and after all they were defeated. He 
(the speaker) was glad however, to see the bitter- 
ness of the opposition to this measure, which had 
been manifested in threats to have a special 
meeting called and to resort to tricks again. 
The friends of the measure could now be pre¬ 
pared for it. 

Mr. Bcrgwin denied that he had made any 
such threats. 

A dozen members jumped up at once and all 
began to talk and gesticulate. 

The Chair kept rapping his gavel, and at last, 
in an interval of comparative quiet, announced 
in stentorian tones, “Gentlemen must take their 
seats. I’ll hear no one while there is this con¬ 
fusion. I can make more noise with the gavel 
than you can with your tongues. [Laughter.] 
Mr. McCune has the floor.” 

Order being thus restored, 

Mr. McCuNB continued, and said that ft was 
also false to say that this measure had not been 
submitted to the South Side members, who had 
voted on it, and it v/as then defeated by a large 
majority. The whole scheme for this repeal was 
to embarrass the Board of Bevislon, and he be¬ 
lieved it would be voted down. 

Mr. McCAiiTnT. —The gentlemen from the 
Twenty-third ward is getting broadsides from 
all around, and I desire to give him a parting 
shot. (Laughter). I— 

Mr. Burgwtn—H e can stand it. 

Mr. McCarthy —I desire to say that the gentle¬ 
man has shown himself to be the sharpest, 
keenest, shrewdest man on this floor, or of all 
of put together, (great laughter,) during which 
Mr. Burgwiu arose and bowed his acknowledg¬ 
ments.) 

Mr. McCarthy —Wait a moment; I’m not 
done. I say he is the sharpest of us ail, and I 
refer you to the fact that when we had this 
matter before us some time ago, and were en¬ 
deavoring honestly to consider it, he offered an 
amendment referring the whole matter to the 
people. We all jumped at that and were re¬ 
joiced at the fairness of the proposition, but we 
found out afterwards it was only a fraud, in¬ 
tended to kill the whole bill. [Laughter.] 

The gentleman—able aud experienced lawj^er 
that he is—must certainly have known of the ef¬ 
fect of his ameudmentt because when we left the 
Council chamber and encountered members of 
the bar, that was the first thing that they told 
us. That little sharp game made us afraid of 
the gentleman, and we were not and are not dis¬ 
posed to trust him further. (Great laughter.) 

Mr. Phillips withdrew his motion for a Com¬ 
mittee of five to give place to Mr, Jones’ sub 
stitute for one from each ward, which was car- 
lied. 

S. C. then disposed business from C. C. on 
the desk, non-concurring only in the resolution 
to increase the pay of the men in the fire alarm 
office.

The Superintend¬ 
ent, with a salary of twelve hundred dollars per 
annum, found enough time to fill two other po¬ 
sitions than that of Superintendent. He thought 
that twelve hundred dollars per year, consider¬ 
ing the fact that so little of his time wa% occu¬ 
pied iu attending to the duties of his position, 
was salary enough. The operators were paid 
seventy-five dollars per month each, and were 
engaged about eight hours a day each. 

Mr. Duff wished to know wliat were the 
other two positions filled by the Superinten¬ 
dent.

Hesolved That the Equalization act be re¬ 
ferred to a committee of one from each ward, 
to report what if any amendments are neces¬ 
sary to said act. InS. C. passed; 0. C. non-con¬ 
curred, 

THE water commission. 

Mr. Carroll, of the Water Comission, pre¬ 
sented the annual report of that Commission, 
which was read. 

The report is a very voluminous paper of 
which we only give a brief summary, as fol¬ 
lows: 

They, at the outset, tell of their appointment 
and immediate proceeding to work, Mr. W. 
H. Kennedy was elected Chief Engineer, and 
Mr. Joseph L. Lowry was elected Mechanical 
Engineer. They, before commencing work, 
proceeded to visit the water works of other cities. 
They then proceed to tell the manner in which 
the land for tbe *‘Brilliant Hill” 
and “Herron Hill reservoirs were gotten; the 
trouble they had about the price, and how the 
courts finally appointed viewers, and the land was 
condemned for the use of the city; all of which 
is still fresh in the memory of our readers. They 
then proceeded with the work, gave out con¬ 
tracts for building the reservoirs, and for 
the erection of pumping engines, etc. They 
present a long, tabular statement of expendi¬ 
tures during their administration, which 
condensed, reads as follows: The total amount 
of money expended by tbe commission, includ¬ 
ing the cost of real estate acquired, has been 
$639,229 88, which would leave a balance, of 
the one million dollars of bonds sold by the com¬ 
mission, of $350,770 12. There was a balance 
of $217,338 66 of the bonds sold by the Water 
Committee, before any bonds were negotiated 
J:>y the commission. 

In conclusion the report says the “Water Com¬ 
mittee have without the authority of this com¬ 


mission, drawn from the water extension fund . 
the sum of $97,450.05. We also call your at- .1 
tentioD to the fact that about $38,000 of the wa- 
ter extension fund was used last spring, as we 
are informed, for the purpose of paying inter¬ 
est on the water extension bonds. We do not ; ^ 
mention these facts for the purpose of making v 
complaints, but simply that you may i 
be officially informed of it. Having a large ? 
amount of work under contract, and the bull- *. 
ing of an engine bouse and pumping works, i 
laying of pipes, &c., yet to be contracted for, 
and being desirous of prosecuting the works to =' 
an early completion, it will be necessary for 
Councils to provide us with at least $2,500,000 •' 
in order to complete the work.” 

It was accompanied by the following resolu¬ 
tions: ^ 

I^olved, That the City Solicitor be, and he ' j 
is hereby directed to prepare drafts of acts of , 
Assembly, first an act authorizing tbe Board of 
Water Commissioners to enter upon, excavate ' 
and lay pipes upon any streets in the city of • 
Pittsburgh which may have been laid out by au- • 
thorlty of Councils, but which remain unopened ' t 
at the time such pipes may be required to be laid. • 
Second, That the Water Commissioners he em- > j 
powered to erect their engine bouse and pump¬ 
ing works in the bed of the Allegheny river, pro¬ 
vided they be erected in such a manner and . 
position as not to interfere with navigation. 
Third, To authorize the issue of two million j 
five hundred thousand dollars worth of water ' 
extension bonds. Tbe resolution passed finally. V 
The report of the commission, together with j 
tbe resolutions, was ordered to be printed, with 
the City Engineer’s report in pamphet form ' 
Not reached in 8. 0. '

The Chair also read a communication from 
Mr. John Ross, Secretary of the Board of Water >• 
Commission, notifying Council of tbe expiration [ 
of the terms of Mr. Hill Burgwin and Mr. Simon ; 
Beymer as members of the Commission repre- - 
sen ting Councils in that body. Some discussion 
ensued as to whether the vacancies should be filled ,i 
by an election in Joint session which was finally i; 
decided in favor of the joint session. j 












Mr. Phillips moved to go into an election 
for members of tbe Water Commission to fill the 
vacancies. 

Mr. Phillips nominated Mr. Hill Burgwin 
as the member from the Select Council, and 
moved his election by acclamation, which was 
carried. 

Messrs. Follanshee, Harris, Rolfe, Bryce, Hays 
and^Arnholt were named for Common Council. 

Mr, Phillips thought the South Side should 
have the member, and hoped the candidates 
would be confined to the South Side. 

Messrs. Arnholt, Harris and Bryce declined to 
be considered as candidates. 

The Clerks then proceeded to call the roll. 
When half a dozen names had been called, Mr. 
Hays withdrew in favor of Mr. Rolfe. 

Mr. Chalmbrs moved the election of Mr. 
Eolfe by acclamation, but the motion was de¬ 
cided out of order as there were two candidates 
in the field. 

The list of the members of Select Council had 
been about half disposed of when Mr. Follans- 
bee declined in favor of Mr. Rolfe, and moved 
his election by acclamation. Carried. 

Mr. Carkoll asked permission to present the 
annual report of the Water Commission, and 
DO objection being made the paper was laid on 
the table. Sjme discussion ensued as to the 
propriety of reading the paper, or merely or¬ 
dering It to be printed. Finally the motion or¬ 
dering it to be printed was carried. 

Mr. Burgwin strongly urged the reading of 
the report, as It contained l esolutions that ought 
to be passed upon by Councils, as they looked 
toward the procuring of legislation which It was 
advisable Council should first endorse. 

Mr. Phillips moved that the matter be refer, 
red to the Councils in separate session immedi¬ 
ately after the adjournment of the Joint Session. 
Carried. 

Mr. J H, JoNBS offered a resolution changing 
the place of reporting of Police and Committee, 
from the Common to the Select branch. The 
resolution, however, was withdrawn, objection 
being made.

Mr. Phillips moved to declare the Wylie av¬ 
enue Bank and the Pittsburgh Savings Bank as 
two of the Depositaries. 

Mr. Chalmbrs thought that would not be lo. 
gal, as no bank could pay more than 6 per cent- 
interest. 

Mr. Phillips said that the usury laws had 
been rescinded so far as to fixing the legal rate 
of interest at six per cent, 

Mr. E. P. Jones said that the hanks could con¬ 
tract to pay any fixed amount. 

Mr. Burgwin said they could contract for any 
interest, but legally no more than 6 per cent 
could be collected. He was not in favor of 
charging more than six per cent for the money 
and thought the deposits should not be given lo 
any bank at a sum over that amount. 

Mr. Phillips said the ordinance compelled 
them to take the highest and best bidder, and 
he didn’t see how they could get out of that. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to amend to select the 
Wylie avenue aud Pittsburgh Banks as two of 
the depositaries and to fix the interest at six 
per cent. To take more than that certainly would 
be breaking the law. 

Mr. Neglby said the ordinance compelled 
them to accept the highest and best bids. Four 
banks had bid above six per cent., and they 
only had three to elect. If they selected three 
and reduced the Interest to six per cent., theu 
they took a bid less than the fourth bank bid, 
and that would not be legal according to the or¬ 
dinance. 

Mr. Kirk said the city was acting under a 
special law, and that they could take any Interest. 

Mr. Phillips thought they must take the 
highest and best bidders—^ake all they could get. 

Mr. Burowin’s amendment not being sec 
onded, Mr. Phillips’ motion was put and car- 
Tied, and the Pittsburgh Savings Bank and 
Wylie avenue Bank selected. 

A vote was theu taken on the election of tbe 
third Depositary, the Freehold and Keystone 
banks beltlg named. Tbe vote resulted, Key¬ 
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stone 21; Freehold 66; the latter accordingly 
being selected. The depositaries for 1873 are 
thus;. Pittsburgh Savings Bank, Wylie Avenue 
Savings Bank, and Freehold Bank and Building 
Association. 

Mr. J. H. Jones then again presented a reso¬ 
lution, requesting the Committee on Rules to 
provide for the reporting in Select Council of 
the Committee on Police and Railroads. 

After some discussion on parliamentary points, 
the resolution was referred to the Committee on 
Rules,

Mahon, O’Neil, Pearson, Pnillips, Raffeity, Ray¬ 
burn, Riddell, Schultz, Scully, Seely, Shipton, 
Smith, Thompson, Waring, Watson, Wilson, and 
Zero. 

Mr. Aiken moved that Mr. John W. Riddell 
be called to the chair, In the abaenca of Presi¬ 
dent. Carried. 

Mr. Aiken then handed up to the desk a dis¬ 
patch from President Gross, from Chicago, sta¬ 
ting bhat he was snow-bound and could not get 
home in lime for Councils. 

Minutes read and a) proved. 

Mr. R. G. Hbk.^on, member from the Thir- 
teeotb ward, who had not been presentatthe pre¬ 
vious meetings was called up and sworn in. 

OPENING NOTES. 

The lobby was crowded with spectators, ap¬ 
parently interested in the action of the Coun¬ 
cils In relation to a City Solicitor, and the Ap¬ 
propriations for the year. 

The Chair announced that Common Council 
reported as ready to adjourn. 

President Riddell stated there were members 
of the Board of Health to be elected. 

Mr, Phillips moved inasmuch as the Ap¬ 
propriation ordinance must be passed upon, In 
addition to electing members of the Board of 
Health, that Common Conneii be requested to 
remain in session a short time, 

Mr. MoCandless moved to amend by adding 
a request for the Common Council to unite 8 C. 
in Joint Se.ssion. Can led. 

Mr. PHiLLips—Hada’t we better at the same 
time dlnpote of the Sollclturship. There ought 
to De some understanding as to whether we will 
take it up in Joint Soision or in separate ses¬ 
sion. 

Mr. McCunb—I t has, I understand, been the 
custom heretofore to approve or disapprove of 
tl e action of the Finance Committee in seperato 
Session. 

8‘'veral members were about to engage in a 
dUcuisioQ of the quesliou when Presideut Rid¬ 


dell cut the debate by stating that the organl- 
■ zation of the FlDance Committee had, as yet, 
not b(en reported to Councils, and until that 
was done no discussion on auy presumed report 
from tliem could be allowed. 

Chairman Phillips announced that he had the 
report ready; and while he was calmly 
adjusting his eye-glasses to read the p^er, the 
advance guard of the Common Branch appeared 
at the door, and 

Mr, McCune moved that Select Council ad¬ 
journ to meet C. C. in joint session, which 
w as carried. 

Upon reassembling 

Mr. Burgwin said t!ie Committee on Rules 
were ie?.dy to report, and moved to suspend the 
rules and consider the report, but afterwards 
withdrew the motion. 

Mr. Philips moved to suspend the rules to 
consider the Appropriation ordinance. Carried 
The organization of the Finance Committee 
was announced. 

On motion the report was received, and the 
portion in relation to the election of Mr. Wm. 
Phillips chairman of the committee approved. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to postpone the remain¬ 
der of the report, referring to the City Solicitor 
until the Appropria Ion ordinance was passed. 
READY POB THE FRAY. 

Mr. Pearson—W e might as well go Into this 
fight now and settle the matter. I’m prepared 
to decide upon the Solicltorshlp and get it 
through at once. 

Mr. Burgwin was not ready to go ahead so 
fast. He wanted to say something on the ques¬ 
tion and thought tbere would be others who 
might have something to say. It was important 
that the Appropriation ordinance be first passed 
upon so that it might go to Common Council and 
be acted upon. If they got into a discussion, 
that ordinance would be delayed. Time had 
bees when he could have implicitly endorsed the 
action of the Finance Committfe, but he could 
not do so in this case and wanted to discuss it. 

Mr. Kirk raised the point of order that the 
rules had to be suspended to consider the Ap- ' 
proprlation ordinance and that was the only 
manor before Council. 

President Riddell held the point not well taken. 
The rules had been suspended but the point of 
order had been raised that the report of Ike or¬ 
ganization of the commii tee must first be re- 
I celved. That paper bad been presented and in- 
corporHted in it was a report relating to the 
nomination of a City Solicitor. The organiza¬ 
tion had been approved, and a motion made to 
postpone the remaiuder, which alone was in 
order. 

Mr, Phillips thought as the rules had been 
suspended to consider the appropriation otdin- 
anco it alone was in order. 

Mr. BuitowiN then wlihdrewhls motion, and 
the appropriation ordinance was taken up. 
READING THE LIST. 

The Clerk then proceeded to read the paper, 
and after getting half way through, on motion 
of Mr. Kirk, the further reading was dispensed 
with, as the members had printed slips. 

Mr. PiiiLDPS moved that the ordinance be 
passed to its second reading. Carried.

The Chair—The gentleman has the floor. 

Mr. Chalmers— What has he the floor for ? 
We have nothing before us, and he has no right 
to speak, 

Mr. McCarthy—Y ou can’t choke me down. 

Mr. CHAI.MBR3— There is no choke down about 
it. There is nothing before the house. 

Mr. McCarthy then gave way and, 

Mr. Phillips moved to put the ordinance on 
its third reading and final passage. 

Mr. McCarthy again deiired to “Interrogate 
the gentleman”— 

Mr. Phillips moved to consider the items of 
appropriations and revenues seriatim. Carried. 

'Mr. Phillips then proceeded to explain in 
detail, the items of receipts and expenditures. 
He was interrupted once or twice by Mr. Me- 
Caithy, and finally it was fiiggested by the 
Chair that “the gentleman from the E’eventh 
ward” wait until the Items were explained, after 
which the floor would be given him, 

Mr. McCarthy—A ll right, sir. “Barkis Is 
willin’ ” if he only gets to The point. (Laughler.) 

Mr. Phillips explained that the city lax had 
been increaced six mills over 1872; that It was 
further proposed to raise $200,000 by bonds to 
put the Fire Department on a “war footing,” 
these being the only items worthy of note. 

Mr. Shipton then moved to approve of appro¬ 
priation No. 1, Interest. 

the water bonds. 

Mr. McCarthy asked if there was not in¬ 
cluded in that, interest on Water Commission 
bonds. 

Mr. Phillips explained that the Finance 
Committee had nothing to do with the Water 
Commisslou Fund. 

Mr. McCarthy wanted to know then how the 
interest on the Water Coiqinlssion Bonds was to 
be paid. Whether it was proposed to build a 
new wa'er works, issue bonds and then have 
the present generation pay for the improvement. 
Or whether they designed the expense to be 
thrown upon their posterity. 

Mr. Phillips attempted to explain that the 
item interest had no reference to Water Com¬ 
mission Bonds whatever. 

Mr. McCarthy said he might be obtuse—but 
he was like other gentlemen in the house who 
would like to know where all the money for in¬ 
terest went to, 

Mr. Phillips explained that the interest was 
all paid on the city’s vavtous obligations. That 
he could not Just now give the items in detail, 
without reference to the Controller’s books. He 
could assure the Interrogater, however, that In¬ 
terest account in No. 1 did not embrace the Wa¬ 
ter Commission interest. The city had noCbing 
to do with that. 

The appropriation was then approved. 

THE FIRE department. 

The next halt came on appropriation No 4, 
Fire Department, $280,0(10. 

Mr. McCarthy wan ed to know the Items em¬ 
braced in the account. He thonglit there 
was a financial principle involved in this 
appropriation that very mateiiaily affected tie 
credit (if tic city. 

Mr. PiiiLi.iPS said if he wascompt I’ed to carry 
In his mind all the items, Jm would require a 
pretty big head. (Lauglder ) The nm ui t had 
J>een p c ented by (lie Boaid of Ei^timates as 
absoluiely necessary, and he tin ught there were 
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men in It wiso were as Jealous, as the objecting 
member, of the credit of the city. The Items 
were bor'^es, en glues, telegraph lines, engine- 
honse, &c. 

Mr. Mo ARTHT thought this hut a lame expla¬ 
nation, and he the!i proceeded to ar^i e to the 
effect that the city proposed to issue $200,000 
worth of bonds, payable In twenty years, bear¬ 
ing seven percent, interest. That was $14,000 
yearly, and in the twenty years the interest 
would amount to $280,000, which, added to the 
principal, would make 8480,000 paid in the 
twenty } errs, the greater part of which would 
have to be paid by posterity, and posterity would 
have nothing but a f» w homos to show for their 
money. He argued that this was unjust. 

Mr. Skipton —Oh, well now, the gentleman 
knows that the interest is to be paid annually. 

Mr. McOaktiiy-^I can’t be choked off. If my 
figures are wrong let them contradict me by 
figures. (Laugh er) So much for that depart¬ 
ment of this matter. 

The gentleman tlun prrceeded to compare^ 
the figures of tl c past years and contended that* 
the current expei^ses of the department dining 
the year, wouUl be $150,000. In in.iking his es¬ 
timate, ihe genth’man had occasion to interro¬ 
gate the ('haii rnan of the Finance Committee, 
ill reference to iho location of engb os, hose 
cariiages, &c., &c. 

Mr. Phillips —Weil, now I can’t carry all 
that in my n*imL 

Mr. McCautiiy —Well f could if I had been 
on the Hoard of Estimate.«. [Laughter.] 

Mr. PiHLLJPd—Well, sir, I’m profoundly sorry 
you were not on [laugi ter], and I’il do ail I can 
to have you put on another year. [Laughter J 

Mr. Mof’AHTiiY, in continuing his remarks, 
contended from a com pari on of the fig¬ 
ures of oilier loars, that the Fire De¬ 
partment the [resent year would cost 
$15",000, whereas but $80,000 had 1 een appro 
priated out of the current funds to pay this 
amount—the other $200,000 being raised by 
bonds; that that was eiiher an act of insolv¬ 
ency or an act of cowardice. Ti e Committee 
ebher had ennfessou by it that Die current rev¬ 
enues fd the city each year would not pay the 
current expenses, or that they were afraid to 
put in I he lax necessary to meet the current 
yearly t»xpvnses. [Applause from the lobby.] 

Mr. PiJiLLLips said the gentleman either mis 
undersiood the matter or was making a strange 
argument. The $?00,000 to be raised weie the 
bonds to build n. w ICagine Houses and Engines 
and to rut the department on a *‘wav footing.” 
If the. gentleman desired to tax tho people of 
the city now'—tax them to pay for permanent im 
provements to be enjo’.ed by these who can e 
after them—he c< uid make a motion to impose 
the tax. 

Messls McrAKDLEftsand Warpno 1 eld to Mie 
flame view, ami argued at some length upon the 
folly and ti jusHcc of laying a tax upon the people 
now to pay all the bills that would last for a 
general ion. 

Mr, Aiken mw- d to adopt all the items and 
pass the ortlinaucc finally. 

Mr. IJurgwis said before that was passed he 
desired to iuterrogate the Chairman of tho 
Finance Commltiee, as to th3 appropriation for 
“EquiiMzatlon.” [Laughter. ] 

Tho Chair decided that they were considering 
the ordinance seriatim, and No. 4 must be first 
disposed of. 

Mr. Aiken withdrew his motion. 

The vote wa^ tin n tiken and No. 4 approved. 

Mr. McCaktut—T deslse my vote to be re¬ 
ceived on Ihe Kecord as against the Appropria¬ 
tion No. 4. 

TUB WATER BBNT8. 

When the appropriations for the water works 
was reached Mr. Kirk observed that the water 
rents had not been Increased since before the 
war. He thought they shouM be increased and 
a little lax taken (dT real estate. 

Mr. PnrLLTi’8 .•'aid that the water rents could 
Hi t be raised without oppressing eiery poor per- 
Bon in the city. Every washerwoman, for In- 
Btance, If this tax wa^ raised would suffer by it. 


He thought the city of Pittsburgh did not want 
to raise money in that way. 

Mr. Lloti> said that the water rents fiad been 
increased since the war. 

The appropriation was then approved. 

THOSE BONDS AO AIN. 

There was another interruption, when the ap- 
'priatiou for interest on the Water Loan, $70,000, 
was read. 

Mr, McCarthy again desired to know what 
that meant. 

Mr. Phillip explained that it was to pay in¬ 
terest on water bonds. 

Mr. McCarthy—W hat bonds? That’s Just 
exactly what I want to know. 

Mr. Phillips then explained that previous to 
the organization of the Water Commission, 
$1,000,000 worth of water bonds had been 
issued, drawing 7 per cent, interest. This ap¬ 
propriation was to pay this interest. 

Mr. McCartr.y still was in the dark. He 
was extremely anxious to know who paid the 
interest on the Water Commission bonds, and 
asked that a member of the Water Commission 
be called upon to say where they got the money 
to pay interest on their bonds. 

Mr. Purgwtn .said tho Commission expected 
to get the money from the Councils. 

Mr. ruiLLies said no appropriation had tlms 
far been made for the purpose and Councils 
could act when they were called upon. The 
Water Commission was a separate' matter, its 
funds w'ere separate, and its whole financial bu¬ 
siness discoimecred with the ordinary finances 
of the city. They must pay their own way. 

The approprlarion was then approved. 

EQUALIZATION TO THE FRONT. 

When the appropriation for “Equalization,” 
810,000, was read, 

Mr Bukowtn wanted to interrogate the Chair¬ 
man gs to where that money was to go. If the 
proposed work of tlie Board was to be done pro¬ 
perly, Iho amouut was not enough. If it was to 
be done badly, it was too much. 

After discussing the duties of the Board for 
soir.o time, 

Mr. Burgwin moved to increase the appro¬ 
priation to $50,000. Lost. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to strike out the appro¬ 
priation altogether. Lost. 

The appropriation was then approved. 

The remaining items of the list were approved 
without debat#*. 

Mr. Phillips* moved to suspend the rules and 
put the ordinance on its final passage. A vote 
was taken, and, 

The Chair announced the motion as carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. McCahtht—N ot unanimouslyy Mr. Pres¬ 
ident. (Laughter ) I desire to have my vote 
recorded in the negative. I vo'e against it be¬ 
cause 1 believe there are some appropriations 
which contain vicious financial principles. 

Mr. Burgwin —I am happy to be able to vote 
with the gentleman on this occasion, and for 
i-he same reason which he has so forcibly pre¬ 
sented. We a^e both in the same box. (Laugh¬ 
ter ) 

Mr. Phillips— When they get together what 
w 11 become of the rest of us. (Increased mer 
riment.) 

The following is the ordinance; 

AN ordinance levying TAXES AND MAKING AP¬ 
PROPRIATIONS FOB IHB YBAU 1873. 

Section l. Be it ordained and enacted by tho 
City of Pi.tsburgh, in Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils assembled, and it is hereby enacted by au¬ 
thority of the same, That for the purpose of pro¬ 
viding snfiicient revenue to meet the ordinary 
expenses of the city, to pay the interest on out¬ 
standing bonds, and to discharge all other lia¬ 
bilities now due, or which may become payab’e 
during said year 1873, taxes shall be and are 
hereby levied and assessed upon all property and 
other objects of taxation as follows: 

1. Upon all property taxable for State and 
county purposes, eighUen mills upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation, except in ihe portions of said 
city designated as rural, In v hich the tax shall 
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be assessed at two-thirds of said rate, viz t 
twelve mills upon each dollar of valuation. 

2. Upon all projerty taxable for State and 
county purposes within the limits of the city of 
Pittsburgh, as it existed prior to the consolida¬ 
tion under the act of April, 1867, three mills 
upon each dollar of valuation, as a special tax 
for tfce separate indebtedness of said district. 

3. Upon all property taxable for State and 
county purposes within the limits of the former 
borough of Lawrenceville, five mills upon each 
dollar of valuaiiun, as a special tax for the sepa¬ 
rate indebtedness of said district. 

4. Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, 
and upon all attlclesof trade and commerce sold 
in said city in any manner not herein otherwise 
provided for, one and one-quarter mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

5. Upon all sales of goods, wares and mer¬ 
chandise, and articles of trade and commerce 
sold by commission merchants in said city, 
one and one-quarter mills on each dollar of said 
sales, 

6. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and every 
person or firm engaged in the trade, business or 
occupation of retailing for hi-, her or their bene¬ 
fit, vinous, fermented or distilled liquors, 
twelve mills upon each dollar of said sales. 

7. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every jerson or firm engaged in the business or 
occupation of an auctioneer, one and one-half 
mills upon each dollar of sai((^ sales. 

8. Upon the commissions or brokerage of all 
merchandise brokers, forwarding and commis¬ 
sion merchants, not including commissions on 
sales, twelve mills on each dollar of said com¬ 
missions. 

9. Upon the yearly business of brokers, banks 
and banking institutions, one mill on each dol¬ 
lar. 

10. Upon the yearly receipts of insurance 
companies, Insurance agencies, express compa¬ 
nies and telegraph companies, two and one-half 
mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

11. Upon the yearly recMpts of persons en¬ 
gaged in the busi; ers of keeping billiard tables 
or ten pin alleys for public use, ten mills upon 
each dollar of said receipts. 

12. The schedule of Water Rents for the year 
1873 shall be the same as during tho year 1872. 

13. Upon all property taxable for State or 
County purposes, five mills upon each doPar of 
valuation, except in the portions of the city des¬ 
ignated as rural, in which the tax shall be as¬ 
sessed at two-thirds of said rate, viz ; three and 
one third mills upon each dollar of valuation; 
also, upon the yearly receipts of all fire, life, 
and marine insurance companies, or their 
agents, three and one-half mills upon the dollar 
of said receipts, to be used for maintaining and 
extending the fire department, 

Sec. II. And at the above rates the city as¬ 
sessors shall assess said tax. ^ 

Sec. hi. That the amouut necess-ary to pay 
the interest on the separate indebtedness of the 
old city and the borough of Lawrenceville, shall 
be taken from receipt from the special taxes of 
the distiicts aforesaid and placed in Appropria¬ 
tion No. 1, on which warrants shall be drawn 
for all interest accruing or accrued on the debts 
of said districts respectively. 

Seo IV. That the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (after payment of inter¬ 
est) shall be paid into a sinking fuud for the 
district from which it is collected and shall be 
used for the payment of the special debt of said 
district. 

Sec. V. That the revenue of said city for the 
year 1873, arising from tie taxes, loans, and all 
other sources, tog* ther with any monies in the 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, are hereby 
appropriated for the following purposes:

In this position, and feel that they have com¬ 
piled with their official oaths; I cannot, I dare 
not. I say this,-and I think It’s no disparagement 
to the natural ability of the young man—that If 
I had husiness interests of millions of dollars de¬ 
pending on litigation, I would never place them 
In his or any other young man’s hands. Then, 
sirs, I ask you to do with the business of the city 
as you would do with your own,—to protect the 
Interests yon have been sworn to regard, as 
Jealously as your own. I say that the interests 
of this city require that the Solicitor should be 
the equal of the highest practitioner at the bar, 
and if $5,000 won’t get that, make it $6,000 or 
$10,000, but be sure and get if. Will we do so 
In this ca8«; if you can’t answer that in the af¬ 
firmative in casting your vote, you will be rec¬ 
reant to your trust. ' I can only answer for ray- 
self. I would never say a word against this 
young man under other'circumstances. I es¬ 
teem him, and regard liim as one who is num¬ 
bered among our promising young men, 
but when ho comes before us in 
tills way he must then expect to 
receive shots. This is one of the most im¬ 
portant questions of the year. We may make 
mlstal ei elsewhere which may be rectified, but 
In this we cannot. Wo are to select a man who 
Is to try our causes, draft our contracts, draw 
our ordinances and acts of Assembly, advise ns, 
sometimes upon the most iraportaut points of 
law, and In an instant, without having a chance 
to consult his books. Now, then, is it wise for 
us to go to a young man like that, who has but 
Just left ills preceptor, no matter how high his 
natural abilities, and select Mm as our chief 
legal coiinseloi ? How can we do so and then 
go b.,ck and face our constiruents ? I do not 
say he will not become a good lawyer, but 1 
iJo say he is m t now competent, 
and I cannot vote for him. I have 
heard he will be assisted, but the 
gentleman named disavows any such promise. 
He has enough business of his ^ wn to attend to. 

I don’t argue in favor of Mr. Slagle, I would 
have V ted for Mm liad he been nominated, be¬ 
cause he has been In for years and has done Ms 
duty w’ell. All I ask is that a man experienced 
iu legal affairs oe named here, and that we do 
not select one who whatever may have been his 
advantages, iius not had the legal experience 
nccessai y, and therefore cannot fill the place. If 
there are any reasons to give why I should sup¬ 
port Mm I'm ready to te convinced. But If 
there are none other than we have heard I 
must vote against Mm. 

Mr. Pdtllips here read from the City Code a 
paragraph which gave the Finance Committee 
power to name a Solicitor at their pleasure, and 
did not compel them to Mep any roan in for a 
whole term. 

St veral members controverted this standpoint, 
and the quesUou was left In a mixed condition. 

MR. PHILLIPS’ VIEWS. 

Mr. Phillips— Let me say a word. I was one 
of that minority, and did all I could to elect Mr. 
Slagle, and for a douMe purpose. He had given 
satisfaction in the office; and when he proposed 
to resign, two months ago, I proposed to him 
that a change would be made iu the salary, and 
he then consented to be a candidate. But he 
was defeated, and now Councils have been asked 
to confirm anoiher man. And now, spo iking of 
ability, there has been a great cry raised here 
but I think this young man is competent. He has 
been raised, under Mr. Shlras* supervision, 
and all these gentlemen who have spoken against 
him know that there are many lawyers who 
never practice before the Covirts. Some of our 
best lawyers never appear in Court at all, and I 
think there is very little in that cry. And as 
to drawing contracts and ordinances and all 
that, there have been men who could perform 
that work and never saw a Court House. Now 
let the young have fair play. Let us give him 
a chance to devilop what Is In him. I don’t 
think any of the lutere^ts of the city are going 
to suffer. 


• ‘ • MR. M’CUNfl SP&ftSS.-- I 

Mr. McCunb—I would be aireliet ray duty | 
if I did not say that I Joined in this protect that! 
has been made. I am not convinced by any ar- j 
gumeats I have heard yet that this young man 
should have the place. I worked and voted for , 
Mr. Slagle because I thought he was fit for It i 
and had done his duty well. After the meeting of 
the Finance Coraraitteo, I talked with a number 
of members of the bar, and they all said Mr. Bige¬ 
low was too young.

THE BUSINESS VIEW. I 

Mr. Lloyd— I have but very little to say on 1 
this question. This is a matter of business I 
do not agree with my friend of the Thirteenth ! 
ward, that it is presumptuous in a young roan 
to apply for this place. It’s open for anyone, 
and the young as well as the old have a right to 
apply, and ou^ht to receive respectable treat 
roent, and it is for Councils to decide upon- 
approvlng or 1 ejecting. I have never had oc¬ 
casion heret ifnra to differ with the Finance 
Convmi lee bat I do so in this it^rtance. If I 
wanted to employ a man to at'end to my legal 
business, I would not employ the gentleman 
named to-day. I kuowjv.m well and like him, 
and I believe he is a promi.sing young gentle¬ 
man, but Icau’tvo'e for him. We want an 
old experienced lawyer, and therefore I can’t 
vote for this conftrinaliou. 

Mr. LADF.MAN—I have only to say that I en¬ 
dorse the views just expressed. They are mine 
exactly, and I can’t vote for this confirraalion. 

A FRIEND TO THE RESCUB. 

Mr. McCautuy—N ow let me say a word. 
The opposition here has been arranged with 
true dramatic effect, and the leader of it, if he 
would turn his attention to the stage would 
, make his fortune as a manager. [Laughter.]

I one is dirty and one is clean. [Laughter ] And

of the solicitor from $1,000 to $2,000, and not 
five members of the Council knew it. 

Mr. Lloyd—I call the gentleman to order, 

■ I voted on that and know what I was voting ' 
. for. 

I Mr. MoCartht —Well, sir, it is in this book, 
(holding up a bound copy of tko Code) and this 
I whole book was brought in here, and without 
examination, adopted. And the ordinance 
raising the salary was in this book. 

I Mr. SiirproN—Hold on; I helped the Solicitor 
! to compile that book, and that ordinance wa.s 
! voted on regularly and was adopted. I want no 
’ slurs of that kind 1 ere. 

MR. M’OARTIIT ON THE DEFENSIVE. 

Mr. McCarthy— Well hir, perhaps it was, but 
! there were not five members of OoiincUs who 
knew what it was. (Laughter.) I only want 
[ to show the game of these virtuous dl.-claimers 
against a ring. They first raised the salary to 
Sii.OOO, and afterward to $5,000, and then they 
I were beaten at tl eir game, hoisted wth their 
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own petard, [Laughter and applause. ] They 
find they made a miscalculation, and now when 
their arrangements have been overthrown 
they come in here and raise a howl. 
Why, sir, they have talked to day as 
though this genUeman, Mr. Big*, low was 
nothing but a mere boy. Why, sir, he’s a 
bearded man twenty-seven years of age, and has 
been practicing six years in the courts. We 
never heard of his inexperience before. He 
was good enough to do some of the city work 
heretofore. He is as old as Mr. Slagle was 
when he was elec'ed City * Solicitor, and as old 
as you Mr. Chairman were, when you took the 
office. (Applause ) Why, then, this sudden 
horror of young man; let’s get at the truth. 
We are told we must not select a young man 
an ^^inexperienced'' man; we must have (sar¬ 
castically) “a man learned in the law.” 
(Laughter.) And yet I remember when 
there were $250,000 in coupons be¬ 
longing to the city laying around in lawyers’ 
officers, and that could not be got until this “in¬ 
experienced young man” was employed, and 
then what the Cfiy Solicitor failed to get he se¬ 
cured and that money is now in the Controller’s 
office. (Applause ) This is the inexperienced 
young man. And we have the great luia and 
cry to hunt him down. lie is “not competent” 
they say, and yet he is endorsed by legal gentle¬ 
men whose names it would be cliarlty not to 
mention in connection with the gentlemen who 
have spoken against him. (Laughter and ap¬ 
plause from the lobby.) I had the curio.si- 
ty to look into this matter a little 
I was anxious—like my friends of the other side 
—to protect the city from an “inexp^r enced 
young man,” and so I addressed a note to Mr» 
George Shlras, who is the superior of any law¬ 
yer here, (laughter) in refeience to Mr. Bige¬ 
low’s fitness for the posilion, and here Is Mr. 
Sidras’ reply : 

AN ENDORSEMENT. 

Wm. C. McCarthy, Esq., — Dear Sir: I am 
in receipt of yours of the 25th inst, making in¬ 
quiries as to ray opinion of tli« capabilities of 
Mr. Bigelow “to accepfably fill the office of City 
Attorney.” Mr. Bigelow read law in^my Office 
and since his admisdon to the bir has assisted 
me and h.as had frequent occasion to exhibit 
sound judgment and knowledge of the law. 

I am pleased to have the opportunity to ex¬ 
press my good op'n on of Mr. Bigelow’s charac¬ 
ter and ray conviction that should he be elected 
to the position which you mention he will per¬ 
form its duties con.scleutiously and with entire 
satisfaction to his friends and to the public.

DOWN ON RINGS. 

Mr. Littell was the next speaker. He had 
hoped that ho would get through this fight with¬ 
out having to repel any accusation of being con¬ 
nected with any ring. He denied any connec¬ 
tion with clique or ring, and said If there was 
such it was on the other side of the fence. Be¬ 
fore tMs matter came 1 efore Council It had been 
deemed wise to raise the salary of the So Icitor, 
and the grejit cry was that by such a salary the 
highest ability could be secured. He had 
gone into the Finance Committee to vote in se¬ 
lecting a Solicitor with that imp^es^^on. But 
found the result of the Committee.s meeting 
sadly against what he believed to be right. He 
did not oppose this nomination in any captious 
spirit, nor simply because the candidate was a 
yi ung man. Young im n had his sympafhles. 
But it he wanted a thorough book keeper In 
an intricate business he dlit not go to to a i W 
beglun* r. And so it ougl t lo be In t’ s case. 
He wou'd be .sorry to sayanylluug that, would 
e nbairass tne young nnin, but. lie ihought ihey 
should not, and could not, entrust GiO h gal in- 
ten sts of the city to one who bad no legal ex¬ 
pel lence. Then as to “rings.” The gentleman 






from the Eleventh ward had spoken of rings, j 
und no man understood them so well as he | 
did. There was a “ring,” and it was 
represented by a man—a young man—who 
bad an uncle that was Secretary of the City Hall 
Commission, and held oHice in the Custom 
House. This uncle also had a nephew in the 
City Treasurer’s office, with a cousin and a 
brother, and another nephew in training for 
the District Attorney. If that wasn’t a ring he 
would like to know how they got one up. 
(Laughter.) And if the mandates of this ring 
were not obeyed, the members of Councils were 
all to be politically damned. If they didn’t en¬ 
dorse this nomination their destinies were flxed. 

A PIIETTT PICTCJNE. 

The gentleman then drew a picture of “the 
calm, placid, cold, dignified, experienced law¬ 
yer from the Twenty-third ward, having an or¬ 
dinance to draw up, coming along to the young, j 
inexperienced man, bending low, and saying: j 
‘Is this right, my deary? How wilUliis suit?’ ” j 
(Laughter.) Mention had been made that the j 
gentleman would have Mr. Shiras to assist him. 
That might be so, but it was like borrowing | 
brains as he needed it. He thought Councils had I 
better select a lawyer of experience, to whom j 
they could refer at all times, and receive counsel ' 
without delay, and upon whose judgment they I 
could rely. | 

AN ERROR CORRBCTBI). | 

Mr. Phillips corrected an error in reference j 
to the collections of coupons referred to by Mr. i 
McCarthy, by stating that the suits for the cou- | 
pons were in progress, and that Mr. Bigelow j 
ha»l been employed by the Solicitor; but that the 
work "yas done under the supervision of the So¬ 
licitor. 

NOT A $5,000 MAN. 

Mr. Kirk said he would not vote for Mr. Eige- ; 
low, because he did not consider him a $5,000 ' 
man. (Laughter.) He would not vote for any 
man who required certificates of character as to 
his legal ability. He wanted to vote for a man | 
who was known everywhere as possessed of the | 
legal ability and experience requisite for the j 
office. ' 

This cry of “rings,” coming from the other • 
side of the house, was a “catch-thief” cry. He ' 
knew members of Council had been wliipped in 
to support this nominee by threats and by prom, 
ises of office, or “future support,” or threats of 
unfavorable legislation. He thought the cry of 
“ring” from that quarter should be stopped. 

Mr. Waking said he had acquaintance with 
Mr. Bigelow, and that when older members of 
the bar tried to crowd him down, he thought he 
should be supported. He believed in allowing 
every man, young or old, fair play. He believed 
in giving Mr. Bigelow a chance to show what 
was In him. He came endorsed by some of the 
best members of the bar, and was deserving of 
CDnsideratiou. When the Finance Committee 
met to make their decision, the 
question was not who can we get, 
but who Is the best man before us, , 
There were two candidates and Mr. Bigelow 
was Chosen, aud he thought the decision ought i 
to be sustained. This thing of crying a man 
down without a trial was unfair aud unjust., 
He would vote to confirm, [Applause.] 

HB WAS “NOT A CRAVEN.” 

Mr, Goldthorpe had heard it said that any 
man who voted for Bigelow was “a craven to 
the ring.” He knew nothing of the ring and 
was not a craven and would not be br3w beaten 
In that way; he would vote for Mr. Bigelow and 
give him a Chance. (Applause.) 

Mr. Pearson—I came to this Council to vote 
against Mr. Bigelow, as I have been working i 
for Mr. Slagle. But since I’ve been in here aud j 
heard these older members of the bar try to 
crowd down a young man, I have changed my 
views. I have reason to hate this ring, for they 
have been fighting me ever since I came back 
from the army, and are fighting me now. 

Mr. Littbll—Y our’re all right now though. 

Presilent Kidbbll— Personalities must not bo 
indulged iu. 


A PBBSBCUTION, 

Mr. Pearson— All I have to say is, that 11 
think this is a persecution of a young man, and j 
I’m opposed to it. I think when a young has ■ 
ability, as this man is confessed to have, and is , 
ambitious, that he should receive honor¬ 
able encouragement. Whatever you do 
to to day will either make or break 
that young man. Are we going to send him out 
of this chamber wdth the stigma that these men 
would cast upon him. Why it would stick to 
him forever, aud I’ll never be a party to that. I 
believe in young men, and I believe in this one.

Be^olved^ That the report of the Finance 
Committee, not being specific, as to the attain¬ 
ments and qualifications of the gentleman named 
for the position of City Attorney by them, bo 
recommitted to them to liave the omission 
supplied or explained. Lost. 

Mr. Duff read the law- which specifies the re¬ 
quirements to fill the position of City Attorney 
and said that the Finance Committee in their 
report did not state that the gentleman whom 
they recommended possessed these require¬ 
ments. 

Mr. Hits said that such retlections cast a 
slur at the whole legal profession, as they had 
admitted the candidate to the bar, which was 
sufilcient evidence that they considered him 
learned In the law law. 

NOT NOMINATIONS ENOUGH. 

Mr. Betce said that he thought the salary 
which is now paid would be sufilcient to 
command the best legal ability in Pittsburgh. 


His view was that there should have been other 
candidates. He did not consider it fair that 
the nominations should have closed with only 
two candidates. He had nothing to say 
against Mr. Bigelow; he might be one of the 
most talented lawyers la the Pittsburgh bar, 
but we do not know it. He favored referring 
the matter back to the Finance Committee. 

TECHNICAL OBJECTION. 

*Mr. Fbaubns said the objection raised by the 
resolution was merely technical. The Finance 
Committee, in their action, had simply present¬ 
ed the man of their choice, a man whom the 
members of Council all knew. His character as 
a lawyer had been thoroughly canvassed. The 
only remedy was that if the members thought 
him unquallfled to fill the position for which the 
Finance Committee had nominated him, they 
could vote against it; but If they were satisfied 
of his ability they could vote to confirm their 
action. The gentleman from the Finance Commit¬ 
tee had said the nomination was not fair, because 
there w'ere but two candidates. The gentle¬ 
man was acquainted with many able members 
of the bar, why didn’t he nominate some one? 
There might have been a candidate for every 
member of the committee. He thought the 
noininqtluu perfectly fair, and that it should be 
confirmed. 

AN HONEST NOMINATION. 

Mr. Fleming said he was present at the meet¬ 
ing of the Finance Committee at the time the | 
nomination was made, and he thought it per¬ 
fectly honest and fair. Ho had taken pains to 
inquire about the ability of Mr. Bigelow, and he 
was well satisfied that he w'as competent to fill 
the position. He thought that, with the excep¬ 
tion of Mr. Slagle, he knew more of the business 
of the city than any other member of the bar. 

Mr Finley hoped that the discussion would 
not be prolonged as it had been In Select Coun¬ 
cil. The Finance Commiitee is a body eminent¬ 
ly fitted to judge of the abilities of a man to 
take charge of the business of the city. The 
charge of an unfair nomination had been made 
but not sustained. He was prepared to vote to 
confirm the nomination; not that he thought 
Mr. Bigelow the most eminently qualified of any 
member of the bar to fill the position, but be¬ 
cause he was certain that in bis bands the af¬ 
fairs of the city would be perfectly safe. 

WANDERING FBO.M TUB SUIMBCT. 

Mr. Duff insisted on the members confining 
I their remarks to the resolution. The question 
; of Mr. Bigelow’s ability had not been raised by 
him, but by Mr. Bigelow’s friends. There was 
a standard fixed to guide the Finance Commit¬ 
tee in selecting a person to fill this position. 
The law required that he should be a person 
learned In the law, and a practicing attorney in 
the District Court. It was the duty of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee to say whether the candidate 
is a piactlciug attorney In this Court.

: until they partake of tire benefits of the same, 
i Mr. a'dams stated that the South Side had a 
I new water works and did not desire to pay for 
, their own water works and tho.se of the old city 
too. They did not object to paying their sliare 
I for the new' water works whenever they acquired 
any benefit from them, but not till then. 

Mr. Riddell said that the South Side would 
suffer no hardship. A Commission had already 
been appointed to ascertain what property was 


owned over there, and to give them credit for 
the same, and then They would come under the 
same regulations as the whole city. There was 
no hardship in that. And further he had un¬ 
derstood that the South Side water woiks was 
owned by a private corporation. If that was 
the case, he thought the South Side might as 
well pay the city proper a water tax as to throw 
the money irto the treasury of a company. 

Mr. Adams said they only desired to be re¬ 
lieved from paying two taxes. As .soon as they 
could get water from the new water works they 
w'ould be willing to pay the tax. 

Messrs. Hays, Fetterman and Foster very 
emphatically contended that the South Side 
Water Works was not sufficient to supply the 
South Side with water.

THK NEW CHARTER. 

Mr. Pearson, by leave of the house, presented 
a printed copy of a proposed new charter for a 
consolidated el ty, representing Pittsburgh and 
Allegheny, and moved that the charter ’.se refer¬ 
red to a committee of five from the Councils of 
Pittsburgh to act in conjunction with a similiar 
committee from Allegheny Councils in reference 
to the matter, and to consider the subject, sug¬ 
gest amendments, &e. He understood that a 
committee had been sent to Allegheny Councils, 
asking for the appointment of a similar commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr. McCarthy proposed, as au amendment, 
that this committee repoittothis Council; and 
further, that the members of the Legislature 
from Allegheny county be requested to allow uo 
legislative action iu the matter until Councils 
had passed upon the proposed new charter. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Pearson’s motion, as thus amended, was 
then carried, and Messrs. Pearson, Phillip?, 
Jones, Burgwinand Riddell appointed in behalf 
ofS. C.; C. 0., concurred and appointed Messrs. 
Campbell, Fulton, Jones, Cuff, Hays and Jno. 
Moore* ♦ 

WILKINSBURG ANNEXATION. 

Mr. Littell, Chairman of the Special Com¬ 
mittee on Wilkinsbnrg annexation, then called 
op their report which had been read at last 
meeting. He suggested that as the report had 
been read once ic was hardly necessary to go 
over It again. 

Mr. Chalmers called for the reading of all 
the papers in relation to the matter. He thought 
If the proposed annexation was the special 
, business before them, they should know all the 
derail 


The Clerk then read the reports; a majority 
report stating that the petition fer annexation 
had been signed by three-fifths of the taxables 
in the district; the minority report set forth 
that the minority were not satisfied that the 
requisite three-fifths had signed the petition. 

The Clerk also proposed to read an Ordinance 
providing for the annexation. 

A question arose between Mr. Littell, 
Chairman of the Committee, and Mr. Hunter, a 
member thereof, as to whether the Ordinance 
bad ever been before the Committee—the latter 
gentleman contending be bad never seen it. 

The dispute was finally allowed to rest, and 
the Clerk read the Ordinance. 

Mr. Thompson moved to suspend the rules 
and pass the Ordinance finally. 

Mr. Chalmsr called for the yeas and nays. 

Mr. Riddell moved to postpone the matter 
for the present. He thought the part of pru¬ 
dence in tbe Councils was not to act hastily. 
There were two reports which held diametric¬ 
ally opposite views; one report said there were 
three-fifths taxables who had signed the petition 
and the other claimed just the reverse. Couq- 
cils could only decide when this dispute was 
conclusively settled. They ouly had power to 
annex when It was clear beyond dispute that 
the requisite three-fifths had signed the report. 
The speaker further thought Just now it would 
be well to act cautiously. It was proposed to 
procure a new cUaiter for the city; the debt of 
the city was now over five million dollars, and 
the expenditures could not but bo increased by 
the addition of one thousand five hundred acres 
of territory, most of it farm land which would 
have to be improved, streets opened, water pipes 
laid, &c., &c, 

Mr. Hunter then took up the figures as giv¬ 
en in each report, and contended that the pal- 
pable mistakes made in the lists showed that 
even the largest number, as reported by the ma¬ 
jority, fell short at least fourteen taxables of 
the necessary three-fifths. 

Mr. Morrow suggested that tlie matter be re¬ 
ferred again to a committee to review the whole 
matter, and to report conclusively to Councils 
as to the question, whether the requisite three- 
fifths had signed the petition, 

Mr. Fukgwin the light that would bo the most 
satisfactory way. One committee, it was true, 
had considered the matter, but had notagreed. 

It would not be a reflection on them to appoint 
another committee to go over the matter again 
and report to Councils. 

Mr. lyiTTELL said he felt mortified by being 
placed In Mich a position—at tlie head of a com¬ 
mittee whose repoit was rejected. He had as 
much respect for his honor as a Councilman and 
as a man as any member of Council. He had 
gone over this matter'carefull}'—had examined 
ite evidence on both sides, and was satisfied 
the evidence substantiating the majority report 
would stand in Court. The gentleniau con¬ 
tinued at seme length to show the alleged in¬ 
consistencies in the allegations of the opporeats 
of annexalion, their failure to prove their case 
befoie the committee, and the action of 
the committee In sifting the evidence in detail, 
and contended that the leport of the majority of 
tbe committee was based on evidence that would 
stand In any couit of justice. He aiso incl- 
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dentally referred to the great benefits to be de¬ 
rived from annexation. 

Mr. Riddell, after the discussion had cou- 
tinued for some time, withdrew his motion, to 
give way to refer the matter to a select, com¬ 
mittee, as proposed by Mr. Morrow. 

Mr. Morrow’s motion to recommit the jra- 
pers to a special committee of five was then put 
and carried by a vote of 23 to 21. 8. C. named 
Messrs. Watson and Rayburn. 

THE APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. Phillips, from the Finance Oonimlttee, 
desired to present the draft of an act of Assem¬ 
bly designed for the purpose of curing certain 
informalities in the time of making appropria¬ 
tions for the last three years. The act is entitled 
an *<act confirming tbe appropriations by the 
Councils of the city of Pittsburgh for the years 
1871, 1872 and 1873, and fixing the time for 
making the annual appropriations.” 

Mr. Phillips, in explanation of tbe act, said, 
by an act passed in I860, the Councils were 
compelled to make the appropriations in Feb¬ 
ruary; in 1859 this act was repealed, and tbe 
time changed to January; in 1871 a supplement 
was passed repealing the act of 1859, and thus 
making February as the time for making the 
appropriations. Through some misunderstand¬ 
ing this supplement had not been complied with 
and the appropriations had been made In Janu- 
aiy, as fixed by the act of 1859. It was there¬ 
fore necessary \o legalize this informality, and 
for this purpose the act presented had been pre¬ 
pared. The new act also made It optional here¬ 
after for Councils to pass tbe ordinance In Jan¬ 
uary or February. 

Mr, McCarthy said there was no man iu 
Council whom be disliked to fight more than 
the Chairman of the Chairman of the Finance. 
They had known each other for forty years, and 
in other days “when life was young and joy was 
new,” had “lugged together at the same ma¬ 
chine.” He regretted therefore to differ from 
his friend, but duty was Imperative. The gen¬ 
tleman then entered into a discussion of what 
he styled not “little lafonnalllies,” but grave 
blunders of the Finance Committee; a series of 
blunders which had no parallel In tbe city’s his¬ 
tory, since he was first a member of Council, 
fourteen ycaisago. The blunders he enumer¬ 
ated were the i«‘Jsuing of water bonds without 
prOYltllng for the interest; the appropriation 
of $280,000 for the Fire Department, when the 
highest mlllago allowed by law, would only 
bring iu a revenue of $110,000, leaving the de¬ 
ficiency to be made up In bonds; the failure to 
levy suffickut taxes to mett the current ex¬ 
pense?, and other blunders which lie would not 
stop to enumerate. It was not however too late 
toreinedy the matter; they had yet two weeks 
of February in which to act and ought to Im¬ 
prove their opportunity. The gentleman spoke 
ai considerably length in amplifying these points’ 
Mr. Peii-Lira in reply, remarked that some 
people had a genius for buncombe speeches. 
He acknowledged that the gentleman was pos¬ 
sessed of rare, mental gifts and ^extraordinary 
financial skill, and that the Finance Committee 
was a combination of dullards and blockheads 
and blunderers, yet they had done tbe best they 
.could. They bad carefully considered the need.s 
of the city and tbe revenues of tbe city, and 






alter a fall consideration had combioed their 
Tiews In the appropriation ordinance which had 
been presented. That ordinance could have been 
amended at the time. That was the time for 
the gentleman to come in with his suggestions. 

Mr. McCaktbt said it was no time when tlje 
ordinance was sprung upon them> to hastily make 
amendments. If they had time they could do 
it. He DOW proposed, if ihe ordinance w’as re¬ 
ferred to him at the next meeting, that he would 
fix it to cover the case. 

Mr. rniLUPB said the gentleman had not em¬ 
braced his opportunity, and it was hardly the 
right method for Councils to go back over their 
action In that way. Councils endorsed the or- 
dinance as the best that could be done under the 
circumstances, and the matter now ought to rest 
there. The gentleman too made some wild 
statements in reference to the water bonds; he 
forgot that the bonds had not been issued, but 
only authorized, and that until they knew how 
many would be used during the year, they could 
not make provision for the interest. The Fire 
Department bonds also were not to pay for cur¬ 
rent expenses, but mainly for permanent Im¬ 
provements. They had been enumerated as rev¬ 
enues of the city tor 1873, because an act was 
approved at the same time authorizing the issue. 
And so every objection of the gentleman 
could be gone through with in the same manner. 
He hoped Councils would proceed with business, 
and If speeches were to be made that the Chair 
would confine the speakers strictly to the rules, 
allowing no one to talk more than ten minutes, 
no matter how much buncombe he had to get off. 

Mr. McCartut replied at some length, con¬ 
tending that he bad not been talking for effect, 
and read extracts from acts of Assembly 4n ref¬ 
erence to making the appropriations, to substant¬ 
iate his objections tothe ordinance. 

A vote was then taken, when the act was ap¬ 
proved. Mr. McCarthy voting in the negative.

The increase of our indebtedness has been 
caused by issue of bonds for the purchase of the 
grounds and buildings of the Fifth avenue Mar¬ 
ket House; for the purchase of the Mechanics’ 
and Farmers’ Turnpike road, and for the erec¬ 


tion of the new Water Works, and extending 
the water pipes into the new districts, and for 
which we have valuable coosideratious. 

Undertbeadmlrablemanagement of the Water 
Commission the works are rapidly approaching 
completion, and when finished will be a large 
source of revenue to the city. 

The Compromise Commissioners’ Sinking 
Fund, created by Act of Assembly for thereiir- 
ing of the compromise railroad bonds, if con¬ 
ducted with the same degree of care as hereto¬ 
fore, will have accomplished the object by the 
time the bonds mature, and without any further 
effort on the part of the taxpayers. 

The bonds issued under the Penn avenue Im- 
provemeutact amount to $697,000, 

This a'^t Is for the improvement of streets, and 
avenues in the new districfs, and although the 
city loans her credit, and is thereby responsible 
for the payment of the debt, the entire anrouut, 
with the interest, is assessed on the property 
abutting on the avenues or streets improved, in 
wn equal instalments. Several of these assess¬ 
ments have already been paid, and while it is 
proper to report this as a part of the liabilities 
of the city It Is not properly a debt of the cor¬ 
poration. 

In conclusion, I congratulate the Councils on 
the the prudence with which they have legis¬ 
lated for the interests of the city during the past 
year, and the Finance Committee for their 
judicious management of its fiscal affairs, which 
have contributed so much to our present highly 
prosperous condition.

24, 1873.

PETITIONS, ETC. 

Mr. Hunter presented resolution for gas 
lamp on Third avenue. Referred to Gas Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Shipton, a bill of S70 for 700 license 
plates from Jobn Fitzsimmons. Received and 
warrant ordered. 

Mr. O’Neill, petition for the grading and 
paving of Fountain street. Referred to Street 
Committee. 

Mr. Morrow, bill of Bennett Lake for $36 for 
serving notices. Warrant ordered. 

Also, ordinance giving Rev. W. A. Passavant 
privilege to erect a frame building to be attach¬ 
ed to his Infirmary, 

Rules suspended and ordinance passed finally. 

Also, petition for repeal of ordinance for sew¬ 
er on Beach alley. Laid over temporarily; sub¬ 
sequently voted down. 

Mr. Pearson, petition for a sewer on Thirty- 
eighth street. Referred to the Street Commit¬ 
tee. 

Mr. Watson, petition for a sewer on Penn 
avenue, from Twenty-eighth to Thirtieth streets. 
Referred. 

Mr. Smith, draft of an act for opening, grad¬ 
ing and paving of Second avenue. Prepared j 
in accordance with resolution passed by Select; 
Council. Mr. Smith moved to suspend the rules. 
Lost. The act was then laid over, and subse¬ 
quently voted down. 

Mr. R. B. Brown, remonstrance against 
granting Keller & Co, right of way over Water 
street, Soutbslde. Referred to the Street Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Burgwin, petition of Mr. C. Hoe vie r, for 
settlement of litigation between himself and the 
City. Referred to City Sollctitor, 

Mr. Adams, a preamble and resolution for the 
appointment of a committee of five to ascertain 
for what amount the Monongahela Water Works 
oould be purchased and to report all the facts 


upon the same, and the expediency of the pur¬ 
chase. 

Mr. Chalmers moved to amend by referring 
the matter to the Water Commission instead of 
a committee. 

The whole matter was laid over temporarily. 

Mr. Kline, an ordinance for a board walk on 
McClain avenue. Thirty-first ward. Objected 
to and laid over. 

* Also, for board walk on South street. Re¬ 
ferred to Street Committee. 

At three o’clock the Chair announced that, 
according to a lesolution passed at last meeting, 
the special order of the day was the considera' 
tion of the business from the Legislative Com¬ 
mittee to be considered in joint session. 

Mr. Kire moved to reconsider that resolu¬ 
tion, so as to allow them to proceed with their 
business. 

While the discussion was going on in refer¬ 
ence to this, notification was received that Com¬ 
mon Council had concurred in the passage of 
the resolution, and were ready to meet in Joint 
session—and almost immediately the head of 
the column from Common Council appeared at 
the door. 

The Chair decided that as the question of re¬ 
considering was pending before notification was 
received from C. C., that the motion to reconsider 
took predence of the action of Common Coun. 
cil in reference to the joint session. 

Mr. Kirk, however, seeing that the majority 
of Common Council were in the Select Chamber, 
out of courtesy to them, withdrew his motion 
and the Councils went Into joint session. 

After the Joint Session had adjourned, Select 
Council reassembled and proceeded with regular 
business. 

Mr. Pearson offered a resolution that when 
Councils adjourn, they adjourn to meet Friday 
afternoon, February 28tb, 1873, to take into 
consideration the report of the Committee on 
the Proposed New City Charter. Carried. 
reports op committees. 

Mr. Chalmers presented the report of the 
Water Committee, show ing expenditures of $7,- 
663 for the month of January. Received and 
filed. 

Ml*. Shipton, report of Gas Lighting Com-, 
mittee, recommending the erection of certain gas 
lamps. Received and lamps ordered. 

Mr. E. P. Jones, from the Committee on 
Roads, presented viewers’ reports on Wilmot 
street bridge; approved. Also, viewers’ report 
on opening of Bates street; approved. Also, 
viewers’ reports on Sylvan avenue extension; ap¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Burgwin asked what was the position of 
the report of the Committee on Legislation, and 
after some discussion he moved that the action 
of the joint session in approving aportlon of the 
report be approved. Carried. 

Mr. J. H. Jones moved to postpone the re¬ 
mainder for two weeks. Carried. 

apportionment- 

Mr. McCandless called ui^the report of the 
Special Committee on Apportionment, as pre¬ 
sented and laid over at last meeting, and moved 
its approval, and that the act be sent to Harris¬ 
burg for Legislative action. He offered an ad¬ 
ditional section to those printed, which provided 
for the filling of any vacancy in Councils oc¬ 


casioned by the removal of any member from 
the ward he was elected to represent. 

Report received, and the act as reported ap¬ 
proved, and the clerk directed to forward it to 
Harrisburg. 

DREDGING THE MONONGAHELA. 

The report of the Committee on Monongahela 
Wharf in reference to the dredging of the chan¬ 
nel of the Monongahela was then taken up, as it 
came from Council, where it had been approved. 

Mr. RAPrEKTT said the city was charged be¬ 
tween eleven and twelve thousand dollars, when 
the bill properly should not be more than five or 
six thousand dollars. He explained that the 
dredging had been done, but that In some 
places there were large holes dug in the 
river bed, four feet below the channel, all of 
which were unnecessary, but entailed an addi¬ 
tional expense. It made money for the contrac¬ 
tor, but was of no benefit to the city. 

Mr. Morrow explained that the dredging had 
been ordered by Councils after they had been 
informed that the cost would be heavy. The 
contract had been let to the lowest bidder, and 
the work was done under the supervision of a 
Iran who had been appointed by the Wharf 
Committee to look after the interests of the 
city. Some of the committee thought the work 
had not been properly done; that all the dirt 
charged had been taken out, but that some of 
it might have been taken out uselessly. That 
however, was not the fault of the contractor, 
but rather, the blame, if any, should rest on the 
committee. 

Mr. MoCartht thought this was a question 
for the Retrenchment and Reform Committee. 
It was a singular fact that in some respects the 
work had been done with great economy; the 
man employed to watch the city’s Interest was 
paid by the man he was watching. [Laughter]. 
He therefore moved the reference of the matter 
to the Committee on Retrenchment and Reform. 

After some further discussion the matter was 
referred to the Committee on Retrenchment and 
Reform with power to send for persons and 
papers. C. C. adhered to former action, and 
asked for Conference Committee; no action 
taken. 

Other business from Common Council was then 
taken up and concurrences had in all matters 
not otherwise noted, after which Select Council 
adjourned.

On motion tbe reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting was dispensed with. 
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JOINT SESSION, 

Joint Session was called to order by President 
Gross. 

Mr. BuKGwiN, Chairman of the Special Com¬ 
mittee on Legislation, presented their report 
consisting of drafts of two acts of Assembly—-the 
first supplementary to the Penn avenue act, and 
the second supplementary to the general street 
act. He explained that these amendments had 
been made at the request of the City Solicitor 
and Engineer by a Special Committee, which 
had given the matter careful consideration and 
had reported the same. 

The first 4raft—The supplement to the Peon 
avenue act, was first taken up and considered / 
seri atim. The first section of the draft, pro¬ 
vided that two or more connecting streets, form¬ 
ing a continuous thoroughfare could be paved 
by one set of Commissioners, provided a ma¬ 
jority in Interest petitioned therefor, and pro¬ 
vided that the cost amounted at least to 150,- 
000. This latter clause was dlscussed^L^t some 
length, the general opinion being that it would 
operate against the poor man who lived in a 
short street where the improvement would not 
cost $50,000 and where accordingly be could 
not avail himself of the benefits of the law. 

Others contended that if every street, long or 
short, was to be Improved under the Penn ave- 
rue act, that the issue of bonds would be so 
large that the city’s credit would be materially 
impaired. 

On the other hand, it was contended that the 
Improvement of Penn avenue had enhanced the 
value of property on Penn avenue double, and 
If there were many bonds, the security was so 
ample that they would be considered as good as 
they were now by every capitalist. 

The latter clause of the section was then 
stricken out by an almost unanimous vote, and 
the section was left without any sum being 
fixed. 

The second section allowed macadamizing, or 
any other method of improving that the prop¬ 
erty owners might desire. 

This was opposed on the ground that if the 
streets and alleys were to be macadamized, or 
half improved, it would require an army of re¬ 
pairers to keep them in order; and further, that 
there was a legal question involved, whether, 
if a street was once macadamized or otherwise 
Improved m an Inferior way, whether It could 
be repaved in a proper and permanent charac¬ 
ter. 

After some general discussion 

Mr. Phillips moved to approve of the 5th and 
6th section of the proposed act, the first of which 
gave Councils power over the letting of all con- 
tracts, and second for the repeal of the twelfth 
and thirteenth sections of Uie old Penn avenue 
act, which had been supplied by the first section 
Just adopted; also to disapprove of the second, 
third and fourth sections of the proposed new 
draft. 


PBTITIOJIS, RBMON8TIUNCK8, BTC. 

Mr. Follansbbb, a petition from property 
holders of Union street, Thirty-second ward, 
asking for the repeal of the ordinance for the 
grading, curbing, and macadamizing of Union 
street. Referred to the Street Committee. 

Mr. Akbnsburq, a remonstrance against the 
sewer on Thirty-eighth street, Fifteenth ward. 
Referred to the Street Committee. 

Mr, Sbmplb, a remonstrance in regard to the 
unfinished condition of Hill alley sewer, with a 
certificate from a physician, and asking for re- 
lief. Referred to the Street Committee. 

Mr. Wbst, a resolution that the subject of 
vehicle license for the South Side be referred to 
a special committee. In some of the South 
Side boroughs license had been given for vehi¬ 
cles to run to May, which conflicts with the city 
ordinance. 

Mr. McConwat moved that a deduction of 
two months he allowed for vehicle license on the 
South Side for this year. Carried. 

Mr. WiLUAMLS, a resolution for the removal 
of a gas lamp on Woolslayer alley. Referred to 
the Committee on Gas Lighting. 

Mr. Jomt Moorb, a petition to grant Charles 
Holmes privilege to erect a frame building In the 
Seventeenth ward. Referred to the Committee 
on Wooden Buildings. 

Mr. Rauhausbr, a petition from property 
holders of the Twenty-fourth and Twenty fifth 
wards for a sewer on Twenty-seventh street. 
Referred to the Street Committee. 

Mr. JONBS, of the Street Committee, pre¬ 
sented the viewers* report on the opening of 
Bates alley, from Willow street to I^ocust 
alley. 

Mr. John Moor, two remonstrances against 
the same. The report was teferred back to the 
Street Committee. The remonstrances were 
also referred to the same. 

UNPINISHBD BUSINESS. 

The ordinance dividing the Twenty-second 
ward for election purposes was read a second 
time and laid over. 

RBFORT OF TUB RAILROAD COMMITTBB. 

Mr. McConwat presented the report of the 
Railroad Committee, accompanied by an ordin¬ 
ance regulating the running of railroad trains 
through the city, and recommending Its pas¬ 
sage. 

The ordinance provides that no railroad train 
consisting of more than twenty cars shall be run 
updn or across any street within the city, cross¬ 
ing any railroad at grade. No trains shall be 
run at less intervals than five minutes between 
sections. Violations of the ordinance shall sub- 
Ject the Railroad Company, the conductors and 

engineers to a fine of fifty dollars, one-half to 
go to the informer. 

The Mayor is instructed to detail a special 
officer for each crossing, whose duty It shall 
be to see that the provisions of the ordinance 
are carried Into effect. If the officer neglect 
his duty he shall be liable to a fine of from 
five to twenty-five dollars for each offence, upon 
information of any party witnessing such ne¬ 
glect. 

The ordinance was read once and laid over. 

The report of the viewers on Exchange alley 
which was approved by S. C. December 23rd 
1872, was then taken up and again approved. 

A COMMUNICATION 

from R, J. McGowan, Esq., City Controller, 
was read, stating that a suit had been brought 
against one of the policemen for alleged Illegal 
and Improper arrest and a Judgment obtained 


The costs amounting to $49 50 was ordered by 
the Police Committee to be paid by the city. 
The Controller asked if such bills are properly 
chargable to the city. lo S. C., Feb. 17, re¬ 
ferred to the Controller with instructions not to 
pay the bill. 

The resolution occasioned considerable dis¬ 
cussion, and Common Council finally non-con¬ 
cerned, and refered back to the Police Com¬ 
mittee. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

Mr. McConwat, a resolution authorizing the 
Controller to issue a certificate on the Mayor 
for warrants to pay assessments against the 
city for grading and paving Locust and Main 
streets, and for constructing a sewer on Forty- 
.secund street. Passed. 

JOINT SESSION. 

A resolution from Select Council was read, 
asking Common Council to meet Select Council 
in Joint session at three o’clock. The resolution 
was adopted and Council proceeded to Select 
Council chamber. 

At the adjournment of the Joint session Coip- 
mon Council again assembled in their chamber. 

SELECT COUNCIL BUSINESS 
was then taken up, all of which was concurred 
in except the following : 

Resolution for a special meeting of Councils 
on Friday, the 28th Inst., to consider the new 
charter. 

Mr. JoNBS said he hoped Council would non¬ 
concur. Councils were called together, every 
whipstitch, without accomplishing anything. It 
was simply a waste of time. 

Mr. Arnholt asked if this was to be a Joint 
session. He was not opposed to a special meet¬ 
ing of both Councils, but he would never vote | 
for going into a Joint session again. 

Mr. JONBS said the matter to he considered 
was one of too great importance to be taken 
up so soon after the meeting of the committee, 
which is to be held on Friday morning. He bad 
not had time to read and consider the charter 
fully, and thought action should be postponed 
for a longer time. 

Mr. Hats thought the action of Councils 
should not be delayed simply for one member to 
read the charter. He (the speaker) bad read it 
twenty times, and was now prepared to vote 
for it. 

After some further discussion the vote on the 
question of concurring In the resolution was 
taken, resulting in its non-concurrence. 

Mr. Follansbbb offered an ordinance repeal¬ 
ing an ordinance, authorizing the grading, 
curbing and macadamizing of Union street. 
Rules suspended and ordinance read three times 
and passed. 

Mr. Brasher, a petition asking for the en¬ 
forcement of an ordinance passed by the Oeun- 
cl I of the borough of Birmingham, relative to 
the rights and privileges of the citizens along 
the line of Manor street Referred to the Street 
Committee. 

Also, by the same, a bill of forty-one dollars 
to the Street Commissioner of the Twenty- 
seventh ward, for the month of January, 1873. 
Referred to the Street Committee. 

The bill of B. L. Woods & Co., for dredging the 
Monongahela river, passed at a former meet¬ 
ing of C. C., was noD-concurred la byS. C., and 
referred to the Committee on Retrenchment and 
Reform. 0. C. adhered to former action, and 
asked for a committee of conference. 

On motion adjourned. 
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The motion was carried with but one disseut- 
log voice. 

This disposed of the first draft. 

The second draft, amending the general street 
aw, was next tanen up. 

Mr. PHILLIPS moved to disapprove of the 
whole draft, but subsequently changed this to a 
motion to postpone. 

Pending discussion Mr. McCabtht moved that 
the Joint Session adjourn, which was carried. 
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SELECT COUNCIL. 

Yesterday afternoon, February 27, 1873, pur- 
suant to adjournnient at last meeting, an at* 
tempt was made to hold a meeting of Select 
Council to consider the proposed new charter, 
which failed, however, through lack of a quo¬ 
rum.

Mr. CHALMER3 —“I move the absentees be 
sent after; we have an ordinance which author¬ 
izes that.” 

Mr. McCarthy —“The Act of Assembly, re¬ 
quires us to adjourn if a quorum is not present 
at the proper time.” 

Mr. Burgwin—“W e have an ordinance which 
regulates the matter. 

Mr. McCarthy —“An ordinance above an Acl 
of Assembly?” 

Mr. Burgwin —“They don’t conflict. I call 
for the reading of the ordinance. ” 

Mr. McCarthy raised the point of order, thal 
as Councils was not iu session, nothing could be 
read. 

Mr. Burgwin Insisted that Councils had a 
right to hear matters pertaining to the question 
under discussion. 

.Messrs. McCarthy, Chalmers, McCune and 
Burgwin then engaged in a running debate on 
parliamentary law which was Anally ended by 
the Chair deciding that there was no quorum in 
the house, and - Council must either adjourn 
without a day, or set a time to meet again. 

Mr. Burgwin again called for the reading of 
the ordinance. 

Mr. McCarthy suggested the reading of the 
Act of Assembly. 

By mutual consent Clerk Morrow was al¬ 
lowed to read the ordinance, prescribing rules 
for the maintenance of order in Councils, and 
for visiting pains and penalties on absentees,and 
authorizing the Chairman to send police for the | 


delinquents. The document seemed to be as 
highly appreciated as would have been one of 
Mark Twain’s Sandwich Island letters, and there 
was general merriment among the Oouncllmen 
as well as among the host of spectators in the 
lobby. 

Mr. Littbll was first on the floor after the 
reading had been finished, and moved that the 
provisions of the ordinance be complied with 
and the absentees sent for. [Laughter,] 

Another running debate occurred, the humor 
of which reached its height, when Detective 
John Messner, made his appearance—being 
piloted to the President’s desk by the Page. 
Mr. Messner with an air of most becoming 
solemnity aud refreshing innocence took a seat 
at the right of the Chair and smiled with be¬ 
nignity upon the facetious array before him, 
After he had been welcomed with a hearty 
round of applause, 

Mr. Burgwin moved that Council take 
a recess of ten minutes to allow Mr. Messner 
to perform his arduous duties, and after some 
further parleying, a recess was taken for fifteen 
minutes—the officer being furnished with a list 
of the absentees, and starting off on his mission 
followed by the beniaoDB of the Councilmen, 
which were expressed in a rattling roar of laugh¬ 
ter.

Mr. McCauthy—A s I was about to sav when 
interrupted by the gentleman from the Twenty- 
third ward, the original measure did have 
this obji^ct ion able feature and althmghitls 
stricken out now, the fact of Its first being pro¬ 
posed has ni iie me more cautious iu my exam- 
in atlou of all the rest. Why air, what did It 
mean, I?, placed the whole power of the eiiy 
government in the hand.s of a few men,and I ven¬ 
ture to say tliat any man who is at all acquainted 
with the Int^-rnal workings of party politics 
knows well tliat six Kepubllcaus and six Demo¬ 
crats would be about all that would be needed 
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to run that machine. We would he handed over 
irretrlevahly into the hands of a ring that would 
be absoliire*for the term of its office. That was 
the (Irst proposition. The rooiives of the gent e- 
men who got it up might be good or bud; I do not 
know that we have anything to do with that, but 
I want to know if this Council is to reach out its 
Briaiian arms and take in everything, and 
swing in every office from CongtC'Smen down to 
a town bailiff. [Laughter.) A piM^positimi like 
that 1 say is enough to make any one look tipt>n 
this charter with suspieioii. But they say that 
feature is abolished, and we are to have two 
branches of (’ouncil. But yet one objection still 
reinaiOvS. The Select Council is sr.ill general 
in its character and composed of twenty-seven 
men And there is to be a Fitiance < onimittee 
of ftftpen men—seven of which shall come from 
the Select Council.

Common Council held a special meeting last 
evening, March 13, 1873, in persuance to a call 
by the President, “to consider the proposed char¬ 
ter for the city of Pittsburgh, consolidating Al¬ 
legheny, Sharpsburg, Etna, Millvale and con¬ 
tiguous territory.”

TUB “WATER BONDS.” 

When the ordinance in reference to the issue 
of water bonds to the amount of two million 
five hundred thousand dollars as passed in Com¬ 
mon Council came up. 

Mr. McCarthy called for the reading of the 
ordinance, and the act of Assembly under 
wlileh it was authorised. This being done he ob¬ 
jected to it because it conflicted with tlie organic 
law of the city as that provided that all the 
financial affaiis of the city should be under the 
supervision of the City Controller. He had 
control over all bonds issued by the city and 
this power could not be taken from him unless 
the organic law was changed, and if he allowed 
it to be done he placed himself in a positiou 
where he was liable to indictment for mrjfeas- 
ance in ofiice for a neglect of bis official duties. 
The Controller, not the Water Oomniission, 
should have control of the sale of the bonds. 
The speaker therefore moved to refer the ordin¬ 
ance to the Finance Committee and City Solici¬ 
tor, to see whether tlie ordinance did not conflict 
with the organic law of the city. j 

Mr. Hurgwin thought the gentleman had dis¬ 
covered a “mare’s nest.” The ordinance was 
drawn in the same manner as other ordinances 
authorizing the issue of bonds, and the issue of 
the bonds was subject to the same restiictions 
and the same supervision from the Conti oiler as 
custodian of the city funds, as were other bonds. 
He thought the objecLiou was merely techni¬ 
cal. 

After some furtlier discussion, the niotiou of 
Mr. McCarthy was lost and the act approved.

Mr. Kirk moved to suspend the reading of 
the minutes, and that they be approved without 
reading. 

Mr. Burgwin raised the point of order that 
the minutes could not be approved without 
reading. They must be read some time, and 
might as well be disposed of in the present as in 
the future. 

The Chair decided the point well taken, and 
the motion was voted down by a vote of 15 to 
16. 

The minutes were then read and approved. 
Mr. McCunb moved that the order of the day 
be suspended for the purpose of taking up bus¬ 
iness at the point left off at the last meeting. 
Carried. 

The Chair decided that reports from special 
committees were first in order. 

TDK PARK. 

Mr. Riddell from the Special Committee on 
Park reported verbally, stating that the com¬ 
mittee had decided not to particularly press their 
duties at present, but to await a visit to Pitts¬ 
burgh, to be made by the Schenleys in the 
early part of the coming summer, as it was 
thought a better understanding could then be 
had. 

Mr. Burgwin hoped that report would not be 
accepted as final. The story of Captain Schenley 
coming over to this place had been told for the 
past fifteen years and there was nothing 
in it. He did not desire a discussion now on 
the matter, but moved that the report of the 
Committee be made the special order for the 
next meeting. 

After some further discussion the motion of 
Mr, Burgwin was voted down the report re¬ 
ceived, and the Committee continued. 

THE CITT HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Morrow presented the report of the Spe¬ 
cial Committee on the purchase of a City Hos* I 
pltal. They reported they had several meetings 


in conjunction with asuh-commltteeof the Board 
of Health. This joint committee had obtained 
the promise of the agents of the Denny and 
Schenley estates to transfer their right in 
the Western Pennsylvania Hospital, pro- 
vided that other satisfactory arrangements 
could be made. They had then called upon 
Mr. Harper, President of the Board, who 
stated that under the authority given them 
as trustees, they had no power to transfer 
the Hospital, but would allow patients to be 
entered at a small cost. The committee 
therefore abandoned that plan, and thought 
It desirable to purchase a site and 
erect a hospital—the Pest House to be erected 
at unce. They according reported a resolution 
authorizing the purchase of a site for the hospi¬ 
tal. The report was received. 

Mr. MgOandlbss moved to amend the resolu- 
tion by instructing the Committee, In conjunction 
with the Committee from the Board of Health, 
to report a site, the cost, and the probable ex¬ 
pense of building and maintaining a hospital. 
Carried. 

Old business from Common Council passed in 
that branch at the last meeting, was then taken 
up. A resolution directing the Finance Com¬ 
mittee to report upon the cost of equalization. 
C. 0. passed. S. C. concurred. An act au¬ 
thorizing the improvement of Second avenue. 
Laid over indefinitely. 

Old business from Select Council came up 
next. An ordinance relating to the partial grad 
ing of streets. Postponed indefinitely on 
motion of Mr. Chalmers. An ordinance 
repealing ordinance for sewer on Beach alley. 
Laid over. An ordinance for repeal of ordinance 
for iraprovement of Union street; laid over; or¬ 
dinance for construction of a sewer three feet in 
diameter on Fifth avenue, outer district. Mr. 
Chalmers presented a remonstrance and both 
papers were referred back to the committee. 
Ordinance for board walk on Lang avenue. 
Referred back to Street Committee. Ordinance 
for three feet diameter sewer on Wylie avenue. 
Mr. Rafferty presented a remonstrance against 
the ordinance and both papers were referred 
back to the committee. Ordinance amending 
an ordinance creating a paid Fire Department. 

Mr. Jones said he had offered this ordinance. 

It merely made an amendment providing that 
members of Council might be eligible to elec¬ 
tions as members of the Fire Commission. He 
moved its final passage. 

Mr. McCarthy was afraid there was *‘a little 
mouse in that meal bag.” 

Mr. Jones said he did not desire under any 
circumstances to be a member of the Commis¬ 
sion. He thought, however, there should be 
some representative in Council in that body, as 
Council heretofore had been unable to obtain 
such exact informatiou as they needed In refer¬ 
ence to the Fire Commission. 

Mr. Jeremy moved to indefinitely postpone. 
Carried. 

Ordinance authorizingthe Mayor toexecute the 
bond of city in street openings, widenings, and 
straightenings when the city desired to take 
possession before assessment of damages. Read 
three tiroes and passed. 

Ordinance fixing compensation of members of 
the Board of Revision—fixing the same at 85. 


Mr. McCandless moved to amend by making 
the amount 84 per day. 

Mr. Burgwin thought they ought to know 
what the “joke” would cost at 84 a day. He 
moved, therefore, to postpone. Lost. 

Mr. McCandless then withdrew the amend¬ 
ment to fix the amount at 84, and the original 
ordinance came before them. 

Mr. McCarthy moved to suspend the rules to 
pass the ordinance finally. Carried by a vote 
of 47 to 8. 

Mr. Aiken offered an amendment fixing the 
salary of the members at 84 a day, and suspend¬ 
ing the members of the Board until further or¬ 
ders. [Laughter.] 

Mr, Burgwin said he did not wish to oppose 
this matter in a captious spirit, but he really 
thought there should be some information given 
as tu the cost of this equalization. They ought 
to know how much it would cost, as they had 
they money to raise. 

Mr. McCarthy said that no man could tell 
how much the cost would be, but as to figuring 
it up at seventy to eighty thousand dollars as had 
been done, that was all a mistake—was nonsense. 
This estimate had been made on the statement 
that it required ten days to go through a ward, 
as had been stated on the fioor of Councils. The 
fact was that the Board bad been at work about 
two weeks, and had gone through twelve wards 
—a little less than a ward a day, and be believ¬ 
ed if^ they had done at first as they were doing 
now—dividing the work with committees—they 
might have been perhaps about half way through. 
They were going at it systematically now and 
were getting through. He could not tell the ex¬ 
act cost, but thought it would not reach more 
than 813,000 or 814,000. The expense too, after 
all would be light, because it had been discover¬ 
ed in making the rounds that there was an im¬ 
mense amount of property that had not been 
taxed and these lost taxes would make up fully 
half the cost of the work—and some thougnt it 
would be enough to pay the expenses of the 
Board in full. 

Mr. Burgwin said if the work was to be done 
in that way by Committees they might just as 
well have had three or four men do it all and 
have no Board of Revision. The idea at first 
was that all the work was to be done by a full 
Board and now It was divided up among Com¬ 
mittees. That was evading the spirit of the 
ordinance at least, and he thought it all wrong. 

It only exhibited after all how loosely this equal¬ 
ization was managed, and its utter inutility. 

Mr. Laufman explained that be had made the 
statement that the Board would require a year 
for its work, on the authority of three or four 
responsible members of the Board, whose verac¬ 
ity he could not question. If that statement 
was true, then the cost could easily be seen— 
that it would reach from seventy to eighty 
thousand dollars. He had made the statement 
upon their authority, and considered it reliable. 

After some further discussion, a vote was 
taken on the amendment of Mr. Aiken, which 
was voted down. 

The ordinance was then read three times and 
passed finally. 

“LOCAL OPTION.” 

Mr. Shipton offered a communication from 
the City Controller setting forth that as the Court 
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had decided against Allegheny City in reference 
to the expenses of the “Local Option,” law it 
was deemed that Pittsburgh fell under the same 
provision. The Controller could find no law to 
authorize him to pay the bill—over 81,000—and 
he would not pay it until the Council so ordered 
him. 

Mr. Littell moved that the Controller be in¬ 
structed to pay the bill 

Mr. E. P. Jones moved to refer it to the 
Finance Committee, with power to act. Car¬ 
ried. C. C. non-concurred and instructed the 
City Solicitor to contest the matter. 

Mr. McCarthy then moved to suspend the 
rules for the purpose of taking up the ordinance 
authorizing the Councils to fill vacancies in the 
Board of Kevision, and making members of 
Councils eligible.

Since the commencement of the discussion in 
relation to those railroad bonds, considerable in¬ 
terest has been a wakened in tbe subject, 
an interest that was very much increased 
by the announcement made by Col. Wm. Phil¬ 
lips in Council Monday afternoon, that he pro¬ 
posed giving a full history of the case. In ac¬ 
cordance therewith, the following statements 
were prepared, and as a succinct account 
of an important financial transaction, con¬ 
nected with the city’s monetary affairs, the pa¬ 
pers will be regarded as valuable as well as full 
of interest; 

The matter, as we have said was called up in 
Councils Monday afternoon when 

Mr. Phillips presented a report of City Solici- 
lor Bigelow and a communication from Judge 
Veech, relative to the railroad bonds, and re¬ 
marked as follows: 

statement of colonel PHILLIPS. 

Mb. President : Before the communications 
now submitted are read, I wish to give a brief 
history or statement of our railroad difilculties 
as far as my recollections serve me. 'Koa are all 
aware of the troubles in which our city became 
involved, arising out of its subscription to the 
capital stock of various railroads. I need not 
detain you by any lengthy history of our early 
troubles, as they must be fresh in the minds of 
nearly every gentleman present. It will be re¬ 
membered by a great many of the members of 
this Council, that our financial embarrassments 
commenced about 1861 or 1862. At or about 
that time suits were brought and judgments ob¬ 
tained against the city for a very large amount, 
reaching nearly to one-half million of dollars. 
Tbe judgment creditors, through their attor- 
neys, attempted to find some property belonging 
to the city upon which they might levy, in order 
to secure payment of their claims. 

Among the first things levied upon were the 
stocks held and owned by tbe city of Pittsburgh, 
although those stocks bad been previously assign¬ 
ed by the city to certain gentlemen in trust for the 
benefit of the bondholders. Jno. W, Riddell, Esq.,' 
was, I think, at'that time, our City Solicitor. 
The suggestions as to the assignment origin- 
ated with him; he was also ably assisted in this 
matter by Hon. Thos. Williams and Hon. Jno. 

P. Penny, 

Had the Trustees to whom the stocks were 
assigned, acted with promptness, we might, it 
it has been thought by a great many, have re¬ 
covered back the stocks which were levied upon 
and sold by the judgment creditors at Marshal’s 
sale. 

About this time the City Council bad wakened 
up to the importance of tbe issues pending. 
They immediately took action by passing an 
ordinance authorizing and empowering tbe Fi¬ 
nance Committee, of which I was a member, to 


compromise, if possible, with the holders of our 
bonds on the best terms which could be obtain¬ 
ed. The Finance Committee had many meet¬ 
ings, and at last fixed upon a compromise, 
which they proposed to submit to the holders of 
our bonds. 

The arrangement which we proposed to make 
with them was to issue bond for bond, having 
fifty years to run, bearing four per cent, in¬ 
terest. We had many interviews with the 
agents of the German bondholders and received 
many communications from them relative to 
the proposed settlement. We failed, however, 
to carry out that arrangement They did not 
like the four (4) per cent. bond. 

We then changed our tactics, and proposed a 
5 per cent bond, deducting 14 per cent, from 
the par value of their bond. We succeeded, 
under this arrangement, in exchanging bonds 
to the amount of four or five hundred thousand 
dollars. 

We were exceedingly anxious, however, to * 
get the German parties, who held, I think, from 
$800,000 to 61,000,000 of our bonds, to join in 
this arrangement 

They, it will be observed, were the purchas- 
ers of the largest portion of the city stocks. 
We were contesting their title to the stocks 
which they had purchased at Marshal’s sale, 
and had employed Judge Veech to assist J. W. 

F. White, Esq., who was then acting as City 
Solicitor, to recover back the title to the stocks 
previously sold. 

Our attorneys thought the cise a doubtful 
one and advised the Committee to that effect, 
and instructed them to make any com¬ 
promise or settlement possible whereby 
; ilie city might recover any portion of these 
I stocks. Accordingly we made the following 
proposition to the attorneys and agents of the 
German bondholders : that if they would com¬ 
promise and put their bonds into the settlement 
on the basis before mentioned, we would with¬ 
draw our bill in equity and let them have tbe 
one-half of the stocks which they had pur¬ 
chased at Marshal’s sale, the city retaining 
one-half of said stocks. 

This was agreed to, but the question then 
arose as to whether, under this arrangement, 
the committee might not have an elephant on 
their bands. If we had the stocks transferred 
to the city, they might be immediately levied 
upon by other creditors and again sold for a 
mere song. 

The Finance Committee, therefore, thought 
best to sell the city’s interest iu all the claims 
she might have to any of tbe stocks originally 
held and owned by her. 

The next thing was to find a purchaser 
which proved to be a matter of great difficulty 
under the circumstances. The stock was offer¬ 
ed, I believe, to every member of the Finance 
Committee, but no one would take the respon- 
sibiity. Fearing that the city would be the 
loser, I agreed at length to become the purchaser, 
if the Finance Committee would name a price 
that would justify me in making an absolute 
purchase. It was distinctly understood that the 
sale and purchase was to be absolute. There 
was not to be any trust In the transaction. 

Mr. McAauley and other members of the Com¬ 
mittee consulted about the matter, and pro¬ 
posed to sell to me the City’s interest and claim 












to all stocks previously’owned by her for »70,900, 
in notes having 4 months to run. The notes 
were drawn up under direction of Mr. 
White, then acting as Solicitor for the 
city, signed by me, and handed 
to the Treasurer or Controller. I stipulated in 
these notes for the privilege of paying them at 
maturity either in money or in the five percent, 
conipromise bonds at 86 cents on the dollar. 

I then immediately set to work to dispose of 
these stocks in order to meet my obligations, 
and succeeded in doing so. 

After having disposed of all the stocks, and 
wound up the whole matter, I asked the Finance 
Committee to meet me and settle. The Com¬ 
mittee met for this purpose. 1 settled with 
them, and paid them for my obligations, ninety- 
two thousand and some three or four hundred 
dollars. 

After settling with the Committee, I found I 
had made upon the operation $33,000, or 33 
bonds of $1,000 each. 

I handed this amount over to the Committee 
as a donation to the city, telling the Committee 
I wished it to be used as the nucleus for a 
sinking fund—to ultimately retire and pay off 
the city’s railroad indebtedness. The Commit¬ 
tee received it and immediately passed a resolu¬ 
tion appropriating the bonds which I had just 
paid in, namely : the niuety-two thousand be¬ 
fore named, and the amount donated by me, 
making.in the aggregate $125,000, for the pur¬ 
pose of creating a sinking fund, ultimately to 
pay off the railroad indebtedness of the city. 

The Committee also made application to the 
Legislature for an act of Assembly, creating 
Commissioners to take charge of this fund. The 
coupons have been regularly clipped every six 
months, and additional bonds purchased with 
the coupons until tbe bonds now in the hands of 
the Commissioners amount in the aggregate to 
the sum of $185,000. 

These bonds are deposited by the Commis¬ 
sioners in the Safe Deposit Company of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

I may here say that if my associates on the 
Finance Committee, Mr. James McAuley, Mr. 
McCargo, Mr. McEvven, or Mr. Nathaniel 
Holmes were living, no statement would be nec¬ 
essary by me in relation to this matter. Either 
of them could have presented the facts more 
satisfactorily than I have done. 

I need not take up the time of Council longer, as 
the report of the City Solicitor and the accompany¬ 
ing communication of Judge Veecli ccntains a 
full statement and history of this transaction as 
It appears from the records;

Judge Vecch'B Account. 

Allegheny, April 26, 1873. 

To TnomfiS S. Jllgelow, Qiiy Attorney of 

the City of Pittsburgh: 

Siu: I am requested to furnish you with the 
following statement ; 

Early in the year 186S I was retained, on be¬ 
half of the city of Pittsburgh, to co-operate, pro¬ 
fessionally, with Mr. J. W. F. White, then act¬ 
ing City Attorney, in defending the city, Its 
property and revenues, against various formld- 
able attacks then being made upon them by the 
holders of bonds which had been given by the 
iityin payment of Its subscription to the capital 
itocks of certain railroad companies, and In ear. 


rying out a project of compromise with the 
bondholders which had been authorized by an 
Act of Assembly of April 11,1862, and proposed 
by ordinances of the City Councils in pursuance 
of that act. 

Upon looking into the situation, I found it to 
be one of peril. Briefly stated, it was so far 
as I can now recall its aspects, as follows: 

The city had Issued to the railroad companies 
its bonds to the amount, I think, of $1,806,- 
000 bearing interest at six per cent, 
per annum, payable semi-annually, for 
which coupons were annexed to the bonds. The 
bonds were issued at various dates, from 1850 
to 1856, to come due in from twenty to thirty 
years from date. But little of the accruing in- 
terest had been paid; and for much of that 
which was in arrear, judgments had been ob¬ 
tained in the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Western district of Bennsylvania, 
amounting to nearly half a million of dollars, 
which amount was being increased at every 
term of the U. S. Court. 

Upon some of these judgments obtained in 
1860, executions had issued, resulting in a sale 
by the U. S. Marshal of the city gas stock and 
of most of Its railroad stocks, for which the 
bonds Iiad been given. These sales having been 
made—in January 1861—under the cloud of re¬ 
pudiation and an adverse claim, were at a great 
sacrifice, yielding iu the aggregate, I think, 
only about $7,000. 

The coupon holders having judgments, were 
also in hot pursuit of other property of che city, 
and of its current resources. Process had Is¬ 
sued to confiscate its revenues from their nec¬ 
essary purposes to the payment of some of these 
judgments, and tiius stop the wheels of the 
City Government. Its Water Works, and per¬ 
haps some other fixed property, had been seized 
in execution. 

Upon application to the Court these proceed¬ 
ings were set aside. This gave some relief. 
But the great object then aimed at was to bring 
about compromises with the holders of the 
judgments, bonds and coupons, under the act 
and ordinances already referred to. To this 
the Finance Committee, the Controller and 
counsel were bending all their efforts. But 
they were confronted at almost every step by 
formidable dllficullies. And now I must go 
back a little iu the narrative. 

After many suits had been brought on the un¬ 
paid coupons, but perhaps before judgment, 
the Clly Councils, by resolution of March 19, 
1860, had directed the Mayor to assign all the 
city’s railroad stocks to five tnisty citizens, to 
hold and dispose of them for the use of the 
holders of the bonds which had been given for 
those stocks, respectively. The Mayor had ex- 
ecuted this resolution by making the assign¬ 
ments ou the transfer books of the railroad 
companies. The resolution had been recorded 
within thirty days from Its passage, In an ordi¬ 
nance book of the city in the County Recorder's 
office, as city ordinances are recorded. But 
neither it nor the assignments were acknowl¬ 
edged or proved, and no inventory or appraise¬ 
ment of the stocks had been filed. It was 
doubtful whether or not the Trustees had ac¬ 
cepted the trust, and It was denied that any of 
the bondholders had recognized it. 

The U. S. Marshal had been ordered by the 


Court to assign to the purchasers, or 
some of them, the stocks which he bad sold. 
But some of the Trustees, under the resolutioa 
of March 19,1860, had warned the Railroad Com¬ 
panies not to allow the transfers; and most of 
them, if not all, had declined to allow them. 

It was an element of the project of comprom¬ 
ise with the bondholders—Indeed was expressly 
provided in the act of April 11, 1862_that tlie 
R. R. stocks should be used in payment to the 
b<mdholders; and the city ordinances of Octo- 
her 27, 1862, had provided that the stocks 
should be transferred at their “nominal value’^ 
in payment of coupons overdue, leaving the 
principals only to be exchanged for new fifty 
year four per cent, bonds. And another act 
of Assembly, passed March 12, 1863, 
had authorized the Trustees to sell or 
assign those stocks at discretion in 
furtherance of the proposed compromise. 
But the purchasers of the most valu* 
able portions of the stocks would not 
relinquish their claims ; and the Railroad offi¬ 
cials would not allow the Trustees to dispose of 
them, so as to render a sale or transfer effec¬ 
tual. 

To bring this conflict of claim to a decision, 
one of the Marshal’s Vendees, Mr. August Sla- 
bert, of Germany, had, to Nov. Term, 1862, of 
the Circuit Court of the United States, for the 
Western District of Pennsylvania, filed a bill 
in equity against the P. F. W. & C. R. Company, 
the city and its assigns under the resolution of 
March 19, 1860, the objects of which were to 
obtain a decree setting aside the assignments 
as fraudulent, null and void, and to compel the 
Railway Company to allow the stock sold— 
claimed to be 4,000 shares—to be transferred to 
the plaintiff. It was claimed by the plaintiff, 
through his eminent counsel, Messrs. Shalerand 
Knox, that the assignment to tbe five trustees 
was void, because not duly recorded as required 
by the act of 1818, and, even if duly recorded, 
that it was null and void, because made to hin¬ 
der and delay creditors. These allegations were 
met, on behalf of the city and the Trustees, by a 
denial of the fraudulent Intent, and, by the posi¬ 
tions taken, that tbe assignment was not within 
tbe purview of the act of 1818; that, havirg 
been recorded within the required time thirty (3<) 
days in the ordinance book in the Recorders oS 
ftce, it was valid; and that the Marshals’ sale, 
having been made on an ordinary execution In¬ 
stead of under an attachment, as required by 
the act of 1836, was a nullity, because, at tte 
time of the levy and sale the stocks were stand¬ 
ing on the R. R. Companies’ books in the namei 
of the Trustees, and not in the name of the 
city. 

bubstantially this was the situation when I 
came into the case. The cause of Slrbert was 
set for hearing, on bill and answer, at the May 
term, 1863; and as the case then stood Mr. 
White and myself entertained considerable con¬ 
fidence In our positions. But it was not then 
heard. Other eminent counsel, Messrs. Hamilton 
& Shlras had been brought into the plaintiffs’ 
case, and the bill was materially amended, and 
the cause continued to November term, 1863. In 
the meantime testimony was taken on both sides. 
Tbe filing of the amended bill added to the ein 
barassments of the defence. It required a full 
answer, one was put in; but It was objected to 





stccording to the practice in such cases; 
and the Courtt on argument, ordered a further 
answer. For this reason the cause was ordered to 
stand over for final hearing to May Term, 1864. 

It should he stated that not all the clty''s 
railroad stocks were sold on the executions in 
January, 1861. The P. & Steubenville was entirely 
omitted, and only 4,000 out of 5,088 shares iu the 
P. F. W. & C. R. B. were then sold. These in 
their transmutation into stock of the P. F. W. & 
C. B. By., stock were reduced to 2,544 shares. 
And as the Mayor, in executing the resolution of 
March 19, 1860 had assigned only 4,800 shares, 
288 shares, (equal to 144 of the new stoch) were 
allowed to he assigned hy the Marshal to Mr. 
Slebert, thus reducing his claim iu the suit to 
only 3,712 of the old, or 1,856 of the new shares. 
This left 544 old shares, as well as all the F, & 
Steubenville railroad stock, unsold. Upon the 
discovery of these omissions, in 1863, they were 
seized and sold by the U. S. Marshal, to other 
purchasers. Mr. Siebert’s purchases at the sale 
Iu 1861 covered, besides the 4,000 P. F. W. & C. 
Ry., 5,300 shares in the Allegheny Valley, 2,000 
in the Charters Valley, and 300 in the F. & Con- 
nellsvllle. The other railroad stocks of the city 
in these railroads were sold to various other 
purchasers. 

In 1863-4 none oi these stocks were con¬ 
sidered worth much, if anything, except the 
P. F. W. & C. By. It was understood that the 
successor of the P. F. W. & C. Railroad Com¬ 
pany might or might not at Us pleasure Issue 
the new stock, not being bound to issue it. 
The new stock was fiuctuating in value. It 
had gone rapidly in 1862-3, but iu the early 
spring of 1864 gave indications of falling. This 
state of things seemed to render it desirable to 
have a speedy end of the controversy, so far as 
that stock was concerned, which was all that 
was directly involved in the equity suit, though 
it had been agreed to make it a te^t case, so 
far as Mr. Siebert’s purchases were concerned. 

The efforts to compromise with the bond¬ 
holders dragged heavily. Still something had 
been effected. Nearly all the bonds were held by 
persons residing in the Bast and in«'£urope. 
Much the largest part was held and represented 
In New York. None of them, anywhere, were 
inclined to take the stocks in payment of either 
principal or interest of the old bonds. Hence 
that feature of the compromise project had to 
be abandoned; and the City Councils, by 
ordinances in May, July and August, 1863, pro¬ 
vided for the issue of bonds to pay both princi¬ 
pal and interest, in sums to suit, and at either 
4 per cent, for full amount, or at 5 per cent, at 
86 on the 100, at holder's option. 

I think that (a the early spring of 1864 and 
preceding winter, the Finance Committee, or 
some of its members, bad at ranged for the pur¬ 
chase of some of the railroad stocks which had 
been sold to other persons than Slebert, and 
perhaps Col. Phillips had actually bought some. 
But it was deemed exceedingly important to get 
oil the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Railway stock, and to effect a compromise with 
the New York and foreign holders of bonds and 
Judgments. To this end Col. Phillips, Mr. Mc- 
Auley and others of the Finance Committee, 
and Mr. McCargo, Controller, made great ef¬ 
forts, some of them going to New York repeat¬ 
edly. Negotiations became somewhat hopefuL 


The state of things thus existing In April, 
1864, conduced to a general compromise. A 
proposition coming from the plaintiff’s counsel in 
the Slebert case was made to settle that contro¬ 
versy by giving to each party half the stocks In 
dispute. At the same time assurances 
were given and entertained that he and all the 
German claimants would compronslse all their 
claims. Negotiations were at once entered upon 
for all these purposes. 

But just here a new difficulty arose. The 
fearful array of unsatisfied judgments against 
the city for unpaid coupons, remained almost 
unbroken and was semi-annually becoming 
stronger. It would not do for the city, iu any 
wise, directly or indirectly, to become the 
owner of or have any interest in these stocks, 
so as thereby to subject them to be again seized 
and sold on executions. The great object was 
so to rescue them, or as much of them as could 
be obtained, from the sales already made, so as 
In some safe way to render them available as 
absorbents of either the old or new bonds. 

As soon as it came to be hopeful that a com¬ 
promise with the New York and German bond- 
j holders could be effected, the offer to compro¬ 
mise the equity suit on the half and half 
basts, was seriously considered. Mr. White 
and myself concurred in advising Its 
acceptance. Indeed in earnestly recom¬ 
mending It. Our positions on the law 
of the case were by no means Impregnable, 
and the more we examined them, as the case 
then stood, the less confidence we had in their 
strength. Such, I am sure, was my view of 
them. I came to the conclusion that the as¬ 
signment of March 19, 1860, was radically de¬ 
fective for lack of being properly recorded, to 
say nothing of Its other untoward aspects, and 
as it was the basis of the transfers by the 
Mayor on the railroad company’s books, the 
stocks at the date of the levy and sale must 
still be regarded as belonging to the city, and 
therefore that these sales on FI. Fa. were prop¬ 
erly made and the purchaser’s titles indefeasible 
under any view. I certainly deemed It a fair 
case for compromise upon the terms proposed. 
The offer was therefore agreed to be accepted, 
provided its formal details could be properly ar¬ 
ranged and carried out. 

Gotemporaneous with these negotiations and ' 
conclusions in April, 1864, Col. Wm. Phillips, a j 
member of the Finance Committee of the GUy 
Councils, offered to the committee (who, by ordi¬ 
nance, had full power over the subject), to buy 
absolutely and unconditionally all the city’s claim 
to the disputed stocks, or rather to all the rail¬ 
road stocks which the city had owned, whether 
in dispute or not, and whether sold by the Mar¬ 
shal of Che United States or not, and io give bis 
personal obligation In payment for whatever 
fair price the other members of the committee 
would put upon them. After considerable 
consultation among themselves, and the legal 
counsel, a price was fixed; first at $60,900, un¬ 
derstood to cover only those which had been 
sold by the Marshal in 1861, but afterwards, 
when aU were embraced, enlarged to $70,900. 

I well recollect of the Colonel repeatedly say¬ 
ing, with his wonted emphasis, that if he bought, 
there would be no trust about it~that he bought 
out and out, for better or for worse. Indeed a 
purchase in any other way, or in any 
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trust, express or implied, would have been dowu- 
right folly in both parties. 

The purchase was accordingly made as pro¬ 
posed, and the Colonel gave Ms notes for the 
agreed price, payable in four months from date, 
absolntely-^he having privilege to pay In com¬ 
promise bonds of the city at the rates upon which 
they had been Issued to the old bondholders. 
One of Ms notes for $60,900 I find bears date 
April $0, 1864, the other for $10,000, July 5, 
1864, corresponding With the dates of purch ase 
as shown by the minutes of the Finance Com- 
mittee. I thought at the time that it was'a very 
hazardous enterprise on liis part, and that the 
city bad much the best of the bargain. 
But he had faith and “went in.’' 

This arrangement having been agreed upon, 
the compromise of the Slebert case was also 
closed. The consummation of both bear the 
same date, April 30, 1864. The formalities 
agreed upon as to the suit were that the bill 
should be so amended as to bring in as parties 
the Allegheny Valley, and Chartiers Valley and 
Pittsburgh and Gonnelsville Railroad Companies, 
and in some other particulars, which was done, 
and they became parties. Tney had no other 
interest in the questions at issue than to have 
them decided. Thereupon, a form of decree 
to be entered by the Court was agreed ou, which 
was, that the assignments by the Mayor 
to the Trustees was set aside, and 
the stocks adjudged to the plaintiff, 
to whom they were to be transferred on the 
Railroad Companies’ books by the Clerk of the 
’ Court; whereupon the plaintiff, by his attorney, 

I Mr. Knox, was to transfer half of each to Col. 

I Phillips, and it was done accordingly, early In’ 
I May, 1864. In this way the Colonel got, I think, 
928 shares of the P. P. W, & C. Railway, 2,650 
I Allegheny Valley, 1,000 Chartiers Valley and 
I 150 Pittsburgh & Conaellsville. 

This accomplished, the Colonel, accompanied 
by the Controller, Mr. McCargo, and perhaps 
by Mr, McAuley, again repaired to New York, 
and on the 26th of May, 1864, closed an agree¬ 
ment with the bondholders and their representa¬ 
tives there by which the new compromise bonds 
were agreed to be taken for all their old bonds, 
coupons and judgments, which was done, and in 
I this way a very large proportion of the old 
bonds were taken up and the way opened for an 
easy acquisition of m.any more. The compro¬ 
mise effort began now to move steadily and 
smoothly. The crisis was past. 

At or about the maturity of the Col¬ 
onel’s notes given for the city’s claim 
to these stocks, he having acquired the 
requisite amount of the city’s new compromise 
bonds, delivered them in payment to the Con¬ 
troller, and got hts receipt therefor. This was 
in July, 1864. But a doubt having been raised 
as to the perfect and unquestionable validity of 
the transaction, because of the sale having been 
made to a member of the Finance Committee, 
it was thought best, out of abundant caution, to 
put matters ^ back in statu quo until that 
doubt could be quieted. Accordingly the final 
adjustment was held over until after the passage 
of the Act of Assembly of March 12, 1866, ty 
which, among other enlargements of powers In 
such cases, sales of stocks “by municipal au¬ 
thorities to one of their own number for a valua¬ 
ble consideration paid” were declared to bo 








‘‘valid to all latent and purposes.” And the 
City Councils, by ordinance of August 27, 1866, 
discharged Ibe Trustees of 1860 from that trust, 
and from all accountability thereunder, and ex¬ 
pressly ratified and confirmed the sale of the 
Finance Committee to Col. Phillips. 

The way was now clear for a final consumma* 
tion of the entire transaction. Accordingly, as 
shown by the minutes of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, of February 23, 1867, Col. Phillips gave to 
the committee $92,000 5 per cent, compromised 
bonds, at 86 on the lOO, in payment of hii notes 
($70,912), he paying the 5 per cent, interest 
from the maturity of the notes up to January 1, 
1867, and at the same time donated to the Com¬ 
mittee, for the city, $33,000 in 4 and 5 per cent, 
bonds, to be used as the nucleus of a special 
sinking fund for the redemption of other bonds 
of the city; all of which the Committee thankful¬ 
ly accepted. And the Legislature, by act of 
Assembly approved March 26, 1868, created, out 
of these bonds, a special sinking fund for that 
purpose, and appointed the Colonel and others 
a Commission to hold them and apply the cou¬ 
pons, or interest, as they cama due, to the pur¬ 
chase or retiring of other bonds. There it is, I 
presume, where these bonds, with others, now 
are doing for the city the work intended. And I 
greatly err if it will not be found that by this con- 
summatiou of the complications into which the 
city was brought by her railroad subscriptions, 
and attempted repudiation, slio williD the end be 
largely more profited than by being the hold¬ 
er of all the stock which Col. Phillips acquired 
by the purchase. 

I have endeavored, by reference to acts of 
Assembly, ordinances, books and papers, and 
thereby reviving my recollections, after a lapse 
of ten years, to make this statement as correct 
and intelligible as possible. It may be need¬ 
lessly full on some points and not enough so upon 
others. But as far as it goes, I trust it will be 
found satisfactory. 

The transactions were before your day as an 
attorney, and this narrative of th^m is submit¬ 
ted to you for whatever use you may think 
proper to make of It. I regret that Mr. White 
Is not at home, to be consulted and join in it, so 
far as it may accord with his recilhctlons, as I 
doubt not he would cheerfully do.

City Attorney Bigelow^sStatement. 

To ihf Select and Obrnmon Cbuncils of the City 

of Pittsburgh: 

I have been requested by William Phillips, 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, to prepare 
and lay before you a report of the history of the 
railroad stocks formerly owned by the city of 
Pittsburgh. 

So far as disclosed by the acts of Assembly, 
the city ordinances, the resolutions of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee and the records of the Circuit 
Court of the United States, I find the facts to 
have been as follows 

The aggregate subscriptions of the city 
amounted to the sum of $1,806,000, for 4,000 
shares of the capital stock of the Ohio & Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad Company, 8,000 shares of the 
stock of the Allegheny Valley Itallroad Compa¬ 
ny, 10,000 shares of the stock of the Pitts¬ 
burgh & ConnellsTllle Railroad Company, 11,000 


shares of the stock of the Pittsburgh & Steu¬ 
benville Railroad Company, and 3,000 shares of 
the capital stock of the Chartiers Valley Rail¬ 
road Company. Tliese subscriptions were paid 
for by bonds of the dty, corresponding on dates 
and amounts. 

Several years after the delivery of the bond's 
to the railroad companies, and when these bonds 
had been sold by the companies, and had found 
their way into the hands chiefly of foreign hold¬ 
ers, the city, under legal advice, denied the valid¬ 
ity of the* subscriptions for the said stocks, and 
refused to recognize the bonds and to pay in¬ 
terest that has accrued on them. 

Legal proceedings were instituted against the 
city, as well tu the State Supreme as in the Fed¬ 
eral Courts, the results of which were that the 
validity of the subscriptions and the binding ob¬ 
ligations of the bonds were declared by the 
Courts, During the process of this litigation, 
Judgments aggregating perhaps a half million 
of dollars were obtained against the city, writs 
of mandatory execution were sued out against 
the City Treasury, and writs of fi. fa. were sued 
out and levied upon the city railroad and gas 
stocks. 

In the meantime, on or about the 19th of 
March, 1860, the Councils, by ordinance, direct¬ 
ed the Mayor to transfer and assign the railroad 
stocks to Reuben Miller, Jr., Thomas Bake well, 
John Holmes, John Bissell and Tliomas Mellon, 
to hold the same in trust for the holders of the 
bonds respectively. 

This ordinance was not predicates! on the valid¬ 
ity of the subsciiptious and bonds, which, on 
the contrary, the city was contesting in the 
Courts, but it was thought equitable that the 
holders of bonds that purported to have been 
issued in consideration of these stocks should 
have the benefit of any value that was in the 
stocks. 

Of course, if this transfer and assignment of 
! the stocks had been validly.made and enforced, 
the stocks would have gone to the bondholders, 
not in full satisfaction of tlicir bonds, but only 
on account*, and if the stocks had been then con- 
, verted into money by a sale, the proceeds would 
probably have been but trifling, as all the rail¬ 
road companies had become insolvent, and their 
stocks were deemed worthless. 

But this transfer by the city, not having been 
accepted by the bondholders for whose use it 
was made, aud not having been recorded in the 
Recorder’s Olllce of Allegheny county within 
thirty days, as preserihed by the act of Assem¬ 
bly regulating voluntary assignments for the 
benefit of creditors, was ultimately esteemed in¬ 
valid aud abandoned. 

Ou or about the 19tli day of January, 1861, 
the Marshal of the United States, by virtue of 
certain writs of execution Issued out of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court, levied upon and sold to various per¬ 
sons 4,000 slrares of stock in the Pittsburgh, 
Ft. Wayne & Chicago Railroad Company (Into the 
stock of which company the stock of the Ohio & 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company bad been pre¬ 
viously converted,) 16,006 shares of the Pitts- 
burgh & Coanellsvllle Railroad Company, 8,000 
shares of the Allegheny Valley Railroad Com¬ 
pany, 3,000 shares of the Chartiers Valley. 
These stocks then brought in the aggregate the 
sum of $7,038.80, which went to the 
, beuefitof the city, having been applied in partial 


payment of the judgments. The sums then re¬ 
alized on the sqles of these stocks were really a3 
about their then market prices, except in the cas^ 
of the Pitts. F. W. & C. R. R. Co., the marked 
value of whose stock, however, was at that 
time very low and fluctuating. 

Of the stocks then sold, August SleberC 
bought in the 4,000 shares of the Fort Wayne 
stock, 5,306 shares of the Allegheny Valley K. 
R, Co., 308 shares of Pitts. & Conn., and 2,000 
shares of the Chartiers Valley R. R. Co., and 
at No. 3 of November term, 1862, of the Circuit 
Court of the U. S., filed a bill in equity against 
the city, the aforesaid assignees of the city, and 
the several railroad companies whose stocks had 
been purchased by Sieberfc, for the purpose ot 
compelling a transfer to the complainant of the 
stocks, so as aforesaid bought by him. This 
cause was pending until on or about 
May 2, 1864, when a settlement 

of the controversy was effected by 
a compromise, the principal features of which 
were that Siebert, and the other German bond¬ 
holders represented by him, and who constituted 
much the largest part of the city bond creditors, 
agreed to surrender their six per cent, bonds at 
20 years and take in lieu of them bonds at 66 
years, some bearing interest at 4 per cent, and 
others at 5 per cent, but in the instances in which 
5 per cent, bonds were taken, the six per cent, 
bonds were reduced 14 per cent, of their princi¬ 
pal, making the 5 per cent, bonds really equiva¬ 
lent to bonds at 86 per cent, at 5 per cent., or 
4 per cent, bonds at par, and that Siebert and 
his party should take one-half of the stocks 
bought in by them ou January 10, 1801, and 
transfer the other lialf to the city’s vendee, 
William riiilUps, who had become such under the 
following circumstances: 

While the litigation with Siebert waspending, 
the Finance Committee became satisfied, by the 
advice of J»mes Veech and J. W. F. White, Esqs.* 
who were their legal advisers, that the title of the 
five trustees to the city railroad stocks would be 
held invalid, and that the result of the litigation 
would doubtless be to affirm the title of Siebert 
aud of titb other various purchasers of the city 
stocks that had been sold on execution. 

Another difficulty that presented itself was, 
that the city could not claim to be the owner of 
the railroad stocks without thereby affir ming 
the validity of the subscriptions which the city 
had resolutely contested, under eminent legal 
advice, and whose validity to this day the city 
has never conceded, as the records of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court showing suits stlllbrought from term 
to term, on some ot the eld six per cents., 
whose owners still refuse to come into the terms 
of the compromise, abundantly prove. 

Another practical difficulty was that any 
stocks that might have been taken or held 
by or for the city, would have been at 
the mercy of the Judgment creditors, who were 
on the alert to seize any personal property be¬ 
longing to the city. 

Under these circumstances the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, on or about April 30, 1864, and July 5, 
1854, not conceding or adm^itlng the city to be 
the actual owner of any railroad stocks, resolved 
to sell to William Phillips, all the interest, right, 
title and claim, which the city might have la 
and to railroad stocks, at and for the sum of 







$70,900, for which sum Mr. Phillips gave his 
ebiigatioQs, payable ia four months. 

This act of the Finance Committee, in thus 
selling any claim that the city might have in 
railroad stocks to one of their own number, was 
ratified and confirmed by an act of Assembly, 
approved March 12, 1866; (see City Code, page 
101,) and by an ordinance of Councils, (see 
City Code, page 338, • and City Ordi¬ 
nance Book, Vol. 2, page 288;) and 
by the latter the various railroad 
companies were “authorised, so far 
as the city is concerned, to treat with the 
said William Phillips, in disregard of any previ¬ 
ous assignment or transfer made by the city au¬ 
thorities.” 

Under this arrangement not only was the city 
made the beneflelary to the amount paid for 
their title by Mr. Phillips, and the subsequent 
donation made by him to the Sinking B’und of 
833,000 in city bonds, proceeds of stocks sold by 
him over and above the amount of his payments 
to the city; but this arrangement was instru¬ 
mental in securing, as I have above mentioned, 
a settlement of the city’s bonded debt, whereby 
the 20 year 6 per cents, were exchanged for 50 
year 4 per cents. 

A few figures furnished me by the City Con 
troUer may not be here out of place. Of the 
81,800,000 6 per cents originally Issued, all but 
853,000 have been redeemed, and $1,747,000 of 
4 per cents, issued in their place. As the 5 per 
cents, were scaled 14 per cent, out of their prin¬ 
cipal, they may be properly reckoned as 4 per 
cents, at par. ^ saving of 2 per cent, 

per annum'on the interest amounts to $36,000 
per annum, which, by the time the bonds ma¬ 
ture, will reach an amount equal to the original 
debt. 

It is, perhaps, within the scope of this report 
to state that Mr. Phillips, besides the stocks re¬ 
ceived by him under the settlement with Siebert, 
became the purchaser of some of the railroad 
stocks sold on executions to other persons than 
blebeit, and that as appears by the minutes of 
the Finance Committee, the stocks so purchased 
by him were subsequently tendered by him to 
the city, but that, for the reasons before men¬ 
tioned, which deterred the city authorities from 
holding or owning any tangible property, the 
offer was rejected and the Finance Committee 
elected to take in lieu of the stocks the amount 
of the moneys, with interest, which had been 
advanced to enable Mr. Phillips to purchase the 
stock. (See minutes of Finance Committee of 
date of April 30, 1864 ) 

The subsequent history of the railroad stocks 
can be briefly told. The Chartlers Valley and 
Pittsburgh & Steubenville Hailroad Company 
stocks (Which bad also been sold on execution 
to various persons) became totally worthless by 
reason of the sale of those roads upon mort¬ 
gages, and, as I am informed, the old stocks 
were not recognized in their organization of the 
companies. 

The Allegheny Valley and Pittsburgh & Con- 
nellsvlUe Railroad stock remained at a merely 
nominal value for several years after the trans¬ 
actions above narrated, but have latterly risen 
somewhat in market value, .although they are 
stilt unproductive to holders. Seen (U present 
priceSj the stocks received by Mr. Phillips under 
ihe Siebert settlement, would not equal the present 


value of the Sinking Fund which was solely cre¬ 
ated by the bonds turned over by Mr. Phillips 
in payment of his obligations, and by the bonds 
donated by him out of the proceeds of the stocks. 
See Act of Assembly, approved March 16, 1868, 

I establishing the Sinking Fund, page 169 Citj 
: Code, and see minutes of the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, dated Feb. 23, 1867, in the following terms: 

“Mr. Phillips requested the Committee to 
I settle with him by accepting in payment of his 
I obligations given April 30, 1864, and July 6, 
1864, compromise coupon five per cent. City 
of Pittsburgh bonds. After giving a settlement 
he presented ninety-two (92) bonds of one thou- 
! sand dollars ($1,000) each in payment of his 
^ notes, and the interest on said notes from the 
date of their maturity to January 1, 1867, at 
, five (5) per cent. 

‘♦When Mr. W. R. Brown offered the follow¬ 
ing preamble and resolutions, which were unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

“Whereas, Wm. Phillips has donated to the 
City of Pittsburgh, to be used in the redemp¬ 
tion of bonds of the city now outstanding, 
twenty-four 4 per cent, coupon bonds of said 
city of one thousand dollars each, and nine 5 
, per cent, coupon bonds, also of said city, of one 
I thousand dollars each, in addition to ninety-two 
5 per cent, coupon bonds received of him, the 
said Phillips, in full payment of his obligations 
given for the city’s title to railroad stocks for¬ 
merly held by the city and sold on execution is¬ 
sued out of the Circuit Court of the United 
States, and by the Finance Committee sold to 
him, said sale having been confirmed by ordi¬ 
nance of Councils, August 27, 1866: 

“Now be it resolved, by the Finance Commit¬ 
tee on behalf of the city of Pittsburgh, that they 
do thankfully accept the said donation of bonds 
and agree to apply them in the manner pro¬ 
posed by Mr. Phillips, and be it further re¬ 
solved, that the coupons on the ninety-two bonds 
above referred to bo also applied as they may 
mature to the redemption of bonds issued here¬ 
tofore by the city.” 

All the foregoing facts of any importance lo 
the public, appear in the various acts of As¬ 
sembly, ordinances of the city and minutes of 
the Finance Committee, and have been pub¬ 
lished at large in the various editions of the City 
Code, accessible to all, and the particulars of 
these transactions were from time to time made 
matters of comment and explanation in the va¬ 
rious reports of the City Solicitor. See particu¬ 
larly the report of J. W. F. White, Esq., to the 
Councils for the year 1864, published in the old 
digest of City Ordinances and Reports, page 62. 

I beg to hand you, in connection with this re¬ 
port a statement of facts, kindly furnished me 
by James Veech, Esq , who acted with Mr. 
White as legal adviser for the Finance Conunlt- 
tee, during the period covered by the litigation 
and settlement with Siebert.

Clerk Morrow called the roll in this branch at 
fifteen minutes past two o’clock. Present:

The chair announced the meeting to be a 
special one called for the purpose of disposing of 
unfinished business. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

Mr, Goluthorpe asked leave to call up a res¬ 
olution from Common Council in reference to the 
payment of dues to two disabled policemen. 
C. C. Passed. The privilege was granted, and 
the Select Council concurred. The officers were 
Bernard Flynn, and W. Lawrence, both of whom 
were injured while on duty. Warrant ordered. 

Mr. Peakson said he was in the chair at the 
last meeting, and could not present business 
which had been put in his hands. He desired 
to present it. 

Mr. Riddell moved to suspend the rules to 
grant the privilege asked. Carried. 

Mr. Pearson offered a remonstrance against 
sewer on Thirty-eighth street. Referred to 
Street Committee. 

Also, petition for re-.surveyof Smallman street 
and also remonstrance against same. Both 
papers were referred to Survey Committee. 

ALLEGHENY WHAUFMASTEU. 

The ifnfinished business on the desk wa.s then 
taken up. 

The ordinance from Common Council, abolish¬ 
ing the oflice of Allegheny Wharfmaster, was 
read by its title, and then read three times and 
passed under a suspension of the rules. 

Ordinance allowing F. Kober to erect iron 
clad. C. 0. passed. S. C. concurred. 

Resolution for purchase of station house lot 
in Twenty-third ward—the City Property Com¬ 
mittee being instructed to negotiate for the 
same and report to Council. 

Mr. filcCuSE moved to lay the resolution on 
the table. Carried. 

The ordinance amending the equalization or¬ 
dinance; indefinitely postponed. 

WILKINSBUKG ANNEXATION. 

The ordinance for the admission into the city 
of a portion of Wilkins township, reported by 
the Special Committee, with affirmative recom¬ 
mendation. Clerk Morrow read the ordinance. 

Mr. Smith moved to suspend the rules aud 
pass the ordinance finally. 


Mr. Shipton thought they ought to consider 
before taking farms into the city. The whole 
valuation for taxable purposes of that section 
vwis but $200,000. It would not pay. It would 
be a constant drain on the city’s treasury. 

Mr. Riddell presented a remonstrance 
against the passage of the ordinance, the chief 
objection being that the law had not teen com¬ 
plied with, the necessary three-fifths of the 
voters in the section not having signed the pe¬ 
tition. The allegations were that even of those 
who did sign, quite a number were buttransient 
residents, aud had since withdrawn their names. 

Mr. Durling said he couldn’t see why they 
should tarry in this matter further. The mat¬ 
ter had been investigated by two committees, 
sworn testimony had been taken, and the re- 
port was that the law had been complied with. 
He thought that was suflicient. 

Mr. Rafferty called the ye^s and nays oii 
the passage of the ordinance, with the follow¬ 
ing result:

Mr. Riddell presented the report of the Con¬ 
ference Commiitee on the bill of B. L. Wood for 
dredging the Moaongahela river channel with¬ 
in the city limits. The Committee reported in 
favor of paying the bill, thus concurring in the 
action of C. C. 

Mr, Rafferty asked leave to present a miuor- 
Ity report. 

Mr. McARTiiT raised the point of order that 
the report was not a report of a Conference 
Committee. Cushing, on Parliamentary usage, 
held that a Conference Committee was not a 
heterogeneous body acting as one committee, 
but two committees, one from each of the bodies 
represented, each branch of which iniistt:oncur 
by a majority in its report—not merely the ma¬ 
jority of all the Conference Committee. 

Mr. Riddell contended that the point was not 
well taken for the reason that the rules of Coun- 
oils put a Conference Committee on the same 
footing as a joint Committee of Councils and a 
majority undoubtedly could present the same j 
report to Council. 1 

After some discussion, the Chair decided Mr. : 
McCarthy’s point not well taken. I 

Mr. McCarthy then moved to refer the whole j 
matter to the Committee on Retrenchment and j 
Reform with authority to send for persons aud j 
papers. | 

Mr. Rafferty being granted the fioor, spoke | 
for ten minutes, agatnsi the payment of the i 
bill. He argued that the whole matter was j 
“irregu'ar” from the time the first bid was 
received until the work was completed. 

Mr. Riddell on the other hand held that the 
Committee had very extensively considered the 
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ease, had all the papers before them, and heard 
witnesses, and he was of the opinion that the 
city was liable for the payment of the bill. Ho 
had no objection to referring the matter to any 
Committee, but still tfiought it would be labor 
lost. 

After some further discussions on points of 
order the chair ruled Mr. McCarthy’s motion to 
refer the motion to the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform, as out of order and the motion 
was finally taken on the matter to concur with 
Select Council in apnroving the report and or¬ 
dering the payment of the bill. The yeas and 
nays were called with the following result :

Mr. M c GarthY then moved to refer the or?g- 
inal coniro.Qi to the Committee on Retrench¬ 
ment and Reform for Investigation with power 
to send for persons and papers.

CITY HALL. 

The Chair then presented the grade plan of 
Forbes street, C. C. appoved, S. C. concurred. 
Ordinance amending the ordinances jin refer¬ 
ence to the Market Hou'e, and dividing the 
space for certain purposes. 

It w'as explained that by the present ordinance 
full controll of the City Hall was given to the 
Superintend iDt of Markets, and this ordinance 
trausfered that authority to the Market Com¬ 
mittee under direction of Councils. The point 
had been raised that Council by resolution 
could not grant this authority -hence the pre¬ 
sentation of the ordinance. The ordinance was 
passed. 

Report of Police Committee. C, C. adopted 
S. C. concurred. 

Resolution for appointment of committee for 
changing names of numbered streets in South 
Side whenever duplicated. C. C. named Messrs. 
Hays and Maple. S. C. concurred, andnanied 
Mi\ Adams. Resolution for railing in Manor 
street and steps. C. C. passed. S. C. concurred. 

FIFTH AVENUE AGAIN. 

Mr. Kirk, as a question of privilege, made a 
statement to the effect that an ordinance refer¬ 
ring to the grade of Fifth avenue had been 
passed in C. C., and had been in 3. C. referred 
to the Survey Committee, with instructions to 
give parties a hearing. The committee acted 
under in.‘>tructioiis, and Councils refused to 
consider the report, holding that it was not 
proper to receive it in Select Council. The* 
Chairman of Common Council had refused to 
allow them to report in Common Council, for 
the reason that the business had not been re¬ 
ferred to the Committee by that branch. The 
Committee therefore handed back the ordinance 
to the Select Council to bo disposed of as they 
might see best. Ihe Committee desired instruc¬ 
tions. 

The Chair decided that If the Council did not, 
desire to further instruct the Comralttoe, that 









tii3 ordinance then came before Councils as un¬ 
finished business from Common Council. 

A number of motions, of a couflctiug char¬ 
acter, were made, but not entertained, when 
finally, 

Mr* SnipTON moved to lay the ordinance with 
all papers referring to the same on the table. 

Mr. Aiken rai-ed the point of order that the 
Survey Commirtee must first be discharged from 
considei ation of the hi alter before tliev could 
do anything further with the paper. 

The Chair decidecTthe point well taken. 

Mr. Aiken’s point of order was then put in 
the form of a m'otion and carried. 

The ordinance then came up as unfinished 
business from Oomraon Council. 

Mr. Kiuk then offered an ameucment to the 
ordinance. •Xho amendmont proposed to strike 
out all after the preaniblo, and to substitute new 
provisbms regulating the grade oi the avenue. 
The geriMemaii explained that he had prepared 
the amendment himself, but that it was the same 
conclusion as that arrived at by the Survey Com¬ 
mittee. The report of the Survey Committee 
which would have been presented, but that 
Council would not receive if, had been signed 
by seventeen out of the eighteen men who were 
on the Committee. He believed that it was the 
best grade that could be established for the pub¬ 
lic and private interests involved. 

Mr. Shipton said that an ordinance had been 
passed fixing a grade; that commissioners had 
been elected, the contract let and the work had 
been commenced. Then, to Introduce a new 
grade, and change the plans, would involve the 
city in interminable difflculty-^into law suits 
and damages. He believed, therefore, that the 
original ordinance should be sustained, and no 
interference now be made. He therefore moved 
to lay the amendment and the ordinance on the 
table. 

Mr. Kikk stated that the contractor had 
agreed that no change of grade would affect the 
contract, and that lie would conform to that 
grade by taking away the earth at so much 
per yard. And further, two of the Commission¬ 
ers desired the change, and the proposed change 
was endorsed by the City Engineer. 

Mr. Lloyd spoke against any change, and 
read several petitions from heavy property own¬ 
ers along the line of the st^reet protesting 
against any change of the grade. He also 
read a communicaiion from three of the Com¬ 
missioners asking that no change of the grade 
bo made. The grade was all right until new 
interests were started, and then came this ef¬ 
fort to change the grade. He thought the city 
would get into trouble if any change was ds- 
eided upon. 

Mr. Shipton then withdrew his motion tem¬ 
porarily to allow discussion. 

Mr. kiRK called for the previous question. 
Plot pressed, 

’ Mr. SmpTON then modified his motion so as to 
move to indefinitely postpone the substitute and 
the ordinance. Carried by a vote of 38 to 16. 

PERSONAL.

::,.This was objected to by Mr. Waring, who 
inquired if this did not include Halket street. 

[ The Chair said he did not know. 

Mr. Scully called up the plan of Wllmot 
street, and moved the suspension of the rules 
and its approval. 

Mr. Waring ;explained the plan, and un¬ 
earthed what he*called “a snake,” showing the 
plan to be Halket street profile from Wilmot to 
Fifth avenue. 

Mr. McCunb moved to reconsider their action 
in approving the Frazier street plan, under the 
explanation given by Mr. Waring. Carried. 

Mr. Waring was then granted the floor, and 
proceeded at length to explain that this street 
originally projected from Monongahela river to 
Fifth avenue; that that portion between the 
river and Frazier street had been^ recently va¬ 
cated by ordinance of Council; that this profile 
now called up, embraced about three-fourths of 
the remainder of the street, viz; from Wllmot 
street to Fifth avenue; that the entire property 
Interest on that section was opposed to the open¬ 
ing; the street was not required for public use— 
its place being supported by Craft avenue. 

The only parties desiring the opening were 
those interested in a small corporation, and to 
accomplish their purpose they sought to invade 
the rights of others. The speaker accordingly 
called upon Councils to protect them from such 
“Burgwiulan invasions.” [Laughter.] 

Mr. Scully said the gentleman had signed the 
original petition for opening the street, and had 
thus far given no satisfactory reason for his 
change of views, and further, that the property 
was owned only to the line of the street—the 
street having been laid out in the district plam 
Further, he (the speaker) considered.the street a 
necessity. 

The plan was then laid over. 

Mr. Waring then offered an ordinance re¬ 
pealing the ordinance for the opening of Halket 
street between Amelia street and Fifth avenue. 
Laid over. 

Mr. R. B. Brown presented the report of the 
Committee on Extension of Wooden Building 
Laws to South Side. The report recommended 
the extension, and was accompanied by an ap- 









propriate ordinance. Report received and or¬ 
dinance objected to and laid over.

Mr. McCandless presented a communication 
from Controller McGowan, as follows:

Hon, A, H. Or OSS, President, and Members of 

Select Council of the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: I would respectfully state in 
reply to your resolution of 2d Inst., requesting 
me to inform tbs Select Council what amouut of 
Interest on bonds issued or to be Issued for 
street or avenue improvements already ordered 
will have to be provided for out of the City Treas¬ 
ury during the present fiscal year before the as¬ 
sessments will begin to be collected, and bow 
the same has been provided for, that the total 
amount of bonds issued under the provisions of 
the Penn Avenue Improvement act and its sev¬ 
eral supplements is 8853,500. These bonds have 
been Issued for the Improvement of streets and 
avenues, as follows:

Reports of assessments have been received 
from the several Commissions as follows: 
Penn avenue, Butler to Forty-fifth street; Penn 
avenue, Forty-fifth street to city line; Cedar 
street, Taylor street, Winebiddle street, Elm 
street, Ella street, Main street. 

On some of these the first instalment of ten 
per cent, and interest has already been coll cted 
and in October next instalments will be due on 
all. Reports of assessments are also expected 
in time to make collections in October from the 
Commissions for the improvement of Franks- 
town avenue, Collins avenue, Neville street, 
Shady Lane and Walnut street. 

Fifth avenue is the only improvement for 
which bonds have been Issued from which no re¬ 
turn can be expected during the present year. 
In regard to the interest on bonds to be issued 
for improvements already uidered, I have no 
information that is not possessed by the City 
Councils, as no requisition has been made for 
bonds except for the streets and avenues al¬ 
ready mentioned. 

The Penn Avenue Improvement act provides 
that the City Councils shall have authority to 
make a temporary loan for the payment of in¬ 
terest on street improvement bonds where the 
same accrues previous to the assessments being 
made.

Ordinance 
for opening of Hill street from Bailey’s line to 
Brownsville avenue; passed finally. Report of 
Viewers on opening of Spencer avenue; ap¬ 
proved. Report of viewers on opening of Baird 
street. Ordinance for construction ef three- 
feet diameter brick sewer on Fifth avenue from 
Miltenberger street to Soho Run. 

OLD business 

was then taken up, as follows : 

Ordinance reMevlng Pittsburgh & Ormsby Pas¬ 
senger Railway Company from keeping the 
street along In line in good order_except be¬ 

tween the tracks and one foot on either side. Id 
C. C., passed at former meeting; in S. C., laid 
ovei; May 12 presented again with favorable 
recommendation from Street Committee. 

Some discussion ensued. 

Mr. Scully finally offered an amendment to 
add the Pittsburgh & Birmingham Passenger 
Railway Company, Manchester Railway & Oak¬ 
land Railway, 

There was a simultaueous cry of “Oh no” 
“Oh no.” Withdrawn. 

Mr. House moved to add the words P ts- 
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burgh and Blrmlugbam road in the original or« 
dinance. Lost. 

A vote was then taken on the original ordi¬ 
nance which was passed finaliy by a vote of 41 to 
10 . 

Ordinance privileging John Armstrong to 
erect iron clad on Ann street. Passed finally. 

Ordinance for construction of pipe sewer on 
Green street. C. C, Referred back to Street 
Committee. Concurred. An ordinance to repeal 
an ordinance tor the grading, paving and curb¬ 
ing of Thirtieth street. Referred back to Street 
Committee. Ordinance changing name of For¬ 
bes street. Laid over at the last meet¬ 
ing. The ordinance was voted down. Or¬ 
dinance extending the wooden building law to 
the South Side districts camo up, and was read 
three times and passed. Ordinance for three 
feet diameter brick sewer on Center avenue and 
Elm street. C. C. passed finally. S. C. concur¬ 
red. Ordinance authoriT'.ing the issue of bonds 
for the improvement of Walnut and main streets 
in Temperanceville. Passed finally. 

HALEET STREET. 

An ordinance repealing an ordinance for the 
opening of Halket street from Fifth avenue to 
Emilia street. 

Mr. Bubgwin thought the ordinance ought to 
go to the Street Committee. He would waive 
that right, however, as he wished to speak 
merely on the merits of the question. The gen¬ 
tleman then, after referring to the statements 
made in reference to this matter, and to ‘^ex- 
porte statements” that had been made, said 
that be desired a fuU investigation of the mat¬ 
ter, as he felt confident that when all the facts 
were made known, there would be no trouble 
for Councilmen to decide how to vote. 
The simple fact was that this street bad been 
laid out in the district plan for over thirty-five 
years; that it had been objected, passed upon 
and endorsed by the Courts, and that any 
persons who bought property In that 
vicinity, knew, or could have known, 
that this street was laid out, and there was 
no “Invasion of private rights” in ordering the 
opening now. The gentleman who objected to 
the ordinance, when he bought properly out 
there could have or did know this fact, and he 
could not now justly complain. The gentleman 
from the Fourteenth ward bad objected to the | 
viewers* report, which had been made upon the 
opening, but the Court set aside his objections, 
and confirmed the opening of the street. Furth¬ 
er than that, the gentleman who now objected to 
the opening ^of the street had at first sign- 
' ed the petition for it. The speaker next pro¬ 
ceeded to deny that any land speculators pro¬ 
posed to ride over the rights of other property 
owners. The gentlemen who had purchased this 
Linden Grove property never asked for the open- 
Ing of any street that had not been laid out in 
the district plan previous to their purchase. 

They had bought the property of Linden 
Grove, aud of course were anxious of bringing 
it into market. He didn*t deny that, but he 
would deny that they ever proposed to use corrupt 
or Improper means to Increase Its value. They 
bad a right to buy the property, even if it was 
on speculation, just as other people bought oil 
for S2 per barrel and held it for a rise, o^r oth¬ 
er people lent money on ten per cent 
Interest. This Linden Grove property had 
been purchased and had been improved by 
them. They asked for the opening of the streets 
Jaid down in the city district plan, aud now all 
they asKed was for fair treatment at the hands 
of Council. They had bought the property and 
bad sold some .of It on the supposition that these 
streets as laid down would be opened, and they 
asked for nothing but their rights. lu reference 
to Halket street be would say that so gen¬ 
eral was the expectation that it would 
be speedily opened that a bridge had 
teen constructed at the point where it 
met Wilraot street, and the property which he 
the speaker legally represented had paid au as¬ 
sessment of about S6,000 for that and other im¬ 
provements in the vicinity. 


Mr. Waring was next granted the fioor, and 
exhibited the proposed plan of Halket street ex¬ 
tension, which he contended indicated very 
clearly that the street was not a necessity for the 
general public good. Tlie only parties interest¬ 
ed or to be benefttted were those connected with 
a small soulless corporation, which was under the 
Presidency of the gentleman from the 
Twenty-third ward. The map, he contended very 
conclusively showed that the property belo ngiug 
to this corporstion could be reached by several 
very accessible routes, with which the gentle¬ 
men interested had previously expressed them¬ 
selves as satisfied. 

The repeal of the ordinance for opening Hal¬ 
ket street between Emilia street and Fifth ave¬ 
nue, did not close up Halket street between Em¬ 
ilia street and the Wilmot street bridge, nor did 
it stop up the route from these poiuts to Fifth 
avenue. Halket street, therefore, was not a ne¬ 
cessity beyond Emilia street, and ics opening 
would be inflicting a very great damage to the 
property on either side of the line, destroying 
the value of the property for private residences, 
and giving no return for this wautou and need¬ 
less destruction. 

The speaker dwelt at length upon this point, 
and contended that the sole purpose of this 
movement to open Halket street and inflict this 
great damage was to benefit a few speculators 
In this company—to give them new outlets from 
their property at the expense of other people, 
and not * a cent of outlay t j themselves. 
The outrage was more flagrant when 
the fac t was considered that the majority in 
interest was opposed to the opening, and the 
entire interest from Emilia street to Fifth ave¬ 
nue had petitioned for a repeal of the ordi¬ 
nance. They would uot consent to Its grading 
or paving, and therefore the opening of it was 
an useless expense, as the route in its present 
shape was impassable, owing to the broken con¬ 
dition of the ground. Yet uuder pressure the 
Street Commissioners bad torn down the fences 
and laid the property open to waste. This could 
not be construed in any other light than that of 
spite on the part of the Company, as it did not 
make the route available for travel. 

The repeal of this ordinance was asked In the 
name of justice and equity. It was asked as a 
rebuke to jobbery aud speculation, and as a 
protection to the rights of property.' He, the 
speaker, had been told that this clique was too 
strong to be thwarted in its purpose, and be 
must accept the situation. He did not believe 
this; did not believe that any ring in jobbery or 
speculation should go unchecked or unrebuked— 

Mr. Scully —I call the gentleman to order. 
Such personalities, from him, are not allowable— 

Mr. WARtNG_I mentioned no names. 1 don’t 
see bow that is personal. It is a fact. I only 
ask this Council for protection. This whole 
business reminds me of a little fact in Natural 
History. There is in North Carolina, a species 
of reptile known as the King snake and between 
it and the other snakes there are 
fierce contests but when the poor little 
blacksnake crosses its path, that smaller reptile 
accepts the situation at once and allows itself to 
be encircled in the coils of its enemy and to be 
swallowed at pleasure. [Laughter.] I think 
it is time for us to enquire whether the hateful 
reptile of jobbery and speculation, 

that encircles the city, gormandizing on 
the great public and private interests, sporting 
with the Water Commission, toying with the 
Finances, amusing itself with roads and surveys 
and leaving in its trail, damages, assessments 
and taxation, Is not too grievous to be borne; if 
so whether we should not scotch it now and let 
public opinion do the rest.” 

The gentleman then concluded by passing the 
following letter to the clerk which was read, by 
permission of the house. 

Pittsburgh, May 10, 1873. 

Mr. IL S. Warinff—Dear JS:ir: In reply to 
your letter of the 8th, in which you say “it h »v- 
ing been stated by members of Council from 
their seats that you and your neighbors, through 


whose property Halket street is laid out, do not 
own or never bought the property on which said 
street Is prospected, aud the same members re¬ 
peated the above before the Road Committee, 
adding it was an old turnpike road.” 
la reply to which I would say the gentlemen are 
laboring under a very great mistake. Halket 
street was uot laid out for a number of years 
after I purchased the property which I now oc¬ 
cupy. I do further state that there never was 
an old turnpike or any other public or private 
road on said property. Yours very respectfully, 
A. P, Childs. 

Mr. MoOandless desired to know whether the 
street had been laid out when Mr. Waring 
made his purchase. 

Mr. Warring admitted it had been laid out 
but that he had always understood that no 
street could be opened, unless the property 
owners desired it and in view of that fact bad 
anticipated no trouble; further than that be had 
brought over to Mr. Childs line and not as had 
been asserted, merely to the line of the proposed 
street. To cut this street through would incal- 
culahly damage his property and entail expense 
upon him, and yet he had not been allowed any 
benefits. It was not, however, a question of 
benefits with him, but a question as to whether 
property holders had any rights or not. 

Mr. Scully desired to briefly reply to the gen¬ 
tleman. He (Mr. S.) denied that there was any 
invasion of the gentleman’s rights, but as Halket 
street had been laid out, they desired to have it 
opened. He had once signed for the opening, 
and now went hack on that. But the other 
land owners, when he signed the first pe¬ 
tition, believing their street was to be 
opended had made their arrangements according¬ 
ly and now demanded that some consideration 
be had for their rights. They wanted Halket 
street because it would give them a grade of 
six and one-half feet while the other streets 
were eleven feet. 

After some further discussion 

Mr. Waring moved a suspension of the rules 
to pass the ordinance. Lost. 

So the ordinance went over.

The profile of Thirty-fifth street was present¬ 
ed and approved, also the profile of Charlotte 
street. 

The viewers report on the Ann and Stephen¬ 
son street sewer was approved. 

Mr. Jno. Fleming presented the report of the 
Survey Committee. The report was received 
and filed. The expenses of the Survey Commit¬ 
tee for April amounted to S1521.41. 

Grade plans of certain streets and alleys were 
approved. 

Resolution from Police Committee asking the 
Committee on City Property to purchase a va¬ 
cant lot on the South Side of the Seventeenth 
ward station bouse, for the purpose of impound¬ 
ing cattle found running at large. 

Mr. Evan Jonbs opposed the resolution on 
the ground principally that it would create an 
almost intolerable nuisance. 

Mr. Durr, in replying, said that there were 
some cows that can be driven and others that 
cannot, also that there are some bogs that can 
be driven and some that cannot. 

Mr. Jones—W ill the gentleman permit me to 
ask a question? 

Mr. Duff -Certainly. 

Mr. Jones —Do you intend to drive the lot to 
the cows or the cows to the lot ? 

Mr. Bbashbr said he did not want a hog pound 
along side of his house, and he would not vote to 
place It along side any other man’s house. He 
considered the hogs the best street commis¬ 
sioners in the city, and the creation of pounds 
only making places to breed and disseminate 
disease. 

The resolution was lost. 

Mr, Ddfp offered another resolution authori¬ 
zing the Committee on City Property to purchase 
j lots of ground for police stations in Temperance- 
I vine and the Middle district on the South Side. 
Passed. 

From the Committee on Appeals a remon¬ 
strance was presented against the opening of 
Bates alley. Referred to Street Committee. 

The report of the Committee on Wilkinsburg 
annexation was on motion received and filed. 

Mr. Jones moved that the ordinance provi -1 
ding for the annexation of a portion of Wilkins ' 
township be passed, thus concurring in the ac¬ 
tion of Select Council. 

Mr. Finley was opposed to the passage of the 
the ordinance. He considered the whole affair 
sickly, dusty and foggy. He thought it was an 
overstrained effort, and was of the opinion that 
If the citizens of Wilkins township wanted ad¬ 
mittance to the city, they should present a fair 
unrequivocal petition, one that could not be mis¬ 
understood or excepted to. The ordinance he 
thought, should be voted down, and the matter 
dismissed from the Council Chamber.

At fifteen minutes past two o'clock this 
branch was called to order by President Gross. 

Pregent: Messrs. Adams, Aiken, Atkinson.

About half an hour was taken up with the 
reading of the roimutes of the two previous 
meetings, which finally were approved. 

STATE TAX ON BONDS. 

Mr. Burg WIN asked for permission to call up 
the ordinance in reference to the payment of 
State tax on Water Commission bonds. The or¬ 
dinance had been referred at last meeting to 
the City Solicitor for his opinion in the matter. 

Mr. Riddell thought the ordinance should 
come up in regular order. Ordinances of such 
importance should not be hastily passed upon. 
The chairman of the Finance Committee was 
not present, and at the last meeting he had op¬ 
posed the ordinance. 

Mr. Chalmers explained that the ordinance 
had only been objected to on the ground of a 
legal technicality, and to get information on 
that, bad been referred to the City Solicitor. 

Mr. McCartht said the ordinance merely pro¬ 
vided for the paymen t of the State tax on the 
bonds, so that the bonds could be sold at par. 
If the tax was not provided for, why could not 
be sold at par—and the law did not allow them 
to be sold under that. 

Permission was then granted to call up the 
ordinance, previous to which Clerk Morrow 
read the opinion of the City Soliclter, to the 
effect that the State Legislature had the power 
to abrogate tb^ clause of the original act which 
exempted the bonds from State tax. 

The ordinance was then called up and read, 
when 

Mr. AiEBN moved to amend by providing for 
the payment of the State tax on all municipal 
bonds. 

Mr. Riddell held that the opinion of the City 
Solicitor was not well considered, in view of the 
fact that the Legislature of the State bad passed 
an act allowing the issue of the bonds without 
paying State tax, and that was a contract which 
could not be annulled, in so far as the Water 
bonds were concerned. The Legislature could 
annuli the contract so far as to regulate future 
bonds to be issued, but not those bonds to be 
issued under the original contract 

Mr. Bubgwin contended that tbe opinion of 
the City Solicitor was good law; but further, 
that tbe point made by Mr. Riddell was not per¬ 
tinent to the question, inasmuch as tbe act tax¬ 
ing tbe bonds made an exemption in favor of 
**inDocent purchasers,” who were those who 


had purchased water bonds previous to the pas¬ 
sage of tbe act taxing tbe bonds. The bonds 
already out were free from tax, but those 
to he ismed under the new act authorizing their 
Issue must pay it. 

Mr. Riddell still contended that tbe bonds 
were free from tax; for tbe reason that the orig¬ 
inal contract bad been made before tbe passage 
of the act taxing municipal bonds. 

Mr. Aiken then withdrew bis amendment. 

Mr. Littell said there was a legal question 
in the matter. It was not yet clear whether this 
tax could be imposed on the bonds, and be did 
not believe in voluntarily assuming that the city 
must pay. 

Mr. Riddell thought tbe matter might be ar¬ 
ranged by passing an ordinance guarantee¬ 
ing indemnity to all holders of bonds hereafter 
issued, from any loss. This meant that when 
tbe question of liability was decided—if the city 
was liable, it would pay the tax, tbe bondholder 
suffering nothing. 

Mr. Burgwin said the casO stood in this way. 
Tbe Legislature had passed an act authorizing tbe 
issue of two and one-half millions of water 
bonds. Before the ink of the Governor’s signa¬ 
ture was dry, another act had been passed, 
making all municipal bonds subject to State tax 
—thus repealing tbe section in the previous act 
allowing tbe water bonds to be free from State 
tax. 

Mr. Riddell thought bis amendment would 
remedy the difficulty, but others contended that 
it would only be tacking on a law suit to the 
bonds. The amendment was finally voted down, 
and the ordinance read three times and fioally 
passed under a suspension of the rules. Not 
reached in C. C. 

Mr. Morrow offered a resolution for the pav¬ 
ing of a sidewalk on Miller street and Centre ave¬ 
nue. Passed. 

Mr. ZSRN, resolution directing tbe Mayor to 
suspend action on the ordinance requiring the 
removal of **bauging signs” over sidewalks. 
Passed finally. 

Mr. McCarthy, resolution for warrant in favor 
of John Frizsimmons for license platen amount¬ 
ing to $15. Passed finally. 

inquiring. 

' Also, a resolution instructing tbe Controller to 
report to Councils what transfers of appropria¬ 
tions on tbe books had been made during the 
present fiscal year up to May 23 and if so what 
they were and on what authority they bad been 
made.

The ordinance was then called up and dis¬ 
cussed at some length. 

Mr. McCarthy called attention to the fact 
that all those ordinances for the payment of 
moneys should he considered in the light of the 
condition of the Treasury. He wanted to know 
where the money was to i ome from. If the city 
owned an Aladdin’s lamp that would bring forth 
the money, it was all right. 

Mr. McCuNB offered an amendment fixing the 
ultimate payment of all taxes on the bonds, on 
the property owners along the line, just as the 
assessments for the improvements were made. 
If this provision was not made the city would 
have to pay the amount and lose the money. 

Mr. Shipton called attention to the fact that 
pay day for these bonds would come around 
some time, and that It should he looked to. There' 
must he a stop somewhere in the issue of these 
bonds. The credit of the city was greatly Im¬ 
paired by the multitudes of bonds, and Coun¬ 
cils ought to he careful what (hey added to the 
list. Nothing tut an Aladdin’s lamp to turn 
out the gold would relieve them If they went on 
80 rapidly. 

Mr. M’Cune’s amendment was then accepted 
and the ordinance as amended finally passed. 

Mr. Aiken called up the resolution re- 
questing the Governor to sign the “Penn ave¬ 
nue Supplement.” 

After some discustion the resolution, was 
adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Liddell offered a resolution for warrant for 
8400 In favor of Mrs. Johnson for damages 
caused by obstruction of Forty-eighth street 
sewer. The ordinance was read three times 
and passed finally under suspension of rules.

Mr. Rafferty objected and set forth as hts 
objections that property holders In the neigh¬ 
borhood had been assessed for one sewer in that 
locality and this was but a repetition, and if the 
first sewer had been properly made this second 
one would not have been needed. 

Mr. Aiken moved to suspend the rules to con¬ 
sider the report. Carried by a vote of 30 to 4. 

The question then come up on the approval 
of the report. 

Mr. Watson said he did not live in that part 
of the city, hut had been appointed on a sub¬ 
committee to examine Into the matter, and he 
thought it a piece of robbery to compel the peo¬ 
ple to pay for the sewer, because they already 
had paid for two sewers that bad been made to 
do the work, but had been “botched” and 
would not answer the purpose. 

Mr. Rafferty said they had paid for two 
sewers, were asked to pay for the third, and 
would In a short time be assessed for the fourth 
—the one proposed for Forbes street. 

Mr. BuRGWiN thought they could approve the 
report and then afterward, if it was found to be 
unjust, Council could adjust the matter equita¬ 
bly; but If the report was allowed now 
to pass, the city would be compelled 
to pay the whole bill. So far as 
taking the matter to Court, that question 
had been decided In a former case by the 
Supreme Court, which held that the report of 
the viewers, if approved, was final, and that 
parties appealing could not go back of that. 

Mr. Dannells said the people did not object 
to paying for a sewer that was of any use. 
They wanted a sewer out there, and had paid 
and were willing to pay for a good sewer, but 
what they objected to was the unjustness of be¬ 
ing assessed for three sewers and a fourth to be 
built.

After some further discussion the report was 
approved. 

The rules were then suspended to allow other 
business to be taken up. 

Mr. £. P. Jones moved to reconsider the pas< 
sage of an ordinance for the opening of Hill 
street, as the ordinance had been passed under 
a misapprehension. Carried. The ordinance 
was then referred to the Street Committee. 

WATER BONDS. 

Mr. BuHGWiN offered'an ordinance to pledge 
'the city to the payment of State taxes on 
water bonds. The gentleman explained that 
when the water bonds were first issued they bore 
on their face a statement that they were free 
from State tax. Since then an act had been 
passed by the Legislature fixing a State tax on 
all Municipal Bonds and this ordinance was to 
guarantee the payment of that tax on all bonds 
hereafter to be issued. 

Mr. Phillips thought that as a part of the 
bonds had already been issued free from State 
tax that the law still held good, and that it cov* 
ered the issue of all the bonds. 

Mr. McCabthy explained that years ago when 
the city was about to issue certain bonds Mr. 
Fred. Magee, happened to be in Harrisburg 
at the time the act was before the Legislature, 
and had unceasingly labored to have the act 
passed to make the bonds free of State tax—io 
which he fiuatly succeeded and saved 4 per cent, 
on the bonds. The same plan was again 
tried with the act authorizing the issue of 
these water bonds and was successful. 
Subsequently, however, Mr. Peter Herdic 
well versed in legislative affairs, and a resident 
^f the centre of the State, saw this provision, 


and Inserted a provision in a little bill of his 
owu, that his bonds should be issued under the 
same regulation as the Pittsburgh water bonds. 
That led to an investigation, and the result was 
the passage of an act taxing all municipal bonds. 

The ordinance was then laid over until next 
meeting. 

FIETH AVENUE. 

Mr. Phillips offered an ordinance to amend 
the ordinance fixing the grade on Fifth avenue 
in front of Mr, Chambers’ property—making 
the grade two and a half instead of five feet. 

Mr. Chambers moved to suspend the rules to 
consider the final passage of the ordinance. 
Carried. 

Mr. Morrow moved to refer the ordinance to 
the Survey Committee. 

Mr. Shipton moved to amend the ordL 
nance by inserting a provision that no 
alteration in the street shall be a 
charge upon the city but shall be 
a matter between the Commissioners, con¬ 
tractors and property owners. 

The City Engineer was called upon and stated 
that the proposed change would only raise the 
grade a couple of inches ou a hundred feet and 
would decrease the work of grading to be done. 

Mr. Watson moved to indefinitely postpone. 
Not acted upon. 

After a great deal of discussion and innumer¬ 
able motions, all were voted down save Mr. 
Shlpton’s amendment, which was adopted. 

The vote was then taken on the final passage 
of the ordinance as amended, which resulted as 
follows:

Mr. McCunb rose to a point of order,—and 
read the rule which prescribed that all ordi¬ 
nances for the expenditure of money or of a 
permanent character must be read three 
times ou three different days and 
passed, unless the rules were suspended by 
a two-fifths vote of the members elect of Coun¬ 
cil, which would require an affirmative vote of 
29 in this case. 

The chair held that the ordinance did not 
come under the provision of the act of Assemb¬ 
ly upon which the rule was based, and there¬ 
fore decided the point of order not well taken. 

Mr. McCarthy presented a remonstrance 
against the change of grade on Overhill street. 
Referred. 

Mr. Goldthorpe, petition for board walks 
In the Thirty-second ward. Referred. 

Also, petition and ordinance for opening Rail¬ 
road street. Referred. 

Also, petition for gas lamp on Carson street 
and Washington road. Referred. 

Mr. Seely, petition for straightening of Fifth 
avenue between Grant street and Wylie avenue.

Mr. AiKBN moved to amend by dropping the 
City Assessor, as it was like referring to a man 
his own work. 

Mr, BuHGWiN thougl t this was well taken. 
Aside from the incongruity of referring a matter 
to a man who had already sat upon it, he ob¬ 
jected to the City Assessor on peisonal grounds. 
He knew of one case v/bere the City Assessor 
had gone into an outer ward and assessed a 
house at $25,000, when ho was told that it was 
an old house and probably did not cost half t at. 
His reply was that ‘-he is opposed to equalization 
and we^il make him pay,’^ 

Mr. McCtruB objected to any snch Imputation 
upon an officer of ilie ciiy, than whom there w'as 
none more faithful around City Hall. He had 
always done his work well, and any imputation 
against him would have to be substantiated by 
something more than a mere statement—a 
wanton as<:ault upon him. 

Mr. Burqv/in said It wasn^t an imputation. 
It was a fact, and he was ready to give names. 
Further than that, the City Assessor had as¬ 
sessed property on one side of a fence $1,000, 
and on the other side less valuable property was 
assessed at $2,000, because It belonged to an 
opponent of equalization. 

Ml*. McCawdless didn’t believe in any such 
Insinuations. He thought that the City -Asses¬ 
sor should be on the committee to hear the ap¬ 
peals, as he could give valuable information 
: that could not be gotten no other way. 

Mr. McCuNii held that, laying aside all per¬ 
sonal feeling, the objection to the City Solicitor 
was not valid, because the assessments were not 
his, but those of the Board of Bevision. 

After some further discussion, the ordinance 
was finally passed. 

BUTI^B STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

Mr. Kirk offered a preamble and resolutions 
In reference to Butler street improvement. The 
preamble set forth that as U had been freely as¬ 
serted that tbe contract for laying wood pave¬ 
ment on that thoroughfare had been let to a 
contractor whose bid was $10,000 higher than 
one with a better pavement; and that as the 
statement had been made that some of the mem¬ 
bers of the commission bad been approached with 
bribes, to gain their votes In letting the 
contract, that therefore a special committee of 
five be appointed, two from Select and three 
from OomrooD Council to look into the matter, 
and, together with the City Attorney, to investi¬ 
gate the election of the commissioners, and the 
letting of the contract, and to take such legal 
stgps in the case as might be deemed neces¬ 
sary, and that the Mayor be authorized to issue 
his (subpoena for persons and papers. 

Tbe resolutions created considerable commo¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Kirk stated that two of the Commission¬ 
ers had told him they had been offered bribes 
for their influecee. And farther, that when the 
Commission was elected It was with the express 
understanding that they would not put down a 


wooden pavement. They had disregarded the 
wishes of their constituents, and the whole mat¬ 
ter should be looked into. 

Mr. JBRBMT asked if the gentleinau (Mr. 
Kirk) was not interested in getting the contract 
for another party. 

Mr. Kirk denied the slightest interest in tbe 
work, in any way. 

Mr. Littbll was opposed to a committee un¬ 
less direct charges with specifications were 
named. They had had many such charges from 
the time of the founder of the Committee on 
Re trench me nt and Reform, and yet inveniga- 
tions had never resulted in anything. He didn’t 
believe in picking up every wild rumor and pro¬ 
ceeding to an investigation. It di|{inct charges 
were made then they would have some substan¬ 
tiated basis to work upon. 

Mr, McCunb said that the representatives fr >m 
the Seventeenth ward said those charges were 
publicly made, and that ought to be sutlicient. 

Mr. McMahon, of the Seventeenth ward, said 
every allegation made in the paper presented 
was true. 

Mr. Morrow was in favor of the Investigation 
of bribery, but did not think they could now in 
ter fere with the contract, as it had been signed. 

Mr. BURGWIN thoaght if the matter was .re¬ 
ferred to a special committee it would be prop 
erly investigated. He believed it was a case in 
which Councils should take action. 

Mr. McCandlbss thought the charge was suf¬ 
ficiently direct to demand looking into. 

The re.solilt Ions were then passed, and Messrs. 
Kirk and Riddell named on behalf of S 0., and 
Messrs. John Moore, Jones and Semple for C. C. 

Mr. Montooth offered a resolution for the 
appointment of a Committee of five to confer 
with the President of the Oakland Railway Com¬ 
pany In reference to the settlement of diflei enoes , 
between the city and the Company, Passed j 
and Messrs. Montooth and Riddell named for 
S. C.

THB BBIBBRT INVaSTIGATION. 

Mr. Bidden from the Special Committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges made in 
reference to the Butler street Committee pre¬ 
sented a majority report, setting forth that they 
had proceeded with the investigation promptly 
* by electing Mr. David Kirk, chairman, 
and examining all persons and papers, 
&c , that could throw light upon the matter. The 
result of their investigations was the conclusion 
that the bids had been properly advertised j 
for and the contract let, and that an impartial | 
survey of the testimony failed to show any ' 
fraud or bribery in the transactions throughout. ; 
They recommended, however, that some regula¬ 
tion be devised hereafter that would bring all 
such improvements under the direct control 
of Councils. The Committee asked to be dis¬ 
charged. 

Mr. Kirk presented a minority report dissent¬ 
ing from the views of the majority, and detail¬ 
ed some of the offers that had been made in re¬ 
gard to paving the fronts of the lots of Cohi- 
missioners; of offering S3,000 for a vote; of the 
letting of the contract for grading at a cost of 
$6,000 over the lowest bid; of the selection of 
an inferior pavement, &c , &c. In conclusion, 
the minority report contained a resolution di¬ 
recting tlie City Attorney to join with the prop¬ 
erty owners on Butler street to invoke the aid of 
the Court against the Butler sc eet contract; that 
the issue of bonds for the improvement be stop¬ 
ped; and, finally, the appointment of a commit¬ 
tee of two to call upon the Governor and urge 
him to sign the bill giving the matter of se¬ 
lecting a pavement Into the hands of the city. 

Mr. McCune here was called to the chair. 
Some discussion ensue d upon the reports. 

Mr. McCaudless s^ld Councils should seri¬ 
ously consider the matter. Ic appears that niue- 
teuths of the property owners along that thor¬ 
oughfare were opposed to the pavement select¬ 
ed, and he thought, as they had to pay, they 
should be heard. 

Mr. Morrow said the only question was that 
of bribery and as both reports had exonerated 
Messrs. O’Neill and Hastings, Councils then 
could not go back .f the contract, as they could 
net tell what pavement should be adopted. 

Mr. Kirk said it was an error to say that the 
minority report exempted the successful con- 
tractors from the charge, 

Mr. Darnells moved to receive the majority 
report, and the resolution offered. Carried. 

Mr. Raffertt moved to lay the minority 
report on the table. 

Mr. Kirk called the gentleman to order, he 
(Mr. Rafferty) was an Interested party, being 
the endorser of Messrs. O'Neill & Fliun. 

The Chair—.the point is not well taken. 

Mr. Rafferty—It’s true I am the endorser of 
these gentlemen, but I have not the value of the 
pamphlet 1 hold In my hand in the contract, or any 
contract with the city of Pittsburgh, and if 
the gentlemen can show I have I’il lay him 
down a thousand dollars for doing it. 

The majority report was then adopted and 
the Committee discharged. 

Mr. Rafferty then withdrew his motion to 
lay the minority report on the table so as to 
admit a discussion of the resolutions presented. 

Mr. Kirk contended that the facts in the case 
were that the Commissioners had betrayed their 
trust. Of the forty-five votes cast at the election, 
not more than four were in favor of any wooden 
pavements. The Commissioners had pledged 
themselves to have cobble stone pavement, and If 
they had not done so they never would have been 
elected. Now the property-holders objected to 
a wooden pavement, and had appealed to the 
Court, when they were told that the question 


was between the city and the contractors, and 
not the contractors and property-holders. All 
that was asked now was that the city aid its 
citizens In their efforts to get their rights. 
Then as to the contract itself. The whole 
transaction bore on its face the evidence of 
fraud and rascality. One of the Commissioners 
that the speaker knew of had been approached 
and pressed from all sides, first directly and 
then through his friends and partners in busi¬ 
ness. And the speaker had no doubt others 
were subjected to the same pressure. He, the 
speaker, had no doubt that in this matter the 
city had been sold out body and breeches.” 
(applau83 from the lobby). 

Mr Morrow asked for a division of the ques 
tion, which was agreed to, and the discussion 
was then continued on the resolution directing 
the City Attorney to take measures to aid the 
citizens In the Court. 

Mr. Bittell thought this could not be done 
under the law. He didn’t propose to uphold the 
law. He didn’t think It was right; but under its 
provisions the Attorney could notenter the fight 
at all. There was no recourse now but to let 
the contract go on. If the city went into this, 
it would be the city fighting the city. Under 
the Penn Avenue act the citizens had no choice 
of a pavement. That was left with the Com¬ 
missioners, and that was the difficulty in this 
case. 

Mr. McCandless said the only question was, 
how to give the people relief. They wanted 
another kind of a pavement, and he thought the 
city should aid them, if it could. He thought 
the resolution provided for that. 

A vote was then taken on the two first 
resolutions which were adopted. The third 
resolution for the appointment of a Com¬ 
mittee to call on the Governor was 
also adopted and the minority report then 
received and filed. 

Mr. Pearson then offered a resolution refer¬ 
ring the matter of the viewers against all the 
Commissioners heretofore elected under the pro¬ 
visions of the Penn avenue act to thli Commit¬ 
tee on Retrenchment and Reform to investigate 
and report to Councils. 

The resolution was caro’ied. 

Mr. Chalmers from the Committee of Con¬ 
ference on the change of grade of Fifth avenue 
reported that they had come to the unanimous 
conclusion that the only change that should he 
made was one between O’Hara street and Aiken 
avenue. 

After some discussion the report of the Com¬ 
mittee was indefinitely postponed. 

Mu. Adams, petition for location of Reed 
street. Referred to Street Committee. 

’ Old business from Common Council was taken 
up and concurrences had in all business acted 
upon in that branch at last meeting, but not 
then reached in S. C. The only uon concur- 
rence was in reference to report of viewers on 
Butler street, C. C,, passed S. C., non-curred 
and asked Committee of Conference. The ord¬ 
inance In reference to change of grade on Cher¬ 
ry alley, Fourth avenue, etc., passed la S. C., 
was laid over by S. C., under objection. 

The ordinance charging the centre line of 
, Fifth avenue, was called up and discussed, 
j The ordinance submitted, and proposed a change 
1 of eighteen inches, and after considerable dis- 
> cussion the City Solicitor was asked if it would 
j be necessary to have a new view of benefits and 
; damages, to whi 2 h an affirmative reply was 
given. The ordinance was then amended to 
provide for the viewers, and thus amended was 
passed.

The minutes were read and approved. 

THH KAILROA.D CONTRACT. 

Mr. Phillips presented an ordinance asking 
a change in the contract made between the city 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. The 
changes asked were the annullmeut of the clause 
which required the erection of bridges between 
Twenty-eighth and Thirtieth streets, and at 
Thirty-third street. 

Mr. Phillips, by permission, was allowed to 
explain. He stated that the grade of approach 
to the proposed Thirty-third street bridge had 
proved to be so steep as to render the bridge of 
very little practical benefit, in lieu of this bridge 
the Company desired a new street opened be¬ 
tween Twenty-eighth and Thirtieth streets, and 
the building of a bridge to run into that street, 
the Company agreeing to grade the street so 
laid out. 

A number of questions were asked, and the 
chair decided that the ordinance must go over 
and come up in regular order. [See the ordi¬ 
nance, printed in another column.] 

VARIOUS MATTERS. 

Mr. Montooth, resolution referring claim of 
Zugman & Musser for board walk, in Twentieth 
war^, to Finance Committee, with power to act. 
Power to act was stricken out and the resolution 
then passed. 

Mr. McCandless, resolution instructing 
Committee on City Property to ascertain cost 
Of an elevator in City Hall, and report. Passed. 

Also, communication from Board of Health in 
reference to construction of sewer in Twentj - 
first ward to abate a nuisance in the shapH of a 
water course; a resolution accompanied the 
communication, authorizing the abatement of 
the nuisance. Resolution passed. 

Mr. E. P. Jones, a resolution rescinding 
the action of Council in passing a resolution 
Dec, 30th, 1872, directing the City Solicitor to 
suspend proceedings in the matter of the open¬ 
ing of Liberty street. Passed.

Mr. McCarthy —I move to accept the report 
and discharge the Committee. 

Mr. BuRGWiN —That is not germain to the 
matter in hand. 

Mr. Chalmers—I object to the presentation 
of reports at this time. 

The Chair—T he point is well taken and the 
report goes over. 

Mr, Jones presented the reports of viewers 
on Thirty-fourth street setting forth that the 
charge asked for was impracticable. Approved. 

Also, report of viewers on Park avenue. Ap¬ 
proved. 

Mr. Pearson, remonstrance against any 
change of the proposed bridge from Thirty-third 
street to Thirtieth street. Referred. 

Also, remonstrance against proposed change 
of grade on Penn Avenue. Referred. 

Mr, Smith, petition for lamp post. Referred. 

Also, a preamble setting forth that in making 
the assessments for improvements on Penn 
avenue, Messrs. McKinley & Bro. had been 
charged by mistake for twice as much frontage 
as they owned, and a resolution directing that 
they be refunded $223, the amount overcharged 
them. Objection was made, and the resolution 
went over. 

I Also a communication from the Controller set¬ 
ting forth that the Finance Committee had passed 
a resolution heartily endorsing the proposed 
Exposition, and asking its further endorse¬ 
ment by Councils. Passed. 

Mr. Kirk, petition for change of grade on 
Butler street. Referred. 

Mr. Laufman, petition for water pipe on 
Sheridan avenue. Nineteenth ward. Referred. 

Also on Rose and Devilliers street. Referred. 

Also remonstrance from James K. Kerr, in re¬ 
ference to change of street in Twenty-second 
ward. Referred. 

Mr. Aiken, petition for change of grade on 
Ellsworth avenue, with ordinance. Papers in¬ 
definitely postponed. 

Also, petition for opening of Alder street. 
Petition accepted and ordinance read three 
times and passed. 

Also, ordinance supplementary to an ordi¬ 
nance for improvement of Hlland avenue; the 
parties failed to hold an election for Commis¬ 
sioners at the proper time, and the supplement 
was to correct the error, and order a new elec¬ 
tion. Passed finally. 

Mr. Scully, ordinance amending ordinance 
for improvement of Greenfield avenue, making 
the improvement only extend from Hazelwood 
avenue to Second avenue. Passed finally. 

Mr. Burgwin, for opening, locating and 
grading of a street in the Twenty-third ward, to 
be known as Isabella street. Referred to Survey 
Committee. 

Also, petition for extension of Boundary 
street. Same reference. 

WATER ON THE SOUTH SIDE. 

Mr. Adams, petition for widening of Wash¬ 
ington street, Twenty eighth ward. Referred. 

Mr. Kernan, petition for water pipe from Car- 


son street to Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth 
wards. Referred to Water Commission. 

Mr. Burgwin said the commission In such 
matters had no power to lay pipe on the South 
Side, as they only had authority in the old city. 

Mr. McCarthy moved to refer the matter to 
the Water Commission, and direct them to pre¬ 
pare a general plan to supply the South Side 
with water. Carried. 

Mr. Hunter, remonstrance against turn-table 
on Fourth avenue. Referred. 

President Gross here arrived and took the 
chair. 

Mr. Chalmers, from the Water Committee, 
presented a bill from the Monengahela Water 
Company, amounting to $4,125 up to April lat, 
1874. The committee reported a resolution 
recommending that the Company be allowed $50 
per year for each fire plug, now twenty-three 
in number. Passed. [This left the remainder 
of the bill untouched.] 

Mr. Hunter called up the ordinance in refer¬ 
ence to the Union Bridge Company, granting 
them privilege to make a landing for their 
bridge at the Point, and moved a suspension of 
the rules and final passage of the ordinance. 
Motion carried and ordinance so passed. 

The ordinance dividing the Seventeenth ward- 
into two election precincts, in C. C. passed, was 
called up, and after some discussion and several 
motions, the ordinance was finally passed. 

Ordinance for three feet brick sewer on Fifth 
avenue, from Dinwiddle street to Soho Run; in¬ 
definitely postponed. Ordinance for repeal of 
ordinance for opening of a portion of Haeket 
street; indefinitely postponed. Resolution from 
C. C. authorizing night session whenever there 
was unfinished business; indefinitely postponed. 

THE FOURTH AVENUE GRADE. 

Ordinance for change of grade on Fourth ave¬ 
nue, from C. C, 

Mr. Phillips favored the change because the 
grade made the street almost impassable, and 
made travel over it dangerous to life aud limb. 

Mr. Rafferty said no petition had been pre¬ 
sented for the change, and he didn’t believe in 
cutting down a street five feet and Involving an 
immense expenditure of money when no one ask¬ 
ed ii. The only demand, he understood, came 
from parties who expected to pot a Custom House 
there, but still the speaker thought they ought 
not to change the grade on that score. 

Mr. McCarthy said that the grade was one of 
the worst in the city; was exceedingly danger¬ 
ous to life and limb. A policeman had to be 
stationed there all the time to watch the ve¬ 
hicles coming down, and protect pedestrians. 

Mr. Morrow didn’t care if the change was 
made If the people petitioned for it, otherwise 
he opposed It. 

Mr. McCunb called attention to the cost of 
cutting down the grade, and said they certainly 
should not undertake the work unless the people 
asked for it. 

Mr. Riddell thought this matter of changing 
grades was getting to be too serious a Joke. 
There were demands for changes of grade on 
nearly all the main thoroughfares in the city. 
He believed in putting a stop to the matter. 
Fourth avenue with its present grade had been 
used for almost a generation and it would do yet. 

Mr. Phillips said the cost of the change 
came on the property owners and not upon the 
city treasury. Councils had the authority to 
change a grade when they deemed it advisable. 
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Mr. Bkown saM he owned twenty feet on th e 
street at the poinn where there was the deepest 
cut, and be would cheerfully pay bis assessment 
of cost. 

Hr. McCaudless said if the cost was not as* 
sessed upon the city the change ought to be 
made. He moved to refer the matter to the 
City Solicitor to report where the cost would fall. 

Mr. Fettbrman called attention to the law 
which allowed the city to regrade and repave 
any thoroughfare, and to have the cost assessed 
by viewers. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to refer it to the Court, 
reviewers to report the cost and who should pay. 
Carried. 

OLD BUSINESS. 

Oldhusin ss was continued. Ordinance for 
sewer on School alley, C. 0. passed, S. C con¬ 
curred. Keport of reviewers on Pike street, 

C. C., asked for Committee of Conference, C. C.

Mr. Pearson moved to have the remonstrance 
also printed with the ordinance. 

Some discussion ensued upon the general prin¬ 
ciples involved in the ordinance.

the work is commenced aceordiug to law. 
Passed finally. 

Mr. Adams, resolution for widening of Second 
avenue from Ross to Gas streets.

Adjourned.

Mr. Fulton made a long speech in opposition 
to the re location of the line. He said that all 
the evidence went to show that in the first place 
the centre line had been correctly located. The 
affldavit^of Mr. Kennedy was to that effect. The 
owners of property on the south side of the 
street permitted the original survey to be ap¬ 
proved years ago without remonstrance, and at 
this late day they come into Councils and al¬ 
lege a mistake in the location of the line. 

Mr. McConway said that Mr. Fulton built his 
argument upon the survey of Mr. Kennedy. The 
matter when it was thoroughly explained and 
cleared of the statements, and affidavits that en¬ 
cumbered it was very simple. He said that 
when he went into an investigation of the mat¬ 
ter he was favorable to the claims of the proper¬ 
ty owner n on the north sldo of the avenue, but 
he had become convinced that as a matter of 
simple justice to the property owners on the 
south side of the street, the ordinance ought to 
be passed. 










Mr. Fleming, Chairman of the Survey Com¬ 
mittee, said that he thought the matter was 
ahouc evenly balanced. All the property in dis¬ 
pute he claimed would not make oue lot 25 by 
150 feet, and the matter ought to be allowed to 
rest as it is. 

Mr. Finlbt said that he had heard the mat¬ 
ter argued before the Survey Committee and he 
thought that equity favored the property owners 
on the south side of the avenue. The quantity 
of land he said was not in dispute, it was the ir¬ 
reparable in j ury that would be done to the south 
side. 

Mr. Neglby (Mr. McConway in the chair) 
said he was opposed to the indefinite postpone¬ 
ment of the matter. ,If he could honorably shirk 
the case he would do it, as all the parties in¬ 
terested in it were friends of his, but he would 
discuss the matter as though they were all stran¬ 
gers to him.

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heretofore puDlislied, He thought that it should 
be ascertained whether Councils, through their 
committees, have any power over city officials, 
and if not^ let all questions of investigation be 
dropped. 

At first Mr. McCarthy said that he thought 
the Mayor had committed a great mistake, as it 
would create an impression that something w^as 
wrong. He had an interview with the Mayor 
who gave as reasons that any names might be 
placed in the subpoena as made out; that uo 
resolution had been passed by Councils request¬ 
ing or Instructing him to do so, and that he was 
advised, under existing circumstances, that he 
had DO authority to do as w'as expected. Now, 
the speaker said, the Mayor has said no later 
than this morning that when ii came in proper 
shape, he, the Mayor, would obey the aeiiou of 
Councils. 

MR RIDDELL’S SIDE 

Mr. Riddell said be could not see how an 
individual member could speak for the Mayor, 
when his acts were public and of different show¬ 
ing. The speaker had presented to the Mayor 
a sub{ocna in which were at least four names, 
and St 11 he liad refused to sign until he had 
consulted his attorney. Now, the speaker 
thought the Council.s ought to know what 
power they have and ought to assert it if they 
have any. 

Mr. Littell thought both parties were right, 
there could be authority for all acts, and now 
that the committee needful authority it 
should be given them, but no censure should be 
cast on the Mayor for hesitating until he bad a 
legal opinion. The Mayor evidently acted care¬ 
fully and properly and ibe opinion of a lawyer 
such as Mr. Woods, is entitled to weight. The 
Mayor then In refusing did right, 

Mr. McCarthy said that when in proper shape 
and refusal was made, be would be among the 
first to take legal action and compel obedience. 
He asked for a division of the question. 

EXISTING ABCSES, 

Mr. Kirk offered the folio wing: 

Hesolved, That the committee now auditing 
the Mayor’s accounts be further instructed to in¬ 
quire Into any existing abuses in the Mayor’s 
office, especially whether any money or valu¬

Mr. McCarthy moved to strike out the last 
resolution of the report. 

Mr. Riddell called attention to the fact that 
Councils had now agreed to adjourn until Sep¬ 
tember, and in case the Mayor again refused to 
sign 8ub(.()enas, wirhout the second resolution the 
Committee could do nothing. 

Mr, E. F. Jones said that at the opening of 
the subject be thought that it amonnted to noth¬ 
ing, but the very fact th&t papers and books 
were refused, and hindrances placed be¬ 
fore the Committee, bad led him and others to 
believe that there was something wrong.

Mr. Jrrbmt, petition signed by over five hun¬ 
dred citizens of the Twelfth and Thirteenth 
wards, asking Councils to pass the ordinance 
amending the ordinance providing for the con¬ 


tract with the Pennsylvania Railroad with ref¬ 
erence to the vacation of certain streets and the 
erection of bridges by the company over them. 

Mr. Watson objected to some words of the 
gentleman in presenting the petition and de« 
manded fair play. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Smith said he had a remonstrance signed 
by three thousand citizens, which signatures no 
man had been paid five dollars per day to ob¬ 
tain.

pavement. 

Mr. Burowin, communication from citizens of 
the Twenty-third ward, remonstrating against 
the kind of pavement chosen by the Commission 
for the improvement of Second avenue. In pre¬ 
senting the remonstrance, Mr. Burgwin said 
that the Commission bad originally adopted a 
stone pavement, but subsequently, while one 
member was absent, from some cause unknown, 
they had changed to a wooden pavement. He 
did not impute Improp’fer motives to the Commis¬ 
sion, hut their action was questionable, as was 
also their power. He stated that the cost of the 
wooden pavement on the avenue had been esti¬ 
mated at $500,000, but he believed that it would 
cost half as much more. 

Following Is the remonstrance: 

We, the undersigned property holders Inter¬ 
ested In the improvement of Second avenue, re¬ 
spectfully represent that we are unqualifiedly op¬ 
posed to the paving of the first section of said 
avenue with wood, as recently determined by a 
majority of the Commissioners for said avenue, 
for the followlug reasons: 

First. Because of the utter worthlessness of 
wood pavements, as has been fully demonstrated 


in this and other cities; and more particularly 
would it be unfit for this avenue on account of 
the heavy traffic—perhaps the heaviest in this or 
any other city—continually passing over it. 

Second^That we have been informed and we 
believe that the contract was previously legally 
awarded for a stone pavement,'at a small ad¬ 
vance of ten cents per square yard over the 
wood, and we believe that no disinterested party 
will dispute the fact that stone will outlast wood 
many times over. 

We therefore respectfully notify you that we 
I will resist the payment of any assessment made 
for paving the said avenue with wood, by all 
legal means within our reach. 

The paper was, on motion of Mr. Burgwin, 
referred to the City Solicitor to report the Uw 
and the facts in the case.

Mr. Riddell offered a resolution providing 
for the consolidation of the Riddell and Jeremy 
Committees, both being engaged on the same 
work. Mr. Riddell stated that the chairmen of 
both committees were agreed to the consolida¬ 
tion, to do away with any interference and clash¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Jeremy stated that he was satisfied with 
the arrangement, and on motion the resolution 
was adopted. 

'^r. Phillips presented a communication 
from the Controller, as per action of the Finance 
Committee, requesting transfers of appropria¬ 
tions as follows: From No. 5 police, to No. 13, 
contingent fund, $4,476.93, and from No. 5 po¬ 
lice, to No. 16, city property, $9,626.20. Ac¬ 
cepted, and a resolution authorizing the trans¬ 
fers was passed. 

Mr. Phillips said that the change was sim¬ 
ply to prevent the necessity of borrowing, and 
hereafter a re-transfer could be made, If neces¬ 
sary. 

A resolution to pay Mrs. McMann a bill of 
damages, some time before Councils, was 
adopted. 

Mr. Lloyd presented the report of the Water 
Committee for the month of August, covering 
the pay roll of the month, already published. 
Accepted. 

Mr. Riddell presented the report of the 
Committee on Markets, showing the receipts 
and expenditures as already published. Accept¬ 
ed. 

CITY HALL FOR THE ARMY RE-UNION. 

Same gentleman, communication from Colonel 
Blakely, of the Executive Committee having In 
charge the|arraDgemeots for the auuual re-unlou 
of the Army of the Cumberland, and asking the 
use of the old City Hall. Accepted, and on 
motion the request granted.| 

Mr. O’Neill presented a report from the Com¬ 
mittee on Wooden Buildings, covering a num¬ 
ber of ordinances giving privilege of erecting 
wooden buildings in various parts of the city. 
Accepted, and the ordinances were adopted. 

Mr. Morrow presented a report from the Gas 
Committee recommending the erection of a 
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number of gas lamps. Accepted and tbe rec¬ 
ommendations adopted. 

Mr. E. P. JoNBS presented a report from the 
Koad Committee. Accepted. 

Also, an ordinance providing for a board walk 
on Allequippa street. Passed finally. An ordi¬ 
nance for the construction of a bridge over Nine 
Mile Bun at Second avenue. Passed finally. 

THB RAILROAD FIGHT. 

Mr. Phillips called up the ordinance amenda¬ 
tory of the ordinance changing the contract with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. [This is 
the ordinance which provides for the closing of 
Thirty-third street.] Mr. Phillips stated that 
the ordinance was now on its second reading, 
and he would move the third reading and final 
passage. 

The ordinance was read hy the clerk. 

Mr. Phillips called attention to the fact that 
by resolution the City Engineer had been in¬ 
structed to ascertain whether or not a bridge at 
Thirty third street was practicable. He under¬ 
stood that the Engineer was prepared to report 
and asked that the officer be heard. 

RBMORSTRARCBS. 

Mr. B. H. Smith presented a remonstrance 
from about three thousand citizens of the Ninth, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth wards, against the amendatory 
ordinance. 

Mr. Jbkemt called for the reading of his 
petition for the ordinance. 

After these two were read, Mr. Herron pre¬ 
sented a remonstrance from citizens of the 
Eleventh and Thirteenth wards against the ordi¬ 
nance, which was also read. 

Mr. B. H. Smith moved the striking out of 
the last part of the third section which provides 
for the vacation of Thirty-third street. Not 
acted upon. 

Mr. Phillips again called for a report and ex¬ 
planation from the City Engineer, showing the 
outlets and best openings available. He moved 
that the Engineer explain the whole matter, as 
he with others wanted full information before a 
vote was taken. He wanted the diagrams and 
plans so exhibited that the large number of cit¬ 
izens present could see aud understand the sit¬ 
uation. 

The motion to hear the Engineer was adopted, 
and Mr. Dempster prepared to exhibit his draw¬ 
ings. 

THE DISCUSSION GETTING WARM. 

Mr. McCarthy moved that the whole matter 
be referred to the Street Committee for full ex¬ 
amination. The ordinance had not yet been be¬ 
fore any Committee, as is usual, and Councils 
could not, as a body, come to a proper under- 
standing from the explanation of the Engineer. 

Mr. Phillips, opposed this as unnecessary, 
and claimed that Councils could act directly as 
well as any Committee. 

Mr. Smith urged the motion of Mr. McCarthy, 
80 that a mil examination of the matter could be 
made. 

Mr. McCandlbss hoped that a full opportuni¬ 
ty would be given for the satisfaction of all. 

Mr Phillips said that after an exhibit and 
explanation by the Engineer, if Councils were 
not satisfied to go to a vote, he would be willing 
to have the matter referred. 

A question of order arose as to the propriety 
of Mr. McCarthy’s motion, hut he withdrew it 
to allow the Eoglueer to be heard. 

JMr. Dempster than placed his drawings upon 
one side of the room, and proceeded to explain 
the situation. He was frequently interrupted 
by questions, and Mr. Watson made a speech 
denunciatory of the change proposed, which was 
loudly applauded by the lobby. 

“MONUMENT OF FOLLY.” 

Mr, Phillips said that it is now merely a 
question whether the Railroad Company shall go 
on and put up this monument of folly, or 
whether they shall he allowed to make such 
change as will he a public beueflt. He asserted 


that if the bridge is erected at Thirty-street it 
will he of no benefit, as the grade will he one- 
half more per hundred feet than on Fifth avenue, 
from Smithfleld street to Grant street. 

Mr. McCarthy said that a matter of such 
grave importance should not he pushed through, 
but that it ought to he examined and passed 
upon hy a committee, hy which the had feeling 
can be allayed, and either a compromise effected 
I or it be clearly shown which plan was best for 
I the general public. He renewed his motion to 
I commit. 

I Mr. B. H. Smith seconded the motion of refer- 
I ence and said that the people Interested will 
abide by the decision of the committee; that 
they want the greatest good for the greatest | 
number. 

Mr. Watson again urged that no change was 
needed, and that there the loss of property 
would not affect it. 

Mr. Phillips called for the ayes and nays on 
the motion. 

“BORN IN INIQUITY.” 

Mr. Rafferty denounced the members from 
the new districts, and charged them with voting 
to close up or give away Grant and Washington 
streets for the benefit of the Pennsylvania Rail¬ 
road, but now that they were touched with the 
same stick they raise a fearful yell. He was 
glad they were getting a dose of the same, and 
felt like voting for vacation of any street in the 
new district, as a retaliating measure. This 
business, said the speaker, was horn in iniquity 
and will end in disgrace. It is a robbery of the 
people and an outrage upon their rights. 
[Laughter and applause. ] 

The gentleman was called to order several 
times, but persisted in having his say., 

The ayes and nays were called on Mr. Mc¬ 
Carthy’s motion to refer to the Street Committee, 
and it resulted in its defeat as follows :

Mr. R. H. Smith now renewed his motion to 
amend. 

Mr. Phillips had read an amendment previ¬ 
ously presented, but not read, extending the 
time for the completion of the work to he done 
hy the Railroad Company to September 1st, 
1874, and asked that it be incorporated in the 
ordinance. 

COMMITTED TO A COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Kirk moved the reference of the ordi¬ 
nance to a special committee of three from Se¬ 
lect and four from Common Councils. He 
stated that be thought that likely a change 
would he needed, hut he, with others, would 
like further examination in the matter. 

Mr. Burg WIN sustained the motion and ar¬ 
gued that a small committee was much better 
than a large one and they might suggest some 
change that would be better for all parties. He 
proceeded to state a suggestion to that effect 
Chat had already been ma'de. 

Mr. McCandless hoped the motion would pre¬ 
vail so that he could satisfy himself better what 
is best for the general public and the property 
holders. 

Mr. Phillips objected to delay, because the 
result will he the construction of a bridge 
that will be of no practicable use. He contend¬ 
ed that a committee could learn no more than 
this Council now can, as the Engineer must be 
consulted. 

Mr. Watson came to the floor again and re- 
fleeted severely upon Colonel Phillips fot the as¬ 
sertion that the bridge is impracticable. He 
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wanted to know the object of taking a bridge 
from where the people live to a place where they 
do not live. He wanted the contract fulfilled. 

Mr. Herron said, in answer to Mr. Phillips, 
that those who remonstrate against a change in 
the contract want the original contract carried 
out, and they will he satisfied with the bridge 
at Thirty.third street. 

Mr. Kibe said that if Mr. Phillips was cor¬ 
rect in his statement that the bridge would be 
impracticable, then every hour’s delay for ex¬ 
amination into it would strengthen those in 
favor of a change. 

A division was called on the question, and it 
was carried by a vote of 27 to 25. 

On behalf of Select, Messrs. Kirk, Phillips 
and £. P. Jones were appointed. 

Mr. BuRGwiN, in view of the fact that Com¬ 
mon Council had adjourned and could not act 
until two weeks had passed, moved that the 
committee be chosen from Select Council only. 
The motion was withdrawn when it was stated 
that the action contemplated a joint committee. 

Mr. Montooth offered a resolution requesting 
the contractors for the Improvement of Ells¬ 
worth avenue to suspend work between Aiken 
avenue and Joy street until the question of 
grade he settled. 

After some wordy warfare, the resolution was 
adopted and Council adjourned, a motion of 
Mr. Kirk looking to a night session being voted 
down.

At fifteen minutes past two o’clock this 
branch was called to order by President Gross, 
when the following members answered to roll 
call: 

Messrs. Adams, Ahl, Atterbnry, Brown, Burg-

The minutes of the meeting of September 8 
were read and approved. 

Clbrk Morrow then read the call for the 
special meeting, in which the object of the 
meeting was specified as being to dispose of 
business from the Water Commission. 

kxcharging bonds. 

Mr. Burgwin asked leave, before presenting 
the special business, to introduce an ordinance 
to allow the parties holding coupon water loan 
bonds to have them exchanged for registered 
bonds,—the Commission having been allowed by 
Act of Assembly to issue registered bonds. 

On motion of Mr. Burgwin, the rules were 
suspended, and the ordinance read three times, 
and finally passed. 

ANNULLING THB CONTRACT. 

Mr. Burgwin then presented the special busi¬ 
ness from the Water Commission, being an or¬ 
dinance, as follows: 

A supplement to an ordinance entitled “an 
ordinance to provide for the erection of New 
Water Works,” enacted 30th October, 1871: 

Whereas, On the 14th day of April, 1873, the 
Water Commissioners entered into a contract 
with John Douglas for excavating, furnishing 
materials, constructing and erecting the founda¬ 
tions for pumping machinery, boilers and build¬ 
ings, to be erected on the grounds belonging to 
the city of Pittsburgh, on the Allegheny river 
immediately above the mouth of Negley’s Run; 
and, 

Whereas, The said John Douglas having 
ailed to fulfill the requirements of the said con¬ 
tract, the said Commissioners under the terms 
thereof have forfeited the same; and, 

Whereas, The letting of a new contract for 
the completion of said work would require an 
advertisement of ten days, and would thereby 
cause a loss of valuable time, which, owing to 
the necessity of a sufficient advancement to¬ 
wards the completion of portions of said work, 
to prevent the destruction of that already done, 
by the fall floods, and the ice gorges of winter, 
and the immediate completion of the other 
portions of said work made necessary for the 
fulfillment of the contracts for the engines, 
et cetera^ of the new Water Works, Is of vast 
Importance to the Interest and welfare of the 
city. 


Now, therefore, be it ordained that the Water 
Commissioners be, and are hereby, directed to 
conaplete the work required to be done by said 
contract of John Douglas, and for that purpose 
are authorized to purchase the necessary mate¬ 
rials and employ the requisite number of men, 
and to pay for the same in the manner and sub¬ 
ject to the restrictions provided for the dis¬ 
bursement of other moneys by said Commis¬ 
sioners. 

Mr. Burgwin, in support of the ordinance, 
said the Commission would not have called 
Councils together unless this had been a very 
important matter. This was a season of the 
year when every day was Invaluable. If they 
did not at once get the work advanced before 
the winter came on, they might lose all that had 
already been done—a loss of time and labor 
that was considerable. Six thousand dollars had 
already been paid out for the work. If there 
was any blame to attach to any one, it was to 
the Commission, who had perhaps forborne a 
little too long. 

Mr. McCandlbss—H as there been six thou¬ 
sand dollars’ worth of work done? 

Mr. Burgwin—W e have paid out on estimates 
$ 6 , 000 . 

Mr. Jeremy—I s this to build the whole works? 

Mr. Burgwin— Only the foundation—Mr. 
Douglass’ contract. 

Mr. Jeremy-D o you propose to let his bonds¬ 
men go? 

Mr Burgwin—N ot at all, sir. We’II be after 
them in due time, but wecan’t get at them just 
now. 

Mr. Rafferty thought it was a bad precedent 
to establish. He referred to abuses in allowing 
work to be done without contract, and urged 
that every Item of work done for the city should 
only be done by contract. Men working by the 
day did not do as well for the city as though 
working by contract. He believed in contract- 
Ing. 

As an example, he had been out along 
Hiland avenue and saw twenty men sitting down 
smoking who had been employed by the city to 
lay the water pipe. He thought if the people 
were to be swindled in that way, it was time 
they knew it. 

Mr. Burgwin, in answer to an inquiry from 
Mr. Scully, stated that the contract for making 
the foundation amounted to $145,000, 

Mr, Laufman said they had discovered, since 
commencing the work, that they would have to 
go down below the river bed to get a solid rock 
to commence the foundation upon. That would 
make the work cost a little more, but they had 
expected to find a solid rock at a less depth 
when they let the contract. 

In reference to laying the water pipe, the 
speaker believed the Commission would, in the 
aggregate, lay the pipes cheaper than they could 
be laid by letting a little contract for every hun- 
dred feet of pipe that was laid, and having In- 
numerable small contracts on hand. 

He had been in favor of going on with the 
work, without carrying it Into Councils, because 
he thought the Commission, under the circum¬ 
stances, were safe. Their engineers estimated 
that they could go on with the work from this 
time, and finish, it for the contract price. Or, 
if It went over the estimate a little, they had 
Douglass’ bondsmen for $25,000 to secure them. 
If the contract was relet, no contractor would 
take it for that price again. 


Mr. McCandlbss though the only question be¬ 
fore them was the Douglass contract. They had 
heard the facts rehearsed. Mr. Douglass had 
failed in his contract. The Commission could 
go ahead and finish the work at the price. He 
thought they ought then to go ahead at once. 

Mr. Kirk wanted to know if the bondsmen 
would not be released If the Commission took 
the work in hand instead of reletting the con. 
tract. 

Mr. Burgwin said the ordinance had been 
prepared by the City Attorney, and he judged it 
was all right. He (Mr. Burgwin) was not the 
legal adviser of the city, but thought the point 
was So clear that it didn’t need a legal opinion. 
He then read from the contract showing that 
the contract was invalidated in certain contin¬ 
gencies—such as if the contractor failed to have 
the work done in sections at certain times, and 
the whole finished by October 1st. And if be 
failed the Commission were authorized to go on 
with the work, if they chose, without reletting. 
Mr. McCandlbss— That settles it. 

The ordinance was then read a third time, 
and finally passed, 

PIKE STREET SETTLED. 

Mr. M.cCandless, from the Committee of 
Conference in reference to opening Pike street, 
reported in favor of approving the report. 

The committee’s report was received and the 
viewer’s report then taken from the desk and 
finally passed. 

Mr. B. B. Brown, an ordinance for grading 
Barry street. Read a third time and passed. 

Mr, Pearson called up the ordinance for a 
sewer on Thirtystreet. 

Mr. Watson p.v. ..ted a petition for the 
same. 

Petition accepted, and ordinance passed final- 

ly- 

Mr. Fbabsgn, petition for more gas lamps in 
Fifteenth ward. Referred. 

Mr. Morrow, an ordinance to amend an 
ordinance in reference to sewer on Ann street,— 
stopping it at Magee street. Passed finally. 

Also, resolution for larger water mains on 
Fifth avenue, between Elm and Congress 
streets. Passed. 

Also, petition for Commissioners for opening 
of Locust street. Passed finally. 

Mr. Watson, petition for water pipes in 
Thirty.second ward. Referred. 

THIRTY-THIRD STREET BRIDGE- 

Mr. Phillips, presented an ordinance as a 
substitute to the ordinance relating to the con¬ 
struction of a bridge at Thirty-third street by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. (The 
changes specified will be made clear by the ordi¬ 
nance). 

Mr, Phillips In offering the ordinance stated 
that It had been carefully prepared by the 
City Solicitor and Mr, E. P, Jones, and others 
interested, and he thought It was a fair compro¬ 
mise that would harmonize as near as could be 
the views of all. 

The ordinance was accompanied by a map 
showing the changes. 

The ordinance was read three times and 
finally passed. 

Mr Hays presented a petition for the estab¬ 
lishment of the lines of Washlngtonjsreet. Re- 
•rred. 

Mr. Kirk, an ordinance regulating the prices 
to be charged for gas in the public lamps in tk 
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Eighteenth ward, and directing the erection of 
lamps as soon as mains were laid. The prices 
named were the same as those charged hy the 
East End Gas Company in outside districts. 

The rules were suspended and the ordinance 
passed finally. 

Mr. Attbrbury, petition for curbing and 
paving of Wall alley, South Side. Referred. 

Mr. Goldthorfb, Resolution for repairing 
side walk. Referred. 

Mr. Chalmers called up the ordinance for 
sewer on Hazlett street. Passed finally. 

The Chair read an ordinance for grading and 
paving of Mohawk street. Passed finally. 

Mr. Aiken called up the ordinance for change 
of grade on Ellsworth avenue, and moved its 
indefinite postponement. Carried. 

Mr. R. B. Brown asked what progress had 
been made hy the Water Commission toward 
furnishing the South Side with a better water 
supply. 

Mr. Burowin answered that nothing definite 
had been done. The Commission had been ne¬ 
gotiating for the purchase of the Monongahela 
Water Works, but did not come to terms, as 
they considered the price asked too high. 

Mr. Atterbury said the Monongahela Water 
Company would meet the Water Commission with 
a detailed statement at their next meeting, which 
he thought would be satisfactory, if there was 
any desire to purchase at a lair rate. 

Mr. Durling petition for opening of High 
street. Referred. 

Adjourned.

The President called this branch to order at 
half past two o’clock. The roll was called and the 
following members answered present: Messrs. 
Arensburg, S. M. Boyd, Bryce, Carroll, Finley, 
Fleming, Harris, Hays, Jones, Kerr, Lowrey, 
Joseph Moore, John Moore, Morgan, McOonway, 
McGimpsey, Oberheldman, Rolfe, Sewell, Sem¬ 
ple, Trautman, West, Williams, and President 
Negley. 

On motion, the reading of the minutes was 
dispensed with. 

The Clerk read the call from the Water Com¬ 
mission for the special meeting. 

THE PUMPINO HOUSE FOUNDATIONS. 

Mr. Carroll presented a supplement to an or¬ 
dinance entitled *^an ordinance lor the erection 
of a new water works,” giving power to the Wa¬ 
ter Commission to complete the work contracted 
for by Mr. Douglas, being the construction of 
foundations for the new pumping house at Neg- 
ley’s run. 

Mr. Carroll stated that the work was duly 
advertised for contract, and Mr. Douglass be¬ 
ing the lowest and best bidder it was awarded 
to him on or about the Uth of April last. That 
the work was prosecuted very slowly, aud at a 
meeting held on Friday last they decided to for¬ 
feit the contract. Mr. Douglass had been paid 
17,000 on the work. The amount of the con¬ 
tract was $147,000. In July, Mr. Douglass was 
notified that be must push the work more rap¬ 
idly, when be came before the Commission and 
stated that the delay was owing to a lack of 
funds on his part. 

Mr. Finlbt coincided with Mr. Carroll. He 
bad made an examination of the work, aud 
thought it was progressing very slowly. 

SUFFICIENT AUTHORITY. 

Mr. JONEt thought that Council bad no power 
to make any change, but the Water Commission 
In his opinion, had full authority to prosecute the 
work in such a manner as it deemed proper. 

Id reply to a question from Mr. Jones, Mr. 
Carrol] stated that the contracter gave security 
in the sum of Uenty five thousand dollars for 
faithful performance of the work. 


The Chairman read the article of agreement 
between the Water Commission and the con¬ 
tractor. 

Mr. JONES again said that If he was fully 
shown that the Commission had no power to 
prosecute the work he would be willing to give 
all the assistance iu his power, but he intimated 
that they had let the whole summer pass by 
and now come in within a few weeks of frost 
and ask for assistance, when steps should have 
been taken sooner. 

Mr. Carroll said that Mr. Jones was evi¬ 
dently laboring under a misapprehension. The 
Commission had met on Friday when the whole 
question was submitied to the City Solicitor, and 
the ordinance under discussion had been drawn 
up by him. 

Mr. Nbolby was inclined to view the mat¬ 
ter in the same light that Mr. Jones did. The 
contract was broad and complete enough to 
permit the Commission to go on with the work. 
They were by the agreement made agents of 
Mr. Douglas, and if be was unable to go on 
with the work they had power to let it to some 
one else. 

THE SECURITY GOOD. 

Mr. Hays wanted to know if the report of the 
City Solicitor was such as to warrant the belief 
that the security of Mr. Douglass was good. 

Mr. Carroll said that It was. 

Mr. Fleming said there was no evidence to 
show that the contractor bad done anything to 
forfeit the contract. 

Mr. Finley hoped that the commission would 
be given all the moral and material aid they 
needed. He visited the foundations but a few 
hours before and was obliged to confess that 
they were only playing at digging foundations. 
Not over a dozen men were at work and only 
four or five carts. 

The City Solicitor being called upon stated 
that he bad given an opinion to the Water Com¬ 
mission to the effect that it could not go on and 
do the work without advertising for ten days for 
I proposals. The Commission was authorized to 
I forfeit the contract under certain contingencies. 

' Those contingencies had arisen. The article of 
agreement was binding between the parties, but 
it did not authorize the Commission to exceed 
its power and go on with the work itself. 

Mr. Nbglby contended that Councils had no 
right to pass the ordinance, aud he was also of 
the opinion that the Commission, as agents of 
Mr. Douglass, had full power to go on with the 
work. 

The question was called on the passage of the 
ordinance. 

THE ORDINANCE WITHDRAWN. 

Mr. Carroll asked and obtained leave to with- 
draw the ordinance presented by him, and he 
moved to concur iu the action of Select Council 
in passing a similar ordinance.

THE SECOND AVENUE TROUBLE. 

Mr. Kihk offered the following: 

WuEUEAS, Aft un iuthorfz -d Committee have 
ordertfd legal proceedings to bs lustltur-ed In iIm 
name of the city against tne Pittsburgh and 
Coiiuellsvillo Kiiiroad Gjmparir, on the ques¬ 
tions at issue relative to Sc^cond avenue Im 
provemenf; and 

WuEUBiS. The maUer in dispute has b“en 
brought to the attention of C •uuclls, and that 
Councils, recoguiziug the importance of the 
Oounellsville R lilroad to the city of Pittsburgh, 
are desirous that the good will aod friendly feel¬ 
ing that has irxisted between the company and 
the city iu the past shall be continued in tne fu 
lure, and that, therefore, no appeal .shad be made 
to the Court.s on the part of the city uuiil Cjun- 
G Is have fu'iy iuve.stigated the subJ-;ctaQd ex 
hausted all meausuf amicable settlement; there- 
fore 

Resrlrcd. That the City Attorney is hereby di¬ 
rected to suspend all legal proceedings In behalf 
of the city until djrec;ei by Councils to resume 
the sam*^. 

Hesolved, That a committee of two from Ss 
lecc aud three from the Common Council, to 
gsther with the Presideuts of Councils, be ap 
pdutt'd to confer with the officers of said Coin- 
oaoy, aud endeavor to secure an amfcaoie set¬ 
tlement of all matters in dispute, aod report 
ih**ir conolusious to Councils. 

Oi motiou ot Mr. Kii k the rules were sus¬ 
pended by a vote of 30 to 6 Co consider the reso 
luti ms. 

Mr. Kihk then explained the trouble between 
the city and the OouueUsviUe Htilroad In refer 
ence to 8 cond avenue, aud recited the action 
of the sub-Commlctee in ordering Court proceed¬ 
ings in thecise wicbouc reporting back to the 
Joint Cjmmittee having ttie matter in charge 
or getting any authority from Councils. The 
speaker said if the matter was properly consid¬ 
ered by Councils the authorities of the 
Riilroad Company would yield to 
any fair compromise rather than have any 
litigation. He ( he speaker) considered Che ac¬ 
tion of the committed looking to a pressure on 
tbe company to compel them to bring their road 
to suit the grade on Second avenue, disgraceful. 
The city no case aud coutdnH make it out lu 
Court, 

M . Riddell—D rI understand the gentlfina 
that a sub conirailtee ordered these legal pro 
ceedlngt without reporting to Counellsf 
Mr Kirk—Yss sir. 

Mr. U.iff3i'iy—Aod against the advice of tbe 
City Sol CM or who says the city has no case. 

Mr. SCULLT said there n^ver had been a de¬ 
mand mane upjti tbe railroad company to make 
them lower their tracks to tbe grades ot the 
streets. President Cohen, of tbe company him¬ 
self, said that the tracks were on rbe Beeood 
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avauue line. The trouble simply was that Che 
railroad company wanted tue ct<y to pay for 
wlderilug 8.;coud avenue. That Was tbe dispute 
now. 

Mr. Kafpsrit stated that in committee. It had 
been ad-outrd that the road nad a right Co tbe 
locatlou they were now occupying, and the only 
way to bring them t i term* was to to compel 
tnem to lower their tracks to suit the grades of 
the cross streets. He ( he speaker) didn’t be¬ 
lieve lu such a method of subjugaiiog a com¬ 
pany. 

Mr. E P. Jones said this was a mistake. 
The face was that the Railway company was 
(lispost^d to concede nothing. Xht^y wauted the 
dry to widen Second avenue and make every- 
tnlug to suit their tracks. The commiiree find¬ 
ing this to be the case could do nothing else but 
order l^gil proceedings. The legal proceedings 
were coiuiUeuced at his suggestion, after the 
coiniulir-ee had repeatedly met and conversed 
Willi President Cohen and failed to get any prop- 
oaiilou from him. Tne last time the committee 
met, at a lime to suit his convenience he, failed 
to come, aud alter waiting an hour, the commit¬ 
tee aojourned aud tueu the B.^coud Avenoe 
Commtssouers, uut the committee, bad entered 
piHiceedlugs to get the ii jtiucUou against them 
dissolved so that tht^yccuid goon witu the work. 

Mr. KikK said that the question was very 
simple. Toe City Attorney said tbe road had a 
rigui to the line upon whicn ibeir tracks were 
Uld, but by law they c mid be compelled to 
bring their tracks down to suit tbe grades. It 
was merely a legal technicality to compel tbe 
road to come to terms that would be more favor¬ 
able to the city. All be asKed was that the 
Councils should take cognizance of a dispute of 
which officially they hau never yet heard any¬ 
thing. 

Mr. Riddell clearly understood one point. 

A committee appuinieu to asctrtaln tbe fac.s lu 
tbe case had passed upon tbe facts themselves. 
They had used tbe name of tbe city to institute 
legal proceedings. He thought no commutee 
bad ruoh power—had no right to auiboiize the 
Oily 801 cl tor to institute legal proceedings 
witoout tiisti u CiOQ.s from tbe City Councils. 

Mr. 8CULLY denied that the City Attorney 
had entered the case at all. Tne proceedings 
were brought by ihe Second Avenue Commis¬ 
sioners aud lu their name. 

A dl^pule then arose as to the matter of fact— 
who had entered the proceedings—tbe city or the 
Commissioners. 

Mr. Wahino moved, in view of this question 
of (t>ct, that the resolutions be laid on the table. 

Mr. Littsll said that was the reason why 
the macier suould not be laid on the table. 
Councils did uoC smother up matters In that 
way. 

Mr. R. B. Brown explained that a commit¬ 
tee had visited the ground, aod upon coming 
back had beeu favored with a dinner and wine at 
the expense of the RalJioad Ooropauy. [Laugh¬ 
ter ] But no final bsttlemeiit was reacu d. A 
second eub committee was appointed. Tuey in¬ 
vestigated tbe matter, aud came no neaier a 
conclusion. He thought now that if two com- 
mi tees bad fatted a tutid committee might be 
appointed to take it in band. 

Tne City Attorney was now called upon, and 
staled that he had nof appeared and had not 







been inatrucred to aj>ppar btfare the court for 
the cUy. The motion to dissolve the Injunction 
had brpn made by the attorney cf the becond 
Avenue Commission—not by the city.

The minutes of the preceding meeting were 
read and approved. 

MK. KIBE’S BNGIBBBRINO. 

Mr. Kirs arose to a question of privilege, 
which being granted, he stated that at the last 
regular meeting of the Survey Committee, 
when the pay roll for the last past month was 
presented for approval, he had asked whether 
or not all the men thereon bad been in the sep¬ 
arate employment of the city Mr. Dempster, 
the City Engineer, came in and in an imsulting 
manner declined to answer, and deniea the 
right of Mr. Kirk to ask the question. Mr. 
Kirk claimed that he had a right as a CouucU- 
man and member of the Survey Committee, and 
if the Engineer was not required to answer, the 
speaker would go back to his constituents and 
let them send another representative. He de¬ 
manded a respectful answer, but it bad been re¬ 
fused. 

AN ORPBR ON MR. DEMPSTER. 

The gentleman, in closing, presented the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Resoltedy That Mr. Dempster, City Engineer, 
be and he is hereby ordered to appear before the 
Survey Committee, and to answer the questions 
asked him at the last general meeting thereof, 
viz: Whether be is or has been, during bis term 
of office, engineering for any commission, or 
doing or managing any work for any other au¬ 
thority or persons than the City of Pittsburgh, 
and receiving fees, salary, or separate compen¬ 
sation therefor; and If so, whether the receipts 
for the same gocs Into the city treasuiy, and 
also answer any other reasonable questions rela¬ 
tive to the same, or the affairs of his office, as 
may be asked bim by any member of said Com¬ 
mittee. 

The chair decided that the question of priv¬ 
ilege did not extend to the introduction of a pa¬ 
per, but a suspension of the rules would be nee- 
eisary. 

Mr. Thompson moved a suspension of the 
rules to allow the introduction of the resolution. 


Mr. Littbll objected, claiming that the mat¬ 
ter should come from the committee. 

A viva voce vote was taken, but tbe chair was 
unable to decide, and a rising vote was called. 
Before the voce was counted, Mr* Kirk called 
tbe ayes and nays, which call was sustained. 
The call being made, resulted—ayes, 23; nays, 
27. The motion was therefore lost. The vote 
is as follows :

ANOTHER INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE WANTED. 

Mr. Burg WIN yielded tbe chair to the Presi¬ 
dent, and, under tbe question of privilege, offered 
to read a paper. 

Objections were made by Mr. Kirk, Mr. Mc¬ 
Cune and others until tbe substance was stated. 

Mr. Burgwin then stated that It was a coin- 
muDlcation from City Engineer Dempster. 

Messrs. Riddell, Murray, McCandless and 
others renewed objections. 

Mr. Riddell made the point of order that the 
paper could not come In as a question of privi¬ 
lege. 

The Cbalr decided that it was a question of 
privilege asked by a member of Councils. 

Mr. BURGWIN then read Che communication as 
ollows: 

Gentlemen: Whereas, A member of your 
body has publicly chaiged me with receiving 
salaries from several Commissioners for the im¬ 
provement of streets, I therefore request that 
a committee be appointed to investigate as to 
tbe truth or the falsity of such charges, and re¬ 
port. 

Mr. BuHGWiN moved that a special committee 
be appointed to investigate tbe charges. 

Mr. MoOartbt moved to amend that];tbe pa¬ 
per be referred to the Survey Committee, and 
argued that it was due to that Committee, the 
offense having been given there and the ques¬ 
tion having arisen there. There the apology 
should be girea. 

Mr. Burgwin argued that the Engineer had 
the right to come and asked an investigation, 
and that Mr. Dempster stood ready to answer 
all proper questions from any committee. But 
there is a way to ask questions which in Itself Is 
I an insult, and so tbis matter arose. 

I Mr. Kirk proposed to reply, but Mr. Hays ob¬ 
jected. 

Mr. Kirk claimed the right to be heard In an- 
! swer. 

Mr. Morrow thought that Council was going 
beyond the subject. 

MR. KIRK’S PLATFORM. 

Mr. Kirk, being allowed the privilege, stated 
that there bad been no personal difficulty be¬ 
tween himself and Mr. Dempster. That from 
his (Kirk’s) attention to the conduct of the En¬ 
gineer’s office, that official undertook to inter¬ 
fere to tbe detriment of the speaker’s ward. He, 
the speaker, had not made charges against the 
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Engineer. He had asked iu a proper way cer¬ 
tain questions, and the Engineer had insultingly 
refused to answer. Investigations had failed, , 
from Credit MobiUer down, and this matter 
would take perhaps three mouths to investigate, 
and require over one hundred witnesses. He 
had not time to devote to this, especially when 
it would amount to nothing. He simply desired * 
the Engineer to answer the questions. 

Dr. McCandless hoped that the matter would 
be sent to the Survey Committee, where it could 
be easily settled. He seconded the amendment 
of Mr. McCarthy. f 

Mr. Burgwin argued that the committee bad ' 
nothing before them on which to act. 

Mr. Kirk said he made no charge of dishon¬ 
esty against Mr. Dempster, but he did charge 
that Mr. D. Is giving time due the city to out- < 

side work, and the speaker bad asked to know ' 

whether or not the money due therefor was 
being paid Into the City Treasury, a? revenue 
from the City Engineer’s office. He charged ■ 
that the City Engineer was engineer for five or t 
six commissions, and he receives or collects 
money therefor. ' 

Mr. Burgwin—H e cannot pay money into tbe 
city treasury that be does not receive. He de- - 
Dies positively that he receives such money. 

Mr. Riddell argued that any personal diffi¬ 
culty was not under consideration. It v^as sim¬ 
ply whether Mr. Dempster or any city official is , 
or is not bound to answer to committees or 
members of Councils, questions relating to his 
business. 

Mr. Littell said that the Penn avenue act ; 
required Mr. Dempster to give gtades and de¬ 
vote time to work done under that act. 

A cuttle fish argument. I 

Mr. McCarthy said that the friends of Mr. 
Dempster to-day showed the finest cuttle fish 
argument he had heard for some time. They . 
muddled tbe matter beautifully. The speaker 
claimed that it was not Mr. Kirk and Mr. . 
Dempster now demanding attention. It was . 
the people ot tbe Eighteenth ward demanding, 
through their representative, information of 
importance to the city from a city officiaL 
Any member of Councils representing, as each | 
does, the citizens and taxpayers, has a right to 
ask and receive answers from a city official. 

Mr. Jones was in favor of a committee of In¬ 
vestigation. 

Mr. Burgwin said that a reference to the ] 
Suivey Committee would stop Investigation; ! 
that Mr. Dempster would most assuredly deny 
I tbe charges and there would be an end of the 
matter. 

I Mr. McCarthy, to satisfy the previous speak- 
I er, moved as a substitute the adoptiou of Mr. , 
Kirk’s resolution. 

Mr. Phillips said be had no doubt (bat Mr. ;

Mr. FollarSBBb, resolution instrucMng the 
Gas Committee to inquire i»lo and report why 
the city Is so poorly lighted, the present gas light 
hardly being equal to that afforded by candles. 
Referred. 

Mr. Moop.E desired to know If the rules could 
be suspended In order to take up the resolution 
previously offered by him In regard to the Point! 
bridge. 

The chairman said he would give his decision ■ 
before Council adjourned. ! 

Business from Select Council was taken up and 
ail concurred in, except as follows: 

Resolution directing ihe City E iglneer to ap 
pear before the Survey Committee and answer 
certain questions in regard to his receiving sal¬ 
aries for acting as engineer of different comral't- 
slOQS. Non concurred in. 

Report of the Gas Committee providing tor the 
erection of lamps in different parts of the city. 

Mr. Follansbbb moved that the report be 
QOQ-concurred in, Inasmuch as be had offered a 


resolution inquiring of the committee why the 
gas hgluing was not better iu all parts of the 
city, and ho was opposed to any further exten- 
sions until the light, was better. Ho had to send 
at least once a week to have the gas at his place 
of business fixed, and then it would not burn 
more lb an half an hour. 

Mr. Jones explained that the deficiency in gas 
lighting was owing to the fact that the company 
was engaged iu orecling a new gasometer iu 
the Fourteenth Vvard, their present facilities be¬ 
ing insufficient to meet the demand. 

At this jnnetare the clerk of Select flouncll ap¬ 
peared, ai d stated that tltat branch was ready 
to meet Common Council in joiut session to con¬ 
sider a comnuinication from the City SMieitor, 

After the joint session was over and the Cora- 
moneis had returned to their room, discussion 
was resumed ou Mr. FoPansbee^s motion, which 
was finally lost, and the action of Seket Coun 
cil was concurred in. 

Mr, McConwaT moved that Common Council 
concur in the action of the joiut session in re¬ 
gard to tha communicatiou of the City Solicitor, 
Carried. 

Mr. Brashear, petition of citizens of the 
Twenty-Sriveuth ward for two elect ion precincts.

JOINT SESSION, 

When all the members of both branches were 
met in joint session, Col Phillips arose from 
his seat and said that oa Saturday evening last 
the City Solicitor called to see him, aud said 
that he thought there was a screw loose in the 
Water Corambsion, and that some of its bonds 
were in j-»opardy. Upon investigation it had 
been discovered that $223,000 in cash, the pro-' 
ceeds of bonds sold in Philadelphia, had been ! 
deposited in the sip^pended National Trust Com¬ 
pany, and that $254 000 worth of water bonds 
had been left with the same company for sale. 
Owing to the foct that the stockholders of the 
bank are Individually liable, the speaker be¬ 
lieved that tho city would be safe. Tha Secre¬ 
tary of the W-iter Commission received the 
money, $223,000, and instead of depositing it 
with the City Treasurer, to ba by him placed 
in the City Depositarys, he, on his own responsi 
bllily, and without authority, deposited it with 
the National Trust Company. In addition to the 
above amount there wasa'so $50,000 in Thirty- 
thlid street improvement bonds, in the same 
bank, less a credit of $13,000, making in all 
$514 000, all of which Ihe speaker believed could 
beseemed. As soon as the matter reached the 
ears of the Wafer Commlsfion they ordered an 
investigation. There had been juraors that there 
was a de'alcation in the City Treasurei’s office, 
but Mr. Phillips desired It. to be distinctly un¬ 
derstood that such was not the cas.*. 

CITT ATTORNET’S COMMUNICATION. 

Mr. Burgwin, the chairman, then read the 
foliowing communication from City Attorney 
Bigelow: 

Colonel William, PhilVp% Chairman of Finance 

Committee: 

Dear Sir : On Saturday at five o’clock p. m , 
I learned with some surprise that John Ross, 
Secretary of the Water Commission, was In 
trouble in connection with the National Trust 
Company, a banking institution of this city, as 
to the proceeds and sale of bonds for the exten¬ 
sion of the Water Works, since which time 1 
have endeavored to ascertain all the facts and 
take such measures as will secure the city from 


loss. The facts thus far obtained are as follows, 
viz : Money, proceeds of bonds sold, on deposit 
at Nation Trust Company, $223,000. Bonds 
left with bank for negotiation, (water loan) 
$254,000. Bonds left with bank for negotia¬ 
tion (Thirty.third Street Improvement) $50,000, 
less credit of $13,000. The water loan and 
street bonds have been, to the best of my Infor¬ 
mation, hypothecated by the bank in Philadel¬ 
phia as collateral security for the payment of the 
obligations of the bank. The said Nation Trust 
Co. is an individual concern, the stockholders 
thereof being individually liable for all the obli^ 
gations of the bank, and from the names of the 
individuals given as stockholders, the city, I be¬ 
lieve, will ultimately be entirely secured. 

In view of the facts it became my duty to call 
your committee (Finance) together for consulta¬ 
tion and neces^jary action.

A WARM DtSCUSSION. 

Mr. Chalmers moved that the communication 
be received and filed aud ordered to be pub¬ 
lished. 

Mr. Atterburt desired to know the names of 
the stockholders of the Nation Trust Company. 

Col. Phillips replied that that was what 
they were trying to get at. 

Mr. McCarthy —The position we find our¬ 
selves in to-day was not entirely unexpected by 
many. In conversation with the City 
Treasurer some months ago, I stated that 
Councils had no right to authorize the Waler 
Commission to negotiate those bonds. When 
fciie matter was before Councils I raised the ques¬ 
tion that under the act of Assembly the Con¬ 
troller was the only authorized fiscal agent of 
the city, and that no ordinance could take that 
power from him. I ask the privilege to read to 
yon from the record of March Slst. Mr. 
McCarthy then read as follows: “Mr McCarthy 
called for the reading of the ordinance and the 
act of Assembly under which it was authorized. 
This being done he objected to it because it con¬ 
flicted with the organic law of the city, as that 
provided that all the financial affairs of the city 
should be under the supervision of the City 
Contioller. He had control over all bonds issued 
by the city, and this power could not be taken 
from him unless the organic law was changed, 
and if be allowed it to be done he placed himself 
iu a position where he was liable to indictment 
for malfeasance in office for neglect of his offi¬ 
cial duties. The Controller, not the Water Com 
mhsiuQ, should have control of the sale of bonds. 
The speaker, therefore, moved to refer the ordi¬ 
nance to the Finance Committee and City Solic¬ 
itor, to see whether the ordinance did not con¬ 
flict with the organic Jaw of the city.” 

Mr. Liddell —Is there a motion before the 
house. 

Mr. McCarthy —There is about as much re¬ 
spect paid to my remarks now as when I first 
spoke in regard to this matter, and if you had 
listened to what I said then you would not have 
had upwards of half a million dollars missing 
to cay. (Applause.)

Shortly after tw > o’clock this branch came to 
order, and in the absence of President Gross, 
Mr. Riddell was called to the chair. At roll

RBQUfiSTBU TO KBSION. 

The regular order of business was called, but 
Mr. RaPFbrtt interrupted it by offering the 
following: 

Whereas, The members of the Water Com 
mission, by reason of the Jare embezzlement of 
Water bonds, have lost the confidence of the 
public; therefore, 

JUwlved, That the members of said Water 
Commission are hereby respectfully requested to 
resign, and surrender to the city the o^cial trust 
reposed to them. 

Mr. Rafferty moved that the resolution be 
adopted. 

Mr, Littbll^I, for one. object, as an investl- 
gati'oD of the matter is now going on, 

Mr. Rafferty satd he was credibly informed 
that there wine other frauds; that improper es¬ 
timates for work had been made by the engi¬ 
neers of the Commission, and that the city was 
being defrauded. He had this, be said, from 
the fountain bead, and it was uecessary tor the 
people and in their interest to have the matter 
investigated thoroughly by compexent and disin¬ 
terested persons. 

Mr. Aiken rose to a point of order, that under 
the rules rue resolution could not be offered at 
this rime. 

Mr. Riddell, Chairman, sustained the point, 
Mr. Rafferty —I move a suspension of the 
rules. 

The call was sustained and the ayes and nays 
were demanded on the question by Mr. Rapper- 
TT. It was lost by the foilowlng vote:

JUSTICE AND PUNISHMENT. 

Mr. Rafferty then presented the following, 
and asked leave to call it up when in order: 

Whereas, The Finance Committee of Conn- 
eils, by reason of the opposition of those mem¬ 


bers of this body and others, who are Interested 
in, or connected with, tbe late embezzlement of 
city water bonds, have been and are retarded 
and hindered from making a proper investiga 
tlon of said frauds on the city; therefore, 
iJesolred, That a special committee of five, 
two from Select and three from Common Couu 
cil, be now appointed to take charge and control 
of and investigate said matter, with power to 
employ counsel, and to institute proceedings 
and do all things necessary not only to secure 
tbe funds of the city, but to bring to justice and 
punishment all city officers, principals as well 
as clerks and directors of the Nation Trust 
Company, as well as their cashier and assistant. 
And that in constituting said committee, all 
members of Counci's, who are also members of 
the Water Commission, directors or stockholders 
In the Nation Trust Company, and who oppose 
investigation as members of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, shall be excluded. 

routine work. 

The regular or*3^eFof busihee^ was then pro 
ceeded with. 

Mr. Chalmers presented a petition in favor of 
an ordinance for the grading, paving and 
curbing of Vine street. Tbe petition was receiv¬ 
ed and Mr. Rafferty objected to tbe ordinance. 

Mr. Chalmers moved a suspension of Ihe 
rules, which was carried. The same member 
moved the third reading and final passage of the 
ordinance. 

Mr. Rafferty made a determined opposition; 
said a few persons pre.sent were Interested In 
the improvement, while poor lot holders are un¬ 
able to pay for It at this time. He said that 
the orphan asylum was unable lo pay, as There 
was not enough money in tbe treasury to buy 
t he orphans bread for the winter. He thought 
the interests of these orphans should out-weigh 
two or three persons. 

Mr. E P. Jones having been mentioned by 
name, said he was not a party to the introduc¬ 
tion of the ordinance, but he would say that the 
work would not cost more than S10,00b. 

Mr. Waring moved to amend that the work 
be not commenced until June next. 

Mr, Chalmers said tbe work would not be 
commenced this winter. 

Tbe motion of Mr. Waring was lost. 

Mr. Rafferty called the ayes and nays on the 
final passage of|ibe resolution, which resulted as 
follows : Ayes, 40; nays, 16, so that tbe ordi¬ 
nance was passed finally. 

mayor's office accounts. 

Mr. Riddell, from the chair, presented tbe 
report of the Mayor’s Auditing Committee, to be 
called up at the proper time. The report Is as 
follows : 

To the HoTwrcLble the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils of the City of Pittsburgh; 

The committee appointed by jour honorable 
bodies to audit tbe account of the Hon. James 
Black more for tbe fiscal year ending February 
1, 1873, and to investigate other matters per¬ 
taining to the administration of said office, re¬ 
spectfully report: 

That they have made a careful examination of 
Che various books, dockets and accounts of 
satd office, as kept by the late clerk, James S. 
Patterson. Your committee have also bad be¬ 
fore them a large number of witnesses, whose 


testimony has already been made public through 
the press. 

Your committee are under the necessity ot 
stating that they have been unable to obtain 
from any source, official or otherwise, such 
specific and satisfactory evidence as would ena¬ 
ble them to submit to Councils an intelligent 
summary of the fiscal affairs of the Mayor's 
office, exhibiting the true state of accounts 
between the Mayor and the city during the 
period embraced in this inquiry. The contusion, 
negligence and laxity pervading every depart¬ 
ment of the office, as clearly established by an 
Inspection of tbe records and tbecoocurreuc tes¬ 
timony of witnesses, render such a result impos¬ 
sible. We content ourselves, therefore, with point¬ 
ing out to Councils the abuses brought to 
light by your committee, and suggesting .such 
legislation as wilL it Is hoped, prevent their re¬ 
currence in the future. If has been shown and 
is conceded, that tbe laws requiring inootbly re¬ 
turns of the receipts of the office to be made by 
tbe Mayor under oath before the Controller have 
been a dead letter during his entire term—the 
Mayor making no oath whatever thereto, until 
after tbe meeting of jour committee, and the 
Controller required none to be made. 
The act of Assembly (City Digest—page 
112) and the opinion of City Attorney 
Bigelow, are conclusive as to the official duty 
of tbe Mayor and Controller in toe premises. 
It further appears that fines and forfeitures were 
in numerous instances, not carried to the credit 
of the city for months after they were imposed, 
and that considerable sums of money were 
wholly lost to the city by reason of other floes 
of convicts committed to the Jail or work bouse 
being paid to obtain their release from custody 
while on their way to prison, th-^ money falling 
to reach the public Treasury and the prisoners 
being turned loose upon tbe streets without au¬ 
thority of law. Upward of one hundred and 
fifty of this class of cases are positively au¬ 
thenticated as having occurred In one year. 
In several cases fines and costs are 
marked upon the docket of the of¬ 
fice as “paid by watch,” “gold” or “sil¬ 
ver,” as the case might be. A large number of 
witnesses were examined In regard to ;he dispo¬ 
sition of money and valuables taken from pris¬ 
oners and brought to tbe pollci^ station house. 
Vour committee regret to state that serious 
abuses were disclosed tu this department on the 
part of certain subordlna es of the cffice, suffi¬ 
cient to excite grave suspicions of fraud and 
peculation. It was established that the police 
have been constantly receiving full pay on war¬ 
rants drawn by the Mayor and countersigned 
by the Controller, without the slightest reference 
to tbe actual service rendered by them; oolng a 
flagrant disregard of the city or Hnance (city 
digest, page 273—section 6), which expres.sly 
provides “that a one of said officers shall be en¬ 
titled to pay for any time they may be absent 
from duty, unless such absence be occasioned by 
disability arising from injuries received In the 
service.” 

The fees and perqiusltea of the Mayor’s office, 
chiefly extorted, as shown by the statement of 
tbe secretary of the Board of Guardians from the 
poor and unfortunate, and entailing upon them 
a vast amount of suffering and want, approx¬ 
imates the enormous aggregate of 120,000 per 
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annum, exceeding the combined salaries of the 
three Judges of our criminal courts, and nearly 
equalling the amount received by the Governor 
of the commonwealth and the chief ] ustlco of 
the United States. These emoluments 
do not Include the fees of the stand¬ 
ing army of police engaged day an d 
night in hunting down these unhappy victims of 
drunkenness, destitution and crime. The presen 
official sureties of the Mayor are Thomas J 
Blackmore, C, L. Graff and Jared M. Brush. The 
sureties of the Controller are Robert Dickson 
and William Smith, in the sum of ten thousand 
dollars. Your committee are of opinion, in 
view of the vast interest entrusted to them, that 
the security given by these officials is insufficient 
in amount, and wholly Inadequate to protect the 
public from loss. 

By section 6 (city ordinance digest, page 239, 
entitled “Controller”) it is enacted; “That the 
Controller shall have the supervision and con¬ 
trol of the fiscal concerns of all queers of the 
city who shall collect, receive and disburse the 
public moneys, and may at any time require 
from any or all of them an account In writing o 
any or all moneys belonging to the city In their 
hands or under their control, and he shall im- 
imdiaiely on the discovery of any default or 
delinquency, report the same to Councils.” It 
will thus be seen that had the Controller com¬ 
piled with the express mandate of the law, and 
mart© a report to Councils of the default of the 
Mayor in keeping and rendering his accounts, 
the dlilies of your committee would have 
been greatly simplified and abridged. The 
excuse of “want of time,” or “Ignorance of 
law” set up by the Controller by way of apology 
in his examination before us, cannot avail a 
high official charged with the supervision of the 
fiscal affairs of the officers of this great city. It 
may be that such gross official delinquency as 
we here exhibit to public view cannot be pre¬ 
vented by mere legislation, for if existing laws 
and ordinances are wholly disregarded and ig¬ 
nored In the highest departments of the city 
government, what binding force can future laws 
possess? In the confident belief and hope, how 
ever, that an aroused public sentiment will here¬ 
after demand of all our public officers a more 
faithful, prompt and fearless discharge of every 
official duty, we submit for the consideration of 
Councils the following resolution: 

Uesolved, That the City Solicitor be, and he is 
hereby instructed to prepare and submit an or¬ 
dinance, providing for monthly reports and 
monthly payments by the Mayor of all public 
moneys, under penalty of removal for default; 
also, for the election of an assistant Mayor’s 
clerk, to be known as tbe property and account 
clerk, and defining his duties, salary and ball; 
authorizing Councils to demand additional se¬ 
curity from the Mayor and Controller, and the 
substitution of other sureties as ball from any 
city officer, agent or city depository, whose 
sureties, or any of them, are now or 
may at auy time hereafter become 
Insolveut. And that he be further instructed to 
prepare and present, for the approval of Coun¬ 
cils, the draft of an act of Assembly, abolishlog 
all fees and perquisites of tbe Mayor, and em¬ 
powering Councils to fix, in lieu, thereof, an 
annual salary, to be paid quarterly—such an 
act not to take effect until tbe expiration of the 
term of the present incumbent.

Resolved, That the Finance Committee are 
hereby instructed and empowered to employ a 
competent engineer, assistant, and a clerical 
force as may be required to measure estimates, 
all work done, and material furnished, and re¬ 
port to Councils whether the same correspond 
with the money expended, 

STOCKHOLDERS’ PROPOSITION ACCEPTED. 

The recommendation of the committee to 
accept the second proposition of tbe stockhold¬ 
ers was then taken up and discussed. 

Mr, Kirk advocated It, and Mr. Rafferty 
again brought up the question of the status of 
tbe case if any depositor should undertake pro¬ 
ceedings in bankruptcy. 

Mr. Phillips said there were some $250,000 
on deposit, of which above 8130,000 was outside 
of the stockholders and directors. The stock¬ 
holders will do the best they can with the de¬ 
positors. and bankruptcy proceedings are not 
likely if the city affairs are settled. 

The motion to adopt the resolution and accept 
the proposition was then carried, but two or 
three voices being in the negative. 

Mr, Phillips moved a suspension of the rules 
and the motion was adopted finally, 
unfinished business. 

Mr. Riddell at this point called Mr. McGune 
to tbe chair, and unfinished business was pro¬ 
ceeded with. 

Tbe several ordinances regarding the City En- 
glneer’s office, presented at a previous meeting 
by Mr. Kirk, were then taken up and again laid 
over. 

The ordinance establishing a grade on Wylie 
avenue, between Kirkpatrick street and Herron 
avenue, was taken up, and after a long discus¬ 
sion was defeated, wanting tbe requisite votes 
to pass finally. 

The resolution from the Printing Committee, 
authorizing the payment of extra bills to the 
papers doing city printing was passed.

When the members of the Common Council 
had entered and taken thetr seats, the President 
announced that the report of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee would be read. 

Mr. Phillips then handed to the clerk to read 
the report of the Finance Committee, together 
with the first and second propositions made by 
the stockholders of the Nation Trust Company, 
the opinions of the counsel of the city on the 
subject, together with resolutions, as will be 
found below. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

The joint session having convened, Mr. Phil¬ 
lips, Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
reported the folic wing: 

RBPORT OP THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

To the Honorable the Select and Common Conn- 

ciU 0 / the City of Pittsburgh: 

Your committee to whom was referred the 
resolution of the 24th ult., authorizing an inves¬ 
tigation of the manner and sale of the Water 
bonds alleged to be illegally deposited with the 
Nation Trust Company bank, respectfully report, 
that thay have held regular daily sessions ever 
since the last meeting of Councils. Much of the 
time was first consumed in obtaining such evi¬ 
dence, documentary and otherwise as would en¬ 
able a full and satisfactory conclusion as to the 
situation of the bonds and moneys In the hands of 
the bank. This being done, proceedings were 
bad looking to an acknowledgment on the part 
of the stockholders of the bank of their liability 
to the city for the full amount claimed and to 
an arrangement for such an amicable settlement 
for such liability as would be acceptable to your 
honorable bodies. During the conference on 
the subject between your committee and the 
stockholders of the bank, through the several 
attorneys of each, resolutions were adopted rel 
ative to legal proceedings against such officers 
and others as might be interested in the alleged 
Illegal deposits of bonds and cash in the said 
bank, and action taken in accordance therewith. 
In connection with the necessarily brief state¬ 
ment, we present for your consideration the fol¬ 
lowing resolutions: 

Besolution No. 1_Relating to the alleged im¬ 

proper use of city funds. 

Besolved, That in the alleged improper use 
of city funds and water extension bonds by some 
of the city officers, and to enable the Finance 
Committee fully to investigate charges against 
members of Councils or other officers, or such 
other matters as said committee may deem pro¬ 
per, the Mayor is hereby directed and empower¬ 
ed, upon the request of said committee, to issue 
subpoenas and compulsory process to compel 
the attendance of persons and the production of 
books and papers before the said committee at 
such time and places as said committee may 
deem best and see proper to designate. 

Besolution No. 2 _The proposition made by 

the attorneys of the Nation Bank relative to an 
amicable adjustment, with promise of security 
for payment for the debt due the city accom- 
pananled with the opinion of the city attorney 
relative thereto, and 

Besolution No, 3.—The resolution of the 
Finance Committee, touching this proposition, 
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all of which are respectfully presented for your 
consideration and actiou. 

This report, as will be observed, is, for want 
of time, merely one of progress, though you 
have all the important promiiieot points before 
you. In conclusion, your committee propose to 
hold regular daily sessions so long as any addi¬ 
tional neceamry information on the subject can 
be had.

PROPOSITION—opinion OF COUNSEL. 

The following opinion of the counsel of the 
city on the first proposition of the stockholders 
of the Nation Trust Company was next read: 

2b the Finance Committee of the Councils o 
the City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen: —have carefully considered 
the proposition of the Nation Trust Company, 
made through its counsel and the counsel of the 
stockholders: 

1. That the City of Pittsburgh shall pay the 
indebtedness at Philadelphia for which the city 
bonds are held, or otherwise arrange the matter 
so as to relieve and save the said bonds from 
sacrifice for said indebtedness. 

2. That the amount so paid by the city to re¬ 
lieve said hoods, or assumed or received by the 
city for the relief of said bonds, shall be charged 
against the bank in the cash account in the 
books of the city, and deemed an indebtedness 
to be Included in any award made against the 
bank and in favor of the city. 

3. The indebtedness of the hank to the city, as 
soon as ascertained by the award of arbitrators 
(and, also, all other indebtedness of the bank) 
shall be secured by first mortgage on real estate 
of ample value, with proper provision for speedy 
foreclosure and sale in case of default to secure 
payment of the said indebtedness of the hank 
as follows: One-fourth in eighteen months; one- 
fourth in twenty-four months; one-fourth in 
three years, and one-fourth In four years, with 
interest at the rate of — per cent, from the 
date of said award. 

4. The controversy between the city and the 
bank as to the claim of the former, shall he re¬ 
ferred to the referees mutually chosen, whose 
award, or that of a majority, shall be final and 
conclusive without exception or appeal. 

We are of the opinion that the proposition cannot 
be accepted by your committee or the Councils of 
the city, and that if It could. It ought to he re- 
j ected, as a matter of propriety and expediency. 

It is a grave question whether Councils have the 
power to make such an appropriation of city 
funds as would be necessary to carry the pro¬ 
posed arrangements into effect, or any such In¬ 
vestment of municipal moneys as is contem¬ 
plated by it. The act of Assembly of the 6th 
of April, 1650, restricts the power of Councils 
to appropriate moneys to favor specific purposes. 
First, for the payment of the Interest of the 
funded debt of the city. Second, for the pay¬ 
ment of the salaries of city officials. Third, for 
the payment of the ordinary current expenses 
of the city. Fourth, for the defrayment of the 
costs of such extraordinary Improvements, 
erections and purchases as may from time to 
time become necessary for the convenience and 
prosperity of the public. It is obvious that 
some of these “objects” and “purposes” would 
not include the extraordinary transaction con¬ 
templated by the proposition under considera¬ 
tion. 

We think, moreover, that the proposed mort¬ 
gages would he no additional security for the 
debt to that which the city now po.s.sesses in the 
additional liability of the stockholders of the 
bank to the extent of their entire estate. We are 
also of the opinion that the proposed arbitration 
is unnecessary and Inexpedient. In any pro¬ 
ceedings to recover the bonds and money, the 
exact amount of the claim of the city can be es- 





tabllshed with as much certainty as If ascertain¬ 
ed by arbitrations, wbicb would only waste time 
and add the risk of an additional and superflu¬ 
ous tribunal. 

We think it highly important that there should 
be an amicable and prompt adjustment of the 
claims of the city, not only in that of the city, 
but in that of one hundred and fourteen stock¬ 
holders. Hence we have done everything in our 
power to promote an amicable arrangement jo 
avoid, if possible, a resort to proceedings In 
bankruptcy, which would he almost in itself a 
public calamity. So many of the stockholders 
are leading business men; engaged largely in 
mauufactaring, employing hundreds of persons, 
and these interests so intermixed and blended 
Into those of the whole community, that to 
proceed against them in bankruptcy will cause 
great destitution and distress, and involve thou 
sands of persons wholly innocent and nnsus- 
pecting. But we confess our patience Is about 
exhausted. Two weeks have been spent in vain 
Interviews and consultations between commit¬ 
tees and councils without having arrived at any 
tangible or practical result. It has now come 
to the question of whether we shall longer pro¬ 
tect the Interests of these stockholders at the 
risk of more than half a million of dollars of the 
money of all the tax payers, or whether we shall 
regard the Interests of the great body of the 
people by embracing the full and adequate rem¬ 
edy which the law places in our bands. 

Under your resolution passed on Saturday 
evening, we have full power to institate such 
proceedings as we may deem proper to secure 
the claim of the city. We propose at once to 
act under that authority, and as soon as we can 
prepare the case, we will proceed to invoke 
every provision of the law known to us to en¬ 
force the prompt payment or security of the 
whole amount due by the Nation Trust Com¬ 
pany.

THE ACOBPTBD PKOPOSITIQN. 

The accepted propositiou was next read as 
follows: 

To the Finance Committee of Councils of the 

City of Pitti^urgh: 

The Directors and Stockholders of the National 
Trust Company, otherwise known as the Nation 
Trust Company, propose: 

First. That the Receiver already appointed, 
with the consent of all parties, shall proceed to 
realize on the assets In his bands as rapidly as 
possible, and apply the proceeds thereof as fast 
as realized to the payment of the first payment 
of twenty per cent, before its maturity. 

Second. That the said directors and stock¬ 
holders will submit the question of Indebtedness 
of aald company to the City of Pittsburgh, 
including Interest on deposits to dale of pay¬ 
ment, outside of the bonds iu Philadelphia, 
which liability Is admitted, to the arbitrament of 
Wm. Holmes, Thos. M. Howe and James Yeecb, 
whose finding, or that of a majority, shall be 
final and conclusive. And they fur her agree 
to furnish ail the evidence relied upon 
by them to the said referees, and said 
award to be made within ten days.. 

Third. That the said directors and stockhold¬ 
ers will, within twenty days from this date, 
furnish approved securities satisfactory to the 
city for the payment of their indebtedness as 
follows: Twenty per cent, in twelve months, 
twenty per cent, in eighteen months, twenty per 
cent, in twenty four months, twenty percent. 
In thirty, and twenty per cent, in thirty six 
months; said security to be given to James 
Veech, Esq, as trustee of stockholders and 
creditors. 


Fourth. That the city undertake to redeem 
their bonds pledged for notes of the Trust Com¬ 
pany, to wit: by paying the notes falling due 
in January and February; by negotiation of 
the bonds hypothecated as collateral for 
them. Said stockholders agreeing to pay 
the notes falling due in March, 1874, and also 
assist us in raising the moneys necessary for 
the payment of the January aud February 
notes by anticipating the payment of said 
instalments above mentioned as far as 
they can, and by agreeing that the proceeds of 
collections by the Receiver shall also be applied 
to anticipating said reserved payments. That 
the Trust Company, in consideration of this 
agreement, agree to acknowledge their liability 
to account for the bonds pledged in Philadel¬ 
phia as collateral for notes. The notes paid and 
lifted by the city shall he an additional iadehted- 
ness to the indebtedness referred to arbitration, 
and shall be as above provided. 

Fifth. This agreement not to disable the 
city, or any other creditor from proceeding 
against any stockholders who may endeavor to 
put their property out of the reach of credi¬ 
tors or to prefer any of their creditors. 

Sixth. The bonds of the city pledged in 
Philadelphia, and lifted hereafter by the com¬ 
pany, shall be returned to the city forthwith 
on the payment of said notes. 

Seventh. The expenses attending the trust 
and providing the securities, shall be defrayed 
by the said directors and stockholders. Also, 
interest to be allowed the city at the rate of sev 
en per cent., the amount payable on the bonds, 
so far as moneys are paid by the city in redeem¬ 
ing said bonds. 

To the Finance Committee: 

GENTLBMBN—We are of the opinion that you 
have the power to accept, with the approval of 
Councils, the last proposition submitted to you 
by the Nation Trust Company. In this proposi¬ 
tion the objectionable feature of the appropria¬ 
tion of money by the city, for the payment of 
certain notes, contained in the former opinion 
submitted to you this morning, is obviated. The 
city will, under the last proposition, make no 
further appropriation of money, but will 
merely act in such way as to prevent sacrifice 
of the bunds pledged as collateral for the Phila¬ 
delphia notes. 

The expediency of accepting or rejecting this 
propositiou is wholly with you.

DEBATE. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the docu¬ 
ments a debate took place on the question of 
adjonrnlng ibc joint session. Members favored 
adjournment because of the necessity of regular 
aud particularly legal proceedings, owing to the 
imporiauce of the business to be transacted. It 
wa<t contended on the other hand that the action 
in joint session could be re-acted upon by both 
branches separately, and that a discussion in 
joint session would be more to the Informatiou 
of all parties. During this discussion 

Mr. Riddell a^ked the important question 
whether or not any proceedings lu bankruptcy 
that might be Instituted would interfere with 
ibe settlement. 

Mr. Phillips replied that under all clrcum- 
stauces the Stockholders could be held liable, 
but ail coutlDgeucie.s could not be provided 
for. As the stockholders were making every 
effort to provide for a Cull payment It was not 
likely that any one would be so heartless as 
to attempt to put one hundred and fourteen 
men, mostly merchants, into bankruptcy. It 
would be disastrous to the city. 

Mr. Zbrn agreed with Col. Phillips, aud said 
that arrangemeuts were being perfected to pay 
in full. 

Mr. McCuNS said that he was prepared to act, 
but it might be well to have a discussion, pub¬ 


lish the proposition, report the opinions of the 
Solicitor and have a special meeting on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Mr, Phillps said that it was necessary to act 
promptly, as only ten days were given the 
stockholders to complete their arrangements. 

After some further discussion the motion to 
adjourn the joint session was lost. 

Mr. Nbglbt, Chairman of the Common 
Branch, now read the resolution passed by the 
Finance Committee empowering the Miyor to 
Issue compulsory process to compel the attend¬ 
ance of witnesses before the committee lor furth¬ 
er investigation. 

GETTING WARM. 

Mr. Rapfbbtt called up the preamble and 
resolution, the second presented by him in Select 
Council, and offered it as a substitute. He 
called for the ayes and nays on the question. 

Mr. Bapfbrtt— The Finance Committee knew 
of this stealing going on, and now these same 
men are to decide on the question (excitement.) 
One member of the Finance Committee bandied 
$50,000 of the bonds as collateral, and had a 
note In the bank. Let the public have the truth 
by putting a special committee of men to inves¬ 
tigate the matrer. 

Mr. Evan Jones— I rise to a point of order. 
Who are these men of the Finance Committee 7 

Mr. Rappbht—I can give the names. 

The call of “give us the names” was heard 
all over the house. 

Mr. Bapfertty— The chairman (pointing to¬ 
ward Mr. Phillips^), can tell you as well as L 

Mr. Phillips—1 donU know a man on that 
committee that knew of this matter. I did not 
know of it until some two weeks ago. 

WHAT MB. SWOOPB SAID. 

Mr. Rafferty— Mr. Swoope stated before the 
Finance Committee that at Charley Armstrong’s 
house he met Mr. Dickson, President of the 
bank, who said that Mr. Friday bad offered him 
these bonds to negotiate; others told him of a 
party that was hard up while the city owed them 
$163,000, [Applause from the lobby. ] 

To Mr. Phillips—You heard that as well as 
me. 

Mr. PHiLLiP3~The gentleman from the Fifth 
ward has charged members of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee with being mixed up in this affair. Mr. 
Friday has not been present at any meeting of 
the Finance Committee for six months. I 
don’t want to screen any body. Any man 
that has been guilty I am as ready as any one 
to arraign bim. far as honesty is concerned 
I will venture the assertion that the members of 
the Finance Committee are as honest men as 
can be found in the city, or as the gentleman 
from the Fifth ward. The city has not lost a 
cent, nor Is it going to lose any. 

Mr. Littbll— In justice to Mr, Friday, who is 
a member of the Committee, I would say that 
be has not attended Its meetings lately on ac¬ 
count of his connection with the bank. 

Mr. Rafferty —Ntltherdid Mr. Burgwin, who 
took an oath to do his duty, attend to the meet¬ 
ings and see that the business of the Water 
Commission was properly attended to. He 
.should have taken care of the bonds. (Ap¬ 
plause). I don’t want to put any of these peo¬ 
ple In bankruptcy, but let those not Interested 
Investigate and not “pack” a committee. Give 
us a special committee. 

Mr. Chambers— That’s the worst excuse I 
ever heard—didn’t attend—and let the city be 
robbed. [Applause ] 

Mr. Nbglby —I rise to a point of order. We 
from Common Council were called in to hear the 
report of the Finance Committee. If we do not 
adjourn the joint session, let us go to the busi¬ 
ness before us. I agree with Mr. Rafferty ex¬ 
cept as to the mode of investigation. I am de¬ 
termined, so far as lays In my power, to find 
every criminal and to prosecute all Co the bitter 
end, no matter who they may be. Now, let us 
understand the business before us. 

Mr. Smith hoped that Mr. Rafferty would 
stick to the truth—that the assertion that par- 









ties to whom $163,000 was due from the city 
had notes there was untrue. 

' Mr. Rafferty said be was misunderstood. 

The next thing read and discussed was the 
proposition made by the attorneys of the Nation 
I Trust Company, in connection with which the 

’ opinion of the City Solicitor was read, and the 

I resolution recommending the adoption of the 

proposition. 

Mr. Hats objected to the city buying notes. 

{ He would sooner see the city lose a large amount 

' than pay money out to huy notes. It was put- 

ting a premium on rascality. 

Mr. Pfliixips—It does not relieve a stock- 
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holder to the amount of a cent. They will be 
responsible for the full amount of the notes. I 
think the first duty of this city is to save every 
penny to the taxpayers of the city, and then 
proceed against the criminals. 

Mr, RArFBRTY—Whose notes are these? Give 
us a list of them. 

Mr. Phillips— If the Solicitor was here I 
could give the list. The responsibility for ihe 
payment of the notes is between the stockhold- 
ers and those who gave them as collateral, and 
not between the city and them. 

Mr. McConwat,— I desire to say a word in 
regard to Mr. Friday. This matter would have 


been brought to the attention of the Finance 
Committee to-day had time permitted; Mr. Fri¬ 
day made the explanation to me on Sat¬ 
urday night at eleven o’clock. On a cer¬ 
tain day a messenger brought to his 
office a closed package, its contents being un¬ 
known to him, with a request to deliver It to 
Mr. Grier, which he did, and that Is all his con¬ 
nection with the delivery of bonds to the Na¬ 
tion Trust Company, 

On motion the joint session adjourned and 
the Common branch retired to Its chamber

THE WATER BONDS AGAIN—MOTION FOR A SPE¬ 
CIAL COMMirTBE. 

Mr. MeCARTHY here moved a suspension of 
the rules in order to present the following reso¬ 
lution. 

He^olved, That a special committee of five, 
two from Select and three from Common Coun- 
oils, shall be appointed to examine into and in¬ 
vestigate all the transactions and business of the 
Water Commission, its officers and agents of 
whatever kind or description, and said commit¬ 
tee shall have power to engage such experts and 
assistants as they may deem necessary to carry 
out the purpose of their appointment. Any reso¬ 
lutions or part of resolutions eonfiicting with 
this is hereby repelled. 

Resolved, That the Mayor is hereby requested 
to issue subpee las and compuDory process to 
compel the attendance of snob persoas and the 
production of such b 'oks and papers as the com¬ 
mittee may deem necessary. 

COL. FHILLIPS OFFERS AN AMENDMENT. 

Col. Phillips moved as an amendment that 
the judges of tiie Court of Common Pleas be re¬ 
quested to appoint a committee of ten citizens 
TO examine not only tbe affairs of the Water 
Commission, but alt of tbe city departments, to 
go back to the trouble of our railroad Indebted¬ 
ness. The public mind is now lofiaraed and 
the Councils have been branded as thieves. He 
believed therefore that the only way to allay 
public feeling was to go outside the Council 
chambers to secure men to examine into these 
things. He would favor the making of an 
appropriation by tbe Finance Committee to de¬ 
fray tbe expenses of this committee. 

Mr. McCarthy objected to the resolution be¬ 
cause there was no power in the Court to appoints 
such a committee, and that Councils have no 
power to make an appropriation for such a com¬ 
mittee, The committee would have no power to 
send for perions and papers, or to subpoena a 
single witness. He believed that there are hon¬ 
est men in Councils, jast as honest as the Judge* 
on the bench. They have each sworn to dis¬ 
charge their duties honestiv, and there are men 
in Councils who have sufficient integrity to set 
upon such a committee. 

I Col. Phillips said he believed th^re were 
; honest men in Councils, but the people do not 
believe it, and he therefore thought that Couu- 
I ells should secure a committee outside of the 
I members to institute this investigation. He did 
! not believe that there was a city in the Union of 
: the size of Pittsburgh the affairs of which 
have been so honestly conducted. [Laughter.) 
j He thought that the resolution should he held 
I over for the present, until some such amend* 

: ment as suggested by him is adopted. 

Mr. Littbll opposed the passage of the reso¬ 
lution, and favored tbe amendment of Col. Phil¬ 
lips. He said assertions had been made that the 
; Finance Committee was endeavoring to screen 
certain parties, and was not eonducting the in¬ 
vestigation properly. He said if the Coromifee 
was to be changed, It ought to be given into th3 
bands of a committee outside of Councils, and not 
into tbe hands of another committee, the mover 
of which might make capital to be used hereafter 
in obtairiog some office. 

Mr. Adams moved to postpone action on the 
resolution until the report of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee Is presented. 

Mr. Rappertt contended that the Finance 
Committee had not been conducting the invest! 
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gaMon properly, and hence he thought there 
in=ght be a new committee. 

Mr. McCarthy said hts resolution contempla 
tfd an examination of a different branch of the 
water bond business than that undergoing in- 
Testigation by the Finance Committee, and con¬ 
tended that his resolution would facilitate matw 
ters considerably. 

Col. Phillips said he believed that the report¬ 
ers had reported the proceedings of the com 
mittee fully and correctly, and he had not, la a 
single instance, prevented any one ashing a 
proper question. He thought that bis amend¬ 
ment should be adopted* 

Mr. Kirk made a lengthy speech in support 
of Mr. McCartby^’s resolution. He said that his 
resolution offered at last meeting contemplated 
the very thing he aimed at. A week had 
elapsed and nothing had been done, and yet at 
the last meeting of the Finance Committee, out 
of thirty'three members, only ten had attended, J 
and the committee had to wait an hour before 
obtaining a quorum. He contended that if 
these gentlemen could not attend to it, there are 
others in Councils who will probe it to the hot 
tom at once. 

General Fbabson concluded bis speech, argu¬ 
ing In favor of adopting the amendment of Col. 
Phillips. 

The motion of Mr. Adams to postpone action 
on the report until the report of the Finance 
Committee is presented, was then agreed to. 

more unfinished business. 

The ordinance opening Virginia street was 
passed. Communication from the City Control 
ler in relation to the protest of a. & W. K. 
Nimick against the election of the Commission¬ 
ers for the improvement of Grandview avenue; 
also, the resolution to investigate the charges 
against the election of C. A. Boucher as one of 
said Commissioners. The chair appointed Messrs. 
Fetterman and Burling in behalf of Select Coun¬ 
cil on said iDvestigatlng committee. 

The business of the Common Council of date 
was taken up, and concurred in.

THE PEST HOUSE AGAIN. 

Mr. DuPP, resolution instructing the City 
Solicitor to prepare a draft of an acc of Assem¬ 
bly repealing the law giving to the Board of 
Health the power to purchase land and erect a 
peat house thereon, and forward the said act to 
the next legislature for passage. 

Mr. Arnholt opposed the resolution and 
stated that a hospital was needed in this city as 
much as in any other city in the United States. 

Mr, Fulton said the matter had gone so far 
that he did not think the contract could be re¬ 
voked. 

The City Solicitor stated that the Board of 
Health had entered Into a formal contract with 
I Gen. Moorhead and Captain Ward, for the pur¬ 
chase of the property, and that a requisition on 
Councils for the money to pay for it would soon 
be made. The site contained four and a half 
acres and the purchase money was $40,000. 

Mr, Duff supported bis resolution and 
advocated its passage on the ground 
that the pest house would be too much 
expense to the city. He said if the 
hospital was built there would have to be a su¬ 
perintendent and matron, &c., to take care of It, 
and sit around the fire in winter and toast 
their shins without a single patient to physic. 

Mr. Buashear said it was a question ot right 
and wrong, that we needed a pest house and 
ought to have it. That it was a matter ol ne¬ 
cessity, as it would be a benefit to the poor. We 
owe it to the poor, and to those who cannot take 
care of themselves to have such a house. 

Mr. Fulton, explaining the legal aspect of 
the case, said that if the ground was not taken 
suit could be brought against the city and the 
purchase money recovered. 

Mr. Jones considered It a very foolish expen¬ 
diture of money at the present time, and thought 
that in three hours a temporary house could be 
erected that would fully answer every purpose. 
He said it would be adding $200,000 more to our 
IndebtedoesA and do no good. 

Mr. Finley said that if we had had ample ac¬ 
commodations up to this time for the small 
fum of p rhaps tt^u thousand dollars per annum 
he couU not see the necessity for so much addl* 
tlonal expense. He thought that in view of the 
heavy outlay it would be the better part of dis¬ 
cretion to forego the purchase just now. 

Mr. Follansbeb said that he bad been oppos¬ 
ed to the pest house from the beginning, but he 
did not see how the city could get out of the 
contract. 

Mr. Fulton moved to amend the resolution so 
as to refer it to the City Solicitor, who shall re¬ 
port It back to Couneffs at next meeting, with 
his opinion as to whether the contract can be an¬ 
nulled. Carried. 

The following business from Select Council 
was taken up; Resolution for policemen on 
Mornlngside and Stanton avenues. Concurred 
in. Ordinance amending section four of an or¬ 
dinance creating a paid fire department. Fur¬ 
ther action on this ordinance was postponed 
until the next meeting. 

Oil motion adjourned. 


THE HOSPITAL SITE. 

Report of the Hoard of Health. 

The following is the report of the Board of 
Health, presented in Councils on Monday, giving 
a brief history of the negotiations attending the 
purchase ol a site on which to erect a pest 
house. 

To the Select and Cbmmon Councils oS the CUv 
of FUis^urgh. 

C?enftcmen;—At a meeting of the Board ot 
Health, held December 13lh, 1873, the under¬ 
signed were directed to present to your honor* 














able bodies the following brief history of the 
negotiations relativejto the purchase of a site for 
a City Hospital, together with a reqnisirlon for a 
sufficient sura of money to pay for tho same: 

At a meeting of your honorable bodies, held 
March 10th, 1S75, the following was adopted: 

Resolved^ That a committee of five, two from 
Select, and three from Common Council, be ap¬ 
pointed to confer with the Board of Health, as 
to the propriety of purchasing a suitable sit© or 
piece of ground, for the purpose of erecting a 
City Infirmary, or Hospital. 

lu accordance with said resolution a com¬ 
mittee was appointed. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health; held 
March 29th, 1873, said resolution was presented, 
and a committee of seven was appointed tj con¬ 
fer with the Council Committee, 

The Joint committee met April 3d, and ap 
pointed a sub*commltteeof five, to confer with 
the agents of Mrs, Denny and the Schenly es 
tate together with the managers of the Western 
Pennsylvania Hospital, to ascertain what ar¬ 
rangements, if any, could be made, by which the 
City could take possession of said Hospital. 

At a meeting of the Joint Committee held 
April 12th, the sub-committee reported that the 
Western Pennsylvania Hospital could not be j 
transferred to the city, and recommended that 
Councils be asked to authorize the committee to 
purchase sufficient ground upon which could bo 
erected a city hospital; and al'O authorlz ng 
the erection of a pest house at once. 

In accordance with the recommendation of 
the sub-committee, a coinraunicaiion was pre¬ 
sented to your hotiovablfl bodies (at your 
meeting held April 14'h), w'bieh was received 
and filed. 

At your meeting held May 2d, the following 
was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Hospital Committee, in 
corjunction with the Board of Health, be in¬ 
structed to purchase siifTicient ground, in an 
eligible location, for the erection thereon cf a j 
City Hospital; and that the Board of Health are ; 
hereby Instructed to erect thereon the necessa¬ 
ry buildings for the reception of patients with 
Infectious or contagions disesases; said buildings 
10 be under their management ar d control. 

In accordance with said resolution, at a meet¬ 
ing of the Joint Committee held May lOrh, it 
was resolved that proposols be invited for a 
suitable site. 

Accordingly, advertisements were published in 
four of the daily papers, until June 7rd. 

At a meeting of the joint Committee held 
June 7th, seventeen (17) proposals were pre¬ 
sented, and a sub comraicTee of seven was ap¬ 
pointed to examinu the different sites offered, 
and report back to the joint Committee, as to 
which they considered the most desirable loca¬ 
tion. 

At a meeting of the Joint Committee held 
July 18th, the sub committee reporied la favor 
of accepting the Joint proposal of Messrs. Wil¬ 
liam Ward and James K. Moorhead, of propeity 
situated at corner of Ridge and Francis streets. 
In the Thirteenth Ward, containing four and 
one-half acres, tellevlng It to be siiuited in the 
most desirable locality, which recomraeudallon 
was adopted. And now% 

WuEUEAS, Under and by virtue of the author 
ity granted by an Act of Assembly entitled 
♦'An Act to Revise and Amend the Health 
Laws of the City of Pittsburgh,'* approved the 
12th of April, A. D 1872, this Board did on the 
29th day of March, 1873, app^iint a sub commit¬ 
tee to purchase, in a proper location, a lot of 
ground for a City Hospital; and, 

Whereas, Said sub committee having exam¬ 
ined the various sites offered, seventeen Inncm. 
ber, and after deliberation, entered into a con- 
tract of purchase with William Ward and James 
K. Mof rhead, for a tra'^t of land situated in the 
Thirteenth Ward, containing four and one-half 
acres, for the price or sum of forty thousand 
dollars, believing it to be the most elegtble 
location for a City Hospital within the corporate 
limits of the City, which said action of the 


sub committee was duly ratified by resolution of 
the Board of September 26th, 1873; therefore, 
Resolved^ That the Select and Common Ooun- 
ci's bo and they are hereby requested to make 
provision, for the payment of the purchase 
money for said tract of land In iho manntr pro¬ 
vided in the lltfa section of sard Act of As¬ 
sembly.

Report of the sub-Committee on wooden 
pavements. Received and ordered to be publish¬ 
ed in.tbe official papers. 


Resolution lor warrant for payment of the ex " 
penses of the Wooden Pavement Committee* 
amounting to $370. Passed finally. 

The resolution passed in Select Council, pro¬ 
viding for the appointment of a committee of 
five, tu prepare an ordinance repealing the 
Water Commission ordinance, or sucl^ pa^t 
thereof as ih their Jugdment may be deeme^ 
best,‘and for the organization of a system or de¬ 
partment for carrying on the work and the com¬ 
pletion of the new water works, was concurred 
in and Messrs. Fulton, Pollansbee and Finley 
appointed on^behaif of Common Council. ^ 

Petition for grading of Hill street In the Thir¬ 
tieth ward. Received and filed. 

Ordinance for ^he grading of Hill street from 
Brownsville avenue to Bailey’s line. Passed 
finally. 

Mr. West, report of the Committee on Street 
Railroads. Received and filed and a resolution 
for the preparation of an ordinance relieving 
the Passenger railways from keeping the streets 
in repair, In lieu of which they shall pay a tax of 

-dollars per car, was referred to the Street 

Committee, 

On motion of Mr. Hays this branch adjourned 
to meet again on Wednesday, with Select Coun¬ 
cil, in Joint session, for the purpose of electing a 
Controller and to transact such other business 
as may be brought up. 


JOJiVr ms»TON, 

Councils then met in Joint session, Presidents 
Gross and Negley in the chair. 

President GROsa^The Joint session will now 
please come to order. We haVe met for the 
purpose of hearing the report 6f the Committee 
iu reference to the water bonds. 

Mr. Phillips—W e are ready to present our 
report, and I would ask that the clerk read it. 
Accompanying the report is also the report of 
I the arbitrators. 

j The clerk read the report as follows: 

I To the Select and Common Conncllt of the City 

of Piltsburffh: 

GENTLEMEN: Youf Finance Committee, to 
which was referred the investigation of the dis¬ 
position of certain water bonds and deposits of 
certain moneys of the city with the Nation Trust 
‘Company, would respectfully report: 

That in pursuance of the resolution of Coufi- 
clls of November 24tb, uit., in relation thereto, 
we entered upon our duties the following day, 
and by continued dally sessions until this da^, 
prosecuted the investigation of alleged* irregu¬ 
larities, in the course of which we called and h^d 
examined before us a large number of witnesses, 
includiug the Controller, Water Commlsslcners 
and tiielr Secretary, the Directors, officers and 
clerks of the Nation Trust Company, excepting 
R. J. Grier, cashier, who could not be found; 
and all other persons having any knowledge or 
connection with this investigation so far as 
could learn—and herewith submit the testlmoo^^ 
which Is made a part of this report. 

In this investigation we learned, among other 
things, the following facts : 

That John Ross, Secretary of the Water Com¬ 
mission, without authority, opened an account 
with the Nation Trust Company, In bis own 
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name, as Secretary, on the 5th of May, 187S, 
and from that tJme till l^oyember lltb, 1873, 
had deposited without the knowledge or con¬ 
sent of the Water Commission, so far as the ev¬ 
idence discloses, some $323,156.66, out of which 
be had drawn the sum of $94,000, leaving a 
balance therein of some $229,156.66; and also 
that said John Koss had opened an account in 
his own name at the Central Bank, where, so 
far as the evidence shows, without the knowl¬ 
edge or consent of the Water Commis- 
. sioners, he deposited the accrued In- 

■^terest of the Water Commission bonds 
sold by him; also the proceeds of certain 
bonds sold by George B. Hill & Co-; and we 
further find that said John Boss, Secretary, did, 
without the knowledge or consent of the 
Water Commission, so far as the evi¬ 

dence shows, receive from the Controller 
of the city some $254,000 of the $2,- 
500,000, Water Bond Loan of 1873, of which 
$10,000 were returned, and some $50,000.00 of 
the Thirty-third Street Improvement Bends 
from the Commission for the improvement of 
that street, which bonds be did, without the 
knowledge dr consent of the said Commission 
(SO far as the evidence shows), place in the cus¬ 
tody of the Nation Trust Company, for the pur¬ 
pose of enabling them to use the same as col¬ 
laterals in the negotiating of loans In Philadel¬ 
phia for the use and benefit of said Trust Com¬ 
pany. Oh account of the Thirty third street 
bonds, $13,000 have been accounted for to the 
City Treasury. 

All which transactions were contrary to the 
laws and ordinances of the city, of all which 
be, from his position, could not plead ignorance. 

During the investigation, at the instance of 
your committee, the City Attorney had the said 
Secretary arrested on information made for em¬ 
bezzlement, &c., and now held for trial before 
the proper judicial tribunal of the county. 

We further find that the Board of Water 
Commissioners, having the sole control 
and power in the negotiation and sale 
of the water extension loan bonds of 
1873, in dereliction of duty,^ authorized and 
negligently suffered and permitted the said 
' John Boss, their said Secretary, to obtain from 
the Controller of the city said water extension 
loan bonds, and for which the said Commission¬ 
ers, or a majority of them, afterwards gave 
their receipts for said bonds to John Boss and 
by him delivered to the Controller without any 
knowledge of the manner of the disposition of 
said bonds. 

And we farther find that said Water Commis¬ 
sioners have never themselves examined the 
books or the bond books of the said Water Com¬ 
mission, nor the book.s of the City Treasurer or 
Controller, in relation to the issuing and sale of 
said bonds, nor have they required from their 
said secretary any report or statement of his 
transactions in the sale or disposition of bonds 
and other doings. Neither did they ever require 
or demand from the City Treasurer or City Con¬ 
troller statements in relation to the sale of water 
bonds and the proceeds thereof. 

And we further find that said Water Com- 
mission have never compiled with the ordi¬ 
nances of the city requiring them to report all 
sales of bonds to the City Controller within 
ten days after sale; nor have they ever furnished 
to the City Councils a quarterly report of the 
business of the Water Commission, as they were 
required to do. Whilst the Committee recog¬ 
nizes the fact that Important services have been 
rendered by the members of the Water Com 
mission, without compensation, and have cb 
tained no evidence whatever of any complicity 
in the fraudulent transactions under investiga¬ 
tion, yet the committee find that the Water 
Commissioners have been Inexcusably negligent 
and derelict of doty in tbe management of the 
financial department of the Commission; and 
we would, therefore, recommend that the Com¬ 
mission be forthwith abolished and the duties, 
for the time being, be placed in the bands of 
some one of the committees of Councils, until 


snch time as Councils may, by proper ordinance, 
decree otherwise. 

And we also find and report that tbe Control¬ 
ler has been likewise inexcusably negligent and 
derelict in duty, in permitting and suffering 
water bonds to be received and taken from his 
office without first having demanded and re¬ 
ceived the proper vouchers therefor, as required 
by law. That the Controller, without proper au¬ 
thority of law, but merely upon the estimate of 
the Civil Engineer did issue and countersign a 
warrant upon tbe City Treasury for about $50,- 
bOO, without a certificate from tbe Water Com¬ 
mission, and although this neglect of duty on 
tbe part of the city official constitutes an of¬ 
fence so grave that it cannot be tolerated or ex¬ 
cused, it is, nevertheless due to tbe Controller, 
(knowing the man as we do,) to say that there 
was nothing developed during the investigation 
thus far, to warrant any suspicion of any in¬ 
tended dishonesty on his part; and in counec 
tion with this report, we herewith hand tbe 
resignation of tbe Controller, and ask that It be 
accepted. 

As to the cash deposit account with the Na 
tion Trust Company, in pursuance of the reso¬ 
lutions of Councils passed December 8, 1873, 
accepting tbe proposition submitted to the arbi¬ 
trators therein named, who met, and having 
heard the proofs and allegations of the 
parties, did, on the 19th day of December, A D. 
1873, find and award in favor of the City of 
Pittsburgh, tbe sum of $238,904 02, being the 
' amount deposited by John Boss with the Nation 
; Trust Company as aforesaid, with accrued inter¬ 
est thereon to date of award; said award to bear 
interest until paid—^the amount of tbe bonds 
hypothecated by the Nation Trust Company and 
belonging to the City of Pittsburgh being admit¬ 
ted, and the liability of said Trust Company 
j assumed in tbe article of submission to arbltra- 
' tion; the amounts being as hereinbefore stated. 

In conclusion we would respectfully recom¬ 
mend the appointment of a committee to de¬ 
vise a plan for the supervision and control of the 
construction of tbe new water works and sub¬ 
mit to Councils the necessary ordinances for 
that purpose. We would also recommend that 
hereafter all Water bonds be issued and sold by 
tbe City Controller under tbe direction and su¬ 
pervision of tbe Finance Committee, and that 
no bonds be issued until the City Treasurer has 
officially reported to the Controller that the 
purchase money therefor has been paid into tbe 
City Treasury, and deposited in the depositories; 
and that a sub-committee of three members of 
the Finance Committee be appointed quarterly, 
whose duty it shall be to audit and report quar¬ 
terly to Councils, tbe condition of the Bond 
accounts of the city; and that no bonds be 
delivered nntil the same has been registered by 
the Bond Clerk. 

We would respectfully suggest that an ordi¬ 
nance be prepared and passed, to carry out the 
foregoing suggestions. 

And we also recommend tbe adoption of tbe 
following resolution. 

All which Is respectfully submitted. 

Reeolvedt That a committee of five be ap- 
poinced by Councils, for the purpose of prepar¬ 
ing an ordinance repealing the Water Commis¬ 
sion ordinance, or such part thereof as in their 
judgment may be deemed best, and to provide 
I for the organization of a system or department 
I for carrying on the work and the completion of 
the new Water Works.

President GROSS~We will first receive tbe 
resignation of the Controller. 


The resignation of the Controller was then 
presented and read. 

The question then recurred on the reoeptlon 
of the report. 

Mr. MgOabtht^I ask that the question be 
taken on the reception of the report. The re¬ 
port does not carry with it the resignation of 
tbe Oontroller. 

The President—No, sir. The question is on 
the reception of the report All those in favor 
will say aye. Carried. 

BBSIGNATION OP TEB WATBR COMMI38TONBR8. 

Mr. Burgwik —I have been selected, certainly 
not by any request or desire of mine, by the 
members of tbe Water Commission to say a 
word, not in their behalf, because 1 do not pro¬ 
pose to say a word iu their behalf, but to pre¬ 
sent, as 1 now do, tbe resignation of this board 
of the office which has been entrusted to them. 
I do not propose at present to make any 
remarks accompanying that resignation, but 
simply to say that it is to a certain 
extent in response to the report of the 
Finance Committee which has just been read. 
Tbe Commission did not know, except in the 
moat general terms, what that report would con- 
j tain. We simply understood that it would re- 
' commend the abolishing of tbe office of Water 
Commissioner's, or rather the repeal of the law 
establishing tbe Water Commission, because un¬ 
der the ordinance and the law, the parties hold- 
Ing tbe office cannot be removed except by cer« 
tain proceedings being held. In order to remove 
all obstacles in the way of CouncUs, the Board of 
Water Commissioners have requested me to 
present iheir resignation, so that they, when 
their resignation is preset! ted, shall be out of tbe 
way in the passage of this ordinance. We have 
not had time to prepare anything more than our 
resignation, and inasmuch as a great deal has 
been said both publicly and privately, In regard 
to the course of tbe Water Commissioners, and 
of their proceedings as to their sins of commis¬ 
sion and omission, and your board have not had 
the charges made so they could answer them, 
and inasmuch as they have never been heard in 
their own behalf, and inasmuch as we have pre¬ 
sented our resignation, we ask that as a matter 
of justice that we be permitted, at tbe proper 
time (of course we cannot present it to-day), to 
accompany our resignation with such explana¬ 
tory remarks as will put us in the proper light 
before Councils and tbe eommunity, and with 
this request we present our resignation. 

Mr. Phillips— I move that the request he 
granted. I think that it is nothing more 
than just. 

Mr. McCartht^I wish to ask if a Joint ses¬ 
sion can receive such a report as that presentedt 

Tbe Cbairman_lt can. 

RKSOLUnON OP REMOVAL. 

Mr. McCarthy offered tbe following resolu¬ 
tion and moved that it be adopted: 

Resolved^ That the Board of Water Commis¬ 
sioners, consisting of D. W. G. Carroll, P. H. 
Laufroan, Hill Burgwin, Bobert Watson and A. 
M. Rolf^ be and they are hereby removed 
from their positions. 

Mr. McCarthy said if his motion was second¬ 
ed. he would say a very few words. It was sec¬ 
onded and he proceeded as follows: 

**We find five gentlemen of most respectable 
character, elected to fill a most respoBstble posi¬ 
tion, who lifted up their bands before Almighty 
God, and swore that they would perform their 
duty, and yet these same gentlemen lifted up their 
bands two weeks ago, and just as solemnly swore 
they had not done their duty. They first swore 
I they would, and then swore they bad not done 
i their duty, and they expect to come in here and 
atone for tbe matter by offering their resigna¬ 
tion. 

I object to any such proceeding. I tell you, 
Mr. Chairman, the people demand of Councils 
a higher measure of responsibility on tbe part 
of its officers. If you accept the resignation 
of the officers you put a premium on their neglect 
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of duf-7, and then officers^ when they neglect 
their duty« all they have to do is to come In and 
tender their resignation.** [Here there was a 
tumult of applause and the greatest confusion 
in the Council chamber. ] 

The President—hope there will not be any 
such demonstration as this. 

Mr. McCartht—I say, sir, we should go after 
every officer and every agent of the city that 
has been guilty of sins of omission or commis< 
Sion, and apply the surgeon’s knife to the roots, 
and punish them as far as lays in the power of 
the city authorities. The law does not punish 
any further than removing them from office, 
and 1 am In favor of removing them. 

Mr. Ai>ams_I move to lay the resolution on 
the table. 

MB. LAUrMAN’S BBPLT. 

Mr. Laufmab^I wish to state, Mr. Chairman, 
that the Water Commission have their books 
posted up as far as they have gone, and there is 
only $1.08 between them and the Treasurer’s 
account, and 1 do not wish any man to come 
into Councils and pave bis way to political pref 
erment by making assertions of such a cbarac- 
ter as have just been made. I know the men 
who compose the Water Commission are as far 
above him as the sun is above the earth. That 
same gentleman came to me and wished 
to get Burgwin put out and get m himself, as 
he wished to pave the way to the mayoralty. 
Yet, I have never said a word to any man 
about it, until this day, but that is the man 
who has come in here; and he talked to Jack 
Stewart and wished to pave his way to the Mayor¬ 
alty, and I am willing to swear that on a stack 
of Bibles as high as this house. I have kept 
these things in roy own breast, but I am de¬ 
termined that no man shall put me-down. I 
have tried to do my duty, but they Lave come 
in and tried to blacken my character, which is 
more thin I can stand. 

Mr. McCabtbT—M r. Chairman, I have a word 
to say. 

The President—This discussion is out of 
order. 

Mr. LiTTBLL_Let us go according to the rules. 

Mr. McCAKTHT^Youpermit that gentleman to 
make false statements, and Irhave a right to be 
heard in my defense. I must not be put down 
in that way. I insist upon proof. 

Mr. Littbll—I insist upon the Chairman call 
Ing him to order. 

Mr. Littbll—I f you cannot keep order, Mr. 
Chairman, call upon the Sergeant at-Arms to do 
so. 

Mr. Kirk—I think you are making more noise 
than any other man. 

Mr. Biddbll— 1 move, for the purpose of al¬ 
lowing Mr. McCarthy to bo heard, for we want 
to treat all parties alike here, that the rules be 
suspended. 

Mr. McCABTHT.^Am I to be put down here, 
In the face of the charges that have been made, 
and not be beard in my own defense? 

The President—The rule of Councils are that 
only one party can be heard on a question of 
this kind. The motion of the gentleman is to 
lay on the table. 

Mr. Bidden—The Chairman is correct, but 
this Is a case in which charges are made of a 
character that the gentleman should have an 
opportunity to reply if be can; my motion is to 
suspend the rules to give him a hearing. Here 
men are asked to resign. 

The President—We are not considering the 
resignation. The motion is to lay on the table. 

A call was then made for the yeas and nays, 
but it was not seconded by the requisite num¬ 
ber* 

The question was then put on Mr. Adams* 
motion to lay the resolution of Mr. McCarthy on 
the the table, and it was carried. 

Mr. McCarthy —Now will It be in order to 
make a statement in regard to the charges of 
the gentlemao from the Eighteenth ward (Mr. 
Laufman)? 

The President _We have a resolution that first 


comes before us, and after that is disposed of 
you can make your reply. 

The clerk here read the resignation of the 
Water Commission. 

Mr. Phillips—-I move that the resignation of 
I the Water Commission be accepted. After that 
is disposed of, I will move that the Commissioners 
be allowed to be heard in their own defence 
in any way they desire, either verbally or in 
writing. 

The motion to accept the resignation of the 
members of the Water Commission was then 
agreed to. 

Mr. McCarthy— Now, Mr. Chairman, would 
it be in order for me to reply to the gentleman, 
Mr. Laufman ? 

The President—Not without a motion. 

Mr. McCarthy—I hope I will be given per- 
mission. 

Mr. Phillips— We have not got through with 
this other matter yet. 

Mr. McCarthy—I t will not take me two 
minutes. 

The motion was then made and carried that 
Mr. McCarthy have permission to reply to Mr. 
Laufman. 

Mr. McCarthy —The facts in reference to the 
statement o( the gentlemen are these; I am a 
candidate for the Mayoralty. It was suggested 
to me that the Water Commission would use 
their entire infiuence against me, and that if 
1 could get elected on the Board of Water Com¬ 
missions I could prevent that Infiaence be- 
log used against me. I told this to Mr. Lauf-. 
man, and he said all the influence he could 
exert he would use lu my favor. A few days 
after that I again saw Mr. Laufman and told 
biro that I had reconsidered that matter, and 
that I did not wish anything to do with it. It 
was because I desired to prevent the use of the 
influence of the Water Commission agalnsc me, 
that this matter was proposed; I afterwards re. 
considered that, and told Mr. Laufman not to 
say anything about it, because I would not take 
it; he tells the first story only, and tells that 
wrongly. There is a vast difference in getting 
on the Water Commission, and using the position 
for you, and getting on the Water Commission 
to prevent their using their influence against 
you. 

Mr. Laufman—^You didn’t tell me any suob 
thing; you told me the plan wasn’t ripe yet. 
[Laughter.] 

MR M'OOWAN’S RBSIOKATIOK. 

Col. Phillips—^ 1 now ask that Mr. Mc0ow- 
an*3 resignation be accepted. 

Mr. McCarthy— I move that the resignation 
be referred to the Finance Committee, with In 
structioDs to report to Councils. 

Mr, Phillips— We have made our report, and 
it has been accepted. We have tried to do our 
duty faithfully. We have reviewed the testimony 
taken, and have reported to you fully everything 
that was shown against the Controller. In con¬ 
sequence of the testimony, be has tendered his 
resignation, and I hope it will be accepted. 

Mr. Baffbrty —If 1 understand the thing this 
is a proposition on the part of the City Control- 
ler to resign; I think this is a bad precedent to 
establish to accept a resiguatlon before we 
know why we are doing it. The action we are 
now taking merely leaves the office open. 

Mr. BxpDBLL—The acceptance of the resigna¬ 
tion DOW, I think, would be timely. 

Mr. Scully offered tbe following: 

Mesolvedf That the Finance Committee be em 
powered to employ B. J. McGowan until Febru¬ 
ary Ist, to close up bis accounts. 

Mr. Kibe—I think the Controller has been 
right in his Ideas, and has tried to do bis duty 
coDceruIng his office and I am not In favor of 
summarily removing him. 

After a long discussion the resignation of Mr. 
McGowan was accepted and the resolution of 
Mr. Scully was carried. 

Mr. McCarthy then read the following reso¬ 
lutions but no action was taken on them. 
ItesoltJed, That a special committee of five, 
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two from Select and three from Common Ooun« 
I cils, be appointed to examine into tbe financial 
business of the city transacted since the first 
day of February, 1873, and into all the business 
and transactions of the board of Water Com- 
mlssloners, its officers and agents, since the 
time of the first organization of said board. 

Mesolvedj That the committee are hereby dl- 
reeled to retain the services of George P. Ham- 
ilton, S. A. Purviance and Marshal Swartzwel- 
der, CO assist the committee, in tbe purposes of 
their organization, and the committee are fur¬ 
ther empowered to employ such assistance as they 
may deem te pessary. 

Resolved, That the Mayor be requested to is¬ 
sue subpoenas and compulsory process for such 
persons and the production of such books and 
papers as the committee may direct. 

Joint Session then adjourned. 

WOODES mSHENTS. 

The following Is the report of the Committee 
appointed to investigate tbe durability of wooden 
pavements, which was presented in Common 
Council on Monday: 

To the Street Committee of the City of Puts- 

Imrffh: 

Gbntlbmbn— Your Committee appointed ‘to 
examine into the coudiCion of tbe various kinds 
of wood pavements, with the view of ascertain^ 
lug their adaptability to the requirements of this 
city, beg leave to submit the followlng-repoit as 
tbe result of their investigation. 

Your Committee first directed their attention 
to the various kinds of wood pavements laid in 
aud around this city, and endeavored to ac¬ 
quaint themselves fully in regard to the advan¬ 
tages claimed and tbe actual results obtained. 
Before proceeding with the detailed report, we 
desire to state that generally the pavements 
were found to be in a very unsatisfactory con¬ 
dition. The Nicholson pavement on Wood 
street has been down about six years, and we 
found it completely decayed and worn out A 
similar pavement on Fifth avenue has been down 
about five years. Its condition is almost as bad 
as Wood street, and in places, if possible, more 
decayed. 

Both these pavements are worn and rotted 
away almost to the foundation boards, and, in 
our opinion, will soon require renewal. Tbe 
same kind of pavement on Market and Sixth 
streets, although put down subsequent to that 
on tbe thoroughfares named. Is fa a like bad 
condition. That on Diamond alley, which was 
amongst the Ia.st of the kind laid in tbe city, 
presents a fair appearance on the surface; but 
upon taking up the blocks.for tbe purpose of 
making a closer and more thorough examina¬ 
tion, it was found that decay bad commenced at 
the bottom, and had nearly reached the outer 
surface of the blocks. This pavement has been 
repeatedly repaired, and, in fact, in many places 
almost entirely renewed; yet, jadging from their 
appearance, the blocks will crumble to pieces lu 
a very short time, and this result will be has¬ 
tened by the almost constant passage of heavily 
ladened vehicles. 

Tbe Stowe pavement, tbe foundation of which 
is sand compressed by wedging, was next ex¬ 
amined. Tbe samples laid in front and rear of 
tbe MonoDgahela House were found to be rotten 
and worthless, although presenting a tolerable 
fair surface. The pavement has been down 
about three years, and if the samples above 
spoken of are a fair test of tbe merits of that 
pavement, we unhesitatingly pronounce It as 
entirely unsulted for Che streets of this city. 
The report of this pavement from San Fran¬ 
cisco is in accordauce with what has been 
stated. 

The Miller pavement, laid on Penn avenue a 
little over a year ago, was found to be in a very 
unsatisfactory condition, being full of depres- 










Blpns, and loose blocks being found in abend* 
ance. That portion of this avenue from the 
Allegheny .Cemetery to the city line is laid with 
w]iat is nown as * ‘Treated Blocks. ’ * We can 

tK^t littlpr difference in the appearance of 
the pavement. It has already cost the 
city fully twenty‘five hundred ($2,500) 

dollars for repairs. In justice to the 
owners of this pavement, however, it Is proper 
to state the unsatisfactory condition was partly 
caused by the shrinkage of the earth over the 
water.^aliis, which were put down shortly before 
the pavement was laid. The board foundation, 
which is one of the features of this pav.pmeat, i^, lu 
our opinion^ a very great objection to it There 
will always be more or less necessity for cutting 
through pavements to make gas and. water con* 
nectioDs, or repairs. In such cases it is impos¬ 
sible to replace the earth iu such a manner as 
to prevent shrinkage, thus forming furrows 
along the line of each connection, where 
the drainage collects, thereby hastening their 
decay. i 

It is the opinion that this pavement will not 
give the satisfactory return in permanence and 
durability which is expected by the property 
holders for the vast outlay they have made in 
its construction; although giving enhancement to 
the property along the line of the avenue thus 
paved, we believe it will be but transient. 

•The iWyckoff pavement Is laid on several 
streets of this city, but has not been -.down a 
sufficient length of time to CBable your com¬ 
mittee to form auy Intelligent opinion as to its 
durability. We fear and believe it will be no 
improvement on the Nicholson or All Her Pave¬ 
ments. It also has a board foundation, which 
we believe injurious to the duration of any 
wooden pavement. 

The Locust Block Pavement has been laid on 
Water street, and is being put;down on Ellsworth 
avenue. The manner in which this pavement 
is constructed is excellent, and If the same 
method was pursued with pavements of all 
kinds, your committee feel assured that there 
would be less cause for complaints which are 
DOW made. The rolling of the earth after the 
sub-grade has been made with broken stone for a 
foundation, with a top dressing of gravel, in¬ 
sures a perfect foundation, and at the same 
time provides adequate drainage, so that the 
Locust Blocks are protected,from the dampness 
to which they would otherwise be subjected. 
There are very serious objections, however,, 
to the jise of the Locust Blocks for paving pur¬ 
poses. They become smooth and slippery, and 
after a time the edges or sap wood of the 
blocks wears away, the heart being harder, 
and they assume the shape of cobble stones, 
with all the disagreeable roughness of surface 
which makes cobble stone pavements undesirable. 
The chief advantages claimed for wood pave¬ 
ments are, that they are smooth and noiseless; 
but In a comparatively short time the Locust 
Block loses both these desirable qualities and 
becomes as rough as the roughest of cobble 
Btones. Regarding Cedar Blocks, we can 
scarcely venture an opinion, not having seen 
any of it which has been laid for a sufficient 
length of time to guarantee us so doing. 

After making as thorough examination as pos¬ 
sible, of the various wood pavements In and 
about our own city, your committee, In com¬ 
pliance with the resolution of the Street Com¬ 
mittee, decided to visit other cities, with 
a view of obtaining as much information 
as could be collected before making 
a final report. In order to accomplish this object 
jour Committee divided into sub-committees and 
visited Wasblagton, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
New York, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark, 
Elizabeth, Elmira, Williamsport, Bellefonte and 
CinciDDati, Sic. In each of these cities every 
facility was afforded for making thorough and 
complete examinations and for obtaining the 
fullest information at command. The following 
is the results the investigation: 

Washington, D. C. In this city there are niae 
different kinds of pavements in use, the wood in 


some cases being treated and in others used in 
its natural coudltiou. The untreated pavements 
are considered a failure. Some only laid three 
years are already showing signs of decay, while 
some of the “treated” blocks are nearly as bad. 
Iu some instances it has been found necessary 
to take them up for repairs. The board founda¬ 
tion is condemned because of the trouble and 
expense in making water, sewer and gas connec 
tions, as has been noted in reference to our own 
city. Asphaltum pavements are gaining favor 
with the authorities, because of the smoothness 
and noiselessness. In some instances wood 
pavements are being taken up and the Asphaltum 
laid in their ,place. Pavements of this kind 
seem to stand very well, but it should be 
remembered that there is very little, if any, 
heavy hauling, the travel being principally light 
driving wagons or carriages, there being no 
comparison between the travel th^ro and that of 
our city. 

In Baltimore very little wpod, pavements have 
been laid, and that little is very unsatisfactory; 
so much so, that the authorities have condemned 
all wooden pavements, and will not permit any 
of It to be paid down. 

We found. In Williamsport, Pa., no stone, 
pavements, it being impossible to obtain suitable 
stone for the purpose, unless at a great expense, j 
Even cobble stones cannot be procured. Of | 
wooden pavements, two kinds are in use; the ; 
Wyckoff and the Nicholson, The former has 
been dowQ)four years; the latter about five years. 
The jffficials very kindly removed portions of 
both kinds, samples of which we brought back 
with us and deposited iu the office of the Street 
Commissioners, where they can be seen. The 
blocks are perfectly sound and in good condition. 
This result however, is, perhaps, owing to the 
fact that the earth is composed almost entirely 
of grave), which secures perfect drainage. Wood 
pavements are doing very well in this city, and 
it is probable, that, owing to the scarcity of other 
suitable material that no other will be used. 
From conversations with citizens and officials, it 
would appear that the Wyckoff is preferred lu 
consequence of its being smoother than the 
Nicholson. 

In the city of Elmira, N. Y., there are several 
miles of wood pavements, including the Nicboi- 
soD, Wykoff, and a small portion of the Ballard. 
The Nicholson has been down seven (7i years, 
is much worn and considerably decayed, and 
presents a rough surface.. Some portions of the 
Wyckoff lave'been dbv5*n Six (6^ ;^ars. Your 
committee has samples taken up-for examiua- 
tioo; the wood proved t(^be generally sound, the 
bond of the pavement was 'exoelleat. 

The surface of the Ballard pavement was very 
smooth and looks well. We had no opportunity 
to^examine it carefully and did not get any sam¬ 
ples. The citizens appeared to be very well sat¬ 
isfied with tbeir pavement, ae In Williamsport 
the soil is composed of gravel. 

We noticed several streets graded and curbed, 
which are not paved, the surface having been 
rolled with heavy rollers until smooth, compact 
roads have been obtained. 

In Bellefonte, Fa., we found but little wooden 
pavement, there being only about six hundred 
yards (square) of the Wyckoff patent Which has 
been down about four years. Upon examination 
it was found to be entirely rotten, and was 
looked upon by those in authority as a complete 
failure, au opinion with whlQh your committee 
entirely agreed. The character of the soil Is 
limestone, 

Elizabeth, N. J., has some twelve (12) miles 
of wood pavement, including the Stowe, Nichol¬ 
son, Hammerwood and Batterly Patents. The 
Stowe has been^down eighteen (18) months and 
was found to be decayed for a distance of two 
inches from the bottom. Some of the same 
kind laid four (4) years ago is comparatively de¬ 
cayed. The Nlcbolsou, laid about the same length 
of time, was found to be in the same condition. 
The ^mmerwood patent is composed o. 
“Treated” blocks. Although it had been down 


only eighteen (1$) months, yet signs of decay ' 
were readily discovered. 

The Batterly pavement is composed of chest¬ 
nut blocks. The sample your committee exam¬ 
ined had been down eighteen (18) months and 
appeared to be in very good condition. 

The travel on the streets Is very light and not 
to be <}pmpared to the heavy traffic of our own 
city, blit even with this advantage in their favor, 
wood pavements are not giving satisfaction and 
no more will be allowed. 

Yery little wood pavement has been put down 
lu Newark, N. J., and eveu this small amount 
has been proven to be so worthless that the au¬ 
thorities will not allow any more to be laid, ex¬ 
cept parties put it down at their own expanse' 
and give bojids conditioned for the removal ot the, 
same, acd the placing of the street iu its former 
condition, when bfflcially notified-^blio do. 

In^ersey City but a small amount of ,wood Uas 
been used for paving purposes. The failure, 
was so palpable that the authorities displayed 
their wisdom by prohibiting wood pavements.of. 
all kinds before much money bad been invested 
in them. 

Cincinnati has invested largely in wood pave- 
menis of almost all kinds. Experience has de¬ 
monstrated that soft woods, whether treated or 
not, are failures, lasting only from two and a 
half to four years at the longest. Oak and Locust 
Blocks, especially the latter, were found in much 
better condition. It was ascertained that on 
streets where travel Is heavy and continuous, the 
outer portions of the blocks wear away more 
rapidly than the beait, leaving them 
like Cobble Stones. Indeed it was only 
after close Inspection and examination that 
they could he distinguished therefrom. 

Philadelphia has a number of wood pave- 
ments. Your Committee directed their atten¬ 
tion principally to Broad street, which bad been 
paved some five (5) years ago with Nicholson 
pavement. It has proved a complete failure, 
and is now being removed to give place to 
Granite block. 

Brooklyn has a very considerable amount of 
wood pavement, mostly of the Miller pave¬ 
ment. It has been down from three (.3) to five 
(5) years; some portions bayeb^n taken up, and 
that which remain^ is in a miserable condition. 
The pavement has proved a complete failure. 
The City has also experimented to some extent 
with Concrete or Asphaltum. The 9pinion of the 
authorities is, that this pavement will not stand 
in streets when the traffic is heavy, bqt that ft 
may answer on avenues where, tfie travel i 3 
light. Your committee embraced the oppor¬ 
tunity of obtaining the opinion ;Of Mr. Merrill, 
the Commissioner of Streets; ' he stated that 
wood pavement, whether the blocks were treat¬ 
ed or not, were.a total failure, and that no more 
would be laid in Brooklyn; that he would here¬ 
after recommend nothing but Granite for 
paving purposes. opinion of Chief En¬ 

gineer Adams is also adverse to wooden pave¬ 
ments. Your committee examined "several 
streets paved with that material, and found 
that one laid three (3) years ago has cost 
1 nothing, for repairs and Is as smooth as it 
was the day it was first put dowu. 

New York city- has some 367,000 yards of 
wooden pavement. The first was put down 
in 1868, but the greater portion since 187Q. 
There, as elsewhere, we found that these pave¬ 
ments have utterly failed to meet the require¬ 
ments expected of them. They were worn Into 
ruts and holes, have become decayed and 
broken, and in many places have been repaired 
with cobble stones in preference .to wood. It 
will be necessary to replace at leaat one-foqrth 
of the wooden pavements of that city with 
ston^ or some similar material, at ence, in drder 
to put the streets in good condition. Tt^e 
authorities have taken a decided stand, and 
will in no event allow them to be put down. 

The Chief Engineer of the Board of Publl 
Works has unconditionally condemned them a 
entirely unfit for the purpose. Of the ston 
pavements examined, the committee found tba 
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there was eh objection to the Trap block on ac¬ 
count of Us slJpperiness. Granite meets with 
great favor and Is highly recommended. It is 
of two classes, the Guldet and Belgian, the differ¬ 
ence consisting mainly in the size of the blocks. 
Aspbaltum pavements have shown unmistaka¬ 
ble signs of rapid decay, and are very unsatisfac¬ 
tory. They are not durable, drying out, and losing 
their bond rapidly. The earth seems to have 
an affinity for the oily substance which constitutes 
the bond of this pavement, and absorbs it. The 
pavement then cracks, gives way, and soon be¬ 
comes of comparatively little value. 

From the foregoing statement of the charac¬ 
ter and extent of the invest igation it will ap¬ 
pear that your committee has given the matter 
of wooden pavements a thorough investigation, 
and whilst in certain localities they are in a 
measure successful, yet in the majority of cases 
they have proved total failures. In nearly every 
place which your committee has visited the au¬ 
thorities seem to concur in the following verdict: 

That all wooden pavements, treated or un¬ 
treated, are a decided failure, and a burden on 
the property owners who pay for them origi¬ 
nally, and the people who will afterwards be 
heavily taxed to replace them with more dura¬ 
ble material. Judging from the experience of 
other cities, similarly situated to our own, as 
regards the nature of the soil and the amount 
and weight of traffic, we can come to no other 
conclusion than that the investment in wood 
pavements is a lavish expenditure of money, and 
we embrace this opportunity to warn 
the people of Pittsburgh against the 


wholesale improvement of their streets 
with such transient material. Commis¬ 
sioner Watson, of Chicago, in a letter to Mayor 
Luddington, of Milwaukee, condemns all treat¬ 
ing processes, whether Burnettizing, Creasotlng, 
or the use of “deadoUs,” and stigmatizes them 
as a “fraud and a humbug.’* Mr. Van Nort, 
Chief Engineer of Public Works of New York, 
condemns all wooden pavements, whether Bur- 
nettized or otherwise. Commissioner Merrill, 
of Brooklyn, as we have already stated, Is of 
the same opinion, and these men, speaking from 
actual experience, such as they have had, cer¬ 
tainly teach us lessons of utility and vital im¬ 
portance which the citizens of Pittsburgh would 
do well to give heed to and endeavor to profit 
therefrom. 

From the experience your committee have 
bad with our own pavements, and from personal 
observations in other cities, we are compelled 
to join with other authorities in cities where 
wooden pavements have been given a fair trial, 
in pronouncing tbem to be failures and unfit for 
the streets of Pittsburgh. 

In conclusion, and as part of this report, we 
desire to submit the following statement of the 
streets in this city on which wooden pavements 
are laid, along with the number of square yards, 
the cost per yard, when put down, and the con¬ 
dition at this time, together with the list of the 
streets and avenues about being paved with 
wooden blocks. It will be seen that we have in 
this city, or will have in a short time, about 
465,000 square yards, costing in the aggregate 
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about $1,700,000, for which bonds have been is¬ 
sued, the payment of which have been guar¬ 
anteed by the city, thus, In fact, 
mortgaging her entire property for . their 
construction, and entailing a fruitful 
source of future outlay, when they have ceased 
to present a proper roadway, which we fear will 
he too soon realized in the greater number of 
cases. 

It is with feelings of peculiar diffidence that 
we have thus reported in condemnation of all 
classes of wooden pavements, well knowing that 
by so doing we will incur the displeasure of 
those contractors engaged in laying tbem, and 
for whom we have personally the highest re¬ 
spect, but being charged with an important 
duty, we have endeavored to discharge the 
same with fidelity to the trust reposed in us. 
Cherishing, as we do, the best interest, of the 
people of Pittsburgh more warmly than those of 
isolated Individuls, the only regret we experi¬ 
ence is that these men are not layers of stone 
or some equally enduring substance, instead of 
layers of wood. 

With acknowledgments of the kindness and 
courtesy everywhere extended to us by the offl- 
cials of the various cities visited in our search 
after information, we respectfully present this 
report for your consideration.

We had, osotatad btfoie, to or- 
nizo and systemaliza this v/oiii in all its many 
d importaiit branches. Fiisr, we tad to deal 
tb land owners to decide the amouut oi land 
> should acqalro at dliSerent localilie^J the 
ices we won ill be ^usllQtd in paying; ihe pro 
icty of condemnailon or amicable seitlem-mt. 
tis, ivitli eight or nine diiierent owot^rs to deal 
th, wi'li their lolatives, friends and attorneys 
and out of Councils, ail eager to got the 
most dollar from the city, and only ourstlves 
guard the City Treasury, was a labor aud re- 
ODSibiiiry of no pmall magnitude, involving, . 
it did, the necessary cxpeudliure of eeverat 
ndred thousand doll u's. Then came our con- 
dCis for coastructing the lesfrvoirs, cosiing 
10 hnndiods of tbtu^ands cl dollars. The 
anges of plans and specifications which, under 
e advice of our Chief Sogineer, a wUe icon 
)y might forbid or might recommend, required 
uch t'me aud iboaght. 1 ut above ail, the im- 
ease pumplug-engiues required to fill the reser- 
•irs have been a source of great anxiety, and 
ive received no little of our attention, Whtthtr 
e should adopt the high or low pressure, or the 
'Odensing enginesf whether we should have 
.'o pumping woiks, and make two lifts, or only 
le for both the main reservoir?*, what type of 
gines combined to the greatest degree the 
ree principles of strength, simpUeUy aud 
•onomy, wiih the Innumfrable minor questions 
volvea therein, and amid the discordant opin 
ns of engineers having the highest* repu’a- 
ou iu ihe land—all these weie points which, 
ilhout ourselves being practical engineer?, or 
ofesslng to bo oven tyros in the science, we 
U!»d ourselves calUd upon to deitrmliio in 
>ur interests. 

The eonifacts for the immen.so pipe?, li.fiaent 
od t flluent, and for water cxteu^ion, were of 
0 small importance, aud gave u? uo little anxi- 
y. The lime when they ?houM be given out, the 
respective rise ang fall In iron, how long we 
mW safely delay in view of lower prices. The I 
aildlng of the fmmdaiioo for tho pumping en. 
ino?, the necessity of taking the orntract from 
n inefilc lent eon trader and assuming Its fxe- 
ation ourselves, with your consent, threw a 
real labor upon us. Pay rolls of five or six 
undred men, bills of work aud material furn 
bed, In sums from dollars to thousands, have 
'quired, and always received our persoi al ex 
«uination before we wou’d pass them for pay 
tent. But time would fall and doubtless your 
alienee would bo exhausted .in the enum ra- 
ou ol many matters of greater or lesser Im 


portar.ce to which, iu your service, we have 
been called on to dev )te our time and the best 
ability wo possess. Suffice it to say, that the 
Board, in these two years, have spent the main 
business part of one hundred and fifty days in 
this work, besides the lime spent In two visits 
cast aud cue west, and the iunnmerable occa- 
sious, wheu, either as a board or as iudividuals, 
we have visited the reservoirs or pumping 
works, to inspect their progress. "We do not 
tell you that all this has been done from no mo 
five or purpose, but to serve the public, lest we 
subject ourselves to (he sraile of derisiou or in 
credibility from the legion of eager aspirants 
for any and every office that cau be created 
and who cannot appreciate or understand such 
a motive. Vfe do not tell you that we have done 
this without compen^^ation; wo expected none, 
we deslro none. We expected not even the 
thanks of the inuUivude, had we acccoipUshed 
our intended work to the utmost. But we did 
expect to be treated, if not with generosity, at 
least wl h Justice. The Finance Committee 
have charged us with the following sins of 
omission. 1st. That a majority of tho Board 
permitted Rojs to get bonds from the Controller, 
and afierwardsgave their receipts for the same 
with( ut knowing how they were disposed of. If 
this refers to the 8312,000 cf bonds given to 
tos by the Controller, in Qstober last, then the 
members who gave their recf^ipts, testi¬ 
fied under oath, that it was done at 
the request of the City Attorney, and under 
his assurance of its propriety. But if it refers 
to other bonds, then the answer is that every 
such bond has been accounted for. 

Second, That the Board never examined their 
own books, nor the books of the OUy Treasurer, 
or Controller, As to cur own books, it is not cor¬ 
rect to say we never examined them, but whether 
examined or not, they would have shown noth- 
ing wrong, except, perhaps, to a skillful ac¬ 
countant, after days cf examination, f.>r fhey 
now balance to about a dollar with the Tieas- 
iirei’t-; and as to examining the Treasurer’s and 
Controller’s books, it was not cur right or duty 
to do so; Crrlatnly not so much so as that of the 
Finance Coinmictee, whose official secretary the 
OtntroUer H 

Third, That the Board did not demand frcm 
the City Treasurer or Controller a statement cf 
sale of water bonds. Wo had no right to wake 
?uch demand. Bad we asked for it perhaps we 
might have obtained it. 

Fouith, That the Board never reported the 
sales of bonds to the Controller wllhia ten days 
after sale. This was an omission. Our Secretary, 
as testified to by our President, was instructed to 
; do so. It was probably thought that the return 
i of proceeds to the Treasurer was a substantial 
I compliance with the ordinance. The Controller 
certainly never requested any other. 

Fifth, That the Board did not report to the 
Controller a quarterly statement cf thtir tusi- 
nes?. Strictly, this should have been done. It 
was never culled for, and iu the muitipljeliy 
cf business it v/as overlooked. We satisfied our 
selves with the annual statement which we did 
make last year; Councils overlooking then, atid 
since, that quarterly statemests had not been 
made. 

We confess tiiat wa did not expect ihe Fi 
nance Comniiftee, after thus eDninerallog our 
sbortcomiDg? (and Ihe above contains ih* m al > 
would have dismissed us and our labors f ,r the 
city during two years, wRh the apparently ex 
torted recognition of the fnct ( he only allusion 
made to 1j> that the members of the Board had 
rendered important service without cemperya 
tion. This, aud nctblrg m( re. No, they did do 
us the grace to add, after summing up all their 
charges against us, with the apparent animus 
and even the phraseology of rhe paid advocate, 
that “there was no evidence of oar actual com 
pliclty in any fraudnient trai sactlons. aud as if 
Ibis even was too strong a defense of Innocence 
against popular clamor, they seem forced to 
qualify aveD that admission, by saying floally. 


that the Ccmmissloners, though innocent of 
actual fraud, have been (one and ail, without 
exception) so inexcusably negligent, that they, 

I the Fioance Committee, recomu end the aboUsh- 
I ment of the Board. 

In conclusion, permit us to add that, whU« 
not desiring to hide or ex>^enaate our errors and 
short comings, wo claim the right, to be Judged, 
not iu the light of subsequent facts and revela¬ 
tions, by which we may, of course, now see how 
all these troubles could have been prevented, 
but under the light and guidance of all tho 
chcmnstacces at the time attending and sur¬ 
rounding the position which, at the sacrifice cf 
much valuable time to us, we assumed at your 
request. In reviewing these, we cau now seef 
that we were I ho victims, rather than the au¬ 
thors, of a loose financjal system. The city had 
DO financial head, with the nerve and capacity 
to regulate and control such a sysleru as we did 
have. The plan of selecting five business men 
.—gratuitously and at a certain sacilfise cf their 
own interests—to take In charge a work ?o ex* 
tensive as that you intrusted tu us, is faulty in 
principle. 

Aud yet, we can also see (hat the only error 
with which any of ua can be charged, as lead¬ 
ing directly to so calamitous a result, and in the 
absence of which it would not aud could not 
have happened, and which, strangely enough, 
has been omitted by the Finance Committee 
from the many counts in their long indictment, 
was the endorsement in blank of the drafts sent 
on as proceeds of bonds which had been sold. 
Had they been endorsed payable to the 
order cf the City Treasurer, our Secretary 
could not have deposited tht m elsewhere to hi* 
own credit, and, therefore, would have been un¬ 
der no temptation subsrquemly, to seek 
and obtain from the Controller, without our 
knowledge, 8TGO,000 in bonds to enable the Na¬ 
tion Trust Company, as he supposed, to tido 
over its temporary difficulties, and thus sscur® 
the deposit already made. For this error, inacU 
vertance or dereliction of duty, call it as yen 
may, we are willing to bear each of us our duo 
and proper share of responsibility and con¬ 
demnation. 

Finally, in laying dovrn our Trust, which wo 
assure you is done with a senre cf relief, which 
no words can express, we simply add, that whllo 
having, perhaps, no claim, certainly no expect- 
aUon of being hailed “Well done, faithful serv¬ 
ants,” we yet did hope to be told, “Depart in 
peace,”

We 
stated in the report of the Finance Committee 
DoihlDg only what was proved, and stated il 
very delicately—too delicately peihaps. The 
document which has Ju?t bten presented ia 
carefully prepared and I hope there will be a 
full opportunity given of answering ir. 

Mr. Hafferti—I wish to say a word abciat 
asking thesemembers of the Water Commission lo 
resign. B fore 1 1 ffered the re.solulion asking the 
Commission to resign, 1 had been met by a gen¬ 
tleman connected with tbd Water Woiks, who 
Slid measuremects bad been dcpllcai^d from 
twelvj to sixteen hundred feet, and that esti¬ 
mates bad been made out for double the woik 
done. Hearing these facts, 1 concluded thc?v 
gentlemen bad better give up their cfSce, and 
this Induced me to offer this resolution to Couft- 
eils. 















Mr. PoLLANSBBB—I rise to a point of order. 
TUare is a motion before the hou?e- 
Mr. President—have presumed that the gea* 
tleman Is speaking to the motion, ‘ 

Mr. Ba.ffbrty_I am speaking to the motion, 
^hen I saw the chairman of this committee had 
aada a draft payable to this man I thought It 
looked as though he was doing what he had no 
authority to do. Because 1 have always, in my 
business mattvr?, made a check payable to the 
man to whom the money was coming. Again, I 
found in this investigallon of the Finance Com 
lulttee, one witness swore that he never saw a 
bond sold without a receipt for a bond, yet I 
had InformaMou from tie Controller himself that 
that man had signed more than one halt a mlU 
lionet those bonds. I thought this thing was 
badly conducted, and offered this resolatiou in 
order that better men might be obtained for the 
office. 1 offered It in good faith. 

Mr. Follansbeb— I move that the report of 
the Water Commission be published la the 
official papers. 

Mr. hope that report will not be 

pabiislied until we have au answer prepared 
to it. 

Mr. Phillips —We have stood a great deal 
worse than this report, and can stand that. 

The motion to print the report was then 
Adopted. 

AWOTHEB ELECTION. 

Mr. Campbell— I ask the ruling of the Chair 
upon section 27, page 35, wlildi reads as follows: 

AU appointments of officers made by the City 
■Councils shall be by a otca voce vote, aud a con¬ 
currence of a majority of the whole cumber of 
members shall ba required. The names of those 
vating, and for whom they voted, shall be re¬ 
corded in the journal of proceedings. 

Mr. Pearson—.! would ask if, after you have 
declared a man to be elected, you can immedi. 
ately go into another eleciioD. Mr. Steele was 
elected City Controller In exactly the same way 
that Mr, Snodgrass has been elected to-day, and 
the question of elections of this kind has never 
been c.i K-d up till now. You have decided that 
the gentleman is elected, and why should you 
no;v change that action. If there bad been 
anything wrong there was plenty of time, before 
the decision of the chair was auoounced, to call 
th^^raarrer In question. 

Tne President-—The chair has decided Robert 
M. 8uo(Jgrass to be duly elected as City Con¬ 
troller by a vote of 46 to 41. The language of 
the law as put down in the city code is rather 
amblgunus. I have decided that Mr. Snodgrass 
is elected, and will abide by that decision until 
otherwise legally advised. -(Applause.) 

A motion was then made to adjourn. 

8f^veral members—Oh I no. 

Mr. Follansfcee—A motiou to adjourn must 
il/rajs be heard. 

Mr. Neoley— I do not wish to Interfere in 
this matter, but a decision on the rules has been 
CA^ed for. If the decision which has just been 
g'-ven by the Chairman (President CusO Is 
wrong, it will be righted by the Ccurts, and I 
belitte It Is wrong. I believe that it requhes a 
To e of the inajori'y of the members of Coun¬ 
cils to make a legal election, and I do not believe 
that Mr. Snodgrass can legally take his seat, 
aod ff he does, the Cc urts will cust him. If he 
Is oot legally elected let us elect him legally. 

Mr. Riddell —I voted for Mr. Bailey, yet I 
Relieve the question here is a question of law. 
lUsnimply a question of whether we are doing 
Our duty properly or discharging it improperly. 
7herula of law I think requires that there nhall 
be a vote of a majority of the membeia of 
Comiciu. We ought to have the cpiniou of the 
CUy Solicitor upon the question. What does he 
n? about It? I will uDdertake to ssy that he 
•ill decide that U requires a majority of the 
tti'mtKusof Councils. 

A member—The City Sc-licftor Is present. 

A Member—I move that Mr. Snodgrass be 
dfc’ared unanimously elected. 

The Chair—That Is not in order. 

Mr E Jones—I move that the vote taken be 


recalled. II we elect a Controller, let us do it 
legally. We are approaching the beginning of 
rhe year, and the city should have a Controller, 
aud a legal one. I hope there will be a legal 
election. 

Mr. BtJRGwiN here called attention to page 
89 of the code, and argued that it required ;a 
majority of the members elected to make a 
valid election. 

Me, liiTTELL—t think a majority of the 
members of Council are in favor of Mr. Snodgrass, 
aud lam opposed to going into Court and having 
an investigation. I am satisfied that, take It as 
you will, a majority of the members will vofe for 
Mr. Snodgrass, and I move that we reconsider

Council met at two o’clock, the President in 
the chair.

The minutes of the meeting of December 15, 
1873, were read and approved; also the minutes 
of December 22 and December 24, 1873. 

Mr. Phillips asked to suspend the rules for 
the purpose of submitting a communication 
from the Controller, covering certain transfers 
from and appropriations to cover expenses 
until the new appropriations shall have been 
made. 

There being no objections, tbe rules were sus¬ 
pended for the time, and the communication 
was read by tbe Clerk. 

On motion, tbe resolution covering tbe trans¬ 
fers was adopted. 

The President—“We have also another commu¬ 
nication from the City Controller which the 
clerk will now proceed to read.” The clerk then 
read tbe communication which called attention 
to the fact that under the city code the Mayor Is 
required to make a monthly statement to the 
Controller, and that the returns should be 89,- 
078,80. On motion this report was referred to 
the Finance Committee. 

COMMUNICATIONS AND REPORTS. 

The clerk also read a communication from the 
Controller asking that some suitable person be 
assigned charge of the books of the Water Com¬ 
mission. Accepted and ordered to be filed. 

Mr. Phillips presented an ordinance confer¬ 
ring all the powers and duties of the Water 
Commission upon the Water Committee. 

Mr. Phillips stated that this Is simply to 
keep the work going on until the special com¬ 
mittee appointed for the purpose shall report to 
Councils a new plan under which to control the 
work. 

Mr. McCartht called attention to the fact 
that with this year the committee dies, and 
there is none until appointed under the new 
Councils. 

Mr. Phillips said that the chairman of the 
Water Committee holds over, and on the first 
Monday of January the new Councils organize. 

Mr. Lloyd, Chairman of the Water Commit, 
tee, thought nothing need be done until the or. 
ganizatlon of the new Councils, as he under¬ 
stood there Is no money to pay bills, &c. 

Mr. Laupman said it was absolutely necessary 
that some provision be made at once for the 
conduct of the work. 


Mr. Phillips said the Water Committee ought 
to be authorized to employ a clerk. 

Mr. Watson having referred to the fact that 
warrants would not be used on account of the 
sickness of the Mayor, 

Mr. Littell said that he had information, 
that Dr. Pollock had allowed the Mayor to sign 
all necessary notes. 

Mr. Burgwin said that there would be an in¬ 
terregnum between the death of tbe present and 
the organlzatian of the new Councils. He 
thought a simple resolution appointing certain 
members of the Council, say the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee or of the Water Committee, 
to take charge of the books, papers, etc., of the 
Water Commission would be enough. 

After some discussion, Mr. Burgwin was 
asked to put bis suggestion in tha^ape of a 
resolution. 

Mr. Phillips positively declined to undertake 
the duties. 

Mr. Hunter thought that the only way to 
arrange the difficulty satisfactorily and safely 
was to elect Commissioners to fill the vacancy now 
existiDg,JaDd then, when the new ordinance might 
be passed, they would be unseated from their 
positions, and the new arrangement would then 
be perfected. 

Mr. Burgwin presented a resolution appoint¬ 
ing Mr. Lloyd and Mr. McCune to take 
charge of tbe books, &c., and to perform such 
duties as may be necessary. 

Messrs. McCune and Lloyd said they could 
not take the position. 

Mr. Riddell thought the matter could lay 
over until a definite arrangement be made by 
the new Councils, 

Mr. Phltlips stated that after the resigna¬ 
tion of tbe Commission had been accepted, a 
committee was appointed to take charge of 
books, papers, &c. 

Mr. Kirk thought the only way was to tempo, 
rarily elect five persons as a Water Commission 
until this matter could be remedied by proper 
legislation. 

Mr, Dueling thought the best way would 
be to elect new Water Commissioners for the 
present. 

Mr. Littell said it was a delusion to suppose 
you could elect five Commissioners to act for a 
short term only. You would have to elect them 
for the unexpired term of the Commission, and 
they would not resign. 

Mr. McCune moved to amend, by adding two 
sections, empowering the Water Committee to 
employ the necessary clerical force, and repeal¬ 
ing all ordinances, or parts of ordinances, in 
conflict with this one. 

The amendment was agreed to, 

Mr. Riddell said that understanding this to 
be a temporary arrangement only, he would 
not object to it, * 

Mr. Burgwin said that as both bis candidates 
bad declined, he would withdraw bis resolution, 
and would make no further objection to the 
passage of tbe ordinance. 

The ordinance was then passed. 

The Clerk read tbe report of the Finance 
Committee presenting the petition of 8. P. 
Sbriver, asking for a reduction of tax on certain 
property in the Twenty-third ward. Referred to 
the Committee on Appeals, with power to act. 

A report was read by the clerk, from the City 
Hall Commission, setting forth that during the 
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last year they had paid into the Treasury $30,- 
402.82, and disbursed $25,452. At the close of 
the fiscal year they hoped to reader a final re¬ 
port. 

The report was received and ordered to be 
placed on file. 

A report of the Finance Committee recom¬ 
mending the abatement of the City Attorney’s 
Commission, was read and adopted. Also a 
communication from the Church Home, Penn 
street, was read, but no action taken. 

ORDINANCES AND PETITIONS, 

An ordinance allowing the Diamond Savings 
Bank to increase the width of its sidewalk two 
feet was passed. 

An ordinance increasing the number of 
papers authorized to do the city printing was 
read. It would make the number of papers 
three. Objected to and laid over. 

Mr. MoCuNB presented a petition from Fourth 
avenue M. E. Church, asking for a reduction of 
sewer tax. Received and filed. 

Mr. Waring presented a petition for more 
lamps on Fifth avenue extention. Referred. 

An ordinance authorizing tbe erection of an 
Iron-clad building on Penn street was passed 
finally. 

An ordinance creating the office of Ex¬ 
amining Cashier of Pittsburgh was presented 
by Mr. Watsen and read by the clerk. It gave 
the power to examine tb« books of tbe 
Pittsburgh Controller, and, In connection with 
the City Treasurer, to sell city bonds. It also 
gave him the power to examine the pay rolls of 
the police, Street Commissioners, and various 
other city cfficlals, and required him to make 
reports to City Councils tbe first meeting of each 
month. The ordinance was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

A petition from the citizens of the Twenty- 
first ward and an ordinance dividing the ward 
into three election precincts were presented by 
Mr. Thompson. Mr. Fetterman objected to the 
passage of the ordinance. Mr. Aiken moved 
that it be referred to tbe Ordinance Committee. 
Carried. 

Mr. Scully offered a resolution requiring 
Commissioners of street Improvements to give 
bonds In the sum of 125,000. Carried. 

Mr. Harrison offered a resolution authorizing 
tbe payment of a bill of 88,50 to A. LUzgls for 
repairing certain hose on the' South Side. Re¬ 
ferred to the Committee on City Property. 

Mr. Fetterman presented a resolution asking 
the exoneration of certain property from taxes 
in the Thlrty.flrst ward. Passed. 

Col. Phillips, from the Committee appointed 
to investigate tbe affairs of the Nation Trust 
Company, reported progress and asked for fur¬ 
ther time, which was granted. 

REPORTS or COMMITTEES. 

The report of the Water Commission was pre¬ 
sented and filed. 

Tbe report of the Chairman of the Market 
Committee for the month of November was 
presented and filed. 

The report of the Committee on Gas Lighting 
was presented by Mr, Morrow, recommending 
the erection of a large number of gas lamps 
principally in the outer wards. Tbe erection 
of the lamps was ordered as recommended. 

Mr. McCarthy presented the report of the 














committee appointed to audit the accounts of the 
Guardians of the Foor, Received and filed. 

COMMON COUNCIL BUSINESS. 

The unfinished business of Common Councils 
was taken up. The ordinance for the improve¬ 
ment of Dallas avenue was presented. 

Mr. Aikbn offered an amendment changing 
various points. 

Mr. Raffkrtt moved to lay on the table, and 
said it involved the expenditure of about a 
million dollars. On a division the ordinance 
was laid on the table by a vote of 19 to 17. 

The ordinance increasing the salaries of the 
officers of the Fire Department was laid on the 
table. 

The ordinance for the Improvement of Butler 
street, under the Penn avenue act, was passed. 

The ordinance changing the grade of Wylie 
avenue from Kirkpatrick street to Herron 
avenue, was taken up, and Mr. Jeremy moved 
to suspend the rules and pass finally. Lost by 
a vote of 31 yeas to 18 nays, less than two 
thirds voting in the affirmative. 

The resolution requesting the Governor to 
sign the City Charter was taken up. 

Mr. Jbremy said the copy of the Charter had 
been tampered with In Harrisburg. 

Mr. Fetterman said If the Charter was not 
signed within a week, it could not be signed 
by the Governor, as the new Constitution abol¬ 
ished special legislation. He thought the action 
of Common Council should be concurred in. 

Mr. Durling was in favor of this action. 

Mr. Burgwin eald this resolution did not call 
for a suspension of the rules, as it was simply 
a resolution of request. 

The Chair decided that an objection could lay 
over if there was original business before 
Council. 

Mr. Burgwin movod that the resolution be 
passed. 

Mr. Ridbbll said that the new charter was a 
very cumbrous document, and it was question¬ 
able whether it would bo a benefit. The char¬ 
ter bad been passed a year ago, and let the 
Governor take what action he pleased. 

Mr. Phillips—I move to lay on the table. 

Mr. Burgwin said tbe charter had been passed 
by the City Councils after mature deliberation; 
while there were certain amendments he desired 
to see introduced into It, as a whole, it com¬ 
manded his approval. It was important to have 
it approved now, because if it was not, It never 
could be. Taken as a whole, he would vote for 
it, as he did tbe new Constitution. If there 
were Imperfections, they could be remedied. 

The motion to lay on the table was lost. 

The motion to consider the resolution as read 
three times and passed finally was carried by a 
vote of 29 to 17. Mr. Fetterman and Mr. J. H. 
Jones were appointed on the committee in ac¬ 
cordance with the resolution. 

PERSONAL EXPLANATION. 

Mr. Phillips rose to a personal explanation, 
saying that it bad been stated In one of the 
papers of this city that he was In favor of em¬ 
ploying parties outside of Councils to constitute 
a Water Commission. He wished to say that 
he believed there were just as honor¬ 
able and energetic men In Coun- 
ells as outside, but still there were 
few men who could afford to spend the 
time necessary to attend to the business of the 
Water Commission, except to the injury of 
their own affairs. He also wished to say a word 
regarding the recent election of the City Con¬ 
troller. So far as he was concerned he would 
have preferred to have seen a new man brought 
in. But, notwithstanding this, so far as Mr. 
Snodgrass was concerned, he would indorse him 
as a faithful, upright man, and be believed he 
would make as faithful a Controller as could have 
been selected. [Applause.] He simply made 
these remarks for the purpose of placing him¬ 
self right upon tbe record. 

THE CITT ENGINEER INTESTIGATION. 

The clerk here read the report of the commit¬ 


tee appointed to investigate certain Irregu¬ 
larities in the City Engineer’s office. 

Mr. Littell moved that the action of Com- 
mon Council in receiving and filing the report 
be concurred in. 

Mr. Chambers wished as one of the Commis¬ 
sioners for the improvement of Forbes street to 
say a word in the matter. He could not see why 
the City Koglneer could not be allowed to do 
outside work after hours. 

Mr. Kirk had no objections to receiving and 
filing this paper, but thought It the most re¬ 
markable report he had ever seen presented In 
this body. He would say that it was contrary 
to the sworn evidence In almost every particu¬ 
lar. He had presented himself before the 
Finance Committee ready to substantiate what¬ 
ever charges he had made, and they had request¬ 
ed him to act as prosecutor, and he had done 
so. He had supposed that he would be allowed 
to call his witnesses in the usual legal form, but 
was it not most remarkable that the witnesses 
for the defense should be heard before 
those of the prosecution. He read sev¬ 
eral extracts from the report of the tes¬ 
timony, and charged that it showed that 
the City Engineer had received money to which 
he was not entitled. He had received $1,000 
from the Commissioners of Ellsworth avenue, 
and the question was asked: **To whom did you 
pay it out?” And the answer was: “To the 
men who did the work;” and also some of the 
money went for expenses and the purchase of 
instruments. Mr. D. had also collected the fol¬ 
lowing amounts from other parties, all of which 
amounts belonged to the city: 


Neville street.$470 

Butler street. 800 

Forbes street. 800 

Hiland avenue. 150 

Laughlln & Co. 50 


The item of $50, charged to Laughlln & Co., 
was a trifling one as to amount, but on that Mr. 
Dempster should be dismissed from the office of 
City Engineer. It was for a switch which should 
have been put in by him in his official capacity 
without extra charge. Matters were being 
brought down very fine in these days when 
bribing was called “approaching,” fraudulent 
books “irregularities,” and taking things that 
did not belong to you “Irregularities.” 

Mr. E. P. Jones replied to the charges made 
by Mr. Kirk, and at some length argued that 
the report of the testimony showed that the 
City Engineer had been guilty of no dishonesty. 
Errors might have been committed, but in the 
course he bad taken, Mr. Dempster bad acted 
by the advice of the best members of Councils. 
The money which Mr. Dempster was charged 
with embezzling had simply been charged to the 
various Commissions, and would eventually find 
its way Into the City Treasury. Were Council- 
men, as intelligent men, to condemn an engi¬ 
neer who was innocent, simply to gratify the 
revenge that rested in the bosom of the gentle¬ 
man from the Eighteenth ward? He would 
advise that gentleman to go home, and it would 
be better for him. 

Mr. Llotu had been upon the committee and 
wished to have the truth brought out. He 
would only say in regard to this committee that 
he did not propose to go upon that committee 
unless the Councils proposed to wrong an hon¬ 
est man. If they did he wonld work the entire 
year of 1874. The only evidence taken was 
yiat of Alexander Dempster, and witnesses pro- 
ducec by him. The evidence in the face of the 
testimony and the report of the committee 
did not show any dishonesty on the part of the 
city of Pittsburgh. There were irregularities 
but the evidence showed that Mr. Dempster was 
au honest man. 

Mr. Littell said the Finance Committee had 
made too small an appropriation to perform the 
work required, and was compelled to resort to 
some ingenuity to keep up Its work. In their 
action the Finance Committee bad left no room for 
a one-eyed critic. [Laughter]. The Engineer 
had selected that which would be of the least 


cost to the property-holders and to the city of 
Pittsburgh. In regard to proof, the gentleman 
said his lawyer had abandoned his case. 

Mr, Kirk—N o, sir; my lawyer said that the 
case was made out. 

Mr. Llotd—N o, sir; he insisted upon hearing 
all the evidence. 

Mr. Littell —thank the gentleman for cor¬ 
recting another of the gentleman’s mis represen- 
tions. In conclusion Mr. Littell said, the 
gentleman, Mr. K., had been guilty of many 
misrepresentations. 

Mr. Riddell rose to a point of order and 
said we had listened to about enough of this 
outrageous defamation of a member of Councils. 
One would suppose that the member from tbe 
Eighteenth ward (Mr. Kirk) was on trial. If 
he had been in place of the chairman he would 
have slopped this disgraceful proceeding. 

Mr. Littell replied vehemently that he was 
justified in what he said, and concluded by 
saying that if be had not believed that he was 
right he would not nave listened so quietly to 
the remarks of the Chaplain of tbe Lydia 
Thompson troupe. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Aiken spoke at length in support of the 
Committee. He thought it fair and impartial 
Tbe arrangement had been made with Mr. 
Dempster to do the city engineering in the best 
manner possible. The engineering under the 
new rule bad cost $1,033, while in Wylie avenue 
it bad cost before work had commenced $2,500. 

Mr. Rafferty thought the engineer ought to 
resign on account of taking that $50 for that 
switch, if for no other reason. The memoers of 
Council ought not to direct a man to do that 
which was wrong. The engineer ought at least 
to be asked to resign. 

Mr. R. B. Brown said men got up here and 
made charges when they drew money from the 
City Treasury themselves. Let those who drew 
money from the treasury for feed resign, also. 

Mr. Rafferty said he bad sold but one car of 
feed to the city in about twelve months, and he 
had made upon that Just a five dollar bill ex¬ 
actly. 

Mr. Dueling considered this a very im¬ 
portant matter, and be desired to ask a question 
of the members of this committee, which was: 
“Were the members of this engineer corps 
upon tbe city pay roll at the time they did this 
: work ?” 

Mr. Jones—N o, sir; with the exception of 
Forbes and Neville streets. 

Considerable discussion ensued in relation to 
the insufficiency of the appropriations for the 
engineering work and the necessity and non¬ 
necessity of the course which had been taken 
by tbe City Engineer. 

I The question was then taken on concurring 
in the action of Common Councils in receiving 
and filing the report and the action of C. C. 
was concurred in. 

The accompanying resolution, instructing the 
City Engineer to abandon the independent 
corps of City Engineers, was adopted. 

Mr. Aiken offered the following: 

RemUedy That our thanks are eminently due, 
and are hereby gratefully tendered to Dr. A. H. 
Gross, President of Select Council, for the Im¬ 
partial, prompt and courteous manner In which 
ha has discharged the duties pertaining to his 
office. 

The resolution was read by the clerk and 
unanimously adopted. 

The following resolution was also offered and 
adopted: 

Remlvedy That the City Attorney be and is 
hereby instructed to report to Councils at an 
adjourned meeting when the term of office of 
the present Councils expires, and when their 
successors should be elected, and when an elec¬ 
tion of city officers is to be had under the pro¬ 
visions of the new Constitution. Adopted. 

A motion to adjourn was then carried. 

In all of Common Council business not other¬ 
wise noted Select Council concurred.

At two o’clock and ten minutes this hraneb 
was called to order, and the following members 
answered at roll call: Messrs. Arensburg, 
Bindley, Bryce, Campbell, Carroll, Duff, Ever¬ 
son, Finley, Piemlng, Follansbee, Foley, 
Fulton, Harris, Hays, Jones, Kerr, Laugh- 
ran, Lee, Lowery, Hoore, Morgan, Me- 
Gimpsey, Oberheldman, Baubauser, Riley, 
Bolfe, Sewell, Semple, Trautman, West, Wil¬ 
liams, and President Negley. 

The Clerk read the minutes of the last two 
meetings, which were approved. 

On the call of the wards, the following busi¬ 
ness was presented; 

Mr. Flbsiino, remonstrance against change 
of grade on Liberty avenue. Received and filed. 

Mr. Abensbeeo called up the ordinance for a 
change of grade on Liberty avenue, and asked 
that it be referred Co the Street Committee. 

Mr. Flbmino amended by moving that it be 
referred to the Survey Committee. Carried. 

Mr. Semple, ordinance establishing grade of 
Wylie avenue from Kirkpatrick street to Herron 
avenue. Passed finally. 

Mr. Jones, ordinance for opening of Small- 
man street from Thirty-first to Thirty-eighth 
street. Ordinance passed finally. 

Also, ordinance locating Smallman street with 
plan attached. Passed finally. 

Mr. Jno. Moore, a remonstrance against 
sewer on Butler street, Seventeenth Ward. Re- 
ceived and filed. 

Mr. Hays, ordinance opening Grandview av¬ 
enue, Thirty-second ward, from Washington 
street to Fulton street. Passed finally. 

Mr. FiNLBT, petition against change of loca¬ 
tion of part of Douglass street, Twenty-second 
ward. Received and filed. 

Mr. John Fleming, Chairman of the Survey 
Committee, presented an ordinance re-locating 
Thirty-fourth street, from Butler street to the 
Allegheny Valley Railroad. Passed finally. 
committee reports. 

Also, annual report of the Survey Committee 
for 1873. It was read by the Chairman, and 
gave a detailed account of the operations of the 
Committee for the twelve months back. Re¬ 
ceived and filed, and ordered to be printed in 
the Municipal Record. 

Mr. Semple, by leave, offered a resolution 
Instructing the Controller to issue his warrant 
m favor of W. J. Matthews for 8270 for serv¬ 
ing notices. Passed finally. 

Mr. Jones presented the annual report of the 
Street Committee, giving a synopsis of its oper¬ 
ations during the year 1873. 

After the report bad been read, Mr. Jones 
extended his hearty thanks to those members 
whose support had been given him in the dis¬ 
charge of his duty as Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee, and to all members of Councils for the 
aid given him in the transaction of the business 
presented through him. The report was re¬ 
ceived and filed and ordered to be printed, 
f {Mr. Chas. P. Duff presented the report of 
the Police Committee for November. It recom¬ 
mended an increase of twenty-five men in the 
police force for 1874. Received and filed. 

Also, an ordinance regulating the number of 
policemen and lamp washers for 1874, increas¬ 
ing the number from 230 to 255, Passed finally. 

Also, by leave, a resolution to recall from 
Select Council the ordinance for a change of 
grade on Wylie avenue, provided it bad not 
been passed in that branch. After some discus¬ 
sion the resolution was lost. 

Also, resolution for warrant in favor of 
A. L. Sergeant, page, for nine dollars, passed 
finally. 

Mr. Hats presented and read the report of 
the special committee appointed to change the 
names of tbe duplicated streets in the city. It 
stated that there were one hundred and twenty- 
eight duplicated streets, besides numerous du¬ 
plicated alleys, and that there were thirteen 


streets of the same name, &c. Tbe report was 
received and filed. 

Also an ordinance changing the names of du¬ 
plicated streets and alleys as set forth in an 
accompanying schedule. Placed on its first 
reading. 

Also, a resolution for warrant in favor of 
John Hoover and R. L. Reed for 8145 each for I 
making street indexes. Passed finally. 

THE CITY ENGINEER. 

Mr. Evan Jones submitted the report of tbe 
special committee appointed to investigate the 
charges against the City Engineer, Alexander 
Dempster. It Is as follows: 

To the Honorable, the Members of Select and 
Common Councils: 

6ENTLBMBN_Your Committee appointed by 
resolution of Councils, dated , 1873, to 

investigate the charges preferred against Alex. 
Dempster, Esq,, City Engineer, by David Kirk, 
Esq., a member of Select Council, would re¬ 
spectfully submit the following report, as tbe 
result of their investigation. 

Your Committee, after giving due notice, met 
on the 23d day of December, In the Common 
Council chamber, and after organizing and em¬ 
ploying a competent short-hand reporter to take 
down all testimony offered, Mr. Kirk then 
stated that he had not intended to appear be¬ 
fore tbe Committee, and would not do so unless 
an umpire be chosen, and he a person learned in 
tbe law, to decide all legal questions that might 
arise during the Investigation. 

Tbe committee, however, decided to follow 
the usual parliamentary rules in regulating its 
I proceedings. 

I After tbe reading of the charges your com- 
I mlttee proceeded to hear evidence, 
j Mr. W. M. DeCamp, a clerk in the City Treas- 
' urer’s office, was called and duly sworn, for tbe 
i purpose of showing that Mr. Dempster bad re- 
I ceived the several sums of money from the City 
Treasurer as enumerated In the charge. Mr. 
Dempster has informed tbe committee that he 
would admit tbe receipt of the sums of money 
charged, and was ready to account for the same. 
Mr. DeCamp was permitted to retire, and Mr. 
Dempster was duly sworn and put under exam¬ 
ination. 

A resolution was passed unaoimously re¬ 
questing Mr. Kirk to furnish to the committee 
the names of witnesses by whom the fact set out 
In the charges could be sustained. 

From Mr. Dempster’s testimony the follow- 
ing facts were elicited: At the time of Mr. 
Dempster’s entrance upon the performance of 
the duties of City Engineer, a large number of 
street improvements, under the Penn avenue 
act, were in progress, and these were followed 
by many others. Under this system of street 
improvement, each Commission had been in tbe 
bablt of employing separate and independent 
engineers, usually drawing away for this pur¬ 
pose persons in the employ of the City Engineer, 
and engaged in city work. The drafts upon tbe 
engineering force of the city began to embar¬ 
rass the operations of the engineering depart¬ 
ment, from the very evident fact that difficulty 
must be experienced in such a corps when the 
force is being continually deprived of Its expe¬ 
rienced leaders. 

Upon consultation with various members of 
Councils, especially with tbe Chairman and 
members of the Survey Committee, and mem¬ 
bers of the Street Committee; the City Engineer 
decided to adopt the plan of having engineering 
work done upon streets improved under the 
Penn Avenue Act (as far as the same might be 
practicable) by one or more corps of engineers, 
who should be paid for such work upon pay rolls 
separate and distinct from those made up for 
engineering belonging legitimately to the city, 
with bonds from the Commissions. Such labor 
and expenses connected therewith as might be 
performed by the corps of engineers when 
working for the various Street Improvement 
Commissions to be charged to tbe several Com¬ 
missions, and payment for the same to be made 
by them, through Mr. Dempster, after the pay¬ 


ments made for field and office labor, purchase 
of Instruments and incidental expenses, (vouch¬ 
ers for which expenditures, as far as reported, 
accompany this report), the balance, when col¬ 
lected, to be paid into the City Treasury. 

This plan of conducting this business^though 
I In the opinion of your Committee irregular, aud 
open to grave objections, was adopted by Mr. 
Dempster, with the advice, knowledge and ap¬ 
proval of some of tbe most prominent mem¬ 
bers of Councils, with the members of various 
Street Improvement Commissions, [for the reason 
that it he collected tbe money from tbe Improve¬ 
ment Commissions, and paid It directly into tbe 
Treasury, it would then have gone into the gen* 
eralfund, and could not, under any circum¬ 
stances, have been used for the purpose lor 
which it was collected and paid Into the Treas¬ 
ury; but the payments for such labor and expen¬ 
ses must be met out of the appropriations for 
.streets, which appropriation would have been 
reduced to the extent of such payments, and 
thereby rendered inadequate for the purposes for 
which it was appropriated. 

It appears, farther, to your Committee, that 
the adoption of the above plan resulted lu much 
less expense to tbe property owners along tbe 
avenues, to which it was applied for the en¬ 
gineering labor, than if engineers had been em¬ 
ployed to do the work by the various Commis¬ 
sions, independent of tbe City Engineer, and 
also secured the services of competent engineers 
at tbe rate paid by the city to do the work un¬ 
der the supervision of the City Engineer, who 
would probably have been hired by the Commls- 
sions to do the same work at higher rates, and 
independent of his control. 

In tbe investigation of the several charges, 
your committee endeavored to take them up in 
the order in which they are set forth. However, 
great difficulty was experienced in the taking ot 
testimony to confine it to any particular charge, 
and, in fact, your committee found that it was 
unnecessary to pursue these investigations in 
relation to any of the charges except the first, 
second, third and fourth, as no testimony in 
support of the fifth and sixth charges could be 
obtained. They were, therefore, abandoned by 
your committee on the statement of the attor¬ 
ney of Mr. Kirk, who admitted that they knew 
there was nothing in the charges, but made 
said charges, hoping that the evidence might 
bring something out to sustain them, which was 
not done. 

As to the second charge, three of our com¬ 
mittee find that it is not sustained by tbe evi¬ 
dence. 

As to the allegations contained in the first, 
third and fourth charges, Ihey relate solely to 
the organization of the independent corps of 
engineers, before mentioned, for the improve¬ 
ment under the Penn avenue act of certain 
streets, except the single item contained lu the 
11th specification which relates to the regulating 
of a switch for Laughiin & Co. In this case 
there was an ordinance of Councils requiring 
the City Eiigioeer to regulate the laying down 
of this* switch, for which the City Engineer 
charged said parties fifty dollars, part of which 
sum has been paid to the persons who did the 
work, and the balance charged to his account 
as City Engineer to be paid to the city. 

Tbe remaining specifications in the first 
charge, relate to the several sums of money re¬ 
ceived by the City Engineer from the different 
commissions for the Improvement of the streets 
mentioned. As to the moneys received from 
these sources, and all others, your Committee 
find that the City Engineer has collected $5,- 
253.75. Against this amount, the City Engineer 
has paid to the Independent corps ot engineers 
employed upon these streets, for instruments 
which he purchased under authority from com¬ 
mittees, and into the City Treasury, the sum 
of 86,413.54, leaving a balance in favor ot the 
City Engineer and against the different commis¬ 
sions of 81,159.79. 

Your Committee find further, the City Engin¬ 
eer has charged to the different avenues 
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improved under tbe Penn avenue act the 
sum ot $$,124.60 for engineering done on said 
avenue, partly by the independent corps, and 
partly hy engineers who were on the city pay¬ 
roll. Of the above amount he has received $3,- 
407.50, which has been paid out as above stated, 
leaving a balance due and uncollected from said 
avenue of $2,717, which, when collected, will go 
first to the payment of $1,159.79 due the City 
Engineer, and the remainder into the City Treas¬ 
ury. In relation to the moneys collected from 
Neville and Forbes streets, it is clear that it 
should have been paid into the City Treasury 
directly, Instead of being paid out by the City 
Engineer to the independent corps, or for in. 
struments. This, in the opinion of the Com¬ 
mittee, was the only positive error committed 
by the City Engineer In the appropriation of 
these funds. 

Your Committee are unable to find any fraud¬ 
ulent appropriation of city funds by the City 
Engineer, or that he has obtained, or intend, 
ed to obtain, any profit or personal emolu¬ 
ment for himself. 

Your committee, In view of the irregularity of 
this independent engineers’ corps, would re¬ 
spectfully recommend Councils to require the 
City Engineer to abandon it, and that Councils 
make some provision by which the engineering 
on streets, improved under the Penn Avenue 
Act, shall hereafter be done by engineers in 
the employ of the city and under the control of 
the City Engineer, as a measure of economy to 
the property owners on such streets, and to 
secure a uniform management of the engineer 
corps of the city, and as being more in compli¬ 
ance with the provisions of the Penn Avenue 
Act. 

Your committee further recommend that the 
City Engineer be required to promptly collect 
the amounts due from these several Commis- 
sions, pay the balance into the Treasury, and 
render a full statement of his account therein to 
Councils. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

The report was received and filed. 

Mr. Jones also offered a resolution that the 
suggestions In the report be adopted and that 
the City Engineer abandon the independent 
corps and account to Councils as soon as possi¬ 
ble for the money that passed through bis bands. 
Passed finally. 

THE FIRE COMMISSION. 

Mr. Semple offered the following report of the 
Special Committee appointed to investigate the 
Charges against the Fire Commission: 

To the Select aad Common CovnciU of the City 

of Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen:— Your Committee appointed un¬ 
der the resolution of 15 th Inst, to investigate 
charges made against the Fire Commission in 
relation to their book accounts, purchase of 
hose, wagon, and hose carriages, would respect, 
fully report that after a lengthy and most ex¬ 
haustive Investigation, they find: 

First. That the Pittsburgh Fire Department 
had in use some four different kinds of hose, 
known as “test hose,” “linen hose,” “combina¬ 
tion hose,” and “carbollzed steam fire engine 
hose.” That said hose was all in use and each 
kind doing an equal amount of service. It is 
in evidence that the “test hose,” the “linen 
hose” and “combination hose” were all ruled 
out of service from the fact that no dependence 
could be placed in them; the reason given was 
that when put into service they would burst, 
and that at the most critical moment. 

The department having but one kind left, the 
“Carbollzed Steam Fire Hose,” and it having 
given entire satisfaction—being in use all 
tbe time that the other kinds were and are still 
doing service, and apparently as good as ever, 
concluded to, and did adopt, the “carbollzed 
hose” as being the strongest and most durable 
that can be procured. 

Second—We find that the Fire Commissioners 
paid one dollar and forty cents per foot for said 
hose, and under the testimony adduced, that is 


the only price they can be bought for in any 
city, and that after the most strenuous exertion 
on the part of the Commission, and by Indivl- 
dual members, they were unable to purchase at 
a less price. 

Third—We find that no consideration was 
paid to any agent or middle man by the Com¬ 
mission, or by the manufacturers of whom the 
hose was purchased. 

Fourth—We find, after a careful examination, 
that for all warrants drawn on the general fund, 
the Commission exhibited a corresponding 
voucher. 

Fifth—We find that the balance of the ac- 
count of the special fund, and in the hands of 
the chairman of the Finance Committee, created 
by ordinance of March 27, 1871, is $3,391.62, 
and is deposited in the bank to the credit of A. 
Pitcairn, Esq., Chairman of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee of the Fire Commission. 

Your Committee also beg leave to report that 
they have had before them tbe matter of the 
purchase of apparatus, consisting of one Fire 
Alarm Telegraph wagon, and four hose car¬ 
riages. We find that the Commissioners had 
three bids for the building of the “Fire Alarm” 
wagon, and that the contract was awarded to 
J. A. McKelvey, he being tbe lowest bidder. 
In regard to the purchase of hose carriages 
built by the Amoskeag works, it is in evidence, 
on the part of the manufacturers, that they 
would not build them at a less price than that 
paid by the Commissioners, viz, $650. 

It is also in evidence that tbe Fire Commis¬ 
sioners have used all diligence inpiotecting, not 
only the property of citizens from the ravages 
of fire, but also in guarding the appropriation 
made for their use, and in buying tbe best ma¬ 
terials at the very lowest rates for cash. 

In closing this report, your Committee have 
to say that the Board of Fire Commissioners 
have not only afforded us every facility for con¬ 
ducting the examination, but have evinced 
throughout an earnest desire that it should be 
most thorough in every respect, and have materi¬ 
ally aided us in procuring witnesses and papers. 

It is the opinion of your Committee that the 
Board of Fire Commissioners stand fully and 
fairly acquitted of the charges made against 
them, and that their administration of tbe affairs 
of this department has been all that could be 
desired; and It is further the opinion of your 
Committee that the Fire Department of our city, 
as now organized and equipped, is not surpassed 
in efficiency by any fire department in tbe 
country. 

We append hereto all the evidence taken in 
this investigation, and which we offer as a 
part of this report. All of which is respect¬ 
fully submitted.

Tbe report was received and filed. 
ordinances and resolutions. 

Mr. Fulton, an ordinance to repeal an ordi¬ 
nance granting the right of the use of a certain 
street, to the Pittsburgh, Allegheny and Man¬ 
chester Passenger Railway Co. The ordinance 
was passed finally. This action is the result of 
the refusal of the Railway Company to keep clean 
the street traversed by its tracks. 

Mr. Duff, resolution requesting tbe Gover¬ 
nor to give his immediate approval to the new 
charter for this city. Passed finally, and Messrs. 
Duff, Follansbee and Hays appointed on behalf 
of Common Council to visit the Governor and 
obtain his signature to the charter. 

The following unfinished business was taken 
up and disposed of: Ordinance establishing grade 
of Thirty-third Street from Penn avenue to Lau¬ 
rel avenue. Referred back to the Street Com¬ 
mittee. Ordinance amending section four of an 
ordinance creating a paid fire department. 
Passed finally. 


The following business from Select Council 
was considered and concurred In, except as 
otherwise noted; Resolution instructing the 
Controller to make certain transfers from ap- 
propriatiODS. Ordinance amending section 3d, 
title, “Mayor, ” city code. Ordinance opening 
Virginia avenue. Communication from Board 
of Health relative to Hospital site. Report from 
Committee on Finance relative to exchanging 
city bonds for overdue Birmingham bonds. 
Also regarding claim of Zortman 
& Moftsser. Ordinance authorizing Dia¬ 
mond Savings Bank to increase width of 
sidewalk on Fifth avenue in front of their build¬ 
ing. Laid over. Communication on appeal of 
8. P. Shriver. Ordinance erecting an iron clad 
on Penn avenue. Communication from Church 
Home relative to an assessment for damages. 
Report of City Hall Commission. Ordinance 
conferring on the Water Committee all the pow¬ 
ers of the Water Commission. 

On motion of Mr. Follansbee all the business 
of joint-session of the 24th inst., was confirmed. 

Select Council business was again taken up 
and all concurred in as follows : Report of Su¬ 
perintendent of Markets for 1873. Communi¬ 
cation from Controller relative to the books and 
papers of the Water Commission. Report of 
the Gas Committee. Report of the Committee 
appointed to audit the accounts of Guardians of 
the Poor. Pay roll of the Water Department for 
November. 

Mr. Duff, petition and ordinance for open¬ 
ing of Webster avenue from Kirkpatrick to 
Thirty-third street. Petition received and filed 
and ordinance put on its first reading. 

Mb. Finley, resolution that a committee of 
five, one of whom shall be a civil engineer, and 
none of whom shall be a member or ex-member 
of Councils, shall be appointed, and whose duty 
It shall be to inquire into the expediency of com¬ 
pleting the present pumping house on its present 
site, report the amount already expended there¬ 
on, the amount of material on the ground, as¬ 
certain at what price per acre adjoining and 
adjacent sites can be purchased for, and report 
such other information and suggestions as may, 
in their opinion, conduce to the safety, stability 
and immunity from all future accidents, which 
would be within the pale of future contingen¬ 
cies, and that said committee is empowered to 
send for persons and papers. 

After considerable discussion the resolution 
was laid on the table. 

There being no other business to transact, 
President Negley, in announcing the adjourn¬ 
ment of probably the last meeting of councils 
for 1873, returned his earnest and sincere thanks 
to each and every member of this branch for 
the support given by them to him in maintain¬ 
ing order and decorum, and upholding the rules 
of Council. 

On motion of Mr. Follansbee a vote of thanks 
was extended to Mr. Negley for the impartial 
manner in which he bad discharged the duties 
of his position during the past year. The vote 
was taken standing, and was unanimous. Mr. 
Negley returned his thanks for the testimonial 
of appreciation, and on motion Common Council 
then adjourned. 


PITTSBURGH SELECT COUNCIL. 


A special meeting of tbe Select Branch of the 
City Councils was held Wednesday Dec. 31, in 
order to finish up the old business and leave an 
open and unobstructed field for the municipal 
Legislature of 1874.

At a quarter past two o’clock the clerk called 
Select branch to order and on motion of Mr. 
Chalmers, Mr. A. L. Pearson was called to the 
chair. 

The clerk called the roll and there not heln 
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a quorum present, ou motlou, tbe Sergeant at 
arms was instructed to bring in all absent mem> 
bers. 

Mr. Chalmbrs moved that a recess of ten min¬ 
utes be taken in order to await th i arrival of a 
sufficient number of members to form a 
quorum. Carried. 

During the recess, President Gross came in, 
and, upon the re assembling of Councils assum¬ 
ed the chair. 

At the second call of the roll the following 
members were present:

The minutes of the last meeting were read and 
approved. 

The President stated that this meeting was 
called for the purpose of hearing the report of 
the City Solicitor in regard to the time for hold- 
leg the municipal election and to transact such 
other business as might be brought before it. 

MORE INVESTIGATION. 

Mr. Riddell presented a resolution for the 
appointment of a committee of five, three from 
common and two from select, to investigate the 
charge made at the last meeting against Mr, 
Rafferty for selling feed to the fire department. 

After considerable humorous discussion the 
resolution was referred to Mr. Rafferty, with 
power to act, there not being a dissenting vote 
to making that disposition of it. 

TIN MEDALS, GUM SHOES, ETCETERA. 

Mr. Pearson offered the following: 

■Whereas, At the last municipal election, the 
people, through the medium of the ballot, de¬ 
cided, by a large majority, to grant leaves of 
absence, for an Indefinite period, to A. L. Pear- 
sou, K. P. Jones, J. H. Jones, J. W. Riddell, R. 
S. Waring, S. Morrow, R, Thompson, and, 

Whereas, As they have been attentive and 
valuable members watching, with an eagle 
eye, the Interests of the people, and receiving, 
with a grace and dexterity unparalleled, all 
passes that came in thtir way, and, 

Whereas, The Constitution forbids the is¬ 
suing of cards for the transportation of officials; 
therefore, 

Besolredf That the new Councils be requested 
to have struck and presented to each of the gen- 
ilemen above named, suitable tin medals, as a 
token of esteem aud condolence. 

Resolved^ That Colonel W. Phillips, Chair¬ 
man of the Finance Committee, bo and is here¬ 
by permitted to present, in lieu of the passes 
aforesaid, to each of the members holding over, 
of the latest and most approved pattern, 
gum shoes, each to be not less than the size of 
No. 12. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

THE FEBRUARY ELECTION, 

President Gross read the following opinion of 
the City Solicitor in regard to the February 
election: 

To the Select and Common Councils'. 

Gentlemen: —In answer to your resolution of 
Monday last, requesting an opinion, at an ad> 
j earned meeting, when the term of office of the 
present Councils expire, and when their suc¬ 
cessors should be elected, and when an election 
is to be had for city officers by the people un¬ 
der the provisions of the new Constitution, I 
make the following reply: 

Section 3. of Art. VIII. of the new Constitu¬ 
tion provides as follows: 

Section 3. All elections for city, ward, bor- 
rough and township officers, for regular terms of 
service, shall be held ou the third Tuesday of 
February, 

Sec. 7. AU laws regulating the holding of 
elections by citizens, or for the registration of 
electors, shall be uniform throughout the State, 
but no elector shall be deprived of the privilege 
of voting by reason of his name not being reg¬ 
istered. 


Seo. 2 . Townships and wards of cities or 
boroughs shall form or be divided into election 
districts, frc., &c. 

Section 26 of the Schedule provides: 

Section 26. All persons in office in this Com- 
monwealth at the time of the adoption of this 
Constitution, and at the first election under 
it, shall hold their respective offices ufitil the 
term for which they h?4ve been elected or ap¬ 
pointed shall expire, and until their successors 
shall be duly qualified, unless otherwise provid¬ 
ed for in this Oonstltutlou. 

In giving effect to the foregoing provisions of 
the new Constitution they must be considered as 
a whole, in order to obtain^the Intention of the 
framers of the instrument, and the object to be 
accomplished. 

The intention of the third section, article 
eight, in requiring elections for city and ward 
officers on the third Tuesday of February of 
each year, undoubtedly is to provide the neces¬ 
sary officers under existing laws for the ensuing 
years. 

As regards City Councils and ward officers for 
the year 1874, how does the new Constitution 
find the city of Pittsburgh? 

At the annual election for members -of Coun¬ 
cil and ward officers ou the first Tuesday of the 
present month, members of Council were 
elected for all the wards of the city, to take 
their positions on the first Monday after the 
Ist day of January prox , and to servo. In the 
case of members of the Common Branch, until 
the same day of 1875, and as to members of 
Select Branch until the same day of 1876, an 
were also the ward officers elected for the year 
1874. The terms of the triennial officers, the 
Mayor,Controller and Treasurer do not expire un¬ 
til the 1st of February 1875,and under the provis¬ 
ions of section 26 ol the schedule oi said new Con¬ 
stitution, said city and ward officers will con¬ 
tinue in office until the election in 
February, 1876, or such time there¬ 
after as the Legislature shall provide 
for the qualiflcatlou of their successors. Thus 
you will see that the officers necessary to per¬ 
form the functions of the municipal government, 
and to conduct elections for the year 1874, have 
already been provided, and an election unnec¬ 
essary If it were possible to hold one. 

An election in February, 1874, would be pro¬ 
viding officers a year in advance of their induc¬ 
tion into lifflce. Such a thing was certainly bev- 
j or contemplated. 

[ It v/oiild, In many instances, be forcing upon 
the people officers for cond term, before an 
opportunity has been had to try their worthiness 
and capability in the discharge of their duties 
for the first terra. 

The seventh, eleventh and fourteenth sections 
of Article 8, herein before recited, are general and 
broad provisions and intended, no doubt, by the 
framers of the Constitution, to be the fundamen¬ 
tal and organic law of the State, to be carried 
into operation and effect by the machinery fur¬ 
nished by the ordinary law making power under 
the Constitution. 

You will observe that it will be necessary for 
Che Legislature to piovide a uniform system of 
registration; and a uniform law for the appor¬ 
tionment of officers to bold elections in the new 
districts of large cities, and to fill vacancies In 
all districts therein. 

The twenty sixth section of the schedule pro¬ 
vides, as before recited, that ^‘all persons In 
office in the Commonwealth at the time of the 
adoption of this Constitution, and at the first 
election under It, shall hold their respective 
offices, &c., &c. J 

One of the objects of the schedule Is to make 
special exceptions to the general provisions of ^ 
the Constitution, to obviate the difficulty of put* , 
ting it as a whole into immediate effect. Such ^ 
is the operation of the provisions of the said 
twenty-sixth section of the schedule upou the j 
officers of the City of Pittsburgh, continuing ^ 
them from the Ist of January aud February, 
1878, to the third Monday of February 1875, or 
until such time as the Legislature shall have 
furnished the necessary regulations for the con¬ 
duct of a new election, under the constitution, 


' and until the time designated for the qualifica- 
I tlOQ of the new incumbents. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that no election 
is to be held under the new Constitution on the 
third Tuesday of February, 1874, lu the city of 
1 Pittsburgh, and that the term of office of the 
present Councils expires on the 4th day of Jan¬ 
uary, 1874, and that the new Councils organize 
on th« day following:

ROAD COMMITTEE. 

Mr. E. P. Jones presented the annual report 
of the Road Committee. During the year 1873 
the Committee held fifteen meetings and ap¬ 
pointed twenty sub committees to Inspect and 
report on various matters referred to them. Con¬ 
tracts were awarded during the same period 
amounting to nearly 8500,000, including grad- 
ing and paving and the construction of bridges, 
culverts and sewers. The Committee recom¬ 
mend an iucreased appropriation for road pur¬ 
poses in 1874, owing to the increase of territory, 
and suggest $40,000 as a reasonable figure.

Interesting Statistics for Taxpayers. 

Operations^ by tbe S^treet^ Road, 
and Surrey Committees Last Year 
~Tlie Worli ol the City Hall Com¬ 
mission—Ollicio 1 Returns. 


Below we present several annual reports 
which contains facts in figures that taxpayers 
will find interesting. 

Report of the Survey Committee. 

To the jS^elect and Common Councils of the City 

of JP^ittsburgh: 

Gentlemen:— Your Survey Committee would 
respectfully present a summary of their opera 
tions during the past year. 

After their organization in the beginning of the 
year, Mr. William E. Roe was confirmed engi¬ 
neer ef the Committee. During the year they had 
twenty four general and special meetings. Sev¬ 
eral of the special meetings of the Committee 
were on the ground, and there were visitations 
to the several matters under consideration, made 
by fifty-five sub committees. Mr. Roe was in- 
structed to organize sufficient assistance to per¬ 
form the work devolving upon the Committee. 
Id obedience to itstructlons he organized two 
corps for the field operations, which were begun 
as soon as the weather would permit, and have 
continued until the present time. It was found 
necessary to increase the corpi during the sea¬ 
son, on account of the vast amount of additional 
work that was entailed by the consolidation of 
the South Side. Great difficulty was experienced 
in procuring intelligent data of what had been 
done in the several boroughs, and atteution was 
first directed to the collection of all that could 
be obtained, and after considerable labor some 
old plans were received, but not enough to afford 
much aid. To facilitate the progress of the 
work one corps was especially assigned 
to that portion of the city, and have been con¬ 
tinued there during the year. The difilculry ex¬ 
perienced, more especially la the Hill district, 
to make the streets conform to the general re¬ 
quirements of the city, was very great. Many 
of the streets being narrow, and having to be 
widened, much opposition was met. 

Your Committee have endeavored to conciliate 
opposing interests, and do the best for the bene¬ 
fit of public and future requirements. They may 
have failed; yea, in some cases, have failed to do 
80 ; but they have done what they could for the 
accomplishment of that purpose, and express re¬ 
gret when they have not been successful. 
Change of lines and grade have been a contin¬ 
ued source of annoyance. Any line that may, 


or can be made, will not suit everybody; and, as 
each person owning property, as a general rule, 
views the importance and correctness of such 
through the perspection of his own interest, it is 
very difficult to reduce them all along a line 
when there are scores of owners to the same 
focus of argument, and we regret that, In many 
cases, cur work has been changed, when we had 
given much time and attention,aQd done the best 
to preserve public and private Interests; that 
changes, in many instances, being effected 
through personal importunity or political icfia- 
ences. As an example, we would mention Fifth 
avenue grade. We believe it has been perma¬ 
nently injured from this cause, and we hope that 
you will in the future adhere to the conclusion 
of our successors In those matters better 
than you have in ours. We cordially endorse 
the suggesticns of the City Engineer, that all 
proposed grades shall be staked off on the 
ground before adoption, so that all persons in 
terested may know what effect such will have 
on their property, and have ample opportunity 
to present their objections before the adoption 
by Councils, that change may be made or 
allowed afterwards except iu extreme cases. 
This will require tnoro labor and expense, but 
will give more satisfaction to the people inter¬ 
ested, and be a means of keeping down bitter 
feelings that are often engendered between 
neighbors when their interests are conflicting 
and each tenacious. 

The surveys for the compilation of data for the 
sewer system were begun and the basin comprls- 
log the greater portion of the East Liberty dis¬ 
trict, containing about 1,500 acres, and the' 
Soho basin, have been surveyed; but on account 
of the press of other work, the amount of 
work done in that department was not as great 
as intended and desired, but it will be contin¬ 
ued and pushed as speedily as practicable to 
completion. The work done In the field by the 
different corps will be compiled Into proper form 
for reference in the office during the winter. A 
complete map, showing all the .streets of the city 
on a small scale, is being made for j^'^neral refer¬ 
ence, and plan books on a larger scale are 
also being made, so that when completed, 
all the reference will be at command In the office. 

The appropriation made by Councils for the 
year was 815,000, of which 814,900 have been 
expended as Judiciously as a true and proper 
economy would dictate. There have been fifty- 
seven miles of streets located and revised, and 
twenty-seven miles of levels run, for a detailed 
statement of which we respectfully refer you 
to the report of the City Engineer, In conclu¬ 
sion, your Committee desires to tender their 
thanks to Mr. Wm. E, Roe, their Engineer, for 
the efficient manner in whieh he has seconded 
all their efforts, and for the faithful manner In 
which he has performed all the duties which we 
have entrusted to his care.

To the HonorahUy the Select and Common 
Councils of the City of Fittsburgh: 

Your Street Committee respectfully present a 
synopsis of the operations of the department 
assigned to their charge during the year 1873, 
the addition of the 3 S, S\de districts have en- 
tailed a corresponding Increase of labor on 
your Commit t< e, the performance of which has 
taken a great deal of time. We have endeav¬ 
ored to give all matters that attention necessary 
to a proper understanding of their merit, but 
iu some cases have, perhaps, not been able to 
render entire satisfaction. We have held seven¬ 
teen meetings of the Committee, some of which 
have been for the visitatiou of places of more 
particular interest. There have been seventy^* 
six sub committees appointed to visit other pla¬ 
ces and matters of less pressing importance. 
The piople Interested were always given oppor¬ 
tunity to make statements of thair different 
cases to the Committee, and It was only after 
careful and mature deliberation that cases in¬ 
volving differences of opinion were settled. We 
might say that the labor of the year was in¬ 
creased on account of the horse disease at the 
close of last year, preventing the proper amount 
of work being done on the streets, which had to 
be dene in the beginning of this year, thereby 
entailing more than the legitimate labor and 
expense of the year. There has been 
much work of maguitude and Importance 
put under contract daring the year. There have 
been 69 contracts for street improremenfs, 32 
contracts for constraction of sewers, and several 
for board walks, and also for bridges, aggregat¬ 
ing 15K miles of streets, 5 43 miles of sewers, 
over 600,000 cubic yards of excavations, and 
106,000 square yards paving, and about 61,000 
lln. ft. curbing, 17,600 sq.*. yds. crossing, at a 
total cost of $700,000. This, with the engineer’s 
pay rolls, amount to about 8200,000, including all 
expenses, Street Commissioner’s department, 
the aggregate of which amounts to 891,274, and 
which is here appended, will give some idea of 
the amount of work accomplished by your Com¬ 
mittee during the year. The attention of your 
Committee has very frequently been directed to 
the importance of letting the contract for paving 
the sidewalk as a portion of the contract for the 
improvement of the streets. It is estimated 
that a great saving will be derived to the owners 
of property and greater uniformity be preserved, 
and we take occasion to press upon Council, the 
passage of a general ordinance authorizing and 
instructing the letting the sidewalk In all con¬ 
tracts for street improvements. 

Your Committee take this opportunity to state 
their approval of the efficiency and attention of 
the Street Commissioners of the several districts, 
and express the hopes that time will add there¬ 
to and inure to even greater benefit In the fu¬ 
ture.

Some discussion ensued upon the resolution, 
which was finally wound up by a reference of 
the paper to the Presidents of Councils for their 
opinions, and report to Council. 

THE NEW CITT CHARTER. ] 

Mr. McCarthy offered a resolution directing 
the City Clerk to procure a certified copy of the 
new City Charter and have five hundred copies 
printed in pamphlet form. 

Mr, Kirk moved to amend by requiring also 
the ('barter be printed in the official papers 
but this was voted down and the original reso¬ 
lution adopted. 

Mr. Burgwin moved to suspend the rules for 
the purpose of meeting in Joint Session 
tobear the announcement of Committees for the 
year. Carried. 

WITHDRAWALS. 

When Councils reassembled. 

Mr. Phillips said, ♦‘Before you pro¬ 
ceed with business I would ask leave 
to withdraw my name from the Finance 
Committee and the Committee on City Property, 

I really will not have the time to attend to the 
matter.” 

Mr. David Reed made a similar request as to 
his appointment on the Committee on Appeals 
from (Jlty Assesments. 


The Chair—“Well, gentlemen, if this thing 
goes on, we might as well break up all the com- 
mittees. 

Mr. Smith —“I move that Col. Phillips re¬ 
quest be not granted, as we can’t spare him.” 

Mr. Phillips^ “Well, Mr. President, 1 mvsi 
be released of one or the other. It the Finance 
Committee meets at night while they are mak¬ 
ing appropriations, I might consent to serve on 
that, but I can’t take in the two commitees.” 

On motion, Mr. Philips was then released 
from the chairmanship of the Committee on 
City Property. 

Mr. Reed then insisted that he be relieved 
from the Committee on Appeals for city assess¬ 
ments, because he would not have time to attend 
to the matter and because his business would 
Interfere with his serving on that committee, 

Mr. Reed’s request was accordingly granted. 
The Councils then suspended the rules to con¬ 
sider the report of the viewer’s on the sewer on 
Diamond and Fourth streets. 

Mr. Hunter offered a remonstrance against 
the report of the viewers. 

The matter was discussed at some length, and 
the report finally adopted. 

Mr. Raefertt, petition for straightening of 
Chatham street. Referred to Street Committee, 
with power to act. 

“MECHANICAL” AND “CIVIL.” 

Mr. Chalmers offered the following: 
Whereas, when the new City Charter was 
passed by City Councils, article 6th, section 5th, 
Department of Public Works, was so amended 
as “to read “mechanical”, instead of “civil” 
engineer, and as it is asserted that this was not 
changed by the Legislature, but after It left 
there, therefore. 

Resolved^ That our Representatives at Har¬ 
risburg be and are hereby requested to use their 
endeavors to have the 5tb section of article 5th, 
Department of Public Works, repealed. 

Mr. Fetterman moved to amend by striking 
out both words “civil” or “mechanical” and 
leaving the section just call for an Engineer 
without specifying the class. 

After some discussion 

Mr. Burowin moved to postpone the matter 
. until the last meeting in January, by which 
time it was expected, a certified copy of the new 
charter would be received. Adopted. 

THE RECORD. 

Mr. Chalmers offered a resolution, directing 
the City Controller to advertise for proposals for 
printing one hundred and fifty copies of the 
Municipal Record. Adopted. 

Mr. Lloyd presented a paper from Mr. Jo¬ 
seph Frick, as follows: 

“This preceeding'jiaper Is a list of some men 
who, at present, without employment, and 
In want of the necessaries of life. This list is 
taken of a few wards, and we present it to the 
Common Council as a sample from the misery 7 
and wants In our city. 

* ‘Is the Council willing to prevent this misery, 
Have the workingmen a right to look to 
them T 

“President of the Workingmens* Society, 
“Joseph Frick.” 

The paper was very numerously signed,—the 
manuscript extending out several yards. 

It was moved to refer to the Finance Commit¬ 
tee. 


Mr. Lloyd thought the paper should be re¬ 
ceived with respect, if Councils could not grant 
relief. 

Mr Laufman moved the appointment of a 
special committee to consider means of relief, 
and, if necessary, call a meeting. Adopted, and 
Messrs Laufman and McCarthy named for spe¬ 
cial committe. 

Mr. Watson, ordinances granting Alex. Mc¬ 
Clure right erect an ironclad building, and Geo. 
McCoy right to remove frame buildings. Sev¬ 
erally passed under suspension of the rules. 
water rents. 

Mr. Kirk offered a resolution directing the 
Water Committee to revise the schedule of wa¬ 
ter rents so that the amount received from this 
source be made sufficient to pay the interest on 
water bonds and the expenses of keeping the 
water works In order. 

Mr. Kirk said the water rents were the same 
as they were about eight years ago. He thought 
the amount could be doubled nearly one half 
without putting any additional expense on 
families, but the chief additiou would come 
from foundries, manufactories, &c. 

Several members contended that it wonid 
quaduruple water rents. 

Mr. Lloyd said if there was much more put 
on rolling mills and manufactures, they would 
not take the water at all. Already a number of 
them bad put in pumps of their own and were 
getting the water for themselves from the river, 
and If there was any more tax put on, the city 
would likely lose ail the revenue from this 
source. He. however, thought there might be 
reform in one way. There had been miles of 
pipe laid from which only a few people took the 
water. 0»ber tenants in the vicinity who had 
the advantage of the water in case of fire did 
not otherwise use the water, and so paid noth¬ 
ing. He thought every tenant within a thou- 
sand feet of a fire-plug, whether such tenant 
used the water or not, be compelled to pay at 
least one-half of the rate. 

Mr. Darlington offered a substitute In¬ 
structing the Water Committee to consider 
where the water rents might be increased with 
advantage to tho city, and also to consider the 
propriety of taxing the property per foot front, 
were the pipes were laid. 

The substitute, after some discussion, was 
adopted.

Mr. Kirk offered the following: 

Resolved, That a Committee of two from Select 
Council and three from Common be appointed to 
the accounts of the City Engineer and examine 
the public and private pay rolls, kept by that 
officer and report whether any items have been 
charged twice by him and also the amount 
which they actually find to be due from him 
and street improvements of the city. Said 
Committee also to examine into the truth of the 
charges heretofore made against him, and to 
enable said Committee to fully investigate the 
same the Mayor be Instructed to Issue the nec¬ 
essary summons lor persons and papers, which 
was read. 

Mr. Scully moved to refer to City Controller. 

Mr. Burgwin objected to the consideration of 
the resolution at the present time as It would 
give rise to debate, and It went over under the 
rules. 
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Mr. Mitchell, petition for water pipe on 
Jackson street, Twelfth ward. Referred to 
Water Committee. 

Mr. Atkinson, ordinance provldinfi; for nnm- 
bering bouses on South Side, which was read. 

Mr. McEbb objected to Its consideration. 

Mr. Dannbllb moved a suspension of the rules 
for that purpose, which was lost. 

Mr. Bbed moved to refer to the Street Com¬ 
mittee, which prevailed, and the ordinance was 
80 referred. 

Mr. Goldthobpb offered a petition for board 
walk on Neville street. Referred to Street Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Fettbbman, petition for location of and 
opening of a street from Garden street to Grand 
avenue. Referred to Survey Committee. Also 
a petition for opening and extending Improve- 
ment under Penn Act of Grand avenue, from 
Monongahela avenue to the City line. Referred 
to Street Committee. 

The following business from Common Council 
was taken up: 

Report of Viewers on Diamond, Liberty and 
Fourth streets sewer. 

In S. C. Mr. Hunter presented a remon- 
strance from the Liberty Street Methodist Church 
against the approval of the report, which was 
read, accepted and ordered to be filed, and the 
rules being suspended, the action of C. C. was 
concurred In. 

The following ordinances, opening Grandview 
avenue, from Washington to Fulton street, 
amending section 5 of au ordinance providing 
for the safe keeping and custody of the funds of 
the city, granting Jones & Laughlln right to erect 
a frame building, which in C. C. were severally 
read three times and passed, In which action S. 
C. concur. 

Mr. Chalmers called up his resolution rela¬ 
tive to changes made in the new City Charter. 

The Chairman, at this juncture, announced 
that a certified copy of the New Charter had been 
laid on his table. 

The section in reference to the Water Works 
was read, from which it appeared that the word 
“civil” had been inserted in place of ,,mechan. 
leal.” 

The whole matter however was postponed In 
accordance with the resolution until the charter 
was printed and Councils adjourned.

Presideoc Nbolet —In reference to that 
question we decide it has nothing to do with the 
matter in band now. 

Mr. Braun— Well I only raised the question 
because the papers have been pitching Into 
members of Councils for being Interested in 
contracts. 

President Gross— That’s an entirely differ¬ 
ent matter—entirely different from this. 

Mr. Phillips— The ordinance fixes the busi¬ 
ness. It saya we must give the money to the 
banks who are the highest bidders. That set¬ 
tles the question and disposes of section 27. 

Mr. McCandlbss said he was about to move 
that the two highest on the list be elected and 
the other be selected from the two whose bids 
were 6 per cent, 

A LEGAL POINT. 

The Chairmen, after consulting the ordinance, 
stated that they were only required to select 
the "highest” bidder, the "best” not being men¬ 
tioned—and when there was a tie the members 
were to select to the best interests of tbe city. 




















A question was then raised whether the inter- 
est was to be paid on dally or monthly balances. 

It was decided from the Chair, after a reading 
of the ordloanee, that the balances were to be 
computed monthly on daily avorage balances, 
and credited to the city. 

Mr. McCat^dlbss then moved that the Pitt?., 
burgh Savings Bank and Freehold be elected two 
of the depositories. 

Mr. BAVVERtT moved to amend by making 
the Duquesne the third depository, as he thought 
their hid being on the average daily balances 
was the best offer. 

Mr. Chalmbkb thought it was perfectly plain 
that there mast be a ballot between the two 
banks.>^the United States Savings and the Du- 
quesne. He thought It wasn’t fair to designate 
one without a ballot. 


AN OBJECTION. 

Mr. McCandlbss refused to accept the amend¬ 
ment, and It was not passed. 

The Chair announced that the question was on 
Mr. McOandless’ motion. 

Mr. Braun—I s it by acclamation we are to 
vote? because if so, 1 object. 

Mr. Kirk—W hy does the gentleman object? 

Mr. BRAUK-^Because 1 don’t think some 
members of Councils who are interested in the 
matter have a right to vote. 

President «ro»b—T he gentleman already has 
been declared out of order in that point, and 
he has no right to make the point again. 

A question again having arisen as to whether 
the highest and best bidders were to be chosen, 
President Nxolbt read the whole ordinance, 
which contained a clause providing for the let¬ 
ting of the contract to the “highest” and “best.” 

The chairman decided that according to this 
construction the members could vote on any of 
the banks, and must vote vim voct. 

Inquiries were made as to tbe character of 
the banks. It appeared from this that the Du., 
quesne Bank was on the individual liability 
plan. The Freehold a charted Institution. 
Bmithfleid Savings Bank a chartered institution. 
Pittsburgh Savings Bank individually liable. 

Mr. Dutb asked whether or not one of these 
banks did ndt request tbe Treasnrer not to draw 
upon it during the panic—whether the city did 
not have to nurse it. 

Mr. Philups said that one of the banks had 
requested the Treasurer to be as easy on them as 
possible. That was all. 


Mr. Jbrbmy asked if any cheek had been re¬ 
fused. 

Mr. Phillips, —No check was ever refused to 
the best of my knowledge. If a check had been 
refused we would have closed up tbe bank.

THE CITT BOLICITOB’S rCVIBW. 

The Chair then read the opinion of the City 
8 ^!icltor as follows: 

7V> t^e Select and Cbmman Councils: 

Gentlemen —At your meeting of Dec. 31, in 
response to your request I gave an opinion that 
an election on the 3d Tuesday of February next, 
under the provisions of the new Constitution, 
could no*: he held without legieiatlon. To that 
opinion I still adhere. 

The Legislature, however, has taken eogolx 
ance of the matter, and win, in all probability, 
provide a uniform election law containing the 
necessary rules and regulations for the conduct- 


ing of elections in the Commonwealth under 
which an election may be legally held on the Sd 
Tuesday of February, 1874. 

As remarked by Justice Agnew (In Page vs. 
Alien, 8 P. F. Smith, 357), “it has been wellsald 
that a constitution cannot execute itself. An 
outline like tbe frame of a house, it Is unQt for 
use until it is fitted up by tbe carpentery of 
law,” 

While of an opinion that an election in Feb- 
ruary, 1874, in its results, is wholly repugnant to 
the customs and theory heretofore In vogue in 
municipal affairs in this Commonwealth, ioas- 
rouch as members of Councils, and other city 
officers, are elected a year in advance of their 
induction into office, yet the subject Is wholly 
within the domain of legislative power, and if 
the necessary law is enacted the election may be 
held. 

While an election at this time H entirely un¬ 
necessary and uncalled for, yet, to prevent con¬ 
fusion, contention and strife, the officers of the 
city had better, assuming 111 it timely legislation 
will be enacted, provide for an election. 

One member of Select Council and members 
of Common Council, according to present ap¬ 
portionment, will be elected from each ward of 
the city, to be sworn la as members of such 
bodies, on the first Tuesday of January, 1875.

Siid committee shall bo authorized 
to Select such addilional sites for Water Works 
engine houses, basins, reservoirs, conduits ai d 
pipes, as to them may seem necessary, and to 
negotiate with the owners of any of said 
property for the purchase or use of the same, 
subject to the approval of Councils. Whenever 
said committee shall make a contract for the 
purchase or use of any land for the purpose of 
said Water Works, they shall report the same 
to Councils, and if approved by them, said 
committee shall perfect (he same in the name 
and on behalf of the city of Pittsburgh, 

Beg. 7. If, in any ca*e, said Committee shall 
bo unable to agree with the owner of any prop¬ 
erty which they may desire to purchase or use 
for said Warer Works, they shall report lo 
Councils a descrip ion of the property which 
they desire to take, and the purpose for which 
the same is to he used, whereupon the Coun¬ 
cils may, If they deem proper, order the same 
to be taken and condemned, under the pro¬ 
visions of “An Act to provide for the extension 
of the water works of the city of Pittsburgh,” 
approved (he 15 h day of March, A. D. 1871. 

Sec. 8 . Bald Committee shall cause to be 
prepared detailed plans for the erection and 
construction of buildings, basins, reservoirs, 
conduits, machinery, and all other things 
necessary for the complete construction and 
operation of said Water Works in accordance 
with the general plan aforesaid, and make and 
enter into contracts for the work and materials 
therefor. Including all pipes to be laid in exten¬ 
sion of the present woiks, in accordance with 
said plan, but not including repairs to the works 
as they now exist: Provided, That all contracts 
shall be made with the lowest and best biddeis 
upon sealed proposals in writing, after adver¬ 
tisement in the papers authoriz''d to do the city 
printing, and such other papers as said Com¬ 
mittee shall think advisable, for at least ten 
days before the time fixed for receiving the 
same, and all contrac‘^s for work or materials 
shall be upon terms of ptyraent in cash: Pro¬ 
vided. further^ That no contract shall be signed, 
or ex*-cuted, or binding, until the same shall 
have been first duly approved by Councils. 

Sec 9 No officer, assistant or employe shall 
he directly or indirectly interested in any con 
tract for lands, wotk, or materials for said 
Water Works. And in all contracts it shall be 
expressly stipulated that if any of the said par¬ 
ties i>hall be so Interested, the same shall be null 
aud void, and that no eult or euits shall be 
malotained against the City of Pittsborgh for, 
or on account of, anything which may he done 
under or in pursuance thereof, and that if any 
money shall be paid by said City on account 
iheieof, the same may be recovered from the 
party receiving the same. In an action or ac 
lions 1 0 the name of said City. 

Sec. 10 All contracts shall be made in the 
name of ih^ City of Pittsburgh and shall be 
signed by said Committee, or a majority of 
them, <n behaU of the City, and when oecessa 
ry, the Mayor of the City shall attach the cor¬ 
porate seal of the City thereto. 

SBC. 11. All pay roils shall be verified by afD 
davit of the person under whose charge the work 
was done, and certified to as correct by the 


proper officer, before the same shall be approved 
by the Committee. 

Sec. 12 Said Committee shall certify to the 
Contro'ler, in writing, all claims approved aud 
allowed by them, who shall certify warrants for 
the amount thereof, payable from the Water 
Extension Fund, if there is at the time sufficient 
money in said fund undisposed of, which war¬ 
rant, when signed by the Mayor, shall be paid by 
the City Treasurer from the money in said fund: 
Provided, That the Controller shall not certify 
a warrant in payment of any claim, unless the 
same is accompanied by an affidavit of said 
claimant that the amount thereof Is justly due, 
and that no officer, or other employee is directly 
or indirectly interested therein. 

Sec. 13. Said Committee shall keep, or cause 
to be kept, full aud perfect minutes of all their 
proceedings, and all other books and accounts 
necessary to a full understanding of the busi 
ness transacted by them, which shall, at all 
times during business h(urs, be kept open for 
the lospectiOD of the City Controller, Finance 
Committee of Councils, and any other Commit 
tee duly appointed by Councils for that purpose, 
and they shall make to Councils a detailed quar¬ 
terly report of all their proceedings and con¬ 
tracts entered into, and all other matters 
necessary for a full understanding of the 
business transacted by them. 

Sbg. 14. The acts of a majority of said Com¬ 
mittee shall avail as the acts of all. 

Sec 15. That an ordinance entitled “An Or¬ 
dinance conferring upon the Water Committee 
the powers aud requiring the perfoimance by 
them of the duties of the Water Commission,” 
ordained 29 h day of Dacember, A D. 1873, 
and an ordinance entitled "An Oidina ce for 
the erection of a new Water Works,” ordained 
the day of A. D. , and 

all ordinances in conflict with this ordinance, 
supplied by it, are hereby repealed: Provided^ 
however, that such repeal sha‘1 not impair, or in 
any manner affect, any contracts heretofore en¬ 
tered into under or by virtue of said ordinance. 

Mr. McJUNB then 8ta<’pd that the or¬ 
dinance creating the Water Extension Commit¬ 
tee did not authorize that committee to sell any 
bonds, and hecffeied a supj l^mentary ordinance 
giving the power to sell bonds, inio the bands of 
the Finance Committee. He therefore moved first 
the suspension of the rules, and the final passage 
of the ordinance creaMng the Water Exteusiun 
Committee. 

Mr. Mc'lARTHT hoped the motion would be 
voted down. The ordinance gave into the 
hands of nine men the control of the expend! 
tore of millions of dollars. He thought the 
members of Council should have time to con¬ 
sider it. 

Mr. Hunter was of the same opinion. 

Mr. McOONKdid not desire to rush the matter 
at all. Its substance had been printed in the 
newspaper, and he thought that the members 
bad read it. 

Themoiian to suspend the rnlps was voted 
down atid a motion carried ordering tiie print 
Ing of the ordinaiiCfi' in the official papers aud in 
si ps fur the use ul the members. 

THE SALE OT WATER BO.NDS. 

The second ordinance, giving the Finance 
Committee the power to nego Ute the Water 
Bands was then taken up The bonds were 
fixed in denominalions of $1,000. $5,000, $10,- 
OOn, $15,000, $20 000. to run for twenty-five 
yta s from Apiil 1, 1873. They were to be sold 
by the Ciiy Controller under the dinciion of 
the Finance Committee; all sales to he reported 
to the committee at the first meedug afti r the 
the sale; no bond to be handed over until the 
Treasurer certified that the money bad been 
paid for it, to (he Treasury—said certificate to 
be signed by a bond clerk In the Treasurer's 
(ffice who should keep the accounts. 

Mr. McCuN? explained that it Wi a necessary 
to have some (uch ordinance passed at once—as 
there wao now no authority to issue bonds, and 
there w<re ver $100,000 in the City Treasury 


that had been sent here from Philadelphia for 
the purchase of these bonds, and the bonds should 
b^ given for this money as soon as possible. 

Mr. Bebd thought it would be well to reflect 
before passing such an ordinance. It gave a 
committee power ad liMtum to issue bonds. He 
did not see the necessity of negotiating bonds, 
upon which they paid seven per cent., while 
when they got the money in the treasury they 
only received five per cent. As there were now 
about twelve million dollars in the treasury he 
did r ot think they needed money at once, and 
need not throw away two per cent. He thought 
the ordinance anyhow, on its merits, should be 
considered very carefully. 

Mr. CHALMERS said the ordinance covered the 
gronnd taken by the present Water Committee, 
which had temporary charge of the old Water 
commission affairs. He thought, as the ordi¬ 
nance had been prepared by the City Solicitor 
and the special committee appointed to consider 
the subject, that Councils uted have uo fear in 
passing it. 

Mr. McCUnb said the idea was to get power to 
issue bonds, and then to issue enough to 
make up the amount of money that had been 
sent to purchase the bonds, and had been laying 
in the Treasury from thirty to sixty days. 

Mr. Raeeebtt offered an amendment, that no 
commissions be paid for the sale of the bonds. - 

Pending the further consideration of the sub¬ 
ject, Select Council went into the joint session# 

Upon reassembling the business was taken up 
again. 

The amendment of Mr. Rafferti was de- 
elated in order 

Mr. Rafpertv resumed his argument against 
paying commissions. He thought there would 
be market enough for them without commissions, 
and there was uo use wasting money iu paying 
hankers for selling them. 

Mr. LiTTELL thought the bonds could not all 
be sold iu Pittsburgh. They had tried (hat and 
found that the bonds must he sent away to a re¬ 
sponsible fl eal agent In Philadelphia. This 
firm, Townsend, Wheelen & C>. had performed 
their duty well, and had never let the boods get 
below par and the city owed much of its credit 
(0 that firm’s management of the bonds. He 
thought, therefore, that they should not be 
deprived of the negotiation of the bonds in the 
future. It was worth all the eummissiou paid 
to them to have the credit of the city kept up 
as well as they had managed it. 

Mr. Phillips spoke upon another point In the 
ordinance. Hs did not favor burdening the F.- 
nance Committee with the care and sale of the 
bonds. He thought that matter ought to be left 
to the special commi lee to be appotot^'d to take 
charge of the Water ?/orks. 

Iu reference to the commission, he said the 
one per cent, al owed did not much more than 
pay for the advertising. The fiscal agent paid 
all expenst s, and took this commission as i ts 
remuuerat ot'. He did not think the bonds 
could hi sold without allowing a commlsslou. 
H:j knew commissions were allowed on Hiilroad 
(he G >y<^rnment had to allow commie- 
vions on its bonds, aud he thought it was iho 
clieapeht aud best way to get the bonds properly 
uegoiiared. 

Mr. Kaffektt’s amendment prohibiting com¬ 
missions was I hen voted down. 

Mr. Kiuk offered au amendment, prohibiting 
the sale of any more bonds than was sufficient 
to fill existing orders, without the previous con¬ 
sent. of CouDcil?i 

After considerable dif'cassion 

Mr. McrASi>LE8» moved to reconsider theti* 
action in postpoDiog the ordinance creating » 
Water Ext msiou Committee to take charge of 
the new water woiks. 

The Chair stated that It was too late, as the 
ordinance had gone Into Common Gouncila and 
they had concurred in the postpooemeid, aud 
bad adj mrned, so that the ordloancd could not 
be withdrawn. 

Mr. Mcr'UNK then explained that, he would be 
In favor of Mr. Kirk’s proviso—to prohibit the 
sale of more hoods than was necessary at tl e 
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present time to fill orders_Dat that it would ia> 

terfere with another arrangement that was nec¬ 
essary. In the arrangement with the Nation Trust 
Company the city had agreed to take up certain 
notea upon which water bonds bad been used as 
collateral. These notes weie falling due and 
the only way to get money was to sell sufiElclent 
water bonds. 

Mr. Etrk. accordingly said If It would embar* 
rass the Finance Commiitee, he would withdraw 
bis motion. 

The ordinance was then passed Ssally under 
a suspension of the rules. 


THE CITY ENGINEER'S OFFICE. 


Mr. Kirk announced that be intended re* 
signing bis seat In Council, but desired previous 
10 that to have the resolutions cffared by him 
IQ relation to the City Eugtneer, in some way 
disposed of. He said if they were passed, be 
would guarantee to bring into the City Treasury 
from $1,000 to $3 000. He moved a suspension 
of the rub 8 to take the resolutions up, but some 
opposition was manifested, and be called the 
yras and nays, resulting as follows:

The ordinance was accompanied by the proposed | 
schedule of new rates of water rents for the en 
suing year.

Mr. Burgwin moved to amend to Increase the 
rate on “bars without fixtures'’ from $8 and 815 
to SIO and $25, which was agreed to, and the 
schedule as amended was then adopted. 

A motion was made to adopt the schedule un¬ 
der the heading of “Public Buildings.” 

A motion was made to amend to reduce the 
rent on bath tubs from $10 to $5. 

An amendment was made to strikeout all tax. 
Lost. 

Mr. MoOandless moved to fix the tax 815 Cor 
each public baih tub, instead of $10. Carried. 
The schedule as amended was then adopted. 
The schedule referring to public schools was 
adopted. 

The schedule under the bead of Stables came 
next. 

Mr. McCuNB moved to amend by making the 
item “Counrry Stable” read *‘Public Srables for 
farmers’ horses,” which was carried. 

The schedule as amended, with a few verbal I 
changes, was adopted.

The last paragraph, assessing a tax on prop¬ 
erty, where the water was not used, but lu frout 
of which the water pipes were laid, came up for 
discussioo. 

Mr. Lloyd said he bad several times consult¬ 
ed the City Solicitor in reference to this matter, 
and thought it was legal and fair to tax the 
owners of property, where properry was benefit¬ 
ed by having the water so near at band. He 
thought, however, in some cases, the assessment 
was not enough and in other cases it was rather 
too high. 

He moved, therefore, to assess a tax of one- 
half on houses fronting on the streets having 
water pipe; a tax of one third on bouses within 
1,000 feet Of a fire plug. 

The ameudments were carried. 

THE water works. 

The ordinance No. 10 in Che calendar. ‘‘To 
provide for the completion of the new water 
works” was then taken up. 

The ordinance had been printed In the offi¬ 
cial papers and slips placed on the desks of the 
members. 

Mr, Mitchbel moved to consider the ordi¬ 
nance sericLlim. 

The first section was read providing for the 
appointment of a Water Extension Committee 
of three members of Select and four members of 
Common Council. 

Mr. Lloyd then moved to fix the tax on un¬ 
improved property, fronting on streets where 
the pipe was laid, of not less than three, nor 
more than five cents per foot front. 

After some discussion Mr. Lloyd’s amendment 
was passed and the paragraph as so amended.

He thought five men would be sufficieut. 

The amendment was then voted down. 

An amendment was made to strike out the 
words “in couj unction with the Presidents of 
Council,” which would reduce the number to 
seven members. 

Mr. Lloyd moved to make the committee con¬ 
sist of five members, two from Select and three 
from Common Council 
Mr. Raffbbtt moved to lay the amendment 
on the table. Not seconded, 

Mr. JEREMY was opposed to a small committee 
because it would be Impossible to get business 
men who were fit to be on the committee, who 
could find time to attend to the matter daily. 
A large committee, however, could appoint a 
sub committee to attend to the matter. That 
mistake of a small committee had been the 
trouble before, 

Mr. Mitchell moved to amend to provide 
simply for the appointment of a Joint Commit- 
I tee of Councils. 

The gentleman explained that be bad offered 
I the ordinance to harmonize differences which he 
understood existed between the Water Commit¬ 
tee and the Water Commission. He thought all 
the business appertaining to either the old or 
new Water Works should be given into the 
hands of a regular committee. 

Mr. Lloyd thought It was better to have a 
small Committee. He wanted to avoid this mat¬ 
ter of sub-committees;. He wanted a small 
committee and then the Whole Committee could 
have a thorough knowledge of the business go¬ 
ing on. 

Mr. jERBMY->Yes, it will be like it was be¬ 
fore; members of the Committee at watering 
places and the business going overboard. 

A vote was then taken on Mr. Lloyd’s motion 
to reduce the Committee to five which was 
lost. 

The motion to strike out the Presidents of 
Councils was also voted down and the section 
as originally read was adopted Kltbout change. 

The Clerk read the second section, providing 
for the employment of a General Manager with 
assistants, all under the supervision of the Com¬ 
mittee, 

Mr. Scully moved to insert after the words 
•General Manager” the words, Civil and 
Hydraulic Engineer.” 

Mr. McCune explained that in all probability 
an engineer would be chosen, but the Committee 
thought it was possible that an excellent man 
might be bad who was experienced In building 
public works, and who might not be a profes¬ 
sional engineer, and be might be employed. The 
matter, however, ought to be left to the Com¬ 
mittee to choose the most competent man. 

No action was taken on the amendment.

Sec. 11, Directing all payrolls to be certified 
to under oath, was adopted. 

Sec. 12, R-. quiriug certified reports to the 
Controller, was adopted. 

Sec. 13, K-quirlDg complete records to be 
kept of the Gommlttee^s proceedings, aud kept 
open for iaspectlou, and requiring quarterly 
reports, was adopted. 

Sec. 14, Making acts of the majority avail as 
the acts of all, was adopted. 

Sec. 15 Conferriuer upon the committee the 
powers of the late Water Commission suhor- 
dinate to ordinances since passed, was adopted. 

Mr. McCA 2 <DLBsa offered an additional section 
to require monthly reports of the work, which 
was adopted. 

The ordinance, as amended, as a whole, was 
then passed finally under a suspension of the 
rules. 

Mr. Brown called up ihe ordinance from 
Common Council, fixing the number of the 
police force at 255 for 1874. 

Mr, Watson objected, as the Police Commit¬ 
tee had no money to pay for the additional 
men—twenty-five—over the number in 1873. 
Laid over.

Also an ordinance for numbering houses on 
the South Side—that section from the bridge up- 
wards' Passed finally under a suspension of the 
rules. 

Mr. Fettehman called up from the business 
fromC. 0., the ordinance for relocation of Thirty- 
fourth street from Butler street to Allegheny 
Valley Railroad. Passed finally C. C’s action 
being thus concurred in. 

Mr. Zekn, from the Committee cn Allegheny 
Wharf, presented two reports from that com¬ 
mittee, the first showing their organization with 
Mr. Peter Zern as chairman.

Council then adjourned, but reassoinlled at 
once to consider one or two Viewer’s reports.

CONSIDERING APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mr. McCcnb then moved that inasmuch as 
the most important buslnesj to be disposed of 
by Councils was the appropriations that the | 
rules be suspended to consider the ordinance. | 

The matter was considered, and Clerk Morrow | 
hen commenced to read. 

Mr. Aiken moved to dispense with the fur¬ 
ther reading of the ordinance, and to consider 
R seriatim Carried. 

The first section was read, which levied a gen- 
eral tax of four mills upon each dollar of valua¬ 
tion. 

TAXING THE RURAL WARDS. 

Mr. AIKEN moved to amend by making the 
tax on the rural wards two thirds of the rates 
charged the old city districts, in accordance 
with the act of assembly. 

Mr, Attbbburt moved to also to include the 
Booth Side wards. 

Mr. Jerbmt moved to lay both motions on 
the table. 

Mr. BuRGWiN desired to he heard upon that 
point. He then proceeded to argue that the 
agreement with the rural wards and the old city 
districts, that the former should only pay two- 
thirds of the rate of taxation, was a contract 
that could not be annulled. It was a compro¬ 
mise by which consolidation was effected. Then 
further, he argued that the new Constitution 
did not affect this clause in reference to the 
two-third tax, because whenever the new Con- 
stitution did repeal any former Act of Assembly, 
there was a special specification of such repeal. 
This question would undoubtedly be raised, but 
Councils should not attempt to go back of their 
agreement with the rural wards, but should 
shoulder their contracts and let the Courts de¬ 
cide 

Mr. Rappertt desired to ask the gentleman a 
question In reference to certain benefits derived 


by the rural districts from their consolidation 
with the city, but 

Mr, Burgwin refused to yield until his ar¬ 
gument was concluded. 

Mr. McCuNB desired to speak but the Chair 
decided all further remarks out of order. 

PARLIAMENTARY. 

Mr. McCuNB |wanted to know why Mr. Bur¬ 
gwin had been allowed to speak on a motion to 
lay on the table. 

The Chair explained that a rule of Council 
was, rhat no motion to lay on the table should 
be put until an advocate of the measure had 
been heard. 

Mr, Mc^unb thought this was a wrong inter 
pretatloQ of the rule. The rule was that no 
member at the close of a speech should make a 
motion to lay a matter on the table, until an 
advocate of the measure bad been allowed to 
speak upon it. 

The Chair held to his decision, and further 
gave notice that he would hold to a ruling that 
had always prevailed in Councils—that if a mo¬ 
tion to lay an amendment on the table was car¬ 
ried, It would carry the whole matter with it. 

Mr. McCandless rose to a point of order and 
said that ruling was against all precedent, and 
tended to baffle the whole business. 

The Chair said that that imputation of his 
motives was repelled and given back to the 
gentleman from the Eleventh ward. 

Mr. McCandless said he intended no persona) 
imputation of motives, but merely intended to 
say that the effect of the ruling baffled the whole 
; business. 

i Mr. Chalmers objected to the Chair’s ruling, 

I and wanted the Chair to be consistent. 

The Chair thought the gentleman from the 
Eighth ward could not teach the Chair consis¬ 
tency in parliamentary rules. 

Mr. Littell said the ruling of the Chair was 
in accordauce with all precedents that bad been 
established in Councils. 

The Chair said the proposition was very sim 
pie. The measure was before Council; an 
amendment to it was made; that amendment 
was laid on the table; and so until that amende 
ment was finally disposed of, the original mea¬ 
sure could not be considered, as the amendment 
stood in its way. 

The debate on the Chair’s ruling here ceased, 
and Mr. Atterbury withdrew his amendment to 
Include the South Side Wards. 

Mr. Jeremy withdrew bis motion to lay on 
the table. 

The question next came up on the motion of 
Mr. Aiken, to exempt the rural wards of the 
city. 

A running debate then ensued npon the gen¬ 
eral question of exemption in accordance with 
the two-thlrds race. 

Some of the members contended that the 
Soath Side wards were entitled to the two-third 
rate, just as fairly as were the rural wards. 

Others contended that the city now stood on 
an equal footing, and that all should pay an 
equal rate of taxation, 

Finally, after an extended debate, the ques¬ 
tion came on Mr. Aiken’s motion.

THE BUSINESS TAX 

The fourth item fixing a tax of two mills, as a 
business tax was read. 

Mr. Braun moved to amend to make the tax 
one mill. 

Mr. Atterbory seconded the motion- 
Mr. Burgwin was glad to see that the shoe 
pinched where it ought to. (Laughter ) 

Mr. Jeremy moved to amend to make It one 
mill and a-hatf. 

The amendment was carried by a vote of 30 
to 17. 

Mr. Aiken then moved to balance accounts 
by making reductions in the appropriations, as 
follows: from salaries, $6 000. Printing, $3,000. 
Police, $18,000. Contingent fund, $10,000, 
making a total of $46,000. 

The amendment, after some discussion, was 
adopted. 

Items 6, 6. 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 16 
were adopted. 

Sections III and IV were adopted. 

Section y, making the appropriations and 
showing the estimate of receipts, was read. 

Mr. Zern moved to take $500 from the appro¬ 
priation for the Monongahela Wharf, and add U 
to that for the Allegheny Wharf appropriation. 
Lost. 

Mr. MoKbb moved to take front appropriation 
No. 22, Roads, $10,000, and add it to appro¬ 
priation No. 6, Police. 

The motion, however, was withdrawn. 

The question then occurred on the final pas¬ 
sage of the ordinance. 

BXPLANATIONa. 

Mr. McCartht, before that motion was put 
desired the Chairman pro tern of the Finanoe 
Committee to make some explanation why the 
appropriations for the current year exceeded by 
nearly one hundred per cent., the appropriations 
for 1873. It would hardly do to let the ordi¬ 
nance go before the people, without some expla- 
nation. 

Mr. MoCunb, in response, called attention to 
Che fact that the appropriations last year bad 
fallen short, and this year they had to make an 
appropriation of $112,760 to cover the defi¬ 
ciency. Then there were the two Items of Nos. 

25 and 26. which footed up $360,000, and which 
Councils were imperatively required to provide 
for the year. Last year the tax on real estate, 
which was estimated at a little over $350,000, 
fell far short; and this year these two items (26 
and 26) would take up that tax. The committee 
further had put the appropriations at what they 
would actually require, because they could not 
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hereafter make appropriations for d edole ncles 
and each year most he kept by Itself. 

Mr. Littbll said in this connection it should 
ha remembered they bad the interest to meet 
on $4.000,000 of water bonds. He Vfas astonish¬ 
ed when ha found by Gol. Roberts* report that 
notwithstanding this outlay the works were only 
about one-third completed. 

Mr. LAUVMi^—I say here, and for all time» 
that the new water works have not cost four 
millions. One million dollars was spent by the 
Water Commitee before a stroke of work was 
done. Then there Is—or ought to be one million 
dollars in the Ireasury. This leaves only two 
millions expended on the works.. And as for 
the works costing ten or twelve miUions, I say 
that if they cost more than $4,500,000, somebody 
will have to steal a great deal of money. 

Mr. BuiiGWiK wanted to know whar the Item 
Ho. 30, Street and Sower Improvement Fund 
meant. 

Mr. McCunb explained tnat was an appro- 
prfation made to cover claims of contractors, 
where the assessments upon streets already Im 
proved had not been paid in. The contractors 
had been paid sixty per cent, as the work pro¬ 
gressed, and this was the balance. Some of 
these assessments were in litigation and it was 
not known how much would be realized from 
them, but in the meantime the contractors must 
be paid their bills. 

The explanations being concluded. 

Mr. MoCUHB then moved a suspension of the 
rules to pass the ordinance hnally. He said be 
was well aware that If the rural members voted 
against it this could not be done, but he thought 
these gentlemen should take into consideration 
the best interests of the city, and if they felt ag¬ 
grieved at the “equal tax,’* would take the mat¬ 
ter to Court instead of bringing it Into Councils. 

Mr. BURGWIN said, for himself, he would not 
oppose the ordinance. He objected to the ad¬ 
dition of one.third to taxes in the rural districts, 
but as Councils had passed upon the matter, be 
would raise no further objection in Councils. 

The question was then put, upon a suspension 
of the rules, which was carried. 

Mr. McCtjue then moved to pass the ordi¬ 
nance flually.

AH ORDIHANCE LEVTINO TAXES AHP MAKING 
APPROPRIATIONS TOR THB TEAR 1874. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
City of Pittsburgh, In Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That for the purpose of 
providing sufficient revenue to meet the ordina¬ 
ry expenses of the city, to pay the Interest on 
outstanding bonds, and to discharge all other 
liabilities now due, or which may become paya¬ 
ble daring said year 1874, taxes shall be and 
are hereby levied and assessed upon ali property 
and other objects of taxation as follows: 

1. Upon all property taxable for State and 
county purposes, 4 mills upon each dollar of 
valuattoD. 

2. Upon all property taxable for State and 
county purposes within the limits of the city of 
Pittsburgh as It existed prior to the consolida¬ 
tion under the act of April, 1867, one-half mill 


upon each dollar of valuation, as a special tax 
for the separate indebtedness of said district. 

3. Upen all property taxable for State and 
county purposes within the limits of the former 
borough of Lawrenceville, one mill upon each 
dollar of valuation, as a special tax for the sep¬ 
arate Indebtedness of said district 

4. Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, 
and upon all articles of trade and commerce 
sold in said city in any manner not herein 
otherwise provided Cor, one and a half mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

5. Upon all sales of goods, wares and mer¬ 
chandise, and articles of trade or commerce sold 
by commission merchants in said city, two mills 
on each dollar of said sales. 

6. Upon the actnal yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged in the trade, busi¬ 
ness or occupation of retailing, for his, her or 
their benefit, vinous, fermented, or distilled 
liquors, fifteen mills upon each dollar of said sales. 

7. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and 
every person or firm engaged la the business or 
occupation of an auctioneer, two mills upon 
each dollar of said sales. 

8. Upon the gross commissions of brokerage 
of all merchandise brokers, forwarding and 
commission met chants, not including commis¬ 
sions on sales, fifteen mills on each dollar of 
said commissions. 

9. Upon the average line of discounts o 
brokers, banks and banking institutions, one 
mill on each dollar. 

r. Upon the gross receipts of Insurance com¬ 
panies, insurance agencies, express companies 
and telegraph companies, three mills upon each 
deilar of said receipts. 

11. Upon the gross receipts of persons eu- 
gaged in the business of keeping billiard tables, 
ten-pin alleys or bagatelle tables for public use, 
fifteen mills upon each dollar of said receipts. 

12. The schedule of water rents for the year 
1874 shall be as fixed by ordinance. 

13. Upon all property taxable for State or 
county purposes, one mill upon each dollar of 
valuation; also upon the yearly receipts of all 
fire, life and marine insurance companies or their 
agents, three and one-half mills upon the dollar 
of said receipts, to be used for maintaining and 
extending the fire department. 

14. Water works interest and sinking fund 
tax one and a half mills upon each dollar of 
valuation. 

Sec. IL And at the above rates the city asses 
sors shall assess said taxes. 

Sec. hi. That the amount necessary to pay 
the interest on the separate indebtedness of the 
old city and the borough of Lawrenceviile, shall 
be taken from receipts from the special taxes of 
the districts aforesaid, and placed in Appro¬ 
priation No. 1, on which warrants shall be drawn 
for all interest accruing or accrued ou the debts 
of said districts respectively. 

Sec IV. That the balance of said receipts 
from said special taxes (after payment of inter- 
esl), shall be paid into a sinking fund for the 
district from which it is collected, and shall be 
used for the payment of the special debt of said 
district. 

Bec y. That the revenue of said city for the 
year 1874, arising from the taxes,loanands,all oth¬ 
er sanrces, together with any moneys in the treas¬ 
ury not otherwise appropriated, are hereby ap¬ 
propriated for the following purposes:

THE POUR MILL TAX- 


Mr. Aiken then by permission offered a reso¬ 
lution instructing the City Solicitor to bring 
before the Courts the matter of assessing an 
equal levy of four mills throughout the city, in 
order to settle Its validity. 

The resolution encountered opposition, Its op¬ 
ponents contending that Councils had now noth¬ 
ing further to do with the matter. If any of 
the persons taxed were dissatisfied, It was for 
him to appeal to the Court. It was not the 
place of the law officer of the city to take the 
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matter to Court when City Councils had levied 
the tax. 

Finally the yeas and nays were called on a 
motion to lay the resolution on the table, which 
was carried by a vote ol 27 to 25. 

SOUTH8IDE INDEBTEDNESS. 

Mr. MoCunb from the Finance Committee 
offered a resolution authorizing a temporary 
loan for the purpose of settling the overdue 
claims of the South Side indebtedness, in an- 
ticipation of the special tax levied for the pur¬ 
pose. Passed Anally. 

THE “ROBERTS” REPORT. 

Also, a resolution, authorizing the printing 
Of 500 copies of the report of W. Mlluor Roberts, 
on the new Water Works for general distrlhu^ 
tloa. 

Mr. McCarthy moved to refer the report to 
the Water Committee. 

Mr, Harrison moved to amend to refer to the 
Water Committee to have It printed. 

Considerable discussion ensued upon the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. McCarthy thought the report already had 
cost all it was worth. 

Mr. McCcnb said Councils had ordered the 
Finance Committee to engage experts to look 
into the work done on the new water works. 
The committee had done their duty by employ- 
low the best talent they could command, and 
the report was before Councils. He thought it 
was a small business now, after nineteen-twen¬ 
tieths of the work had been done, to object to 
the small cost of printing. 

Mr. Chalmers thought if It was a good repo 
It ought to be printed, and likewise if it was a 
had report. The people ought to have a chance 
to know what the report set forth. 

Mr. McCarthy said all the actual work that 
had been done hj Mllnor Roberts could likely be 
put in “one corner ol your eye.” The measure- 
meats had been made by his son, and the work 
was really done by Mr. Roberts the younger. 

Mr. McCuNB said that Mr. Mllnor Roberts bad 
supervision over the work, and no matter what 
he had done in the matter, he endorsed it as 
accurate, and if his reputation amounted to 
anything, they had that as a guarantee that the 
report was correct. 

Mr. Watson wanted the report printed so that 
they could see off that it contained. He had 
taken the newspaper abstract that had been pub¬ 
lished, and was ready to criticise the figures 
there given. If there were more figures he 
wanted to see them, so that the whole matter 
might be before them for consideration. 

Mr. ©ARLINGTON had a word to say for Mr. 
Boherts the younger. He was a chip off the old 
block and was as competent to do the part of the 
work assigned him as perhaps any man in the 
United States He could not be bought or ca¬ 
joled, and his father endorsed bis ability. That 
ought to be sufficient. 

Mr. McCarthy then said he desired to with- 
draw his remarks in reference to the younger 
Mr. Roberts. They were made from a momen¬ 
tary impulse, and he felt that the remarks were 
unwarranted. 

After some further discussion, the motion to 
refer the matter to the Water Committee was 
carried, all other amendments being withdrawn. 

CLEANING THE STREETS. 

Mr. Brown, a resolution setting forth that as 
the street railroad companies of the city had 
not kept up to their contract to keep the streets 
In proper order, that all such breaches of con¬ 
tract be reported to Councils by the Street Com¬ 
missioners, in case they could not otherwise 
compel the companies to adhere to the contract. 

STOPPING THE work. 

Mr. Littbll offered the following: 

Whereas, As It is evident that the new water 
works are being constructed at a cost much 
greater than the estimates accompanying the 
plans and specifications, adopted and authorized 
by these Councils; therefore be it 
Hesolve^f That the Water Committee be au¬ 
thorized, assisted by the Chief Rnglneer, the 


Mechanical Engineer, the Consulting Engineer 
and the Superintendent of the old water works, 
to investigate and point out all the deviations 
from the authorized plans and specifications, 
and by whom ordered and the reason therefor, 
and they shall also, with the approval of Coun¬ 
cils, stop all doubtful work until the plans are 
revised and harmonized. 

The resolution was passed. 

Council then adjourned.

RBFORT of the BOARD. 

To the Honorable Presidents and Members of 
Select and Common Council: 

Qbntlbmen~Io presenting In detail Che 
fourth annual report of the operations of the 
Fire Department of the city of Pittsburgh, the 
Board of Commissioners point with pride to the 
public record of Its efficiency, general good dis¬ 
cipline, and the known prompt and faithful par- 
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lormance of duty hy Its offloers and men. It is 
beliered that the Pittsburgh Fire Department Is 
on© of the best equipped and furnished, and 
one of the most ably conducted In the country. 
Certainly Us success cannot be denied. With 
twenty-seven square miles of area to cover, and 
water facilities wanting in a portion of the ter¬ 
ritory, our losses during the past year have been 
far less, proportionately, than in any city in the 
Union. This, too, notwithstanding our great 
number of manufactories, mills, forges, factor¬ 
ies, and a due proportion of all kinds of work¬ 
shops, stores, &c., as in other large cities. Ow¬ 
ing to the large extent of territory recently 
annexed to the city, all points have not been, as 
yet, fully supplied with the necessary protection. 
'We have bad an equal proportion of alarms and 
JSires with other cities, bat the fact of compara¬ 
tive small loss is not to be disputed. 

VIBBS AND LOSS. 

As will be seen by reference to the very com- 
plete and satisfactory exhibit of the Chief En¬ 
gineer, the total loss, so far as could be 
ascertained, was $211,937. This exceeds the 
loss of the year previous, but In the comparison 
the great enlargement of the city must be re¬ 
membered. The aggregate insurance was 
$674,690, and the net loss (property not in¬ 
sured) was $59,200. The number of alarms and 
fires was greater than for the previous year, for 
the reason already given. 

Tour Commissioners do not claim the credit 
for the excellent protection afforded, but they 
ask for the officers and men of the department 
generally a just meed of praise. To the citi¬ 
zens of Pittsburgh, whom, through you we rep^ 
resent, Is due the credit for the liberality and 
countenance which has rewarded our humble 
efforts in establishing and conducting this most 
Important department of the city government. 

We are pleased to report that the ordinary 
expenses of our Fire Department are less, pro-, 
portlonately, than other cities. The year 1869 
opened with the necessity before us of supply¬ 
ing adequate protection to the newly annexed 
East End and South Side districts. The four 
volunteer organizations then existing In Bir¬ 
mingham, Eist Birmingham, South Pittsburgh 
and Ormsby, and the valuable property held by 
them through the liberality and forethought of 
the citizens of these important manufacturing 
portions of our city, enabled us, In a fair mea¬ 
sure to perform tbe duty devolving upon us 
until tbe proper and necessary steps could 
be taken for a thorough reorganization and the 
building, purchase and complete equipment of 
the needful campanles. Two engiue companies 
and one book and ladder company, with all ap¬ 
paratus, have already been provided for those 
districts. For one of these engine companies a 
new building will be erected early this year, the 
lot having already been purcba ed and paid for. 
Daring tbe year 1874 a building will be erected 
and an engine company organized in tbe Thirty- 
sixth ward, the extreme western limit of the 
South Side. The Commission now own a lot for 
this purpose. 

Id the East End an engine company and hook 
and ladder company have been provided, to¬ 
gether with a new building. A new and im¬ 
proved hook and ladder truck has been ordered, 
and other additions and improvements will be 
made in tbe department from time to time, as 
may be necessary. 

EXPBWDITUBBS. 

The total expenditures for the year, as will 
be seen by the report of the Secretary, given In 
detail amounted to $232,255.59. But of this it 
will be seen by the statem^t of “extraordinary 
expenses” that 8121,8:^70 was used for 
the extension of the Department oc- 
oastoned by consolidation, leaving for actual 
running expenses $110,416.89, of which 
salaries alone amounted to $90,752.91. Of tbe 
appropriation for the fiscal year, $280,000, 
there will remain unexpended about $40,000. 
The statement of the special fund derived from 


the sale of property, old material, &c., under 
order of Councils, as given by the Secretary, 
shows a balance on hand of 87,819 83. This 
will be expended for the new buildings to be 
erected, and with the balance of the appropri¬ 
ation of 1873 for the same purpose, and the 
appropriation for the current year, $145,000, as 
allowed by the Board of Estimates, will enable 
us to complete the equipment of the department 
for tbe protection of the entire consolidated 
city, and pay all running expenses. 

THE ALARM TBLBGBAPH. 

On account of the Fire Alarm Telegraph 
there was expended during the year 827,639.31, 
of which, however, $26,631.97 was on account 
of the extension of the telegraph to the new dis¬ 
tricts, leaving the running expenses, outside of 
salaries of employes (which are included in the 
salary account of the department,) $992.34. 
The total expenses of this branch are Included 
in the general statement of expenses of the de¬ 
partment given above. The advantage and bene¬ 
fits of the Alarm Telegraph cannot be too highly 
estimated, and all must admit that this system 
o! notification of fires is almost perfect, and is 
an absolute necessity In a city so large as ours. 
The late extension of the telegraph, owing to 
the enlargement of the boundaries of the city, 
was, in length of wire, greater than the total 
length of wire previously in use. It is due that 
we should add that the management and conduct 
of this branch of the public service, under the 
Superintendent and operators, has been excel¬ 
lent. 

Finally, your Board of Commissioners would 
say that they have endeavored to conduct this 
department moat efficiently at the least possible 
cost. They believe that It is the true economy 
to possess the best and most improved apparatus, 
and by these, judiciously located throughout the 
city, with intelligent and experienced firemen 
to work them, large fires will be prevented. 

Matters pertaining to the improvement of the 
department, In behalf of the better protection 
of the property and lives of our citizens, will be 
brought before your honorable bodies, from time 
to time, as may be deemed expedient.

CHIEF BNGINBSB WHITE’S BEPOKT. 

To the JETonoraUe Board of Fire Commissioner si 

Gentlbmbn_I respectfully submit the Fourth 
annual report of tbe operations and present 
condition of tbe department under my control. 
I present in detail a statement of the number 
of fires and causes thereof, the losses, the aggre¬ 
gate insurance on property destroyed or 
pari ially destroyed, and the net loss 
so far as could be ascertained. Also a 
full list of the employes attatched to 
the department, with the names, rank, age, 
residence and occupation, together with a sched¬ 
ule of property held by each company at this 
date, and a table showing the number of fires, 
losses, insurance, etc., for the past four years. 
Tbe Department consists of a work! ng force as 
follows: Thirteen foremen, ten engines, ten 
firemen, fourteen drivers, fourty-fonr hosemen, 
ten Iaddermen,twotillermen and fonr telegraph 
operators, In all, with the Chief and Assistant 
Chief Engineers, Secretary, Storekeeper and 
Superlnteodeut of Telegraph, of one hundred 
and twelve men. 

We have the following apparatus: 

Ten steam engines, ten one-horse hose car¬ 
riages, and one one two-horse hose carriage, 
two reserve steam engines, six extra hose car¬ 
riages; one buggy and two buck wagons, for 
Chief and Assistant Engineers; one fuel wagon; 
one alarm telegraph wagon; three large wagons 
for hauling and exercising horses. 

Forty-four horses are owned and employed 
in the department. 

In charge of companies and in store house we 
have 24,000 feet of carbollzed hose and 1,000 
feet of linen hosa 


CONDITION OF DEPARTMENT. 

I take pleasure in stating that with the assist¬ 
ance of the Board and the prompt and faithful 
performance of duty by the men, the operations 
of the pasj year have been most successful. The 
department, so far as it extends, Is in excellent 
condition. I am pleased to know that the 
Board will soon provide for the proper pro- 
tection of the parts of the consolidated 
city not yet reached, and would urge its speedy 
accomplishment. 1 recommend the Board to 
take advantage of all new appliances that may 
be Invented for the extinguishment of fires, 
believing that the use of tbe best and most 
approved apparatus is true ecouemy on the part 
of the city. The adoption of the use of heaters 
in the engiue houses, for the purpose of keeping 
hot the water in the boilers as contemplated by 
the Board meets my hearty commendation. 
The money, therefor, will be well expended. 

Our en^ne companies have always been com¬ 
plimented for the rapidity with which they raise 
steam upon notification of fire, but with water 
always heated additional time will be saved. 
From the breaking out of a fire every moment 
Is precious, and the aid of a few minutes gained 
will often save thousands of dollars. 

In this connection it is due that I should com¬ 
mend tbe management of the Alarm Telegraph. 
It has not yet failed to do its work throughout 
the year. The fact that but twelve entirely 
false alarms were given during the year, shows 
bow well the arrangements made by the Com¬ 
mission to guard against frauds upon the De¬ 
partment have worked. 

FIBBS, 

Tbe accompanying statement shows that tbe 
whole number of alarms during tbe year was 
227, the number of fires 212, the total loss 
$211,989, tbe aggregate insurance $674,690, and 
the amount of insurance recovered $152,789, 
leaving a net loss of $59,200. These items are 
greater than during the previous year, but It 
must be remembered that from tbe great en¬ 
largement of the city an increase was to be ex¬ 
pected. Considering tbe Immense manufac¬ 
turing interests of Pittsburgh, we have had a 
norable immunity from disastrous fires, there 
being during tbe year but four instances 
where the loss exceeded ten thousand dollars. 
The Fire Department is not expected or in¬ 
tended to prevent, but to extinguish fires. With 
a sufficient number of companies to supply the 
consolidated ti:y as already contemplated by 
your honorable Board, the Department as or¬ 
ganized, with the excellent alarm telegraph 
system in use, must, in my opinion, prove still 
more successful than heretofore. Having a 
notification of the breaking out of flames within 
a reasonable time thereafter, and a sufficient 
supply of water, I claim that the Department 
will prove efficient In preventing conflagrations 
or disastrous fires. The test of the efficiency of 
the Department is in the matter of loss under 
reasonably favorable circumstances, as stated, 
and without reference to the number of fires. 

INSITRANGB. 

It is not necessary for me to say to tbe Board 
that we have great difficulty in getting accurate 
information regarding losses and insurance, but 
as this report is to be published for tbe infor¬ 
mation of the public, it may do good to call at¬ 
tention to the matter. Experience has shown 
that many persons exaggerate their losses 
and report a lesser amount of insurance than is 
correct. The amounts given In tbe statement 
accompanying this report have been carefully 
gathered, but I am confident that, for the rea¬ 
son stated, the losses given are rather over than 
under, and the amount of Insurance nuder 
rather than over the true amounts. I regret also 
to say that the insurance officers of our insurance 
companies do not take that interest in tbe de¬ 
partment which they should do, or which Is done 
in other cities. There could be mutual good 
done, but while the companies, as well as citi¬ 
zens and property holders, derive benefit from 
our efficient department, the former give no aid 
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or countenance to us. During my recent visit 
to Baltimore to attend the Convention of Fire 
Department Engineers of the country, I found 
with pleasure that the underwriters took a deep 
interest in the proceedings and were anxious to 
get all information regarding the different de¬ 
partments, their effective force, success, &c. 

I recommend the purchase of a truck with 
ladders sufQciently long to reach the highest 
tmlldlng in the business portion of the city. 

ACCIDENTS. 

During the year there were but three serious 
accidents to members of the Department as 
follows: 

April 15tta—William Kedpath, driver of En¬ 
gine No. 6, while responding to an alarm from 
Box 47, dropped the lines, accidentally, and in 
attempting to regain them, fell to the ground 
and was run over. He was confined to the 
bouse about four months and unable to again 
resume his position. 

October 6th—Jeremiah Murphy, telegraph re¬ 
pair man, fell into a pit at Smithes pipe foun¬ 
dry. Severely injured about the head. Oouflued 
to the house two weeks. 

October 7th—William Miller, member of Hose 
Company No. 10. The hose carriage collided 
with a coal wagon and was upset. Mr. Wilson 
was run over by the wagon and suffered a com- 
pound fraction of an arm. He was off duty 
three months. 

In closing my report I take occasion to return 
thanks to the Board of Commissioners for their 
support in the discharge of my duties, and for 
the uniform kindness of one and all, to the As¬ 
sistant Chief Engineer for his most efhcient aid 
aud constant zeal In behalf of the interests of 
the Department and city, to the Secretary for 
courtesies extended, and to the firemen for their 
ever ready and prompt performance of duty.

Mr. Aull moved that the provision that the 
erection of the water works shall be in charge 
of a new special eommitteee, as adopted in S. 
C., be stricken out, and the Water Committee 
designated as the body to have charge of the 
completion of the new water works. 

A great deal of discussion ensued on this 
amendment. 

Mr. Fox moved to postpone the action on 
this matter, until next meeting when the report 
of CoL Milnor Roberts on the matter bad been 
printed and circulated. Lost. 

The amendment was then passed. The ordi¬ 
nance as amended was then finally passed. 

The annual report of the City Solicitor in 8. 
C., passed, C. C., concurred. Report of Alle¬ 
gheny Wharf Committee in 8, C., was received 
and filed. C. C., concurred. 

An ordinance for the numbering of houses on the 
South Side, was in S C., February 9th, passed; 
C. C., February 23d, concurred. 

An ordinance authorizing Diamond Savings 
Bank to Increase width of sidewalks on Fifth 
avenue, was in 8. 0., February 9th, passed; C. 
C., February 23dl concurred. 

Chairman NsaLBY stated that he bad appoint¬ 
ed the successor of Mr. John Moore, Mr. W. C. 
Brown on the Water, Street and Police Commit¬ 
tees, the ones on which Mr. Moore had been ap¬ 
pointed before bis death. 

On motion, adjourned.

Council was called to order at ten minutes 
past two o’clock, when the folio wing members 
answered to the call of the roll: 

Messrs. Aull, Bindley, Brown, Carroll, Carle, 
Cunningham, Dufl, Epplng, Flinn, Fox, Fulton, 
Glass, Hogle, Ibmsen, Kerr, Enowland, Kurtz,

H. D. Rolfe, Kush, .Robinson, Scott, Sleberfc, 
Biialtenbrand, Thomas, Turney, West, Weisser, 
Wood, and President Negley. 

Mr. Wbst moved that the reading of the 
minutes be dispensed with. Carried. 

OBJECT OP THE MBBTINO. 

The Clerk then read the call for the meeting, 
which was signed by President Negley, and set 
forth the object of the meeting—which was 
to consider the Appropriation Ordinance. 

Mr. Fox moved to consider the ordinance Mr- 
KaXim, 

Mr. Fxtltoh moved to concur lu the action of 
Select Council. 

Mr. Duff objected to a concurrence, and cal¬ 
led the ordinance up, accordingly under the 
rales as new business. 

The Chair said an objection being made that 
the point urged was correct and that the ordi¬ 
nance came up as new business. To pass it fin¬ 
ally then in one day, there would have to be a 
suspension of the roles. He wanted the matter 
fairly considered, and hoped that there would 
be BO effort made to stop a discussion of the or¬ 
dinance. 

Mr. Fulton moved to suspend the rules to 
consider the ordinance on Its third reading. 

The motion was carried by a vote of 25 yeas 
to 5 nays. 

THE ORDINANCE TAEBN UP. 

Mr. Fox then renewed his motion to consider 
the ordinance seriatim. 

Mr. Fulton renewed his amendment to con¬ 
cur with the action of Select Council. 

Mr. Aull hoped the motion would prevail. 
There were important matters in the ordinance 
which should be considered. He thought Com¬ 
mon Council should carefully consider the ordln- 
ance before passing upon It finally. 

Mr. Fulton said It was an absolute necessity 
to pass the ordinance this week, or else they 
would have no money to pay the city’s expendl- 
tares for 1874, and the city government would 
be locked. If Common Council made one 
amendment, then Select Council would have to 
pass upon that again, and so the whole matter 
would be defeated. He would^nt make such a 
wholesale motion as this but that the ordinance 
had first been fairly considered by the Finance 
Committee and then by the Select Connoll, and 
was long enough before the people for all the 


members of Common Council to consider it. 
He thought as the ordinance had received such 
consideration, and had been, after a long dis¬ 
cussion, passed In one branch of Councils, where 
every point was discussed, that lU© other 
branch would do no discredit to itself by con¬ 
curring. 

PRESIDENT NEGLEY OPPOSES. 

Mr. Negley (Mr. Fulton in the chair) said 
the argument of the gentlemen (Mr. Fulton) 
would carry out the Idea held by select Council 
last year—that Common Council was merely a 
concurring branch. 

The gentlemen then proceeded to reply to the 
argument of Mr. Fulton, and said that if the 
ordinance was well considered by the Finance 
Committee, then the Select Council must not 
have given It the proper consideration, for they 
had made changes which materially affected 
certain departments of the City Government. 
For instance, the Select Council had cut down 
the appropriation for the police $18,600, and 
bad made other changes of equal importance. 
These were sufficient to show the fact that there 
was not an unanimity of sentiment. 

The gentleman then offered the following as 
an amendment to section Ist: 

“That the mlllage be as provided in the sp 
proprlation ordinance, excepting that those dis¬ 
tricts marked by the law of 1868 (city code, 
page 49, section 19), and all other lands in the 
city used for agricultural purposes, shall be 
classed as ^roral,’ which shall pay but two-tblrds 
therfof.” 

ABOUT CONSOLIDATION. 

Mr. Aull seconded the amendment. 

Mr. Neolet continuing, reviewed the consolt- 
I datlon act—which be stated was prepared 
secretly, and was put through the Legislature in 
1867. la that act a vote of the people was 
required. The outside wards—or the East End 
as It Is known now.^voted against the consoli¬ 
dation, but the old city voted in favor of that 
consolidation. The rural districts went to the 
Legislature for a repeal of the act, and the case 
was argued before the Committee. This result¬ 
ed In the act of 1868, In which the two third 
tax compromise was agreed upon, and in that 
shape the bill of 1868 was passed as a contract 
between the two parts of the city—the old city 
and the new wards. 

That compromise was agreed upon fairly, 
after due couslderatlou, and by no rule of equl- 
ty or Justice could the contract be broken. 

The gentleman then proceeded to argue the 
legal points In the case as laid down by the City 
Solicitor, and contended that the new Constitu¬ 
tion did not affect the contract, as had been 
held by the Solicitor, but that the act of 1868 
was as valid, so far as the two-third tax was con¬ 
cerned, as the CODStltutlon itself. He contended 
that the Constitution did make classes for taxa¬ 
tion and in support of that proposition, quoted 
from the Bible, from the Constitution Itself, and 
from Dumerons precedents, to show what was 
meant by tbe term “subject,’* as used in the taxa¬ 
tion clause of the new Constitution. His argument 
was confined chiefly to the legal aspects of the 
case,—as he contended the justice of tbe claim 
^ of tbe rural districts was so patent, it didn’t 
need any argument. 

Mr. Bbibbbt, thought the consolidation hav« 
ing been forced upon tbe outer wards, under a 


solemn contract that It was but tbe part of 
honor and justice to abide by It. And he could 
not see how any man, who considered the mat¬ 
ter as a question of right, could do otherwise 
than vote to give the rural wards the benefit of 
this two-third rate. There seemed to be a mls- 
apprehensloQ among the gentlemen from tbe 
South Side. They seemed to think that, as they 
voted themselves Into the city under the full 
taxation, that no other district should be ex¬ 
empt. They forgot the contract with the East 
End District. He hoped these gentlemen would 
not so mistake the case. They had voluntarily 
voted themselves In under tbe full taxation. The 
rural wards In the East End had, however, made 
an express contract, and under that had come 
into tbe city. And now all they asked was that 
that contract be bouestly carried out. 

“AND THE SOUTH SIDE TOO.” 

Mr. Wood thought there were not many gen¬ 
tlemen on tbe floor of Councils who would argue 
against tbe fairness of the demands made by 
the membeis from tbe rural wards. It was per¬ 
fectly fair if they came in under a contract, that 
contract should be bonored. He thought also 
that tbe exemption should go further, and in¬ 
clude all those wards or parts of wards where 
they did nut get the benefit of police, fire 
alarm, &c. 

Mr. McCord said if Mr. Negley’s amendment 
Included the South Side he would vote fur It. 

The Chair said, under the latter clause, all 
parts of tbe South Side that were used for agri¬ 
cultural purposes would share tbe benefit of the 
amendmeut. 

Mr. Fox said be belonged to a ward that was 
not included in tbe privileges of the two thirds 
vote, and as he looked at the matter he could 
not see tbe fairness In reducing the taiatlou in 
districts where they got all tbe benefits of tbe 
city. He did think, however, It would be well, 
if It was possible, to make a discrimination In 
favor of those wards which did not get the ben¬ 
efit of the police, fire alarm, water, &c. He 
would favor an amendmeut of that kind It it 
could be made. He did not think that there 
should be an exemption in favor of the rnral 
wards alone, but that all unsettled portions of 
the city should be treated alike. 

THE TWO BRANCHES. 

Mr. Fulton said he bad urged the immediate 
passage of the ordinance, because the act of 
Assembly compelled Couuclls to pass It before 
tbe close of February. 

President Negley— “Well, then 1 say that If 
we must pass It, we had better pass It at once, 
and then adjourn. If we are not a deliberative 
body, why then we may as well quit.” 

Mr. Fulton continuing, said Common Coun¬ 
cils teas a deliberative body, but lu the matter 
before them they had not time for delay. They 
must act at ouce, and he contended, under all 
the circumstances, that the ordinance was the 
best that could be adopted, no matter how long 
they deliberated. 

In reference to the argument of a “contract” 
with the East End, the gentleman contended 
that it was an absurdity to say that such a con¬ 
tract could be made to exist forever. When the 
districts were first consolidated there was an 
agreement that there should be a two-third tax 
on the farm lands which were not then settled, 
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and which had but very little benefit of the city. 
It was different, however, now. Some of these 
districts were now as thickly populated as 
Firth avenue, and the property was almost as 
remunerative as the property in the heart of the 
city. He thought it didn’t take much perception 
to see the absurdity of claiming exemptions for 
the property out there that had now the ad¬ 
vantage of the city. The privileges which these 
districts got the benefit of last year cost $S 5,000, 
which was more than all the taxes that these 
districts paid into the City Treasury, 

THB BBNB7IT8. 

Mr. MOBRISON said the gentlemen who argued 
in favor of an equal tax did not forget to harp 
upon the “advantages” derived by the rural 
districts from their consolidation with the city. 
There was the Twenty-second ward, which, in 
extent, was larger than the whole extent of the 
original city before the consolidation. Then 
Fifth avenue ran along one side of this ward, 
and because it was paved and a line of gas 
pipe strung along It, with a few gas lamp^ here 
and there, it was asserted that the whole ward 
was benefltted. He couldn’t exactly see where 
the benefits came in for the whole ward. 

After some further discussion a vote was 
called, the question being on the amendment of 
Mr. Negley. 

A motion was made to lay the amendment on 
the table, but it was withdrawn. 

The vote was then taken by yeas and nays, re¬ 
sulting as follows:

Mr. Neqlbt then struck out the line “and all 
other lands used for agricultural purposes,” and 
offered the first paper as thus corrected as another 
amendment. 

Several members thought it was the same 
amendment In substance. 

The Chair said it struck out all districts but 
the East End, and so w'as a new amendment. 

A vote was then taken resulting as follows;

REFERRING TO “RBVI30R8. 

Mr, Carroll now moved to concur in the 
action of Select Council. 

Mr. Wood offered the following amendment, 

iVorided That the Board of Bevlsors shall 
examine the location and advantages possessed by 
the taxable property, subject to the taxes levied 
In items 1st, 13th and 14th, and whenever In the 
judgment of said Board property does not 
possess the advantages of Water, Police and 
Fire Departments, or a reasonable share there¬ 
of, they shall mark such property rural; and 
upon all property situated wlthlu the limits of 
the city BO marked, the taxes levied under 
section 1, 13 and 14, shall be but two-thirds of 
the rates established in such items. 

After some discussion, Mr. Fulton claiming 
that the amendment was Illegal and Mr. Wood 
that it was Just, a vote was taken, the result 
being as follows:

THB POLICE APPROPRIATION. 

Mr. Duff then moved an amendment to trans- 
fer $18,000 from the Contingent Fund to the Po¬ 
lice, 

Several members thought this matter could 
easily be arranged again,—the transfer made as 
it was needed. 

The Chair decided that this could not be done, 
and read a provision from the new Constitution 
which he thought, prevented all transfers of ap 
propriations. 

Mr. Duff said that the Police Department 
could not be run during 1874 for less than $225, 
000, and it had been cut down to 8207,000. He 
thought the ordinance should not be rushed 
through because they had no time to wait. It 
was not the fault of Common Council that there 
was delay, and they should take time to con¬ 
sider. 

The yeas and nays were then called on the 
gentleman’s amendment which resulted as fol¬ 
lows:

The gentleman then presented a remonstrance 
against the report, which was referred to the 
Board of Viewers. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

Mr. AULL moved to suspend the rules and 
lake up new business. Carried. 

Mr. Aull offered a petition for relocation of 
Main street. Referred. 

Also, remonstrance against opening of Home- 
wood avenue. Referred. 

Mr. Scott, petitions from Geo. Lowry, for 
privilege to erect an iron clad, and from J. W. 
Zabraniser to remove shop, both of which were 
referred. 

WOODEN buildings, 

Mr. Bush, from the Wooden Building Com¬ 
mittee, reported ordinances which were dispos- 
ed of as follow: Ordinance granting Rose well 
& Co., right to erect iron-clad on Mulberry 
alley; passed finally. Ordinance granting A. 
Bretano right to erect iron-clad on Penn ave¬ 
nue; passed finally. Ordinance granting B.

Also, resolution requesting the opinion of the 
City Attorney in relation to whether the Coun¬ 
cils can legally levy a tax separately on any 
number of the wards, less than the whol3 num¬ 
ber for the purpose of paying the separate In^ 
debtedness of such wards. 

Mr. Duff, resolution for grade plan of Hill 
alley, Thirteenth ward. Referred. 

Mr. Aull, an ordinance establishing the grade 
of Sylvan avenue extension, which was taken up 
on its second reading, and, on motion, passed. 

The Chair, a resolution from S. C. authoriz- 
lu a “temporary loan” to pay over-due claims 
on South Side indebtedness. Passed. 

Resolution In reference to printing of a report 
of W. Milnor Roberts on the new Water Works, 
which in S. C- was passed, was amended by 0. 
C. to authorize the contract to be let to the low¬ 
est and best bidder. 

Resoloution relative to changes made In 
plans, &c., for construction of new Water Works; 
which was passed in Select Council, was con¬ 
curred in by 0. C.

Trust Company are indebted to the City ot 
Pittsburgh in certain sums of money which, 
they believe to be amply secured by bond and 
mortgage, and 

Whereas, There are a large number of indU 
vidual depositors In said bank who are in very 
needy clrcamstances. Therefore, 

Resolved, That the city of Pittsburgh waive 
their right to the dividend on the amount now 
collected by the Receiver and allow said amount 
to be divided to the individual depositors as 
soon as it ean be done with the consent of the 
Court. Referred to Finance Committee. 

Mr. McCunb, from the Finance Committee, 
offered a resolution approving of the collateral 
security offered by the Nation Trust Company, 
upon condition that the bank pay the notes now 
due in Philadelphia, amounting to $99,000, and 
return to the city the bonds held as collateral for 
the same. The resolution was read three times 
and passed, finally. 

Mr. Littbll being called upon, said that the 
collaterals had been very carefully examined by 
a sub-committee, who engaged legal assistance, 
and they were considered to be amply sufficient 
to make the city safe. 

Mr. MoCunb also offered a resolution in¬ 
structing the City Treasurer and Controller to 
charge the Nation Trust Company with the 
amount of tbe notes paid by the city, for the 
bank. Passed finally. 

Also resolution relative to payment of city 
assessments on sewers—tbe chief cost being 
that for Diamond alley sewer. 'The amount 
was something over $6,000. Passed finally. 

Also resolution Instructing the City Attorney 
to accept from H. W. Oliver, Jr., one 
half of tbe amount of the bond giv¬ 
en for Wm. Mats tax collector,—Inasmuch as 
Councils bad relieved certain property of the 
other bondsman from liability under tbe bond. 

After some discussion |tbe resolution was 
amended so as to allow the acceptance of the 
money provided It did not release the other 
bondsman, Mr. Graham, and so passed. 

«^Mr. McCuNB also presented the report of the 
Controller. It was received and the Clerk or¬ 
dered to have 500 copies printed In pamphlet 
form.

a LEGAL QUESTION. 

Ordinance for Improvement of Dallas avenue, 
Fifth avenue, Frankstown avenue, Frazier street 
and Kelly street. 

Some discussion ensued upon this matter, tbe 
point in dispute being whether the city could 
make an assessment In accordance with the 
Penn avenue act under tbe new Constitution. 

Mb McCunb objected to the ordinance, on 
the ground that there was a seiious question, 
whether the city could, under the new OonstU 
tutlon, levy assessments under tbe Penn avenue 
act. 

President Gross (Mr. Littbll in the Chair) 
made a lengthy speech In advocacy of the ordi¬ 
nance, and claimed that the policy of tbe mem. 
bers from the old city was to tax tbe property- 
holders and residents in the East End as 
heavily as possible, and then refuse to allow 
them to have any benefits. The East Eod did not 
ask the city to pay for the Improvement of the 
streets, bnt merely to loan its credit npon the 
bonds issned, and take as security first liens on 
property that was quadruple the value of the 
bonds. He thought the spirit manifested In 
reference to granting improvements to the East 
End was narrow, selfish and unfair. 

Mr. MoCandlbss contended it was not a mat¬ 
ter of “Spirit,” but a matter of law. He wanted 
to know who was to pay for these streets In case 
they could not make au assessment under the 
Penn avenue act. 

After some further discussion the City Solicitor 
was called upon and stated that he would advise 
tbe passage of the ordinance in order that the 
matter might come into Court and a legal 
decision be obtained. If tbe ordloanoe was 
passed, he would advise tbe Controller not to 
issue the bonds; then the Commissioners could 
apply for a maodamus and thus the whole 
matter would have to be legally settled. 

Mr. McCandless offered an amendment to 
the ordinance,—providing that the Controller do 
not Issue the bonds under the ordinance until he 
was directed so to do by order from the Court 
Mr. Chalmers raised the point that the 
amendment was out of order, inasmuch as an 
ordinance couldn’t be passed under conditions. 

The Chair said he was in a pecnllar position. 
He did believe tbe ameodmeat was not 
proper, but as it was a matter In which he was 
largely interested, he referred ,the question of 
order to the House. 

The Council by a very decided vote, decLared 
tbe amendment out of order. 
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Mr. I#rrrsLL tben moved the previous ques- 
tlOD, but it was not secouded. 

Tbe questioD then came up In the passage of 
the ordioauce, and concurring in the action of 
Common CounciU 

Mr. McCunb objected. 

Mr. Littull moved to suspend the rules.

The ordinance providing for the payment of 
election officers, was taken up, and the action 
of C. C. in passing the same, was concurred in.

A substitute for the above ordinance, that 
had been presented and postponed until the 
present meeting, and which provides for no 
clerk at all, also came up for consideration. 

The rules were suspended, and Mr. West 
moved that the substitute be adopted. Mr. 
Negley, Mr. Thompson in the chair, said the 
city had no right to pay a clerk for the Mayor. 
It had been alleged, and he believed It to be 
true, that the perquisites of tne Mayor’s office 
amounted to from $20,000 to $25,- 
000 per annum, and for this large 
amount of money what services does the 
Mayor render the city? He does nothing but 
sign bonds and warrants, and is a mere com¬ 
mitting magistrate. In view of his large per¬ 
quisites, it was unjust that the city should be re¬ 
quired to pay for a clerk for him. The ordi¬ 
nance reported from the Police Committee, pro¬ 
viding for Che appointment of a clerk, 
relieved the Mayor from the respon¬ 
sibility of taking care of all stolen 
property, and places it upon the city, 
a part of the duties to be required from the 
assistant clerk being that of taking care of such 
stolen property, &c.

Mr. MoCunb rose to a question of prlrilege

Mr. Burgwin moved to suspend the orders of 
the day to permit the consideration of the re 
malnder of the calendar. He explained that it 
was not probable there would be any opposition 
on these matters, and they ought to he disposed 
of as 80 as to get them off the table.

Mr. Arlbobn contended that the change 
should be made as If it was not done the improve* 
ment on Penn avenue would be ruined, and the 
property owners there woull be compelled to 
have the grade of Penn avenue raised at a great 
cost to themselves. 

President Gross (Mr. Lloyd) In the chair 
contended that the grade of Penn avenue some | 
day would have to be raised; it was too low now, 
and its change was only a matter of a few years 
time. He thought then it was all folly to spoil 
the grade of Liberty avenue, simply to accommo¬ 
date Penn avenue which was already spoiled. 
The gentlemen further argued that if the change 
proposed on Liberty avenue was made, that It 
would entail a great and useless expense on the 
property owners on Liberty avenue; it would also 
render the Tblrty>thlrd street bridge practically 
useless. 

Mr. Smith read a couple of remonstrances, 
one from parties Interested in Liberty avenue and 
another from property owneis on Denny street, 
who objected to any cbaoge. He said aI«o that 
the matter bad been falily considered by the 
Survey Committee and they had endorsed the 
grade as It was now fixed. 

Mr. McCurb said there was a mistake about the 
remonsttances from the property owners. The 
name of Mrs. Denny was not on any of these 
remonstrances and she owned three-fourths of 
the property affected. He also said be had ob¬ 
tained figures from a civil engineer, Mr. Devlin, 
who had made careful estimates, and wbo.se 
figures showed that the proposed change of 
grade to be the fairest compromise between al! 
parties interested. He said it was a mistake to 
say that tbe change would ruin the Thirty-third 
street bridge as a tboronghfare, but (he grade 
now established would make the bridge almost 
inaccessible from the Penn avenue side. Then 
tbe grade as now fixed would destroy property, 
tbe damages for which woulJ a<^gregate bun 
dredsof thousaudsof dollars. Ha thought as a 
matter of Justice that the grade should be 
changed. 

Mr. Bukgwjn said tbe matter had been be 
fore tbe guivey Crminittee, and that they had 
—after hearing all Ibe facts—Indorsed the 
grade AS estal limbed. The gentleman spoke at 
some length on tbe matter, ho'dtng that tbe 
parties most directly Interested opposed a 


bad made the matter a careful study, and was 
satisfied that a change in the grade should he 
made. If tbe present grade was allowed, it 
would Involve a Joss to property owners of three 
or four hundred thousand del ars. The change 
ought to be made to accommodate ail tbe prop¬ 
erty affected.

Mr. McCarthy raised the point of order that 
it would require fifty-four votes to suspend the 
rules, according to the city charter. It required 
three-fourths of all the members. 

Mr. Chalmers called for the reading of the 
lentleman'a authority. 

Mr. MgOabthy referred to the act of 1869. 


Mr. Burgwin read the act of 1872, which re¬ 
pealed the old act, and specified: “Three-fourths 
of the members present and voiing." 

Mr. McCarthy— Well, I dld'nt know of that 
act. 

So the resolutions were amended. 

Mr. AiEBN moved to go into Committee of the 
Whole to consider the resolution. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Lloyd was called to the chair. 

Mr. Jones moved the adoption of the resolu¬ 
tion. 

The chair called for any remarks. 

Mr. McCarthy called for the reading of the 
resolution again, which request was complied 
with by the clerk. 

the fife contract. 

Mr. Aiken said that the whole matter rested 
on a technicality. There had arisen a techni¬ 
cality in reference to the contracts made by the 
late Water Commission and the Controiler, under 
advice of the Cl y Solicitor, asked Councils to 
ratify these contracts so as to make him In every 
event Justifiable in paying the bid] ordered by 
the Water Committee. Some of the contracts 
had been ratified already, and this prospective 
action was merely making them all good alike. 

Mr McCarthy made an extended argument 
against the resolution. The burden of bis ar¬ 
gument was that if the resolution was passed 
Councils would transcend its power—inasmuch 
as it would attempt to ratify and validate one of 
the contracts—the pipe contract—which they 
had no power to validate. The L3gi9lature had 
declared in tbe statute law of the State ttiat no 
contract could be let to any firm where a 
member of Council was either directly or Indt- 
rectly interested therein. This pipe con¬ 
tract he held to come under tbe restrictions 
in that law, and Councils could not validate it. 
He further said that there wote nine hundred 
tons charged in this pipe contract estimate that 
had never been contracted for except “by word 
of mouth, and privately at that." He thought 
Councilmen, if they voted to sustain such a con- 
tract, would be personally responsible. The 
whole matter ought to he left for settlement by 
the Courts where It was now. 

Mr. Jones said he bad the highest authority 
for stating that the change in reference to that 
“900 tons of pipe” was not true. All the pipes 
were made and delivered In accordance with 
the regular contract. The only pipe made with¬ 
out special written contract consisted of fifteen 
or sixteen prices of fifty inch pipe made 
under tbe orders of tbe Mechanical Eoglneer 
for a special purpose^ which amounted only to 
about eighty tons, and cost between $4,000 to 
$5,000, and the contractor lost money on them. 
That was all there was In this charge of “Illegal 
jlpe bills.” 

Mr. Hunter corroborated this statement and 
said that when this matter was before tbe Water 
Committee, tbe engineer had been appealed to, 
and positively denied that any pipe had been 
made or delivered, or payment asked for, out- 
side the proper contracts. The gentleman from 
the Eleventh ward heard that statement made 
in Councils and bad examined tbe records there, 
and he (the speaker) could not see in the face 
of such facts, how such a statement could be 
made. 

Mr. MoCuNE said that this whole matter had 
been so thoroughly canvassed, tbat It was not 
necessary to go over the ground again. 
In all this discussion be bad not beard any 
charge tbat there had been any fraud in getting 
this contract or fraud in its fulfllimeut. The 
contract perhaps, owing to the change in the 
metal market, bad proven unfortunate for the 
city. It was a fairly made contract 
however, and It had been lived up 
to faithfully by tbe firm of Smith & S)n?, 
and the city could do nothing else hut live up to 
its part of the agreement. It was an honest 
debt and should be paid. It was all folly to 
talk of waiting tbe slow process of litigation. No 


business man in tbe city at tbe present time could 
stand tbat, and tbe firm ought not to be kept 
out of their honest dues, just because of dishon¬ 
orable quibblss. The gentleman concluded by 
eflering an amendment to satisfy every possible 
contingency. Tbe amendment provided “that no 
bill] be paid for pipe or material that are not 
included witbln the contracts hereby ratified. ' 
Mr. M'Carthy reiterated bis statement that 
there were nine hundred tons of pipe tbat were 
not contracted for, but for which pay was 
asked In th?«e bills. The gentleman could 
easily satlsfly themselves of this by going into 
the room of ihe Water Committee and looking 
over the reccords there. Tbe pipes were there 
charged up in black and white, and tbe engi¬ 
neer who said the charges were not there for the 
pipes, “lied like a dirty dog. ” The speaker said 
tbe great cry was to save Smith & Son; the cry 
came from creditors who bad no regard for the 
the city's interest, so long as they gathered 
in their own money. He would like to pay the 
bll>, if it was a fair one, but could not vote 
away tbe City's money to pay for work illegally 
done or not done at all. 

Mr, Ltttbll went over the whole ground 
again and argued that tbe contract was fairly 
made and ought to be pald;]ast as every hon¬ 
est business man met his obligations, no matter 
whether they were fortunate or unfortunate for 
him. Tbe city ought to come up to tbe mark In 
this case. 

Tbe question then came up on Mr. McCone's 
amendment, which was passed. 

Tbe resolution as amended was adopted. 

Mr. Aiken then moved that tbe Committee 
rise and report the resolutions with an affirma¬ 
tive recommendation to CgudcIIs. Carried. 
Councils then resumed its regular session. 

Mr. Lloyd, chairman of tbe Committee of the 
Whole, reported tbe resolutions as recommended 
by the Committee.

He doubted whether they Ind even a fair claim 
to the name of Pitt?-burgh. In regard 

to bridges be said that when be took 
bis seat in this Conn oil he was charged 
toll for crossing the bridge that 1 d from the 
S util Sde to PiUsbu-gh, and If upon entering 
toe Council chamber he had been charged a fee 
it would not have been a grosser cu rage than 
the other. A part of the privil ges that were to 
result from annexation was free bildges and 
free highways, but as yet neither had been ac 
corded them. He said if the £ vst £ id men fel: 
as they did on the South Side it would bring 
down such as'orm on the heads of Councils as 
would make the great bell In the tower ring eut 
the death knell of consolidation. Another very 
Important consideration is that of finances. We 
reap no benefit from the water extension, yot we 
are taxed to pay interest on the 
water bonds. You say for us to pay first 
and youM give afterward, but we say 
give first aud pay afterward. We pay tax to a 
private corporatiou for a water supply, and as¬ 
sist our more fortunate neighbors In paying 
theirs also. Mr. Wood concluded by saying 
that be wished to put on record bis protest 
against the present contracted and ruinous m l cy 
of the city. He said that Pitt.sbu’‘gh looked 
with favor upon the blooming damsel, Allegheny 
City, but how could It ever be hoped to win her 


as 1 mg as the ill treatment of the South Side 
was considered 7 He said there were matters 
in his speech that apparently bad notMig to do 
with Councils, but the people of the South Side 
thought it had. 

Mr. Fulton stated that there were many 
things in the speech of Mr. Wood that he could 
not agree to and, deeming it a matter worthy of 
consideration, he moved that the Committee 
rise and report progress to Council. The mo¬ 
tion was carried and Mr. Thomas, who pre¬ 
sided over the Committee, made the necessary 
report. 

Council then proceed with the consideration 
of business as follows:

Death of Col. PliillijDS.

JOINT SESSION 

When the Joint Session had been called to 
order Mr. House rose in place and said It was 
his painful duty to announce the death of his 
colleague from the Second ward, Col. William 
Phillips, who died on Tuesday morning at four 
o’clock, at bis residence on Third avenue, after 
a protracted illness. He did not deem it neces¬ 
sary to say more. 

Oa motion of Mr. Fbtterman a committee of 
seven, consisting of Messrs. Fetterman, Atter- 
bury, LUteil, Johnson, Semple, Cunningham and 
Fulton was appointed to draw up resolutions 
expressive of the sense of Council regarding 
the death of one of Its members. 

The Committee retired and Mr, Duff present¬ 
ed the following which was passed: 

Re&olvedy That a committee of five, ("wo from 
S.^lect and three from Common CouncJ) be ap¬ 
pointed to procure carriages and make all nec¬ 
essary arrangements for Councils to attend the 
funeral of the late Cd. Phillips in a body. 

The Chair appointed M^8«rs. Duff, Thompson, 
Meyran, R. £. Brown and Riff arty as the Com¬ 
mittee. 

TO LIE IN ST^TB 

Mr. Chalmers stated that as the body was to 
lie in state In City Hall from 10 until 12 o’clock 
of to-day. It would be propei to appoint a com¬ 
mittee of ten to take charge of the remains, 
have them quietly removed from the bouse to 
the Ha l and returned again. He made a motion 
to thatVffect which was carried, and the Presi¬ 
dent appointed as the committee, Messrs. Chal¬ 
mers, Scu ly, Milligan, W. C. Brown, H. D. 
Rolfe, Lloyd, Herron, R H. Negley, Knowland, 
West and Dr. McCandliSS. 

Mr. Jones said the family was desirous that 
no osteutation or parade should be made, and 
suggested that a squad of police be detailed to 
guard the corpse aud keep persons from crowd¬ 
ing as well as to preserve order. 

Mr. Duff replied that all the police the Com- 
m! tee of Arrangements wanted would be cheer¬ 
fully furnished.

THE RESOLUTIONS 

At this Juncture the Committee on Resolutions 
returned to the chamber and the chairman, Mr. 
Fettermau, read the fo lowing: 

Whereas It has (based Almighty God to re¬ 
move from the field of earthly labor Colond 
Piilll’ps, one of Pittsburgh’s best and most use¬ 
ful cIMz3bs, and for many years, and until the 
moment of his demise, a member of this body, 
con.opicuously distinguished for all the qualities 
chat oeget strong and lasting p'-lvate friend- 
HhIpH, as well as enduring publ.c confidence, re¬ 
spect and gratitude; and, 

Whbkbab W ill t bowing to the will of the 
Almighty, it is but proper that so admirable an 
example of personal amiability, combined with 
the highest type of servtceaUd citizenship, 
should depend for tribute not merely on lips 
durab-strlck^D with sorrow, butfiad permanent 
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testimony on the minutes of these Councils; 
therefore, he It 

Jtisolvedy That In the death of WIlMam 
Phillips these Ccuncils lose one of the most 
valued members, whose official labors for the 
Welfare of Pitttsburgii covered a period of twen¬ 
ty years, and were during that time earnest and 
unremitting, often self-sacrificing, and attended 
with the best results. 

Re^olvedj That to the personal ability and un 
ceasing exertions of the deceased was due the 
successful extrication of the city from some of 
the most critical financial difficulties that ever 
beset It; and that his experience and honest 
purpose were to the last a beneficent Investment 
In controlling its affairs. 

That we unite with the community, 
and particu^a'ly with all leading industrial in¬ 
terests, in deploring the death of one of whom 
It may be said with literal truth that his place 
cannot be filled. 

Resolved, That in token of the sincere sorrow 
of these Oouv^cllp, the Council Chambers and 
Municipal cffises be draped in morning for thir¬ 
ty days, and that the Councils attend the funeral 
in a body. 

Resolved, That all the Municipal offices be 
closed on Thursday, April 16 1874, the day ap 
pointed for the funeral of the deceased. 

Resolved, That as a small and inadequate but 
most heartfel tribute to the memory of Wil¬ 
liam Phillips, these resolutions be entered upon 
the minutes of the days proceedings, and furth 
er, that copies thereof du’y engrossed be fur¬ 
nished alt the j mrnals of Pittsburgh for publi¬ 
cation, likewise to the family of the deceased, 
and one copy framed and hung In the Select 
Council Chamber. 

Fending the adoption of the resolutions, re¬ 
marks were made as follow?: 

SPEECH or MR. PUT,TON. 

Mr. JPresident: I had no Intention of saying 
anything, and 1 do not know as I can say any¬ 
thing befitting this occasion. Yet, I feel that 
we Should, as members of these Councils, give 
vent to our feelings In some manner to show 
the appreeiatlou in which we held the deceased 
in bis life-time. We have met together here as 
members of the Councils of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh to commemorate and to mourn over a 
life which has just been closed, and a 
life, too, which, perhaps, has never bad 
a parallel In the annals of the city of 
Pittsburgh. The deceased, Colonel William 
Phillips, has been, for many years, identified 
with these Councils, with the city goverament, 
with Che business interests of the city In all their 
ramifications In almost all their departments, 
and bis conduct in every sphere in which he 
moved was that of an uptight, honest, worthy 
and exempUry citizen. Words cannot express 
the honor which is done to him as a man of 
business, and when we o ime to review his char- 
acmr as a member of the city municipal goe- 
ernmeut, It stands honored as high and honored 
as unparalleled as a private citizen. 

He commenced in private life, like many of u« 
in the lower walks of life, at the foot of the 
Udder, and by his indomitable energy and 
power, and indiutry and integrity, he won his 
way to the highest circles. Ho stood among the 
noblest and greatest and most honest business 
men, not orly of Pittsburgh, but of the State of 
Pennsylvania. This all comes from the Intrinsic 
merit of the man himself. It was no acci¬ 
dent that raised William Phillips from the 
poor boy to the man of wealth, and 
power and ii flusnce. I'; was his own power, 
and his own integrity, and his own energy. 
Thus he was an example to every ciMzsn of 
Pittsburgh. His life should be remembfred not 
only by every cltiz<^n and member of Councils, 
but bis example should be held out by us, as co- 
temporaries in these Councils, and commended 
as an example to be followed by young men and 
boys; and his character as a member of C un- 
cils, and his conduct during his whole life, I am 
free to say, are equally laudable. 


Ua has been identified, as I said before, with 
tb se Councils for about twenty years. His 
abilities when he came iu^o these Councils, as I 
am informed, gave him at once a leading posi- 
siOD. His sterling honesty and his judgment 
gave him irfliieoce and power, and made him a 
leading man in Councils, and made him one i hat 
was looked up to, and one whose opinions were 
asked for on all ?ubj;?cts, and whose aid was 
stujht when the city was in perl!, when 
her finances were * low "and invcl/ed 

in difficulties. Years ago, every member 

of the then Councils of the city of 
Pitssburgh, and every citizen who bad her wel¬ 
fare at heart, looked to him. We owe, perhaps, 
to the deceased, Col. Wm. Foillips, more than 
to any other man who ever lived in the commu¬ 
nity. His hand was always open; his ample 
means, his energy, and bis judgment, and all 
the poweis he possessed were devoted at all 
times to the interests of the city of Pittsburgh 
and the welfare of his fellow citizens. It might 
be said that as a municipality, he was wedded to 
the city of Pittsburgh, becaused she never look¬ 
ed to him in vain. His purse was always at 
her command, and his advice and bis 
good , offices al vays at her service. 
Ha has at various tinies, in yearg that have 
passed, and witbio the past few months, been 
severely and perhaps uf justly refl cted upon by 
some. But I believe that events that have Al¬ 
lowed have jusUflid him In every public act that 
he has ever done in the City of Fittsburgb. The 
lapse of time and the current of events have 
demonstrated that in bis public life he was al¬ 
ways right. That is my opinion, and 1 think 
it is the opinion of the public to-day. Not only 
in times that are passed, in the financial and 
municipal troubles of the City of Pittsburgh, 
but in our late difficulties the record of Wil¬ 
liam Phillips stands before the public to-day, 
justified and commended by all. 

‘TRUE TO HIS TRUST.*' 

Mr. Laufman said he could not let this op¬ 
portunity pass of saying such words as his 
heart prompted him to say. He had long been 
acquainted with the deceased, and was proud to 
say that be was always a friend. He did not in¬ 
tend to passaeul>gy upon the deceased. His 
past record was the best tribute that could be 
given to bis memory. He felt like saying that in 
past troubles, when Col. Phillips was assailed 
and his motives impugned, that he was true to 
bis trusr, and he knew that be took the side of 
the innocent, and defended tbem against the 
assaults made by an excited public. Tlmewotll 
establish this fact, and he felt like saving that 
in the darkest hour the speaker felt the strong 
power of his aid and influence. 

A TESTIMONY TO WORTH 

Dr. MoCanouess said he did not propose to 
make any fcxr*»Dtled remarks, but when ho 
looked at that vacant chair he could not help 
but bear testimony to the worth of the deceased 
I* is often said that when a great man dies bis 
ulacB can he filled, tut that chair can never be 
filled. The dfcjased possessed a heart over 
flowing with love for his fellow man. The 
speaker hrd been associated with Col. Fh’ll^ps 
for eighteen years, aud In all that time be could 
bear testimony that the d< ceased always labored 
for the best interests of the city. The highest 
tribute he could bestow was that Col. Phillips 
was a man. 

NO OPPRESSION OF THE POOR. 

Mr. IiTTELL said tta" he had called upon de¬ 
ceased when on his sick bed, and in conversa 
tlon with him on the Watei Kmts question he 
had said. “Make no changes which will oppress 
the poor." That was the character of the man. 
He was watchful of the interests of the lowly as 
well as the rich, and he f( 1: that be could not 
say a word of eulogy. The people to day in the 
whole city are willing and able to bear testl* 
raony to bis worth as a citizen and public bene¬ 
factor. 


A YOUNG MAN’S TRIBUTE. 

Mr. Fox said that although but little ac- 
q'lainted personaliy with the deceased he knew 
him well through the medium of the public 
prints, and such had been bis admiration of the 
man and of bis upward career that he felt like 
adding bis few words to those who had spoken 
before, because Colonel Phillips bad always 
evinced an earnest desire to see the,prosperlty 
of youth, and in his demise the young men ol 
the city too mourned the loss of one who was 
their devoted friend. 

TEARS AGO. 

Mr. John Adams said he knew the deceased 
almost as long back as he could remember. He 
knew bim as a Journeyman, as an employer and 
as an extensive manufaC’Urer. In al the varied • 
walks of life be had found him a true man. He 
spoke of the valuable services rendered by the 
deceased, and closed by a fitting allusion to his 
social character. 

A DIRE CALAMITY. 

Dr. Duff said that his acquaintance with the 
deceased began when be was advocating the 
organization of a paid fire department. Col. 
Phil Ips was then contending for the payment 
of the Volunteer Firemen; because, he said, 
thsy were ruining the morals of the young men 
of the city. From this it would be seen that 
the gentleman not only looked after Hie 
bodily wants of the poor, but he also had an 
eye single to their moral coudltion. Iq April, 
1845, Pittsburgh suffered from a dire calamity 
from which It was thought she never could re¬ 
cover. But she had recovered. Could she ever 
forget the calamity of April, 1874? In 1845 we 
lost our houses and bulldings, merchandise, &c., 
but in 1874 we have lost integrity, honor and 
ability. We may build houses in a day or week, 
but we cannot erect such a man as Col. Phill ps 
in a short time. During the late financial 
trouble, he had labored earnestly to uphold the 
credit of the city and to save upwards of one 
hundred business men from bankruptcy. He 
thought that they could not do too much by way 
of eulogfz'Dg such a man. 

There being no disposition on the part of the 
members to say more, the resolutions were 
unanimously ad ^pted by a standing vote. 

The following was offered by Mr. Fatterman: 

Resolved, That the family of Col. William 
Phillips be requested to permit his remains to 
Oft laid in state in Municipal Hall, on Thursday, 
April 16 h, 1874, between the hours of 10 o'clock 
A M and 12.o’clock m 

The resolution was passed, and Councils ad- 
j turned to meet agaiu this afternoon at one 
o’clock.

This branch was called to order at fifteen min- 
ntes past two o’clock, when. In the absence of 
President Gross, on motion of Mr. R. B. Brown, 
Mr. G. B. Chalmers was called to the chair.

The minutes of the preceding regular and two 
special meetings were read and approved. 

A PERSONAL EXPLANATION. 

Mr. McCaktht rose to a personal explana¬ 
tion regarding what he said at the last meet< 
ing of Councils. He first referred to the dis¬ 
cussion on the pipe contracts, which oc¬ 
curred then and apologized for unparlia¬ 
mentary language used by him on that occasion. 
He then called attention to a statement which 
had appeared In the city press, and was signed 
by Mr. W. H. Kennedy, Civil Engineer of the 
new Water Works. The statement of Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy set forth that the authority which he (Ken¬ 
nedy) had for changing the sizes of the pipes 
was found In page 3 of the contract, in the 
clause, **Tbese quantities are considered approx¬ 
imate, and the Board therefore expressly re¬ 
serves the right of increasing or dimin- 
isblDg the same as In their opinion 
may be necessary, not exceeding twenty per 
cent.’’ The speaker said he had since looked 
over the contract and could neither find page 3 
nor the words which were quoted. They were 
not in the contract at all, but did appear in the 
advertisement for proposals, which was no part 
of the contract iu any sense. There was a 
clause in the contract, however, which held the 
Engineer to a position Just the opposite. That 
clause was found on page 24 of the official con¬ 
tract which contained the words “It Is hereby 
understood that with the exception of such In¬ 
structions and corrections as the Engineer, un¬ 
der the provisions of this is entitled to make the 
terms and conditions of this contract, or any one 
of them cannot be dispensed with, or rendered 
in any sense null and void without the written 
consent of the said party of the first part, at¬ 
tached to or Indorsed on this agreement, speci¬ 
fying what modifications may have been agreed 
Upon.” 

The speaker argued that this was the authori¬ 
ty under which the Engineer should have acted, 
and hence the statement made by him (Mr. 


McCarthy) at the last meeting was strictly cor¬ 
rect—that there were hundreds of tons of pipe 
of differeot sizes than were specified in the 
contract. 

Mr. Jones, by permission, was allowed to say 
a word, and asked Councils to fori ear forming 
any opinion on the matter until the other 
side had a chance to reply to the geutleman’s 
set speech. The rtply would be forthcoming in 
due time, and would have been ready to-day, if 
they bad kuowu the gentleman was going to 
make an extended speech. 

Mr. McCaktht said he had told the gentle- 
man from the Eighteenth ward the day after the 
last meeting of Councils, of these facts, and he 
could have been prepared to answer them if he 
had desired. 

The Chair said discussion was out of order, 
and business must proceed acccording to the 
rules. 

VACiNCIES IN the fire COMMISSION. 

The Chair read a communication from the 
Board of Fire Commission notifying Councils of 
the expiration of the terms of Messrs. Wilson, 
McEtroy and Torley. 

Mr. Aiken moved that Councils go into joint 
session to elect gentlemen to fill the vacaucles in 
the Board. Carried. 

BESIONATION. 

Mr. Haines offered the resignation of Mr. G. 
A. Brown of the Thirtieth ward, who had re¬ 
moved from the city. The resiguatiou was ac¬ 
cepted and on motion of Mr. Llttell the Mayor 
was directed to Issue a proclamation for an elec¬ 
tion to fill the vacancy. 

Resolutions were also passed directing the 
Mayor to issue proclamations to fill vacancies In 
the Second, Seventh, and Sixteenth wards. 

Select Council then went into Joint session. 

Select Council after the conclusiou of the 
Joint session resumed regular business. 

Mr. Aiken moved that Common Council be 
requested to take a recess for half au hour to 
await business from Select Council.

Mr- Jones moved to suspend the rules so as 
to take up the calendar of unfinished business.

FINANCIAL 

Mr. Aiken from the Finance Committee, by 
permission out of order, reported the election of 
Mr. John R. McCune as chairman, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Col Phillips. 
Report received and filed. 

The Committee reported a resolution au 
thorizing the Controller to issue certificates to 
Wm. Ward for $1,716, and W. W. Young for 
$1,923.75 for rent of buildings for armory, and 
charge to Contingent Fund. 

The resolution was passed finally.

Resolved, by the Select and Obmmon OounciU 
0 / the city of Pittsburgh, That it is hereby agreed 
ou behalf of said city, one of the creditors of 
the Nation Trust Company, that John H. Bai¬ 
ley, E»q., Receiver of said Company, shall first 
pay in full the depositors of said Trust Com¬ 
pany, other than the county of Allegheny, aud 
Che * depositors who are stockholders, out of 
moneys coming Into his possession as said 
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Receiver, and that James Yeecb, Esq., Trustee 
in certain bonds and mortgages executed to 
him for the benefit of the creditors of 
said Trust Company, shall first pay in full 
the said depositors out of the lustalments of 
said bonds and mortgages falling due December 
15, 1874, provided that this agreement snail 
only apply to those depositors who have signed or 
may sign the agreement of extension entered 
into between said Trust Co. and the city of 
Pittsburgh and other creditors of the company:

THB NEW WATER WORKS.

New Water Works, ( 
PITTSBURGH, June 27, 1874 { 

7b the Honorable Select and Common Councils 

0 / the City o/ Pittsburyh: 

The undersigned citizen wishes to submit to 
your honorable body the following statement of 
! facts for your consideration, to wit: 

I J. L, Lowry, in bis annual report ou the 
water works engine foundations, for January 1st, 
1874, says be has about 1,800 perches of ma¬ 
sonry laid In the foundations. 

Now, that there was that amount of stone de¬ 
livered at the works at that time, may be true, 
as there had been some 300 perches delivered 
by Douglas, and 168 car loads delivered from 
Shade's quarry; also 81 car loads from Coil’s 
quarry; but that 1,800 perches was laid, is not 
so clear by auy means. In fact such was not the 
case. 

He also says In the same report that upwards 
of 4,600 perches have been quarried and cut at 
the quarries. An assertion that Is, to a very 
great degree, without foundatlou lu fact, as 
there were but very few stone cut at the quar¬ 
ries, except what was at that time, and are still 
at White Rock, about 1,650 perches in all, 1,250 
of them gotten out by Douglas. 

As proof of this, I will refer you to the fact 
that only 267 car loads of dimension stone has 
been delivered since the first of January up to 
June Ist, 1874 Which, after deducting the 
1,650 perches at White Rock, from the 4,600 
perches claimed to be cut at the quarries, leaves 
3,160 ready for delivery. Which, divided by 
the 267 car loads, all that has been since deliv¬ 
ered, would show nearly twelve perches to the 
car load, thus making about twenty-four tons to 
the load, whilst the standard load of the rail¬ 
roads is ten tons. 

Again, if there was that amount of stone there, 
to wit: January Slst, 1874, what has become of 
all the stone quarried and cut lu the first five 
months, cone of which were at Coil’s quarry 
June lat, (the only place at which there Is being 
any quarrying done for that work), Mr, Low. 
ry’s assertion that the rubble and block stone at 
said quarry Is estimated at one thousand perches 
to the contrary notwithstanding; there was ab¬ 
solutely no dimension stone at the quarries, 
with the exception of White Rock stone, at that 
time. Hence If there was 3,150 perches at that 
time, (January 1st, 1874,) ready for delivery, 
and they exhausted all the capacity of the 267 
car loads since shipped, (and certainly the ave¬ 
rage of 12 perches to the car load is very liberal 
on the part of the railroad,) It follows as a mat- 
ter of fact that all the work done at the quarry 
for the past five months, at an expense of twenty, 
four thousand dollars, has resulted In nothing 
but the delivery of 204 car loads (all that has 
been delivered sluee the time) of rubble stone, 
at say the same tonnage, 12 perches per car, that 


It took to deliver 3,150 perches of dimension 
stone: and we have for all this expenditure of 
824,000 2,448 perches of rubble stone, costing at 
the rate of $9.80 per perch quarried and loaded, 
whereas equally good stone can be delivered at 
the foundation on the cars, for $1.75 per perch. 

There seems therefore no escape from the con - 
elusion that the statement made (u the annua! 
report, that upwards of 4,600 perches was cut 
and quarried at the quarries was untrue, or that 
the whole of the subsequent time (five months) 
at a cost of $24,000, was spent for almost 
nothing of value to the city. 

Choose ye, therefore, which horn ye will of 
this dilemma. 

APPROXTMATB CALCULATION. 

Owing to the want of statements of the work 
done or stone delivered; and want of reliability 
or such statements as have been made, It Is 
simply impossible to arrive at anything like an 
accurate estimate of the work actually done, or 
the stone delivered, only as you can approximate 
It by the car loads of stone already delivered, 
which, ou examination of the Allegheny Valley 
Railroad records, proves to be about 460 loads 
of dimension and 301 loads of rubble stone— 
total, 761 loads. And we will, In order to do no 
iiiju-tlce to auy one, suppose that the railroad 
did allow them to load ten perches to the 
car, which would make nearly two 
standard loads, and there would now 
be delivered on the work 7,610 perches, 
to which add 200 perches delivered by Doug¬ 
lass, and we have in all 7,910 perches of stone 
actually delivered—all of which are supposed to 
have been laid at the time the report for May 
was made, except 1,200 perches of cut, 
and 200 perches of rnbble, which he claimed in 
that report was still on the ground and not laid, 
and we have as the amount actually laid 6,410 
perches, which Is supposed to be considerably 
less < ban one half of the masonry In the work, 
at a cost of one hundred and swenty^/our tAo?t- 
sand dollars —the amount expended since the 
work was taken from Dmglas—or an average 
per perch of twenty-seven dollars and fifteen 
cents FOR ALL KINDS. 

WHAT 18 TBT TO BB DONB. 

It is supposed that there will be in the entire 
work 14,000 perches of masonry of all kinds, 
which would leave yet to be done, 7,690 perches. 

But as the preparations for the work are 
mostly made, and as there was 1,500 perches of 
stone delivered, and 1,550 quarried and cat ar 
Whlt« Rock, it Is probable that the remaining 
7,590 perches under the same management, can 
be done at considerably less expense, say $20 
per perch of all kinds, equal to $151,800, mak- 
ing the entire cost of the foundations without 
any building on them, Including what was paid 
DouglAss, ($28,000) equal $348,800. 

And as to the time It will take to complete the 
work, at the rate of progress made since the 
first of April—there have been shipped from 
that time to June 1st, 275 car loads, or 138 car 
loads per month. At the same rate as above, 
(10 perches to car), making 1,380 perches per 
month, thus requiring five and one half mouths 
to furnish the stone. But as Che railroad has, 
to my certain knowledge, determined not to be 
so libtral in the size of loads, it may even take 
longer than that time and cost more money than 
I have siated-

ferent management—1 present the following 
facts for consideration:

It is stated in the report of expenditures for 
dolls quarry for May, that there are now em- 
ployen as laborers 100 men, 82 qnarrymen and 3 
mechanics, in alt 185 men, at a cost of $8^188 - 
25; result of said month*s work being 192 car 
loads of stone, in nearly equal quantities of df> 
mensioD and rubble; whereas, the undersigned 
worked at his quarry near the same place, 30 
stone quarrynien and twenty laborers, and quar* 
rled and shipped 169 car loads of stone, all ex 
oept ten or twelve being dimension stone, at a 
cost of about 82,500. 

Add further, said report states that the en¬ 
tire force at foundations and quarry for that 
month was 416 men, at a cost of $21,846.70; 
whereas, in the s^ame month on the pay rolls of 
the two reservoirs, Highland avenue and Bril¬ 
liant Hill, 470 men, 150 horses, and^i: the quar¬ 
ry 50 men, in all 520 men, 150 horses, for which 
an estimate of leiis than thirteen thousand one 
hundred dollars, was paid. 

THE BSASONS GIVEN. 

I feel Impelled to lay before your honorable 
body the foregoing facts for tho following rea 
SODS, to wit: 

Mrst. I deem It the duly of every good citi¬ 
zen, w'hen cognizant of the fact, that the public 
monies are being squandered and wasted, either 
through corruption or incapacity, to make that 
fact known to the proper authorities. 

Second, I am now engaged lu the construction 
of a very important and expensive work for the 
city and am doing the work In a substantial 
mauoer, la good faith and at low prices. T am 
therefore In hopes that the city will be able to 
pay for li. as it progresses, and at its final com¬ 
pletion. But fear if (his exhausting waste of 
the public monies coutinu It will not be able to 
do so. 

Tfiird Quite a number of propositions have 
receoMy emanaied from honorable gentlemen 
in OouDcils, and some out of it, to abandon 
certain portions of my work, with a view to save 
money for the dear people, ignoring at the same 
time the important fact, that from ten to fifteen 
thousand dollars was being worse than wasted 
every month on the foundation. 

RESIEDT BUGGE8TBD. 

How allow me respectfully to sirggest to your 
honorable body, a plan of operations by which 
this exhausting waste can be stopped. And 
more money saved thereby than will pay the 
entire cost of completing the work proposed to 
be abandoned, and at the same time save from 
humiliation and shame, every citizen of our 
noble city, when be lovltes bis friends from 
other cities, to see our great water works, com¬ 
pleted and beautified, lostead of a part of It 
being left a *‘frog pond,’* a breeder of disease 
and perhaps pestilence. 

The plan 1 propose i.s to simply stop this 
shameless squandering of public monies, by 
putting the work under contract to a competent 
contractor; not only the foundations, but the 
connections with the reservoirs, also; and put¬ 
ting the work In charge of a competent civil en¬ 
gineer that understands his business. 

By which at least one hundred and fifty to 
two hundred thousand dollars may yet be sav¬ 
ed, that under present management will be 
lost.

Resolved, That a Commission of five be ap¬ 
pointed by this Council, three of whom shall be 
citizens of the city district, north of the river, 
and two citizens from the south of the river, 
non© of whom shall he City, County or State of* 
fleers. It shall be the duty of said Commission 
to ascertain if any part of taxes for 1874 embra¬ 
ces any part of rh; city indebtedness which may 
have lieen incurred prior to January 1st, 1873, 
and report the result of said investigation to 
this Council at the e arliest day possible. 

Some doubts wore expressed as to the power 
of the chair to appoint a committee inside of 
Councils.

Treasurer, by and with the advice and assist- 
ance of the Finance Commitlee, be and they are 
hereby Instructed: 

First. To prepare a statement of the Indebt¬ 
edness of the city, by calculating all funded and 
floating debt. 

Second. To deduct therefrom ail moneys in 
the treasury, all ou standing solvent debts, and 
all revenues applicable within one year to t|ie 
payment of the debt. 

Third. To obtain the opinion of the City At- 
torney as to whether the grading and paving as¬ 
sessments, under the Peon Avenue Act, are not 
“outstanding solvent debts,” and as such sub- 
ject to deduction from the gross Indebtedness.

Some discussion ensued upon the matter, when 
the amendment was voted dowu.

Mr Shipton by permission presented the report 
of the Gas Committee with resolution, ordering 
lamps in certain parts of the city.

NEW ORDINANCES. 

Mr. Brown, from the Survey Committee, 
called up ordinance 336, establishing grade of 
Thirty, third street, between Penn avenue and 
La^urpl avenue. 

Ordinance No. 335—upon which 336 hinged— 
was first taken up. It provided for a change In 
the grade of Liberty avenue. Ordinance lost, 
upon a call of the yeas and nays, the constitu¬ 
tional majority not voting in Its favor—there 
being but 31 ayes and 2 nays. 

Mr. Braun asked for a call of the house to as 
certain if there was a quorum present. 49 mem- 
ber.s answered to the call. 

Another vote was then taken on ordinance 
No. 335. The vote stood 35 ayes, 14 nays so 
the ordinance was not passsed. 

Mr. Bukgwtn said that he he had dvoted no, 
and now, to give the friends of the ordinance 
full opportunity, he moved to recoQ.sid 0 r the 
vote and lay the ordinanee over to next meeting. 
Carried. 

Ordinance No. 336 was similarly disposed of. 

Ordinance No. 289, establl.sblng grade of Lin¬ 
coln avenue, was laid over, on motion of Mr. 
Mitchell, until next meeting. 

Ordinance No. 334. providing tho manner of 
“.staking off” for street improvement, and any 
proposed changes iu grade. 

Mr. Burgwin metved to amend, so as to re¬ 
quire the “Staking off” only when a committee 
reported lu favor of the change. Tho amend¬ 
ment was adopted, and the ordinance went over 
accordingly under the rules. 

Ordinance No. 350, repealing an ordinance 
establishing width of roadway for Forbes street, 
from Brady street to Shady Lane- The ordin¬ 
ance was passed by the constitutional majority. 

Mr. Clarke, oI the Thirty fifth ward, rising 
to a question of privilege, said he had voted 
with the majority in the matter of the ordinance 
in relation to Sarah street at last meeting. He 
now moved a reconsideration of that vote, and 
that the ordinance lay over uutfl next meeting. 
Pa.ssed. 

Mr. Dannells called up the resolution author¬ 
izing tho payment of $142.50 to M. F. Kimball 
for building steps on Park and Oak alley. 

An amendment was made that the money be 
paid out of the Street Appropriation. Carried. 

The resolution as amended was then pa.ssed 
by a call of the yeas and nays the constitutional 
majority voting in favor, 

Mr- Musgrave called up ordinance No 409, 
for a twenty Inch pipe sewer on Wilson aim 
Elm streets. There wflre 37 votes in Its favor. 

The Chair (Mr. Chalmers), held that as there 
were two vacancies in Council, this number was 
a constitutional majority of the members elected, 
and the ordinance was accordingly passed. 

Mr. O'Neil called up No. 485, establishing 
the grade of Locust street, between Slurgiss aud 
Magee streets. Lost, there being only 36 affirm¬ 
ative votes. 

Mr. BURGwiN called up ordinance No. 395, au¬ 
thorizing the opening of Twenty-third street, 
South side, and No. 402, tor gradlog, paving 
and curbing of Twenty-first street. He moved 
to refer both back to the Street Committee. 
Carried. 

Adjourned.

FIRE COMMISSION. 

Mr. House by pei mission presented a conc- 
municatloD from tbe Fire Commis*»iOD, stating 
that the resignations of Messrs. B, W. Mackey 
and Wm. Walton, as members of the Commis¬ 
sion, bad been tendered and accepted, leaving 
two vacancies. Mr. Mackey’s term expired May 
1876 and Mr. Walton’s May 1875. 

The communication was acc-pted and filed, 
and a motion carried to meet O. C., in joint ses¬ 
sion to elect members to fill tbe vacancies. 

THE TEMPORARY LOAN. 

Mr. MoCunb from the Finance Committee 
reported back from tbe committee an ordinance 
authorizing the negotiation of bonds to tbe 
amount of $250,000 for the payment of Interest 
on bonds issued for street improvements under 
the Penn Avenue act. The committee reported 
tbe ot'*lDaDce with a favorable recommendation. 

The ordinance was read and the rules sus> 
pended to consider it. 

Pending its consideration. Councils went Into 
joint session to elect members of tbe Fire Com 
mission. 

Upon reassembling tbe ordinance was taken 
up. 

Mr. Rafferty deprecated any further Issue j 
of bonds, as the city’s bonded Indebtedness now 
was as much as the taxpayers could bear, and 
there would be a revolution some day. Tbe 
property now was overtaxed, and he didn’t be- ' 
Ueve ia adding any more to tbe burden. 

Mr. MoCunb explained that there were but 
two ways open. The city roust either raise the 
money to pay the Interest on Street Bonds in 
October, or default In the payment of the inter 
ests and thus irreparably damage the credit of : 
the city. 


Ti e cl‘y would not Io.s8 this money, for as 
■^oon as the streets that are uoder improvraenls 
had bjen ctmp'eied tbe a^st^smtnt cculd be 
I made, and iheu the money would come in to pay 
! he 83 000,000 of bonds that h^d been issued to 
make these tmpiov men s. At the time tbe 
Pi^QD aveuue act was pressed, it was foreseen 
ihatthe asstssmtnts might not be due at tbe 
time the interest was to be paid, and according¬ 
ly a provisloD was made allcwing tbe city to 
make a temporary loan to pay this Interest. 
This was precisely the situatlou now. The city 
wanted money to pay the interest, and wUeii tbe 
! assessroenis on the streets were made and paid, 
I this interest would be added la, and tbe city 
I would not lose a cent. 

I Mr. Rafferty still claimed that the people 
I could not stand any more taxation and predicted 
a re voir. 

Mr. Me ANDIE89 deprecated any increase in 
the bonded indebtedness, but the credit of tbe 
city must be maintained. This was the plan 
adopted, and in tbe end the city would not 
lose aDyrhlog. 

Mr. Chtslett made a similar -statement.

Mr. LittelL said the Finance Committee bad 
t8>d every effort to have tbe bill reduced, and 
at last bad referred it to arbitrators whose 
award was as reported. Tbe Commttreo had 
agreed to s^and by this arbitration, and though 
they thought the bill a large one yet they could 
do Qothiiig else than pay it. 

Mr. McCandlbss thought it was an exorbi¬ 
tant bl 1 and one that no jury wou’d ever allow.

Mr. Bukowin from the Committee on Or¬ 
dinances, reported back an ordinance relative 
to b Qckadlag streets, with fruit, and peanut 
stands.

Skction 1, Re it ordainefl and enacted by the 
city of Pittsburgh, in Select and Counnon Councils 
assembled, and it is herel)y ordained and enacted by 
the authority of the same, That the City Code, title 
“■Engineer,” Section Eleven, shall be amended as 
follows: That the City Pbigineersliall have power to 
appoint, subject to tlie approval of the Street Com¬ 
mittee, all assistants and employes necessary to a 
proper discharge of tlie duties of Ills oiflce, at such 
salaries as may be fixed by Councils, said assistants 
and employes not to exceed in number one Principal 
Engineer,tliree Assistant Engineers,tw’o Draughts¬ 
men, tliree transit men, tliree rod men, four Sewer 
Inspector,s, one Clerk, one Messenger, atui one 
otticehoy; Provided, liowever, tliat this ordinance 
sbalJ not rejieal or in any manner affect the powers 
granted to the Survey Committee by section third of 
the ordinance relating to Streets, Clly Code page 
38f>. Said assistants and enqiloyes sliall 1>e subject 
to removal by said City Engineer for neglecting to 
perform any of tlie duties of their jiosltions or for 
refusal to comply with bis instructions. 

Section 3. That any ordinance or ]>art of ordi¬ 
nance conrtlcting with the passage of this ordinance 
be and the same is lierehy repealed so faras tlie same 
affects this ordinance.

Whereas, Bonds have been issued by the cljy of 
Plttsiiurgii for the Improvement t)f Eiftli avenue 
and other str(‘ets and avenues in Uie City of IMtts- 
l)urgh, and interest Iiasaccrued upon said bonds and 
other interest will accrue before tlie assessnieuts of 
the cost of sucli imi)rovenieuts siiall have been made 
and tlie money tliereon sliall liave lieen received for 
tlie payment thereof, and liy an Art of Assembly 
entitled “An Act to jirovide" for tlie Improvement 
of Penn avenue and other streets and avenues in the 
City of Pittsburgh,” approved April 2, A. I>. 
1870, it is ]>rovided “That if interest shallliecome 
duo on bonds issued under and by virtue of said act, 
when there is no fund from which to pay the same, 
the t’ounclls of the City of Pittshnrgli shall ho au¬ 
thorized to make a temjmrary loan for tlie purpose 
of paying tlie same.

Mr. Hkkron before proceeding with bu.s- 
Iness in regular onler made the point of or¬ 
der that under the act of Assembly 
to pass a resolution it did not 
require a majority vote of all the members 
elected to Councils, but only a majority vote 
of all the members })resent provideci that 
majority was equal to two-fifths of tlie 
members elect of Council.s. 

Mr. Herron in making the point of or¬ 
der stated that at a former meeting of Coun¬ 
cils when he had called up a resolution in 
reference to the payment of trans]>ortation 
expenses for the Road Commissioner’s cor])s, 
the Chair had decided that it required a 
majority of all the members elect of Coun¬ 
cil. He thought this an erroneous decison. 
The Chair said the matter put the tempo¬ 
rary Chairman in an embarrassing position. 
The regular Chairman had iiecided that it 
required a majority vote of all the nuunbers 
elect. He, however, (Mr. McCune,) held to 
a difterent view, but did not wish to make 
a decision. He would decline, therefore, to 
make a decision on any matter pertaining 
to past proceedings, hut he won hi decide in 
any case that might come up in the cour.se 
of the afternoon. 

Mr. A. G. McCandless held that the 
point of order was not pertinent to the pres¬ 
ent time. It should have been made at the 
time the decision was made. 

This judgment was endorsed by the Chair, 
and the point of order ruled as irregular at 
that time; the Chair, however, stated that 
If any case came up during the afternoon, a 
decision would be made on the point, if it 
was then raised.

Mr. Rafferty called up the resolution 
514, repealing the onlinance granting the 
Pennsylvania Railroad certain privileges, 
and annulling the contract under the ordi¬ 
nance. 

The rules wxre suspended to consider th© 
resolution. 

IVIr. Rafferty thcn'proceeded to discuss 
the contract which gave away a couple of 
the most important thoroughfares of the 
city without any requirement. Ho Imd a 
petition from five hundred citizens asking 
for the repeal of the ordinance, and ha 
thought airy man who understootxl the mat¬ 
ter would see the folly of giving away of 
Washington and Grant streets. He also 
presented the written opinion of the City 
Solicitor to the eflcct that Councils ha<l the 
right to repeal the ordinance vacating their 
streets to tlie Pennsylvania Railroad be¬ 
cause the company had failed to complete 
its part of the contract in commencing the 
bridges to be built in the outer districts. Ao- 












cording to the contract a part of th« work 
should have beeen completed within six 
months, and in no case should it be extend- 
«d longer than eighteen months. 

Mr. A. G. McCandi.ess thought the 
duty of Councils was self-evident. At the 
time of the agreement great promise.s had 
been made, and none of tlntse had been 
fulfilled. They had already given away 
property that was in vain able to the city, 
«nd now that in (ne instance they had a 
chance to retrieve themselves and ge t back 
Grant and Washington streets, he thought 
every Councilman could sec what was his 
duty. 

Mr. H Eft RON said he had voted for the 
original ordinance under the belief that 
the Kail road Company would do what it 
promised. These promises had not been 
carried out, and it was evident the Railroad 
Company wanted to get all it could from 
the city, and do very little in return. 

Mr. Lloyi> said the city of Pittsburgh had 
the bargain. If the Railroad Company did 
not get the conveniences that were neces¬ 
sary for the transaction of business, the 
would go elsewhere. She wanted 
depot facilities, and if she did not 
get them in the old city she would i 
have to go to some other poiiit. The j 
company had been preparing for this for the j 
last ten years, and could easily secure facil- ; 
ities on ihe South Side. Their merchants | 
would have the privilege of draying their | 
goods to the depot, a mile or so away, per¬ 
haps, and passengers could only reaeli the 
depot by omnibusses. He thought the Peim- 
gyl.vania railroad did not get much of a bar¬ 
gain by living up to the contract. It \vas 
to the interest of JMttsburghto give them 
all the facilities they ittciuived, and so keep 
them in the city. 

Mr. Watson .also supported the agree¬ 
ment. He thought railroads made a city, 
and they ought to be encouraged as much 
as possible. He illustrated his argument 
by showing that the city by bringing busi¬ 
ness to the city, and affording facilities for 
carrying on business, benefited every man 
in the city, and every man's pocket was in¬ 
terested in it. 

Mr. Anderson held that the city either 
had or had n<d a contract wdth the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad Company. If there w'as 
a contract, it could not be annulled by one 
party simply desiring to get out of tlie con¬ 
tract made, by simply aunouucing its aii- 
nullment. He thought something more 
than that w'as necessary. He thought it 
w’as a question for the Courts. He also 
called attention to ^he mis-statement, that 
the Railroad Coinj)any had not commenced 
work. They commenced work and would 
have finished had not unusual circum¬ 
stances interfered. He was opposed to an 
annullment of the agreement. 

Mr. Burg WIN had originally voted for 
the ordinance and conld not see any reason 
for changing his opinion now'. The city he 
tliought had the best of the bargain. 

Mr. Shipton rehearsed, at some length, 
the manner in w'hich concession had been 
inado to the Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany, and her failure to comply with any 
of the promises made. The city had been 
exceeding liberal and had got very little in 
return. The city had vacated several streets 
at the “Point" under promise that Cherry 
alley would be widened to a sixty feet street, 
hut it W’as never done.

Aui.»t^ presented the report of the 
Water Ooramittoe, returning the resolutions 
of Mr. Negley, referred to it Oct. «'>, 1874 
from Common Council, and recommending 
that the original transfer, as passed in Se¬ 
lect Council, be approved. The report W'as 
received and filed, ami Mr. Anil moved that 
the original transfer be approved. 

The President declared the motion out of 
order for reasons stated at the previous 
meeting. 

Mr. Mb yuan moved that the action 
of Select Council bo concurred in. 

The Chair declared it out of order also. 

Mb. ThompSDK then called up the reso¬ 
lutions of Oct. .Mil, and moved that they be 
laid on the table. 

Mr. Fultox wanted to know if laying 
them on the table would carry all the rest 
with them.

Mr. Thompsok then withdrew his motion 
and subsequently moved that the resolutions 
of October 5tli be adopted.

Mr. Fulton seconded Mr. Thompson’s 
motion, but stated that his duty to his con¬ 
stituents required him to vote against the j 
resohitions. 

Mr. Wood thought the transfer should bo 
made, and said that his vote won hi be cast 
in favor of approving the original transfer. 

Mr. Robinson said that if he could be 
shown that the city would lose $50,000, as 
alleged, by approving the original transfer, 
he wotild vote against it. 

Mr. Milligan solemnly asserted that 
the city would lose‘not only $50,000 but 
$100,000. He said the transfer as recom¬ 
mended by the Water Committee contained 
no provision for the payment of $75,000 
forfeit money now due the city. 

Mr. Aull said he certainly cmild not see 
how the city would lose one dollar by ap¬ 
proving the transfer. He rehearsed the 
matter of the estimates on stone in Haight’s 
Run, which has been gone over before, and 
urged that Council set the seal of apx)roval 
on the original assignment. 

Mr.NKGLEY (Mr. Thompson intho chair) 


said that it had been intimated that he was 
making a personal matter out of this con¬ 
troversy. He felt as.Hur<.!d that if Mr. Wal¬ 
ter "was allowed to speak in Councils, he 
could conscientiously say that no enmity 
had boon manifesteil toward him by the 
speaker. Regarding the matter of forfeit 
money, Mr. Negley said that some of the 
members aiipcared to take it for granted 
that it would bo w'aived, but he did not 
think that settled thi; matter by any means. 
It might he the minds o!' a few men, but not 
the minds of those who form a majority of 
Council. He considevi'd it rather (lifiicult, 
in view of tUo late election, to say what 
would be the complexion of Councils two 
years hence, or a year tVom now, when the 
eontracJ is completiMl. After instituting a 
comparison, Mr. Negh'y said that the Wa¬ 
ter Committee had contracted that the work 
done on the reservoirs .should be paid for 
after being put in place, and that when 
the estimates were made out. twenty 
per cent, should be retained. Instead of do¬ 
ing that though the Com mil tee paid for 
stone in Haight’s Run. Engineer Kennedy 
had said that each a proceeding was allow¬ 
able, It might be in engineering but it is 
not in law. The speaker exhibited a copy 
of an estimate made for him by the Engi¬ 
neer and said it showed that $50,000 had 
been paid on stone estimated in Haight’s 
Hun for the Brilliant Hill reservoir alone. 

I He had been informed, however, that Mr. 
Walters had used a part or nearly all of 
that stone in the Hiland reservoir. If such 
wa.s the case what had Mr. Walter to fear 
from the approval of the resolutions olio red 
as a substitute for the original? He then 
took ui) the resolutions and discussed them 
seriatim. The original transfer he averred 
contained no provision fixing the liine by 
which the contract shall be completed, and 
that it did not hold Mr. Walter to any¬ 
thing, but released not only him but 
Mr. Howard from the payment of the 
I)cnalty for not having the work finished 
within the specified time. In July last the 
Water Committee passed a resolution that 
no more, estimates should be paid until all 
the work was in place. In September, how¬ 
ever, on the petition of Mr. Walter, they re¬ 
scinded the resolution and approved an es¬ 
timate in his favor before the contract had 
been legally transferred. 

Mr. Wood did not think the city would 
lose the forfeit of $100 per day because 
C. Howard & Son and their sureties are 
held as firmly bound as before the assign¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Fulton made a lengthy speech re¬ 
garding the abandonment of the work on 
Brilliant Hill reservoir, and said that it 
had to be done in order to get money to 
finish the Hiland reservoir, and he consid¬ 
ered it folly and madness to denounce the 
Water Committee for ordering the stoppage 
of the work, 

Mr. Negley said the Water Committee 
had no authority to stop the work. The 
ordinance under which it is acting contains 
no provision giving it such power, and that 
in taking it into its own hands it did so 
without warrant. The committee seemed 
to think it could do as it pleased, but above 
it, is the people and Councils even. Speak¬

Mr. Huntek added another admendment 
to strick out 1874and make the new schedule 
go into effect, Febuary, 1875. Mr. Anderson 
accepted this addition.

By the 4th section of the act of Assembly 
cla.ssifving cities, it is provi<led that ‘^every 
legislative aef of Councils shall be by reso¬ 
lution or ordinance.” 

By the ea.«e of the Commonw'ealtb vs. Al¬ 
len, (70fb Srate Reports, 4b9,) it is decided 
“that the Councils are in no proper sense a 
legislature; they do not make laws, but 
municipal regulations by virtue of the law 
w’hich infuses them wiih vigor.” 

Therefore the above section impliedly 
would read: “Every municipal regulation 
of the Councils shall be by resolution or or¬ 
dinance. 

Tlie Supreme Court of Pennsylvania in 
rase of the Commonwealth for the use of 
Allegheny City vs. Marshall (59th State 
Reports 461) decided “that any alteration 
or repeal of an ordinance should be eftected 
by the same method or its equivalent,— 
a joint resolution—published and recorded 
in due form,” 

The act classifying cities, with other laws 
in force, requires: 

“That no ordinance shall be considered 
unless referred to committee, returned 
therefrom and printed for the use of the 
meinlK*rs. Shall not Im* altered or amended 
on its p.as.sage as to change its original 
piirjiose, shall not be p.assed contaitiing 
more than one subjeet, which 
shall be clearly expressed in its title; 
shall >»e read at length in eaeh branch on 
three different days, unless three-fourths of 
the Couneil In w'hii h the same may l>e 
pending shall dispense wdth such rule; (All 
amendments made thereto shall lie printed 
for the use of the niemlM*rs) shall not txj- 
rome a law’ upon the same day of its intro- 
dnetion on its lieing re|H)rted, and shall re¬ 
quire for its passage or adoption a majority 
of the meinlMTS eleeted to ea< h branch in 
its favor, by a vote, by yeas and nays. 
The names of the persons voting for and 
against the same shall he entered on the 
journal which shall show such m.ajority— 
all which must he signed by the Pn-sident 
of Councils, and approved by the Mayor, 
published and recorded to make them ef¬ 
fectual. 

Therefore a joint resolution cannot l>e the 
equivalent of an ordinance, tinle.ss it con¬ 
tains all the aforeinentidned elem«*nts, etc. 

WInf, then, may Councils do w ithout res¬ 
olution or onlinance containing the afore¬ 
mentioned eleinent.s? 

Blackstone defines a regulation to he— 
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that which is established ta regulate; ar¬ 
rangement; rule; order. 

Councils may, by resolution, approve of 
anything done in pursuance of some law, 
ordinance, or its equivalent. Among other 
things, such as the payment of money un¬ 
der existing contracts made in pursuance of 
previous lawful authority; approval of plans 
oflots; location of streets; approval of re¬ 
ports of committees, which do not infringe 
upon those things which require an 
ordinance, or its equivalent; requiring the 
performance of some duty from any city otii- 
cer, not inconsistent with his otiticial duties. 
These are some of the actions of Councils 
that do not require to be signed by the pres¬ 
idents or to be approved by the Mayor, as 
ia other cases.

The difference between the amount of 
money expended as per above statement 
and the amount of Bonds sold $4,500,000 
was accounted for by the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, in their reports to Councils relative to 
the deposits in the Nation Trust Company, 
and with Geo. B. Hill & Co. This money, 
though abundantly safe, is not at present 
available. 

The total amount of money needed for the 
completion of the works, as per the esti¬ 
mates of the Engineers, is $1,098,104.51-100 
ailding to which say $25,000 for superin¬ 
tendence, office expenses, &c., gives $1,123,- 
104.51, as the amount needed to com¬ 
plete the works. 

If the Brilliant Hill Ueservoir is not fin¬ 
ished with its force main, &c., nor the 36 
inch pipe laid on Butler street, the total 
amount needed for completion, including 
superintendence ,&c., is $791,553.51. 

In conclusion your Committee would re¬ 
spectfully reconinjcnd that in their opinion 
the best interests of the city demand that 
as the works have already been carried so 
far, that the necessary legislation be ob¬ 
tained to procure the money for their cora- 
X)letion in their entirety.

Above amount includes e.stimates, pay 
rolls, &c., for November, 1874, amounting 
in all to $38,637,16, which amount has not 
yet been approved by your Committee. 

The amounts shown in this statement as 
having been expended on Engineering De¬ 
partments, Office Expenditures, Distribu¬ 
tion Accounts, and on Engine House Foun¬ 
dations, are as taken from your books. But 
on examination of the accounts of my prede¬ 
cessor I find items charged to Foundation 
that should be char ged to Engineering De¬ 
partment, and in like manner through 
the four different accounts. This will not 
effect the total amount expended by these 
four Departments, but will change the sep¬ 
arate amounts expended hy each Depart¬ 
ment, reducing the expenses of Foundation 
and Distribution accounts, and increasing 
the Office and Engineering expenses. 

Owing to.the limited time at my disposal, 
and not having become perfectly familiar 
with the duties of the office, I am unable to 
give the exact figures on each of these De¬ 
partments.

THE CIVIL engineer’s REPORT. 

Pittsburgh, December 7tb, 1874. 

To the Chairman and Members of the Water 

Committee: 

Gentlemen: —In compliance with your 
instructions, I herewith submit the follow¬ 
ing statement, showing the amount of 
money needed to complete the different res¬ 
ervoirs, to pay the amount reserved on the 
pipe contract, and to lay the tliirty-six inch 
main on Butler street, from the Brilliant 
Hill reservoir, to a point on Liberty street, 
near Twenty-eighth street, there to Ikj con¬ 
nected with the present system of clistribu- 
I tion. 

Also, the cost of laying tU« twenty-inch 
main on Centre avenue, by which the Her¬ 
ron’s Hill Reservoir is to be supplied. 

And also the cost of laying a twelve-inch 
main, from Herron’s Hill Reservoir along 


; Madison and Herron avenues, to a point on 
Wylie avenue extension. 

If it is decided not to complete the Bril¬ 
liant Hill Reservoir, of course the thirty- 
six-inch main would not be laid on Butler 
street, but eventually it will have to be 
laid into the city by some route, as the pre¬ 
sent pipes, now laid on Penn and Fifth av¬ 
enues, are not large enough to satisfactorily 
supply the increasing demand for water in 
the lower portions of the city, as well as the 
outer wards. 

A set of tables have been arranged, show¬ 
ing the quantities of the different items of 
work upon which proposals were received, 
and the quantities upon which the present 
estimates are based. As will be seen by 
reference to them, the different reservoirs 
will cost;, when completed, more than the 
originar estimates upon which proposals 
were received as follows: The Brilliant 
Hill Reservoir, $36,802 63-100; the Hiland 
Avenue Reservoir, $41,213 20-100, and the 
Herron’s Hill Reservoir, $59,605 96-100. 

The reason for the increase in cost of the 
Brilliant Hill Reservoir is, that after the 
contract was awarded and the w'ork begun, 
it was found necessary to extend the west 
line of the reservoir farther into the hill, in 
order to remove some extensive land slides, 
which developed themselves when the foot 
of the hill slope was cut away. The amount 
of solid rock was also much greater than 
had been anticipated, and material had to 
be provided to replace it in the embank¬ 
ments. The puddle was also much in¬ 
creased, as a very extensive deposit of sand 
was found in the northern compartment, 
which had to be removed from three to six 
feet below the bottom grade, and replaced 
with puddle, in order to render the work 
secure. A great deal of extra work had 
also to be done in removing the material, 
and preparing the base of the embankments 
in two ravines, one under the north, and 
one under the east embankment. 

The street, or road, constructed to take 
the place of that portion of Hiland avenue 
destroyed by the construction of the Hiland 
Avenue Reservoir was also returned with 
the estimates of the Brilliant Hill Reser¬ 
voir, 

All of the above increased expenditures 
were called to your attention in difterent 
reports, at the time the work was done. 

The largest increase of cost, however, 
over the original estimates of the Hiland 
avenue and Brilliant Hill Reservoirs, was 
caused by the material used for puddle and 
soiling not being deducted from the excav¬ 
ation. In the matter of soiling this was not 
of so much moment, as the original quanti¬ 
ties were small, and If the extra amount of 
soiling had not been put on the embank¬ 
ments, an equivalent amount of material to 
replace it would have been required to be 
borrowed outside the lines of the Reser¬ 
voirs; blit the item of puddle was largely 
increased on account of the nature of the 
material encountered in the bottom excava¬ 
tion. 

The increased cost caused by reason of 
the price of excavation not being deducted 
from the original amount of soiling, and the 
increased amount of puddle i.s $11,681.00 
for the Brilliant Hill, and $20,123.00 for the 
Hiland avenue reservoirs. 

On the Herron’s Hill reservoir the in¬ 
crease of cost was in part owing to the en¬ 
tire unsuitability of nearly all the 
material found in the excavation for 
the purpose for which it was needed, but 
the main increase was on account of extra 
allowances made to the contractors for 
wasting and borrowing material, and an 
increase of price for removal of extra hard 
material. These three items alone footing 
up $38,:i04.00. 

The original estimate of the cost of the 
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Herron’« Hill Reservoir, made by Messrs,* 
Chesbroiigh and Lane, was :$49,504.00. The 
lines of the work have not been changed a 
particle* and yet the cost, when complel-ed, 
will exceed their estimates $78,811 71 100, 
and exceedes my own estimate $59,06.5 
96-100. I was of the opinion at the time I 
made the estimate of quantities, that the 
classification of the former Engineers in the 
item of rock was too small, and hence I 
doubled the amount as returned by them. If 
I had taken four times the quantity the es¬ 
timate would have been almost exactly cor¬ 
rect. 

Messrs. Chesbroiigh and Lane estimated 
the cost of the Brilliant Hill Reservoir at 
$163,788, and the Hiland Avenue Reservoir 
at $244,186. The former work will, when 
finished, exceed their estimate $86,^5, and 
the latter .$95,386. In these cases, however, 
the reservoirs have been largely increased 
in size and capacity, and hence the quanti¬ 
ties of material are largely increased over 
those upon which their estimates were 
based. 

It will be observed that, on the different 
reservoirs, the amount of masonry is in¬ 
creased over what was originally estimated; 
this was caused, on the Hiland Avenue Res¬ 
ervoir, by an increase in the size of the in¬ 
fluent pipes from twenty-four to fifty inches 
in diameter, and hence a corresponding in- 
crea.se in the size of the chamber. 

On the Brilliant Hill Reservoir, it was 
thought advisable to build a retaining wall 
at the foot of a portion of the slope of the 
eastern embankment, and on the Herron’s 
Hill Reservoir, an effluent chamber of stone 
was built instead of a cast-iron effluent 
well. This was done to afford better facili¬ 
ties for constructing a screen to keep foreign 
matter, such as leaves, drift, fish, &;c., out 
of the supply mains. 

Hoping that the following tables contain 
all the information desired, and will enable 
you to arrive at correct conclusions relative 
to the condition of the work, I lemaiu 
Very respectfully yours.

It will be impossible to determine the ex¬ 
act cost of the masonry per perch, until 
some disposition is made of the articles 
enumerated in class “A ” An approximate 
estimate of the cost of the masonry per 
perch is arrived at by deducting the items 
in class “A” and namely boilers, 

steam pumps, derricks, railway sidings, 
rope, block and tackle, boartling houses, 
tools, &c., amounting, as shown in class 
“A,” to $22,926.98. As.saining that these 
may be disposed of for one-half of their cost, 
the sum of $11,463.49 may be realir.e<l. The 
excavating for the foiindations, making 
coffer dams, cost of rip-rapping the same, 
grading on top of the bank, and grading 
along the line of the Allegheny Valley Rail¬ 
way, for forcing-mains, amounting to $38,- 
715.66 should be deducted.

In addition to this, it will be found neces¬ 
sary to deduct the value of a considerable 
quantity of stone quarrieq and cut, that 


have not been used. It Was impossible to 
quarry the large dimension stone required, 
without getting out more rabble than Was 
used, the estimated value of which is plac¬ 
ed at $3,500,00. 

There is also a quantity of cut stone and 
rubble at Clinton, namely, 550 perch of 
stone, and about 200 perch of nibble, that 
cost $6,333.89. Considerable stone having 
been quarried at Clinton, by Mr. Douglas, 
a difference of Opinion arose as to tiie qttan- 
tity of stone quarried by him. Appraisers 
Were appointed, whose valuation, on their 
measurement or estimate, was $8,035-59. 
Acting upon the suggestion of the City AP 
torney, I procured the services of Messrs. 
Devlin and Martin, engineers, whose meas¬ 
urement would allow of but $5,232.50; mak¬ 
ing a difference of $2,803.00. 

If the stone in dispute had been laid In 
the foundations, the evidence of a discrep¬ 
ancy would hav^e been lost, 

At the time the measurements were made, 
other stone were quarried in abundance at 
Coil’s quarry, so there was no pres.sing ne¬ 
cessity for the shipment of the stone from 
Clinton, and subsequently, low water pre¬ 
vented the transportation of the stone. The 
cut stone at Clinton, and the rubble at 
Clinton and Coil’s quarries, and founda¬ 
tions, are valuable, and can be used by tlie 
city to advantage in other work, or the 
stone can be readily disposed of, in w hich 
case the expenditures will be materially re¬ 
duced.

III conclusion, 1 will add that the engines 
now under construction, when working at 
their maximum capacity, w ill elevate 80,-

ly-fonr hours, Shonhl eitlier pair of en¬ 
gines be disabled from any cause, the other 
)mir would necessarily he compelled to sup¬ 
ply all the water demanded. The consump¬ 
tion of w<ater dining the past thirty ^eara 
lias increased nine times; in the past 
twenty years, four times, and during 
ihe past ten yeava the consumption 
increased two and two-third times; tlie con¬ 
sumption during the past year averaging 
14,500,000 gallons per day. Should the 
consumption increase in the next ten years, 
as in the past, the average daily consump¬ 
tion in 1884 will approximate 38,000,000 gal¬ 
lons per day. From which it will he seen 
that one pair of engines can only supply the 
daily demand. It will be seen from the fore¬ 
going, that should the consumption increavse 
in the next ten years, as in the past, the 
engines will he taxed to their utmost ca¬ 
pacity. 

In this connection, I would revspectfully 
suggest to you the iiropriety of supplying 
the higher districts on the South Side with 
water. This may be accomi>Ushed, either 
I >y con vey i n g water from Herron ’s 11 i 11, or

Mr. McCune, from the Finance Commit¬ 
tee, present.e<l a resolution autliorizirig the 
payment from the Finance, Survey ainl 
City Property Funds, of an amount, to pay 
the expenses of the water works for the 
December salaries. l*asse<l. 

Also, a resolution authorizing warrants 
for refunding of certain overpaid business 
taxes. Passed. 

Also, a resolution makingoertaiu exoner¬ 
ations in taxes excessively assessed. 

Also, ordinance 883 authorizing an ex¬ 
change of Registered Waf.er Plxtension 
Boiuls. The ordinance provided for an issue 
of bonds in smaller denominations than the 
denominations now issued, provided that 
the issue of new bonds never ex<*eeded the 
amount of the bonds for which they were 
exchanged, 

Mr. Rapfeuty moved, as an amend¬ 
ment, that the bonds be exchanged only by 
the Controller with the consent of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee. 

After some discussion the amendment 
was voted down—the majority seeming to 
think there was sufficient guard thrown 
around the matter. 

The rules were then suspended and the 
ordinance was passed by 38 yeas to 10 nays. 

Mr. McCunk also presented the report of 
the Committee on City Property, which was 
received and filed. 

THE OAKLAND HOAD. 

Mr. Anderson, from the St>ecial Coni- 
luittee appointed to adjust the difficulty be¬ 
tween the city and the Oakland Itailway 
Company, presented a report scuitig forth 
that the entire claim of the city against the 


Oakland Passenger Railway, in 1872, when 
suit was brought, was §18,414, of whieli 
about §.'5,000 were for repairs tostreetHirav- 
ersed by tlie company—the amount due for 
tax on cars and on dividends, with interest, 
etc., being $14,414. 

The city claimed that an average of twen¬ 
ty c.ars per day had l>een run, but the com¬ 
pany averred that seven cars was the aver¬ 
age number used. The company also al¬ 
leged serious loss by interruption of busi¬ 
ness in the construction of imi)rovement8 on 
the streets, and also that a final compromise 
had been made with the Street Committee, 
whereby the company was to pay one-tliird 
of the expenses of re-paving Fifth avenue, 
from Chestnut to Dinwiddie streets, in lieu 
of all demands then existing. This propo¬ 
sition was accepted by a 8iil)-coniniittee, but 
it seems to have failed, as Councils took no 
action, and no money was ever paid under it. 

The committee, however, in view of all 
the facts, proposed to accept as a final set¬ 
tlement, the following amounts: 

Tax on cars.$3,730 00 

In lieu of dividends. 4,400 00 

Repairing Fifth avenue. 1,450 51 


Total.$8,580 51 

This the company refused to accept, for 
various reasons—the main ones being, that 
the company could not l>e held liable for 
anything prior to the alleged compromise, 
and that the statute of limitation would cut 
oft'a large part of the <‘iaim. These reasons 
the comniitteo deemed insufficient, and re¬ 
ported as above stated. 

A resolution presented by the committee 
requires the above amount*: to be paid in 
three mouths,and in case of failure the City 
Attorney i.s to proceed without delay in 
pressing the claim of the city to judgment. 

Mr, Dannells objected to the compro¬ 
mise. The couipany owed the city $18,t)00, 
and this report proposed a compromise for a 
little over $8,000. He believed in holding 
the company to the strict letter of the con¬ 
tract. 

Mr. Anderson saiil that he also would 
like to secure the .$18,000, but that was im¬ 
possible. Much of the claim prcseuti'd by 
the city was of a rather doubtful charaett r, 
and it might Ikj difficult to anything.

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REPORT OP SURVEY COMMITTEE. 

To tk^. Select and Common Co uncils of the City of 
PiiWiurgh: 

Gemtlkmen:—I n compliance with an ordinance 
passed May 1870, the Survey Committee have 
submitted during the past year monthly reports of 
work done by them In various parts of the city. 

As the present Councils are about to retire, thev 
deem it important that they should make a brief 
fturamary of their operations during the past year. 

Immediately after their organization in the early 
part of January. Mr. \V, K. Hoc was re-elected 
engineer in charge. They found Mr. Janies Kob- 
erts already In the field, in charge of one corps on 
the South Side, locating and relocating streets and 
defining ward lines; also, one corps in cliargo of 
Mr. J, Johnston, making a topographical survey <f 
Sijulrrcl Hill, Twenty-third ward, wliicli corps 
was, by direction of your committee, disbanded at 
the end of the mouth. 

Two corp.s were organized In March, one in charge 
of Mr. Sli.cids making survey of the MonongaheJa 
basins, the other in charge of Mr. Coulter making 
survey of the Allegheny basins. 

The corp.s on the Monongahela was transferred 
from Mr. Shields to Mr, G. A. Miller, in Hie month 
of April, and under his direction the woik has pro- 
gres.se<l to near completion. 

The corps on Hie Allegheny slope w'as disbanded 
at the end of June by order of yoiir Committee for 
reducing the force, and tlie work was not entirely 
completed. Huring this time botli the above corps 
have at times been engaged at ditferoiit parts of the 
city locating and relocating streets and running 
levels for the establishing and changing of grades. 
An idea of the enormous amount of work done under 
the supervision of your Survey CommItiee and of 
the long, tedioti.s and thankle.ss duties devolving 
upon them, will in a measure present itself by an 
examination of the fv^Ilowing recapitulatory state¬ 
ment. 

During the. year they have held 66 Committee 
and Sub-Comiiilttee nieeiiugs; have located 55 
streets aggregating 150,481 feet, orover 28 iiillerf 
In length: have relocated 34 streets, a total length 
of 46,804 feet, or nearly nine miles; have leveled 
and maiie profile plans of 86 streets, covering over 
37 miles in length and aggiegating 136,62<i feet. 
They have also caused to be made an accurate sur¬ 
vey covering over 144 miles in length of the topo¬ 
graphical basin linos of the Allegheny and Moiiuti- 
gahela Rivers. 

Surveys have also been made of the ward boundary 
lines of the Thirty-seventh ward and the Houtli 
Hide, aggregating 121,015 feet, ora distance of 
23 miles. 

Surveys of the Allegheny and Monongahela river 
lines have also been made, showing a total length of 
45,244 feet, equaling nearly 13 miles in length. 

Thus^ you see at a glance, the duties entrusieil to 
the charge of your Survey Committee are by no 
means trifling. The accurate surveying and map¬ 
ping 1,262,434 feet of .streets, equaling nearly j 
240 miles in length, is conclusive evidence that 
your Committee have not been Idle, nor the em- 
plnyos under them uselessly retained. ' ' 

K^fdes4lie above, your Coiiiinlttee have prepareil 
foitrtoeii street opening plans; have hml under con¬ 
sideration, and adopted, 22 street arid lot plau.s; 
have had- surveyed and prepared, plans of Four 
KMd Itnn,. Cemetery Uuti, Haight's Itun, Coniiliss 
Run, Niue Mile Bun, and Murphey's Run, together, 
with a basiu plan of Two Mile Run, besides .consid¬ 
erable wort oil the new City and District Maps. 

We have endeavored to econotiiize in every way, 
and have spent as little as pos.sible, the; total ills- 
bursemciits'to peceiiUicr ist iastaiiiouirtlug 
562,30, leaving a balance of |3,407. 70 Ui ourap- 
propriatiun at that iluie. 


tVe have now under our supervision planting stone 
landmarks, working up and completing the 
summer surveys,. and engaged at r>nice 
work, two Engineers and their assistants, 
and two Draughtsmen. It will be necessary to re¬ 
tain the services of both Kngiiiecr.sand DraiightsiiiRii 
to close up and properly record the summer's work. 
The services of all others in this department will be 
dlspeased with at the close of this mouth.
